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PEEFACE. 



On 19th January 1881 1 received an order from the Gbvemment of Madras appointing me to serve 
on special duty in connection with the Archeeoloffical Survey of Southern India, and, in a subsequent order, 
my duties were defined. I was entrusted with .Sie preparation of lists of aJl the known inscriptions and 
monumental antiquities in the Madras Presidency, in order to prepare the way for a detailed survey. 
With these instructions to guide me I set to work to collect the information fiom tihie several Districts 
issuing a circular appealing for help to a large number of ofiScials and private gentlemen both European 
and Native. 7,500 of these were circulated, and much correspondence naturally ensued. The work in 
hand, moreover, entailed a veiy considerable amount of reading, for I was compelled to study volume by 
volume all the books which I could find in the Presidency town in which reference would be likely to be 
made to Southern Indian archseology and antiquities. A large number of works bearing on the subject 
I have been unable to procure, but, besides many others, I have gone through all tibe sets of scientific 
journals published since A.D. 1785 which seemed likely to bear on the subject, including the numerous 
volumes of the Asiatic Besearohes, the Journals of the Boyal Asiatic Societv, those of the Asiatic Society 
of Bengal, of the Bombay Branch of the Boyal Asiatic Society, and of the Madras Journal of Literature 
and Science^ as well as the whole of the issues of the '^ Indian Antiquary." 

The object which I placed before myself from the conmiencement of the work was not only to 
produce lists of antiquities in each District for the use of the Arohadological Surveyor, but to furnish 
general information for the guidance of many residents in Southern India who might be as yet uninter- 
ested in the subject, with the view of enabling them, if their tastes so lead them, to join in the work of 
historical research ; and I have been buoyed up by the hope that the Lists and Tables which form the 
main portion of Volume II, ^and which the Madras Government did not call upon me to compile,) will be 
found of considerable utilil^ m the gradual work of history-making, by enabling many to become fellow- 
workers who would otherwise, from the labor required in studying the subject, never be induced to pay 
any attention to it. This extra work has led to some delay, but I think it will be found to be of service 
in the end. For instance ; — ^if Volume I stood alone, and there were nothine ready to hand to guide 
him, an official, riding through a village where the^ezistence of an imdeciphered stone inscription is 
mentioned, might be induced to look for it, and, if found, to report the fact to the Archaeological Surveyor * 
he might even go so far as to have it rcMEid and report the date^and the name of the sovereign entered 
therein, but he would probablv do little else. Having no books to refer to, he would not take the trouble 
to inquire to what dynasty me king belonged, whether the date taUied witii other inscriptions of the 
same reign throughout the Presidency, or whether there happened to be in this inscription any peculiarity 
requiring special notice, — ^in short, whether the inscription was a very valuable one, or only valuable as 
beinff another of a number confirming the same facts. If, however, he has ready to hand a set of tables 
which will at a glance enable him to see approximately the year A.D. corresponding to the native date 
givcfn, and show him who the sovereign was whose name he reads in the inscription, when he lived to 
what family he belong^ed, and whether this inscription confirms or contradicts other known inscriptions 
of that date, I think it stands to reason that he will take a greater interest in the subject. And the 
interest will increase as he goes on, till eventually his researdies may prove of very great value to the 
future historian of Southein India. 

With this object in view I commenced by preparing Chronological Tables in order to enable an 
approximate date A.D. to be given for all native dates mentioned in inscriptions. These are only roughly 
given. Extreme accuracy can only be obtained by very troublesome calculations. I eamestiy hope 
that Gx>vemment will see fit shortly to have these calculations made and the results published m 
clear tables, so that at a glance the English day of the week, the month, and the year AJ). may be 
known for every Telugu, Tamil, and Malayalam date mentioned in inscriptions. One thing at least is 
certain ; — ^it will be impossible to obtain an accurate history of the country till this is done. 

My next care was to draw up Gtenealogical Tables and lists of all the known dynasties and great 
families of Southern India from tne earliest times. These are merely tentative in most instances, because 
the subject is yet in its infancy. But I have attempted to give the latest information regarding them 
from the best authorities. I lay no daim to any originality. These tables are, for the most part, merely 
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compiled from the published works of well-known writers ; but being ooUeoted together they will, I hope, 
be useful to beginners. The remaining lists contain as many of the dated inscriptions in the Presi- 
• denoy as I oouM oolleot, arranged — (1) ohronolorioally for the use of epigraphists and the students of 
general history ; and (2) in order of succession of the sovereigns of di£rerent dynasties for guidance as 
regards the history of the principal reignine houses. 

To guard agaonst error, it is necessary uiat I should make it thoroughly understood that the infor- 
mation given herein must not be considered either as conclusive^ or even as necessarily accurate. All I 
could pretend to do in the limited time at my disposal was to record as carefully as possible all that my 
informants told me ; and as the latter may have made many mistakes, I cannot vouon for the accuracy of 
all the statements made in these volumes.^ Far more has been discarded than admitted, as I was 
certain of error in many cases, and sceptical as to asserted facts in many more. The Lists must be con- 
sidered as provisional and tentative, not final.' The work of antiquarian research in Southern India 
will best be carried out, therefore, if workers will take nothing for granted, but in each case will test the 
accuracy of the statements made in this volume by examination on the spot. By perpetual corrections, 
additions and alterations, the lists may, in the course of years, be rendered perfect ; at present they 
must merely be considered as f orminc^ a basis on which to work. In addition to errors in the description 
of antiquarian remains it will probabfy be found that in many cases the distances and directions ot the 

5 laces mentioned are inaccurately given. For this information I have been almost solely indebted to 
!ahsildars of taluks, and Clerks in their offices, whose ideas of distance and the points of the compass are 
often very vague, and who are, I am sony to say, often very careless. In every instance I have searched 
on the Ordnance Map for the place mentioned and, when found, have given the information aooorately ; 
but where I have failed to find the place I am not personally responsible for my entries. If residents in 
the Districts will take the trouble to send notices of errors m this respect to the Archaaologioal Surveyor 
they will greatly assist his work as well as prepare the way for more accurate lists in time to come. 

Appendix A, containing arohssologioal notes made during a personal tour in the Palnd4 country of 
the Eistna District, I pref ened, on careful consideration, to print separately, because it partakes of a 
different character to that of the general lists, the greater portion of which is prepared merely on hear- 
say. 

The much-vexed question of Orthography must receive some notice here- First, then, I must 
explain that my chief guide in this.direction has been a hard-and-fast Order of Government directing 
me to base my orthography on the principles of the present Government system. In order to ensure 
uniformity the Madras Government has published lists, to which it has desired all officers strictly to 
adhere, fixing the spelling of all the most important places in the Presidency. These Lists retain the 
popular spelling in, the case of places whose names may be considered as now forming part of the English 
language, while trcmsliterating with more or less accuracy a number of names of taluks, rivers, and less 
known places. This last list might, I think, be much improved, but as it stands I am bound by it. In 
the case of all names not entered in the Government lists I have given an exact transliteration according 
to a table annexed to this preface. The advantage of this is obvious. Besidents in the south, for instance, 
may desire information regarding a place in the Telugu country, and unless they are able in their corre- 
spondence to write in correct Telugu the name of the village in question, great confusion may arise, for 
the written names mav be quite unintelligible to Telugu-speaking people. One example, taken at 
random, will suffice. The village of G&liohinnayyapflieih (ir»DOi^os5ciiPloY in the Nandyftl Taluk of 

the Kumool District, is, in the Ordnance Map, written ChtchinpoUam, But if any one, desirous of infor- 
mation regarding the inscription there, were to request the Tahsildar of the taluk to try and get him a 
copy of it, naming the place ^OnI^^s;;^^ ^' i^S'-t^ ^^^j ^ ^^^ ^® would stand very littie chance of 

having his curiosity satisfied* For this reason, in every instance where a popularly spelt or erroneously 
transhterated name appears, copied from the Government Lists, I have added in brackets the correct 
transliteration of the native name ; and, while copying the letters of the name as given in the Govern-

tiiat to attempt to baae any hiatorioal oonoluaion on the reanlt wonld be worae than naelesa. I cannot be certain of the accuracy of 
^ single figure, and quite aura that moat are entirely wrong. Nevertheleaa I have printed them, with due waniing, ao that the 
originala mav be examined. 

* It ia ror thia reason that I have adopted throughout a peraonal atvle of writing, so as to guard against the iuppoaition that 
tha fsaisffviXlAo^ given ia of an authoritative chaiactar, fflniinating from Govemmant* 
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ment Lists, I have, in order to help the reader, frequently added the'diaoritical marks signifloatiYe of the 
proper yemacular characters. Thus; — ^the Zemindari of K&rY6tinagaraiii^-r*'^Q*S|^X2^o^ whioh^ in the 

Gt>yemnient List, is spelt Kdrvetnagar^ I have printed as ^^ Kdrvefnagar^^* retaining the Qoyemment 
spelling, while addinfi^ the proper diacritical marks for the " e " and *' t.*' 

Li some cases I felt a considerable difficulty, such as in the spelling of the name ** Ghola " (Sanskrit 
Cholay Telu^ Chola or Ohoda^ Tfunil Sara). Here I have kept to the Sanskrit as being the best Ibiown, 
and least likely to lead to confusion, the original Sora being little known to English readers. But in 
quotations from inscriptions I have always kept to the origmal orthography properly transliterated, it 
being quite as erroneous to represent a Tamil writer as spealung of Ch6la as it would l)e to represent him- 
using me word Ohola or Ohoday the letter jp being quite different from «r, a; or ^. I am perfectly aware 
that in some other cases my orthography may be held to be objectionable. Thus ; — I write the name oi 
the sovereigns of ancient Madura, Pdndiyan — ^not Pdndya, the former being the acciLrate oik;inal yema- 
cular spelling, the latter a Sanskritik perversion. (Dr. BumeU's South^lndian Pabeographp^ &trod.^ p. z. 
Note 2.) No mistake is likely to be made hereby readers, and it is as well to have the original quelling. 

Li one or two other instances I have allowed mysdf a slight liberty where native pronunciation 
differs from native spelling. Thus the distinguishing name — ^termination Bdvu (er*^\ spelt popularly 

'* Bao '' or " Row," I have spelt lidu, — ^preserving the universal pronunciation, while at the same time 
pointing out by the accented & the difference between this and the vowel an. The word is never pro- 
nounced rd-vu but rd-u. 

One or two other explanations are accessary. Speaking of inscriptions, the expression *^ private 
grant " may possibly not be clearly understood at first sight. I mean by it to express a grant of money 
or lands to an institution by persons other than sovereigns or chiefs. Li the latter cases the names of 
the donors are always given. In the former, the name beine useless for historical purposes, and brevity 
being an object, I simply call the gift a ^^ private grant or *^ private donation," meaning a gift by 
private persona. 

The loose method of expressing corresponding dates- in these lists must be specially noted that no 
oonfusion may arise in consequence of it. A year of the Sdlivdhana Saka Era corresponds roughly with 
nine months of one and three of the next following year A.D,, the Saka years beginning in the month of 
March or April. For the sake of brevity I have entered against each Saka year only me A.D. year of 
which it contains three-quarters. Thus, for instance, the year 6.6. 1514 as mentioned in one of these 
doouments, corresponds to three-quarters of A.D. 1592 and one-quarter of 1593. I write simply ^' 6.d. 
1514 (A.D. 1592)." If, however, on consulting the original inscription it is found that one of the three 
last months of the native year, 6.d. 1514, be mentioned, it will foUow that (approximately) the Englidi 
date will be in the first three months of 1593. I say ** approximately " because, asa fact, some days vary 
in each year, and unless very careful and intricate calculations are made, absolute accuracy is impossible. 
It must never be forgotten that almost eveiydocument mentions, not the ciirrent Saka year, but the one 
that has poMed. The tables at the end of volume II have been specially drawn up in accordance witii 
this habit, after the example of Prinsep. 

I would express my deep obligations to a number of gentlemen in the Fresideno^ who have given 
me most ready and kindly nelp m my work, especially noting the names of Mr. S. F. Fleet ^ of the 
Bombay Civil Service, the Bev. T. Foulkes of Bangalore, and Mr. Lewis Bice, Director of Publio 
Instruction in the State of MaisOr, gentlemen from whom, as being outside the Madras Presidency, I had 
no right to expect aid, but who never failed to help me with advice and information whenever appealed 
to ; and, in conclusion I would record my acknowledgments of the services of mj young fellow-laborer, 
8. M. Nateda d&stri, whose industry and zealous co-operation have most materially contributed to the 
oompletion of the work.

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TOPOGBAPHICAL LISTS OF AOTIQUITIES. 



GENERAL REMARKS. 

Ths aocompanjing lists must not be oonsideTed as at all exhaustive. It has been, of course, quite 
impossible for me to obtain aocurate lists of all the antiquities that exist in the Southern Presidency. 
What follows is merely a commencement. But this commencement will be valuable if officers in each 
district will help in perfecting the lists by correcting the errors that must have crept in and constantly 
adding new particulars. By so doing they will be rendering a distinct service to archaeological research. 
All I pretend to do is to summarize what I have learnt and what I happen to know, or to have seen. 
In several districts the information sent to me has been mea^, and I feel confident that the lists will 
have to be very extensively added to before they can be conSLdered as even approximately complete. 

The names of villages in each taluk are given alphabetically, as it seems in vain to attempt to give 
them in any topoffraphiwd order. It would naturally tend to deamess if a small plan of the taluk, with 
the villages marked on it, were prefixed to each list; but this would be too expensive for the present 
ephemeral publication. 

I give the districts in order mainlt from north to south of the Presidency. In each district the 
taluks are given in order on the general idea of commencing with the north. 

Distances are always given in direct lines. I have worked uniformly with the Ordnance map, and have 
simply measured the distances with a scale. Where the place is not marked on the Ordnance map, I 
have nad to trust entirely to my informants. Where the spelUng of a name in the Oidnance map diners 
from mine, I have noted the fact within brackets. 

In preparing these lists the question arose how best to describe the ancient rude stone monuments 
which are so freely scattered about in certain parts of the Presidency. They consist of dolmens^ 
cromlechs, menhirs, stone-circles, cairns, and lipi-kal^ upright slabs with umbrella-like cap-stones, 
(l^ese last are only* found on the Western Coast.) The natives of the Telugu country have only one 
name for aU these : '^ Itdkshaaa gundlu^^^ or '' stones (rocks) of the R&kshasas.*' Occasionally the word 
guUu {templeSy drclea) may be substituted for gtrndluj but one can never be certain what is meant by the 
term without explanations. Similarly^ in the Tamil count ry t he word used is '* Pdndava kal/^ " stone of 
the Pandavas," or for A;a/ sometimes kuU, *^ pit." On the Western Coast the word used is Nanjanatikdl 
or Nanjandtikuliy topikal being used in a special sense. Though I have done mv best to ascertain the 
respective classes to which these ancient relics belong, I am not always certain utat the classification is 
aocurate, and the assertion of the existence of ** dolmens " or '^ stone-circles " must be accepted with 
reservation. The time at my command has not allowed of any very great accuracy, which coidd only be 
obtained by lengthened correspondence in each particular case. 

For the sake of brevity I have often used the native words (1) Ndgakaly (2) Vtrakal^ (3) MoBoiikaly 
respectively, for the rude stone sculptures of (1) serpents variously represented, and flg^es half-human, 
half-serpentine ; (2) of warriors in various attitudes, and groups of the same sometimes mounted ; (3) of 
women who have committed saH. 

A very large number of inscriptions have been reported to me as existing but " illegible." My native 
correspondents are generally content with the simple statement that an inscription '^ cannot be read " 
without specifying whether this is due to the fact of the letters being too archaic in shape though perfectly 
clear — ^illegible from age and the effects of exposure combined — or modem, but unable to be read from 
any such cause as their position (perhaps inside the dark chamber of an adytum^ or on a slab placed high 
up on a pillar or wall ; or half-buri^), or possibly from their being broken or otherwise damaged^ or 
perhaps covered with so many coatings of whitewash that the letters are almost obliterated. Where any 
such details are supplied, I have stated them shortly in these lists. Otherwise I have been content with 
the simple statement that the inscription is ^^ illegible" in inverted conmxas, the latter sign meaning that 
such, and such only, is the information supplied to me, and that I can give no reason why the letters 
cannot be made out. I am confident that in the case of very many of the inscriptions so characterized a 
skilled epigraphist will find no difficulty whatever in deciphering them. 

As to the much-vexed question of spelling, I have, as directed, adhered to the Gbvemment system, 
retaining the old spelling in the case of well-known places, and transliterating carefully in all other 
instances. In the method of transliteration I have adhered to the system adopted in the " Indian 
Antiquary " so far as my printers permit me, but where there is no fount I am, of coursci powerless. 
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THE GANJAM DISTRICT. 

There are no ancient rude stone monuments in the district ; but the Sauras of the hill tracts to this 
day erect menhirs in honor of their dead. 

No Buddhist or Jaina remains are at present known to exist except the Aitoka Bock Inscription at 
Jaugada ; but it seems natural to expect that some will be traced hereafter. 

TbA Brahmanical remains will be found noted each in its proper place. 

Muhammadan remains are numerous, especially towards tne sea coast, but of course they boast of no 
high antiquity. The principal mosques are at Berhampore and Ghicacole. 

The best known of the ancient forts are at JoAigadd, KiiarapaUe^ MtUctgo/valaaa or Purmhottapuranif 
and Calingapatam. 

The pnncipal hiU tribes are the Sauras {Samraa) and Eandhs {Khonds). (See below, under Goomsur, 
and in the District Manual.) 

The district, in historical times, was under the sway of the Orissan and Oraogal kings till the 
Muhammadan conquest. 

The worship of village goddesses and demons prevails largely. 

The Collector states that no monumental carved stones in honor of heroes, warriors, or scUia are 
known to exist, nor any traces of ancient commerce with other nations. 

The origin of the name " Ganjam " is not known. About the year 639 A.D. the Chinese Pilgrim 
Hiwen-Thsang visited a countiy 200 miles south of the capital of Odra (Orissa) which he calls 
Kong-yt^tOy and this probably represents the name now corrupted into ^' Ghuija.m." In Hiwen-Thsang's 
time there was a powerful king living at Ganjdjti, who, G-eneral Cunningham thinks, was the Orissan 
Lfilitendra Eeton. This, however, does not affree witii Hunter's list. Four years later when the 
pilgrim revisited Magadha he found that the celebrated sovereign Harshavardhana nad just returned from 
a successful expedition against the king of Ghmjam (Julien's Hiouen Thaang^ ^^ Fik?," 236, ^^ Voyages^** 
n, 91). General Cuimingham thinks that Qanjam was then annexed to the dominions of the lung of 
Eanouj and made to form part of the Province of Orissa. {Ancient Oeog. of India^ I, 513, &c.) 



1. GOOMSUE. 

(Headquarters^ RuaseUkonda^ 8 miles north of Goomsur.) 

The Kandhs or Kois of the Goomsur hiUs are a tribe whose language and peculiarities are deserving 
of study. From Mr. Ball's account of the Lurka Koh^ their near neighbours, (" Jmigle Life in Indian*) 
it would appear that, to this day, they erect dolmens and menhirs over their dead. An essay *' On the. 
JxtngtLogef Manners^ and Bites of the Khoonds or Khoi Jati of the Ooomsoor Xountadns^*^ with a 
vooabul aiy, &c., by Stevenson and Maxwell, will be found in the Madras Journal of Literatu;re and 
Science J yly 17. Additional notes on the same, with a translation of a historical narrativ e of t he Rftjas 
of Gtx)msur from the Telugu was published by the Bev. W. Taylor in the same Journal, Vll, 89. In 
the Journal of the Boyal Asiatic Society j YII, 172, appeared an '* Account of the Religious Opinions and 
Observances of the Khonds of Ooomsoor and Boad^^ witn lists of their deities, by Macpherson. 

Human sacrifices used to be regularly performed, but of late this has been effectually stopped. The 
superstition, however, remains strongly. 



BupiKHOLU, — 3 miles east of Bu^da, 16 miles east of Goomsur. Here there were five ancient 6iva 
temples, two of which are now completely ruined, no trace of them remaining. They are said to have been 

built by Sri Mukundadeva Mahfix&ja previous to the days of the Goomsur Bajas. The same sovereign 
built a stone t^nple close by in the village of Eoyimo. 
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BuGUDA, — 35 miles due north of Berhampore, 12^ miles east of Goomsur {Boogooda on the Ordnance 
map) . About fifty years ago an image was disoovered on a hill called Mdlati^ representing Yirinchi N&rft- 
yana Svftmi, the sun-eod. A finely-oarved man4apam has been erected over it at Bugucjla, Siaped, it is said, 
like the ^^ohanot of the sun with seven horses." 

BuRAOlM, — 6 miles east-south-east of Russellkonda, 6 miles north-east of Gt)omsur {Boorgam on the 
Ordnance map). Here there are five stone temples highly sculptured^ but in ruins. On a stone at the 
gate of the largest temple is an inscription that no one can read, which should be examined. 

Gk)OMsuB, — ^38 miles north-north-west of Berhampore (Ooomsoor of the Ordnance map). A fort said to 

have been built in 6.6. 754 (AD. 882) by a E&ia of the country called Baghunfttha Bhunzu B&ja, with 
consent of his brother YanamAli Bhunzu B&ja. These are said to be ancestors of the present Goomsur B&jas 

Gk)FiNATHAFURAM, — 1 mile south of Kullacja {q»v.). There .is an ancient but unscnlptured temple 
here. 

KuLiJj)A, — 0| miles north of Gh)omsur, 4 miles north of Bussellkon4a. There is a fort here, about 
500 years old. On the top of a hill near it are said to be two lar^e stones fastened together with iron pins, 
over which the Kandh inhabitants keep jealous guard. There is also a temple of some celebriiy, said to be 
well sculptured. The temple of a village goddess is said to be veiy old. The old Gt)omsur Bajas had 
their palace here, and the site is shown. It is covered with debris from amongst which sculptured stones 
have been excavated. The place is now overgrown with jungle. 

Leppa, — 2 miles south of JTagann&thaprasftd, 18 miles east-north-east of Bussellkon4a. [Neppa^ 
Jaggemaihprashad on the Ordnance map.) A small temple of stone, said to be of great age. 

Malati.— *A high hill and village some few miles south of Goomsur in the Fajdlpada Subdivision of 
the Ooomsur Taluk. There was an ancient fort here, for many years entirely dimnantled. Gold coins 
and ^* fragments of golden images " have been found on its site by ploughmen. On the hiU is ^' a lamp 
carved in stone whidi holds ab^ut 250 seers of oiL" The oil-pan is '^ turned upside down and set on 
the stone pillar or pedestal of the lamp." The place is also called E6§arapalle. An old temple was 
excavated from the foot of the hill dose oy, and the image (one of Stuya N&r&yanaiQtdrti, the sun-god) 
was carried to Bugu^a, where it was consecrated in a new temple built in its honor in the shape of the 
sun-car. In former times a K^dari R&ja (P Orissa) is said to have lived here, and carved stones and very 
laree bricks are shown on the hill. Evidently it is a place which shoidd be examined. Several images are 
said to have been found on the hill and carried off. it will be interesting to know if they were Buddhist 
or Jaina. 

Bavuti, — 2 miles east of Jagann&thapras&d, IS miles east-north-east of Bus8ellkon4a« {Bawoothy of 
the Ordnance map.) A small temple of stone, said to be of great age. 

GHINNA EIMEDI MALTAR. 

Mr. W. DeN. Bamus, Assistant Commissioner, Salt Bevenue, has presented to the Central Museum, 
Madras, a copper-plate grant of three leaves on a ring, which he found lying three or four feet imder 
ground at the foot of a tree on the bank of a river in the Chinna KimedK Mdliaa, in Latitude 19"^ 59', 
lion^tude 84^ 5^ He has been good enough to send them to me f oj examination, but I regret to say 
that I have been able to make very littie of them. 

ATAGADA ZEMINDABI. 

Merada, — 10 miles north of Purushottapuram near which is the. Atoka inscription. (Maradee of the 
Ordnance map.) A temple has been built over three stone pedestals which the people declare to have been 
the seats of me idols nom the temple of Jagann&tha at Pwi, which once fled thither through the air, 
struck with terror at the sound of tne war-drums of a Mussulman host which was invading that city. 
After resting there a little the idols are said to have returned. 

ASEA ZEMINDABI. 



AsKA, — 21 miles north-north-west of Berhampore. In a temple in this town is an inscription on a 
paving stone in the centre of the building. Local tradition states tnat Aska was founded by Adoka, who 
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gave his name to the place ; and this insoription is said to have been executed by Aitoka's own orders. 
According to the copy sent to me, however, the letters would appear to be far more modem. But the oopjr 
is very imperfect. The proper native name of the place is Aiikd. 

PALtmU ZEMINDARI. 

Paluru, — A small zemindari on the extreme north of the sea-coast of the Qtinjam District. {Paloor 
on the Ordnance map.) On the seashore east of Paluru is ah ancient temple said to have been buUt by the 
gods. On it are several inscriptions in a character that cannot be read, and close to the temple there is a 
similar inscription on a stone. These should be examined. PdlQru seems to have been a port as far back 
as the days of Ptolemy. It is mentioned by de Barros (Dec. i, liv. ix. Cap. i) and Linschoten (Fr. ed., 
1638. Grand Routier, p. 25). (See SmiWa Ancient Atlas, p. 23, col. 2, Article by Colonel Yule). 

KujABEBBA, — 4miles west of P&luru. {Coqfeedubbah of the Ordnance map.) There is a high mountain 
near here, where it is fabled that a god ancienUy resided. Images are seen at the base of the mountain, 
and mans^ and other fruit trees are found there. There is a stone temple on the mountain^ and at the 
top is said to be a cave. It might repay examination. 

BERHAMPORE TALUK. 

{Head- Quarters Berhampore.) 

IcHHAPURAM. — A Sub-Magistratc's station, 14 miles south of Berhampore on the trunk road. A 
mosque, bearing a Persian inscription, said to have been built by Nav&b Moulvi Mustafa about 200 
years ago, is situated in the suburb of L&lftpdta. 

Jaugada lJaugo40y Jogada, Joga^h, Joughar). — About 18 miles north-west of Oanjam. The Aioka 



the kasha town of Pubakanda and close to the modem village of Pendya.^* It is situated on the site of a 
large city, surrounded by a fort wall. The inscribed rock is one of a group inside the fort. It rises 
vertically and the inscribed surface faces the south-east. Near it lies the modem village of Naugdnif 
belonging to the Purushottapuram Khandam of the Berhampore Taluk.

The interest attaohing to this insoription lies in the fact that it is one of a few scattered all orer India, 
containing edicts of the great Buddhist kin^ Adoka, in the earliest known Indian character, dating 
from about the year 250 B.C. The local tradition regarding the fort states that it was defended by walls 
brdlt of laCj and hence acquired the name of Jau-godo or lacfoH. Mr. Beglar thinks that the name was 
originally Jagata, corrupted into Jau-godoj and that the tradition arose subsequent to the corruption. 
There is a Sati-pillar outside {Oorpv^ I.L 18). Coins have been found there which General Cunningham 
assigns to tilie first century A.D. (id.). Several copies of the inscription have been taken, but none are 
quite satisfactory. Hand-drawings were made, tiie exact size of the original, by Mr. T. D. Harris 
Executive Engineer), and photographs were taken, but neither quite agrees with the other, nor with 
General Cunningham's transcription. A comparison of the Jauga4a inscription with the other known 
Aioka inscriptions shows that the first ten edicts of Asoka are to be found engraved at Kapurdagarhi 

(called Shdhbazgarhi by Cunningham), EdM, Gimar, Dhauli, and Jau^a4a, the first two differing from 
the last three in a portion of the ninth edict ; that the eleventh, twelfth and thirteenth edicts are to be 
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found onlj at Sh&hb&zgarhi, Kslsi and Oim&r, while the fourteenth is at all five plaoes ; and that 
Dhaiili and Jaugada have two separate edicts not given at the other plaoes (Dhauli beinc; in Katak, only 
50 miles north-east of Jaugada). Numbers of copper coins have been found close by the Jau^a4a fort, 
all very mudi worn but, so far as can be judged, bearing a striking resemblance to the ooms of the 
Kanerki series. Old pottery and tiles abound within the fort wall. 

LiACHAPARA, — {Lootehapada of the Ordnance map) 2 miles north of Berhampore. A village watcher, 
in ploughing his field, lately found three copper plates, with inscription not able to be read. Tney remain 
in his possession. 

Phulta, — 3 miles north of Berhampore. There is an inscription on a stone in a Yaishnava temple 
which no one can read. It should be examined. 

JALANTEA ZEMINDAEI. 

{Head-Quarters^ Sompeta^ 33 J miles south-west of Berharufpore^ 

BuDAKisiNOiKOTA, — 10 milcs wcst of Sompeta, and 4 miles east of theMahendragiri Pagoda. There 
is an old fort here, and a temple of '* Ksluvd. Devata" (? E&li), said to be of great age. 

BuRUOAM, — 1 mile west of Soihp^ta. {Boorgam of the Ordnance map.) An ancient temple of 6iva> 
said to have been self -created. 

Jalantrakoi*a, — SO miles south-west of Berhampore, 2 miles west of Soiiip^ta. {JaUantracottah of 
the Ordnance map.) An old image^of a village goddess. 

Koradala, — 11 miles west of Soiiipeta. A temple of great age, said to have been built by the P&n- 
4avas. 

PALAi§APnRAM, — 1 mile south of Soiiip^ta. (Plaspoaram of the Ordnance map.) An ancient temple 
with inscriptions said to be in unknown characters. 

S5MPETA, — ^Head-quarters of a Deputy-TahsUdar, 29 miles south-west of Berhampore, on the main 
road. An old temple of Somesvara, said to have sprung into existence by itself. 

Talatampara, — 2 miles east of Soihp^ta. (Paltambra of the Ordnance map.) The Sub-Magistrate 
of Soiiipeta reports the existence of some, old coins in this village. 

Baruva in Jalantra Division. 

BIruva, — i miles south of the Sub-Magistrate's station at Sdiiip§ta. (Barwah of the Ordnance map.) 
There are two old temples here fabled to have been erected by the Pftn^avas- In another temple are 
seven very old images of village goddesses. Colonel Yule identifies BSLruvd. with Ptolemy^s ^Aifyrfrqptov 
r&v eh rffv ypwrrjv ifiTrXeovrtovy the sailors taking Mahendragiri for their landmark (Smith's Ancient 
Atlas'' India^ 1^.22). 

PoTTANGi, — 6 miles south-west of Soihpeta, and the same distance west of B&ruv&. An old temple, 
said to date from the time of the Pancjlavas, with inscriptions said to be in an unknown character. 

MANDASA ZFiMTNDAItl. 

KoTTAPALi.E,— 6 miles south of 8oiiip6ta. Close to the main road and river, about 2 miles east of 
this village is a stone with a Muhammadan inscription. 

Mahadkvafuram, — 11 miles south-west of Soihpeta, 2 miles from the main road. A temple built by 
a B&ja about the year 1552 A.D. 

Mahendragiri, — 32 miles south-west of Berhampore. Beached from Mandasa, 4 miles from Hari- 
puram bungalow on trunk road. High range of hills south-west of Berhampore. On the summit, 4,923 feet 
above the sea, are four temples of considerable interest, and a nimiber of rudely-constructed caim-like huts, 
mcstly of uncut stone, in groups. The highest temple, dedicated to Siva, is built of very large granite 
blocks. It is about 25 feet high, and consists of five courses with an Amlor-Hld on the top. It has been 
fltmck by lightning at some time. Another Siva temple near the bungalow i& more finished and has 
some inscriptions almost, if not quite, illegible. Two iron rods amongst the stones of the entrance have 
puzzled all visitors. A third temple, aiti^ted near a stream in a ddl at the foot of the eminence on 
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which the bungalow stands, is more elaborately scalptnred, but is in danger of destiniction from 
vegetation. The fourth appears constructed of dabs from an older temple. (Ball's " Jungk^Life in 
India^^ pp. 268, 269, and frontispiece.) The zamindari people state that the temples were built by 
a former Zemindar, Vemana Sirtiha Bajamani' Deva. There are some inscriptions stated to be almost 
illegible, near the doorway of the second temple. The temple boasts of a MaMimyam^ but it is purely 
mythological. . 

Mandasa or Mandasakota, — 9 miles south-west of Somp^ta. The residence of the Zemindar of 
that name. Ten temples, all about 300 years' old, built by former Zemindars. 

PiRAMAMBUSHA (J?idi mandasa)^ — 12 miles south-west of Soihpgta, and 2 miles from the bungaloTv 
on the main road at Haripuram. There is an ancient temple here dedicated to Vaidyanathefivara, 
said to be 650 years old and to have been erected by Vemana Siniha Baja. 

Ea-ttam, — 10 miles south of SoinpSta, 3 miles east of the Haripuram bungalow. A very ancient 
temple was rebuilt not long ago. It is fabled to have sprung into existence by itself. 

Sabak5taj — 12 miles west of Sorhp€ta. {Sapachola on the Ordnance map.) There is a math here dedi- 
cated to 6rl Jagannatha Svami, said to have been erected about 650 years ago by Vemana Simha Baja. 

Sabangapxjram, — 6 miles south-west of Sompeta. A temple of Siva 500 years old, built by ancestors 
of the Mandasa Eaja. 

Veitugopalapuram, — 9 miles south-west of Sdmp^ta and 2 miles west of the medn road. Two 
temples, built 300 years ago by an ancestor of the Zemindar of Mandasa. 

TEKKAM ESTATE. 

{Sead-Quartera Tehkaliy 82 miles north-east of Chicacole) 

Akkavaram, — 3 miles south of Tekkali {Teckaly of the Ordnance map). On the eastern side of the 
village, on the west side of the Siva temjple, is an inscription on a stone. A copy has been sent me on 
which the copyist writes that he has foimd it impossible to make an accurate copy, and has " guessed " 
at many letters. The Natives are unable to read it, but they assert that the inscription records that 
under a Tbanyan tree close by there lies buried an enormous treasure. The copy is useless for any practical 
purpose, and has been returned to the Collector. 

Bbndi,-^13 miles north-east of Tekkali, 4 miles north of the port of Nuwalu. (Nowalkepettah in 
Ordnance map.) Here there is an ancient Siva temple said to be beautifully sculptured. 

T£KKALi,-^3 miles east of this town, is an ancient temple now deserted. It is situated in the village 
of Narii§ipuram. 

CHICACOLE TALUK. 

{Sead-QuarterSy Chicacole.) 

Arasavilli,. — One mile east of Chicacole. Temple of Surya Ndrdyana Murti, fabled to have been 
founded by the god Indra, and to have had a temple subsequently built. There are inscriptions " in 
Grantha characters, but they are not legible." The temple has rich endowments. The inscriptions are 
probably not Grantha, but should be examined. 

Balaoa. — One mile north of Chicacole, on the left bank of the Languliya river. A math, dedicated to 
Jaganndtha Svdmi (Vishnu), supported by grants of villages and lands and Government commutation for 
salt revenue. It was founded in A.D^ 1693 (Hijra 1105) by Purandas Bavaji, a Eairagi, and received 
grants as follows : — 

The village of Ohidivalasa from Nardb Haji Hussein in. Hijra 1105 (AD. 1693). 

The village of Oummapdduirom Sri Vtra Praf-dpa Rudra Ndrdyana Beva in Hijra 1141 (A.D. 1728). 

The village of Tdllavalasa from Navdh Mdfus Khan in Hijra 1155 (A.D. 1754). 

Lands from Badulla Khan in Hijra 1163 (A.'D. 1749). 

The village of ChinnalavdnipaUe in Hijra 1165 (AD. 1755), from Ragundtha Jagadeva. 

Land from Ndrdyana Oajapati in Hijra 1171 (AD. 1757). 

Land from the Moghul Government of Delhi in Hijra 1171, (A.D. 1757). 
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The original f arm&nas are said to be in the hands of the Eevenue Settlement Officers. There is a 
oar festival here every year, numerously attended. 

Bhairi, — a village 8 miles north-east of Ohicacole. A temple erected 200 years ago over three images 
said to have been washed down in a flood in the Yamsadhara river. 

BiTRA VILLI, — 8 J miles north-east of Chicaoole, A temple of Vishnu (Lakshmi Narasiihha 8vS,mi) 
erected and endowed by a '^ GFajapati MediarSLja," but stated to be only 200 years' old. No inscriptions. 

Calingapatam. — Seaport at the mouth of the Yaiiisadhara river. The presumed old capital of the 
kingdom of Kalinga. (See Cunningham's Ancient Geog, of India^ pp. 515, 549.) In a thatched shed 
in a field are five stone images worshipped by j^ivites, reputed to be of great age. There is a mosque of 
considerable size called the Dargah of Sayyad Muhammad MadanI Avaliya, who is reported to have 
been martyred there. The Persian history entitled the " Ardsi Anhiya^'* written in A.D. 1 737, states 
that his descendants fixed the date of his death at 335 yea,rs earlier, which corresponds with A.D. 1402. 
He is said to have come from Madlna with a few followers, to have stayed for some time in Northern 
India, and subsequently to have founded the city of Tenir (?) in the l)ekkan. Afterwards he went 
to Chicacole, and Calingapatam, where he lies buried. Sayyad Ishakh Madlna, another celebrated 
Mussulman warrior of the same period also, lies buried here. Five villages were granted by the Nav&b 
for the support of the Dargah services, viz., Jalluvalasa, Husumpolavalasa, Muppidi, Siallapd4u, and 
N&rd.yanavalasa. The Dargah bears two inscriptions, one on the doorway of the eastern gate and the 
other on the entrance ^ate itself, the former in Persian, the. latter in Deva-N&gari characters. Both are 
stated to be very illegible. A mound near the present town was plainly the site of the ancient city and 
small gold coins are sometimes found there. Specimens have been sent to me, but I am imable to 
identify them. 

Chicaoole (Sri Kdkola). — This city is said to have been the earliest capital of the kingdom of 
JTa/tn^a, one of the oldest known kingdoms of India. (Cunningham's Ancient Oeog. of India I, 516.) The 
inhabitants are mentioned by Pliny. It is not known when the capited was transferred to Cedingapatam. 

The temple of Kota (Fort) Anjaneya 8vdm% is of modem construction, but built over an image 
of Hannmdn said to be of great antiquity, and to have been removed from the wall of the old fort, now 
entirely dismantled. Hence the prefix to the name. In the old fort are some stones said to have been 
removed hither from the Sri Kumiam temple. A short time ago, a house-holder in this town, while 
< digging foundations for a wall, came on a large pot sunk in the ground, in which were suspended, slung 
by their rings on an iron bar, six copper-plate grants. He was about to sell these as old copper when 
they were rescued by Mr. W. F. Grahsune, then acting as Judge of the district, who purchased them. 
He has presented them to the Central Museum at Madras. One of the plates has unfortunately been lost 
or mislaid. The other five were sent by me to Mr. Fleet for publication in the Indian Antiquary, They 
are as follows : — 

(1) Undated. A grant by a king of Kalinga, whose name Mr. Fleet reads doubtfully Nandaprabhan^ 
janavarmdy issued from the city ci SdrapalH to the hesulmen of the village of DeyavatUy or Adeyavdta, 

(2) A grant by Indiravarmd of the Grdnga family, king of Kali^a, issued from the capital city, 
conferring ti^e village of Fdmara Cheruvu in the Vardhavarianl Disbn^, Dated the 1 24th year of the 
Dynasty. 

(3) Grant of the village of TdlamUla^ in the Korosotaka Panchdlt^ hy Indrararma, king of Kalingay 
issued from that city. Dated the 134th year of the dynasty. 

(4) Grant by Devendravarmdy son of Anantavarmd. Undated. 

(5) Grant by Satyavarmdy son of Deveiidravamm, Undated. 

These last four sovereigns apparently belong to a Dynasty of (Pallava ?) fugitives of the Vengi family 
in the seventh cent, that again rose to power during the twenty-seven years' anarchy in the kingdom of the 
eastern Chalukyas, t.e., A.D. 977 — 1004 (see Bumell's " S, Indian Palceographyy 53, note 4). Indra- 
rarmd probably was an ancestor of the same dynasty. 

There is a large endowed mosque here, known as the '^ Jamma Masjid," built of stone and standing 
in an enclosing waU containing a burial-groimd and two reservoirs. There are some Persian inscrip- 
tions on it. The mosque was built in Hijra 1051 (A.D. 1641) and the gate in Hijra 1055 (A.D. 1645), 
both by 8h%r Muhammad Khan, a Sirdar of the Niz&m, who resided at Calingapatam, of materials from a 
Hindu temple which he destroyed. Behind the mosque is an inscribed stone, possibly belonging to the 
old temple, which should be examined. It is said to be in *^ illegible Telugu." (See Mr. W. F. (Srahame's 
Report to the Madras Government published in Proceedings of 22nd February 1872. Ind. Ant, I, 221.) 
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Sixteen verses in Persian Poetry inscsribed on the wall narrate the virtues and valour of the founder and 
testify to his having razed Hindu temples to the ground, and built the mosque. 

Another mosque, near the building now used as the District Munsif's Court, was built by one Aglia 
Jan in Hijra 1030 (A.D. 1620), as is testified to by a set of verses inscribed in the building, which nin 
thus: — 

1. ^^A seeker after the paths of truth, 

A ready supporter to the men of God. 

2. Agha Jdn^ leader of the moon of the sky of civility, 

Fountain of liberality, superior to all men. 

3. His wishes agreeing with those of others, constructed this mosque. 

Wherein turn your faces to offer prayers to God ! 

4. I asked Wisdom to g^ve me a fitting chronogram for ttiis mosque. 

Which should commend itself to all friends. 

5. Wisdom replied and gave me this chronogram. 

' QjU>la^ of the pious, and assembly of the devoted.' '' 

There are a large number of unimportant mosques in Chicaoole, mostly in ruins, betokening at one 
time the presence of a large Muhammadan population.

Anv&r 'Ali was the last of the Muhammadan Governors, and was father of Ydiftjab or Muhammad 
'Ali, afterwards Nabob of the Camatic. From him the district passed to the Kajas of Yizianagram 
(Yijayanagara) in the Yizagapatam Gollectorate. 

On the road leading to the market is a tomb of some pretensions with an inscription saying that it 
was erected to the memory of Burhanu'd-din Aulya, who died Hijra 1103 (A.D. 1691). Four miles 
north of Chioacole, between the villages of Bajammapeta and Singapuram, on the Berhampore road, are 
two great cairns of which the history is unknown. Close to one of the ways down to the Langulya 
river at Chioacole is a rock with a large number of Ungams sculptured on it. The people called it 
Kdtilingdlu or the ** orore of lingams." South-west of the town across the river is an octagon pillar built 
of brick and chunam called Burrala Kota or Purrela Kdta^ which the people say was built of skulls of 
men killed in battle by Muhammadans. 

DiRGRiii, — 4 miles north-east of Calingapatam, and the north side of the river. There is an old 
inscription believed never to have been deciphered. It is in 23 lines. A copy has been sent me, but it 
is not at aU good. It appears to be written in Sanskrit, in old Telugu characters. 

GIra, — 10 miles north-west of Chioacole, in the hamlet of Ara^gipefaj 50 yards to the east of the 
temple of Bhadra Kdli^ is an inscription on a stone in a field. It i& stated to be in an unknown character. 

' QiBLA is the diieotion in which Muhammadazis must turn when praying, i.«., the direction of Mecca. So it is applied figura* 
tively to nogost or yenerable persons or places. 
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G-ujaratip3ta. — On the soutli bank of the L&n^7& river, opposite Ghicaoole. In the temple of 
Lakshmi Nartmmhawdmi in this Tillage are eight inscriptions on the pillars. The temple is very old and 
is said to have been established bj Balar&ma. The copies of the inscriptions sent to me are illegible. 

Ippili. — A. village 5 miles south-east of Chicacole. There is a lingam^ of great age, standing in the 
backyard of the house of £aranam Appanna. Traces of an old brick wall are to be seen round it. Near 
this is a stone having an ancient and almost ille^ble inscription stated to be in old Telugu characters. 
No tradition exists regarding these, and no worship is performed to the lingam. 

Jalmuru ; — 18 miles north-east of Chicacole. An old mud fort. It is said by local tradition to have 
been formerly a residence of the Orissa Rajas. Nearly half the present population are 'O'riya Brahmans, 
said to have come to the village with their chiefs. There is nothing here of architectural and little of 
antiquarian interest save the bare tradition. 

Kallepallb. — ^A village 5 miles south-east of Chicacole. A temple was erected about 200 years ago 
over a stone imaee called Mam NdgeSvarasmmij a serpent deity, of great age, fabled to have been 
placed there by Bsdar&ma, brother of Erishna. 

EoBLAM ; — 12 miles north-east of Chicacole. A temple built about 300 years ago over a male 
and two femsde images, the male bearing the name of Valtabharqjasvdmi. It has no inscriptions. The 
temple may be unimportant, but the name of the deity is interesting. 

PEDDAPlpu ; — 3 miles north-east of Chicacole {Peddapordoo of the Ordnance map). An ancient 
inscription on a slab near the Ejuunam's house, said to be illegible. 

PoLAKi ; — 2 miles north-west of Calingapatam. An inscribed stone in front of D&rlapu4i YenkayTa's 
house, 200 yards from the village, on the road from Narasapatam to Calingapatam. It has inscriptions 
on three sides. The copy sent me is veiy imperfect. 

FuRUSHOTTAPURAM. — A large village on the right bank of the Yaib^adharS. river, 13 miles north of 
Chicacole. There is a large mud fort here fabled to have been erected by Dantravaktra, king of the 
Earushas {Vishnu Purdna^ IV, 14, v. 26; Wilson's Vol. IV, 103, 104). It is a square of about a 
mile. It contains many stone aiva lAngania and a female rock-cut figure on the western side, called by the 
villagers the goddess of the fort. There is a rock with a curious black mark across it, which (of course) 
is said to contcdn treasure. It is close to the village of Mulagavalasa. The fort is called Dantavarapukdta. 
Two miles south, on the road to Chicacole, is a hm called PdndavtUamitfay or hill of ihe P&ndavas, said to 
contain rock-cuttings of great anti(^uity. Tiny gold coins have been found in the neighbourhood, but 
none have been sent to me for identification. 

Baqolu ; — 4 miles north of Chicacole. On a carved flat stone lying in a field 50 yards west of this 
village is an inscription in characters much worn out and as yet undeciphered. It should be examined. 
A standing slab just west of the village contains a design wmch, I think, is probably part of a tnantram. 
The TahsUdar states that the villagers have no tradition about either of these. 

RoNANKi ; — 7i miles north-east of Chicacole. There is an inscription on a stone on the bank of the 
Vaiiidadhara, half a mile from this village. The stone is engraved on all four sides. The copy sent me 
is evidently very inaccurate and is practically useless. 

Santa Bommali ; — Close to the main trunk road, 14^ miles north-east of Calingapatam. An inscribed 
8ix)ne close to the Siva temple, engraved on all four sides. The copy sent me is very imperfect. 

6)i;agam ; — i mile north-west of Calingapatam. A stone inscription on a mosque, containing simply 
the names of four prophets. 

SiNOAPURAM ; — a village 7 miles north-east of Chicacole. There is a temple on a bill^ erected over a 
lingam^ and dedicated to Hitukeivaramtmi^ (P) reported to be of great age. On two stone pillars opposite the 
gate are inscriptions of which my informant writes : ^' The characters are evidently Telugu, but not legible.'' 

Sriku'bmam ; — 8 miles east of Chicacole, at the extreme south of the district, on the coast. A very 
important temple^ dedicated to the Kurma Amtdra of Vishnu. There is a Bthalapurdna in the temple, 
wmch is stated to be of great antiquity. It is, however, purely mythological. 

Imcriptiom. Numerous, on walls and pillars. 

(1.) 8.6. 1174 (A.D. 1252). On the tenth pillar of the northern line. Grant of land to Brahmans 
by Ananga Bhima. If this is the Orissa sovereign of that name, the date does not tally 
, with that of StirUng and Hunter (1175-1202 A.D.). 
(2.) 8.8. 1417 (A.D. 1496). On the same. Grant by a private person. 

3 
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(3.) 6.d. 1187 (A.D. 1265). On the same. Grant hj a private penon. 

(4.) On the eleventh pillar of the northern line. 6.6. 1153 (A.!U. 1231). Grant of a village by 
the minister of Bhanudeva. 

(5.) On the twelfth pillar of the northern line. 8.8. 1195 (A.D. 1273). Grant by one Yijayftditjna 
Ohakravarti. It is very confused aooording to my oopy, amongst other errors making fJie 
Chola king B&ja E&ja a lineal descendant of the Chalukya Yimalftditya instead of mereljr 
connected with him by marriage. The grantor claims to be a desoendjuit of B&ja B&ja. 

(6.) On the thirteenth pillar of the northern line. 8.6. 1157 (A.D. 1235). Grant by lUmadeva, 
who belonged to the minister's family at the court of YirabhSLnudeva {see No. 4). On the 
same pillar is an inscription recording a private grant in 6.6. 1197 (A.D. 1275). 

(7.) On the fourteenth pillar of the northern line. 6.6. 1201 (A.D. 1279). Grant of aflower garden 
by the trustees of the temple, in the reign of '^ Pratftpa Yira 6ri Nrisiihhadeva." The 
sovereign of Orissa called by Himter *' Pratab Narsinh " is stated by that author to have 
commenced his reign of 20 years in A.D. 1307. This must be LflLngulya NarawTtiha. 
(1237-1282), the sovereign so well known by tradition in the 8ark&rs. 

(8.) On the fifteenth pillar of the northern line. 6.6. 1267 (A.D. 1345). Grant of money for 
purchase of a garden for temple use by Sistu Achyuta Pradh&ni, minister of Chikati 
Dharma Raja m 6.6. 1267 (A.D. 1345) in the reign of " Pratftpa 6ri Yira Narasiifaha^ 
deva.'' Probably an Orissa king, but the date does not agree with Himter's list. 
(9.) On the same. Grant by Purushottama Deva Ohakravarti, son of B&ja Bftja Deva in 6.S. 
1199 (A.D. 1277). In this year was reigning L&nguly a Narasiitiha according to Hunter's 
List (see ahovcy No. 8). His predecessor was Bftja Bftjedvaradeva, and the grantor in 
this inscription was probably son of the latter. It is noticeable that no royal titles of any 
kind are appKed to him. ^ 

(10.) On the sixteenth pillar. 6.6. 1251 (A.D 1329). Grant by the son of 6ri Rftmadeva. 

(11.) On the eighteenth pillar. 6A 1271 (AD. 1349). Grant by Ganga Mahft Devi, in reign of 
" 6ri Yirftri Vira Yara Narasimha." 

(12.) 6.6. 1263 (A.D. 1341). Grant by Komma Devi. No further particulars given. 

(13.) 6.6. 1267 (A.D. 1345). Grant of a conch by the wife of Naraaiiiiha Deva, possibly one of 
the Orissa sovereigns. 

(14.) On the first pillar commencing from the north of the eastern line of pillars. 8.6. 1526 (A.D. 
1604), year Krodhi. Qnut of lands and revenue from villages bv Sarvappa and 
.Asvarftyalu, sons of Bftja E^ftmalayya of the Yipparla family, who came to 6ii Kurmaih and 
ejected one Mukkunda Bfthubalendra under OKlers of Hajarati Muhammad 'All Pftdshfth. 

(15.) 6.6. 1265 (A.D. 1843). On tibe first pillar commencing from the north of the eastern line. 
Grant by Ganga Mahft Devi (see No. 11). 

(16.) On the eleventh pillar of the southern row commencing from the east. 6.6. 1172 (A.D. 
1250). Grant of land by Sfthana Malla *^in order uiat the arm of Pratftpa Yira 6ri 
Narasiriihadeva may be strengthened^" 

The ima^e is in the shape of the tortoise. It is stated that several inscriptions are engraved so 
high up as only to be reached by the aid of ladders. It is probable, therefore, that some have not vet 
been copied. Some are said to be written in xmknown characters. This temple was formerly 6aiva, but 
is said to have been changed into a Yaishnava shrine by Rftmftnujftchftrya. Reference to this is given in 
the Sanskrit work, the Prapanndmrita {Adhydya^ 3&), (No. 2378 of Oppert's Catalogue^ Vol. /). Some 
carved stones are said to have been carried off by Mussulmans and used for buildmg a Muhammadan 
tomb. Some are said to be lying in the fort at Ghicacole. 

XJrajam ; — 2 miles north of Oalingapatam. There are two stone inscriptions here, one on a rock half 
a mile from the road to Calingapatam, the other on a rock by the road to rTarasannapdta. Copies of both 
have been sent me, but they are unintelligible, and are admitted by the copyist to be half guess-work. 

Yemara VILLI ; — 15 miles north-east of Chicacole. A thatched shed is built over about 50 small 
images, including two larger ones, said to have been f oimd in an anthill on the spot about 300 years ago. 
An annual feast is held in their honor, numerously attended. 
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VIZAGAPATAM DISTEIOT. 

This distriot formed, in the earliest historical days, part of the kingdom of Ealinga. It seems to 
have then passed under the Andhras, and from them to have come under the sovereignty of the Ghijapati 
kings of Orissa. It was seized by the Mussulmans of the Eutb ShfiM State of Gh)ikon4a,^ whose kmg, 
Ibrahim, in A.D. 1568 subjugated a large tract of ooimtry on the ooast as far north as Chicaoole. The 
Muhammadans held the oountry till 175^, when it was oeded to the En&fUsh by the Nizam. 

The inhabitants professed the Buddhist and Jain religions till mese ^adually gave way to the 
worship of Brahmanioal deities, especially Yishnu. The lower classes of inhabitants worship almost 
exclusively their village fi^desses, the superior forms of worship being known only to the upper classes. 
'^ While in Qtinjam and further north scarcely a village is found in which there is not a temple or 
substantial building containing the image of 6iva or A^hnu, in Yizagapatam there is not avillage in a 
hundred where such can be found." {Xanual^ 69.) 

The tract is very mountainous, and the more remote re^ons of Jeynore and the hills are peopled 
by Eandhs (Ehonds), Sauras (the '' Sahara " of Rolemy), Gag[abas, and otners, including Yerakalas and 
Ghentsus who are also to be found scattered througho ut tiie Sarkdxs. Newbold wrote an account of the 
Chentsus in the Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society^ Vill, 271. (See also J.A.SJB.y XXV, 39, for 
B. E. Hodgson's Yocabularies of these Tribes, and tiie Manual of the District^ 84, 367.) 

Human sacrifices largely prevailed in the hill tract till quite a recent period. {Manual^ Appendix I.) 



JEYPORE. 

Kalyana 61NGAPURAM ; — 28 miles north of Rayagaddla. There is a 6iva temple on the top of a high 
mountain. Near it cure some caves and wells, also an inscription said to be '^ illegible." 

PlYAKAFApu ; — 12 miles north of Eayaga4da. An old temple, with an " illegible " inscription on a 
stone pillar. 

Bayagappa ; — 68 miles north-west of Chicacole. A fort, ag^iiot stated, but said to have been built 
five generations ago by Yidvanathadeva, B&ja of Jeypore. The site is pointed out where his 116 
wives committed saU. {Manual^ 13.) 

PAEVATIPTJR TALUK. 

The Taludldar of this taluk has sent me a list of 7 copper-plate inscriptions, in the taluk, 

(1.) 6.6. 1594 (A.D. 1672). Grant by a Jeypore R&ja. This is in the possession of Zammam 

Dora at Jayakota. 
(2.) Undated. A private grant. 
(3.) Do. Do. 

These last two are in the possession of Kristu S&hu of Pftrvatipur. Four others, grants by private 
persons and undated, are with ratnayakum J&niki Bamayya of Garugubilli. 

Belaoam Parvatipubam, or Parvatipur. — ^Head-quarters of the taluk. An old fort, age not stated. 

KuBAPAM ; — 10 miles north-west of P&rvatipur. A fort, age not stated, but said to be old. 

Sangamvalasa ; — 8 miles west of P&rvatipur. A fort^ age not stated, but said to be old. 

SALtJEU TALUK. 

FlcHiPRNTA ; — 6 miles south-west of Sfiltbru. A fort, age not stated, but said to be old. 
SlLtrRu. — Head-quarters of the taluk. An old fort, age not stated. 

BOBBILI. 

BoBBiLi. — Head-quarters of the taluk. An old fort, age not started. In thehamlet of Dibbagud- 
demvalasa, in the centre of a tank, is a stone bearing an inscription of which no particulars have been 
sent me. 
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Ohttrakota ; — 4 miles north-west of Bobbili. There is a fort at this place which was onoathe 
capital of the Jeypore B&jas- It is said to have been built by Yidvambharadeva Mah&r&ja, at a site 
admirably chosen for defensive purposes. There is a carved stone inside the gateway which the natires 
call the TurakavddUy or '' Mussulman." It bears a hand, sun, moon, a horse, and two human figures. 
Further on is the site of the old dty with the stone walls and pillars of a temple still remaining to mark 
the spot. 

Na&ayakafuram ; — 13 miles north-east of Bobbili. (Narainpuram.) There are four old BivA 
temples west of the vUlage, only one of which is of any size. On all the sides of four pillars, and on. 
two sides of two others, are inscriptions which the people cannot read, as well as on the walls, here and 
there. The officiating priest of the temple is in possession of a copper-plate grant recording a ^pit of 
land to the temple ; but he seems to be loathe to exhibit it. A copy has been sent to me, according to 
which the document is undated and of no importance. 

Sitabamanagakam ; — 6 miles north of Bobbili An old fort and some inscriptions. 



PALKONDA. 

Adurpeta ;«*12 miles from P&lkonda in the hills. {Pallakonda.) There is said to be a deep cave in 
the hills here, but further details are wanting. 

Galavalli; — 10 miles west-south-west of PalkOnda. {ChJavelly.) To the north of the village 
is the temple of Kdme^varastdmij said to be of considerable antiquity. Near the gate are some *' illegible " 
inscriptions. 

61BIPURAM ; — 15 nules south of Pftlkonda. There is a large tank here, on the bund of which are 
some old stone images, male and female. The villagers have a romantic legend connected with these, 
which includes the cursing of the caste of potters by an indignant female spirit, and I am assured that 
to the present day no potter dares to sleep in Siripuram.

GAJAPATINAGAEtAM. 

Devupalle ; — 12 miles north-west of Yizianagram. A fort, age not stated, but said to be old. 

' Gabbham ; — close to Ghtjapatinagaram. On the temple of Mallikdrjuna are some ^' illegible " 
Telugu inscriptions. 

GoBAM ; — 5^ miles north-east of Gbjapatinagaram on the road from that place to Sdltiru. Thei« is 
a copper-plate document here (age not given) in possession of Yinugunti ChApanna. 

Jayanti Aobahabam ; — 7 nules west-north-west of Gajapatinagaram. South of the village, on the tep 
of a hill, is an inscription on a stone, '' illegible." Half a mile west of the Village are some Jain temples. 
Near them is a Siva temple with an inscription on a stone, '^ illegible." 

Beoulavalasa ; — 22 miles north of Yizianagram. A fort, age not stated, but said to be old. 

Yedullavalasa ; — 12 miles north-east of Gajapatinagaram. There is a copper-plate inscription in 
the pld temple, of which I have no particulars. 

CHlPUEUPALLE TALUK 



Chicacole. {Chipurpalli,) A fort, said to be ancient, on the south side of the village. 

DuppALAVALASA ; — closc to Chicacolc, on the Yizagapatam side of the river. There are some old 
mosques here, and a kind of pillar, 15 feet high, said to nave been built by the Mussulmans with the 
sktdls of fallen enemies. It is called BurralakOta. (See Chicacole^ Ganjam District.) 



Gadabavalasa ; — 4 miles north of Ghipurupalle. This village is inhabited entirely by a colony 
from the hill tribe called the GadabaSy who have peculiar customs, (ifantia/, 86.) 

Garuoubilli ; — 6 miles north of Ghipurupalle. (Gargupilly.) Two miles west of this village is a 
hill which the people declare to have once been tne residence of the P&ndavas. On the south side of this 
is a cave-temple. 

GujARlTiPETA or Hayatunaoaram ; — close to Chicacole. Inhabited by a colony of Gbjarati traders 
for some two or three hundred years. 
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HaidarIbad ; — 12 miles from Chioaoole. A large rained fort, of wliioh the walls are said to be 
more than a mile in oironmferenoe. On a very large oval-shaped stone are some insoiiptions '^ in old 
language." (No particulars sent.) 

EoTAPALEM ; — on the ooast, 17 miles south-east of Chipurupalle. {Koi(q)alem.) A fort, not very 
old, built by former Zemindars. A oopper-plate grant, in Telugu characters, is said to be in the possession 
of one of the Mutta family. 

Shermuhammadpuram ; — 17 miles east of Chipurupalle, 4 miles west of Chicaoole. Buins of a 
palace built by a Mussulman governor who gave his name to the place. Some old mosques. 

VIZIANAGRAM. 

Bhooapuram ; — 7 miles south-east of Yizianagram. There is a stone known as ^' Rftchaban4a" 
in the village, said to have been placed here by Ejrishnadeva B&ya of Yijayanagar. It bears an 
inscription consisting of some iiokas in Telugu apparently stating that Krishnadeva Bikya raised it as a 
pillar of victory. On a slab in the centre of a street is an inscription of S.6. 1106 (A.D. 1184), record- 
ing a grant to the temple in the eleventh year of the reign of Vijaya lUja. Another, close by, records 
the construction of a tank in 6.6- 1097 (A.D. 1176). 

SivALAPETA ; — 3 miles south of Yizianagram, on a mound. On the edge of a tank is a stone fixed^ 
with an inscription said to be '^ illegible," where formerly stood a Biva temple. 

Ganpeedu ; — 8 miles north by west of Yizianagram. A fort, age not given, but reported old. 

£uMiLE ; — 5 miles east of Yizianagram. A fort, age not stated, but said to be old. 

MallicharlA; — ** On the road to Chintalapalle" (my correspondent gives no further clue to its 
whereabouts). A Siva temple, said to be very old. On two stones are inscriptions. Both record mnts 
in the same year, viz., 8.S. 1061 (A.D. 1139), by private parties in the reign of 3n Anantavaima Deva. 

Nbllimarla ; — 4 miles north-east of Yizianagram^ on the road to B&matirtham. A ruined temple. 

Ramatirtham ; — 5 miles north-east of Yizianagram. (Bamteerturn.) On the left-hand side of the 
road from Yizianagram to Ghicacole is a lofty hill, on the weist of which is a place called Pdfi4o4:a pancha^ 
where there are two inscriptions in an " unknown " character. Near this is an old temple, deserted and 
in ruins. West otPdndara pancha is a ^' Rdkahasa paneha " having an inscription. One of the inscrip- 
tions bears date 6.S. 1055 (A.D. 1133) and the name of the sovereign Yishnuvardhana. North of the 
hill are some broken stone statues in a place said to be difficult for people to get at, and close by are a 
great quantity of broken bricks and wrought stones, showing that the place once boasted of a large and 
miportont temple of some sort. In the house of the '^ Yijayanagar family tutor '' are some copper-plate 
documents. Some of the inhabitants possess some old coins. 

Bellivalasa ; — 7 miles east by south of Yiziani^ram* There is an inscription on a slab standing in 
the middle of the village. It is dated 6.§. 1073 (A.D. 1151). Grant by " Mdlayyagonti, brother of 6ri 
Ghoda Ganga Deva," iu the reign of Anantavarma Deva. 

^ARiKE ; — 4 miles south-west of Yizianagrwi- An inscriptiop on a fallen'stone in the village, dated 
S.S. 1075 (A.D. 1153), records a private grant to a temple in the reign of Anantavarma Peva. 

3iripuram; — 6 miles west of Yizianagram. South of the village on a stone in a field is an inscription. 
It records a grant to the temple by Anantavarma in 6.6. 1075 (Aj). 1 153). 

69INGAVAEAPUKOTA. 

B5NANGI ; — 6 miles north-east of 6ringavarapuk5ta. A copper-plate grant in possession of Karikari 
J&niki B&mayya. It records a grant in 6.6. 1508 (A-D* 1586) to a Brahman by a local chief. 

Dharmavaram ;-^2 miles east of 6ringavarapukdtfi^. An old temple possessing a number of old copper 
images. Another temple built 300 years ago. 

GupivAJDA ; — 6 miles south-south-west of Snngavarapuk5ta. There are some ^' illegible" insoriptionB 
at the temple of Brahmalinga ; — (1) inside the Qarbhdlaf/aniy (2) on a stone pillar of a mancjapam, (3) on a 
stone north of the mandapam. 

Ka^ipatkah or EIaiSipuram ;~8 miles north by wept of pringavarapukotft. Sere there is an dd fort 
&nd some stone statues of deities said to be ancient, 
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KoiTDAGupi ; — ^6 miles south-south-west of Sringayarapukdta. Here there is an '' illegible " inscription, 
said to be very old. 

KoTTAM ; — 5 miles east of Sringavarapukdta. {Kotam Aggm,) On a stone in front of the temple is 
an " illegible " inscription. 

Lakkavarapukota ; — 6 miles south of Sringavarapukota, Three ancient temples. In a courtyard of 
the Vtrabhadra temple are some inscribed slabs. There is a fort here, but I am not informed how old it 
is. Half a mile west of the town are two images which the people call " Jaya " and " Vijaya," near 
which formerly stood a Vishnu temple. 

Bega ; — 8 miles south of oringavarapuk5ta (P) At Qungalyakonda, near this village, is an inscription 
said to be very old. No further particulars sent. To the west of the village is a rock-cut cave with a 
temple of OrihaimgeSvara, 

SoMPCRAM or Kapasompubam ; — 2 miles north of Sringavarapukota. An inscription east of the villa^ 
on a stone at a place called Somgunda, (No particulars given.) 

oRiNGAVARAPUKOTA. — Head-quartcrs of the taluk, 28 miles west-north-west of Bimlipatam. There 
is a fort here, but I am not iaf ormed how old it is. A mile west of the town is a steep hill with a 
waterfall, near which is a ruined building of two storeys. 

Sri Ramapuram ; — 4 miles from Lakkavarapukota. A temple of Sdmasvdmi^ said to be ^^ 1,000 
years old." On the north of it is an " illegible " inscription. 

BIMLIPATAM TALUK. 

Anantavaram ; — 10 miles west of Bimlipatam. A ruined oiva temple, of which only a trace remains. 
On a lull near this is an old Siva temple, and two inscribed stones in legible Telugu. 

Bh5oapuram ; — 10 miles north by east of Bimlipatam. There is an inscription in the street of the 
village recording a grant of glands to a temple in 8.8. 1106 (A.D. 1184) in the reign of Anantavanna 
Deva ; and another dated 8.S. 1097 (A.D. 1175) recording a grant in the reign of the same king. A 
fort, age not stated. 

^ Bimlipatam (Bhimunipatnam). — On the hill is an old temple of Vishnu. In the town is a temple 
of 8iva, said to have been built by the Cholas. I believe it is unusual to find traces of the Cholas so far 
north, which makes this all the more interesting. There is a Dutch fort here. There is an inseription 
on the OartMia Stambha of the Vishnu temple, recording repairs to the temple by a private party. 
Bimlipatam was formerly a Dutch possession, but was captured from that power by Lord Macartney ia 
1781. 

BoNi ; — 9 miles west-north-west of Bimlipatam. {Bum.) On a mandapam of the 6iva temple, on 
pillars, are some inscriptions. 

(1.) 8.8. 1168 (AD. 1246). 
(2.) 6.S. 1249 (AD. 1327). 

(3.) 6.8. 1173 (A.D. 1251), in the twelfth year of the reign of Vijaya Raja. 
(4.) 6.8. 1113 (A.D. 1191). This is very illegible, but is said to relate to the reign of some 
sovereign. 

Dakamakri ; — 17 miles north-north-west of Bimlipatam. On the west bank of the tank of this 
village, at the site of an old temple, is a stone slab besuring an inscription, recording a grant to the temple 
in 8.8. 1071 (A.D. 1149). 

GupiLOVA BaiHADicHALAM ; — 8 miles west of Bimlipatam. A hill, a mile south of the Sabbavaram 
road, on which is the temple of BanganathamLmi, Near this is an inscription on a stone. On the 
gates of a garden, and on the pillar of a mandapam, near the hill, close to a waterfall, are other inscribed 
stones. They are all '^ illegible." About a imle distant is a cave said to be 70 yards deep and 30 yards 
broad. 

OupivlDA ; — 4 miles north-west of Bimlipatam. In the middle of the street is a stone bearing 
two inscriptions ; — 



(1.) Undated. Private grant in the reign of Sri Anantavanna Deva. 
(2.) Undated. Grant by Gokarna Eaja of Gu4iva4a, in the reign of Sri 



Anantavarma Deva. 
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Padmanabham ; — 10 miles west of Bimlipatam. On the top of a high hill here are two very old 
soulpturesof Yishnu's chank and chakra^ and the remains of an ancient temple. Worship has lately been 
revived and the place is held in much estimation. No inscriptions* At the foot of the hill is another 
very old temple, declared to have been erected originally by xudhishthira. 

PoTUNURu; — 12 miles north-west of Bimlipatam. A piUar of victory erected by Erishnadeva lUya 
of Yijayanagar. (Date not stated, but probably about A,i). 1516.) There are two forts here, which 
"^rere seized by Ejishnadeva Baya from Kalinga Qangu. An old deserted temple neajr a tank, built of 
large stones. 

Bavada ; — 5 miles north of Bimlipatam. In the village street is a stone with an inscription recording 
private grants to the temple, undated. 

VlRAVALU TALUK. 

Arjunagiri ; — 7 miles east of M&dugula. An old Vishnu temple with an inscaiption on a pillar. 
It records a grant by 6inga B&ja, son of Banga Baja, in 6.8. 1302 (A.D. 1470). ^oyal titles are 
accorded to these persons. There are two other inscriptions on the same pillar. 

CndDAVARAM ; — 4 miles east by south of Vaddadi. Sir Walter Elliot's collection of inscriptions 
include six at this village. They are as follows : — 

At the temple of Keiavammu 

(1.) On a pillar in a mandapam. 6.6. 1313 (A.D. 1391). Grant by « 6ri Vira Pratftpa Singa 

B&ja, son of Yadd&di Pratapa Sri Banga Baja." 
(2.) On another pillar of the same. Undated. Grant in the reign of " 6riman Mahftmandaledvara 

Pratapa Vallabha Bftja." 
(3.) On the same, south side. 6.8. 1389 (A.D. 1467). ARrantby Vaddadi Uppufiftla, " for the 

prosperity of 6iiman Mahdmandaledvara Pratapa Yailabha Itaja." 
(4.) On the same. Undated. A grant by a man who calls himself a '^ dear friend " of Yailabha 

Baja. 
(5.) On another pillar of the same. Undated. Grant by a private person " for the prosperity of " 

the same xing. 
(6.) On another pillar of the same. Undated. Grant by another " true friend " of Yailabha 

Baja. 

MlpnouLA ; — 8 miles west of Cho4avaram, the taluk head-quarters. There is an old temple here 
dedicated to Bhtmeimra. 

MuDDURRu ; — 13 miles south-east of Madugula. (Mudura.) Sir Walter Elliot's collection contains 
three inscriptions from here. 

(1.) Undated. Grant in the reign of *' 6]^man Mahamandaledvara Mankaditya Maharaja." 

(2.) Undated. Grant in the same reign. 

(3.) Undated. Grant by a servant of the same king. 

PbddipaIiEM ; — *' in the Gndivada Thana." Sir Walter Elliotts collection indudes three inscrip- 
tions from this place, all recording private grants to a temple in 6.6. 1079 (A.D. 1157), in the reign of 
Anantavarma l5eva. (On enquiry 1 can find no village of this name m the neighbourhood. Possibly 
the name as it stands is an error of the copyist for PeddapHdi.) 

Sangait&ru ; — 8 miles south-east of Ghodavaram. On a hill, close to the junction of three rivers, is 
the temple of Sangameimray which is held very sacred. 

TipiPARTi ; — " in the Gndivada Thana," 14 miles south-west of Maduffula. (Tandipurtu) Sir 
Walter Elliot has an inscription from this place. It is said to be on a took called ^ngani handa^ 
on ^e boundary of the village. It records a grant to a temple in 6.6. 1074 (A.D. 1152), during the 
reign of Anantavarma Deva. 

ZiTTTApA ; — 11 miles south-east of Madugula. (Juttada.) A village of the Ch5davaram Thana. Sir 
Walter Elliot's list gives three inscriptions here. 

(1 .) Grant by a private party in 6.6. 1271 (A.D. 1349). 
(2.) Private grant. Undated. 

(3.) Grant to the temple by '' 6ninan Mahamancjialedvara Pratapa Yailabha Baja/' in 6.6. 1354 
(A.D. 1432).

VIZAGAPATAM TALUK. 

AppiKONpA ; — 16 (?) miles from Yizagapatam, on the ooast. An old temple of SomeSvaray with 
^' illegible " insoriptions. '^ Numerous pagodas formerly existed in the neighbourhood of the present 
temple, but have long been covered over with sand-drifts." {Mantmly 78.) 

MIdhayadhara ; — 10 miles north-east of Yizagapatam. There is a cave in the rook inside the 
temple of Madhavasvdmi. 

Narava ; — 8 miles west-north-west of Yizagapatam. A fort, how old is not stated. 

PiNAGAi)! ; — 2 miles off the Sabbavaram road. A temple of ChodeSmrasvami^ said to have been 
built by a Chola king. 

6ri Simhachalam; — 4 miles north-north-west of Yizagapatam. {Sree Simfiacheilum.) IntheYishnu 
temple are six legible inscriptions on pillars and several illegible. The legible ones aie as follows : — 

(1.) 6.6. 1447 (A.D. 1525). Grant to the temple by a Rftja. 

(2.) Grant to the temple by Krishnadeva B&ya of Yijayanarar. The date, as given to me, is 

6.6. 1478 {A.U, 1556), but this must be wrong as uie reign of that king expired in 

A.D. 1530. 
(3.) 6.6. 1383 (A.D. 1461). A private grant. 
(4.) 6.6. 1028 (A.D. 1106). Do. 

(5.) 6.6. 1211 (A.D. 1289). Do. 

(6.) 6.6. 1209 (A.D. 1287). Do. 

There is a fort here on a hill, but it is not stated how old. Erishnadeva B&ya is said to have 
attacked and seized it. (This would be about A.D. 1516). The temple is built of massive stones, beauti- 
fully sculptured. It is said to have been erected by L&ngula Gajapati of Onssa, the same that built the 
great Sun temple at Eandxak in Orissa (A.D. 1237 — 1282, Hunter). Mr. Carmichael {Mantmly 70) 
describes a ounous pillar here called the Kappa Stambha or " Frog's Pillar." The Sthala Purdna of 
this temple was sent to me for examination. It is purely mythologi^. 

Yizagapatam. — Head-quarters of the District. A Dargah and two Mussulman tombs on a hill. The 
latter bear inscriptions. Near the road to the hill are five stones with " illegible " inscriptions. A veiy 
old temple of Bhtme^tara without inscriptions. The town of Yizagapatam became part of the British 
possessions in A.D. 1683, but the English residents were all murdered by Mussulmans in 1689. In 1690 
a fresh oowle was given by the Mussulmans and a fort erected. A farmdn was obtained from the 
Emperor in 1716. The fort was captured by the French in 1757, was recaptured by the Baja of 
Yizianagram in 1758, and was by him presented to the English. A new fartndn was obtained from Delhi 
in 1765. At the ^* Dolphin's Nose " promontory are the remains of an old castle and battery, to the east- 
ward of which is '^ a cave which is said to run some miles inland, but owing to its beinff infested with 
bats, frogs, snakes, and such like vermin, it has not been diligently explored." (Manualy 23^ A celebrated 
Muhammadan saint lies buried in the Dargah on the top of the hill which overlooks the harbour. 
*^ Every vessel passing the bar inwards or outwards salutes him by hoisting and lowering its flas; three 
times ; he is considered all-potent over the elements in the Bay of Bengal, and many a suver ' Dhoney ' 
is presented at his shrine by Hindu diipowners after a successful voyage." {Manual^ 69,) 

ANAKAPALLE. 

Makutubu ; — 3 miles north of Anakapalle, A mile from this village are two hills, in which are a 
number of rock-cut shrines and mandapams. Buddhist or Jain images and 6iva lingams are alike to be 
seen there. No worship is now carried on. This place should evidently be examined. 

GOLKONDA. 

Balighattam ;— 2 miles south of Narasapatnam, 8 miles east of Golkonda. Near-here is a lull on 
which stands a temple with inscriptions said to be in mixed characters and illegible.

SAEVASIDDHI TALUK. . 

Aj^dalIfalle ; — 8 miles east of Sarvasiddhi. There is an inscribed stone (partictdars not given) 
in the house of a villager, which formerly stood near the sbime of Durga {Mahuftdsura Mardani). 
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DiMiLB ;-^ miles north-east of Saryasiddhi. An infiGnption on a pillar of a man4apaDi of the 
temple of Sri NagneSrarasvdmiy reooiding a grant by a private person ^* in honour of J&ya Mah& 
Devi, mother of 3riman MAh9.man4al66yara Kulottunga Pnthiiadvara Deva Baja." 

DuPFiTURRU ; — 11 miles north-east of Sarvasiddhi. (Dupiduru.) There is a temple here, dedicated 
to Chodeimra^mmiy said to have been built by a Chola king. Near it is an insoribed slab, the oharaoters on 
which are " illegible." 

Gt)PALAPATNAM ; — 18 miles south-west of Sarvasiddhi. East of the village, on a hill called 
Pdndavula mitta, is an old temple said to have been built by the P&ndavas. Near this is a stone with 
five images on it. There are ^^ illegible " inscriptions on the gateway. West of this are three rock-cut 
caves. 

EoNDAKiRLA ; — 14 miles north-east of Sarvasiddhi. An inscription, said to be illegible, at the house 
of Yemparala Subbayya. 

Mabuturru ; — 14 miles north-east of Sarvasiddhi. (Mudathuru.) There is an old temple here 
dedicated to Chodeimra%vdmi^ said to have been erected by a Chola king. Near it is an inscribed stone, 
the characters on which are '* illegible*" 

Mamidivada ;— 5 miles north-east of Sarvasiddhi. (Mamedada,) Two old temples, said to have 
been built by Jains. 

Manqavaram ; — 18 miles south-west of Sarvasiddhi. An old Siva temple, fabled to have been built 
by the P&n^avas on a hill called Pdndavuia mifta. 

Nakkapallb ; — 8 miles south-west of Sarvasiddhi. Dr. Benza, writing in 1835 {Madras Journal of 
Literaturo-and SciencCy Yol. Y) describes a lull close to a camping-ground between Nakkapalle and Tuni, 
'^ near whose summit is a kind of grotto, over which hang two enormous masses of gneiss, which has been 
converted into a tiny pagoda, dedicated to the goddess Coocooresha, whose devotees must have patience 
to ascend 295 steps cut in the rock;" 

Panchadaralu ; — 7 miles north-east of Sarvasiddhi. (Punchadara.) There are 16 inscriptions here, 
all on the temple of Sri Bharmalingiwara. 

(1.) Undated. Becording that a mandapam was built by a Baja named YiiSvedvara BhtLpa, who 
traces his descent from the E. Chalukyan Yimal&ditya through the Cholas, givingthe succes- 
sion thus ; — Bhimedvara — ^Yimalfiditya — Eftja Narendra — ^Kulottunga Chola— Vijayfiditya 
— ^Mallappa Deva — Upendra — ^Koppa Bhtipa — Manumopendra— Yi^vedvara Bhupa. 

(2.) 6.8. 1369 (A.D. 1437). A private grant. 

(3.) 6A 1344 (A.D. 1422). Grant by Nrisirfihadeva Ohakravarti, "who is the 6ri Yishnu- 

vardhana king" {Sri Visknuvardhana Mahardzulaina Sri NrisiMia^ ^c) 
(4.) 6.6. 1359 (A.6. 1437). i Grant by the same king. 

(5.) 6.6. 1325 (A.D. 1403). Records that " the great Chola king, the son of Upendra and 

Biihbaiiibik&, conqueror of the king of Delhi, built the gopura of the temple. 
(6.) Undated. Yerses in praise of the deity. 

(7.) 6.6. 1389 (A.D. 1417). Grant by the wife of the " Yishnuvardhana Rftja," Nagendra 

Ohakravarti. 
(8.) Undated. Yerses in praise of Yishnuvardhana. (Incomplete.) 

(9.) 6.6. 1316 (A.D. 1394). Grant by Ldnga Raja, son of 6ri Kumfira Terra Bhfipati, the 

"Yishnuvardhana Rftja." 
(10.) 6.6. 1350. (A.D. 1428). Grant by Nrisiifaha Bhupati, son of Upendra, who was son of 

Yi^vedvara {see No. 1). Yidvedvara is said to have nad another son named Chodendra. 
(11,) 6.6. 1354 (A.D. 1432). Grant by Kumftra Terrama Raja, son of Nagendradeva 

Ohakravarti, of the Lunar Bace, and Rajasani Devi {nee No. 9). 
(12.) 6.6. 1354 (A.D. 1432). Grant by a private person. 

(13.) 6.6. 1448 (A.D. 1526). Records the construction of a gopura by "6rimat Chfilukya 

6ridhara Edja Narendrula Mahapatrilungaru." ^ 

(14.) Undated. Yerses in praise of the deity. 

(15.) 6.6. 1460 (A.D. 1538). Records the erection of a mandapam by Hari Narendra, son of the 

Chalukya king (P), with the same title as in No. 3. 
(16.) Undated. A private grant.

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PatakarIvupeta ; — 20 miles south-west of Sarvasidd}ii,2 miles east of Tani. (Pakeerotrpettf Toonee.) 
Half a mile north of the village is an ancient temple of Malk^varasvdmif deserted and in ruins. 

Fentakota ; — 19 miles south-west of Sarvasiddhi, on the sea. A temple bmlt 600 years ago ^ 
and an old mosque. 

Eayavaram ; — 2 miles south-west of Sarvasiddhi. A temple built by Krishnadeva Baya. A stone 
known as Rdchabanda is shown here. It is said to have been fixed by the same sovereign in commemora- 
tion of his conquest of Jeypore. It bears an inscription. In the middle of the village is a stone beiiring 
an inscription said to be " illegible." 

6iu Ramapuram ; — 20 miles south-west of Sarvasiddhi. A temple dedicated to Bdmasmmiy near 
which is a slab bearing an *' illegible " inscription. 

Upmaka ; — 9 miles south-west of Sarvasiddhi. (Oopaka.) A very ancient temple of Vfinkateivara on 
a rock. The idols are simple sculptures of the chank and chakra of Vishnu on a rock. The Sthala Purdna 
of the temple was sent to me and examined. It is purely mythological. 

Yup.PALAM ; — 3 miles south of Rdyamramy 4 miles south of Sarvasiddhi. There is a curious stone here, 
described to me as a circular roughly-cut pillar 6 feet above ground, something like a linganiy but without 
a base. The natives say that the earth round it has been excavated to a very considerable depth, but 
that, as far as it has been uncovered, it is all in the same shape. They called it Bhima's gada or club. 
No one knows how it got there or what it is, but they say that it does not seem to be a piece of natural 
rock. 

• 

Yellamanchili ; — 6 miles north of Sarvasiddhi. (Telumunehily.) There is a cave temple here dedi- 
cated to Oopdlasvdmiy with an inscription '* 400 years old " near it. At the top of the hill on which it 
stands are the remains of a ruined temple, and an old inscription of which only a few words can be 
read. In the hill-fort was found, in 1863, a hoard of copper coins (cast) of considerable antiquity. 
I have seen one figured in the private note-book of G-eneial G. G. Pearse, which he kindly lent me. 
It bears the device of a couchant bull, and the legend^ '^ Sn Chanda De(va).*^ 
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THE GODAVARI DISTRICT. 

The Grodavari District, in the early historical times, must be considered as divided into two portions. 
East of the river the country was ruled over by the sovereigns of Kalinga-^May of whose origin we have no 
aoGOunt^ but who probably lasted till about the eighth century A.D. West of the river was tiie kingdom of 
Vehgi'deia, This latter w£U9 under a Buddhist dynasty of Pallavas, whose family name, about the fifth 
century A.D., was Sdlankdyana, They were conquered by the Brahmanical Ghalukyas of Kaly&napura 
about the year 605 A.D.; and, at some period not yet known, but which I conjecture to have been in the 
dghth or ninth century, these Chalukyas conquered Kalinga and established their capital at Rajahmundry. 
Tne whole united country passed imder the Cholas by an intermarriage in A.D. 1023. It seems to be as 
et doubtful whether the next change of sovereignty took place at the time of the conquest of this country 
y the Orangal K&katiyas of the Gtinapati dynasty, or whether meanwhile the Orissa G-ajapatis held it for 
a time. Tradition states that Chor Oanga, the founder of the Gtuagavaihsa family (in 1132 A.D., Hunter), 
was an Orangal sovereign, and that Rajahmundry was his southern capital. Orissa chronicles claim that his 
successor GangedHura (1152-1166, Hunter) had possession of a kingdom which extended to the Gkod&vari. 
On the other hand, Bumell states that the Cholas only lost Kalinga in A.D. 1228.^ At any rate it 
seems clear that from that date the country was under the sway of the Gaxiapatis till Prat&pa Rudra II 
was carried captive by the Mussulmans to Delhi in A.D. 1323. Shortly aiter this the Hindu princes 
revolted against the Muhammadan Oovemment, and Orangal again became independent, and was 
perpetually at war with the Bdhmani kings till the Hindu kingdom was finally overthrown in 1421 A.D. 
{Elphinstone II, 580, 641. Manual^ 211.) Rajahmundry was at that time imder the Orissan Gujapatis. 
In 1471 A.D. the B&hmani King Mahammad II seized the o^ortunity of a disputed succession to the 
throne of Orissa to annex the districts of Rajahmundry and KondapaUe, Niz&m-al-Mulkh being made 
Governor of Telinffd.na. An attempt was made to regain possession of these provinces bv the Hindus, 
and Niz^m-al-Miukh was compelled to shut himself up in the fort at Rajahmundry till relieved by 
Muhammad U in person, who remained there for three years. About the year 1515 A.D, Krishnadeva 
Raya of Yijayanagar captured Kondapalle and Rajahmundry. He had penetrated as far as Siiixh&chalaiii 
near Yizagapatam by A.D. 1516, where an inscription records his visit to that temple, and mentions his 
conquest of Udayagiri, Kondavidu, Kondapalle, and Rajahmundry. He presented the Rajahmundry 
and Kondapalle provinces to the Gujapati sovereign. Shortly after this the first of the Kutb Shahi 
dynasty of Golkonda, Sult&n Kuli, defeated a lar^ combination of Hindu chiefs at Kondapalle, captured 
Ellore, and advanced against Rajahmundry ; but me Orissa king concluded a peace by which all the coimtry 
north of the River G^a3.vari was left in his possession, the Mussulmans retaming Ellore and the land to 
the south. About the year 1552 A.D. a combination of Hindu chiefs attacked Ellore, but were defeated, 
and the fort of Nidadavolu was built in order to protect the Muhammadan frontier. In 1564 the 
Muhammadans planned an attack against Rajahmundry and collected troops. But the Hindus, prepar- 
ing an army of defence, found it attain to such proportions that they reversed the proceedinfi;s, crossed 
the river, and attacked Nidadavolu. They were defeated and fled to Rajahmundry. The Itmssulmans 
followed, seized Dowlaishweram, and were about to attack Rajahmundry, when they were recalled to 
take part in the grand operations against the Kingdom of Yijayanagar. Yijayanagar fell in 1565 A.D. 
Shoruy afterwards Rajahmundry was again attacked, and fell into the hands of the Mussulmans in 
A.D. 1571-72. They held it uninterruptedly, but rather precariously, till the French obtained possession 
of these 8ark&rs in 1753. The country passed into English hands in 1759, after the capture of 
Masulipatam by Colonel Forde. 

Mr. Morris, in the District Manual (177 ff.), has given an excellent and interesting acooimt of the 
early English settlements, and the history of this tract since the first English colony was established at 
Masulipatam in A.D. 1611, including an accoimt of the Dutch and French settlements. 

The *^ Upper Goda.vari Taluks, Bhadr&chalam and Rekapalle, are peopled by a large number of 
Kais. The Rev. J. Gain has publif^ed a description of them and a vocabulary of their language in Ind. 
Ant. Ym, 33-215. 



^ Oriasa tradition asserts that Anaftga Bhlmadera, the commencement of whose reign is variously placed at 1174, 1175, and 
1 196 A.D., built in his twelfth year the temple of Ja^annfltha at Puri» after making a solemn diddaration that be had himself extended 
the boundaries of his kingdom* from Chicacole to Rajahmundry. 
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The Upper Ooddmri Taluks, 

In the Bhadr&chalam and B^kapalle Taluks are a large number of rude stone monuments. Mr. 
Vanstavem described a number of them in Ind. Ant, IV, 305. In a memorandum which he has been kind 
enough to send me he assigns, as their principal locality, a tract ^^ from 15 miles below Bhadr3.chalam to 
4 miles north of Dumagudem at Nallampalli, where they are very plentiful/' No weapons have yet been 
found in them, but only half-btimt pottery, charred bones, and beads of ivory and glass. Mr. Vansta- 
vem is in possession of some of these. Prom the position of skeletons in the sp6U5es oetween the circles 
of stones surrounding some dolmens it would appear that human sacrifices accompanied the funeral 
ceremonies. 

Twelve miles above the furthest point of British territory, on the Nizam's side of the river, is the 
village of Biaram. Mr. Vanstavem states that he saw, 4 miles from this, inland, a very large and 
perfect dolmen, untouched, surrounded by several rings of stones, apparently the grave of some chief or 
man of note. From this place, for 50 nules down the river on the Nizam's side, and for 4 miles inland, 
dolmens abound. Fourteen miles further up the river is the town of Mangap^ta, near which are the 
interesting rude stone crosses so frequently described. In a sand-stone hill near tliis is a rock-cut cave 
where worship is still performed. Mr. Vanstavem saw a stone cross lying on the grqjind some distance 
off in front of the entrance. 

BHADEACHALAM TALUK. 

ARLAGtpEM ; — 12 miles north by east of Bhadrachalam. (Arlaguram.) In the thick forest here are 
the remains of a veiy extensive '' tank-bund," at a place called Tulasigandi by the natives. 

BhadrIchalam ; —Head-quarters of the taluk, on the banks of the Godavarl. (Budrachelam.) 
There are a number of temples here, the place being considered to be one of great sanctity. The 
principal temple is built on a nill and has a very large gopuram. It is surroxmdedby 24 lesser temples,- 
and is protected by a high wall {Manual^ 42). The Sthala Purdna has been sent me and examined. It 
is purely mytholo^cal* The temple is dedicated to Bama, who, with his wife Sita, is said to have 
halted here when in exile in the n)rest. East of this is a small Siva temple said to be older than the 
principal one. About a mile east of the village are a number of dolmens. There is a curious hotspring 
here in the bed of the Godavari river. 

Devarapallb ; — ^9 miles east of Bhadrachalaiii, on the river. (DeorpalL) Near here are the 
remains of a square fort of massive stones, 18 feet high, built against a cliff which forms two sides of 
the square. It is described by Mr. Vanstavem in Ind, Ant, IV, 306. The fort was greatly demolished 
by the Engineers, who utilized the great sand-stone blocks of which it was composed for the construction 
of thd Dumagudem Anient. Close to a spring on this hill is a small but ancient temple. Not far from 
the gateway of the fort is an upright stone 5 feet 6 inches high, to which worship is performed. 

Dtmagudem ; — 14 miles north of Bhadrachalam. {Dumagudiam,) The Rev. J, Gain, writing in 
Ind, Ant. V, 188, describes a Vtrdkal near here which Mr. Vanstavem tells me is half way between 
Dumagudem and Mallapalle. A number of " roughly-carved idols " have been dug up at different times 
{lb. V, 301.) , In G.O., No. 2135, of 16th October 1876, is embodied a letter from the Acting Deputy 
Inspector-General of Police, in which he describes several sculptured figures, and a large fem^e statue, 
seven feet high, at this town. A large temple is said to have been washed away at this place by a 
heavy flood in the Gfodftvari. Mr. Vanstavem excavated the base of a long brick wall with stone steps, 
which he thinks surrounded a temple long since destroyed and now covered with accumulation of soil. 

Kumar AsvAMiGupEM ; — 26 miles south-east of Bhadrachalam. A very old temple. 

Lakshmanagtjtta; — a hill on the boundary of the Central Provinces and the Bhadrachalam Taluk, 
6 miles north-north-east of Dumagudem. {Lachmanguta.) There are some dolmens about half way up 
the hill on the bare rock. 

Nallapalle ; — 4 miles north-east of Dumagudem. {Nalapalu) Mr. Vanstavem of Domagndem 
foimd here a small slab with an inscription 750 years old. It was excavated from the ruins of a small 
temple and now lies in the Madras Museum. There are the remains of two mud forts here, said to 
have been bmlt by the Beddis (1328-1427 A.D.) There are several dolmens in the forests. A small 
gold coin^ which was picked up here by a child some time ago, is now in the possession of Mr. Vanstavem. 
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PABNAfiiLi ;— on the bank of the (Jodavari, 18 miles north of Bhadraohalarti. (Pamcmla.) There 
is a temple here, built, it is said, over the spot whence Sita, the wife of B&ma, was carried oflp by B&vana.' 
On a stone in a stream at the back of the temple is shown a foot-print declai^Bd to have been made by 
Sita. According to Mr. Cain {Ind. Ant. V, 301, 302) the village people aie strongly impressed with the 
belief that the abduction of Sit& and the death of Jetayu took place here, and many peculiar formations 
of hills and rocks and stones are shown by them as relics of the great event. 

rekapalle taluk. 

KEtsHKARAMAPipu ;— 13 miles west by north of Eekapalle. (Kisiaram,) Dolmens. 

Razupeta ;— close to Vaddigudem. (Wadagariatn.) One and a half miles west of Rekapalle. 
There is a very old temple here. 

6id RiMAGiRi ; — 2^ miles south of Rekapalle. There is a high hill on the river here, which is held 
very sacred. A flight of rock-cut steps leads to the summit. The place is, as the name implies, especially 
sacred to Bama. 

Yaddigupem ; — 1 J miles west of Eekapalle. (Wbdagariam,) There are the remains of an old fort 
here, said to datQ from the time of the Re4di chiefs (1328-1427 A.D.). It was an earthwork, and only 
mounds of earth remain. Inside the walls is a ruined temple. 

RAJAHMUNDRY TALUK. 



Dowlaishweram {DharaUivaramu) ; — 4 miles south of Rajahmundry. Hie head-quarters of 
the Engineering staff of the district, and head of the canal and irrigation system of the Eastern Delta. 
Close to the town is a hill on which are the ruins of an old fort, by tradition said to have been built by 
the Chalukya sovereign Yijayaditya, the same who, according to one account, founded the city of 
Bajahmimdiiy {Manual^ 172). 

Gadarada ; — 14 miles north-west of Rajahmundry. {Oadaradah.) South-west of the village is an 
old ruined fort, of which the age is not known. It i» said to have been built by a Pariah who oecame 
rich. It goes by the name of Kitdpirudram Kdfa. Under a tree in the village are 39 carved stone 
figures, 

Korxtkon;^ ; — 11 miles north of Rajahmundry* (Korekondah.) At the west of the village is a 
temple on a rock, much venerated and resorted to. It is said to have been built in the year A.D. 1353 
by a N&yudu. It is richly sculptured. There is an inscription on four sides of a pillar in the outer 
Pr&kAra, dated 6.6. 1275 (A.D. 1353), recordine the endowment of the temple by the founder. The 
temple of Rangarc^asvdmi in the village is said to have been built about the year A.D. 1443. There 
are two inscriptions here One, on a wall at the gateway, is said to be illegible. The other, on a pillar in 
the PrakAra, is dated 6.6. 1371 (A.D. 1449) and records a ffrant by a private party. West of the village 
is an old fort built in the same year as the temple on the nill, t.^., A.JD. 1353. On the same side of tne 
village is a hill called Pdn4avula Konda^ or '^ Hill of tiie P&n4avas." On its south side are five rock-cut 
caves, one of which contains sculptured figures. 

KoTi ; — 12 miles north of Rajahmundry. {Kotee.) An old fort, age not known. 

MiRTiPipu; — 1 miles north of Rajahmundry. A very old temple of Oapdlasvdmi. There is 
a temple by the side of a tank, said to be old. 

Raohudevaptjram, or Rohitapuram; — 13 miles northby west of Rajahmundry. {Jtaghoodavapooram.) 
Adjoining this village, in the hamlet of Rapflka, is a stone inscription west of the Oaruda Stambha oi the 
temple, said to be illegible. In the east street of the principal village is a stone slab bearing an inscription, 
also said to be ^^ illegible." 

Rajahhxtndrt, or Rajamahendrapuram ; — an interesting old city, now the head-quarters of the 
Judge, Sub-Collector, and other officials of the Qodavari District. It is of great antiquity, but ]^robably 
the modem town considerably overlies the old one. Thbre is an old fort nere with walls origmally of 
great size and height, made of earth faced with stone,

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The origin of the town of Bajahmnndrj^ is attributed to Mahendradeya, son of Oantamodevay of 
the dynasty of Orissa, deriving its name from its f oimder. Stirling and Hunter, following native 
reoords, place this sovereign at 900 jee^rs B.C., a date far too early. According to this tradition 
Bajahmundry was then the southern capital of Orissa. Another tradition ascribes me founding of the 
city to Yijayaditya Mahendra, one of the Chalukyas. (There were five kings of that name in the period 
from about 760 to 950 A.D.) Previous to the Chalukyas Buddhism was the prevailing religion of thi» 
part of the country. Under them Buddhism gave way to Brahmanism. Kajahmundry became the 
capital of the later Chalukyas, and the Telugu version of the Mahahhdrata was there written by Nannayy a 
Bhatta, under the patronage of the Chalukyan king Yish^uvardhana (see Campbell's Telugu Grammar^ 
Intrad.y p. ix,x). i am unable to say which Vishnuvardhana is meant. There were five of this name. 
Passing into the hands of the Cholas in A.D. 1023, Kajahmundry w;as lost to that dynasty certainly by 
1228 A.D., possibly earlier. The Gunapatis of Orangal held it tiU 1323, when it fell into Mussulman 
hands. (For its history since then see the introductory notice to the Gkxiavari lists, p. 19.) 

There is an ancient temple here, age not known. The principal mosque was built in the reign of 
the Emperor Muhammad Tognlak. There is a Persian inscription over the door, which runs — " This 
mosque was erected by Shanf 8alar Ulvi, in the reign of the Emperor Muhammad Toghlak, and in the 
time of Humayun Qaj jar, on the twentieth day of Kamzdn, Hijri 724," or A.D. 1324 {Manual^ 28). It 
is said to have been biult on the site of a Hindu temple. In the Mdrhandeya temple is an inscription^ 
undated, recording that the wife of Kataya Yema KeoQl, minister of Kum&ragiri Bhupa, son of Ana Pota 
Be4di, made a grant to the temple. The date of this king; is A.D. 1381 to 1395. He was sovereign of 
Kondavi^n, and is also known as Kumaragiri Yema Re4Qi> 

An inscribed slab^was lately unearthed at the District Jail. It records a grant made by a private 
person to a temple in »S.6. 1350 (A.D. 1428), and the erection of VkKalydna Mandapam. Part of another 
inscription is to be seen on this slab. 

.^ In the grounds of the Judge's residence is an inscribed slab recording a grant made to a temple in 
6.»S. 1170 (-AD- 1248) by Ganapatideva Eftja. According to our present fights, Pratapa Budra I of 
Orangal was reigning in that year, but a Ghinapati is often inserted in genealogies between him and his 
widow Budramma Devi, and it remains to be seen whether the expression '^ Ganapatideva,'' as met with in 
these inscriptions, was the name of a sovereign or merely a title. 

Besides the inscriptions mentioned above, I have copies of eight inscriptions at Bajahmundry, the 
first seven of which are on two stones fixed in front of the District Jail-

PEDDAPUBAM TALUK. 

Gangampalem ;— 24 miles north by west of P^dapuram. A village amongst the hills. 
{(hmgvmmapalem.) There is a cave temple here said to contain an image of Vtrabhadra. Near it is* 
a man4apam and a well. Beyond this I have no particulars. 



* General Cunningliam thinks that, as capital of the Kalinga, Rajahmundry may fairly be identified with the Bandaquda of Plinv. 




I>i8trict. A man of that name appeared as a witness in a case tried by me in April 1877 at Guijlivftija, in the Eastern Delta of the 
Kistna District. The names of places often last longer than the places themselves, and the existence of this family name tends to 
confirm Pliny* s statement. 
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Jaddanoi ; — 28 mfleB north of PedcUtpuram. (Jtiddengy.) On a hill to the west of the village is a 
cave temple *' containing a lingamJ*' It is jtust poBsible that this may prove to be a Buddhist ohaitya. 

Peddapttram. — Head-qiiart«rs of the taluk, 25 miles east by north of E&jahmundry. (Peddapooram,) 
There is a fort here said to have been originally oonstruoted of earth, and faced with stone 200 years ago. 
In the buildings inside is some good carved woodwork. 

Talltou ; — 1 1 miles north-west of Pedd&puram. {Taidoor.) Two inscriptions of a private nature, said 
to be in dear legible Telugu characters, and therefore probably not old, are to be seen on the pillars of a 
temple. The temple, dedicated to Venkateivara (Vishnu), is said to have been orifi^ally built over a rock- 
tmt cave. B^manHjaohdji converted the raja of the place and all his people from the 6aiva to the 
Yaishnava religion, and thereupon this temple was built, and the lingams which were formerly worshipped 
were thrown away and buried m a mound now known as Lingala dibba. 

TiRUPATi ; — 5 miles north of Feddapuram. (Tripatee.) There are 20 inscriptions here.

TUNI ZEMINDlRI. 

Namagibi ; — 16 miles west of Tuni. A ruined temple, with sculptures, south of the village. On 
the north side of the pagoda is a stone with inscriptions. 

PITTAPURAM ZEMTNDARI. 

PiTTAPUBAM ; — 12 miles north by east of Cocanada. The residence of the Raja of Pittapuram-.. 
A very old town, with abundance of sculptured buildings and other objects of interest. How old it may 
be is not as yet known, but an ancient inscription of A.D. 584 of the reign of Satyftfiraya, the elder 
brother of Kubja Yishnuvardhana, who established the Eastern Chalukyan sovereigntv, states that in 
that reign " the fortress of Pishtapura was easily taken." (I«rf. Ant. Y, 67.) If this is the same a» 
Pittapuram, the town must boast of a very high antiquity. 
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There are three very long inBcriptions on the Bhmja Stambha of the principal temple. One is daied 
6.6. 1113 (A.D. 1191), and records a grant of a village by a Chola Raja. I fear my copy is imperfeot 
and therefore hesitate to say too muoh about this, but it would seem to be a yexy important inscription in 
several respects. As usual with the Chola-Chalukya grants the genealogy commences from the beginning^^ 
with Brahma, and goes down through all the Eastern Chalukyas to the Gholas. But several generations 
are here given subsequent to those we know so well (see Bumell's PalcBography^ p. 40). Equally important 
is another inscription on the same pillar^ which, if my copy is accurate, gives a most curious account of 
the ancestry of the later Cholas. It tells of a certain Ku4iyavann& whose genealogy for a few gener- 
ations is given. He is said to have been a descendant of a warrior who had conquei^ many coimtriea 
and made an alliance with " Trinetra Pallava." His capital city was Dhanadapura, Eudiyavannft had 

E'ven ffreat assistance to the Chalukyan king Vimalftditya (1018-1023 A.D.), and his sovereign rewarded 
m witii large grants. Eudiyavarma's son was Eaja K&ja (!), who married Ammangi Amma, daughter 
of Yimaladiiya, and became the^ father of Eulottunga Chola. It is a very long inscription and must 
be carefully examined. Date S.S. 1108 (A.D. 11§6). The third inscription on this slab is also a 
Chola-Chalukya grant, giving the genealogy from Brahma through the Eastern Chalukyan dynasty to 
Baja Baja Chola. It gives the exact date of his accession, according to the transcription sent to me. 
The grant is dated 8.6. 1124 (A.D. 1202). 

There is another inscription dated 6.8. 1313 (A.D. 1391), of which I have an incomplete copy. 

OOCANADA DIVISION. 

Bhimavabam ; — close to Samulcottah {Sdmalkot^ Chdmarldkdta) ; 8 miles north-west of Cocanada 
(Kakindda), An old town with an ancient and highly venerated temple, built of black granite and 
scidptured. The temple is large and important. There are many inscriptions on pillars, too old to be 
easily read. Copies of four legible ones nave been sent me.

There was an old Dutch factory here which was captured by Lord Macartney in 1781. 

Sarpavaram ;-^4 miles north of Cocanada. (Surpaveram,) There are 25 inscriptions at this place, 
all at the temple of Bhma Ndrdyanaavdmu

COEINaA ZEMINDlRI. 

Injaham, or Injiram ; — 19 miles south-south-east of Cocanada, 5 miles south-south-east of 
Coringa (Karangt). (Ingeeram.) This is dose to the French settlement of Yanam. An English factory 
was established here in 1722. It was captured by the French under Bussy in 1757, but was ceded to the 
English after the fall of Masulipatam in 1759. A river divides this place from Nllapalle. 

NiLAPALLE ; — close to Injaram, on the opposite side of the river. A factory of the English was 
established here in 1751. It shared the fortunes of Injaram. 

RAMACHANDEAPURAM TALUK. 

BiKKAVOLu; — 9 miles north of Bamaohandrapuram. (Biccavole,) This village is stated, in on^ of 
the Mackenzie M8S., to have been the site of the capital of the earlier Ohalukyan conquerors of Vehgi-deiay 
being then called Biruddnka Bdyaptiram, There ore said to be extensive ruins at Bikkavolu, and many 
deserted temples. On the north side of the^dpor of the shrine of the Oovinde^varasvdmt temple is a slab 
bearing an inscription recording a grant in 6.6. 1045 (A.D. 1123), in the " twenty-fifth year of the reign 
of Vijaya Raja. 

Drakshabama ;^-4 miles south of Ramachandrapuram. (Dracharam.) This is one, of the most 
sacred places in the district, with a large and important temple dedicated to Bhimedvara. There are a 
number of small temples inside the principal one, which is profusely sculptured. There are two hand- 
somely carved Dutch tombs here, dated 1673 and 1728 respectively, at a place which still goes by the 
name of ^^ Ollandu Dibba" {Ollandu for "Holland," i>eJJa = " mound.") The inscriptions are very 
numerous. I give the list here as taken from copies made for me by a derk who worked under Sir 
Walter Elliot, from copies in his possession. I cannot in any way vouch for their accuracy. Indeed I 
feel sure that they are very untrustworthy, but I do not like to omit them from this list. They are all 
in the temple of Bhtmeivara,

Thus Pdndiya ValanddUf Choia Vaiandiu (=» the " fertile country 
of Pa^diya/' or ** of Chola*'}. The Gholas probably imported this phrase into the Telugu country.

In the 
temple of KatnandaleSvarasvdmiy on two pillars, are inscriptions said to be " fllegible." The temple is 
said to be a very ancient one. The Vishnu temple of Keiavasvdmi is stated to have been built by one 
of the Chola kings (1023 to c. 1228 A.D.). The idol in this is said to be beautifully carved. 

ERNAGtJDEM, OR YERNAG0DEM TALUK. 

Anantapalle ; — 18 miles west-south-west of Tfillapudi. (Annantapillee.) There is a Vishnu temple 
here said to have been built in the time of the Beddi chiefs (1328 to 1427 A.D.). There are inscrip- 
tions, said to be " illegible," on three pillars of the mukha mandapam, 

Arugolu ; — '22 miles south-south-west of Tdll^'Pu^i- (Argoloo.) An old fort, said to have been 
built by the Chola E&ja Narendra. 

Arulla ; — 24 miles south-south-west of Tallapudi. On a stone in the man4apam of the VenniivarO' 
svdmi temple is an inscription said to be " illegible. 

AvAPADU ; — 23 miles south-west of Tallapudi. [Atcpad,) There is an inscription, said to be in 
" unknown characters " and illegible, on the wall of the temple of Durga. 

Gazzaram ; — 3 miles south-south-east of TftUaptldi. An old mud fort. 

GoPALAPURAM ; — 26 miles south-west of Tallapudi, 11 miles south-west of Ternagudem. (OopaU 
lapooram,) A stone slab near the Vishnu temple, bearing an '' illegible " inscription. 

GuTALA ; — 5 miles north of Tallapudi. (Gootalla.) Near here are the remains of an old fort said to 
date from the time of the Reddi chiefs (1328-1427 A.D.). 

KoNDRUPROLU ; — 22 miles south-west of Tallapudi. {KondrapoL) There is an inscription, sud 
to be in some '' unknown character," on a stone placed over an old Mussulman grave. 

KovDTRU ; — 8 miles south of Tallapudi. (Kovoor.) There is a very ancient temple here, dedicated 
to Madanagopdlasvdmu It is said to have been established by Oautama Mahd Muni (t.^., Buddha ! whom 
the Brahmans have adopted as a Rishi). The temple of Chodeivaraavdmi is said to have been erected 
by a Chola king, as also a temple of Anjaneya, 

KuMARADEVAM ; — 4 miles south of Tallaptidi. (Kamaradavem.) There are some inscriptions here in 
three places — (1) on the wall of the Vlreivarasvdmi temple ; (2) on one of the columns of a mandapam ; 
and (3) on a stone near the Siva temple on the river bank. All are said to be in ^' unknown characters." 

Lakkavaram ; — 26 miles west of Tallapudi. (Luckatvaram,) A deserted temple of Baldbhadramtmij 
said to date from the times of the Beddi chiefs (1328 to 1427 A.D.). 

Patte^am ; — a very sacred temple, situated on a rocky island in the Godavari river above Gutala^ 
7 miles north of Tallapudi. (Pullashim.) There is a Sthala Mdhdtmyam of the place, wholly mythological. 
Four inscriptions, all said to be in *^ unknown characters," are to be seen on the walls of four temples. 
The temples are of great age. 

PoLAVARAM ; — 9 milcs north of Tallapudi. (Polawurum.) There are two inscriptions here, said 
to be in '* unknown characters," on the walls of two temples. The temples are said to be very old. 
The temple of MahdnatuMvarasvdmi is said to have been built by Oautama Mahd Muni {i.e.^ Buddha) I 
There are the remains of a ruined fort north of the village. 

Prattipapc ; — 23 miles south-south-west of Tallapu(Ji. (Prutteepad,) North of the village, by the 
fflde of a tank, is a slab bearing an illegible inscription. 

Gakapavaram ; — 29 miles west by north of Tallapudi. (Cfunnupwurrum.) Some inscriptions. 

61NGARAZUPALEM ; — 25 miles south-west of Tallapudi. (Shingarazpoiam.) A temple said to be 800 
years old. On the south side of it is a stone bearing an ^' illegible" inscription. 

TipEPALLEGupEM;— 24 milcs south-south-west of TdllapUdi. {TadnpilHgoodem.) A mile north-west 
of the village is an inscription, said to be " illegible," on a boundary stone. 

TipiMALLA; — 14 miles south- south-west of Tallapudi. (Thadeetnulla.) A temple dedicated to 
Bajagopdiasvdmi, said to be five or six hundred years old. 

Telikicharla ; — 19 miles south-west of Tallapudi. (Telleekeecherla.) There are two " illegible " 
inscriptions here on the walls of two temples.

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Yadavolc;— 5 miles north- west of Teniagaijem, 15 milea west by south of TillapQiJi. {Yahdavole.) 
A stone pillar with inscriptioue said to be " illegible." 

ELLORE TALUK. 

AnAMALLE ; — 16^ miles north-east of Ellore. (Audamellee-) Near the tank on the vest of this 
village are 12 stone images. 

Bhimadavolu; — 13 miles north-east of Ellore, on the Dowlaiahwaram oanal. (BenKdavole.) 
There is an inscription here on a pillar of a mandapam in the temple of Bhimeivarasvdmi. 

BoGoLD ; — 14 miles north by east of Ellore. There is an " illepble" inscription on a stone pillar 
standing about half a mile west of the village. 

Dendaluru ;— 5 miles north-east of Ellore. A veiy interesting place, which, tradition says, onoe 
formed part of the great mined city of V6gi ( Vengt) or Pedda Vegi {q.v). There are a nnmber of 
ruined temples, 55 1 am told, and numerous mounds which Sir Walter Elliot {Ind. Ant. V, 175) thinks 
likely to conceal remains of anoient buildings. {Manual 172- Madras Journal XI, 304.) It is said that 
the fort at Ellore was built hy the Mussulmans with materials from the ruined temples at Vsgi and Den- 
daloru, {Manual 1 72, 173). A very large statue of Ganeia is to be seen south of the village. On the eaet 
is a high mound of earth called Bhlmalinga dibba, and on the north is a mound in the centre of a tank 
with a few carved stones on it. On the west of the village, near the NarikalavOri tank, are two 
upright and two fallen pillars, all bearing inscriptions. 

Dhaemajioudem;— 14 miles north-north-west of Ellore. {Durmajeegoodum.) A ruined fort, said 
to have been built by the Beddi chiefs ; only earthworks remain. 

DoNnAPAnu ; — 2 miles north-west of Ellore. A mile from the village to the east is a black granite 
slab buried'iu a tope, bearing an insoription recording the oonstruotion of the tope called Shdh Hdhcb't 
Garden in 6.S. 1477 (A.D. 1555). 

DvARAKA TiRUMALA, Or TiBUPATi J — 19 miles north-east of Ellore. (Tripatee.) An old temple, 
held in great sanctity, picturesquely situated on a low rocky hill. It is oonsidered almost as sacred 
as the great Tirupati temple in North Arcot. 

Ellore (Mura) ; — bead-quarters of the taluk. A populous town with a small fort built of stones 
said to have been brought from the temples at V6gi by the Mussulmans. The fort walls are very lofty. 
They are now in ruins. A mosque has oeen built with the materials of a Hindu t«mple. There are 25 
inscriptions to be seen there on one stone lying close to the mosque. They are as follows : —

1155 (A.D. 1233). A charity by Malla Peggada, son of Ananta Peggada, described as principal minister 
to some sovereign not named. (28.) On a stone north of the tank, north of the village, is another. Only 
part remaining. Date S.8. 1105 (A.D. 1283). (29.) There is an inscription on a stone in the large 
mosque in the medn street. Only a p9rti6n remains, and nothing can be gathered from it. (30.) On a 
stone in the bazaar is an inscription. S.S. 1545 (A.D. 1623). Grant by 6ri Ilanga Rava of Vijaya- 
nagar, son of " Gopal Raya," and grandson of- " Aruviti Bama Razu Rangappa Razu, to his Guru. 
There is a copy of this on copper in the possession of Kazi Muhammad Mitu Nazar 'Ali Saheb of 
Ellore. I give the description of the contents of this inscription as communicated to me. It would 
seem worthy of careful examination. 

The Ed^ has sent me a copy of a document of some local interest which is in the possession of a 
Karanam at Ellore. It is a copper-plate inscription giving the order of precedence in which betel-leaves 
were served to various chiefs and people by Ibrahim Kutb Shah after his conquest of this country, about 
the year 1566 A.D. 



Qt)LLAGTOBi!ii ; — a hamlet of Narayanapuraih, 17 miles north-east of Ellore. {Ooolagoodemy Naraiu" 
pooram.) There is an inscription on a stone outside the village, said to be "illegiole." 

GuNTUPALLB ; — 20 milcs north of Ellore, 3 miles west of Eamavarapukota. A cave temple here 
would seem, from the description of it sent to me, to be an important monument. It is situated m a hill 
on the east of the village. My native correspondent writes thus : — " The roof of the temple was so artfully 
carved as to form rafters and reepers. In the centre of the temple there is a square stone pavement of 
4 yards length and 1 yard height. On this pavement there is a dome of 1 yard and a quarter height ; 
a lingam was constructed on tms dome. On each side of the temple at a distance of 100 and 70 yards 
the mil was cut into walls and halls of 40 yards length and 6 yards breadth. In one of these halb 
there is a small cave through which the water, with which the Lingam has been bathed, is said to have 
come formerly." There is a Hindu festival here every year at the SivardttrL From the description 
given above it might fairly be conjectured that the remains are those of a rock-cut Buddhist monastery 
and ChaityUy with a Dagoba in the centre of the latter imder a vaidted roof. At any rate it should be 
carefully examined. 

Kaikaram ; — 19 miles east-north-east of Ellore, on the canal. {Kykarum,) There is an inscription 
on a nandi which lies in front of a 8iva temple. 

Kamavarapukota ; — 22 miles north-north-east of Ellore. (KamaverapooJcota.) There is an old fort 
here. South of the village is a lull in which Ls a rock-cut cave. At the foot of the hill are two very 
large statues of Hanuman (or of Vdli and Stigrtva as stated by the natives). The cave is scidptured in 
parts, and some of the statues are mutilated. Above the cave, on the top of the hill, are two small 
temples, both sculptured. On a pillar of a maudapam in the ruined fort is an inscription in characters 
said to be *' illegible." The fort is said to date from the time of the Redcjis (1328-1427 A.D). 



KoNiJARLA ; — 4 miles north of Ellore. There is an inscription on a stone pillar in the centre of the 
village, undated, recording the erection of the pillar by private parties. 

KoppAKA ; — 5 miles west by north of Ellore. (KbpahaJ) There is a stone near the dhvaja atambha 
of the temple of Oopdlaavdmiy on which is an inscription recording a grant to the temple by a Zemin- 
dar. No date. In the hamlet of Pbdda Ejldimi (Pedakudmee) is an inscription, said to be " illegible." 
There is an old mud fort here. 

MrapuRU ; — 8 miles north-east of Ellore. (Moondoor.) A mile west of this village, near the sluice 
of a tank^ is a stone with an *' illegible " inscription on all four sides of it. 

Nagalapalle ; — 21 miles north of Ellore. (Nagalapully.) North-east of this village and north of 
Jilligerigadeih is a low range of hills. On the west side of a valley amongst these is a ridge of sandstone 
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in which have been excavated a range of rock-cut cells and a cave-temple. The temple has an arched 
f afade, and inside is a dome-shaped erection. My informant is Mr. W. King^ of the Gheoloffical Survejr, 
who has been kind enough to send me a rough sketch of the principal cave. These caves would seem to be 
the remains of a Buddhist sanctuary, the Chaitya having a D&goba within it as at Kdxle, though doubtless 
the imitation is very rough and crude. The information given me is scanty, but after reading Mr. ELing's 
description and seeing his sketch, I think the above is a fair assumption. {See Guntupalle.) 

Peddapadtj ; — 7 miles south-west of Ellore. (Pedapad,) There is an inscription on a pillar of the 
kalydna mandapam of the temple of Sameivara. It is dated 8.8. 1140 (A,D, 1218), and recoil the erec- 
tion of the mandapam by a private person. 

Tadikalapudi ; — 13 miles north by east of Ellore. ( Tundkulpoodee.) There is a very old temple here, 
dedicated to Gange^arawdmi, fabled to have been built by Bhishma, the grandfather of the fi^e Pandavas. 
There are several inscriptions in the temple, all '* illegible." In the shrine of Ankalamma in the 
village are six stone statues bearing some " illegible" written characters. West of the village is an 
inscription, also ^^ illegible," on a white four-sided pillar, and a similar one on a stone forming part of 
a mandapam of the Gahgeyasvdmi temple. 

Vatluru ; — 3 miles west of Ellore. ( Wbothor,) On five stones in this village are inscriptions, all 
" illegible." Copies of two of them have been sent me. They seem to be tnantranis. 

Vegi, or Pedda Vegi ; — 6 miles north of Ellore. (Ped^vaigie.) This is believed to be the site of 
the ancient capital of the Telugu kings of Vengi^ whose soverei^ty came to an end with the Chalukyan 
conquest about the year A.D. 605. The dynasty that immediately preceded the Chalukyas was called 
§dlankdyana, A copper-plate grant of this dynasty, belonging to about the fourth centu^, which was 
obtained at this place, has been published by Sir Walter Elliot in the Madras Journal (XI, p. 302), by 
Mr. Fleet in Lid. Ant, (V, p. 177), and by Dr. Bumell in 8, Ind, Paloeography (p. 135 and plate xxiv.) 
The kingdom of Yengi was one of the earliest of the kingdoms of Southern India^ and the ruling family 
were Pallavas, connected with the Pallavas of Kanchi (Bumell, 8. Ind, PalcBography^ 15). Bumell thinks 
that the kingdom was not older than the second century, as it is not mentioned by Ptolemy. He considers 
that Kanchi (Oonjeveram) became the chief place of the Pallavas after the conquest of Venffi by the 
Chalukyas. It is not yet certain that Pedda V6gi is the site of the oldest city, as there is another village 
close by called Chinna Vegi. At Dendaltiru, 5 miles south-east of Vegi, are said to be traces of extensive 
ancient remains, which extend as far as Pedda Vegi. It does not appear that the kingdom of Yengi was 
at any period one of very great importance. (See Ind, Ant, I, 348 ; Y, 175. Madras Journal XI, 304. 
Cunningham's Ancient Geography of India 1, 516.) There are evidences of extensive ancient buildings here, 
and many curious mounds which Sir Walter Elliot thinks probably cover the remains of the old city. He 
describes these as extending as far as Chinna Ydgi and Dendaluru. It is said that the Mussulmans built 
the fort at Ellore with stones from the ruined temples at Y3gi and Dendaluru. At the south of the 
village of Yegi there is a stone bearing an " illegible inscription, buried on a tank-bund. 

TANUKU TALUK. 

AiTiLi ; — 7 miles south-west of Tanuku. {Uttellee,) Two old temples. The villagers assert that 
there was formerly a fort here, but all traces of it have disappeared. 

Chebrolu ; — 20 miles west by north of Tanuku, 8 J miles west-north-west of Pentapadu. {ChehoL) 
There is an inscription on a fallen stone on a mound osSledi Bhdtdyakara gattu. It is dated in 6.8. 1475 
(A.D. 1553), and records the construction of a tank by a private person. 

DuvvA ; — 5 miles west-north-west of Tanuku, (Doocah,) A temple said to be 600 years old. On 
one of the pillars are two inscriptions. 

(1.) Undated. A private grant to the temple; 

(2.) 8.8. 1570 (A.I). 1648). Hecords the erection of a mandapam by a private party. 
Two other temples in the village are said to be of fabulous age. 

Ilindbaparru ; — 6 miles south-west of Tanuku. {Illindalapurroo.) A temple of Chodiivarasvdmi^ 
said to have been erected by the Chola kings. 

Iraoavaram; — 6 mUee south of Tanuku. (Irragatcaram,) An old temple. There are two 
inscriptions on a slab fixed east of the garbhdlayam of the temple. 
(1.) 6.S. 1150 (A.D. 1-^28). A private grant. 
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(2.) Undated. A grant by a private party *' in honor of Psta Nripa." 
(3.) 6.&. 1156 (A.D. 1234). A private grant. ^ . 

(4.) 6.6. 1169 (A.D. 1247). Ghunt by the minister of " Sarvalokfiiraya Sri Viflhnutardhana 
mah&raja Mahftdeva Chakravarti." 

JuTTiGA ; — 9 miles south by west of Tanuku. An ancient temple, bearing several inscriptions. 
Some of these are here noted. 

(1.) 6.6. 1000 (A.D. 1078). Ghrant to the temple by the " eldest daughter of Vengi6vara.'' 
(2.) 6.8. 1074 (A.D. 1152). Grant by Malli Rftja, « son of Vijayiditya." 
3.) 6.6. nil (A.D. 1189), Ghrant by Virappa myudu. 
4.) 6 6. 1082 (A.D. 1160). A private grant. 

KIkabaparbu ; — 4 miles east by north of Tanuku. (Kdkerapurroo.) Two temples^ stated to have 
been founded by Baja Eaja Narendra, the C9iola king. The temple of Sita is old. 

EjLBrrEBU ; — 8 miles south of Tanuku. A temple dedicated to SomeSmra. It is supposed to have 
been founded by Bavi (the sun), and an inscription on a stone in the village is said to have oeen engraved 
by that god. 

Kantou ; — 7 miles north by east of Tanuku. (Kanoor.) There are two inscriptions here in the 
temples of Someivara and Vallabhawdmi respectively, recording the erection of the temples by private 
persons in the years 6.6. 1595 (A.D. 1673) and 6.6. 1566 (A.D. 1633). 

Khanba VILLI ; — 5 miles south-east of Tanuku. (Kundavellee.) An old temple. 

KoNBUVAPlpu ; — 6 miles west of Tanuku. {Kondoovapad,) A temple, said to be 400 years cild, 
dedicated to Viiveivarasvdmi ; and another, 500 years old, dedicated to Kanaka Durgd. 

Mallepudi ; — 7 miles south by west of Tanuku. (Mulhepoo<ke.) An old temple, with inscriptions, 
^^ illegible." It is on the banks of the holy 05stanadi. 

Malle^varam ; — ^5 miles south-east of Tanuku. (Mullaiskweram.) A temple said to have been 
built by the Be4di chiefs (1328 to 1427 A.D.) over a more ancient shrine. On it is an inscription said 
tobe«iUegible." 

MAMunrnu ; — 9| miles south-west of Tanuku. (Mamdoar.) An old temple, 

Mandafaka ; — 2 miles south-west of Tanuku. (Mundapauh.) An ancient temple. There is an 
undated inscription, recording a gift to the temple by a private person, on a stone fixed SO yards east 
of the temple of EUdramma, There is a copper-plate document in the village-— a grant by Ghalukya 
Bhima (c. 887-917 A.D.) of the Eastern Ghalukya dynasty. 

Mabkakpafadu ; — 13 miles north of Tanuku. {Markondapad,) An old temple. 

MuKKAMULA ; — 6 mUcs east of Tanuku. Three old temples. 

MuNiFALLE ; — 8 miles north by east of Tanuku. (Moonipellah.) An ancient temple, standing on 
the old banks of the Q^stanadi, which has changed its course. 

NiDADAVOLU ; — 9 miles south-west of Bajahmundry. A fort here was constructed by the Muham- 
madans about the year 1562 A.D. as a protection to their then frontier on the Gk)d&vari river. The 
village is traditionally stated to be the capital of the rulers known as the '^ Pancha Mahapatakas." There 
are two very old temples here, and the remains of an old fort. 

FlLANGi ; — 1| miles north of Tanuku. {Palengy.) A very old temple on the banks of the old 
Gkkrtanadi. 

Fandulaparru ; — 10 miles north by east of Tanuku. (Pandulapurroo.) There are two inscriptions 
on a fallen stone in front of the garbhcUayam of the temple of MaUeiiSiramtmu Both are of the same 
date, 6.6. 1228 (A.D. 1306), and record the erection of two pillars by private persons. 

Peksbu ; — 5| miles south-east of Tanuku. (Payakairoo.) Two ancient temples and several carved 
figures of goddesses, &c. 

Fbhditala ; —8 miles north-northieast of Tanuku. (Pendeealla.) An ancient temple. 

PsNTAPApu AoRAHARAM ; — 1^ milcs uorth-cast of Fentapadu, 11 miles west of Tanuku. A ruined 
temple, said to be about 500 years old. 

Fenugokpa ; — 8 miles south-south-east of Tanuku. (Pennagonda.) Three temples, said to be of 
ancient date. There is another one dedicated to Vasavi Kanyakd^ a girl who put herself to death. She 
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is immortalized in a poem called the Kanyakd Purma. There are a number of inscriptions here, of which 
very poor copies have been sent me. One, on the Nakre6mra9vami temple, is dated ^' in the seventh of the 
increasingly glorious years of Vishnuvardhana" (or " of the Viahnuvardhana kings "), and records a 
grant to the temple by a private party, no Saka date being given. 

PsNUMANTRA J — 8 milcs south-south-west of Tanuku. (Pennamewtra.) An old temple. 

FiFPARRU ; — 4 nules south-east of PentapS4u9 11 miles west by south of Tanuku. {Pippurroo.) An 
ancient temple. 

KlMEdvARAM ; — 8 miles south-west of Tanuku. {Ramakhweram.) Several ancient temples. The 
town stands on the G^stanadl, a very sacred stream, mentioned in the Vdyu Purdna. The temple of 
Bdmeivarasvdmi is said to be curiously sculptured. On a slab in the south wall of the same temple is an 
inscription said to be ''illegible." 

Belangi ; — i miles south-west of Tanuku. (BaUngee.) An ancient temple on the G5stanadi. 

Tanuku ; — ^head-quarters of the taluk, 18 miles south by west of Bajahmundry. (Tunnakoo.) The 
temples of Ke^avasvami and of SiddheSvarasvdmi are said to be very ancient. There are four insorip- 
tions on pillars of the former temple.

Velpuru ; — 3 miles south-south-west of Tanuku. {YaiJpoor.) On the temple of EudreSmrasvdmi 
are two inscriptions.

ViJAYB^vARAM ; — 12 milcs north by east of Tanuku, close to the west end of the Q^odavari anient. 
( Vagai^hwarapoorum.) Two old temples, held very sacred. 

ViPPARRU, also called Pabamara (or western) Vippaeru ; — 3i miles south-west of Pentapadu^ 
the Sub-Magistrate's station, 13 nules west of Tanuku. A temple, dedicated to Rdjeimrasvdmi^ said to 
have been erected by the Chela, Baja Baja Narendra, (1023 to 1064 A.D.). Two other temples are said 
to have been built about the same time. 

ViPPARRU, or TuRPU (eastern) Vippaeru ; — 3 miles south-east of Tanuku. (Ippurroo.) A temple 
said to have been founded by the Chola, Baja Baja Narendra (1023 to 1064 A.I).). 

BHlMAVARAM TALUK. 

AKUvrpu ; — 5 miles west of Un4i. (Akeedy Oandee.) Two temples, 400 years old, and an older 
temple of a village goddess. In the Bhtmeimrasvdmi temple are a number of stone sculptures. 

Ajjamuru ; — 4 miles west of Un4i. ( Uzzamoor.) A temple, said to be 400 years old. 

Andal^u ;— 12 miles west of Undi. ( Uhdaloaroo.) There are two temples here said to be 1,000 
or 1,200 years old. 

Ardhavaram ; — 8 miles north-east of Undi. (Arduvaram.) A temple said to have been built by 
the Be44i chiefs (1328 to 1427 A.D.) and subsequently repaired. 

Bhimavaram ;— 6 nules south-east of Undi. The present head-quarters of the taluk. (BeematDaram.) 
A small temple of BHmeivarasvdmij in which is an inscription on a stone, said to be '^ illegible." 

Chiktapasru ; — 15 nules west by south of Uncjii, 2 miles west of Pdlakolu in Naras&puram Taluk. 
A temple 400 years old. 

Dharmapuram ;— 6 miles west of Undi. {Durmapooram. ) A deserted temple, 400 years old. 
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DuMPAGADiPA Agraharam ; — 7 miles west of Unc}!. (Doompakudapa,) There is a temple here 
about 400 years old dedicated to Varoiiardjawdim. On ajpillar in the temple is an inscription dated S.fl. 
1075 (A.D. 1153), recording the building of a temple of Durga and its endowment, by a private person. 

Qajtapavakam ; — 8 miles north by east of IJndi. (Ounepavarum.) An old temple with several 
inscriptions. They are mostly on three pillan of the Mukha tnandapam of the ruined temple.

Gannupudi ; — 6 miles south-east of TJndi, J mile east of Blumavaram. (Ooonapoodee,) A very 
old temple of Som^ivarawdmi, It is of considerable size. This place is said to be identical with the 
place caQed " Panoha Rama Eshetra," treated of in the Bhtma Khania of the Skdnda Purdna, 

QrouLtBU ; — 4 miles north-west of Un4i. (Ooomeloor, Oandee.) West of the temple of Oopdlammi 
is a stone bearing an ^' illegible " inscription. 

Kb^avabam ; — ^9 miles north-east of Uncji.. (JTejcfwam.) A temple 400 years old. 

EoMMTTBiKKALA ; — 16 milcs cast of Undi. A deserted temple. There is a copper-plate inscription in 
possession of Yenkata Razu, son of Ktlchapati TAkflhmi Razu, or this village. It is said to be '' illegible." 

Erowtdi ; — 6 miles north of Undi. (Kbvidoo.) A mosque built by one of the Kutb Shahi sovereigns 
of Gblkonda 300 years ago. 

^ EuHABA VILLI ; — 6 miles east by south of XJn4i. (Koodavilke.) In the temple of Viiveivaraavdmi is 
an inscription on a stone, said to be mostly '' illegible." 

SIuPFANAFupi ;— 4 miles south-west of X7n4i. (Koapenapoodee.) Two temples, 400 or 500 years old. 

Mabivajda ; — 7 miles south-west of TJncJi. Two temples about 400 years old. 

MooALLU ; — 4 miles east of Undi. (MoguUoo,) There is a mound '' built of bricks " a mile south-east 
of the village, clo^ to the G^stanadi stream. On its summit is a lingamj fabled to have been placed there 
by Para§u Rama. The place is noted in the Oostanadi Mdhdtmyam. There are two very old temples in 
the village.' In front of the temple of JBhimeSmrawdmi is a mandapam, on the five piUars of which are 
five inscriptions of the same year, B.8. 1237 (A.D. 1315), recording grants to the temple by private persons. 
On another is a private grant of 8.6. 1243 (A.D. 1321). 

Nedamabru ; — 9 miles north of Undi. {Niddamurroo.) A temple said to have been built 500 years 
ago. 

NiNDRAKOLANTJ ; — 13 milcs north by west of Undi. (NindraJcoL) A temple 500 years old. In the 
middle of the street is a stone bearing an inscription said to be ^' illegible." 

Palakudubu ; — 8 miles east of Undi. A temple about 400 years old. 

Paotuva ; — 7 miles north-east of Uncjl. {Pandoom.) An old temple, enlarged 200 years ago. 
There is a copper-plate inscription here. It is dated in 3.6. 1056 (A.D. 1134), and records the jp;rant of 
the villa^ of Fancjuva as an agraharam to Brahmans by Eolani Kctappa Nayaka, '^ lord of Sarasi- 
puram," in the reign of Kulottunga Chola II. 

Pedda £apavabam ; — ^5 miles north by west of Uncji. There is a temple here said to be 1,000 years 
old. 

Pbddamabbu ; — 4 miles south-east of Uri(U. A temple said to have been built by a Chola king. 
East of this is an image said to be " Jaina." 
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Fedda Bamachakdbapubam ; — 4 miles west of XJn4i. A temple 400 years old. 

BItakuduru ; — 16 miles east of XTniJi. (Baukoodaroo.) On stones at the gateway of the temple of 
Some^varammi are some " illegible " inscriptions. 

SlGiPlpu. — The Ordnance map has a place marked, 8 miles north-east of Uiwji, 'called ^^Sageepad 
mound,^' I have received no further information regarding this place, but, considering the existence in 
the neighbourhood of remains of Buddhist topes known to the natives of the Kistna Disfarict as ^* mounds^'' 
it might be well to examine this one. 

Uppultou ; — 5 miles north-east of Uncji. (Chpooloor.) A temple 400 years old. 

Venkatapuram ; — 13 miles north by west ofUndi. (Venketapoorum.) A temple said to be650 
years old. There is a aihala purana of the place in possession of Kanddia Bangd^hdri, who also has a 
copper-plate document, evidencing a grant by a Zemmdar. 

Viravasakam; — 12 miles east of XJncJi. {Veerawasarum.) Ei^ht miles north-west of Narsi- 
pur. This was the site of an early EnffUsh factory. Established m 1634, it was withdrawn 1662, 
and re-established 1677. In 1702 it was abandoned. Near the temple of VUveimrasvdmi stands a dhvafa 
stamhhay close to which is a stone nandi. On this is an " illegible " inscription. There is a very old 
temple here, and an old fort built by a former Zemindar. 

Yeltoupadu ; — 8 miles south-west of XJn^i. ( Yailoarpad.) In the temple of BhimeAvarasvdmiy on 
a nandi image, is an inscription said to be ^' illegible." 

NARSAPUR TALUK. 

Achanta ; — 13 miles north-west of Nars&pur. {Ausuntah.) There are several temples here and 
inscriptions. The first three are on the north wall of the Vishnu temple.

Antaravedi ; — on the coast, 7 miles south of Nars^pur. {Anteramdy Pettah,) There are two veiy 
sacred and ancient temples here, one dedicated to Narasimhawdmi^ the other to NtlakantheSvara, In the 
former is an undated inscription recording repairs. 

Kadali ; — 12 miles east of Nars§.pur. (Kudully.) In the temple of KapotUvaramimi are inscrip- 
tions, said to be illegible, on four pillars. (See Chezarla, Narsaraopet Taluk, Kistna District.) 

Kapami ; — 14 miles east of Narsapur, 4 miles from the river. At the foot of an idol in the temple 
of Poteivaramtmi is an inscription said to be illegible. 

EoDAMANCHiLi ; — 14 milcs north-east of Nars&pur. {Kodamunchilly.) There is an inscription on 
the north wall of the temple of Ocpdlasvdmi. It is dated 6.6. 1074 (A.I). 1152) and records a private 
grant to the temple. 

Lakshe^varam ; — 2 miles south of Narsapur. [Letchamoaram.) A very ancient temple, with a 
Sthala Purana.

Madhavaytafalem {Ma4apollamy MadapolUyam) ; — ^part of the present town of NarsAjpur. {Madda* 
poUum.) An English factory was established here in 1679. (?) It was captured by the Irench in 1767. 
Recaptured 1759, when Captain Forde stormed and seized the fort at Miasulipatam. A farmdn from 
Delhi established the English there permanently in 1765. The above facts are taken from Oppert's 
tables in the Madras Journal for 1879, p. 105. But I observe that Fryer, who visited Masulipatam in 
1673, writes (Travele^ p. 35) that the English at that place, during the hot season, '^ remove to Meda- 
pollon, where they have a wholesome seat forty miles more north." A tombstone in the grounds of the 
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present Deputy CoUeotor's office perpetuates the memory of an infant daughter of one of the early English 
*^ chiefs of Madapollam " who died m 1681. 

BusTUMBA ; — ^is the nai^e of the north suburb of this town. There is a stone bearing an ^* illegi- 
ble " inscription here. 

Mamidikudubu ; — 15 miles east by north of Nars&pur. ( Mamudukooduroo.) On a mound at the end 
of the village is a stone statue bearing an '' illegible " mscription. There are two old mosques here. 

Naduptoi ; — 17 miles north-east of Narsapur. {NiMapoody.) Three very old temples. 

Nagaram ;— 14 miles east by north of Nars&pur . (Nuggarum.) Bemains of an old fort said to have 
been built by the Mussulmans. 

Narsapur (Narasapuram) ; — ^head-quarters of the taluk. Not marked on the Ordnance map, but 
almost identical with Maddapollum {Mddhamyyapdlem) on the river. There is an old fort here. 

Palakol (Pdlakollu) ; — 6 miles north of Narsapur. (PauUakoloo,) This was an early settlement of 
the Dutch, and there is a Dutch graveyard here. The English under Lord Macartney took it from the 
Dutch in 1781. The earliest tomb-stones in the graveyard axe dated 1662 and 1665. There is a very 
old temple here, the Sthala Purdna of which is with Y&sa Yiredalinga, a resident of this village.

There is a copper-plate 
inscription fixed to the side of the lingam inside the temple. 

Tatipaka ; — 12 miles east-north-east of Narsapur. (Tauteepauka.) In the middle of the village is a 
Jaina statue half buried in the ground and unc^rea for. There is a temple here said to have been built 
400 years ago. 

11 
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THE KISTNA, OR KRISHNA, DISTRICT. 

{Head-quarterBy Mamlipatam.) 

This is one of the most interesting districts of the Presidency. Lying on both sides of the sacred 
Krishna, river it has always been a favorite resort for the most ardent devotees of religion from the 
earliest ages, while its fertilizing properties have ensured the presence of a larger agricultural population 
than that of many other more barren tracts. 

We consequently find here a remarkable wealth of antiquarian relics of all classes and ages. The 
upland tracts of the district abound in rude stone monuments, which, for present purposes, may be taken 
to be the most ancient of any, though the most advanced archaeologists are inclined to doubt the great age 
of at least some of these remains. Mr. Boswell in his report to Government on antiquities, printed with 
G-.O. of 14th December 1871, states that in the cairns and other such monuments in this district nothing 
has yet been found save rude pottery and bone vessels and ornaments, showing a state of civilization 
less developed than that of many of the cairn-builders of the south, where metal weapons and utensils are 
frequently discovered. 

Amongst the Buddhists the arts seem to have arrived at a pitch of perfection which has never been 
surpassed, if equalled, in subsequent years. Belies of those days are numerous, and include the most 
exquisitely sculptured shrine in India, the Amar^vati tope. The ruins of other topes and of Buddhist 
towns and villages are frequently met with. 

This period— which is also the first known historical period, the epoch of the Buddhist Sslaokayana 
dynasty of Vengi — came to an end about the commencement of the seventh century, when the Chalukyas 
from Kalyana in the west obtained possession of the coimtry. Being worshippers of Brahmanical deities 
they seem to have succeeded in entirely uprooting the old Buddhist faith, which before their arrival had 
probably been decaying ; and some of their first undertakings appear to have been the hewing out of 
durable temples from the solid rock. The four-storeyed rock-cut Undavalle cave and a large number of 
other rock-cut and sculptured shrines date from this period. The Chalukyas seem to have been princi- 
pally worshippers of Vishnu. The celebrated Chinese pilgrim Hiwen-Thsang visited this country 
and resided at BezvStda, in a Buddhist monastery, for several months in A.D. 639. The Chalukyas were 
succeeded in A.D. 1023 by the Cholas, imder whom the worship of Biva appears to have received a fresh 
impetus. They seem to have been zealous builders of temples, structural not rock-cut. A number of 
these remain, though many have been rebuilt. The Cholas were, about the year A.D. 1228 (as to this 
date I follow Bumell), succeeded by the Qanapatis of GranjB^al for a period of 100 years till tiie defeat 
and downfall of Pratapa Eudra II before the Mussulmans in A.D. 1323. It was during the reign of 
the grandmother of this king, named Eudramma Devi, that Marco Polo visited the coast at Motupalle, 
south of the river. It has been conjectured, though as yet there is no proof forthcoming, that, previous 
to the visit of Marco Polo, there had been Venetian or Grenoese settlements on the coast. At any rate 
the establishment of a colony of some Europeans on the coast at Franguladibba (or Faringhidibba) in very 
early days seems to be a matter of certainty. They traded in diamonds from the mines on the river, west 
of Bezvida, and in fine cloths. The Ganapatis were liberal in their support of reli^ous endowments 
and charities, and their inscriptions aboimd in the district. The Chola inscriptions are frequent, 
though less numerous. After the fall of the Qunapatis the district passed into the hands of the Beddi 
chiefs of Kondavidu, local lords who had risen to power. They established a dynasty that lasted 
till A.D. 1427, when they were overthrown by Muhammadans of the Bahmani dynasty.^ To the 
period of the Reddis belong many important works, strong hill-forts, temples, &c., including the small 
but handsome Siva temple at Amaravatl. In A.B. 1515 £j:ishnadeva Baya of Vijayanagar conquered 
the south of the district, but a few years later Sultan Kuli of G-olko^da captured Kon^apalle and seized 
the districts south of the Qodavari. In 1565 the Vijayanagar sovereignty was overthrown, and the 
Mussulmans again obtained the country. Native tradition stiates that one of the Vijayanagar family, 

1 A short dynasty of Gkiiapatis held the Eo94apalle Sark&r till 1471, when it, as well as Bajahmundry, were made over as a 
personal fief to Niz&m-al-Mulkh. 
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a few years after the battle of Telikota (1565), came up from the south and drove the Mussulmans over 
the river, holding the country till 1580, when Ibrahim Kutb Shfth of Golkonda finally subdued it. The 
district passed under the sway of the English in 1759, having been the scene meanwhile of fighting 
between that power and the IVenoh. 

A considerable number of Tanadis and Yerakalas, belonging to half wild jungle tribes, are to be 
found in this district. A paper on the Yerakala lansnia^e was published by the Reverend J. Cain in 
Ind. Ant. IX, 210. 

Colonel Yule (Smithes Ancient Atlas, 1 874, p. 22) identifies the Krishna river with the Mmolus of 
Ptolemy and writeiB: "The only surviving trace of Mmolm and Mmolia or Maaalia (Periplus) is 
apparently the name Masulipatam." 

NANDIGAMA TALUK. 

This taluk abounds with rude stone monuments, mostly circles and dolmens. They are generally 
f ouiid in the neighbourhood of hills or high, uncultivated ground. It is impossible to give hsts of all 
these, but they will be found in many villages of the taluk. (Ind. Ant. IV, 305.) 



Apivi RlvuLAPlpu ; — 6 J miles south of Nandig&ma, on the MuniySru river. {Raralapaudao.) 
On a stone close to a stream which fiows east of the village is an inscription of 3.8. 1164 (A.D. 1242), 
reoording a grant by a local chieftain to a temple. 

Anumanchipallb; — 18 miles north-west of Nandigama, 2 J miles north-west of Jaggayyap^ta. 
(Annamunchpully.) Four inscriptions on a slab in front of the garhhdlayam of the 6iva temple. Of 
three I have incomplete copies. Two are dated 6.8. 1125 (A.D. 1203). The fourth records a private 
grant in the year 8.8. 1182 (A.D. 1260), giving the name of "Manma Bhupati." On another slab 
close by is a grant dated 6.3. 1134 (A.D. 1212), in which occurs the name of '^ rota Bhupati." 

Babbbllapadu ; — 6 miles south-west of Nandigama. {Bohellahmudoo.) A stone inscription north 
of the Siva temple records the settlement of a boundary dispute in 8,8. 1470 (A.D. 1548). In front of a 
small shrine north of the village is an inscription on a stone, dated in 6.6. 1442 (A.D. 1520), — ^a private 
grant. 

Bhimavaram ; — 5 miles eewt of JaggayyapSta, 11 miles north-west of Nandig&ma. {Beematoaram.} 
On the side of the tank, east of the hill^own as Kongara Mallayyaghattu, till recently a favorite resort of 
daooits, is a slab with an inscription dated 6.6. 1068 (A.D. 1146), recording a grant to a temple. 

Btoavada ; — 18 miles west by north of Nandi^Sjna on the Pal6ru river. {Boodand.) Buins of an 
ancient village, said to be Buddhist. Pottery, &c., is strewn about. Near it are some stone circles and 
a number of interesting chambered dolmens, some of which are large and deep, with several kistvaens 
one above the other. In the yard of a private house west of the temple of Mutyalamma, which is on 
the east of the village, is an inscribed slab recording a grant to the temple made in 6.6. 1367 (A.D. 
1445). 

GupiMETLA ; — 8 miles west by south of Nandigama on the Krishna. There is a picturesque old 
ruined fort here on a hill, with remains of temples^ waUs and mandapams, said to have been built by the 
Be4(ii chiefs (A.D. 1328 to 1427) . It is called Turanga Rayudu. ' 

The following list of inscriptions has been sent me. In one of these the fort is called the '^Fort of 
Sagi PotA Bazu Kakatiyya Budra Maharazu," whatever that may mean. 

(1.) On a stone east of a mosque, recording a grant of lands in 6.6. 1190 (A.D. 12^8) by 
^^ Eakatiya Eudra Mahadeva" and one Manama Nayudu to a temple. This was in the 
reign of Budramma Devi. 
(2.) On the same. An inscription of Pota Nripa, '' son of Bajendra Chodia." Either the inscrip- 
tion or my copy is incomplete. 
(3.) On the same. A private grant. 

(4.) On the same. 6 6. 1236 (A.D. 1314). A private gmnt. 

(5.) On another slab lying near the former. An inscription reoording a grant by the commander- 
in-chief of the forces of '^ Budrayadeva Maharazu." The inscription is incomplete. The 
date appears to be 6.6. 1217 (A,D. 1295), 
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(6.) On the same. Orant to the temple in 6.S. 1086 (A.D. 1164) by the " son of Vasta Niipa." 

I go entirely by the copy sent to me, for the aocuracy of which I am not responsible. 
(7.) Copy incomplete. It seems to be a grant by one of the Ghanapatis. 

Jaggayyapbta, or Betavolu ; — 15 miles north-west of Nandig&ma. {Batavole,) A new Buddhist 
tope (?) has just been discovered close to this town on a hill, at least the description sent to me seems to 
be compatible only with the ruins of such a structure. It is described as 66 feet in diameter, and as 
having sculptured marbles all round. There are several stone circles over ancient graves all about the 
neighbourhood. In opening one I found nothing but the bones of a horse, which occupied the centre of 
the circle. It had been cut to pieces before burial and the bones of the head lay in different places. 
Large pots were placed at the four points of the compass. The remains are in the Ashmolean 1/uiseuin. 
at Oxford, 

Jeyantipuram ; — on the banks of the Pal6ru river. On a stone on the dvaja stamhha of the temple 
of Anjaneya is an inscription dated 8.6. 1528 (A.D. 1606), recording its erection by a private person. 

Eanchala ; — 6 miles south of Nandigdma. (Canchala.) There is a fort here, age not known. 
Inside its walls is a broken stone bearing inscriptions ; — 

(1.) 6.8. 1107 (A.D. 1185). A private grant. 

(2.) Undated. A private grant. 

(3.) Do. Do. 

On a stone leaning against the image of Hanuman is another ; — 

(4.) 6.6. 1107 (AD. 1185). A private grant. 
Another broken stone has an inscription ; — 

(5.) Undated. Private. 

Eanchikacharla ; — 20 miles north-west of Bezvftda. Colonel Yule in Smithes Ancient Atlas (p. 22) 
identifies this place with the Kontakossyla Emporium of Ptolemy, which was on the river Mwsolus. The 
close proximity of this place with the diamond mines of Partiyala renders this identification exceedingly 
probable. 

Kautavari Agraharam ; — 14 miles west-north-west of Nandigama. An inscription near a temple 
on the banks of the Pdleru river dated 6.6. 1670 (A.D. 1748), reconb the endowment of the temple by 
" Sri Narasiinha Nripati." 

KoNAKANCHi; — 6 miles north-west of Nandigdma. (Conacunehy,) There are four insoriptionB 
here ; — 

(1.) Undated. A private grant in the reign of 6riman Mahaman^aleigvara Pota Eaja at Gudi- 

metla. 
(2.) 6.6. 1068 (A.D. 1146). Grant by Eajendra Chola. 
(3.) Undated. A private charity. 
(4.) 6.8. 1699 (A.D. 1777). Eeoords the fixing of a boundary stone. 

Malkafuram ; — 17 miles north-west of Nandigama, dose to the MuniySru river. {Mulkapoor!) 
Remains of an ancient village and temple with lines of stone walls and some sculptures. The people call 
the place Jainulapddu. Possibly it was a Buddhist village, subsequently occupied by 6iva worshippers. 
A figure of Qaneia stands amongst the ruins. 

MuKiiTiyiLA. — On the Exishnd. river, 14 miles west by north <# Nandigama, the residence of the 
Zemindar of Chintapalle. {Moogetalah.) An ancient village site with remains of the f oimdations of a 
temple. Pottery and brick fragments abounding. Close by are several dolmens and stone circles. There 
are five inscriptions here, the first two in the Yi^inu temple, the latter three in that of 6iva. 

(1.) Of this I have copy of only a portion. This gives no date, but contains a portion of a genea- 
logical table with the names Durjaya, B&ja Pota, Dorabhupa, and Tyagi P5ta £aja. 

(2.) Undated. Grant by Tyaga Pota RaJ** ^ whom are accorded the titles Sriman Mahdmandal' 
eh)ara Sri Ifarasimhavardhana. The copy is incomplete. 

(3.) Undated. Copy probably incomplete. A genealogy is given with the following ^names ; — 
Panda Bhimedvara, Kanta Bhtpa, Eei§ava Dharanida, Gonka Dharddhinatha, Sri Kedava 
Nripa. 

(4.) Undated. Grant by the last-mentioned Kedava Nripa. 

(5.) 6.6. 1129 (A«P- 15307)^ Copy incomplete. The name of the same Kandrapati Kedava 
Nripa. 
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MuNAGALAFALLS ; — 3 miles south-west of Nandig&ma. (Moonagalaputty.) There are three insorip- 
tions here on two stones west of a tamarind tope whioh is east of the village. 

(1.) ^.S. 1180 (A.D. 1258). Grant by Manama Ch&gi Baja, son of Bhima B&ja, and grandson 

of Pedda Gha^ Baja. 
(2.) Undated. A private grant. 
(3.) Undated. Erecords the erection of some stone figures by a private party. 

MupfIlla ; — 2| miles south-west of Nandig&ma. {Moopaulah.) There is an inscription near the 
pr&k&ra-wall of the temple of Malleivarasvdmi. It is dated in S.o. 1168 (A.D. 1246), and narrates a 
grant by the commander of the forces of Chfi^gi Manma E&ja. {See under Munagalapalle.) 

Navabpeta ; — 5 miles north-west of Nandig&ma. (Naboipett.) There are six inscriptions here, at 
the temple of Somandthasvdmu 

(1.) 6.S. 1152 (A.D. 1280). Grant by Ohftgi P6ta Raja. 

(2.) Undated. Grant by Chagi Gbnapatideva. 

(3.) 8.S. 1162 (A.D. 1230). Grant by Chfigi Pota Raja. 

(4.) Do. do. Do. 

(5.) 8.6. 1216 (A.D. 1294). A private grant. 

(6.) Undated. Do. 

Partiyala ; — 17 miles north-west of Bezvada. A Nizam's village. This and some other villages, 
forming a small block, are the old diamond villages whence the celebrated diamonds of Golkon4a were 
derived. The mines are not now worked, but the old workings are to be seen in every direction. They 
have been long deserted. (See Asiatic Researches XV, 126.) Marco Polo speaks of the diamonds {Yule^s 
EdittoHy II, 295), giving an account of the natives' method of acquiring them ; the same story that is told 
in " Rindbad the Sailor" of the eagles and the raw meat. 

Pedda VARAM ; — 8 miles west of Nandiffd.ma. Three inscriptions ; — • 

(I.) 8.6. 1286 (A.D. 1314). Grant by a private person. This is at the temple of Arffanet/a. 
(2.) 6.6. 1190 (A.D. 1268). Grant by a private person with the consent of S&hini Gfa^ama 
N&yu^u, commander-in-chief of the forces of Kakatlya Budradeva Mahftr&ja. (This 
should be Budramma Devi.) This is on a stone south of the village on the road to Gudi- 
metla. 

• 

(3.) Undated. A private grant. It is south of the temple of NVdkantha. 

PE»r6ANCHiPR0LU ; — 10 milcs north of Nandigftma. {Pennagunchyprole,) An inscription in ^'Earla 
Narasimha's garden." It is dated 6.6. 1542 (A.D. 1620), and records the placing of an image in the 
garden by a private person. 

PoKKUNURU. — There is an inscription east of the garbhdJaya of the temple of Rdmalingasvdmi. It 
is dated 6.6. 1115 (A.D. 1193), and records a grant by a private person. 

PdLAMPALLE ; — 17 milcs north-north-west of Nandigftma, on the Muniygru river. {Pollumpullu,) 
Close to this place is the site of an old village called AmbalaipddUy dating, I think, from Buddhist 
days. I found there a quantity of massive migments of broken pottery, beads, a broken terracotta 
figure, &c. The remains were very like those found at Ghi4ivd4&- Close by are a number of stone circles 
marking ancient graves. 

Bamirsddipalle, or Zonnalagadda Hill ; — 7 miles north by east of Nandig&ma. (Jennelgudda 
Hill.) The Board of Bevenue, in their Order, No. 4847 of 26th October 1877, givine a rough list of 
Antiquities, mention *' the carved stone of the Bftmireddipalli hill." This place ougnt to be carefully 
examined. 

Bavirela ; — 5 miles south of Jaggayyapeta {Bitamlu)j on the river near Muktiydla. A number of 
rude stone circles and menhirs. Mr. Yanstavem opened several {see Ind. Ant. lY, 805). A quarter 
of a mile inland from the village is a small shrine, in whioh is a stone carving representing two dancing 
girlB. On the opposite side of the river is an old temple in the enclosure of which is a mrdkaL 

Bavulapadu, or Tota Bavulapadu ; — 7J miles south of Nandigftma. {Ra/valapaudoo.) There are 
five inscriptions here. 

(1.) 6.6. 1164 (A.D. 1242). Copy incomplete. 

(2.) Undated. Grant to the temple by " Sriman Mahftman(jale6vara Edta Gtundra Bftja."

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3.^ Copy inoomplete. Stone broken. 
^4.) Do. do. 

(6.) On a nandt figure in front of the house of Mulkalapalle Lakuhmana, dated SA 1275 (A.D. 
1353), a grant by a private party. 

Tbavutapalle ; — 8 miles east by north of Nandig&ma. {ChoutapuUy.) On a pillar in front of the 
Afy'anet/a temple in the oentre of the village is an inscription dated 6.6. 1144 (A.1). I2'il2)y regarding 
the erection of the pillar. 

Yedadbi ; — 10 miles west by north of Nandigftma, on the liver. (Vadadry.) On a hill near tliis 
village are the ramparts of an old fort, and foundations of buildings. Near a small temple is a fine 
statue. There are three inscriptions here ; — 

(1.) S.6. 1548 (A.D. 1626). A private grant. 
(2.) 6.6. 1396 (A.D. 1473). Do. 

(3.) 6.6. 1181 (A.D. 1259). Grant by TySgi Manma Ganapatideva. {See above, Muktiyaxa 
inscripiiana,) 

ZuzzuKU ; — 8 miles east by south of Nandigama. An old village, dating certainly from before the 
tenth century A.D. as it is mentioned in an Eastern Ghalukyan inscription of that date. {See Ind, Ant» 
Yin, 76.) There are three unimportant inscriptions here. 

MUNAGALA ZEMINDAEI. 

EoKiBSNi ; — 36 miles west-north-west of Nandigftma, 6 miles south-west of Munagala {MocmagtUak^ 
Kakeerana,) Some stone circles, and the remainsof an ancient village, by tradition Buddhist or Jain. 

Tadavayi ; — 2 miles west of Munagala, 20 miles north-west of Jaggayyapeta. {Taudvey,) Two 
inscriptions in the temple of MalUkarjuna. Chie is dated 6.6. 1228 (A.D. 1306), in the time of " Ajmajrya 
Be4di." The oth'er is dated 6.6. 1222 (A.D. 1300), in the reign of Eakatiya Frat&pa Budradeva of 
Oracigal. Both of these evidence private grants to the temple. The acknowledgment of a Be4di as 
chief in A.D. 1306 is curious and perhaps significant. The Be44i8 obtained absolute power on the 
downfall of Prat&pa Budra in A.D. 1323. 

UNGAGIRI ZEMTNDARI. 

LiNGAOiBi. — The residence of a zemindar, isolated from British territory and entirely surrounded 
by Nizftm's villages, 23 miles west of Jaggayyap3ta, or Bepivolu {Batavole), On a black granite slab 
west of the village is an inscription, beanng date Saka 1096 (A.D. 1174), recording a grant of land to 
the Lingagiri temple. South-west of the village there is a stone pillar on which is an inscription. The 
copy sent to me of this last is unintelligible. 

TTndbakonda or Undrakota. — Hill fort in the Niz&m's dominions, 30 miles west-north-west of 
Nandig&ma, 10 miles west of Munagala> {Oandrakovufa.) As this place is only 4 miles from British 
territory and is highly interesting, I think it is advisable to notice it. There are several forts on the 
hills with strong lines of fortification and gateways, and a rock staircase for the ascent. There is a 
tank at the foot of the hill, of which the water is always pure, and it is highly prized by the neighbouring 
villagers. When they take water from it for their fields they invariably drop a small coin into the 
tank in payment. Near this ia an old deserted temple on a rock surrounded by walls and gates. This 
place is now covered with forest. Not far off is a building on the summit of a lofty and almost inaccessible 
peak. The building is said to have been the ** residence of a dancing-girl." ft is important that this 
should be inspected, as, for some reason or other, the inhabitants of this tract always confer that appella- 
tion on the remains of Buddhist topes. On another hill near are the remains of wells and lines of forti- 
fication. In the midst of these hilts is said to have been a town, probably the residence of the garrison, 
defended by walls and gates. The villagers state that ^the fort has been in ruins for 500 years, but 
that in older days the Be44i chiefs occupied it. There are large and deep caves in these rocks over- 
grown with forest and difficult to get at. Whether these are natural or excavated, I have not been able to 
learn. TTndrakota is easily reached from Munagala. 

Five miles south by east of Undrakota, and 2 miles west of Ndlamarri in the Munagala Zemindari 
{Neallamurry\ are two small caves in a hill. It seems doubtful whether they are natural or rock-cut. 
They are said to be unomamented, but to have rounded roofs. 
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BEZVlDA TALUK. 

AxuKUBa; — 11 miles north of Bezv&da. {Autco<n'.) A abort inBoription in the 6iya temple records 
a grant. No date is given in figures. The grantor appears to be a private person. 

Bbzvai)a {BeztDoda^ Bezavdda) ; — on the north bank of the Krishnft Biver, 40 miles north-west from 
Masulipatam. This is a flonrishing little town, and one of great historical interest. It teems with 
antiquarian remains. It seems to have been one of the most important towns in this tract of country 
early in the Christian era, and was the religious centre of the kingdom of Vengi, Yegi (or Yengi) being 
the capital. In 605 A.I>. or thereabouts it was captured by me Chalukyans from KalySna under 
Knbja Yishnuvardhana, who established the Eastern Uhalukyan dynasty. Hiwen Thsang, the Chinese 
pUgrim, resided here for several months in A.D. 639 at a Buddhist monastery on a hill east of the town.^ 
He deaoribes Buddhism as at that time losing ^und. In A.D. 1023 the Cholas obtained possession of 
Vei^i de^y and held the country till about 1228 A.D. {Bee Introductory Remarks to the Notes on the Chdamri 
District,) They lost it then to the Ghinapati djmasty of Orangal, who ruled here till 1328 A.D., when 
that kingdom was overthrown by the Mussulmans. On its ruins rose a dynasty of local Be44i (^tta) 
chiefs who ruled at Kon4avi4u till A.D. 1427, when they, in their turn, were overthrown by the Mussul- 
mans of the Golkonija Kutb Sh&hi dynasty. Between this date and A.D. 1516, when Krishnadeva 
B&ya of Yijayanarar conquered the place, there is a rather doubtful period, the question being whether 
the oonntry was held by the Mussulmans, or was under the sway, as the Hindus assert, of, first, a Gajapati 
named L&fLgtda, then two of the early Yijayanagar sovereigns, and then a succession of four Gujapatis, 
the last of whom was conquered by Ejishnadeva lUlya in 1515 A.D. In 1565 the Mussulmans a^ain 
gained possession after the battle of TelikCta, and held the country (continuously P) till the British 
occupation, ruling from the neighbouring hill fortress of Kon^apalle. 

The following are some of the remams at Bezvs4ft ' — 

Of the Buddhist period (P)— rock-cut steps on the hill east of the town, formerly the site of the 
PHrvaiUd " Buddhist monasteiy ; ^ rock-cuttings on the hill west of the town^ (the '^ IndranUddri " or 
Atytinakonda " of the natives, '* Telegraph Hill " of the English) ; 2 marble statues of Buddha found 
on the west side of the western hill ; and a granite statue at me library, which is said to have come from 
the top of the eastern hill. 

There are some nondescript remains on the top of the western hill which should be examined. 

Of the old Brahmanioal period there are the temples of Malledvara, of Arjuna, and of Kanaka 
DurjB;a, with a larffe number of old inscriptions, sculptured pillars, mandapams, and figures, besides rock- 
cuttings in the hiUs, and cave-temples of small size. Excavations below the town have brought to light 
many ancient remains underlying the modem town. {BostceWs Second Report^ printed with 0.0. of 
l^th December 1871 ; Ind. Ant. /, 374.) There are the traces of a fort north of the town. 

At the library are a number of copj>er images which belong to the Buddhist period. Mr. Boswell 
says they were discovered at Buddhav&ni, a viUage in the Bepalle Tdluk. Several of the Amarftvati 
marbles also are here.

This 
is on another pillar.

(12.) On another pillar of the Ganeaa mandapam. Dated only in the cyclic year. A private 
charity. 

(13.) On a stone across the water channel, north of the nandi mandapam. A private grant in 6.6. 
1097 (A.D. 1175). 

(14.) On the same, western side. 6.6. 1193 (A.D. 1271). A grant by some BeddiB. 

(15.) On the same, north side. 6.6. 1189 (A.D. 1267). A grant by some Nayudus, people of 
some importance judsprng by their titles. 

(16.) On a black granite piUar, lying north of the principal garbhdlaya. 6.6. 1160 (A.D. 1238). 
Only a fragment is to be seen, and little can be gathered from it. 

(17.) On a pillar of the nandi mandapam^ north of No. 16. Gh»nt by a charitable individual who 
also made the bathing tank and tope at Aktripalk^ Nuzividu Division. Date not ffiven. 

(18.) On a Blab of black granite lying north of the dhvaja stambha in Kanaka Durga's temple. 6.6. 
1440 (A.D. 1518). A very lon^ inscription recording the erection of a large number of 
temples, mandapams, and other buildings in various places (including Yijayanagar) by a 
family of Ejshatriyas, of whom a long and succinct genealogy for eight generations is 
given. The charities seem to have been performed at various times. The cUites 6.6. 1400 
(A.D. 1478) and 6.6. 1440 (A.D. 1518) are given, the latter during the reign of Krishna- 
deva Bd.ya of Yijayanagar, — SsLlva Timmarasu, whose name frequently occurs in inscrip- 
tions, bein^ prime minister (see No. 37). 

(19.) On a pillar of tiie eastern gateway. 6.6. 1227 (AD. 1305). A private grant. 

(20.) On a pillar of the kalydna mandapam of Kanaka Durga MalMvarawdmfs temple. 6.6. 
1077 (A.D. 1155). According to our present lights an inscription of this year should 
acknowledge the Gholas as supreme lords ; but here the grant is made by Somanna Peggada, 
minister of '' 6riman Mahamandalika Boddana Ndx&yanadeva." {Compare Nos. 28, 30, 

34,35.) .^ ' 

(21.) On the same pillar. U.S. 1100 (A.D. 1178). A private grant by some merchants. 

(22.) On the same. 6.6. 1175 (A.D. 1253). A private grant. 

(23.) On the same. 6.6. 1154 (A.D. 1232). Do. 

(24.) On the same. 6.6. 1150 (A.D. 1228). This is the year in which, according to Dr. BumeU 
(South Indian Pakeography 40, note 4), this country of Ealinga was lost to the Cholas. 
Here the grantor is ^' 6riman Mahdmandaledvara 6ri Jana Pallava Sittiyadeva Mahdjaja." 

(25.) On the same. 6.6. 1121 (A.D. 1199). A private grant.

(35.) On the same. 6.6. 1138 (A.D. 1216). Grants by Bollana, a Brahman " minister," and by 

Bayana Peggada, commander of the forces of Sriman Mahamandalika Gonttiri Odaya 

Eaja *(cf. No8. 20, 28, 30, 34). ^ ^ a-' 

(36.) On a pillar of a mandapam opposite the house of Govindaraja Venkayya. Date 8.8. 1123 

(A.1). 1201). Grant by a brother-in-law of Kakatiya Ganapatideva ofOrangal. This 

is 27 years earlier than the date assigned by Bumell for the Orangal conquest. The 

inscription must be carefully examined. 
(37.) On a pillar of the Kanaka Durgd temple, on the hill called Indramlddn^ west of the 

town. Date 6.6. 1440 (A.D. 1518), recording the erection of some temple buildings in 

the reign of Ej*ishnadeva Raya of Vijayanagar by a chief named Singa Raja who gives 

his genealogy for eight generations (compare No. 18). 
(38.) In an old fort, half a mile north-west of Bezva4a, is an inscription on a slab of black granite, 

recording a grant to a temple by " Raja Ganapati Raja " in 6.8. 1387 (A.D. 1465). 
I have details of nine more, inscriptions, but am not certain of their localities. This gives a total 
of 47 inscriptions at Bezvada, and I am disposed to think that this does not exhaust the list. They aU 
require careful examination. 

Chiggirbppipadu ; — 10 J miles north of Bezvada. Four stones, having ancient sculptured figures 
on them, south of the village, to the west of the irrigation channel. 

Ganapavaram; — 16^ miles north of Bezvacja. (fianapauram.) North of thevillage, on the road 
to Chandrala, on the west side of a tank, is a stone nandi having an old Telugu inscription on it 
with a sun and moon. The characters are much worn away. 

Kauluru or Kavul^ru ; — 8 miles north-west of Bezvada. (Cowloor.) There are five inscriptions 
in this village — ^ ^ 

(1.) On a stone standing on the bund of the tank, 6.S. 1648 (A.D. 1726). Recording the construc- 
tion of the tank. 

(2.) On a stone at the end of the village north of the Kondapalle road. Undated. Recording the 
construction of a well by permission of the Mussulman governors. 

(3.) In a pool on the west of the village lies a stone with on inscription on it. 

(4.) To the north of the village in a palmyra tope is a slab with an inscription bearing date 6.6. 
1306 (A.D. 1383). Recording a private grant to the temple. 

(5.) Undated. A grant to the temple. 

Kondapalle ; — 8 miles north-weet of Bezvada. A fine hill-fortress very picturesquely situated 
amongst hills and forest. It is said to have been originally biiilt by the Reddis. An inscription of the 
tenth century (Indian Antiquary VIII, 76, and Note 26) leads me to think that it was not then in existence. 
It probably dates from about the fourteenth century when the Reddis were in power. ^ It was attacked by 
the Mussulmans and finally passed into their possession about the year 1471. There is a fort and handsome 
palace on the top of the hill. The latter was redecorated by the Musstdman governors, who called the 
place Mustafanagar after Mustafa, the first governor. There are lines of strong fortifications and a 
number of bastions on points commanding the plains. The remains are extensive. There are several 
buildings still standing besides the palace which is in ruins. Below the hill is a second fort guarding 
the main approach. A Mussulman legend is current regarding this place which strongly resenu)les that 
related of Wie capture of the Krishnagiri fort in the Salem District as told by Mr. LeFanu in Ind. Ant. 
X, 191. There is an inscribed slab let into the wall of the first gateway of the lower fort. It is dated 6.6. 
1358 (A.D. 1436), and records the erection of a temple on the banks of the Ejrishna by a private person. 
It has apparently been brought from elsewhere and placed where it now is seen. It is said to have been 



1 One of my correspondentfi gives the exact dates within which the fort was completed, vix., A.D. 1334-1302. 
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brought from Eondavidu. There is a copper-plate grant in the village of which I have a copy and 
rubbing. It is dated in the reign of Ana Vema Ee4di of Kondavidu, S.S. 1272 (A.D. 1350). It reoords 
a grant of a village to a Brahman. On a slab lying on the bouiidaiy between the villages of Kondapalle 
and MaJkapuram is an inscription of date 6.S. 1450 (A.D. 1528), a grant of land to a choultxy by 
a Muhammadan overjoyed at the capture of Kondapalle. Another copy gives the date as S.6. 1452 
(A.D. 1530), the date of Bjishnadeva Raya's death. (See the introductary notice to the Chddvari 
District ListSy p, 19 above.) This was on the occasion when Sultan KuU, of the Kutb Shghi Dynasty of 
Golkonda, defeated a number of Hindu chiefs at Kondapalle and acquired the districts south of the 
Qodavari. There is an inscription on a slab north of the Pariah handet on the way to Ilaprolu, dated S.§. 
1392 (A.D. 1470) (?). My copy is imperfect. It seems to evidence a private grant, but refers to the 
conquest of Kondapalle by the Mussuhnans. There are three old documents or histories relating to 
Kondapalle in the possession of GoUaptidi Tirumala Bavu of GoUaptidi, two miles west of Bezvada. They 
are said to give full particulars relating to the history of the place. One of my correspondents tella me 
that on the top of the Kon4apalle hills are many inscriptions in Hindusteini, written in Telugu characters. 
This may be so, but I did not see any during my several visits to the place. Two or three old English 
guns are to be seen^ broken, amongst the jungle. There are several old ruined mosques and tombs in the 
plain at the foot of the hill. 

On the boundary between Kondapalle, K&vultLru and Ilaprolu villages is a stone with an inscription, 
imdated, evidencinc^ a grant to a temple by a Earn named Jagannatha Prasada, '* acting under orders of 
Malla Mara Raja. There is another east of the village, dated 6.8. 1106 (A.D. 1184), recording the 
digging of a well, and other pieties, by '' Poli Ko6a Birraja." Between Bezvacja and Kondapalle is a 
group of Mussulman tombs, erected after one of their battles. 

Mr. BosweU gave a description of Kondapalle in his Report to Government, printed with G.O. of 
7th November 1870, reprinted in Ind. Ant. I, 184. 

KoNDUHU ; — 11 miles north by west of Bezvada. (Condoor.) An ancient temple on a hill. 

Malkapuram; — 8 miles north-west of Bezvada. An inscription in Telugu on a pillar of a 
Mussulman choultry, recording a grant to the choultry in S.8. 1457 (A.D. 1535) by Maaatiadaya AWcu 
Dupan Malaku [sic^y jhe Muhammadan conqueror of the hill fort of Kondapalle. (Compare the inscription 
at Kondapalle of 6.8. 145i).) 

MoGALRAZAPURAM ; — 2 miles east of Bezvada. {Mogalrajapoor.) A village situated under a lofty 
hill with other hills near. There are many rock-cut slmnes here, and cells. High up on the bill 
is a Buddhist or Jaina sculpture which the natives call a blocked-up doorway. There are fragments of 
inscriptions of, apparently, the seventh or eighth century here and there on the rock. The remains are 
fully described in my Report to Government, printed in G.O., No. 212, of 16th February 1881. 

PoTAVARAM, or Nave PdTAVARAM ; — 11 miles north-west of Bezvada. {Potatcaram.) There is an 
inscription on a stone on a mound called " Fakir Takya^^ at this village. It is dated S.&. 1079 (A.D. 
1157), and records a grant by Prolamma Devi, daughter of " Sriman Mahamandaledvara Pota Raja." 

Tajdepallb ; — 7 miles north of Bezvada. (Toddapully.) An inscription on a stone near a deserted 
temple, on a low hiU called Vasantardyalagattu, half a mile east of Tadepalle. It is a private grant dated 
6.8. 1312 (A.D. 1390). 

Velagalebu ; — 9 miles north of Bezvada. (alagalaroo.) There are some carved stones, mrakah^ 
naga-stones, and 6akti figures in this village. Two slabs have inscriptions said to be " illegible." 

YENiKEPlpu. — ^There are three inscriptions here, on stones. Two are imdated. The first relates a 
grant to a temple by Kulottunga Chola. The second records another grant by " Sri Komara . . . ? . . .Vara 
Deva Maha Patrulu." The third is dated 8.6. 1096 (A.D. 1 174), and records a grant by Rajendra Chola, 
who has the name Kulottunga prefixed to his own. If the date is rightly copied, this inscription is 
very important, as it will help to fill up a blank in the history of me Cholas. (Bumell's jS. Ind. 
FalcBog.y 40.) 

ZAKKAMPrpi ; — 4 miles north of Bezvada. (Tuckumpoody.) An inscription on a stone west of a 
small tank. Undated, It records a grant by Ambideva, son of " Sri Vira Qajapati Gauresvara Pratapa 
Kapile^varadeva Maharaja," In the street of the village is an inscribed slab recording a grant in 6.6. 
1079 (A.D. 1157) by "the son of Prolamba:" 

ZuTupi ; — 9 miles west-north-west of Bezva4a. {Toopoody.) On the hill is an ancient temple, 
4ose to the river, which should be examined. 
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NtTZIVipU ZEMINDAEI. 

Akibifalli ; — 16 mfles north-east of Bezva4a. {Augerpully.) There is a very saored temple 
on the summit of a h^h rock here, with stone steps up to the top, and a number of small shrines 
along the asoent. A. fine temple below the hill. The oopper-plate grants belonging to both these 
temples are in the possession of the manager of the Nuzividu estate, which is under the Court of 
Wards. They are both dated in 8.8. 1550 (A.D. 1628), and record private grants to the temple. There 
are several temples and images of village goddesses. In the Siva temple, on a pillar^ is an inscription 
in Telugu not understood by the residents. Mr. Boswell mentions it in his Report to Government, 
printed with Q-.O. of November 7, 1870 (Ind, Ant /, 154). He states that there are some cave- 
temples dose to the main temple on the hill. 

AvATAPALLE ; — 3 uules east of Ghmnavaram. [Pedda or Chinna AuvatypuUy,) On the tank-bund 
is an inscription stone, but I have no information as to its contents. 

Ayiltou ; — 6 miles south of Vuyuru, 22 miles south-east of Bezvada. (lyeloor.) On a stone near 
the BdmtUihge^vara temple is an unimportant inscription dated S.S. 1563 (A.D. 1641). 

OoLLAKAPALLE ; — 12 milcs north-east of Bezvada. On a stone in the tank of this village is an 
inscription said to be " illegible.'' 

Idara ; — 17 miles north-east of Bezvd4&* {Eedra,) A few years ago a ryot here dug up a copper- 
plate grant in three plates, which was sent by the Zemindar of Nuzi^adu to the Madras Museum, 
where it now lies. (See No. 179 of the ImI of Capper-plates in Volume II.) 

KoNpA Nayakivaram ; — 5 nules from Gunnavaram. On a tank-bund is a temple. Near this is 
a stone engraved with three inscriptions ; — 

(1.) ft.S. 1179 (A.D. 1257). Ghrant by Manma Raja. 

(2.) S.S. 1173 (A.D. 1251). Partly iUegible. The name of " Sriman Mahflinan4alefivara Vira 

N&rayana Buddiga {sic) Deva Raja" is read on it. 
(3.) 6.6. 1358 (A.D. 1436). A grant by a R&ja, whose name must, I think, have been wrongly 
copied. My copy rives it as " Ghata Baddi." 
On a stone in the inner chalknber of the temple is an inscription dated 6.6. 1165 (A.D. 1243), 
recording a gift by a merchant. 

Mallavilli ; — 22 miles north-east of Bezvd4a, 9 miles south-south-east of Nuzivi4u, (MuUaily.) 
Here and at Boravancha (8 miles north*north-east) are some old diamond mines still retained by the 
Nizam (see M.J.L.8., Y, 47, Dr. Benza's Article ; and Marco Polo^s account of the diamonds of the district 
{Yule* 8 Editiouy IE, 295). (See Partitala of this list, in Nandig&ma Taluk.) 

Meduru ; — 6 miles south of Yuytiru bungalow, 22 miles south-east of B6zvd4&- An inscription 
on copper attached to the dhvajastambha. It is said to be in ancient characters. A stone in a street 
bears an inscription of 6.6. 1438 (A.D. 1516), recording a battle that took place there between Krishna* 
deva Raya of Vijayanagar and some one whose name is obliterated. The former was victorious. {See 
Ooddvari District Manual^ pp. 214, 215.) The stone is an important one and deserves careful exaini« 
nation. It seems to give an account of Krishna Raya's operations in the Sarkars. 

MusTABADA ; — 5 sulcs west of Oannavaraih, 8 miles east by north of Be^vada. {Mustahadah,) 
There is an inscription here dated 6.6. 1482 (A.D. 1560) by a Mussulman chief. North of the village 
some ancient carved stones '; south of the village is a stone bearing some ancient letters, '' illegible." 

Nuzrvipu ; — 26 miles north-east of Bezvada, the residence of a wealthy zemindar. There is a 
small fort here, modem ; a temple of Vehkateivarasvdmi built 400 years ago ; a mosque of the same 
age, but of no importance. 

Pedda Maddali ; — 16 miles south-west of Gannavaraxii, 24 miles west-south-west of Bezvd4A- A 
copper-plate grant in three leaves, of the early Ghalukyan Jayasiiiiha I, has recently been found here. 
(See No. 3 of the List of Copper^plates, Vol. II, p. 1.) Two others are said to be in possession of Tadanki 
Gopanna of this village. 

PuRusHOTTAPATNAH ; — 2 milcs uorth-west of Gtumavaraih, 10 miles east-north-east of Bezvada. 
[Poprooshotaputtum.) There are two inscriptions here — 

(1.) On a stone in a tank east of the village. 6.6. 1055 (A.D. 1133). It records an act of piety 

by '' 6riman Mahaman4alika Bhimayya," son of ^^ Boryana Kulottama." 
(2.) On a stone near a shrine on the tank-bund. Illegible. 
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RivuLAPipu ; — 9 miles north-east of VujrQru. (Eavulpaud,) There is an inscription on a stone (no 
particulars given). 

6uRA8ENA Kota; — 10| milcs north by east of Bezva4a. In the heart of a forest tract are the 
remains of an old ruined fort with the above name. Little is to be seen but the bare waUs, and little 
is known about it. The walls are now very low. ^ 

SuRAVAKAM ; — 18 miles north-east of Bezvd4^. A mile distant from the village is an old stone fort. 
Half a mile from this is an old 6iva temple ; on four pillars of this are long inscriptions, difficult to read ; 
outside the temple, near a figure of Nandi, is a pillar with an *' illegible " inscription. 

VuYUKu; — 12 miles west-south-west of Ghidivada, 18 miles east-south-east of Bezvd4&* (Weeyoor,) 
An inscription (date not given) in the Someicara temple.

GupivipA ; — 20 miles north-north-west of Masulipatam. {Ooodywada.) Head-quarters of a 
Tahsildar. {Bungalow.) A ruined Buddhist tope not long since demolished by the local Engineers is to 
be seen in the heart of the village. Only a small portion of the structure remains. It is now simply a 
mound of brick debris. Four caskets are said to have been found in it. No trace remains of rails. To 
the west of the village is a fine Jaina statue in excellent preservation. Further west is the site of the old 
village on a rising knoll. A large quantity of Andhra coins, beads of all kinds in metal, stone, and glass, 
of good workmanship, and other articles including heaps of massive pottery have been found amongst Jbhe 
gravel and earth. At the temple of Bhhnesmra, west of the village, are two inscriptions ; one dated S.S. 
1165 (A.D. 1243), recording a private grants the other dated 8.6. 1169 (A.D. 1237), recording a similar 
act of piety. 

{See BoeweWe Reporty G.O. of 7th November 1870, Ind. Ant. I, 152. SeweWs Beport in G.O., No. 1620 of let November 1878, 
p. 32. Sir Walter EUiaCe Letter in Ind. Ant. I, 347. For accounts of the Andhra coins, of which so many are found here, aae 
Thomas* Papers in Ind, Ant, VI, 276, and IX, 61.) 

Eaikaluru ; — 16 miles north-east of Ghidiv&^A. A Sub-Magii^trate's station, close to the Eoll3ru 
Lake. {Kyekaloar.) An inscription in the temple of Venkateimra states that in S.S. 1550 (A.D. 1628) 
a private person made a donation to the temple. 

Ejlldindi ; — 21 miles east-north-east of Ghidivada. {Culdindy,) There is a mud forthere, built by 
the Muhammadans. A temple built about 250 years ago over a place held sacred for many years 
previous. There is a stone, carved with feet-impressions, near the dhvaja stambha. 

Kantjkoixu ; — 9 miles east-north-east of Ghidivada. {Comok,) A mud fort said to have been built 
by the Be4di chiefs. It was occupied by the Mussulmans. Mussulman coins are found in it. 

E^AUTARAM ; — 10 miles north by west of Masulipatam. (Cowtaram.) Possible remains of a Buddhist 
tope. Doubtful. {See my Report to Grovemment in 0,0., No, 1620, of 7th November 1870, p. 35.) The 
tradition of the village seems to show that the place was Buddhist. The principal temple is said to have 
been built by the Reddi chiefs (1328-1427 A.D.). 

The Kolleru Lake;— At the north of the Taluk Sub-Magistrate's station at KaikaBru [Kyekalaor)^ 
1 6 miles north-east of Ghidivada. Somewhere in or near this lake was found the copper-plate grant of 
the Salankayana dynasty of kings of Vengi, published by Sir Walter Elliot in M,J,L,S, (XI, 304), by 
Bumell in South Indian Pakeography (plate xxiv, and p. 185), and by Mr. Meet in Ind, Ant. (V, 177). 

KoLLETiKOTA ; — An old fort situated in the KollSru Lake; 24 miles north-east of Gudivada. 
(Colattycotta.) The fort is said to Have been built by Langulya Gajapati (1237-1282, Hunter), and to 
have been the site of a battle. Nothing now appears to mark the place but a mound. There is an old 
figure of a female deity {Saktt) on the mound. 

Manpapadij.— There are two inscriptions here, both on one stone, in the middle of the village. 

Kakatiya Ganapa- 
thirty-seventh of the 
singly glorious years of Sri Vishnuvardhana." It records a grant by Narayana Peggada. 

SiNGANAPupi ;— 8 miles north-east of Gu4ivada. {Shinganapoody,) On a black granite slab close to 
the tank is an inscriptioii, " illegible." 
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YiNNAKOTA ; — 7 miles south-east of Ghidivad^.. (Vtnnacotta,) There is an insoription on a stone in 
a field north-east of the viili^^. It is dated S.S. 1360 (A.D. 1438), and records an act of piety by a 
piivate person. 

MA8TJLIPATAM TALUK. 

AvANiOAppA ; — 17 miles south-^est of Masulipatam. {Auvinnagtuida.) On the pillars of the gopura 
of the Vishnu temple are some inscriptions. 

(1.) No date. Copy imperfect. Apparently a erant by a Chola. 

(2.) 6.6. 1090 (A.b. 1168). Private grant in the reign of a Chola. Copy imperfect. 

(3.) 6.6. 1075 (A.D. 1163). Grant by a private person. My copy mentions the name " 6ri 

Dhanadaproli Ch5da N&r&yanadSva, as also does No. 2. 
(4.) 6.6. 1074 (A.D. 1152). Grant by a private person, mentioningthe name of '' Chanda Cho4a 

Nor&yanadd va. " 
(5.) 6.6. 1074 (A.D. 1152). Grant by another private person, mentioning the name in Nos. 2, 3. 

GuBUBU ; — 4 miles west-north-west of Masulipatam. {Goodoor.) Colonel Yule {Smith* a Ancient 
A.llaSy p. 22) identifies this place with the Koddura of Ptolemy described as a trading mart on the Mcesolua 
river. 

Masulipatam. — On the sea-coast north of the delta of the Knshnft, head-quarters of the district. 
There is little here of antiquarian interest. It seems to have been a place of no great importance previ- 
ous to the settlements of European traders. There is a fort and some old Dutch tombs. Tnese last are to 
be found in the cantonment ; in the compound of the present District Court ; and near the house of Durg&- 
chala MudaUy&r in Ramanap^ta. Some of the stones are very handsomely carved with elaborate coats of 
arms and inscriptions, the letters being raised instead of simk. They date from A.D. 1649 to 1725. 
The place was first visited by the English in 1611. A factory was established in 1621, when the place 
was called Metchlepatnam. The IocSL governors being very troublesome, the English left the place in 
1628. They returned in 1632 imder a farmdn from the Mussulman Idng of Golkon4a, Abdullah. 
In 1689 the Emperor of Delhi seized the place, but granted a new farmdn in 1690. It was captured by 
the French in 1750, and ceded to France by the Imam in 1753. Taken from the French by Colonel 
Forde in 1759, it was in the same year ceded to the English by the Nizam. 

{M.J.L.S. for 1879, 106 ; Orme'a Hittory of Hindostcm ; Fry&rU TrawlB in ^.D. 1672, p. 25 ; BotwelTt Bepwrt printed with G.O. 
of 7th KoYember 1870, reprinted in Ind, Ant, I, 187.) 

From the Collector's office in 1878 I procured two Eastern Chalukyan copper-plate grants of the tenth 
century, and published them in the Ind, Ant, for March 1879 (VIII, 73). They now lie in the 
Madras Museum. In the temple of JSkdthbrandthasvdmi in the fort^ at the door of the garbhdlayam^ 
ifi an inscription of 6.8. 1319 (A.D. 1397), recording a grant by a private person. 

In Robertson's Pettah, on a pillar of the mandapam of the temple of Rdmalifiga are three insorip« 
tions dated respectively 6.6. 1070, 1051, 1071 (A.b. 1148, 1129, 1149). They are not easily read, and 
my copies are defective. 

In the possession of the family of Yerram Setti Yiranna are two copper-plate deeds, each dated 6.6. 
1428 (A.D. 1506), and each having reference to a settlement of caste customs and disputes. 

A number of the marbles of the Amaravati Tope were brought here and placed up in the square of 
Robertson's Pettah to beautify the place. Dr. Beni^ saw them here in 1835. {Madras Journal^ V, 44.) 
Twenty-eight of them appear to have been in existence as late as 1861. (Confipreve in Madras Journal, 
XXII, 44.) Only seven have been now recovered. Where are the rest P The loccd authorities are 
unable to trace them, and yet there must be plenty of people in Masulipatam who have resided there for 
tiie last twenty years. 

Pbdana ;— 5 miles north of Mastdipatam. (Padennah.) There are four inscriptions here, all in the 
temple of Aoastyeivarasmmi ;— 

(1.) 6.6. 1225 (A.D. 1303). A grant by the commander-in-chief of ^' 6nman Mahdma^dal@6vara 

Yuttunga Jaggan Hidi&d6va B&ja." 
(2.) 6.6. 1225 (A.D. 1303). A grant by Santana Mahar&ja, son of ''6riman Mah&mandal$i§vara 

Yeduvatan (sie) Mah&r&J^.'' 
(3.) 6.6. 1220 (A.D. 1298). A grant by Mah&s6na Peggada, a servant of ''Eruvattu Gan<JA 

Peddadeva Raja." ' 
(4.) 6.6. 1225 (A.D. 1303), A grant by Kap^ ^'^^ a servant; of '' Eruvattu Qanda Pedd4«

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Talaoada Divi ; — 22 miles south-west of Masulipatam in the Divi Pergunnah. {Tattaguddah Daty,) 
In the hamlet of G-anapedvaraih (Ganapaishtcar) is an insoription on a stone pillar in front of the temple 
of Durgaihba. It is dated 8.6. 1 153 (A.D. 1231), and states that a certain man named Ganapati built 
the temple of Ganape^vara in that year. His genealogy is thus given : —

Atyanki ; — 14 miles west-north-west of Masulipatam. {Auyinkee.) In the centre of the village is 
a slab on whioh is an insoription recording a ^nt by Balla Bhtipati in 8.6. 1077 (A.D. 1155) to the 6iva 
temple at 6nk&kulaiti. There is a stone lying between this village and Pamarru bearing an undated 
inscription recording a grant to the 6iva temple at Bezva4&* 

GHANTAdALl ; — 13 milcs west of Masulipatam. {Ountasalah.) A ruined Buddhist tope^ mentioned by 
Mr.Bosweil in his Report to Government of 7th November 1870. {Ind. Ant. 1,153.) I have no 
information about this place, nor have I visited it. 

EjLza ; — 8 miles west of Masulipatam. {Cauza,) There are two inscriptions here. The first is dated 
6.6. 1146 (A.D. 1224). My copy of it is incomplete. The second is undated and merely records a 
private charity. 

NrpuMOLU ; — 11 miles north-west of Masulipatam, on the Bezv&4A canal. (Needoamoloo.) There 
are three inscriptions here ;— 

(1.) 6.6. 1148 (A.D. 1226). Grant to the temple of Keiam by " Gokarna Indumaulli," « in the 

fourteenth of B&ja Raja." I distrust the accuracy of my copy. 
(2.) 6.8. 1100 (A.D. 1178). A private grant in the reign of " Kulottunga Rajtodra Chocja." 
(3.) 6.6. 1095 (A.D. 1173). A private grant. 

Pbdda Kallbpalle ;— 8 miles south-west of Masulipatam. (P^da Cullapalle.) An inscription on the 
wall of the prdkdra of the Ndgeivaraw&mi temple, dated in 6.6. 1214 (A.D. 1292), states that it was 
erected by a private person during the reign of '^ ^umara Rudradeva" ; t.«., Pratapa Rudra II. 

Beddes this there are fourteen inscriptions at this place ; some are modem. The more important 
ones are as follows :—

6rikIkuiam ; — 19 miles west of Masulipatam. {Sreewacolum). There is an important temple here, 
considered very sacred.

A private 
grant. 
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(2.) Undated. A grant by Bhimana Man4alika, son of ^^ ^riman MahftTnancialita Boddana."

PALNAP TALUK. 

{For the Local Chronicle of this tracts 8ee Appendix A, where aho an account is given of several places 
visited in 1879. The head-quarters of the taluk are at DdchepaUe,) 

Akurajampalle ; — 7 miles east of Dftohepalle. {Akoorcu^lle.) Several ruined temples. In one of 
them is an inscription said to be in unknown characters. 

Aluguhajamfalle ; — 27 miles west-south-west of Dftohepalle, 6 miles west of Mftcharla. ( Ulhogaras^ 
palli,) This village takes its name from Kins; Alugu Bhapati {see the Chronicle^ Appendix A, p. ii). Inscrip- 
tions on a pillar south of the village, too old to be decipnered. 

ATMAKrRU ; — 20 miles south-west of D&chepalle. {Atmakoor.) Two old temples. Date not known. 
On the boundary between the villages of Atmaktlru and Durgi is a stone bearing an inscription described 
as " illegible." 

BSpANAPADU ; — ^28 miles west by south of Dftohepalle. Three deserted temples. Near the 6iva 
temple is an inscription said to be '* illegible." 

BoniLivipn ; — 1 mile north of Gnnc^ApM^* Three old stone images^ 

BupAVADA ; — 3 miles south of Dftchepalle. {Boodauxila.) Two ruined temples, but no inscriptions. 

BuGOA ; — 10 miles south-south-east of Tumrikota. {Booga.) Some interesting deserted temples, 
with inscribed stones, sculptures, &c. {see Appendix A^ p. xix, where they are fully described). 

Chinna Garlapadu ; — 2 miles south of Pedda Gftrlapftdu {q.v.). Two ruined temples. 

Ghivna KoDAMAOUNpLA ; — 4 milcs north of Kftreihpu^i, 7 miles south of Dftchepalle. {Chinna 
Kodumgoondla.) A ruined temple of 6iva. Near a well south of the hamlet called Y^pakaiiipalle is a 
istone with an inscription in Telugu, unimportant, and two nftga stones. 

GmvTAPALLE ; — IJ miles north-east of Elftreifaptlcii ; 11 miles south-south-west of Dftchepalle {see 
Appendix A, p. xvi). The temples of Vishnu and 6iva are of considerable antiquity. There is an 
inscription dated 6.6. 1224 (A.D. 1302), recording the erection of a temple. It is on one side of a stone 
placea south-east of the temple; on another side of the same is an inscription dated 6.6. 1226 
.(A.D. 1304), recording a gjrant made in honour of Pratftpa Rudra II. There is a third dated in 6.6. 1674 
(A.D. 1752)^ stating uiat iu that year a temple of Hanum&n was built. 

DlcH^SPALLB^^^Taluk Head-quarters, on the high road to Haidarftbftd. {Daichapully.) In the town 
are several small temples and shrines. Tliere is an inscrintion of 6.6. 1177 (A.D. 1255). The town is 
the site of api old ruined fort, stated to have been built by the Eeddi chiefs of Eoncjlavidu (1328-1427 
A.D.). One of the t^nples in the town is, like that at Kftreihptidi, dedicated to the Palnftd Heroes. 
The Vishnu temple is said to be a very ancient one. To the 6iva temple is assigned an antiquity of 700 
years. If, as othexs assert^ it was bmlt by the Beddi chiefs, this must be reduced to about 500 years. 
On a stone close to the kalydna tnandapam of one of the temples is an inscription of 6.6. 1135 (A.D. 
1213), recording a grant by the sons of the prime mimster of ''6ri Tripurantakadeva." The date of 
this document renders it a veiy important one. It should be carefully examined. Two miles north 
.of the town are several ruined fwts and temples with sculptures and inscriptions (see Appendix A^ p. xxv, 
under Uhhepalle^ ^mbhunigudi^ and the temple of Ndyakurdld). They lie in the village of Odmaki' 
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pddu. An insaription at the Sambhuni temple reoords a grant made during the reign of one of the 
Oi^gal sovereigns. Mj oopj is imperfect. On the same stone is an inscription of 6.6. 1292 (A.D. 
1370), and another of which I have an nnsatisfaotoiy copy. In the garbhcUayam of the same Sambhuni 
gtidi is an inscription dated 6.6. 1371 (A.D. 1449) of a private nature. There are two inscriptions on 
a stone in the field belonging to the Karanam of the village. At the Ndyakurdla temple is an inscription 
over a doorway , of which I have an imperfect copy. In the village of G^malapfi4uy near the Yishnu 
temple, is a stone having figures of ndgasj and bearing an inscription of date 6.6. 1599 (A.D. 1677) of 
a private nature. 

DlRivEMULA ; — 7 miles south-east of Macharla (see Appendix A, p. xix). Two ruined temples close 
together, near which is an inscription dated 6.6. 1241 (A.D. 1319), in the reign of Frat&pa Rudra II 
of Orangal. 

DuRoi; — 8 miles south-east of M&charla, 11 miles south-south-east of Tumrikota. {Doogee.) A 
villafi^e full of interesting remains (see Appendix A^ p. xiz, trhere they are fully described) . There are several 
inscriptions here ; — 

(1.) On a stone near the north prdkdra oi the temple of Ooptndthasvdmi^ recording a grant 
during the reign of Pratapa Rudra II in 6.6. 1219, ffevilambi (A.D. 1297). 

(2.) On the same stone another inscription records a grant, but it is injured. 

(S.) On a large stone dose by this is an inscription of some importance, dated 6.6. 1191, SuJUa 
(A.D. 1269), recording the consecration and endowment of the temple by a Brahman in 
that year, 6ri Rudramma Devi being sovereign of Orangal, and Jannigadeva R&ja being 
her governor of this province {see Kdrempudi Inscriptums^ No. 11). 

(4.) On a pillar in the temple of VankeSvdrasvdmij dated 6.6. 1180 (A.D. 1258). This is another 
important inscription. It records a ^rant made during the reign of '^ Edlatiya Q-anapati- 
deva Mahftraja^and the governorship of Jannigadeva. It is understood mat Prat&pa 
Rudra I died in A.D. 1257, and the title here given to the sovereign may possibly apply 
to his successor Rudramma Devi, or perhaps she carried on the government for a certain 
time in her husband's name till die felt heiself secure. If neither of these hypotheses be 
found tenable, we must postpone for a year the date of the death of Pratapa Kudra I. 

(5.) On another pillar of the same temple. An inscription dated 6.6. 1177 (A.D. 1255) during 
the reign of Plratapa Rudra II. His minister Nuwulu Manchi Raja granted for temple 
purposes the taxes of a village. 

(6.) On a stone south of the man4apam of the Nandu Dated 6.6. 1440 (A«D. 1518), a private 
donation to the temple during the reign of Krishnadeva Raya. This was two years after 
his conquest. 

(7.) On a small stone outside the mukha mandapam of the same temple. Dated 6.6. 1219 (A.D. 
1297), during the reign of Pratapa Rudra II of Orangal. 

(8.) On a large stone outside the same mukha mandapam, I)ated 6.6. 1173 (AD. 1251), Firo- 
dhikrit A grant during the reign of Eakatiya Ganapatideva Maharaja, Gangayya being 
governor of the province. 

(9.) On another side of the same stone. A long and valuable inscription giving a genealogy of 
the Gunapatis from Proli Raja, father of Pratapa Rudra I, and apparently evidencing the 
building of the temple by the governor Gkuigayya. But my copy is defective. 

Ele^varam ; — 18 miles south-west of Tumrik5ta, on the Nizam's side of the Krishna. Mr. Boswell, 
in his Report printed with 0.0. of 7th November 1870 (Ind. Ant. I, 154), describes a rock-cut temple 
here. I nave not seen it, and when I was in the neighbourhood could hear nothing of it^ but 1 had no 
leisure for a protracted search. 

Gangavaram ; — 3 nules east of Giirzala, 4 miles west-south-west of Dachepalle. A ruined temple. 

GoGULAPlpu ; — 6 nules south-south-west of Dachepalle. A ruined temple. An inscription recording 
a grant, date unknown ; it is too old to be read properly. Two of the temples in present use are said to 
"be very old. 

_ • 

GoLi ; — 4 miles north-east of Tumrikota. {Ooleey Timmery Cota.) West of the village are 3 dolmens. 
Several ruined temples, but none of them sculptuiidd. The village abounds in small temples now in 
use. South-west of the village is an old fort. 

Four Inscriptions. — One on a pillar east of the MalMvarasmmi temple, in a character too old 
to be deciphered by the people. Another near the Hanuman temple dated S.8. 1547 (A.D. 1625).

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Near this is another, dated 8.8. 1577 (A.D. 1655). The fourth is to the west of the village and is quite 
modem. The villagers connect the histoiy of their village with Yii§vamittra and point out his homo- 
kundUj or pit for the saorifioial fire. The name of the village is probably derived from the contiguity 
of the dolmens or ^' graves {golt) of the fi&kehasas." 

GorriMUKKULA ; — 12 miles west-north-west of D&ohepalle, on the river. {Ooteemookla.) Two old 
temples. 

G-OTTiPODLA ; — 32 miles west-south-west of D&chepalle, 18 miles isouth-west of Tumrikota. {Gotee^ 
poadla). There is a temple dedicated to 8iva as JfarA;aficfeya here, fabled to have been built by B&ma. 
On one of the stones of a deserted Siva temple is an *' illegible '' inscription. {See Appendix A^ p. zxiii.) 

G-XTMnpL^FADU ; — 10 miles south-west of M&charla, 18 miles south-west of Tumrikota. {CkxmdkqHsd,) 
Here there are two old ruined temples. An injured inscription, on ^ stone west of the vilj^ge near 
the temple of iSwakeSava, said to date from A.D. 1175 or 1115. The other, on a slab east of the Siva and 
Vishnu temples, is dated S.S. 1243 (A.D. 1321) Durmatij and records a private grant to the temple. 

GurzIla ; — 8 miles west-south-west of D&ohepalle. {Ghoryal.) This is the capital of the king 
mentioned in the story of the '' Palnd4 Heroes " {8ee Appendix A^ v, xxiv). There are four ruined temples, 
and three in present use, all ancient ones. There are three inscriptions. (1) On the Vireivarawdmi 
temple is one, said to contain the name of Baja B&ja Narendra who built tne temple. If so it dates 
between A.D. 1023 and 1064 ; but my informant adds that he cannot read it, and of course no 
assumption can be based on such a foundation. (2) One is on a stone east of the dhcaja stambha of the 
temple. It is dated 6.§. 1480 (A.D. 1508) and mentions " Nanda E&ja Rfimayyadeva." (3) The 
other is at the Vtrabhadrasvdmi temple. It is much injured, but is dated in the reim of Tirumaladeva 
'' most excellent in the family of Sat^diraya, and the gem of the Chalukyas." ( ! r ) Mr. Boswell, in 
his report to Government, printed with G.O. of 7th November 1870 (Ind. Ant I, 155), mentions a 
man4apam built in Mussulman style ^' but evidently of a date long before the Muhammadan era," 
and a temple into which stones '' taken from more ancient structures of Buddhist origin " have been 
let. The fort here is said to be of great antiquity. 

GuTTiKONBA ;— 12 miles south of Dachepalle^ 6 miles south-west of Fidugurfila bungalow. {Gooii- 
konda.) Two ruined temples, one in the village, one on a hill near.^ Here is the great cave mentioned in 
the story of the *' Palna4 Heroes'' {see Appendix A^ xi, xvii). The Siva temple is said to be old. The cave 
is a remarkable one. {8ee Mr. BosweWs Report to Oovemment published wUh G.O. of 7th November 1870, 
reprinted in Ind. Ant. 1, 149.) 

Initpurazupalle ; — 6 miles south of D&chepalle ; a deserted 6iva temple. 

Jettipalem; — 4 miles north-east ofTumrikdta. (Jettypolliam.) Mr. Boswell in his report to 
Government, printed with G.O. of November 7, 1870 {ItuI. Ant. J, 154), describes a rock-cut temple here. 
I have not seen it. The Satra^la temple close by is an ancient and very sacred one {Suttrasalla). 
There are a number of ruined shrines besides those now in use. 

Jonnapadu ; — 1^ miles south of the Pidu^ur&la bungalow ; 13 miles south-east of D&chepalle. 
(Jannupad.) Two inscriptions at the 8iva temple ; both so old as not to be legible. A deserted temple 
of Vishnu with an '* illegible " inscription, which should be examined. 

Kambhampabu; — 18 miles west-south-west of Dachepalle, 4 nules south by east of Tumrikota. 
(Kitmbumpad.) Two old temples, one of which, viz., that d^cated to Siva, is fabled to have been built 
by Paradu B&ma. Also an old ruined fort east of the village. North of the path leading to M&charla 
is an inscription recording a gift of lands in 6.8. 1549 (A.D. 1627) by a private person. There are four 
other inscriptions, " illegible," in the courtyard of one of the temples. 

Kamepalli; — 11 miles east by north of D&chepalle. The diva temple and some minor shrinea 
are said to be very old. There are two ruined temples here. In a man4apiBLm east of the village is an 
inscription of 6.S. 1698 (A.D. 1676), but it is said to be " illegible." North of a well west of the 
village is an inscription of a private nature dated 6.8. 1564 (A.D. 1642). 

Eancharakuntla ; — 12 miles south of Tumrikota. {Kunchurkoonth.) Some Vtrakakf &c. A small 
temple of Vishnu. {See Appendix Ay p. xxi.) 

Kahdlaounta ; — 30 miles west-south-west of Dachepalle, 16 miles south-west of Tumrikota. {Kund- 
lakoonia.) An ancient temple of Vishnu, date hot known, and a deserted temple of Siva. In a temple 
of Hanum&n is an inscription said to be *' illegible." 
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EABALAPipn ; — 8 mileB south-south-east of Dftc^epalle. A rained Yaishnava temple said to have 
been built by the Cholas. There is an insoription here in Telugu dated 8.6. 1544 (A.D. 1622), a private 
giant. In the temple in present use is another unimportant insoription^Uite not given. The fiiva 
temple in present use is alflo said to have been built by the Cholas — i.e.y 1023 to c. 1228 (P) A.D. 

Karempudi ; — 13 miles south of Doohepalle. An interesting town, renowned in the story of the 
*^ Palnfi4 Heroes '^ (see Appendix A, x, xiii). Here are a group of temples erected in their honor, besides 
other temples of Yishnu and Siva, containing sculpture and inscriptions. The execution of the temples of 
Heroes is poor and rough. The other temples are decidedly older. There are a number of detached 
pillars, carved slabs, mandapams, &c., about tne town, and several inscriptions ; — 

(1.) On a stone fixed south of the man4apam of the temple of the Heroes, recording the erection of 

a piUar in 6.6. 1636 (A.D. 16i4) oy a private person. 
(2.) On a stone near the eastern prftk&ra wall of the same temple^ dated S.S. 1318 (A.D. 1396)- 
(3.) On a stone east of a small mancjapam behind the dhvc^a siamhha of the same temple. 6.6. 

1246 (A.D, 1324). 
(4.) On a pillar of the mukha mandapam of the same temple, dated 6.6. 1255 (A.D. 1333), recording 

the erection of the said man4apam. 
(5.) Another on a stone fixed north-east of the north gate of the same temple, dated only in the 

Nala year, mentioning Allu Bdja and others {see the Starry Appendix A^ ix, x). 
(6.) Another on a pillar of the north gate, dated only in the year Partdhd/ci^ apparently recording 

a visit to the temple by the son of some B&ja whose name is not decipherable. 
(7.) In another mandapam called the '^ Ndyudu miday^ dated 6.6. 1367 — ^most of it illegible. 
(8.) In the Vishnu temple in the town, on a stone fixed in the outer pr&kftra, dated 6.6. 1549 
(A.D. 1627), stating that a N&yu4u, in that year, rebuilt this temple which was *' formerly 
established l3y the Heroes." 
(9.) In the SUresmraavdmi temple, on a slab in the eastern prftkftra, dated 6.6. 1076 (A.D. 1154), 
a grant of temple lights by the Prime Minister of '* Kul5ttunga ChO^a Oonka R&ja." 
{Choda = Chola.) 
(10.) Another stone close to No. 9, only partially legible from its antiquity. 
(11.) On a pillar of tiie mukha mandapam oi the same temple. A grant dated 6.6. 1186 (A.D. 
1264), in the time of Rudramma Devi, the (Jh^Lapatl Queen of Orangal, by Jannigadeva 
Mah&raja, the governor of this province {see JDurgi Inscrtptums^ No. 3). 
(12.) On another pillar of the same ; dftted 6.6. 1239 (AD. 1317). A grant during the reign of 

KAkatiya Pratapa Budra II* 
(13.) On another pillar of the same; dated 6.6. 1227 (A.D. 1305). During the reign of E&katiy a 

Pratftpa Kudra II. 
(14.) On the same pillar ; an inscription, much damaged by weather, apparently of the age of the 
^' Heroes," one of whom seems to be mentioned. 
Mr. Boswell opened several dolmens and sepulchral circles here, which he described in his Report 
to Government of November 7, 1870 {reprinted in Ind. Ant. /, 150). He also writes, " It is said that 
many years ago a ryot dug up in this field of tombs a large bell-metal wheel, but he kept his discovery 
a secret and had the whe^ broken up. There are persons living who say they have seen pieces of it. 
This must have been a Buddhist relia There are some two-storeyed man4apams here, architecturally 
interesting since they are so xmcommon in Southern India. (Fergusson's ^^Indian and Eastern Architec-" 
turcy^ 274.) I am, however, uncertain of their niunber. Hr. Boswell says '^ several.'^ {See also Mr. 
BosweWs Second Reparty printed with 0.0. of December 4, 1871, Ind. Ant. /, 373.) 

KlvELAFALLE ; — 5 uules west of the Pi4ugur&la bungalow, 9 miles south'SOuth-east of D&chepalle. 
Two ruined temples. West of the village is a ruined fort. There is an inscription in the Hanum&n 
mandapam which the people say is '* illegible." Near a well is another, recording a grant in 6.6. 1S64 
(A.D. 1642). There are several stone statues and figures, one bearing an inscription. 

E5LAGUTLA ; — 20 nules south-west of Dachepalle ; 6 miles south-east of Macharla. {Kotagoofla,) 
A number of old temples. . In the field of Manohala Bamuijlu, half a mile from the village, is an insorip- 
tion on stone, said to be " illegible." Some ancient stones let into a modem temple {see Appendix Ay 
p. xxi). 

KoTTAPALLB ; — 2 milcs west of M&charla. {Kotapully.) Four ruined temples. A stone inscription. 
Whether this is of any value or not I cannot say, as my informant reports that though it is not legible 
(presumably from age), it yet bears tiie date 6.6. 1850 ! There are four deserted temples here. 
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Macharla ; — 6 miles south of Tumrikdta, 21 miles west-south-west of D&ohepalle. This is the capital 
city of the '' Pahiftd Heroes " iAppendix Aj ii). Yattem Sit& B&mayya, a resident, is in poeseesion of 
a oopper-plate inscription of 6.3. 1549 (A.D. 1627), which seems to be only of local interest. The Yishnu 
temple in this town is said to have been built by JBrahma Nayudu, the hero of the storr of the Palna<]L 
There ia a fine monolithic dhvc^ja atambha opposite the gate. The inscriptions at Macharla are as fol- 
lows : — 

(1.) On a pillar in the mukha mandapam of the Yishnu temple. Dated 6.6. 1319 (A.D. 1397). 

A private person repaired a temple slab. 
(2.) On another part of the same pillar. Datedd.6. 1541 (A.D. 1519). A private grant to the 

temple. 
(3.) On the garuda stamhha. Dated ^&, 1566 (A.D. 1644), stating that a private person erected 

the pillar. 
(4.) A long inscription on a stone fixed in the prdkdra of the Yishnu temple. My copy is 

imperfect. It seems important. 
(5.) In the prdkdra of the temple of Vtrabhadrasvdmi^ on a stone. Another long inscription 

belonging, I think, to the Vijayanagar period ; but my copy is imperfect. 
(6.) On a stone near the stream called the " Ohandravanka.'^ Dated 8.6. 1710 (A.D. 1788). 

Recording the erection of a temple. 
(7.) On a stone close to the temple of Poleramma, Dated in 6.6.1215 (A.D. 1293). A grant 

durinff the reign of Kakatiya Pratapa Eudra II of Orangal. 
(8.) In a palmyra tope between M&charla and Mutuktlru. A grant dated S.S. 1 171 (A.D. 1249). 

My copy is imperfect. 
(9.) On a slab before the temple of the Heroes. A grant in the reign of Pratapa Budra (I or II) 
of Orangal. Undated. 

Machavaram ;— 8 miles east-south-east of D&chepalle. Two old temples. 

Madugala ; — 13 miles west-south-west of Dachepalle. {Madagoola.) There are several old temples 
here, in one of which is an inscription said to be '* illegible.'' 



Mallavabam ;-^ nules north of TumrikOta. 6 Baksham gullu (P dolmens) and 2 '' stone pillars " 
(P menhirs). (Mullnwarum,) In a mound in a field near this place have just been discovered, wnile this 
notice was in the Press, two sculptured slabs of white marble similar to those at Amar^vati. On one is a 
seven-headed ndga^ with attendants surrounding it. It seems that there are others in the mound. It 
is desirable that the place should be carefully watohed, and examined as soon as possible. The discovery 
may be one of great importance. 

Manchikallu ; — 5 miles south-east of Tumrikota. (MunchakulL) A ruined 3iva temple. * Some 
^' illegible " inscriptions on a stone 150 yards north-east of the village. 

Mandadi ; — 6 miles south of M&charla. (Mandadee,) An ancient 6iva temple. There are several 
deserted shrines here, and an inscription, said to be ^' illegible," on a stone north of the temple of 
Hanum&n. 

MeIiYAGu ; — 20 miles north of Yinukon4a. A deserted temple of Yishnu, having sculptures also of 
Siva emblems {see Appendix A, p. xii, where it is fully described). There are several VirakalSy NdgakalSy and 
figures of village goddesses in the village. 

MiriyIla ; — 12 miles south-west of Dschepalle, 6 miles west-north-west of Kareihpudi. (Mirrial.) 
An inscription imder a pillar records the erection thereof in 6.6. 1570 (A.D. 1648). 

MoBZAMPADU ; — 10 miles east of Dachepalle. (Morejumpad,) Two inscriptions — one " illegible," the 
other a private grant, dated 6.6. 1562 (A.D. 1640). 

MuTUKt^RU ; — 23 miles south-west of Dd«chepalle, 8 miles south of Macharla. A Yishnu temple 400 
years old. In the Sitd Bdmasmmi temple, east of the village, is an inscription '^ partly legible," on 
a slab, recording a grant by a private person to the temple in 6.6. 1576 (A.D. 1654). There are two other 
inscriptions in the yard of a house belonging to Kftndra Yirayya. One is dated 6.6. 1190 (A.D. 1268) 
*^ durmg the reign of Rudradeva," yet, according to our present information, this must have been the 
eleventh year of Queen Budramma. {See remarks an the fourth inscription at Durgi,) Another is dated 
in the same year and records another grant. In this the sovereign's name is given as *' Oanapatideva 
Mahftr&ja." 
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Nadikuds ; — 2 miles^west of D&ohepalle. (Nuddookooda.) Four ruined temples. In one of these are 
two inscriptions. Both record grants by private parties. One onlj is dated, &A. 1134 (A.D. 1212). 
There is another unimportant one in the publio street near a temple. Both the Yishnu and diva temples 
are said to be ancient. The inscriptionB are stated to be barely readable, and I strongly doubt the 
capability of the residents reading tne characters of A.D. 1212 so as to say whether the grant is of a 
private or public character. If tne latter, it may be yeiy important as it is just at the period about 
which we need iaformation. 

NloALAVARAM ; — ^28 miles west by south of D&chepalle, 10 miles west-south-west of Tumrikdta* 
(Niagoolawarum.) An old temple of Vishnu and another of Siva. In the latter is an insoripjdon in 
characters said to be ^' illegible. 

Naramalapai)U ; — 5 miles west of K&rempadi, 12 miles south-south-west of D&chepalle. {NermuUa' 
pad.) Two ruined temples. There are some words inscribed near a shrine of a village goddess, but 
they cannot be read. An inscription on one of the ruined temples records a private grant in 6.fi. 1609 
(A.I). 1687). 

Obale^vabafalle ; — 11 miles south-south-east of TumrikOta, close to Durgi. (Obukshnaputtt/.) An 
old ruined temple of smiall size and some sculptured stones (see Appendix A, p. xix). 

Ofpicharla ;— H niiles west of Kareiiipu<jii. ( Vopeecharla.) A ruined temple. Near a well is an 
inscription dated b.B. 1221 (A.D. 1299), recording a grant made during the reign of Prat&pa Budra II. 
In or near a well called '' Devatala Bhdvi " is an inscription dated S.A. 1233 (A.D. 1311), in the same 
reign. There are two others, one dated 8.6. 1560 (A.D. 1638), recording the sinking of a well, and tibe 
other in the temple relating to a private grant made in 6.6. 1541 (A.D. 1619), {see Appendix A, xviii). 
Some of the temples are said to be of great age. 

Palligxtnta ; — 1 ^ miles south-east of Gurzala, 8 nules south-west of D&chepalle. {PuUygoonta.) 
There is an inscription here, as yet unread on account of its age, near the entrance of the temple of 
R&malinga, West of the village are some stone statues to which the people can put no name. Two of 
the principal temples and several small ones are said to be very old. 

Palvati ; — 3 miles south-east of Tumrikota. {Pahoy,) A ruined temple. 

Passablapadu ;— 3 miles east-north-east of TumrikOta. {Pus9urlapad,) A ruined temple. An 
inscription dated 6.3. 1547 (A.D. 1625), north of the temple of Hanum&n, recording a private grant. 

Pa^vemula ; — ^25 miles west by south of D&chepalle. {Pushaimla.) Two or three old temples in use 
and three deserted. In one of the latter is an inscription recording a gift by a N&yudu to the temple in 
6.6. 1556 (A.D. 1684). 

Patlavidu ; — 6 miles south of M&charla, 1 1 nules south of TumrikOta. (Putlaveed.) Inscription on 
a stone half a mile south of the vHlage recording a grant to the temple at Msudiarla by Krishnadeva 
Eaya of Vijayanagar in 6.6. 1440 (A.D. 1518). 

Pebda G-ARLAPApn ; — 6 miles south of Da^chepalle. A finely-sculptured temple in present use, rebuilt 
in 6.6. 1695 (A.D. 1773) according to an inscription. There is another inscription which the people 
cannot read. There are some sculptured virakab and ndgakah. Two other temples are said to be very old. 

Petasannioakdla ; — see Sannioandla. 

PipuGU&ALA ; — 12 miles south-east of D&chepalle on the Haidar&b&d road. {Bungalow.) Two ruined 
temples and an inscription {see Appendix Ay p. xxvi). The inscription records repairs to the temple in 6.6. 
1472 (A.D. 1550). There is another older inscription north of the temple, in characters too ardiaic to be 
read by the people. An old fort. Some naga stones and many images. The temple of 6iva is said 
to be ancient. {See BostpeU's Report of 7th November 1870, rq>rinted in Ind. Ant, /, 154 ; SewelTs Report 
in O.O., No. 1620, of 1st November 1878.) 

PoLEPALLB ; — 10 miles south-south-west of D&chepalle. Three ancient 6iva temples. One is fabled 
to have been built by Paraiu Rama. Three other temples are deserted, and the Natives affirm that in one 
of them is an *' emerald lingam.^' There are two inscriptions here, which the Natives cannot read, in the 
temple of Siddhehnirasvdmi. 

PoNpuGALA ; — 1 miles north-west of D&chepalle. {Pondugole.) A village at the point where the 
Haidar&bELd road crosses the Krishn&. There are some *' Jaina " remains nere ; whether rock-eut or 
structural I cannot gather from the description. West of the village, near the river, is an ancient 
deserted temple with an inscription. There are one or two other inscriptions, but unimportant. On

the Niz&m'B aide of the river are said to be some andent Jaiiia or Buddhist remainSi besides the 
extensive ruins of an old Mussuhnan city. One of the insoriptionB records some unusually hi^h freahea 
in the Krishi^a river in S.6. 1672 (A.D. 1750). 

BlCHAMALLAFApu ; — 28 miles west-south-west of D&ohepalley 6 miles in the same direction from 
H&charla. {Ruchamtllypad.) Some ancient temples. That dedicated to 6iva is deserted. 

BlTAVARAM ; — 2 miles south-east of M&oharla. Four ruined temples. Two serpent stones. 

B£NTachintala;^12 miles west by south of D&chepalle. Two old temples. Date not known. 
In the temple of Malle^mraavdmi is an " iUegible " inscription. 

Bentala; — 12 miles west-south-west of D&ohepalle, 5 miles east-south-east of Tumrikdta. {Eentallah.) 
A (private) inscription of S.6. 1595 (A.D. 1673) at the Hanuman temple. Some N&ga stones. Three 
ruined temples. Bemains of a Eeddifort. Inscription of 8.S. 1596 (A.D. 1674). The temples in 
present use are old. 

Sannigakbla or Pftasannioakpla ; — 1^ miles east of £&reihptLdi. {Sunnagundla.) Some old 
temples. West of the village is a stone which the people call ** Pota Bdzu.^* Some ceremonies are 
performed here during the annual festival of the '^ PalnO^ Heroes." There is a curious natural cave 
here. {See Appendix A, p. xvi, and in Mr. BostoelPs Report in G.O. of 7th November 1870, reprinted in Ind. 
Ant. J, 150^ tchere the place is erroneously called Sanagallu.) 

Sikgarutla; — 14 miles south of DOchepalle, 4 miles south-east of E&reihpticji- {Singarootla.) 
Natural sprinfi^ and temples {see Appendix A, p. xvi). There is an inscription north-west of the temple which 
no one can decipher from its antiquity. {Mr. BoswelFs Report to Ghvemment of 7th November 1870, 
reprirUed in Ind. Ant. /, 150, where the place is erroneously called Stirugurata.) 

6rioibipapu ;— 20 miles south-west of Tumrikdta. {Sreegerrypad.) A group of abandoned temples. 
An inscription of 6.S. 1220 (A.D. 1298), of ManivSxli Gbpin&yucjlu, who describes himself as ^^ grandson 
of E&katiya Pratapa Eudra." There are two other inscriptions by private people, without date. Besides 
these there are four others, all said to be " illegible." One is in the ^village, two m the fields in demarcation 
Nos. 510 and 370 respectively, the fourth in a 6iva temple east of the village. There is a 6iva temple 
here said to have been built by the Cholas. 

Tadutla ; — 12 miles north-east of Dachepalle, on the river. An old ruined temple, of which no 
particulars have been sent me. The Siva temple in present use is said to be an ancient one. 

TlLirAPALLE ; — 5 miles south-west of Tumrikota. Two old temples. Date not known« On a 
deserted temple of Vishnu are two inscriptions said to be '^ in Telugu," but " illegible." 

Tangeba; — 7 miles north-east of Dachepalle. {Tunguda.) An old fort containing 16 deserted 
temples. There are three inscriptions at the Gopdlasvdmi temple, north-west of the village. The villagers 
cannot read them. One is of Aliya Yema Redijii of Kondavidu in 6.6. 1294 (A.D. 1372). Another 
inscription, west of the temple of iUurga, records a grant by a private person in 3.6. 1474 (A.D. 1552), 
durinj? the reign of SadAdiva of Yijayanagar, mentioning also the names of B&ma B&ja, Bdmadeva, 
and &rumaladeva. There is an ancient mosque here which the people hold in great veneration. They 
say that the two Firs were brought from Mecca. The three old temples here are said to have been built 
by the N&yu4u Heroes of the Falnad, and hence probably date from the fourteenth century. 

Tekala; — 6 miles south of Macharla. {Teyralla.) On a stone posted before the temple of 
i^iddheivarasvdmi is an inscription, but it is injured, and my copy is imperfect. On another stone at the 
same place is an inscription dated 6.6. 1165 (A.D. 1243), recording a grant by a private person. There is 
another inscription of the date of one of the Prat&pa Rudras on the same stone, but my copy is not good. 
On a third slab is an inscription of 6.6. 1366 (A.D. 1444), recording a private grant. There is another 
inscription said to be very old and illegible. A mile north of the vula^ is an interesting little group of 
desertisd temples called *^ Siddappa gUllUy^^ and, close by, a temple built m a Northern or Orissan style, the 
only one I have seen in this part of the country. It is called '^ Rupalamma gudi." {See Appendix A^ p. xziii) . 

TuHMALACHBBTJvu ; — 6 milcs south-east of Dachepalle. {Toomullaeheroo.) An inscription in a temple 
dated 6.6. 1575 f A.D. 1653), of no public importance. The temple is said to be an old one. There is 
a deserted temple nere, and an inscription, partly legible, dated 6.6. 1575 (A.D. 1653). 

TuMBiKOTA ; — Head-quarters of a Deputy Tahsildar, 18 miles west of D&chepalle. {Timmerycota.) 
There is a rained fort here and some old tuples. Also a deserted temple of Vishnu. Four tombs 
of J^liflh officers who died in 1766, 1778, 1774, 1778. Mention is made in them of the Nav&b 
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Muhammad 'All. In a temple is an '^ illegible" inBcription stated to be in Telugu. There are other 
tombs of French and English soldiers near here, where a battle is said to have been fought. To the north 
of the village is a fine mosque, and in the centre of the village a Dargah. 

TTppalapadu; — 10 miles south of Ma<^h&urla> 28 miles south-west of Dachepalle. {OopuMapad,) 
An old temple of Vishnu and a deserted temple of &va. 

Yelvdurti ; — 10 miles south of M&charla. ( Veldoortee.) Two andent stone burying-places, dose to the 
yillage, over women who became sa^a, {See Appendix A^ p. zzii.) There are some Virakals and Ndgakah 
here. The Yishnu temple is an old one and there are several deserted temples and shrines. There 
are two ^' illegible '' inscriptions in the village. One is said to be dated S.S. 1087 (A.D. 1165) ; but I 
am doubtful, as the cyclic year given, Sddhdrana^ does not agree with the Saka year. 



8ATTENAPALLE, OR KEOStTEU TALUK. 

{Head-quartera at Krdsuru.) 

Amabavati ;^20 miles north-north-west of Gnnttbr. ( UmarawuUy.) The celebrated Buddhist tope 
first discovered by Baja Yenkat&dri Nayudu's servants in A.D. 1796. Yisited by Colonel Mackenzie 
and his Survey staff in 1797 ; greatly demolished by the Baja, who utilized the sculptured marbles for 
building materials, up to the year 1816. Again visited by Colonel Mackenzie, who made large excavations, 
in 1816. Further excavations, 1835 (P) rlxamined by Sir Walter Elliot, who unearthed the ruins of 
^e western ^teway in 1840. Excavations recommenced in May 1877. Further excavations imder 
alders of the Duke of Buckingham and Chandos in 1880.

Jonmal ofthsRoyal Asiatic Society, lifM., Ill, 132, an article by Mr. Fergusson which preceded his ** Tree and Serpent Worship" ; A 
Kotioe of the Marbles at Masulipatam, by Colonel Congreve, in Madras Journal of Literature and Seience, XXII, 44 ; Sir Walter Elliot's 
letter published in Ind. Ant. 1, 347 ; Thomas's Paper on Buddhist Symbols in Ind. Ant IX, 185 ; Fergusson *< Tree and Serpent 
Worship *' ; BosweU's Report printed with Q.O. of November 7th, 1870, reprinted in Ind. Ant. I, 150 ; SeweU's " RepoH on the 
AmardwUi Tope,'* 1880.] 

The tope stands at the south of the town of Amar&vati. Close by is a temple, and a mosque for the 
construction of which many of the marbles from the tope were used. To the west is a mound called 
Kuchi dibba^ which Mr. Boswell thinks may contain something of value. A number of rude stone burying-* 
places, circles, dolmens, &c., are scattered about the neighbourhood of Amar&yati, especially near the hiUs 
a few miles south-east of the town. In the town on the river bank is the handsome temple oi AmareSvara, 
built in the end of the last century by Eaja Yenkatadri Na^du. There was a much older temple here, 
which was repaired by Ana Yema Beddi of Eondavi4u in 6.S. 1228 (A.D. 1306). There are a number of 
inscriptions which will be noted separately. Near the temple are the remains of Yenkatfidri N&yudlu's 
palace. Half a mile to the west is the old fort of Dharanik5ta on the river. It dates from many 
centuries back, though it is not yet certain how old it is. The ancestors of the Be4dis of Kon4avidu who 
commenced to rule in A.D. 1328 are said to have lived here. Near the Amarftvati tope is a well into the 
sides of which many of the marbles from the tope have been let. The Sivagaitga tank contains a number 
more. A mile wesfc of DharanikCta, on a rock m a field, is an inscription which I conjecture to belong to 
about the seventh century. On the rocks in the bed of the river opposite the Amare6vara9vdmi temple aro 
many rough sculptures and inscriptions. Many leaden Andhra coins have been found here,^ 

There is an inscription of Ana Yema Bed<& on a stone east of a mandapam of the Amareivara temple, 
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also one of Krishnadeva lUya, in 8. A. 1437 (A.D. 1515), recording the grant of two villages and the 
erection of a ma^4&pam. On a stone of the wall of the mukhamcmdapam in front of the garhhdlayam is 
an inscription dated 6.§. 1548 (A.D. 1626), recording the reconsecration of the temple by Pedda Appayya 
G4ra. There are several inscribed stones fixed to the east of the temple outside. 
Inscriptions. — At the Amareimra temple are the following : — 

(1.) On a pillar on the east of the gopura^ 6.3. 1283 (A.D. 1361). Ana Yema Ile4di of Kondavidu. 
(2.) On the wall east of the above, 6.8. 1808 (A.D. 1386). Defaced. 

(3.) (4.) (5.) On a pillar to the west of the gopura. Thr^ inscriptions by Kota Keta B&ja, one of 
which only can be made out clearly. It is dated S.B. 1 104 (A.D. 1 182) . The grantor claims 
to be a conqueror of both Ohola and Chalukya sovereims and to have acquired the country 
south of the Krishna by the favor of " Tiinftyana Pallava." 
(6.) On a pillar south-west of the mukhama/ndopafnj 6.6. 1030 (A.D. 1108). Grant W the wife 
of rroli Nayudu, a dependent of *' Kiilottunga Gho4a Qonka Baja.'^ This is l^ulottunga 
I, alias Koppara Kedanvarmft, alias Yira Chola. 
(7.) On the wall south of the east doorway of the garbhUayamy S.S. 1548 (A.D. 1626). Records 

the erection of a 6iva temple at Dharanikota, 
(8.) On a pillar of the mukhama/ndapam at the east door of the garbhdlayam. An incomplete 

inscription. 
(9.) On the dhvaja stambha of a 6iva temple south of the town is an inscription dated 6.6. 1735 
(A.D. 1813). It records the erection of the pillar by Vftsiredcji Venkatadri Nayu4u, 
the B&ja of Ghintapalle who destroyed the tope. 
(10.) There is an incomplete inscription on the north of the Amare^mra temple on a nandi figure. 
(11.) On a stone to the east of tne Amare^mra temple, near the wall which surrounds it is an 
inscription dated 6.6. 1051 (A.D. 1 129). This must be carefally examined. My copy ^ 
defective. 

There are several other inscribed stones near this last, of which T have no copies. At the northern 
door of the garbhdlayam is an inscription said jto be " upside down, in characters of the Treta Yuga" (I), 
but to contain nevertheless the date "6.6. 478, cyclic year Yuva." All this sounds thoroughly 
unreliable. The priests will allow no European even into the outer prak§«ra. 

AminabId; — 11 miles south-east of Sattenapalle. {Aminubodu Vantu,) Several inscriptions at the 
Ammavdru temple, west of the village. They are mostly "illegible." One bears date 6.S. 1114 (A.D. 
1192), another 6.6. 1502 (A*D. 1580). The temple is highly sculptured, and is said to be very old. On 
a stone north of the temple are several inscriptions, of which I have no account. In a tank near the 
village is a mandapam of two storeys, in which there is said to be an inscription. There is a chronicle 
of the village^ in Telugu, in possession of the Karanam of the village, Nadimpalle Sitayya. In a mosque 
east of the village are several Persian inscriptions. 

Bellamkonda ; — 8 miles west of Kr6s1iru. {Bellamkonta,) A fine fort of stone on the summit of a 
hOl^ with several buildings and gateways. I have been able to learn very little about this fort, though 
it was evidentlv a place of great importance. The fortifications are extensive. Mr. Boswell gives a 
Inief account of it in his Eeport printed with 0.0. of 7th November 1870, reprinted in Ind. Ant.ly 185. 

Ghintapalle ; — 10 miles north of Kjostiru. An old fort on the river, once the property of the 
Chintapalle Zemindars. It is not known how old it is. Outside the village, on the bouul side is a stone 
which nas fallen down. It bears an inscription dated 6.6. 1161 (A.D. 1239), recording a grant by some 
private persons to the temple at Ghidimetla. There is another inscription, undated — a grant by a private 
person — ^but I am not informed as to its exact position. 

Dharakikota ; — 20 miles north of GhintOr, 1 mile west of Amarilvati. The well known old fort 
dose to the Buddhist tope at Amaravaii. It lies on the Xrishnft river. In the fort are two old temples 
with inscriptions and other interesting remains. The bibliography of the place is substantially the 
same as that of Amar&vati {q.f>.). A mile west of the village is an inscription on a rook in a field in 
characters of about the seventh century. The tradition of the village is that the fort was built by a king 
named Mukunteivara in the time of the " Jains," and his name is well known throughout the Northern 
Sark&rs, being variously styled " Mukkunti Eftja," " Mukkunti Maharftja " (Fergusson's " Tree and 
Serpent Worship" p. 171, where the name is spelt Mokunti.) Wilson calls birn MuJskunti PaUava. He 
seems to have flourished about the second or third century of our era. 
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Fakikgifuram or Phirangipuram ; — 12 miles west of Qtintur. At the temple of Virahhadra are 
three insoriptionB : — 

(1.) On apiUar, dated B.S. 1331 (A.D. 1409), recording the oonstruotion of atankhy themfe of 

" vira Narajana Vema Vibhix," one of the Ee4ai chie&. 
(2.) On the same. (The copy sent is so bad that nothing can be made of it.) 
(3.) Do. do. do. do. 

There are five inscriptions on copper plates in the possession of Ilepu<)i Bhujan^^arftyadu of this 
Tillage. He has refused to shew them. There are a nimibei of interesting remains near here testifying to 
great wealth and prosperity in former times. Sculptured stones, &o., are numerous, and figures of wamors 
and the like. Kon4avi4u is only two miles off. The Christian settlement here is stated to be about 
200 years old. 

Gupipupi ; — ^9 miles south-west of Krdstiru. There are five inscriptions at the temple of BhmeSvara 
Linga :— " 

(1.) 8.8. 1082 (A.D. 1160). Grant by Plolftsftni, wife of Srimat Kotappa Nayaka. 
(2.) Do. Do. 

(3.) 6.§. 1085 (A.D. 1163). A private grant. 
(4.) g.S. 1165 (A.D. 1243). Do. 

(5.) 8.8. 1159 (A.D. 1237). Do. 

Kamepalli ; — 15| miles west-north-west of KrosQru, on the Ejrishna. Inside the ruined temple of 
Yifihnu is an inscription, but I have no information as to its nature. 

Ketavaram;^— 12 miles north-west of KrosQru, on the Krishna. In an old fort here is an inscription 
on a slab dated 6.8. 1474 (A.D. 1552). recording that '' dri Nadha Baja Ramayyadeva Maharaja," son of 
liakshmipati Raja, and grandson of '^ Sri Nadha Raia Ramayya 8amanta Sins^ara Mahapatra,'' granted 
to a private person the produce of certain taxes, in the reign of Sadadiva of Yijayanagar. 

Ero^ubu. — ^The taluk head-quarters, 27 miles north-west of Guntur. There is a stone inscription 
here, but I have no information as to its whereabouts or contents. 

MxjNUGopu ; — 7 miles north-north-east of Krostlru, near the river. There are two inscriptions here, 
both on a stone in the street of the village. One records the erection of a temple by ^' GomLa Nripa" 
(probably one of the Chola kings), but is without date. The other^ also undated, records a grant by 
** Sriman Mahaman4aledvara Gto^ayya, in the thirty-seventh of the increasingly glorious years of Sarva- 
lokaiSraya 3ri Yishnuvardhana Mahai^Lzulu." 

PAHiDBif ; — 6 miles south-south-east of Er5suru. There are four inscriptions here. On a stone 
pillar east of the village is an inscription dated 3.6. 1153 (A.D. 1231), recording a ffrant bv Prdlu D«vi, 
a Ram, wife of " ^nman Mahamandaledvara Kcta Do4(jl& G^^^^ Raja.'' On a pifiar in the temple of 
VUvandthasmmi is an inscription dJated 3.3. 1204 (A.L). 1282), a private grant. There is another 
private grant on the same pillar, dated 6.6. 1024 (A.D. 1102), and another on the same, without date. 

Feddamakkbna ;— 10 miles south-east of Krosuru. There are two inscriptions here on a pillar east 
of the village. One, dated S.6. 1097 (A.D. 1176), records a grant by "Malla Bhapati," son of PrOlana 
Nayaka ; the other is dated 6.8. 1082 (A.D. 1160), and records a gift to the temple by Bhtitama Devi, 
wife of *^ Snman Mahaman^aledvara iLota Qundapa Raja." 

Razupaleh ; — 17 miles east-south-east of Kr5suru, 12 miles west by north of Ghinttir. {Razupa- 
km.) On a stone in the middle of a small jungle is an inscription recording a grant to a temple by 
*«6rimat Muchhe Nayaka," son of Sonte Nayaka, in 8.6. 1167 (A.D. 1246). 

61RIPURAM ; — 13 miles north-west of Ghmttlr. On a stone in front of a ruined temple near the tank 

is an inscription of 6-6. 1087 (A.D. 1166), recording a grant by ^'Rajendra Cho^a ^umara 

son of Mahaman(][aledvara Kulottuns^ Ghoda Goi^ayya Maharaja. It relates how the Ohalukya 
kingdom passed into the hands of the Uholas. 

VINUKONDA TALUK. 

Agniguotula ; — 9^ miles north of Yinukonda. Temple of 6iva, said to be very old. A Virabhadra 
temple, described as beautifully sculptured, and veiy old. An old stone fort in ruins on a hill called Kotu- 
konday east of the village. There are some '* illegible " inscriptions on a stone a quarter of a mile north-east 
of the village. North of the village is an image and shrine of a god called ^' Tirumaladeva." (P) There 
are several serpent-stones here and there, and several images of deities.

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BoooAKAH ; — 10 miles north-east of Tiniikonils. Dolmens. A stone inscription " in unknown char- 
aotors," east of Ovrrdlamma't temple. 

BollIfallb ; — 10 miles north of Yinukondo. Dolmens. A ruined fort;, said not to be old. 

Ohintalachbbuvu ; — 10 miles south-west of Vinuton<}a, on the road to Ciunbum. Dolmens. An 
inscription on the temple of Chennakeiavasvdmi (Vishnu), states that it was built and endowed hj EUappa 
N&7c4u in &.§. 1472 (A.D. 1550). The Siva tomple'is said to be older. 

DoHDAPAiiii ; — 6 miles west of Yinukont^. Dolmens. Inscriptions on a black granito stone in the 
temple. The language is not known. 

GASDiOAifAHALA ; — 20 miles north-west of Yinukon^a. Dolmens. Two deserted temples, on one of 
which is an inscription (cop^ not sent). Several sculptured images ar^ to be seen about the village, and 
there are many shrines of village goddesses. In the Mildiga hamlet soutii of the vill^e is an "illegible " 
inscription. 

GABiKEPipn ; — 19 miles north of Yinukonija. Dolmens. 

QoKANAKONpA ; — 10 miles aouth-east of YinukoiuJA. Dolmens. There are two ruined stone temples 
here, not much sculptured, but believed to be old. Some other tomples seem, by the information sent, to 
be worthy of notice. On the north of the hill near the village is a stone with an inscription of 12 lines, 
which the people cannot read. A twelve-headed Ndga is out on a rook a quarter of a mile west of the village. 

CKmMAirAHPApu ; — IS miles north^north-east of Yiuukon4a. {Oummadampad.) There is an old 
ruined fort here. 

GuTLAPALLE ; — 15 uules nOTth-west of Yinukonda. Dolmens. 

ImMELLA; — 16 miles north-north-east of Yinukonda. {Timmella.) There are five ancient and 
deserted tconplee here, said to be of great antiquity, lliere are several inscriptions in and about 
the village. One is dated S.S. 1176 (A.D. 1254), and, so far as oan be gathered from the imperfect copy 
in my poasession, records a victory gained by a general of the forces of the Qanapati soveieigns of 
Oraiigal over the Ohola king. The date is three years before the death of Pratapa "Rudra I. If so, it is very 
important. Bumell plaoes the date of the change of sovereignty of this tract at A.D. 1 228 {Pakeog.y 
40, note 4:). There is another inscription of a stul earlier date by a "supporter of the Cholas" and 
" Euler of Yengi," but unfortunatoly my copyist omitted, or could not deoipner, the Saka date. There 
are some ndgakah or serpent-stones in the village. 

In the hamlet of Bhafiepdlem are three stones said to be elaborately sculptured. 

Ipubu ; — 13 miles north of Yinukonda. (Y^r.) There are seven deserted temples here. On 
two of them are inscriptions (no copy sent). There are two inscriptions on a temple of VUfeivamswmi, 
half a mile east of the village. There are others also. The whole should be examined. One is dated 
6.6. 1200 (AD. 1278), another 8.8. 1574 (A.D. 1652). Close to the east of the village U a seipent- 
stone ; one mile west, a Virakal ; four miles east, a sacred place with a stone pillar and two serpent- 
stones. One of the inscriptions, said to be undecipherable, is close to the temple of Oopdlawami. 

Eanuharlaf^i ; — 6 miles north-east of Yinukonda. Dolmens. On a stone pillar are some inscrip- 
tions said to be illegible. Others are to be seen on a detached stone. ^They have not been examined. 
Copy has been sent me, but it is manifestly imperfect. They are dated A,D, 1080, 1150, respectively. 

KakxtmaScri ; — 10 miles east of Yinukon4a. An inscription east of the 6iva temple, broken and 
illegible. The temple is said to be an ancient one. 

KocHARLA ; — 7 miles north of Yinukonda. An old ruined fort. No one knows who built it, or how 
old it is. 

KottalGru ; — 8 miles north-east of Yinukon48. Dolmens. 

Madamanchipadu ; — 6 miles east of Yinukonda. There is an inscription north of the temple of 
HanunUji. It is said to be difficult to read from its antiquity. 

MusKELLAPApiT ; — 10 miles south-west of Yinukon4a, on the road to Cumbum. {MukJcUlapad.) 
Dolmens. 

McLAKALUBD ; — 8 miles sontb-east of Yinukondla, on the Qundlakama river. A 6iva temple, said to 
be very old. 

NezANDLA ;— 9 miles south of Yinukonda. {Namnla.) An " illegible " inscription on a pillar near a 
mandapam, and another similar on a pillar in iront of the Ammavdru temple. A mile north of the 
village is an old ruined tort. 
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Pbdda Kakcharla ; — 4 miles east of Vinukonda. An inscription of 6.6. 1071 (A.D. 1149) near 
the Bhhnesvara temple. It has not been follj read. There are two ruined temples here. 

PicHiKSLAPALEM ; — 6 milos-oast of Yinukon4a. Dolmens. 

PoTL^RXT ; — 8 miles north-east of Yinukoncjia. Dolmens, In a 6iva temple north of the village is 
an illegible inscription on a stone. 

Bayyavaram ; — 12 miles south of Vinukonda. {Ravaram,) There is an inscription on a temple 
of Ourundthaavdmiy but an incomplete copy only has been sent me, and 1 can make nothing of it. The 
6iva temple is said to be an ancient one. 

Bbmidichabla ; — 18 miles north-north-west of Yinukon4a. Dolmens. There are three ruined and 
deserted temples here, on one of which are some inscriptions. There is an inscription near a well east 
of theviUage dated in S.S. 1557 (A.D. 1635). Part of it is said to be "illegible." In ^he jungle 
between this place and B&vul&puraiii is an old ruined fort. It is said to be infested with wild beasibs. 

Sanampudi ; — 7 miles east of Yinukon4a. There are some " illegible " rock-inscriptions behind 
the shrine of Hanum&n. 

^ABiKONDAPALEM ; — 6 milcs north-north-west of Yinukon4a. {Surikandapalem Aggm,) Dolmens. 

61YAPU&AM ; — 6 miles west of Vinukonda. {Swaparam Aggm.) Dolmens. 

Talarlafallb ; — 6 miles south of Vinukonda. Dolmens. 

TiMMAPURAM. — The Tahsildar tells me that some ancient kadjan documents of Yalue are in posses-, 
fiion of Bhaskaruni Bhftskara B&yaningftru^ a resident of this Yillage, amongst others the 8thala Purdna 
of the temple at Ch§zarlay which ought to be interesting. His family distinguished themselYce imder 
KrishnadcYa R&ya. The books are said to throw light on the histoiy of the country. 

TiMMAYAPALBM ; — 2 milcs south-west of Vinukoncja. (Timmapalem.) Dolmens. An ancient 
temple. 

TiBUPXJBAPURAM ; — 6 milcs south-east of Vinukon4a. Dolmens. 

Ummapiyaram ; — 10 miles east-south-east of Vinukonda. ( Vummadavaram.) Two old temples. No 
inscriptions. 

Vadbemkunta ; — 8 miles north of Vinukon4a. A temple near the tank north cf the Yillage, said to 
haYe been built by a Ohola B&ja. Close by this is a rook bearing an inscription, which should be 
examined. 

Vanikunta ; — 12 miles north of Vinukon4a. Near a well, a mile to the west of the Yillage, is a stone 
with an old and *^ illegible " inscription. 

Velaturu ; — 8 miles north-west of Vinukonda. An old stone fort with bastions. It is quite ruined. 

Velpuru ; — 11 miles north-east of Vinukonda. ( Velupur.) South of the BdmaUhgeivara temple is a 
stone haYing an inscription said to be ^' illegible." Both the SiYa and Vishnu temples are said to be 
old. 

Vinukonda. — ^Head-quarters of the Taluk. There is a fine hill-fort here, said to haYe been built by 
6&gi Gannama N&yudu, goYcmor under Vira Pratftpa Purushottama Ghijapati (A.D. 1462-1496) ; as 
w^ as a temple and finely sculptured mancjapam built by the same man. In the Ragkundthasvdmi 
temple is a stone with an important inscription. The fort was captured by KrishnadeYa B&ya of 
Vijayanagar during his Yictorious march along the Eastern Coast. There is a large mosque here, btdlt 
by one of the Mussulman goYcmors in A.D. 1640, Hijra 1050, during the reign of Abdullah Kutb 
Sh&h of Golkonda (1611-1672).- There are a number of dolmens about the place. The oldest fort at 
Vinukonda is on the west side of the hill, and is said to date from A.D. 1145, and to haYe been built by 
ViiftYaiiibaradeYa, a Gajapati. It was repaired by Poliya Vdma Ite4di of EondaYidu. On the same 
bill are two inscriptions said to be in ancient and therefore unreadable characters. Lower down is the 
fort of Pochimdu Gunnamanidu. He is belicYed to haYe been one of the Be4di chiefs. The ruins 
of the palace testify to its once haYing been a Ycry fine one. The third fort at the foot of the hill 
is said to date from about 400 years back. It is the one first mentioned, built by Sftffi Gannama 
N&yudu. There is' another fort, bnilt 250 years ago, which surrounds the town. In me temple of 
Narasimha are some inscriptions, one of which testifies to the man4apam haYing been built by 8&gi 
Gannama in 6.^. 1399 (A.D. 1477). On a stone south-east of the ma^4ftpa]3i t^^^ the TraYellers' 
Bungalow is an inscription recording a gift made by " Kumftra Kon4r&jayyadeYa Mah&r&ya '' in the 
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reign ot SacUldiva of Yijayanagar in B.§. 1483 (A.D. 1561). An inscription in Persian on the mosque 
records its erection by iiLly& Baj&n K/Oul in Hijra 1050 (A.D. 1640). The Kbdanda JRdmasvdmitemple 
is richly sculptured* The temple of Bdnialinga on the hill is of immemorial antiquity. It has two 
inscriptions, neither of which can be read fully. North-west of the town on a hill is an image of 
Hanum&n said to have been placed there by one of the Mussulman kings of Golkonda. There are 
several very old inscriptions about the rock, &c. Others of the temples are old. 

Yenuoapalem ; — 6 miles east of Yinukonda. Dolmens. A temple 800 years old. 

NAEASAEtiVUPETA TALUK. 

{Head'QuarterSy Narasardvupefa, or Aflur.) 

Annavaram ; — 5 miles west of Narasaravup^ta. An old temple of Vishnu. • 

Appapuram ; — 9 miles south-east of Narasarftvup^ta. An inscription, " illegible," on a stone stand- 
ing in front of the figure of Hanum&n in the middle of the village. North of the village is a temple of 
a village-goddess, near which is another '* illegible " inscription. 

Babbepalle ; — 20 miles south-east of Najasarftvup§ta. A ndgakal bearing an inscription in " ille- 
gible " characters. Some old temples, date not known. 

Boppupi ;— 11 miles south-east of Narasaravup^ta. An old temple. On the north of the Vishnu 
temple, on a stone pillar called the ndgala Btambha^ is an " illegible ' inscription. There is idso an 
inscription close by this on a stone carved with a three-headed serpent. West of the village are some 
dolmens. The people say that they are tombs of Buddhists. 



BukkIpubam ; — 4 miles east of Narasaravup$ta. An early French Jesuit settlement, founded in 
A.D. 1733.

Chagalla ; — 8 miles north of Narasarftvup^ta. (BagaUu,) North of the village, near a 
iption on a stone, said to be ^* illegible." Two deserted temples. 



Ghallagundla ; — 8 miles north-west of Narasaravu^ta* Five temples. In one are several sculp- 
tured figures and, on two pillars, two inscriptions. One is " illegible," the other bears date 6.6. 1740 
(A.D. 1818}. There is a ruined temple here, deserted. 

Ohenntjpalle ;— 16 miles south by west of NaxasaravupSta. {Channupalle Aggm.) A Siva temple, 
said to be 400 years old. On the natuii is an inscription. The Tansildar of Vinukonda Taluk tells me 
that some ancient kadjan dociunents, which are of nistorical value, are to be found in the possession of 
Ghmtupalle Rftma Krishnayya, a resident of this village, whose ancestors distinguished themselves during 
the reign of Krishnadeva ll&ya of Vijayanagar. 

Chezarla ; — 14 miles east-north-east of Narasaravupeta. This is an important village, with a 
temple of high antiquity and great sanctity, ' The temple is dedicated to Kapotesvara. This was the title 

S' ven to the great king Sivi (renowned both in the Mahdbhdratay where the story is told twice, and in the 
uddhist Jdtakas) after his sacrifice of his own flesh to redeem the life of a himted pigeon. It is said that 
Chezarla was the scene of the sacrifice ; and here a temple was erected to the pious monarch under the title 
of KdpoteSvara. The temple would seem, from the description sent me, to be highly interesting. There 
are three caves in the rock — ^whether deep or not is not stated, nor whether they are excavated or natural. 
The village is said to have been granted for temple purposes in the reign of Pratapa Budra. The people 
tell many wonderful stories about the place. There is a verjr large tree close to the temple, which is 
declared to issue from a subterranean cave. One of my informants tells me that the unage of the 
principal deity is simply a lingaiii. There are two inscriptions on the dhmj'a atamhha, but they are too 
old to be easily deciphered, and my copy is very imperfect. An inscription of Krishnadeva Raya's reign 
is on a stone near the dhmja atambha, dated 6.S. 1440 (A.D. 1518). My copy is impOTfect. Aa 
inscription, apparently recording a wivate grant, is to be seen on a stone dose to the temple of Mddha^ 
vawdmi. It is dated 8.8. 1087 (A.JD. 1165). There are two other inscriptions iaside the courtyard in 
front of the shrine, both on the same stone. The people cannot tell me what character they are written 
in. I have reason to think tiiat one at least is very old. An inscription in the temple records a grant 
made by a private person in 8.8. 1661 (A.D. 1629) ; and another in 8.6. 1168 (A.D. 1246). 

Altogether I have heard of ten inscriptions here, one being on a white marble {ndpa rdyi) slab. The 
village seems to be filled with temples, statues, sculptures, Ac. I have had sent me a list of 78 temples 
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(many of oourse mere petty dirines), 28 nandis^ 62 figures of Dtirgd, 10 of Bhairam^ 21 of Vtralu (heroes), 
24 Tillage goddesses, and so on. The people pretend that there were 1,000,001 lingaibs here onoe. (^S^^ 
TiMMAPURAM, Yinnkonda Taluk, for the othala Purdna of this temple.) 

CmMALAMARRi ; — 8 mllos north of NarasarivupSta. Two inscriptions on slabs, one " illegible," 
the other *' legible," but of which no particulars are sent. There is a deserted Vishnu temple here. 
One of the inscriptions is at a tank north-east of the village, the other at a tank south of the village. 

Chirumamilla ; — 9 miles east of Narasaravupdta. A ndgakal bearing an inscription in ^' illegible " 
characters. 

DEGARAMupi ;— 16 miles south of Narasar&vup^ta. Two old temples, date not known. Inside the 
courtyard of the MaUikdrjuna temple is an inscription on a stone bearing figures of the Nandi and a 
Ndgendra. It records a grant in 6.S. 1002 (A.D. 1080) by " 6ri Sanni Choda Mahftrftja," son of "Tribhu- 
vana Mallideva Ohd4a." If the date is correctly copied, the grant was made during the reign of Kulot- 
tunga Chola I. 

Dranadala ; — 22 miles south by east of Narasaravup^ta. (Deranadiila.) Three temples, sculptured, 
two of which have inscriptions (particulars not given). EELst of the village is a small temple of a village 
goddess with an inscription on a stone carved with a female figure. South of the village are 20 dolmens. 

Elchtou ; — see Velchuru. 

Qanafavaram ; — 10 miles south-east of Narasar&vup^ta. On a stone north of the dhvaja stambha 
of the 6iva temple west of the village is an inscription said to be illegible. 

G-ANNAVARAM ; — 20 miles south-east of NarasarftvupSta. A temple of Venugopdlasvdmf\ sculptured* 
East of this stands a stone bearing an inscription in '* illegible characters." 

(JoGULAPAjpu ; — 13 miles west of Narasaravupeta, 3 from Bompicharla. An old temple of Vishnu. 

GoRizAVOLU ; — 8 miles east of Narasard.vup^ta. An inscription, ^* illegible," on a stone east of the 
village. 

GoviNDAPURAM ; — 6 miles south-south-east of Narasarftvupeta. Close to the west of the village is a 
temple with a number of statues, with inscriptions on two stones. The temple is said to have been built 
by a Chola "Raja (A.D. 1023 to c. 1228 P) One of the inscriptions records a private graut in 6.6. 1092 
(A.D. 1170), made to further the prosperity of Kulottunga Chola. The other is dated 6.6. 1082 (A.D. 
1 1^0), and records a grant by a private person. At the entrance of a Vishnu temple in the village, said 
to have been built by Krishnadeva Baya, is an inscription in Telugu (no particulars sent me). There 
is also a deserted temple here. 

GmrrA Oarlapadu ; — 2 miles north of Narasaravup§ta. On two stones close to a tank south-west of 
the village are two inscriptions, both of which are said to be '^ illegible." 

Ikkurru ; — 3 miles south-west of NarasaravupSta. {Tikurru.) Close to the south-east wall of the 
temple is a stone bearing the figure of a serpent and an inscription which records a private ^rant made 
in 6.6. 1038 (A.D. 1116) in honour of Kulottunga Rajendra Chola. This date falls in tne reign of 
Yikrama Chola. On the same slab is another inscription of the same year, relating grants to the temple 
and Brahmans by the same sovereign. There are a number of stone statues and images in the village, 
Ndgakahy &c. 

Irltlapadu ; — 6 miles south-east of Narasaravupeta. (Yirlapad.) A 6iva temple said to have been 
built by the Cholas (A.D. 1<;23 to o. 1228?). In iront of it, on a stone sculptured with a nandi^ is an 
inscription said to be difficult to read. 

Jaladi;— 14 miles south-east of Narasaravupeta. Two temples said to have been built by the 
Cholas (A.D. 1023 to c, 1228 P). On a stone pillar in the Vishnu temple is an inscription that the villagers 
caimot read. On a pillar on the 6iva temple is another, similar. 

Kakani ; — 7 miles west of Narasaravupeta. In the temple under an old figure of the garuda is an 
** illegible" inscription. The temple is quite new. There is a deserted temple 100 yards north of the 
village with an mscription in characters that the people cannot read. Three other deserted temples 
stand near the village. 

Kamapalle ; — 12 miles south-west of Narasaravupeta. There is a deserted temple here. On a high 
mound 200 yards north of the village is a pillar with an inscription that the people cannot read. 

Kanuparrtj ; — 4 miles south-east of Narasaravupeta. In the centre of this village is an old statue

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which the people call YSmndtha &vdmi^ or Jesus Christ. There are two old temples here^ and two others 
quite deserted. 

KlRUBOLA ; — 15 miles south-east of Narasar&vupgta. An old temple of Vishnu. On a stone in 
front of the gate is an inscription in ^' illegible" characters. 

EidANUPALLB ; — 2 miles south-east of NarasaravupSta. At the temple of BamaUnga^ m front of 
the gate, is a stone with an '* illegible" inscription. There are three others, equally illegible, in the fields. 
(Demarcation Nos. 104, 144, 151). 

KoMMlLAPlpu ;— 16 miles south-south-west of Narasar&vupSta. (Bungalow.) A Yishnu temple, built 
400 years ago by one Adri Bhava li&zu — also a §iva temple. A stone fort in ruins, about SuO* years 
old. There is a ^' stone carved with a figure," two miles north of the village, but I have no information 
as to what it is intended to represent. 

KoNDAKAVURu ; — 3 miles south of Narasar&vup^ta. Near a figure of Hanum&n, west of the village, is 
an inscription on a stone recording an act of worship done by Tinmiarasa Ayyangflx, minister {pradhdm) of 
Krishnadeva Kaya in §.§. 1313 (A.D. 1391), Bahudhdnya, If this is the sovereign of the Yijayanagar 
dynasty, the date must be wrong. During his reign there occurred a Bahudhdnya year, namely in A. S. 
]440 (A.D. 1518), and this must, I think, be the correct date, as it tallies with the nistorical fact of that 
sovereign's conquest of these parts about the year 1515 A.D. Timma Arasu is often mentioned in 
inscriptions, but this is the only place I rememoer where his caste as an Ayyangftr Brahman \& stated. 
Compare an inscription at ICakani (Guntur Taluk). In the hamlet of Pamidimarru is a deserted temple 
of Vishnu. 

KoNDAvipu ; — 13 miles south-west of Ghintur. A fine lull fortress and range of hills. The fortifi- 
cations are much overgrown with jungle, but are in excellent preservation. It is not known exactly when 
this fort was commenced, but it was the capital of a dynasty of Bed4i sovereigns who rose to power after 
the fall of the Ganapati kings of Orangal and reigued for 100 years from 1328 to 1427 A.D., when 
they were overthrown by the Kutb Shahi Mussulmans of Golkonda. Krishnadeva lUtya got possession 
of the place in A.D. 1515, and the Mussulmans regained it at the fall of the Yijayanagar kings in 
A.D. 1 565. It remained in their possession till quite recent times. There are two forts on the hill, and 
one below, which last is attributed to Krishnadeva Rava. Mr. Boswell described the place in his Eeport 
to the Madras Government, printed with Madras G.(). of 7th November 1870. (See Ind, Ant. I, 182, 
for a reprint of Mr. Boswell's paper.) 

There is a Yishnu temple on a hill three miles east of the village, where are two inscriptions stated to 
be in '^ unreadable " characters. Quite on the highest peak of the mils, three miles east of the village, is a 
little maD(}apam built over what is supposed by Hindus to be an impression of Yishnu's foot ; but it has been 
adopted by the Mussulmans, who pronounce it to be ^' Adam's foot." There is an inscription on a pillar of 
a mandapam close to the west of the village. East of the town is a large temple of Vishnu, sculptured 
and ornamented with several inscriptions, said to be '^ illegible." It is said to have been built in the 
time of the Beddi sovereigns, but is now greatly demolished. Not far from this is a building called 
the " Treasury," which, however, looks more like a temple. There are a number of small inscriptions 
here, so covered with whitewash as to be illegible. Inside the building is a small temple with a number 
of sculptured figures. 

On the hill are a number of buildings, besides the mere lines of fortification. South of the oldest 
fort on the hill (said to have been erected by a king of Orissa) is a temple of Vemalamma with a quantity 
of sculptured figures, but no inscription. Fifty yards west of this is an inscribed stone, of date 3.8. 
1447 (A.D. 1525), in the reign of Krishnadeva Raya. The inscription is a long one. 

On a pillar of a mandapam at the Biva temple of Bdmalihgay north of the village, is an inscription^ 
of date 6. 6. 1588 (A.D. 1666), recording its erection in that year. There is a figure of Vtrabhadra^ 
said to be beautifully sculptured, iu the same temple, and some other inscriptions. About 150 yards to 
the north of the village is^a mosque built with pillars taken from some Hindu building, on one of which 
are four inscriptions of n 8. 1337 (A.D. 1415), recording gifts by private persons. It was erected during 
the reign of Komati Yenka Ked4i of Kondavidu (1395-1423 A.D.) There is an inscribed black stone 
standing amongst a quantity of prickly-pear 500 yards north of the village. The inscription is dated 
6.8. 1473 (A.D. 1551). Not far from it in the middle of a tank is another dated 8.6. 1460 (A.D. 1538). 

In the Yishnu temple south of the fort under the hill is an inscription of 6.6. 1486 (A.D. 1564), 
dated in the reign of Sadadiva of Yijayanagar. This is interesting, as it is dated in the year previous 
to the total disruption of the Yijayanagar monarchy, and proves that, though Bama Bay a and his two 
brothers held aU the real power, they still acknowledged badadiva as their rightful lord. The temple is 
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highly soulptured. It was here that the !Re44^ chiefs were so barbarously murdered. The history of the 
massacre is completely eiven by Mr. Boswell in his Report {Ind. Ant, I, 183). There seems, however, to 
be room for doubt whether the atrocity was really comimitted by Krishnadeva B&ya. The local chronide 
attributes it to Krishna's governor of this place. Some declare that it was the Mussulmans who 
committed the deed. On another pillar of the same temple is an inscription dated S.o. 1468 (A.D. 1546), 
stating that the pillar was raised by a Be44i. There are other inscriptions also^ one, near the dhvaja 
stambha^ being declared '^ unreadable." 

At Kondapalle (Bezvdda Taluk), in the foirt, is a stone which is said to have been taken from this 
fort of Kondavi4u, from the Nadendla Darvdza (N&den()Ia gate). It lb said to bear an inscription in 
praise of Achyutadeva lUya. Half a mile east of the village \s a figure of a village goddess. Near this, 
on a stone, is a loug inscription which the people cannot read. There are inscriptions, all said to be 
illegible, on three stones standing detached at different places. Two are north of the village and east 
of the road to G-untur ; and one is near the bungalow in the fort on the top of the hill. Altogether the 
Tahsildar's list contains 12 inscriptions at Kondavi4u including two in a hamlet. 

The first Muhammadan governor of the place was named Murtazfi.. He gave his name to the town 
and re-christoned it Murtazanagar. In the same way Eon4apalle was named Mustaf&nagar. But in both 
cases the older name has outlived the newer. 

There is an interesting historical Chronicle in Telugu regarding this place, called the Kdndtmti 
Mdhdtmyam, A copy lies in the Deputy Collector's office at Vinukonda. 

Eonidbna; — 14 miles south of Narasarftvup^ta. Some very old temples; date not known. To the south 
of the village is a temple of Sahkarasvdmi^ sculptured. There are three inscriptions in the courtyard that 
can be read (they are unimportant), and others that the people cannot read, and which must be examined. 
There are two inscriptions in the temple of Vinayakay south-east of the village, and many others said to be 
'^ illegible." There is another at a deserted temple 160 yards north-west of the village. 

EopPARAM ; — 13 miles south-west of NarasariLvupSta, four miles north of Kommftlapfi4u bungalow. 
(Kapparam,) On three sides of a pillar west of the principal entrance to the Vishnu temple are inscrip- 
tions in a character which the people cannot read. They call it Telugu. On another pillar inside tne 
diva temple is another similar inscription. And in the Virabhadra temple are two others. Some 
gold coins were discovered last year at tnis village, underground. 

KoTAPPAKOKDA ; — 8 milcs south-west of Narasaid.vup6ta. A celebrated temple, held in high repute, 
where tiiere is a festival every year, greatly thronged. The temple on the hill is ancient, but I nave 
no particulars about it. 

KuNKTTLAGUNTA ; — 11 miles west-north-west of Narasar&vup^ta. Three deserted temples, in one of 
which is an inscription which the people cannot read. In the temple of Bhogeimrasodmi are three 
insoriptions. 

(1.) A grant of lands to the temple for the puipose of securing the health and prosperity of 

KakatiyaPrat&pa Budra by his minister Mallayya. Un&ted. 
(2.) Grant by a private person to the temple in 8.8. 1261 (A.D. 1339). 

(3.) Grant in ^.S. 1119 (A.D. 1197). Most of this is illegible, but the names of Prat&pa Budra and 
his minister Mallayya (or BoUayya) can be made out. This is a very important inscrip- 
tion as it may help to fix the date of Prat&pa Budra's conquest of this country. Dr. Bumell 
fixes A.D. 1228 as the date when this tract was lost to the Cholas. The stone should be 
carefully examined. 
In the temple of Venugopdlasvdmi (Krishna) is an inscription on a pillar. It is said to be *^ illegible." 
There is another at the Utile Chmeia temple. 

LoNGAMGUNTLA ; — 2 milcs south-west of Narasarftvupdta. {Lingamgunta.) Close to the south of the 
village is a group of stone statues, and a stone with an inscription that the villagers caimot read. 

Maouluru, or Santamagulvru ; — 9 miles south-west of Narasarftvupeta. In the hamlet called 
" Feta " are two old temples ; date of erection not known. An inscription is to be seen on a stone 
200 yards west of the village, and another 300 yards east. Both are said to be ^^ illegible." 

Mallayyapalem ; — 11 miles south of Narasar&vupdta. (MaUayapalem.) A Yishnu temple; old; 
date not known. There is an inscription here, of which I have no particulars. 

Marijtoru ; — 17 miles south by east of Narasarftvupdla. {Maratur.) An old Vishnu temple (date 
not known), sculptured. Near an image of Hanum&n is an inscription said to be " illegible." In the 
temple of SomeSmrawdmi^ near the figure of Nandi^ is an inscription said to be ^* illegible." 
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Mayidavolu ; — 12 miles east-south-east of Narasar&vup^ta.. An inscription, which the villagers 
cannot read, on a stone near a tank east of the village. A deserted 6iva temple. 

Mulakul^ru ; — 4 miles north of NarasaravupSta. An inscription north of the temple of Siva, on a 
stone, said to be *' illegible." A deserted temple of Vishnu. 

MuRiKiFupi; — 16 miles south-west of Narasar&vupeta. On the carved stone base supporting 
a figure of Nandi at the Siva temple is an inscription which the people cannot read. It is said to be 
ancient. There is another on the back of a slab which bears figures of a sun, moon, and a serpent. 

Nadendla ; — 8 miles east-south-east of NarasarS,vup@ta. A stone at Pokramma^s shrine, carved 
with a ndga and an inscription said to be in *' illegible " characters. Two ancient temples, in which 
are eight inscriptions, all '* illegible." There are also inscriptions at a deserted temple west of the 
village, on four of its pillars, " partly legible." There are some " illegible " inscriptions on the wall of 
the temple courtyard, and one on a stone in the road close by. 

Nagarazupalle ; — 16 miles south of Narasaravupeta. A ndgakal bearing an inscription in 
" illegible " characters. A Vishnu temple ; old ; date not known. On a 8tx)ne standing west of a figure of 
Hanumd.n is an inscription said to be *^ illegible." There is a deserted Siva temple here. 

Nakarikallu ; — 10 miles north-west of Narasar£lvupeta. A lar^e village on the hiffh road. In one 
of the temples are a number of sculptured figures ; and two inscriptions on stones, both said to be 
^411egible." There is another unimportant donative inscription in the temple of Tnpurdntakawdmi 

(6iva). 

Nakasabavtjpeta ; — Head-quarters of the Taluk. {See Appendix A, p. xi.) There are some old 
temples here, and a 6iva temple said to have been originally built " by Jains." In the temple of 
Bhtmeivara west of the town is an inscription on one of the stones of the roof, difiicult to read. In 
front of the temple of Pattdbhi-Bdmasvami there is an inscription on a slab in " unknown " characters. 
The remains of the fort and palace of the former Zemindars are interesting. 

Pamidipadu ; — 8 miles north of Narasarfi.vupeta. A Vishnu temple said to be 800 years old. To 
the north of the Vallabhardt/asmmi temple is a garuda stambha^ fallen down, on which is an inscription, 
« iUegible." 

Panumarrtj ; — 13 miles east of Narasarftvupsta. A temple with a number of sculptured figures. 
There are inscriptions in this as well as in another temple. One is imimportant. The others are said to 
be " iUegible." 

Poluru ; — 19 miles south-east of Narasaravup^ta. (Poiur.) Three inscriptions, all in characters 
said to be '' illegible." Two are on pillars, the other on a stone. 

Purushottapatnam ; — 12 miles south-west of Narasaravupeta. On a ndga stone is an inscription^ 
and another on a nandi figure. Both are said to be " illegible." The Tahsildar mentions a third " on 
the middle of the three stones buried in the village by blacksmiths ten years ago." 

Rajampeta ; — 10 miles south-south-east of Narasar&vupeta. (Razapeta.) A ruined temple said 
to be 1,000 years old, with sculptures. West of the village on a slab is an inscription (no particulars 
given). An old fort; date unknown. 17 dolmens. 

Ravipadu ; — 3 miles north-west of Narasaravupeta. An old temple of Hanumdn, In the Siva temple, 
on four sides of a pillar, is a long inscription in characters said tb be unreadable. 

BoMPicHARLA ;-^10 nulcs west of Narasar&vupeta, on the high road. {Bungalow,), {See Appendix A^ 
p. xi.) In the^ temple of Sankareimrasvdmi are three inscriptions on stones near the dhvaja stambha. One 
bears date 6.8, 1479 (A.l). 1567), and records a grant to the temple. (No particulars about the others.) 
In a temple in the fort are two inscriptions ; one said to be " illegible." I have no information about 
the second. The temple is said to have been built by Tirumala Devi, sister of Fratapa Budra. There 
is another inscription on a stone between the village and the fort. 

Rupanaguntla ; — 5 miles north-west of Narasaravupeta. An old Vishnu temple. 

SANTAonpiPlpu ; — 8 miles west of Narasaravupeta, 4 miles north of Rompicharla bungalow, on the 
high road. On a pillar in the Vishnu temple is an inscription said to be ^^ illegible." 

^ANTABiAGULURU ; — See Maqvluhv. 

BLrnLfrKV ; — 4 miles east of Narasaravupeta. An image of a village goddess with an inscription 
flsid to be in '* illegible " characters. The Siva temple here is said to have been built in the time of the 
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Cholas (A.D. 1023 to c. 1228). A long inBoriptioii on four sideB of a stone standing dlofle to the gate of 
the temple of RdmaUngeivara. The villagers cannot read it. Another in the Hiva temple over a doorway. 

SuBAVA&APALLB ; — 13 milos south-south-east of Narasar&vupdta. (Suraparapupalie.) An old Yishnu 
temple ; date not known. 

Tanobbapallb ; — 9 miles south of Narasar&vupeta. An inscription in Telugu on a stone in front 
of the Siva temple. Another on a stone in the street of the village. No partioulars sent as to the first. 
The latter said to be '^ illegible." A third near the temple of HanumAn. 

TimmIpubam ; — 12 miles east-south-east of Narasar&vupeta. A stone carved with a number of 
figures and bearing an inscription on three sides of it in Telugu. A temple of Hanum&n 300 years old. 

TuFlpu; — 8 miles south-east of NarasarftvupSta. (Tubadu.) East of the Vishnu temple, near a 
small shrine, is an inscription in characters unable to be deciphered^ on a stone . 

TuBUMiLLA ; — 12 miles south-west of Narasar&vupdta. {Turumella.) A deserted temple with many 
sculptured figures. 

XTppalapadu ; — 3 miles south-west of Narasar&vupeta. ( Vuppulapad.) An inscription on a stone 
near a statue of Gangoy a villa^ goddess, in an open place 200 yards north-west of the viUi^. It is 
too old to be deciphered by the villagers. There are some other old stone statues near. 

IJppu Maoulubu ; — see Vuppu Maoul^bu. 

Yankayalapabu ; — 13 miles east by south of Narasar&vupdta. An image of HanumAn with 
inscription said to be in '' illegible " characters. Two old Yishnu temples. Two miles north of the 
village, near a tank, stands a stone with an inscription, partly legible. 

Yatidana ; — 20 miles south-west of Narasarftvupe^a. {Veidana,) An inscription (copy not sent) on 
a stone at the Yishnu temple. 

Yelcit&bu, Yelchubu, or Slchtb ; — 12} miles south-west of Narasaxftvupeta, 4 miles north of 
Komm&lapadu Bunfi^alow. There is an inscription here said to be '^ illegible." South-east of the village 
is a stone bearing what is described as an astrological diagram. 

Yelp^bu, or Elp0bu ; — 13 miles west-south-west of Narasar&vupdta. ( Velupur,) Three deserted 
temples. There are two inscriptions on stones near the village which the people cannot read. 

Yelubx; ; — 12 miles south-east of Narasar&vupdta. There is a Ndgakal here with an inscription on 
four sides of the stone said to be in illegible characters. Some of the temples are old. A local onronide 
{Danda kavik) regarding the temples was lately filed in a case by the TCaranam of the village. There 
are two other inscriptions in two of the temples. 

Yebcavabam ; — 12} miles south of Narasaravup^ta. An old temple of Yishnu. Date not known. 

YiPPARLA ; — 8 miles west-north-west of Narasar&vupSta. Two deserted temples and several sculp- 
tured figures. There is an inscription on a stone in the temple of Pattdbhi-Bdmawdmi (no particulars). 
There are three others at a 3iva temple (no particulars). East of the village, on a tank bund, is a stone 
with an inscription in N&gan (P) characters. The people cannot read it. Some dolmens south of the 
village. On the idol in a temple of HanumAn is an '' illegible " inscription. 

YiPPABLAPALLB ; — 6 milcs south-west of NarasarAvup^ta. An old Yishnu temple. 

YidvANADHUNi Khandbikb ; — 13 miles south-east of NarasarAvup^ta. A temple said to have been 
built by the Beddis (1328-1427 A.D.) Several detached images. Aji undated inscription, apparently 
regarding a private matter connected with fields. 

YuppuLAPiDU >— «^ Uppulapadu. 

Yuppu Maqulubu ; — 10 miles south of NarasarAvupSta. Two old temples, date not known. On the 
image of the garuda is an inscription said to be *' illegible." 

Yadavallb ; — ^9 miles south of NarasarAvupdta. An old diva temple, date not known. There is 
an inscription in '' Telugu '' characters which tne people say they cannot read, on a pillar in the temple, 
and there is another on the wall of the temple of a similar nature. There is a deserted temple, date not 
known. 

YBDDAHAPupi; — 16 miles south-south-east of NarasarAvupdta. {Tadanapudi.) Two old sculptured 
temples, date not known. There is an inscription near the gate of one of them said to be ** ill^ble." 
There is another near the gate of Uie BdmaMg^vara temple, north of the village.

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YeplapIdu; — 12 miles east-south-east of Narasar&vup^ta. (TicUapad.) KNdgdkal bearing an 
insoription said to be in ^* illegible " oharacters. A temple of Hanum&n 400 years old. On a pillar 
in front of a temple of a village goddess is an ^' illegible " inscription. 

Yelchtru ; — ^ee VELCHt^Ru. 

Yellamanda ; — 3^ miles south of Narasar&vupeta. ( TcUlamanda,) A temple 400 years old. At 
the top of ahigh hiU, 2^ miles south of this village is a small temple with carved figures and a mandapam. 
There are five inscriptions here ; one of 3.6. 1672 ^A.D. 1750) ; (no particulars as to the others.) Near a 
lingaiti, oh the road to the hill, is a stone pillar with an inscription (no particulars sent). At a deserted 
temple south of the villa£;e on a broken stone are some inscriptions (copy not sent). There are some 
other deserted temples in tnis village, and an ancient temple in present use. Koppai&z Narasingayya 
of KrOstkru (KrOstlru Taluk) is in possession of the Sthala Purdna of the temple on the hiU. 
In the viUage, at the temple of Rdmalingaavdmi are 8 inscriptions ; — 

(I.) 6.8. 1477 (A.D. 1555). Grant by Timma Raja in tne reign of Sad&diva of Vijayanagar. 
(2.) Undated. Grant by Gundamma, wife of *' Yelan&ti Bajendra GbOda Gonkete." 
(3.) 8.6. 1053 (A.D. 1131), A private grant in the reign of one of the Cholas. The date is 
curiously worded, beinc^ given as follows : ^^ In the 149th year of the victorious kingdom of 
Yikrama Chola, the ^bhuvana Chakravarti, that is to say, during the powerful govern- 
ment of the Choi A kings.'^ {/Srtmat Tribhumna Chakravartiyaina Vihixma Choda D^va vyaya 
rajya sarkvatmrambulu 149, agu iSriman mahdmandaleivara OMda Divula yakhanda mandala 
bcUamandu,)

(5.) 



Copy incomplete. The names of Bhima and his wife Biibbam&ifibd. are mentioned. 
(6.) Copy incomplete. It seems to be of a private nature. 
(7.) 6.8. 1053 (A.D. 1131). Grant by Nalla N&gi Ite44i, apparently in the reign of Rajendra 

Chola, but my copy is incomplete. 
(8.) 8.8. 1155 (A.1). 1233). A private grant. 

YsNAMADALA ; — 17^ miles south-south-east of Narasar&vup^ta. (YanamaduH.) Two old temples, 
date not known. 

ZaooIpuram ; — 13 miles south-east of Narasar&vupSta. 500 yards south-east of the village, in a 
field, is an inscription in characters unable to be deciphered by the village people. 

ZoNNALAGADDA ; — 2 milcs cast of Narasar&vupeta. Some ancient temples. Close to the temple of 
Ghpdlawdmi stands a stone with an inscription which nobody can read. 

ZoNNATALB j — 20 milcs south of Narasar&vupSta. (Zdunatali.) Two stones in the middle of the 
village, each having an inscription too old to be read by the villagers. 

GUNTtJjt TALUK. 

EnAMADALA l^^See YsKAliAPALA. 

GlRAPlnu ;*-6 miles south-west of GuntHr. In the hamlet of Chintapallepa4u there is an upright 
slab bearing an " illegible '' inscription. 

GoBAJPTLA ; — 4 miles north of Gunttir. At the temple of Afffaneya is an '^ illegible " inscription* 

GhjvT&R. — ^The head-quarters of the Sub-Collector of the district. There are inscriptions on a pillar 
of the man4apam in the temple of Le^hmuNarasifhhasvdmi at Bamachandmpuram AgrahAram ; and 
four at the temple of Agaaty^vartiwdmi at Old Guntur to the east of tiie Bed Tank. One of the former 
records a private grant iu 8.8. 1140 (A.D. 1218)« At the latter temple is a stone very like one at 
Bapa^la, scnlptuied with four feet^impressions, a snake, and worshippers. (BostvelPs Second Report^ 
printed iffith Q.O. of lAth December 1871 ; Ind, Ant I, 373.) There is a copper-plate in the possession of 
Pottthri Appayya of Old Ghinttlr. It is a Chalukyan grant and should be examined. Some good carvings 
in greenstone lie about the compounds of some houses. 

S^IkIni, or EuKKA EakInt ;— 5 miles north-east of Gunttir on the road to Bezvftda. {Peda Kakam.) 
There is a carved stone here with a figure of a horseman and two dogs pursuing something. The people 
have a legend about it which has been narrated by Mr. Cain in Ind. Ant. Y, 187. There is an inscnp- 
tion on a stone standing in front of the Ghpdlaavdmi temple, dated d.S. 1192 (A.D. 1270), of the reign of 
Budra Mahadevi of Orangal. This inscription is important, as it states that she was the daughter dt the 
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Efi^ailya, Ghu^patideva. On a stone in front of the Vtrabhadra temple is an insoription, dated S.S. 1440 
(A.D. 1518), of S&luva Timmarasu, miniBter of Biishnadeva Eaya of Vijayanagar. 

Karaitotala ;-— 6 miles south by east of Ghintto. A temple of Lakshml-Narasimhasvdmif said to 
have been built by the Gholas. It has inscriptions said to be ^' illegible." 

Trxy.A ; — 9 miles north-east of Quntt^ir. There is an inscription in front of the Vishnu temple, near 
the dhvqfa stambkay dated in 6.^. 1066 (A.D. 1144), reocxrding a grant in the time of the Ghola sovereign 
Knlottonga Chola II. There is another on the same stone dated 3.3. 1171 (A.D. 1249), by tlie K&katiya, 
Budradeva, i.e.y Prat&pa Bucbra I of Orangal. On the north side of the same is an inscription, undated, 
by a private person. There are also said to be two other inscriptions in the same temple, ^' illegible." 

KoNDAPlpu ; — 6i miles south-west of GuntOr. (Karukpadu.) Near the tank-bund is an inscribed 
dab, the writing on which is ^* illegible." There is another on tne west of the village near the temple 
of Kan^lamma. 

KoRrrsFADU ; — 2 miles north-west of Otu^ttkr. {Kopitepadu.) On the southern boundair of this 
village, near the Quntur road, is a stone sculptmred with feet-impressions and bearing an '* illegible " 
inscnption. 

Lam ; — 6 miles north of GuntOr. There is a stone bearing an ^' illegible " inscription in front of the 
temple of 6iva ; and another, equally illegible, at the Bhairavagunfa tank.

MlRKlPTJRAM AoRAHARAM. — LoL frout of the tcmplc of Viivefvartuvdtni, on a pillar, is a long 
inscription of K&katiya Hudradeva, undated. It should be examined. There is another inscription here, 
dated 6.3. 1204 (A.D. 1282), recording a private grant to the temple, 

Manoalagiri ; — 12 miles north-east of Gxintur. A flourishing town, head-quarters of a Deputy 
Tahsildar, on the high road between Bezvjujia and Ghinttlr. There is a high hill here, half wav up ^vmioh 
is a rock-cut platform on which stands a small temple. There is a cave in the rock behmd^ said to 
communicate with the Un4avalle cave-temple 7 miles distant. It has fallen in, and I could not ascertain 
its original depth, but it looks perfectly natural. The ascent from the foot is by stone steps. Near the 
foot of these, on tiie west side, ues a stone pillar with inscriptions on all four sides. It records the grant 
of villages by a chief of N&dendla, and is very iimportant as it is dated in 8.6. 1442, and gives an account 
of the capture of Kon4aia4u by the troop of Arishnadeva Bftya of Vijayanagar in 6.6. 1437 (A.D. 
1515) under his general Timma Arasu. On a stone near a small temple of Cfaru4dU)dr i& an inscription 
dated in tiie reign of Sad&Uva B&ya of Vijayanagar, B.d. 1480 (A.D. 1558), recordmg a grant by Timma 
B&ja, described as son of the king of Orissa {04ra). On another side of the same is an inscription by the 
same donor regarding further gifts. On a third side is a record of a grant by a private person f date not 
ffiven). On the fourth is a farther record, but the cop^ is incomplete. Part of uie inscnptiou is burled 
in tiie ffround. There is a fine temple here with a particalarly tall and straight gopuram. It is modem, 
Imt it IS a very striking object, and well worth more than a passing visit. (Mr. SoswelTa Report^ published 
in O.O. of November 1th, 1870, reprinted in Ind. Ant. /, 150, and SewelPs Iteport in 0.0., No. 1620, of 
November 7thj 1870, p. 35.) 

M^kkImula ; — 12 miles north-north-west of Ghinttdr. An inscription on a slab standing erect at the 
ined Siva temple, ** illegible." 



NallapIbu ; — 15 miles north of Ghintur. {Nelapadu.) An inscription on a pillar of the kalydna 
mandapam of the temple of Sitd-Bdmawdmi. Another on a stone lying south of the 6iva temple. A 
third on two stones of the Erishna temple. None of these are legible. 

Namburu ; — 6 miles north-east of Gunttdr. On a stone outside the 6iva temple is an '' illegible " 
inscription. 

NmuMUKKULA ; — ^11 miles north-north-west of Ghin^. There are some inscriptions heret 

(1.) In a street of the village, on a slab. Dated 3 .8. 1431 (A.D. 1609), during the reign of Krii . 

deva^ B&ya of Vijayanagar. Most of it is " iQegible." If the date is correctly given, the 

inscrijytion ought to be important as this was the first year of tiktt sovereign's reign and 

previous to the date of his conquest of this tract. 
(2.) Near a tank to the south of the village is a building of somewhat peculiar shape, said to have 

been built b^ the Be44ifl (1828 to 1427 A.D.) (lose to it, on a jstone, is a^ inscription said 

to be " illegible." 
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(3.) To the east of the village is an inscription near the mukhamandapam of the Sameivarawdnii 
temple. It is dated S.8. 1751 (A.D. 1649), but is said to be mostly " illegible." 

Pamulapadu ; — 13 miles north-west of QnntOr. An inscription said to be " illegible," on a stone 
east of the MalleSvarcuwdmi temple. The temple is said to have been buHt by the B^di chiefs (1328 
tol427A.D.). . 

Penumaka;--16 nules north-north-east of Gimttbr, 4 miles north of Mangalagiri. There is an 
inscription of B.S. 1710 (A.D. 1788) at the temple of 6iva. Another report gives me the date as S.&. 
1810 (A.D. 1288). 

PoTTUBU ; — 5 miles west-south-west of Qunttur. South of the Yish^u temple is an inscription said to 
be illegible. 

PrattipIdu (Bungalow) ; — 11 miles south-west of (3unttdr on the high road. There are two 
temples here. At the DandeSvarasvdmi temple are the following inscriptions : — 

(1.) o.o. 1156 (A.i). 1234). (Srant of lands to the temple by a sovereign^ of whose name I am 
doubtful. The Telugu oopy calls him " Kodakasopati JDipa Mahsijaja." Dipa is proba- 
bly Deva in the original. This is likely to be an important inscription, as the date is just 
tliat when the country was changing, or had shortly before changed, rulers. 
(2.) S.n. 1435 (A.D. 1513). Erection of a man4apam by a private party. 
(3.) 6.6. 1144 (A.D. 1222). Ghrant to the temple by a private party.^ 
(4.) 6.6. 1560 (A.D. 1638). Gift of a bell by a private party. 
(5.) '* Illegible." On a stone bearing the figures of a ndga, a Ungam^ and a nandi. 
(6.) 6.6. 1450 fA.D. 1528). drant of a chakra by a private party, 
(7.) 6.6. 1476 (A.D. 1554). Donation to the temple by a private jparty. 
At the Venugopdlasvdmi temple, on a stone pillar, is an inscription said to be ^' illegible," but a 
king of Kamd.ta is said to be mentioned therein. The 6iva temple is said to have been buQt by a CShola 
Raja (1028 to c. 1228 A.D.). The Vishnu temple was built by the ae44i chiefs (1328 to 1427 A.D.) . 

BlvELA ; — 11 miles north-west of Qxintur. A stone in the right-hand wall of the "RTrifl^ini*. temple 
bears an *' illegible " inscription. 

BlTAPupi ; — 18 miles north of Qunttir. Clllose to a temple of Hanuman is an inscription on a stone 
pillar, partlv l^ble. There is an old inscription on four sides of a stone, near a 6iva temple, said to be 
" illegible. Tnere are a few other carved stones in the village. 

Beddipalem ; — 1 mile north of Gunttir. Near a tank is a slab with an inscription, dated 6.6. 
1172 (A.i). 1250), mostly " illegible." 

Seki&ru ; — 7 miles west-south-west of (3untur. There are seven inscriptions here, all " illegible." 
(1.) In front of the temple of Some^vara. (2.) North of the temple, in the street. (3.) South of the 
village in a field belonging to Suryadevara Yissayya. (4.) North of the tank, near the temple oiMdr- 
lamma. (5.) At a place cailed BangamgundlUy north-east of the temple of Vehkafeivam. (6.) On a pillar 
of the VeMcafeivara temple. (7.) ()n the south wall of the Chandraiekhara temple at Selapddu, a hamlet 
of Sektiru. 

SuDDAFALLE ; — 6 milcs east-south-east of QuntOr. An inscribed slab, characters ** illegible,'' near 
the field of Yajrala B&mi Eeddli. 

Tadikonda ; — 10 miles north of Ountur. There are many interesting remains in this village. On

dhist figures." At a temple of a village goddess more j^retentiously built than most, east of the village, 
are figures of Bhairava and other gods, and an inscription. North of the village, in a field, is a black 
granite pillar with inscriptions on four sides, ^^ ille^ble." There are several figures and shrines of 
village deities, &c. A 6iva temple, built by the Ke44ifi in the middle of a small pond, has now entirely 
disappeared. North of this on a stone pillar is a ndga figure, and others are ^x)uped round it. There 
is a village Ohronicle of tiie place which is now with the Kevenue Settlement JDepartment. 

XJirpAVALLE {VunA'ocMe, VundavelH) ; — 16 miles north-east of Quntar, 2 miles south-west of 
Bezvfida. {VundapalU.) The four-storeyed rock-cut cave-temple. This is a poor specimen of the 



> AnoUier cdrreepoiideiit infoniLB me that this is an iziacription of a Chola king. 
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Hindu religious art of the seventh or eighth oentury as compared with the rook-temples of Western 
Indisy or the Mayaliyaram oaves, of about the same age. The most reasonable hypothesis as to its construo- 
tion is that it was excavated by the Chalukyas from Ealyana, who were Yaishnavas, after they had 
oonquered the ^ank&yana dynasty of this country (Veng!). The temple is dedicated to Vishnu as 
N&r&yana or Anantasena, a colossal sculpture of whom, recumbent, is seen m the third storey. There are 
many other rock-cut shrines and man4apams about the hiU.

ZoNN ALAGAppA ; — 5 milcs north of Gunttd:. South-east of the temple is a slab inscribed in *^ illegi* 
ble characters.'^ 

EEPALLE TALUK. 

Akantavabam ; — 8 miles east of Tenali, 16 miles north of Bepalle. Inscription oil a stone pillar of 
the 8aptapad€4varaspdmi temple. There are others in the village, of which I have no particulai*s, 

BHATTiPRdLU ; — 6 miles north of Bepalle (not marked on the Ordnance map; close to Yellat^n). A 
ruined Buddhist tope. It was greatly demolished a few years ago for the purpose of makins^ a road ; and 
some of the marble sculptures were utilized in building a sluice on the Krishna Canal dose oy, where the 
road to Yellattlru crosses the canal. They may be seen let into the flooring of the sluice, I have it 
direct from the officer chiefly concerned in the demolition that the mound was between 30 and 40 feet 
high, of a circular shape^like a dome, but ruined at the top ; that there was a marble pillar standing erect, 
Bnd sculpture here and there in marble, but he does not remember rails or walls of marble. He found 
inside the dome a casket made of six small slabs of stone dovetailed into one another, measuring about 

20 
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2^ feet by 1^ feet by I foot. Inside this was a oommon olay ohatty, and inside the chatty a neat casket 
made of *' soap-stone" ^ which contained a crystal phial. In me phial was a pearl, a few little bits of gold 
leaf and some ashes. Wishing to remove ms disooTeries,the stx>ne casket was accidentally broken and the 
remains were left at BhattiprClu. The chatty was also broken* The ''soap-stone" cadiet was smashed 
during a voyage to Englajid and the fragments thrown away. The crystal phial was presented to Dr. 
Bumdl. Mv informant added to his account an assurance that he had not at the tune the slightest 
conception of the value of the structure he was engaged in demolishing. The villagers of Bhattiprolu 
told me that they remember some railing or wall, which they described as about four feet high^ 
surrounding the tope.

BiTDDHAvlNi, or BuDDHANi ; — {Buddhapodu, 16 miles west by north of Bepalle — Bodapadu.) Mr. 
Boswell, in his Report printed witii G.O. of November 7th, 1870 {Ind. Ant. I, 153), stated that a number 
of copper Buddhist figures, part of them now in the Library at Bezvftda, had been found at this village. In 
my Report to Gt)vemment, printed with G.O. No. 1620, of 1st November 1878, p. 34, 1 stated that search 
was bemg made in the Madbras Museum for a number of inscribed bases belon^g to these images, which 
were sent ihither for examination. I regret to state that this has proved entirely unsuccessfiu. These 
valuable inscriptions seem to have been lost. 

Ohandav5lu, or Tsandav5lu ; — 16 miles west of Bepalle. In the temple of Sri Lingodbhava there 
are four inscriptions on stones :— 

1.^ On a pillar at the east gate. 6.6. 1093 (A.D. 1171). A private donation to the temple. 
2.) On a beam of the manjapam. Undated. A private grant. 
3.) On a small stone near. 6.6. 1076 (A.D. 1154). A private donation to the temple. 
[4.) On the same. 6.6. 1098 ^A.D. 1176). Grant by Velanftti Gk>nkayya, commander of the 
forces of '^ Yijaya B&ja. (Compare the B&patla inscriptions.) Taken together, it would 
seem that ^^ Yijaya R&ja ** was a title of Kuloitunga II. 
^' Outside the village is a mound of immemorial antiquity, on which a number of stones are planted, 
like tombstones. This should be examined. The villa^ used, so the people say, to have a large number 
of temples and tanks. There is a Sthala Purdna^ which is with the T&dikonda Brahmans of Gunttkr 
Taluk. See the story of the ''Palnfi4 Heroes" {Appendix Ay p. iii). Gold coins have been foimd 
here, and discoveries are constantly being made when excavations are carried on. Not lon^ ago some 
pillars were dug up. A few years since an immense treasure was discovered by some tank-diggers near 
here. It consLsted of several large masses of pure gold, which evidently was the residuum of the melting 
dowi^, in chatties, of a quantity of gold, probably temple-ornaments. Some were recovered by Gx)vem- 
ment. In the Yishnu temple, here, are some Telugu inscriptions, said to be illegible. 

Chavali ; — 10 miles south-east of Ten&li, 11 miles north-west of Bepalle. An inscription on a stone 
at the entrance of the temple of Pdpeivara. 

Chiluvuhu ; — 9 miles north of Ten&li, 29 miles north-north-west of Bepalle. Two temples said to 
have been built by the Cholas. 

Chinna Parimi Agraharam ; — 4 miles south of Ten&U, 17 miles north-west of Bepalle. {China- 
param Aggm.) Inscriptions on two stones of the BdmcMnga temple, recording grants. 

Ghultjm&ru I — ^9 miles east of Ten&li, on the river. An old temple, fabled to have been built by 



By ** Boap-fltone*' I undentand a material limUar to that of which the Amarftyatl oaaket at the Madras Museum is composed. 
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B&ma. On a stone in the temple is an inscription said to be ^' illegible/' or ^' in N&gari oharaoten." 
There is a Sthala Purdna of the temple. 

BlvALnRu ; — 6 miles east of Ten&li, 18 miles north-north-west of Bepalle. In front of the 
temple of GokarneSvara is an insoription said to be in ^* Nagari " characters, ^* illegible.'' 

DuooirIla ; — 7 miles north of Tenftli, 25 miles north-north-west of Bepalle. Temple of KeiavO' 
wdmiy built by the Beddis (1328 to 1427 A.D.) and rebuilt subsequently. There are some inscriptions 
on pillars, said to be ''unreadable." One appears to be dated in 6.6. 1056 (A.D. 1134). 

GhupAVALLS ; — 8 miles west-north-west of Bepalle. The temple of Lakshmt-Narasimha is said to 
have been built 800 years ago. In the diva temple now in ruins is an inscription said to be illegible, 

on a stone.

Int&ru ; — 14 miles west by north of Bepalle. ( Yintur.) An ancient temple of Vtrabhadra. 

Jakpanni; — 6 miles south of Tenftli, 15 miles north-north-west of Bepalle. In the temple of 
B/SmUtara are some '' illegible " inscriptions. 

Kasuparrt) ; — 20 miles west of Bepalle, 1 mile west of Ponntkru. Insoription, said to be illegible, 
on a slab in front of the Vinugqpdlasvdmi temple. 



KoLAKAL^Bu ; — 5 milcs north by west of Ten&li, 24 miles north-west of Bepalle. On a slab east 
of the south gateway of the KeSavasvdmi temple is an inscription, dated 6.S. 1240 (A.D. 1318). Grant 
^ the son of Sdmayya Yenkan, Commander-in-Chief of tne armies of the El&katiya king, Ftatara 
£udra n of Orangal. Close by is another inscription commemorating a grant by the same man in 6.S. 
1241 (A.D. 1319). On a pillar of the Agastyeivara temple is aninscnption of B.». 1163 (A.D. 1241), 
eyidendng a p^ant hy^ a private party. On another pillar is a second inscription of the same year. On 
another is an mjured insoription of a Chola king, dated B.3. 1124 (A.D. 1202). On a slab south of the 
eastern gateway of the same temple is an inscription dated B.H. 1240 (A.D. 1318), eTidenoing a grant by 
the same son of SCmajrya Yenkan {see above) to another temple. 

KoLLiFARA ; — 8 miles north of Ten&li, 28 miles north-north-west of Bepalle. Insoription near 
the gate of the Mukte^vara temple, ^' illegible." 

EoLLURu ; — 12 miles west of BepaUe. Several inscriptions on stones of both the Yish^u and 
6iva temples. I have copies of four : — 

(1.) |.d. 1455 (A.D. 1533). A private grant. 

(2.) S.d. 1094 (A.D. 1172). A private grant, '' in the tweniy-ninth of the years of Bftja B&ja 

Deva." 
(8.) B.S. 1095 (A.D. 1173). A private grant, <^ in the twenty-seventh of the years of B&ja B&ja 

Deva." The copy, of course, is wrong. 
(4.) 8.8. 1 099 (A.D. 1177). A private grant in honor of Culottunga Chola, '' in the twenty-first 
year of the kingdom of Tnbhuvana Malla." 
A resident of the village, Polipeddi Ayyappagftri N&gayya, is said to possess eight copper-plates, 
which he does not wish to shew. 

EucHALLAPlpn;^7inile8 east-south-east of Tenftli, 15 miles north-north-west of Bepalle. An 
ancient l^iva temple. 

MoDUKURU ; — 8 miles south-south-west of Ten&li. In the temple of Vtrabhadraevdmi are 
insGriptioiiB said to be illegible. In the temple of Rama CMieivaraevdmi are others similar. The 
temples are said to have l^n founded by one of the Cholas. 

MdPARRU ; — 11 miles west-north-west of Bepalle. ^ There is an inscription on a stone bearing the 
figure of a ndga in the Chddeivaraavdtm temple, whidi is said to have been built by the (JrcHbb 
(1023-1228 A.D.). 

MuLUKTTDiJRu ; — ^20 miles west of BepaUe. An old temple, said to have been built by the Bishi Atri. 
There is a copper-plate 'inscription with the villagers. In the temple is an inscription on stone recording 
a grant, but i do not know the date of it. 

Nadimpallb ; — 10 miles south-west of Bepalle. An old temple of diva, said to have been built in 
the time of the Be44is (1328-1427 A.D.) 

NANDrvELUGV ; — 4 miles north of TenSli, 23 miles north-west of Bepalle. An inscription of ^.6. 
1154 (A.D. 1132) (P) on a stone in the AgoBtyeimrawdnU temple. I doubt the date strongly. The inscrip- 
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tion is said to be muoh worn away, and only the first few lines are given, whioh seem to belong to an 
inscription of the period of the Oanapatis, giving the titles of Pratapa Budra of Orangal. Another 
inscription on the same slab records a private grant. The SUd-Bdmawdmi temple is said to have been 
built oy the Cholas (1023 toe. 1228 A.D.) and subsequently repaired by the villagers. 

NidubrOlu ; — 19 miles west of BepaUe, 1 mile east of Ponntira in B&patla Taluk. (Ntdubolu.) 
There is an inscription on a stone fixed in front of the temple of Chodeivarasvdmi, It is dat^ 6.6. 1054 
(AJ). 1132), and records the erection of the temple by a ^vate person '^ in the seventeenth of the 
glorious years of Tribhuvana Ghakravarti 6n Vikrama Ch5da Ddva.'' 

NizlMPATSTAM ; — 14 miles south-west of Itepalle, on the coast. Some temples, said to be very old. 

Pedda Eo^uru ; — 10 miles north of Tenali, 28 miles north-north-west of Eepalle. Three temples, 
said to have been built by Baja Baja Narendra Chola, with *^ illegible " inscriptions. 

Peddapall^ ; — 14 miles south-south-west of Bepalle, 4 miles north of Niz&mpatnaiii, on the coast. 
This place was formerly on the coast, which is perpetually encroaching on the sea hereabouts. It used 
to be the principal tracUng port, and was the site of the fi&st English factory. It was known as Petti' 
poke when first established m A.D. 1611. Up to 1697 it was several times abolished and re-established. 
In 1753 it was ceded to the French by the Nizam as part of the Northern Sark&rs, but was bestowed on 
the English by the Nizftm Salabat Jang as part of the Nizampatnaih Sarkdx. 

.PsDDAPti)! ; — 7 miles south of TendJiy 14 miles north-west of Repalle. A copper-plate inscription 
is in possession of a Earanajn named PapAyya. It is dated ^' Ealiyuga" (P !) 1326. Possibly this is an 
enor of my informant for S.S. 1326 (A.1). 1404). 

Pedda Bavuru ; — 2 miles south of Tendli^ 18 miles north-west of Bepalle. In the temple of SttcU 
Bdmasvdmi there is an inscription partly legible on a garuda stone. It is said to be undated, and to 
contain only the names of private people. 

Peravali ;— >9 miles south-east of TenSliy 10 miles north-west of Bepalle. Two temples said to have 
been built by the Cholas (A.D. 1023 c, 1228), with inscriptions said to be '^ illegible." Some copper-plate 
inscriptions of the Cholas are said to be in the possession oi Bramh&nandam o£ Ar&dimmapuraiiiy a hamlet 
of Peravali. One of the inscrii)tion8 at the temple appears^ by a copy in my possession, to record a £^ to 
the temple by a private person in S.S. 1361 (A.X). 1439). 

PinnapIdu ; — 1 mile west of Tenftli, 20 miles north-west of Bepalle. A temple of Siva said to 
have been built by the Cholas (A.D. 1023 to c. 1228 P). 

PoNNAPALLE ; — 9 milcs west of Bepalle. {Ponapalle Vantu AggmJ) Two Karanams of the village, 
Ponnapalle Kotayya and Ponnapalle J ogayya, are reported to be in possession of eight copper-plate 
inscriptions, but to be averse to showing them. 

PuLivARBU or Pedda Pulivarbu ; — 5 miles north of Bepalle. Several inscriptions on a pillar of the 
Narendreivarawdmi temple. All of them seem to record private grants ; one only Dears a date, S.S. 1512 
(A.D. 1590). There is an ^'illegible " inscription on a black granite slab near the nandi. There is a 
Sthala Purdna at the temple. At the Varadardjaavdmi temple, said to have been built by Yy&ghra 
Bishi, is an inscription recording a private grant in S.S. 1512 (A.D. 1590). 

Tenali ; — 20 miles north-west of Bepalle, head-quarters of the Deputy Tahsildar of the taluk. 
In the temple of Rdmeivara is a copper image with a " Sanskrit " inscription, said to be illegible. On a 
stone at the south gate of the Oopdlasvdmi temple is an ** illegible " inscription ; also, on a stone at the 
small temple of Hanumdriy and on a stone at the temple of Cfmirdhana. In the enclosure of a temple of 
JRdmalif^geimra is a colossal image of Buddha (P) neglected and despised. 

TsANDAvoLU ; — See Chandavolu. 

YallabhIpurau ; — 8 miles north-east of Tenali, 24 miles north-north-west of Bepalle. Two old 
temples. 

Vbllaturu ; — 6 miles north of Bepalle. An ancient temple of Agastge^varasvdmt. At the Vishnu 
temple, on a pillar, is an '* unreadable " inscription. The sluice of a channel here, over which the road 
runs, has been partly constructed of^ smlptured marbles from the Bhattiprolu Buddhist tope. They are 
to be seen on the flooring of the sluice. 

Vemuru ; — 8 miles south-east of Tenftli, 12 miles north-north-west of Bepalle. Inscription, 
*^ illegible/' on a stone bearing the figure of a ndga near a tank. 
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Yetapalem ; — 6 miles south-west of Ten&li, 20 miles north-west of Bepalle. ( Vetapalem,) A 
temple, said to have b^n built by the Cholas^ with an *^ unreadable " insoription on a pUlar. 

VdLSRU ; — 3 miles north of Bepalle. An insoription on the left side of the entrance to the Madana^ 
Gopdlaavdmi temple records a grant to the temple by a private person in B.6. 1460 (A.D. 1538) in honor 
of, and in the reign of, Achjutadeva Raya of Vijayanagar. 

Yeblapalle ; — 1 miles south-west of Tenali, 19 miles north-west of Bepalle. {Yadlapalli.) Some 
inscriptions, " illegible," on the temple of Vishnu. 

YfvANi ;—*6 miles north of Tenali, 24 miles north-north-west of Bepalle. A stone insoription in 
the Agastyeivarasmmi temple, said to be " illegible." 

BlPATLA TALUK. 

Annavabam ; — ^20 miles north-west of Bapatla. Two inscriptions, " illegible," in front of the temple 
of Gopdlasvdmi. 

Appikatla ; — 6 milesnorth-east of J^dpatla. (Appikalla,) North-east of the village, close to the hi^h 
road, is a temple, on the east of which is a slab bearing an inscription of '^ £ul5ttunga B&]$ndra GhCda 
B&ja,"in Telu^u characters. There are other s^rants oy the same sovereign recorded on tiiie slab, one of 
which calls him son of ** Sri Yelanatigonka. Another inscription records that an inhabitant of 
Appikatla built the western prdkara of the temple in 3.S. 1094 (A.D. 1172^. On a stone near the temple of 
Venkateivara^ which bears the figure of a ndga^ is an ^' illegible " insoription. 

Bapatla. — Head-auarters of the Tahsildar of the taluk, 48 miles west-south-west of Masulipatam. 
There is an old temple here with a number of inscriptions. 

(1.) On the east wall of the second pr&kftra of the Bhdva Nardyanasvdmi temple. A erant of 
money and lands by " Uttama ChOda Velanftta Gbnkayya," in 6.6. 1078 (A.D. 1166), 
being the eleventh year of the reign of " Tribhuvana Chakravarti." 
(2.) On the norUi wall of the same. Grant by the minister of "Kiddttunga Ch^ Oonka B&ia " 

in 6 A 1082 (A.D. 1160). 
(3.) On the same. A grant of o.S. 1028 (A.D. 1106] bv the same individual mentioned in No. 1. 
According to my copy, this year is called the sixth of the reign of Tribhuvana Chakravarti.^ 
(4.) On the same. A grant of 6.S. 1078 (A.D. 1156) by the son of tiie grantor in Nos. 1 and 3, 

in the eleventh year of Tribhuvana Ghakravarti's reign (so says my copy). 
(5.) On the same. A grant of 8.S. 1076 (A.D. 1154) by " Sri VelanfttiB^ja fikjadSvara," in the 

eleventh year of the reign of Tribhuvana Chakravarti. 
(6.) On tiie same. A grant of S.S. 1076 (A.D. 1154) bv the same individual as in Nos, 1 and 3, 

'^ in the ninth year of the reign of Tribhuvana Chakravarti." 
(7.) On the same. fi.S. 1076 (A.D. 1154). A grant by "(Jhocja Velanati Kammanati,'' in the 

ninth year of Tribhuvana Chakravarti. 
(8.) On the same. 6.6. 1076 CA.D. 1154). Grant by the minister of the « Gonka Raja," in the 

^ninth year of the reign of Tribhuvana Chakravarti. 
(9.) On the same. 6.S. 1082 (A.D. 1160). A private grant, in the seventh year of the reign of 
Tribhuvana Chakravarti. (!) The dates given in mv copies are manifeistly inaccurate. 
(10.) On the western wall of the same prakara. S.S. 1014 (A.D. 1192). A private grant. 
(11.) On the same. 6.8. 1055 (A.D. 1133). A private grant in the eleventh year of the reign of 
** Tribhuvana Chakravarti 6ri Kulottunjg^a ChodaDdva." These dates are clearlv all wrone 
in my copies. It seems that this inscription and No. 12 identify '^ Tribhuvana Chakravarti 
with Kuiottunga Chola. 
(12.) On the same.^ 6.6. 1077 (A.D. 1155). Gmnt bv Samadi Ammi^, wife of Eulottunga 
Chola Baja, in the seventh year (!) of the reign of her husband, to whose name the title 
*^ Tribhuvana Chakravarti" is prefixed. 
(13.) On the same. 6.6. 1071 (A.D. 1149). A private grant, in the eleventh year of " 6ri 
Vijaya Baja."

I much doubt my copy. It appears to be a grant by a Chola, but eyen of that I am doubtful^

There are some interesting sculptured stones here, noticed by Mr. Boswell m his Report printed with 

G.O. of 4th December 1871 {Ind. Ant I, 373;. 

Chebbolu ; — 8 miles south by east of Qxintur. {Behbralu,) There are inscriptions here as follows ; 
the first six at the Ndgeivarawdmi temple [see Note^p. 81). 

(1.) An inscription of which I haye an imperfect copy, but which apparently belones to the reign 

of Pratkpa Budra II of Orangal, and giyes an account of his descent from Froli B&ja, and 

of his conquests. It is stated that he built a man4apam and gopuram -at the temple and 

endow^ it. Further additions record other priy%te endowments. 

(2.) Dated S.S. 1475 (A.D. 1553). A priyate donation to the temple. 

(3.) Another inscrii)tion, apparently by one of the Q-anapati family, probably Prat&pa Budra II, 

but the inscription has been yery badly copied, and I can make little of it. 

(4.) Another Ganapati inscription by a king who claims to haye made certain conquests. Copy 

yery bad. Date apparently 6.6. 1157 (A.D. 1235). This would be in the reign of 

Prat&pa Budra I of Orangal. 

There are two other inscriptions at the same temple, of which I haye no copy. There is another on 

a pillar of the Vtrabhadra temple ; another near a tank ; another near Ketoy&-Ohari's house« An 

*^ illegible" inscription is reported dose to a math, and seyeral inscriptions on stones near it, all 

'' illegible." Another of my informants reports an inscription in the Ndgeivaraavdmi temple, dated 

6.6. 1067 (A.D. 1145), recording a grant by a raja. A find of old gold and silyer coins was made 

here some time affo, dug up from three yards below the groimd, together with a stone image. All were 

in a ^^ stone box, whicn was broken by uie laborers. The coins were at once seized. Fifteen of them are 

still, I am told, with Moffalindni Frakdiaiti of ChdbrOlu. I am told of an inscription in ChebrOlu, dated 

6.6. 1136 (A.D. 1213), out cannot ascertain its exact whereabouts. Another correspondent teUs me of 

an inscription by a Chola, dated 6.6. 1076 (A.D. 1154), but I do not know where it is to be found ; nor, 

similarly, another of 6.6. 998 (A.D. 1076), which is stated to be a grant in the reign of Yishnuyardhana 

Maharaja. 

GHEBUKfi^BU ; — see Fedda Chebukurtj. 

Chinna Gakzam ; — ^24 miles south-west of Bapatla. A salt station. Part of an inscribed marble 
from a Buddhist tope was lately found here {see Kollitippa). There is an inscription, undated, record- 
ing a grant to the temple, on a stone at the east of the yillage. 

Daooupadu ; — 18 miles west of Ba^atla, on the main road. (Duggubadu.) Two ancient temples, 
date not known ; and three stone inscriptions (no particulars sent). Some ndgakals. 

DiyARAPALLE ; — 17 miles west by south of PonntdixL, 3 miles north of Parutstbru bungalow on the 
high road, 13 miles west-north-west of B&patla. In front of the 6iya temnle is an inscription said to 
be ^^ illegible." This and another temple are said to haye been built oy a Ghola king (1023 to c. 
1228 A.D.) 

Fabinoidibba ; — 16 miles south-west of B&patla, on the coast. It is also called Fbanouladibba. 

Tradition states that there used to be an European colony here as far back as A.D. 1224, probably 

Genoese or Venetian (BosweU). Two marbles, probably from one of the Buddhist topes in the district, 

were lately found here. They haye been sent to the fiezyfi4& library. [BosweWs Ee^arts printed with 

. G.O. of November 7 th, 1870, and of December Uth, 1871. Ind. Ant. I, 187-375.) 

G-ANiKEFupi ; — ^22 miles north-west of Bapatla. An inscription on a slab in the middle of the yillage 
in front of an image of Gtineda. It is said to be *^ illegible." 

liTKOLU ; — 19 miles west by south of Bapatla. (Yinkok.) A deserted temple, and four ancient 
temples still in use. A^e not known. An inscription, said to be ^* illegible." Some stone statues, &c., 
and Ndgakals. One of uie latter is^remarkable. Sir Walter Elliot called attention to it in his Beport to 
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Govenimentprmted with 0.0. of 4th Deoemher 1871. (Ind. Ant I, 372). In one of the temples 
sculptures belonging to some older building have been utilised. 

Inugaixu ; — 17 nules north-west of B&patla, 6 miles north of ParutsQru bungalow. An inscription 
in the ^iva temple^ of which insufficient particulars have been sent me. The temple is said to have been 
built by the Cholas (A.D. 1023 to c. 1228). 

jAGARLAMtpi ; — ^21 milcB north by east of B&patla. (Chagarlamudu) Some ancient temples. 

KlKUMANU ;— 10 miles west of Ponnuru, 12 miles north-west of B&patla. (Kakumanu Rachur Vantu.) 
A temple, said to be very old. In the street is an old illegible inscription on a stone. A Vishnu temple 
is said to have been built by a Chola r&ja (1023 to c. 1228 A.D.) 

ElmMCHEDu ; — ^9 miles west of B&patla. (Karamchedu.) Three old temples, date not known ; and 
an inscription on stone, ^* illegible.'* 

KEdAVARAPUFlpu ; — 16 miles west of B&patla. An inscription on a stone said to be ^' illegible." 
Some stone statues. 

KoLLiMAELA ; — 14 milcs north of B&natla, 8 miles north-west of Ponntknu Near the entrance of 
the Yidinu temple is an inscription, said to be '* illegible," on a granite slab. 

KoLLHiPPA ; — 20 nules south-weet of B&patla, a piece of high ground between Kadavakuduru and 
Chinna Gtanz&iii, east of the Kadavakuduru swamp, and to the west of the old coast road. Here was lately 
found half of an inscribed marble, presumably from the Buddhist Tope at Amar&vatl. The inscription is 
in the Amar&vati character and is m P&li. It might, however, equalfy have belonged to the BhattiprOlu 
Tope. The olher portion of the inscription was found lying near a temple in the v^ge of Chiima 
Oanz&iii. 

KoMMURU ; — 1 3 miles west of Ponnfbru, 14 miles north-west of B&patla. There are several inscrip- 
tions here {see Note p. 81). 

(1.) Undated. By a private person in the reign of Ptat&pa Budra. 

(2.) &•&. 1041 (A.I). 1119). A private endowment. 

(3.) Do. do. 

(4,) Do. do. 

(5.) "lUegible." 

(6.) 6.6. 1051 rA.D. 1129). A private grant. 

(7.) 6.6. 1438 (A«D. 1516). Beoords the building of the temple of Virabhadra by a private 

person in honor of Erishnadeva B&ya of Yijayanagar. 
(8.) Undated. A private grant. 

(9.) 6.6. 1470 <A.D. 1548). Grant by a r&ja called '' Sriman Mah&man^aledvara B&ma 
- B&zu Nilandima R&jayyadeva Mah&r&Ja." It is a grant of some villages. 
(10.) 6.6. 1166 (A.D. 1244). A private grant. 

(11.) ^'Illegible " in part, but a portion -is dated 6.6. 1056 (A.D. 1134), and records a grant by 
^' Mah&mandaledvara Gonlui R&ja." This is the title applied to the Chola kings m many 
of these grants. 
12.) 6.6. 1056 (A.D, 1134). A private grant. 
^13.) Undated. Aprivate grant. 
(14.) 6.6. 1066 (A.D. 1134). A private grant. 

EoNpAPAT^Bx; ; — 10 miles west by south of PonnOru, 11 miles north-west of B&patla. Inscription on 
a f^raoite slab in the temple, dated 6.6. 1689 (A.D. 1267), recording Uie building of the shrine by a 
private person. Another inscription to the same effect is to be seen near the south door of the Malleivara 
temple. 

Masbipubi ; — 7 miles south- west of Ponntlru, 6 miles north-east of B&patla. An inscription in 
ancient characterSy ** unreadable," on a stone fixed in the village. 

MOtupallb ; — 17 miles south-west of B&patla, on the sea. Marco Polo stopped here on his voyage 
up the coast, and describes the place (Yule's Marco PolOy II, 296, 272, 357), His visit occurred during 
the reign of the Orangal Queen Budramma Devi, whom he extols for justice and good government 
He mentions the trade in diamonds and in very fine cloths. (See also Cunningham's Ancient Oeographu 
of India^ I, 542.) There are two old temples here, dating from the time of the Cholas. On the stone 
pillars of one of them are some inscriptions, but no partioul^ have been sent me. 
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MuNUPALLB ; — i miles north of Ponnfiru, 16 miles north-nordi-eastof Bapatla. South of the Tillage, 
an insoription said to be " illegible," in tho Ituid of a ryot, east of the OimtOr road. 

Kaqanla ; — 22 miles west of B&patla. Two temples abont 300 years old. Some Bton« statues. An 
inscription said to be " illegible." 

Nandurv ; — 4 miles south-west of Pounttru, 8 miles north by east of B&patla. An tnsoription in 
oharact«rB " unknown," on both sides of a stone in front of the temple. On another stone close by is 
another inscription said to be illegible, but stated ncTertheless to be in " Telugu" characters. 

Falafabbu ;— 8 miles north of Parutstmi bungalow, 18 milw north-west of Bfi^patla. A stone, 
broken, containing an insoription said to be " illegible." 

Paeutsurc (Bungalow) ; — 14 miles west by north of B&patla, on the Madras Boad. (Parachar.) 
Two old temples, and an " illegible" inscription. 

PIvclOru ; — 20 miles west by south of B§,patla. Three old temples. Eight stone statues in different 
part* of the village. Three inscriptions said to be " illegible," Some Ndgakak. 

Fbdda Cubbvkubu ; — 10 miles north-west of Bapatla. In the temple of Trivikramaavdmi are two 
infloriptions on the garuda slamh/ta. (See Note, p. 81). 

(1.) Undated. Gtrant by " TishnuTarddhana MahOrftja." 
(2.) Slok<K in praise of tne deity. 
On a stone fixed in the bazaar of the village is another inscription : — 
(3.) Grant to the temple by " £a,katlya Ganapati Bdya." No dato. 
(4.) There is an insonptiou somewhere (where, I am not informed), date §.6. 1131 {A.D. 1209), 

by " Cheta MoMraja " (or " Bheta" P). 
(&-8.) On the edge of a tank are four insoriptions reoc^rding charitable grants for temple purposes 
in 6.6. 1066 (A.D. 1144). 
There are three oopper-pl^te inscriptions in the village in possession of NCru Krishnayya, a resident. 
(1.) Grant of an Agrahftra by " Vishnuvarddhana Staharaia," no date. The commencement 
of the plate is in the Chalukyan style, and I imagine that the grant must he by one of the 
Eastern Chalukya sovereigns of that name, but I cannot aacertain which. 
(2.) 6.6. 1221 (A.U. 1299). Grant by one " MaUideva." 

(3.) Grant by King Vfima— " Vsma BhOmftfivara "—in 6.6. 1296,(A.D. 1374). This is probably 
Ana Vema Be4di of Kondavldu. 
PoNKCRO; — 12 miles north-north-west of Bapatla. This is the head-quarters of the Deputy 
Tahsildar of the taluk. There is a temple of considerable pretensions here. On a pillar at the east 
gateway is an inscription dated S.6. 1041 ^A.D. 1119), recording a grant by Kulottunga Chola I- There 
18 another recording a private grant to tne temple in 6.6. 1197 (A.D. 1275). Another, in the same 
temple, records a private donation in 6.6. 1315 (A,D. 1393). And a fourth — a private donation — in 6.6. 
1535 (A.I>. 1613), "made by permission of Gimtupalle Muttu Baja." 

PusaTadd ; — 17 miles west of Bapatla. Two old temples, and one or two detached sculptured stones. 
Pusulubu ; — II miles west of PonnHni, 15 miles north-west of B&patla. A temple, built in 6.6. 
1104 (A.D. 1182) by the village chiefs, according to tradition. There is an undated inscription in 
front of the 6iva temple. An '* illegible " inscription on a stone in a field north of the tank. 
Bbtubu ; — 7 miles north of Bapatla. A temple said to be 400 years old. {Hotur.) 
SANTARAvftRD ; — 16 milos south-west of Bapatla, There are three ancient temples here, date not 
known, and one built 300 years ago. There are twelve inscriptions on stone, of vhioh nine are stated to 
be " illegible." I have copies of three ;— 

(1.) 6.6. 1350 (A.D. 1428). A grant by" 6i1man Mahaman4aledvara Misaiaganda Eathari 

Saluva Telungu Baya Dfivara Maharaja." 
(2.) 6.6. 1014 (A.D. 1192). A private grant. 
(3.) 6.6. 1575 (A.U. 1653). 
SvAENA ; — Is miles west by south of Bapatla. (Sworna.) Three inscriptioue, said to be " illegible." 
TiMiBiTiFADU ; — 15 miles west of Bapatla. Three old temples of unknown date. Two " illegible " 
inscriptions. 

ToBLAPADu ; — 22 miles north-west of Bapatla. An inscription on a stone near the image of Hanu-* 
man, said to lie illegible. 
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Vall^u ;— 9 miles'north-west of Ponntkruy 16 miles north of B&paila. There are three iiiBeriptions 
here. One is a short '* illegible ** insoription of two lines on the entrance of the Ghpdlawdmi temple. 
The other is on a pillar of the same temple man^apam. It is partly legible, and records the erection of 
the man4apam in 6.S. 1495 (A.D. 1573) by a private person. The third is on a stone pillar in a tank. 
It is said to be '' illegible." 

Yastgipxtram ; — 19 miles north-north-west of Bapsttla. Two inscriptions. One is on the garudd 
stambha of the '' Yallabha Bftya " temple. It is dated S.S. 1487 (A.D. 1665) during the reign of SadsAva 
It&ya of Yijayanagar. It was in tms year that the Yijayanagar sovereignty was destroyed by the 
Ifossolmans. The second inscription is on a pillar of the AgaatyeSvarasvdmi temple. It records a grant 
by ** Mtdrti Rftjayyaddva Chd4a Mah&r&ja " in 6.6. 1478 (A.D. 1556), during the reign of Sadadiva, as 
above. 

YiDUBALAPADU ; — 18 milcs west of Bapatla. {Tedupulapadu.) Three temples, said to be very old» 
An inscription, said to be '' illegible." Some Ndgakah and other sculptured stones. 

YuppuTURU ; — 13i miles west by north of B&patla, close to the Madras road. On a stone pillar in 
the village is an inscription professing to diate from the 2,000th year of the KaMytiga^ and to be a grant 
of a vill^ by Trinetra Fallava, Tms is probably a targ&tj. There is a copper-plate in the village, in 
the possession of Yanne Buchhayya, who refuses to part with it* 
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THE KURNOOL DISTRICT. 

So little has been Tvritten about the distriot of Kumool which ib of any historical value, that it 
is difficult to prepare any connected sketch of its earlier days up to the time when the Yijayana^ar 
kings, and the Muhammaidans appear on the scene. In all probability the tract was covered with thick 
forest till comparatively recent timds. It is, at any rate, remarkable how few inscriptions have been 
reported from this district earlier than the sixteenth century. Some few there are, but they are scaroe 
compared with the number in the adjacent tracts of the Kistna and Bellary Districts. The countnr would 
appear to have been in the possession of the Chalukyas of the Western Branch till the fall of that aynasty . 
llere and there are found Chola inscriptions, and, later on, inscriptions of the Orangal dynasty, though 
it is probable that the latter never acquired any sovereignty of the country. They seem to have vidted 
the most holy spots, and are credited with the construction of the Ahobilam temples. It was far other- 
wise with the Vijayanagar kings. Diq>ossessing all the local chiefs, they acquired a firm hold oa the 
country and sought to consolidate their power by a particularly liberal display of charitable gifts to 
Brahmans and temples, the records of which, on stone and copper, have lasted to our time. On their 
overthrow by the Mussulmans in A.D. 1565 the country fell nominally into the hands of the latter, though 
the old landed lordlings regained a considerable amount of power. The country is admirably adapted for 
the construction of almost impregnable strongholds, and there are a great number of fine old rolegar forts 
scattered through the countiy, especially towards its western limits. The mountain ranges and forest 
tracts on the east formed a better fortification than the hand of man could devise. The principal temple 
is that of SriiSailaiii, which has always been remarkable for its superior sanctity. 

MlEKlPUE TALXJK. 

DuDDANALA ; — 21 milcs north-north-west of Mdxkftpur, 9 miles south-south-west of Venkatare4di- 
pdlem. There is a ruined town here and some old temples. In the valley to the north, a tank-bund of 
enormous size ia reported to exist. 

Markapub. — ^Head-quarters of the taluk, 49 miles east-south-east of Kumool. (lfarkq>oor,) 
West of the village is an ancient temple dedicated to Chennakeiavativdmi. At the gate of the mulasthdnam 
are six inscriptions— 

(1.) A grant by ^* Teluga Baya." I cannot trust the accuracy of my informant as to the date, 

and therefore omit it. 
(2.) Grant in the reign of Tiromaladeva of Vijayanagar. The date^ as communicated to me, 

must be wrong. 
(3.) Grant by Tirumaladeva in the reign of Achyutadeva of Vijayanagar in S.6. 1455 
(A.D. 1533). 

(4.) 6.6. 1476 (A.D. 1554). A large grant of revenue from villages for temple purposes, by 

'' Madar&z Nagappadeva MahAr&z," in the reign of SadSiivadeva of Vijayanagar. 
(5.) 8.8. 1567 (A.D. 1645). A private ffrant. 

(6.) 6.8. 1476 (A.D. 1554). Grant by the same person and in the same reign as No. 4. 
There is a copper-plate grant here, but I am not told in whose possession it is. It is dated in 
6.6. 1464 (A.D. 1542), and records the grant of a village, for temple purposes, by SadaSivadeva Raya 
of Vijayanagar. This was the first year of that sovereign, who was then an infant. The Sthala Purdna 
of the M&rkapur temple is in the possession of Bharatula Ankamma, a resident of this village. 

Millempalle; — 21 miles north of M&rk&pur. {Mullapully.) West of the village is the old temple 
of Oopdlasvdmi, Laside the prak&ra gateway are some inscriptions, two of which are dated in 6.6. 1440 
(A.D. 1518). They are of a private nature. 

Rajampalle ; — 11 miles north of Mdxkapur. (Eajtmpully.) There are two ancient and veiy sacred 
temples here, dedicated to Tirumaiandthawdmif one Wow and one on the top of a hill, called ^' Qodr&li- 
konda." 

• ■ 

Tripubantakam ; — 21 miles north-north-east of Mftrkapur. (Tripparanttcum.) There is an inscrip- 
tion on a stoncj east of the 6iva temple. On a hill, a mile to the west of the village, is the old temple 
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of Tr^rdniakeicarasvdmij bearing insoriptioiiB, of whioh I have no particularB. A quarter of a mile to the 
flouth-west is the temple of Tr^rasundari in a tank. 

Vbmulakota ; — 2 miles west of Mftrk&pur. (Vamulcota.) A stone insoripiion at the sluioe of the 
tank records repairs made to the tank in the year 6.B. 1578 (A.D. 1656) by a looal chief. 

Yenkatadbipalbm ; — 21| miles north by west of Hftrk&pnr. (Venkatredd^polliam.) North of ^the 
village is an old temple dedicated to Yishnu. There are some inscriptions here on a slab. One, dated 8.3. 
1536 (A.D. 1614), is a private grant in the reim of Yenkatapati of Yijayanagar. Another is a gn^t 
in d.S. 1544 (A.I). 1622) in the reign of Bftmadeva of Yijayanagar. It is in SaiiiBkrit. 

Yerrakofdapalem ; — 25 miles north of Mark&pur. {Yerragoandapolliam.) A group of dolmens 
is reported to exist in the hills two or three miles north of this village, in the direction of Yen^apalle 
( YendapiUy). A cultivator of this village lately discovered a small black marble nandi^ which is described 
by the Collector as being of exquisite workmanship and elaborately ornamented. Its size is 9 inches by 
5 inches. On the tank-ound of the village is an undated private inscription. 

nandikOtkue taluk. 

Alaoantbu; — 12 miles south-east of NandikOtkur. (UJlaganoar.) An inscription, said to be 
** illegible/' on a broken stone at the temple of Cbnesa. 

Allotta ;— 42 miles north-east of Atmakfiru, on the Krishnd. river close to the Palnftd Taluk of the 
Kistna District. There is a little fort here, only 80 yards square, built of stone, which defends the ford 
of the river. There are the ruins of a town of some siae dose by, with houses and streets built of slabs of 
atone. \See Captain Nelson's Report on this little-known tract, published in the Madras Journal of 
Literature and Sdeneej Yol. XXIII, Pt. II, 132.) 

Anantapuram ; — 4 miles south-east of Atmaktbru. {Annantapoor.) There is a small but ancient temple 
here, and in the jungle at the foot of the hills is another. 

Atmakuru. — ^Formerly the head-quarters of the taluk ; 36 miles east of Eumool. (Atmaeoor.) 
Ptkjftri Sarabhayya of this village is in possession of a copper^plate. The particulars of its contents sent 
to me are entirely untrustworthy, and the oopy in my possession is not much better. . It bears date 6.6. 
1275 rA.D. 1353), and professes to testify to the grant of a village by a king of the Lunar Bace, by name 
^* ChAiukya Chakravarti." (!) There is a very old temple here dedicated to EeSavawdmiy and another 
dedicated to Siddhe^varasvdmi. At the latter temple is a private inscription dated in 6.8. 1474 (A.D. 
1552). There are several other temples in the town. 

Bhanumukktjla ; — 26 miles east of Nandikdtkur. Three deserted temples, not very old. 

BuiNAVEMirLA ; — 5 miles north of Nandikdtkur. {Bejanamul.) Four deserted temples, and several 
others in use. Some said to be old. 

BoLLAVARAM ; — 3 miles south-west of Nandikotkur. (Bolawaram.) There are four inscriptions here ; 
two at the deserted temple of Prasannayyay and two near a well : — 

(1.) 6.6. 1619 (A.D. 1697). Ghrant by a local chief acknowledging the sovereignty of the Mogul 

Emperor of Delhi. 
(2.) Same date and person. 
(3.) An undated private grant. 

(4.) 6.6. 1503 (A.D. 1581). Ghrant in the reign of Banga B&ya of Yijayanagar. 
There are two other deserted temples here. 

BoYAREVTJLA ; — 22 milcs south-east of Nandikotkur. (Bot/rapul.) At the temple of Keiavasmmi 
is an '^ illegible " inscription. 

Brahmanakotak^^ru ;— 5 miles south-west of Nandikotkur. (Bapulcotoor,) There are six or seven 
temples here. In the temple of Bhogeivara is an inscription dated 6.6. 1223 (A.D. 1301). 

Cherukucharla ; — 6 miles south-east of Nandikotkur. (Churcherloo.) In front of the temple of 
Yishnu is an inscription, dated 6.6. 1469 (A.D. 1547), recording a grant in the reign of Sadadiva of 
Yijayanagar, 

Chiiitalapallb ; — 8 miles south of Nandikdtkur. {ChinMpiUy.) Two inscriptions ; one in the 
temple of Anjaneya, dated 6.6. 1469 (A.D. 1547), recording a grant in the reign of Sad&liva of Yijaya^ 
nagar, the other in the temple of Vlrabhadray an undated private grant 
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Dahagatla; — 41 miles BOath-south-woBt of Nandikdtkar. (Wamgutla.) Nearthe^arMo&yaof thd 
Keiavasvdmi temple is an insoription of a private nature dated 6.6. 1650 (A.D. 1728), There is another 
near the gate of the temple of Bhogeitara^ dated 6.6. 1233 (A.D. ISll), in the reign of Frat&pa Budra 
U of Oru^Lgal. 

DtJBGAM ; — 16 miles north-west of Atmaknru, on the Erishnft. A small but ancient temple. 

GipiDEM ABUou ; — 10 miles west-south-west of Nandikotkur. ( Oardymuddoo.) There are two inscrip-> 
tions here — 

(1.) In the temple of Chennakeiava, 6.6. 1469 (A.D. 1547). Gfrant by a local chief in the reign 

of Sad&diva of Yijajftnagar. 
(2.) In the 6iva temple, 6.8. 1473 (A.D. 1561). (Copy incomplete.) 

Ganafukam ; — 11 miles north-east of Nandikdtkur. (Ounnapooram,) At the shrine of the village 
goddess YeUamma is an inBoription dated 6.6. 1207 (A.D. 1285), of which only the date can be made 
out. There is a ruined temple here, deserted. 

IndrbiSvabam ; — 25 miles east of Nandikdtkur. (Indraeshuram.) Two deserted temples, one in 
ruins. 

IskIla, or IsAEALA ; — 17 miles'east of Nandikotkur. (Iskyala.) A temple of NdgeivarUf said to be 
very old ; and another 400 years old. A ruined temple of Ar^janeya. At the shrine of a minor deity is 
an insoription dated 6.6. 1484 (A.D. 1562), recording a private grant in the reign of SadAsiva of 
Yijayanagar. A mosque, built 200 years ago. 

jHALAKANmitJ ; — 12 milcs south by east of Nandikdtkur. (JuUakanoar,) In the temple of Yishnu 
is an inscription said to be ** illegible." A mosque 300 years old. 

Jotubu; — 12 miles east of Nandikdtkur. (Jootoar.) There is an old temple here dedicated to 
Mallefvaray fabled to have been built by Janamejaya. In Ling&la, a hamlet of JutOru, are two inscrip- 
tions. 

(1.^ In front of the temple of Ar^a/neya, Undated. Private. 
(2.) On a pillar a furlong west of the village. ** Illegible.'' 

Eadumubtj ; —7 miles south by west of Nandikdtkur. {Kudlamoor.) There are three inscriptions 
here: — 

(1.) In the Yishnu temple. 6.8. 1470 (A.D. 1548). (My copy is imperfect.) 

(2.) In the same temple. (Copy not sent.) 

(3.; On the dhvqja stambha of tne temple of Avjaneya. 6.6. 1467 (A.D. 1545). Private. 

Kaknamabakala ;— 12 miles south by west of Nandikdtkur. {KwMmuddkala.) At the temple of 
Arijaneya are two inscriptions :-— 

(1.) 6.6. 1482 (A.D. 1660). Ghrant by a local chief in the reign of Sad&fiiva of Yijayanagar. 
(2.) 6.6. 1473 (A.D. 1551). A private grant. 

Eetavabam ; — 11 miles south-west of Nandikdtkur. {Kaiewar.) There are two deserted temples 
here. In the 6iva temple in present use are two inscriptions ; — 

(1.) 6.6. 1451 rA.D. 1529). A private grant m the reign of a king, probably Exishnadeva 

B&ya, wnose name is unfortunately destroyed. 
(2.) (Particulars not sent.) 

EoLAMNALLA ; — 1 milcs south of dn^ailaiii, 22 miles east-north-east of Atmakoru. {KoUumnuUa.) 
This is a village situated in a deep gully. There is an old temple in the village from which a stone- 
paved road runs to 6ridailaih, covered with figures and inscriptions engraved bv devotees. On the summit 
of a hill to the north of the village is a stone ^' archway " m ruins. My information is gatiiered from 
Captain Nelson's Beport on this tract, quoted above (Allotta). 

EoNiDTALA ; — 5 miles north-east of Nandikdtkur. There are two ruined temples here. 

EuBUKUOTA ; — ^26 (P) miles east of Nandikdtkur. Four deserted temples, in two of which are *' illegi- 
ble" inscriptions. 

MAnDiQUTTA ;«-8 miles north of Nandikdtkur. {Muddygutta.) A ruined 6iva temple, and a 
mosque built in the time of the Mogul emperors. 

Ma^plbm ; — 3^ miles east of Nandikdtkur. {Mwndhm,) Three deserted temples. 
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MmuTURU ; — 5^ miles south of Nandikotkor. (Middatoar,) There are six inscriptions here, five of 
them being at the Keiavasvdmi temple, and the last at the temple of Vtrtibhadra. 

(1.) 6.D. 1469 (A.D. 1547). A grant by one of the Yijayanagar family named KOnayyadeva, 

in the reign of Sadfiiiva. 
(2.) 6.8. 1475 (A.D. 1553). Ghrant in the same reign. 
(3.) 6.8. 1603 (A.D. 1581). Grant by " Rangappa BAjayyadeva Mahftrftja," in the reign of 

Hanga Baya of Yijayanagar. 
(4.) 6.6. 1483 (A.D. 15t)l). A private ffrant in the reign of SadSiiva of Yijayanagar. 
(5.J , Do. Ghrant by tne same. 

(6.) 6.8. 1469 (A.D. 1547). Grant to another temple by the grantor of No. 1, in the same reign. 

MiTAKANDALA ; — 14 miles east by south of Nandikdtkur. {MittaJcunda.) In the deserted temple of 
Siddheivaray at the southern gate, is an inscription dated 6.6. 1621 (A.D. 1699), of a private character. 

MdRVAKONDA ; — ou the river, 12 miles north of NandikOtkur. . (Mooracanda.) Three ruined and 
deserted temples, and an old mosque. In the hamlet of Arlapd4u ( Urlapad) is a ruined temple of 
Anjaneya^ and in a field south-east of the village is an inscription on'a stone, said to be '^ illegible." 
In the hamlet of Kon4aprakaturu {Condapragatoor) are three deserted temples in ruins. 

MusALAMADUGU ; — 13 milcs north-east of Nandikotkur. (Moaslemuddoo.) Three inscriptions : — 

(1.) In the old and deserted Yishnu temple. Undated. Private. 

(2.) In the temple of Chhatreivaray in the fort. Undated. Private. 

(8.) In the same temple, an ^' illegible" inscription. There are two other deserted temples here, 
and an old temple of Rctmeivara. At the entrance of the village is a stone bearing an inscrip- 
tion of 6.6. 1461 (A.D. 1539), recording a grant in the reign of Aohyutadeva of Yijaya- 
nagar. 

NAOALrri ; — 5 miles south of Nandikotkur. {Na^aylooty,) There are two deserted temples here. 
In front of the temple of Anjaneya is a stone beeuring an inscription, dated 6.6. 1469 (A.D. 1547), 
recording a grant made in the reign of Sad&diva of Yijayanagar, In the hamlet of Paipfileih {Pyepolliam) 
is a deserted temple of 6iva. In front of the Anjaneya temple is an inscription in the same yeax and 
reign as that at the main village. 

Nagatuku ; — 5 miles north of Nandikotkur. {Nagaioar!) There are four old temples here, mostly 
deserted. 

Naiydikotkub {Nandikdiakuru). — Head*quarters of the taluk, 14 miles east of Eumool. (Nundy* 
eoteooor.) There are eight deserted temples of 6iva here. In the temple of Anjaneya is an inscription, 
undated, and of a private nature. At the temple of Malleivara is an inscription of which I have only an 
incomplete copy. 

Nandikunta;— 20 miles east of Nandikotkur, 2 miles north-east of Atmaktdru. (NundycootUa.) 
Two deserted temples in ruins^ age not given. 

NrTANAPALLB ; — 12 miles south-west of Nandik5tkur. A deserted temple of Anjaneya* In front of 
it is an inscription said to be '^ illegible." A deserted mosque. 

Pagidvala, or Pagidela ; — 7 miles north-east of Nandikotkur. {PuggydeaU.) Two deserted tem- 
ples about 300 years old, and an old mosque. Five inscriptions ; — 

(1.) At tne Anjaneya temple. 6.6. 1439 (A.D. 1517). A private grant. 

(2.) At the same temple. 6.6. 1706 (A.D. 1783). 

(3.) 6.6. 1477 rA.D. 1555). A private grant in the reign of Sad&6iva of Yijayanagar. This 

and the last two are at the temple of Vtrabhadra. 
(4.) Same date and reign. 
(5.) 6.6. 1698 (A.D. 1776). (Copy incomplete.) 

Pabumakchala ; — 8 miles south-east of Nandikotkur. (Par Munchala.) There are three inscrip- 
tions here ; — ^ ^ 

(1.) On a pillar of the Yishnu temple. 8.8. 1446 (A.D. 1524). A private grant. 
(2.) On a nandi figure at the Vtrabhadra temple, said to be " iUegible." 
(3.) A modem one of A.D. 1868. 
Pasupula ; — 14 miles west-south-west of Nandikotkur, 3 miles south-east of EumooL (PuegmU.) 
Three deserted temples^ and a large ruined mosque, date unknown. 
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Patakota, or Pratakota ; — 10 miles north-east of Nandik6tkur. There are three inscriptions at 
this villfi^ ; — 

(1.) In the temple of Anjaneya, 6.§. 1590 (A.D. 1668). A private grant. 
(2.) In the temple of Virahhmira. " Illegible." 

(3.) At the temple of Ndgeivara, S.S. 1522 (A.D. 1600). A private grant in honor of a local 
chief, made in the reign of Sada§iva of Vijayanagar. 
There are three deserted temples here. 

Peddacheruvu ; — 16 miles east-north-east of Atmakom. (Peddacherroo.) Captain Ne^^n, in his 
Report already quoted (Allotta), mentions the existence, in the wild tract between this place and Siddha- 
puram, of a quantity of ancient remains betokening the existence of a large and afflaent population at 
some former period. He mentions ruined forts, cities, and large tanks. 

Sanqame^varam ; — 20 miles west-north-west of Atmakuru, 1 2 miles north-east of Nandikotkur. 
(Sungumeshwar.) There is a double rock-cut cave here with a stone image. At the temple of Sangnm- 
eJvara, which is an important one and held very sacred, are three illegible inscriptions. There are 
several deserted temples here. 

Sankaranenipalle ; — 1 1 miles north-east of NandikCtkur. {Sunkumunpilly.) There is an inscrip- 
tion here, in front of the garbhdlaya of the temple of Pdrthive^vara, It is of a private nature and 
unrlated. 

oiKHARAM ; — 4 miles south-east of SrI6ailam, 24 miles east-north-east of Atmakuru. There is a small 
but ancient temple here on the top of a hill, and several detached shrines. From the temple a paved 
road leads to Bridailaiii, almost every stone of which is carved with figures and inscriptions, the work 
of devotees. {8ee Sri^ailam.) Captain Nelson describes it in his report already quoted (Allotta). 

SiDDHAPURAM ; — 8 miles east of Atmakuru. (SlcUiapoor,) (See Peddacheruvu.) There is said to be 
in the jungles the remains of the bund of an immense tank which reaches southwards to Yellagodu, 16 
miles o£P. Two and a half miles north-east of the village is the Nagaluti temple. It is connected with 
SrISailam, 15 miles off as the crow flies, by a stone-paved roadway, passing through Kolamnalla. (q.v,) See 
Captain Nelson's Report already quoted (Allotta). Several small shrines stand by the roadside on the 
way to oridailarh. 

SiDDHEPALLE ; — 29 miles east of Nandikotkur. There are two very old temples here, one dedicated 
to Afijaneyay the other to Mcara. In the hamlet of Anantftpuraih, on the wall of the temple of a village 
goddess named Oangamnux^ is an inscription, of which no copy has been sent me. The temple is said to 
be 500 years old. There is a deserted temple here of Suryandrdyanasvdmi^ said to be 300 years old. 
West of the village, on a stone in a field (Demarcation No. 411), is an inscription dated 6.S. 1370 
(A.D. J.448), of a private nature. 

SiDDHEdvARAM ; — 20miles west-north-west of Atmakuru, closeto Sangamesvararh. {q^v,) (Shidesyer,) 
There are three deserted temples here, and an old and very sacred temple of Siddheivara. 

SiVAPURAM ; — 3 miles north-west of Atmakuru. {SJieevoopoorum,) Some old temples. In the 
temple of SiddheSvarasvdmi are two inscriptions, of which only imperfect copies have been sent to me. 
There are two inscriptions at the temple of Kollambhdrati^ both said to be " illegible." 

^KidAiLAM ; — 24 miles north-east of Atmakuru. {Sreeshalam Pag,) The great temple here, in spite 
of its inaccessibility, is one of the most renowned temples of Southern India. It is situated hi^h 
above the rooky banks of the Krishnl, and is surrounded for miles on all sides by evidences of its 
superior sanctity in the shape of temples, mandapams, long flights of stone steps on hill-sides, and other 
monuments of nmn's piety or superstition. The principal temple is dedicated to Siva, and is known 
as Parvatam, the " mountain." Colonel Mackenzie writes a long description of the place in the Astatic 
Researches for 1798, V, 303, where he calls it Perwuttuin, He had visited it in March 1794, and declares 
that up to that time it had been imknown to Europeans ; so, at least, he was told by the priests, who seem 
to have treated him with marked courtesy. Mackenzie describes the temple as consisting of two small 
shrines^ about 30 feet high, surrounded by walls. The outer court is 660 feet long by 510 feet broad. 
The shrine in the centre is dedicated to Mallikdrjun/i, all its walls and roof being covered with bra&s, 

f'lt. On its western side were three sheets of brass plates bearing inscriptions very neatly engraved, 
here are inscriptions on all four sides of the dhvaja stambha, described by Mackenzie as being, two in 
Telugu, one in Devanagari, and one in Ghrantha characters. There are many other inscriptions besides 
these on the walls of the temple and court. Mackenzie was permitted a view of the image worshipped, 
seen by means of a light thrown in by reflection from a mirror. He describes it as '^ a small^ obiong» 
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roimdiflh, white stone^ with dark rinffs, fixed in a silver case." The wall of the outer prak&ra has 
gopurams over the gateways, built partly of brick, and is profusely sculptured. Mackenzie enumerates 
nine courses of sculptured work, the lowest representing elephants, then horses and hunting scenes, 
next tigers and human figures, then four courses with various designs, the eighth with flower-work less 
profusely spread, and the topmost cut into battlements with carved figures. 

Gaptam Nelson contributes a paper on this temple and the neighbourhood in the Madras Journal of 
Literature and Science (XXIII, Pt. II, 132), in whicn he generally confirms Mackenzie's description. He 
mentions the stone-paved road leading from the temple gate to the river, winding down a very steep hill. 
He thinks that Parvatam ** must once have been a vast city," though nothing now remains of its former 
glory except the temple. The ruins of stone bowries of great beauty, and lines of stone walls that " every- 
where can be seen standing out of the thorn jungle still give an idea of a time that has long gince 
passed away." 

The principal places connected with Siidailaiii are the temples on both banks of the river, 5 miles 
north ; a temple I4 miles south ; the temple of Alake^vara (Kubera), (ZniakoAhuer Pag.)y 2 miles south- 
east ; the temple at ^ikharam, 4 miles south-east ; the temple at Kolamnalla {Kolunullam)^ 4 miles south ; 
the temple of Nakkamalla, 6 miles south by west ; and the temple of Nagaluti, 15 niiles south-west. 
{Nagalooty Pag,) Seven miles north of Srldailaiii, on the Nizam's side of the river, is the site of the 
deserted city and fort of Chandragurtipatnam {Chundergoortyputnum)^ a place formerly of great importance, 
said to measure 1 square miles in circumference. The country round Sridailam is mountainous and is 
covered with forest. Mr. Voysey, in Asiatic ResearcJiPB XV, 121, describes some ruined temples and 
stone-revetted tanks, 5 miles south-east of Sri6ailam. This ought to be somewhere near Sikharam. 

I have a copy of an inscription on a raised platform at the east gate of the main temple at 6ridailaih. 
It records the erection of a mandapam, and grant of two villages to the temple in 6.6. 1438 (A.D. 1516) 
by Krishnadeva B>aya of Vijayanagar. 

Talamudipi ; — 13 miles south-east of NandikStkur. (Tullatnuddapee,) Two temples, said to be 
400 years old, deserted. In the temple of Koiamsvimi is an " illegible" inscription. 

Tarigopula ; — 10 miles east of Nandikotkur. (Turgoput.) There are four inscriptions here ; — 
(1.) In the temple of Keiavasvdmi, 8.8. 1679 (A.U. 1757). Unimportant. 
(2.) In the temple of Vtrab/iadrasvdmi, 6.8. 1571 (A.D. 1649). A private grant. 
(3.) In the temple of A^janeya, " Illegible." 
(4.) Near a well at the Sidd/ieSoarasvdmi temple. 6.6. 1567 (A.D. 1645). Private. 

TuRTURU ; — 3 J miles south-east of Nandikotkur. (Turfoor.) An old temple of Ke^avasvdmi, fabled 
to have been built by Janamejayya, where there is a private inscription dated 6.6. 1650 (A.D. 1728). 
Another temple in the village is said to be 300 or 400 years old. 

Vaddamanu ; — 4 miles west of Nandikotkur. ( Wuddaman,) Near a well is an inscription dated 
8.6. 1485 (A.D. 1563), recording a grant made during the reign of Sadadiva of Vijayanagar. Another 
inscription of the same reign, dated 6.6. 1466 (A.D. 1544), is to be seen on a stone near the north wall 
of a temple of Yellamma, a village goddess. 

Vempeota; — 1 7 miles east-south-east of Nandikotkur. (Vatnepenta,) An "illegible" inscription 
at the 6iva temple. 

ViRABHADRA DuROAM ; — ou the river, 18 miles north-east of Nandikotkur. {Verabudr Droog.) 
Two deserted temples, said to be very old. 

Teliji.g6pu ; — 12 miles south of Atmakuru. {Yellagode.) In the jungles of the Nallamala hills 
oonnected with this village, on the Brahme^rara Peak, 12 miles south-east, is an old temple much 
overgrown with forest, close to one of the springs which form the sources of the Gundlakamma river, 
flowing into the lake at Cumbum. 

YellIla; — 11 miles north-north-east of Nandikotkur. Three ruined temples and one in present 
use, said to be very old. An old mosque. 

Terramatham ; — 13 miles north-east of NandikStkur. In the hamlet of Lihgapuram {Lingapoo^ 
rum) is a temple 400 years old, and a deserted and ruined temple. 

RAMALLAKOTA TALUK. 

■ 

Anugotoa ; — 16 miles south-west of Kumool, east of Pusuluru, on the Handri river. On two 
stones in the village are inscriptions, both said to be '* illegible." 
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BoLLAVARAM ; — 20 miloB south of Kumool. (Ballapoor.) In the temple of Vtrabhadramimi is an 
" illegible" inscription. 

G-ORAOTLA ; — 19 miles sonth-west of KumooL {Oarintla.) In the temple of Mddhavasvdmi is an 
inscription dated d.d. 1507 (A.D. 1585), recording the grant of a village to the temple by Ranga Raja of 
Yijayanagar. This was tne last year of his reign. In the 6iva temple is an inscription said to be 
« illegible." 

JoHARPXJRAM ; — a suburb of Kumool on the south-east. (Jorampoor,) General Gunninghamy in his 
Ancient Geography of India (I, 545), identifies this place wil^ the Jho-H^ye or Chu-li-ye visited by the 
Chinese pilgrim Hiwen Thsang about the year A.D. 640. Julien's Siouen Th^ang^ Voyages 11, 116. 
Tchoi^K'ye,) Hiwen Thsang describes Chu*li-ye as the capital of a kingdom lying 1,000 /t, or 167 miles, 
south-west of Dhanakacheka or Dhafiakatakaj the name of a kingdom probably near Amar&yati or 
Bezyd4a. 

Kall^u ; — 1 mile south-west of Kumool, the present head-quarters of the R&mallakdta Taluk. 
An inscription on stone dated 8.S. 1686 (A.D. 1764)i recording a private charity. Another, undated, 
evidencing a grant by a Mussulman. 

Kalugotla ; — 16 miles south of Kumool. (Calgotla,) There is an inscription here in a temple dedicated 
to 6iva, dated 6.6. 1686 (A.D. 1764), recording the erection of the temple by a private person. In the 
hamlet of Krishnapuraiii {Kistnapoor) ia an inscription on a stone near a hill called Valakanda. 

KuRNooL (Karnulu). — The head-quarters of the district. There is a fine old Mussulman fort 
here, and various other interesting remains. The tomb of Abdul Wahd;b Khan, Navftb of Kumool, is 
described by Major Lawford in paragraph 8 of his letter to Government of 8th September 1858 
(No. 3452, printed tcith P. W, Consultation of \2th October 1858). Close to the banks of the Tunga- 
bhadrd. river is a fine large tomb, said to have been erected to the memory of the English wife of a 
former prime minister of the Kumool Navab. It was said to have been kept in order by sums remitted 
from England by her relations. Near the Dargah is a stone bearing an inscription dated 6.6. 1201 (A.D. 
1279), which, so far as I can ascertain from the scanty information sent me, records a grant to a temple, 
by a merchant, of property which had been conferred on him by Pratapa Biudra I of Orangal. 

Seven miles north-east of Kumool on the Nizdm's side of the Tun^bhadra is the town of Alaiiipuram 
(Allumpoor). I am told that opposite to this place on the southern Dank of the river is a strip of land 
a mile long by about 20 yards broad, thickly sls^wn with ancient burying-places. 

Lanji Poluru ; — 7 miles south by west of Kumool, near the Gooty road. Three miles east of thi#^ 
village, on a hill, is a sculptured temple of Jaganndthaavdmi, and an inscription said to be *^ illegible." 

Narnuru ; — 8 miles south of Kumool on the Cuddapah road. ( Vumool.) In front of the temple 
of Vtrabhadra is a stone with an inscription dated 6.6. 1467 (A.D. 1545), of which only the date has 
been sent to me. In the village is an old temple of Mddhavasvdmiy said to be large and well sculptured. 

Natakallu ; — 13 miles south-west of Kumool, 7 miles north-north- west of B&mallakota. (Ndykul.) 
A deserted temple of Mddhavasvdmiy on a pillar of which is an ^' illegible " inscription. 

Panchalinoala ;— on the north side of the Tungabhadra, 2 J miles north-west of Kumool. There 
are inscriptions, said to be illegible, on two stones in front of the temple of Panchalihgeivara, 

PuLLiouMMi ; — 14 miles south of Kumool. {Poolgooniy,) There is an '* illegible " inscription on 
a stone half a mile north of the village. 

PusuLURU ; — 124 miles south-south-west of Kumool. (Poosooloor.) There is an inscription, said to 
be ** illegible," on a stone in the temple of Mddhavasmmi, 

Bamallakota ; — 18 miles- south of Kumool. (Bamulkota,) A temple of Vishnu, said to have been 
built by people from Ghijarat, who settled in the district, trading in diamonds. There is a diamond-field 
quite close to this town. 

Tadakanapallb ; — 8 miles south of Kumool. (Tudkumpully.) In the hamlet of lUmasamudraiii is 
a temple, finely sculptured, dedicated to Yishnu. I have no information as to its age. 



Veludurti ; — 4 miles west-south-west of Bamallakota. (Yeidoorty,) At the temple of Baniasvdmt 
is an inscription recording a private grant to the temple. ^No further information has been sent to me 
regarding it. A temple on the top of a hill, dedicated to 6iva, is said to be of great antiquity. There 
are several temples here. 
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PATTIKONDA TALUK. 

This taluk was formerly called the Panohapalem Tduk, having been under the sway of five Pole- 
gars (PdlegdrUj Pdlaiyakkdran\ whose capitals were at Channaiiipalle, Pvapali, Kappatrftlla, Maddikira, 
and Devanakonda. At all these places are the remains of the fine hill-forts constructed by these chiefs, 
though the last two are ^eatly demolished, the stones of the fort at Maddikira having been utilized for 
the works of the Madras KaUway Company. The Ohannaihpalle and Ddvanakonda families are extinct, 
the survivors of the other three being Government pensioners. The taluk was formerly noted for its 
rich diamond fields, and a number of Ghijar&tiB settlea in it as traders. None, or very few, now remain. 



Ghannampalle ; — 8 miles south-east of Pattikon4a, 12 nules north by west of Gk)oty. {Chennum' 
puUy.) The remains of a fine hill fortress belonging to a Polegar. 

Devanakonpa ; — 10 miles north by west of Pattikonda. (Davunkonda.) The remains of a fine old 
Polegar hill-fort, greatly demolished. 

G-UNBALA ; — 15 miles east by south of Pattikondft* (Ghondah.) An ancient temple of Oopdlasvdmif 
in an insignificant hill-village, near which is a stone bearing an " illegible " inscription. 

Kandanati ; — 25 miles north-north-west of Pattikonda. An old temple dedicated to Keiamsvdmi. 

EIafpatiial^a ; — 16 miles north-north-east of Pattikon4a. (KiipputrdU.) There is a strong hill- 
fort here. Newbold, in J.A,8,B. (XY, 386), describes it as ^^ a Polegar stronghold, formerly of great 
notoriety in this country, which bristled with Polegar fastnesses and strongholds." 

EIhaibuvvala ; — 11 miles north by west of Pattikon4a. (KhyroapiUy.) There is an old Polegar hill- 
fort here and a temple of Vtrabhadra. At the temple of Yisbnu are two inscriptions dated 3.^. 1490 
(A.D. 15B8), recording grants in the reign of Tirumaladeva of Yijayanagar, who was then a fugitive 
at Pennakon4a. At another temple is an inscription of 6.6. 1308 (A.D. 1386), commemorating a giant 
by a private person. 

KdTAXOirpA ; — 19 miles north-east of Pattikonda, 5 miles east of KappatrfiJla. There is an old 
Polegar hill-f ^t here, and an ancient temple. 

Haddikiila ; — 11 miles south by west of Pattikon(}a, 2j miles east of Nancharla Railway Station. 
{Muddykerra.) The remains of a Polegar hill-fortress, entirely destroyed by the Madras Eailway Com- 
pany, who utilized for their works the stones of which it was constructed ! There is an old temple here. 

MuKiMApuou ; — 32 miles east-south-east of Pattikon4a, 24 nules east-north-east of Gooty, 3 miles 
from the high road from Gt)oty to Kumool. There are the remains of one of the hill-forts of the old 
Polegars here, and an ancient temple dedicated to Venugopdlasvdmu There was formerly a settlement of 
Chijai&tis here, who traded in diamonds from the mines in the hills north of the town. 

PATTiKoxrpA ; — ^head-quarters of the taluk, 46 miles south-west of Kumool. (Puttykanda.) The 
town is divided into two poriions, part called ^* Munro's Pettah " having been constructed in 1828 by Mr. 
Robertson, Collector of Bellary, to which diBtriot the taluk then belonged, in honor of Sir Thomas 
Munro, who died at this place on July 6th, 1827. A well and a tamarind tope were constructed at the 
same tune to perpetuate his memory. 

Pbbavali ; — 7 nules south of Pattikoi^4a, (PerrawuUy.) Formerly the site of a settlement of 
Ghijaidtis, There lA an old temple here dedicated to Bahgawdmu 

Pyapali ; — (Bungalow^) 18 miles south-east of Pattiko^4a, 9 miles north-east of Gt)oty, on the 
high road. (Paijpu%.) The remains of a fine Polegar hill-fortress. 

YsR&Aoupi ; — 18 miles east-north-east of Pattikoncla. ( Verragoody.) An old diva temple, in the 
court of which are foiur stones, bearing inscriptions said to be '^ illegible." 

NANDTAL TALUK. 



AvTALthtu ;^4 miles south-east of Nandyfil. (Ayaloor.) At the &va temple is an inscription, dated 
8.d. 1453 (A.D. 1531), in the reign of Achyutadeva of Yijayanagar. In the temple of Ke§ava is 
another of the same reign (P) dated d.d. 1450 ( A.D. 1528) . According to the copy sent to me this iosorip-

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in possession of the village Koranam. liiere are two *' illegible '' insoriptions in the templ< 
The temple of NilakantMmra is said, in a looal ohroniole formerly kept in the temple and now in the CoUeo- 
tor's office at Kumool, to have been lebuilt by a Chola KAja in the year S A 1120 (A.D. 1198). It would 
be valuable to learn his name, as BnmeU's list is weakest about this date. In 8.S: 1415 (AD. 1493) the 
village was granted as a Sarvamdnyam by Narasiibhadeva of Yijayanaffar. The original name of the 
village was Sathagapdpuram. A broken slab with the Chola insoription ues, or lay, dose to the north of 
the temple. 

AyyavIbi KdDURU ; — 4 miles east-north-east^ of Nandydl. {lawar Codoar.) At the temple of 
Chennakeiava is an inscription on stone, dated 3.3. 1450 (A.D. 1528), reoording repairs to the temple 
by private parties. 

Bandi Atmakuru ; — 7 miles north-east of Nandyftl. {Bundy Atmaeoar.) At the temple of Jandr- 
danasvamiy which is said to be very old, is an inscription of the reign of Aohyutadeva of Vijayam^far, 
dated 3.3. 1458 (A.D. 1536), and another said to be '' illegible." There are two other illegible insoriptions, 
one in the shrine of the goddess Jdreivari^ and the other at the temple of Rcmaavdmi. 

Basavapuram ; — 10 miles south-east of Nandyftl. (Bu89uapoar.) All about this plaoe '^ on the Qidee 
of the jungles are remains of diamond workings, and a lead mine in the lulls." l£r. W. Ein^of the 
G^logic»l Survey, found a very perfect spear-headed flint weapon here. (Madras Journal^ aXTTT> 
Part fi, p. 74.) 

Betam Cheruvu ; — 22 miles west by south of Nandyftl. (Baitumeherloo.) There are three stone 
inscriptions at the temple of Anjaneyay besides others in the village, ^' illegible." 

(1.) 3.3. 1470 (A.D. 1548). Grant by one of the Yijayanagar family (P) in the reign of 

Sadftdiva. 
(2.) 3.3. 1467 (A.D. 1545). A private grant in the same reign. 
(3.) Undated. Private. 

BiLAKALAGupuBU ; — 14 milcs north by west of Nandvftl. {Bilad Ooodaor.) Two stone insoriptions. 
One is dated 3.3. 1229 (A.D. 1307), during the time of &5mayya, minister of Pratapa Eudra 11. The 
other is a private inscription of 3^3. 1642 (A D. 1720). 

Brahmanapallb ; — 7^ miles south-west of Nandyftl. (BraminpuUy.) An inscription on a stone 
south of the image in the temple of Hanum&n states that the temple was erected in 3.3. 1479 (A.D. 
1557). 

BuJANTOu ; — 12 miles north by west of Nandyftl. {Boodanoar.) At the temple of Mahddeva is an 
inscription of 3.3. 1182 (A.D. 1260). 

Chenkakkafalle ; — 15 miles north-west of Nandyftl. (Chennagapully.) A Mussulman resident of 
this village, named Mdsun Sdhehy is in possession of a copper-plate document, dated 200 years ago, in 
Persian. South-east of the village is an old temple of Bhairava. 

Chindukuru ; — 12 miles north by west of Nandyftl. {Chintacoor^ There are 13 temples here. At 
the temple of Vtrabhadrawdmi is an inscription of 3:3. 1676 (A.D. 1754), recording a private grant. 

Chintalapalls ; — ^24 miles west by north of Nandyftl. (Chintalpilly.) On the high road near this 
village, on the 21st mile from Kumool, is an ancient temple dedicated to Buggardmeivarawdmu 

Gadiosrevola ;— 10 miles north by west of Nandyftl. There is an inscription here, on stone, dated 
3.3. 1464 (A.D. 1542), recording a grant in the reign of Sadftdiva of Yijayanagar. This was the fiistyear 
of this king's reign. He was then an infant. There was a copper-plate inscription here, but in whose 
possession 1 am not informed, recording a grant to five temples by Bukka Bftya of Yijayanagar. This 
ought to be important. It is said to have been sent ten years ago to the Taluk Gutcherry at Nandyftl. 
There are four deserted temples here, and an old temple of Bhogeivarasvdmiy said to have been built by a 
Chola king. At the temple of Af^aneya is an inscription. 

Gadivemula ; — 14 miles north by west of Nandyftl. (Guddavamul.) North-east of the village, near 
a well^ is an ^' illegible " inscription on a stone. 

Galichinnayyapalem ;—11 miles north-east of Nandyftl. {(MckinpoUam.) South-east of this village 
are three very old temples. Half a nule south of these is a stone with an inscription, of which I have 
no particulars, A mile north-east of the village, near a tank, is an inscription on stone said to be 
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'* illegible." In the hamlet of Lingapuradi to the south of the village is a stone with an ^^ illegible " 
inscription. 

Qani ; — 17 miles north-west of Nandyal. (Ounny>) Thxee miles south-east of the village^ at the 
temple of Rangasvdmij is an inscription. 

GoNAVABAM ; — 11 nules west-south-west of Nandydl. {Oonawaram.) An old temple of Gopdlawdmu 

GoRUKAixu ; — 7 nules north-west of Nandv&l. (QorkulL) There is an insoription here of 6.6. 1061 
(A.D. 1139), of which only a portion is legible. It is on a stone which stands in front of the village 
Tsdvadi. There are two ancient temples here of Keiava and Virahhadra. Both deserted. 

GtJBTANALA ; — 10| milcs south-west of Nandyftl. {OoontanuUa.) There is an insoription here, 
recording a grant by B&mar&ja Yenkatadrideva in 6.6. 1469 (A.D. 1547), during the reign of Sada&va 
of Vijayanagar. 

Kadamala EIlva ; — 6 nules east-north-east of Nandy&L {Kuddamal Caltwa.^ At the Hanum&n 
temple is an insqription of a private nature, dated 6.6. 1444 (A.D. 1522), mentioning a local chief ; 
dlso one dated 6.6. 1431 (A.D. 1519), a private grant. 

ElLVA ; — 21 miles west-north-west of Nandyfil. (Calhca.) At the temple of Jif^aneyawdmi, 
flouth of tiie village, is an insoription, of which I have no p^^rticulars. At tne ruined temple of 
Bahgandyakuki is an inscription on stone, dated 6.6. 1482 (A.I). 1560), in the reign of Sad&^iva of 
Vijayanagar. At the temple of Buggardmeivara are three inscriptions ; — 

(l7) 6.6. 1452 (A.D. 1530), in the reign of Achyutadeva of Vijayanagar. This was the year 

of his accession. 
(2.) 6.6. 1222 (A.D. 1300). A private grant. 
(3.) Undated and unimportant. 

E^ANALA ; — see Pbdda KImIla. 

Eabimaddala; — 8 miles north by east of Nandy&l. (Kurramuddah.) In front of the old 
temple of a village goddess are several inscriptions on stones, all ^ illegible." There is an ancient 
temple of Keiavasvdmif and a deserted temple of 6iva. 

Kavalubu ; — 6 miles west of Nandy&l. (Cowloar.) There are three inscribed stones here. Two are 
<< iUegibW The third is dated 6.6. 1595 rA.D. 1673). It is at the temple of Chenmkeivara. The 
inscription is said to record only the date of the construction of the temple. 

KoNDAJUT^u ; — 7 miles north-west of Nandyfil. In the possession of Kummari Virayya of this 
village are two copper-plate documents. I have no particulars as to their contents. 

EoNTALAPADTT ; — 25 miles west-north-west of Nandydl. {Koowtalpad.) There are two inscriptions 
heie dated 6.6. 1679 (A.D. 1757), unimportant. 

Kbishna R&YA Sahubram : — eee Pedda KInala. 

Mahananbi ; — ^9 miles east-south-east of Nandyfil. {Mahanundy Peg.) There is a tepid spring here 
and a bathing-place, held in great veneration. Near it is a temple. Mr. King gives a description of the 
place in the Madras Journal of Literature and Science (Vol. XXIII, ii, 74). The principal temple, which 
includes many smaller shrines, is dedicated to Mahdnandiivarawdmi. Iliere are five inscriptions at the 
temple. Four are ^' illegible.'' They are — (1) on the dhvaja etambha ; (2) on a stone near the western 
gate of the prdkdra ; (3) oil a stone lying between the northern gate and the mukhamandapam ; (4) 
in one of the small shrines in the temple. On an iron pillar near the western gateway of the prdkdra 
IB an inscription dated 6.6. 1332 (A.]j. 1410), recording the erection of the pillar. 

MrrNALA ; — 10 miles south-west of Nandyfil. An old temple of Mddhavawdmi, 

Nandtal. — The taluk head-quarters. (NundyalL) There is a copper-plate inscription hew, but I 
am not told in whose possession. It is dated in 6.6. 1569 (A.D. 1647), and records a grant by Banga 
Bftya of Vijayanagar. At the temple of Venkafe^varasvdmi is an inscription of 6.6. 1569 (A.P. 1647), 
a private grant in the reign of Banea Bfi^ya at Pennakon4a. There is a well-sculptured temple of Bram^ 
hanandiivaraevdmif and an old temple of Mallikdrjuna. 

NIrItahapdram ; — 13 miles north-north-east of Nandyfil. (Narrainpoor.) Two miles from this 
village, at a place called Basire^dipddUj is a stone with an '* illegible " inscripticm, dose to the statue 
of a goddess. 

Fl]|^ ;— 9 miles west by north of Nandyal. (Paneum.) There are three inscriptions in the temple 
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of Pdmke4vara8mfnL a mile north-west of the village. One is dated in 6.6. 1451 (A.D. 1529), and records 
a grant by a servant of Ejrishnadeya B&ya of Vijayanagar ; another, in the same reign, is dated S.3. 
1431 (A.D. 1509) ; a third records a grant in g.8. 14^ (A.D. 1503), in the reign of Narasiiiiha of 
Yiiayanagar. In the old fort is a temple, said to be andent, dedicated to Virandrdyranay in which is an 
" illegible " inscription. There is anotner " illegible " inscription in the temple of Anjaneya, 

Parbiaturu ; — 10 miles north of Nandyal. {Purmatoor.) North-east of the village are three temples 
said to be very old, and four inscriptions, all " illegible." 

Pedda Kanala, or Krishna ^ya Samtjdram ; — 6 miles south-south-west of Nandyal. {CanaUa.) 
At the temple of Chennakemvawdmi is an inscription of 6.§. 1481 (A.D. 1559), recording a grant to 
the temple by one of the Vijayanagar family in the reign of Sada6iva at Vijayanagar. At the Vip- 
ialasvdmi temple is another of the same reign, dated in (^.6. 1469 (A.D. 1547). 

Parlafalle ; — 6 miles north-east of Nandyd.1. {ParlapiUy,) In the temple of Anjaneya are some 
" illegible " inscriptions. 

Pesaravaya ; — 11 miles north of Nandyal. (Pessarvy.) Near a well is an inscription said to be 
of a private nature, and undated. West of the village, on the boundary between that and the adjoining 
village, i3 cm idmost illegible inscription of 6.1^. 1698 (A.D. 1776). At the temple of VireivanMtfdmi is an 
inscription of S.6. 1366 (A.D. 1444), Recording a charitable grant of lands. 

PdLURU ; — 4| miles north-west of Nandy&l. (Poloor.) There is an inscription here of S.6. 1452 
(A.D. 1530), a private grant. 

PvLiMADDi ;— 4 miles north by west of Nandyal, on the high road. (Poolmuddt/.) At the temple 
of NdgalingeSmra is an inscription of 6.6. 1455 (A.i). 1533), in the reign of Achyuta of Vijayanagar. 

Santaxdturu ; — 10 miles north of Nandydl. There is a ruined Yishnu temple here, and two stones 
bearing inscriptions said to be in ^* imknown characters." Kurva Linganna, an inhabitant of this 
village, is in possession of a copper-plate grant. He decUnes to let it out of his hands, but is willing to 
show it. There is a deserted temple of diva in a field, and an inscribed stone. 

^EKHUNALA ; — 20 milcs north-west of Nandyal. {SagnyalL) An ancient Siva temple. In front of 
the image of the deity is a stone bearing an '^ illegible " inscription. The temple is said to be 6 miles 
from the village in a southerly direction. 

ToGARACHEDU ; — 5 milcs south-west of Nandy&l. {Togarshade.) A resident of this village, named 
Baghunandasv&mi, aliaa Krisbnayya, is in possession of a copper^plate document, of whidi I have no 
particulars. 

VoRuvAKALLU ; — 24 miles north-west of Nandyfil. ( Woraykul.) There are four inscriptions here, 
of which three are '^ ille^ble." The fourth is dated S.6. 1476 ^-D* 1554), and reoords a pant in the 
reign of SadSiiva of Vijayanagar. There is an old fort here. The temple of Keiavamtnii is said to be 
ancient. The temples of MaUeimra and JiUeh>ara are said to have been built by Ghijar&ti diamond- 
traders in old days. 

YBRRAOuirrLA ; — 7 miles north of Nandy&l. At the temple of Ankdlamma is an inscription said 
to be dated S.6. 1373 (A.D. 1451), in the reign of Yira Narasimha B&ya of Vijayanagar. I am doubtful, 
however, about the accuracy of the information. There is another ^^ illegible inscription at the 
temple of Venkafeivarasvdmi. 

CUMBUM TALUK. 

Akavtou ; — 11 miles west of Oumbum. {Aukiveed.) (See Tueumilla. ) Mr. W. King, of the 
Qeological Survey, found a number of ancient stone weapons here in the valley. {Madras Journal^ 
XXTTT, Part II, p. 72.) 

Allinagaram ; — 26 miles south by east of Cumbum. (Allynuggur.) There is a fort here, and the 
tomb of the builder, Abdul Bahim&n. 

Anumulapalle ; — 11 miles south-west of Oumbum. {Hanamanpully.) South-east of the village, 
• near the road to Gavutavaraxii, is a dolmen in a field. 

Ardavidu ; — 12 miles north-west of Cumbum. ( Urdaveed.) There is an ** illegible " inscription at 
the deserted temple of KUavawdmu 

BiniNBNiFALLE ; — ^22 miles south of Cumbum. There are three/' illegible " inscriptions on stones 
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at the north gate of the temple of Bdma%vdmi. At the south gate of the same temple is an inBcription, 
reoording a private grant in the year 3.8. 1477 (A.D. 1555). 

Ba6inbpalle ; — 6 miles east of Cumbiun. East of the village are two dolmens. South of the 
village is a temple of Vtrabhadra^ deserted. Near this, on a hill, is a temple of Lakshmt^ also deserted, 
where are two stones inscribed with ^' illegible " oharaoters. -There is a third deserted temple, dedicated 
to Obaleivarasvdmiy near which is an inscription on a stone, datiod 6,3. 1423, Durmati (A.D. 1501), recording 
a private grant in the reign of '^ Yira Nnsiiiiha Baya " of Yijayanagar. On another side of the same 
stone is a ^^ partly legible " inscription, dated 6.6. 1510 (A.D. 1588). On another stone dose by is an 
" illegible " inscription. 

BoGOLU ; — 5 miles west of Cumbom. (Bogole,) There is an " illegible" inscription on a slab in front 
of the deserted temple of Bhairava. 

BoLLUPALLE ; — 14 milcs north-west of Cumbum. (BolapiUy.) Mr. W. ^B[iDg, of the Q^olo^cal 
Survey, found here in a field a number of ancient stone weapons. {Madras Journal^ aXTTT, Part II, /2.) 

GuMBUM {Kambhamu) ; — ^76 miles east-south-east of Kumool. {Cummum.) Head-quarters of the 
Sub-Collector of the district. There is an old Muhammadan tomb here, described in paragraph 4 of 
Major Lawford's letter to Gbvemment, No. 3452, of 8th September 1858 {printed mth Ptwlic Works 
Consultation of I2th October 1858). Two and a half miles south of Cumbum is the hamlet of Chinna 
Cumbum, where there are some inscriptions at the temple of Af^janeyasvdmi. I have no information, 
however, regarding their contents. There are several Mussulman tombs and buildings at Cumbum. 
In the middle of the town is a mosqtie which is built of the remains of a Hindu tem^e that stood on 
the same spot. Near the tank is a tomb^ close to which is a stone bearing a Persian inscription. Near 
the lake is a long inscription on a stone. 

Dadivaba ; — 17 miles south of Cumbum. At a deserted Vishnu temple are two inscriptions :— 
(1.) 6.'6. 1234 (A.D. 1312). Grant by Kftkatiya Prat&pa Rudradeva II. 

(2.) S.6. 1353 rA.D. 1431). It records the erection of an image of Hanum&nby ^'TJrumaya 
Yira Manftrftja." 

DvARAKACHARLA ;»'18 milcs south-south-west of Cumbum. (Dimrkacherla.) A mile north of the 
village, in a field, is an '' illegible" inscription. There is another, similar, near a path. There is a 
deserted temple here, dedicated to Jandrdanasvdmij with two inscriptions. 
(1.) Undated. A private grant. 

(2.) Undated. A grant bv *' Be4dioharla Yenkata lUzu D$va Boda Hah&r&zugdjru," and '^ Nara* 
pidi Ananta B&zu. 

Griddaluru ; — 18 miles south-west of Cumbum. (Oiddaloor.) There is a temple of Pdtdla Ndgei-, 
rarasvdmi here, which is said to be of great age. Also a Yisluoiu temple on a hill, said to be very old. 
There is a ruined fort here, defending the approach to Cumbum. There are three inscriptions at the 
temple of Pdtdla Ndgeivarasmmi. Two are said to be illegible. The third, which is without date, 
records a private grant to the temple. The temple is said to oe constructed *' in a cave" {Onhald). 

GvpiMBTTA ; — 11} miles south-west of Cumbum. East of the dhvaj'a stambha of the deserted temple 
of Chennakeiava is an inscription on a stone, dated 6.8. 1356 (A.D. 1434), of a private character. 

Idamakallu ; — 21 miles south-south-west of Cumbum. {IddemhuU.) There is a Yishnu temple here, 
on a hill, saidto be very old. Near it is an inscription dated 6.6. 1466 (A.D. 1544), recording a grant 
by " Chmna Avulayya Kaja." 

Jallivaripullalacheruvo ; — 13 miles south-west of Cumbum. A Polegar fort. 

KoMABAVoLU ; — 22 nules south-south-west of Cumbum. A ruined fort, In the hamlet of Hanu« 
mantarayanipalle, near a deserted temple of Anjaneyay is a stone with an inscription, imdated, recording 
a grant of lands to the temple by a private person. In the hamlet of Oop&napalle are two old temples 
of Gopdlasvdmi and Bhairava, There are also four inscriptions, all ''illegible." In the principal 
villa^, under the bimd of the B&mara Tank, are three stones bearinginscrmtions. Two are '^ ille^ble." 
One is dated in 6.6. 1511 (A.D. 1589), and records a charity by '' Keddicnarla Chinna Basava Kaja." 
South of this tank in a field is a fourth inscription, '* illegible." 

KoMHAN^RU ; — 23 miles south-west of Cumbum. (Komapoor.) A mile south-west of Ydmulapadu, 
a hamlet of Kommuntiru ( Vaimulpaud)^ is a stone in a field bearing an inscription dated 6.6. 1168 ^.D. 

25 
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1240), recording a grant to a poet by ** Pandani^angu Bhtlpati B&ja." (?) There is another inscription 
near a tank, south of y3mulapa4u, said to be '* iUegiole." Close to a well east of Konununtira is a stone 
with an insoription dated 6.S. 1643 (A.D. 1721), recording the sinking of the well. 

KoTTAKOTA ; — 25 miles south-west of Gumbum. A ruined fort, built to defend the entrance of 
the Guta Kanama Pass. On the east of the village is an old Mussulman mosque. On a rock is an old 
gun of native make. 

Kbishnah6ettipalle (Bungalow) ; — 20 miles south-west of Cumbum. {KistnumshettyptUly,) The 
temple of BhtmeSvareisvdmi is believed by the people to have been erected bj the P&ndava Bhima. 
Five miles west of the village are two stones bearing inscriptions. Both are '* illegible." A mile west 
of the village, on a stone near a well, is an inscription dated 8.6. 1644, recording the construction of a 
tank bj a private person. Two miles from the village is a place called Tondamdrdya gulla^ regarding 
which the villagers have a legend. The Purdna which relates this is with the Karanams of Mundla* 
pftdu. Mr. W. King, of the u-eological Survey, found numerous specimens of stone implements scattered 
about the fields. (Madras Journal^ XXIII, Fart 11, p. 78.) 

Mallapuram ; — 6 miles south-east of Cumbum, a hamlet of Janapftlacheruvu. {MuUapoor, Junnapal- 
cherroo.)^ Twelve dolmens a mile west of the village. On the same side of the village is an inscription 
dated b.8. 1559 (A.D. 1637), of an entirely private nature. 

Mokshaoundam ; — 8 miles south by west of Cimibum. {Moakaheegoondum.) There is an inscription 
near the gate of the temple of Mukteivarasvdmi^ but I have no particulars regarding it. 

MuNBLAPApu ; — 21 miles south-west of Cumbum. (Moandiapaud.) In the deserted temple dedi- 
cated to Bhairava are two inscriptions : — 

(1.) 6.S. 1042 (AD. 1120). Mostly "iUegible." 
(2.) Undated. (Copy unintelligible.) 
The temple of BhamnUankaramimi^ in this village, is said to be very old. The Mdhdtmyam or Purdna 
of the great temple at Sndailam is in the possession of Alavdli Kama ^stri of this village. There is a 
ruined fort here. At T&llapalle close by is an old mosque. 

Nallagttnta ; — 18 miles south-south-west of Cumbum. {Nullagoonta.) A dolmen a mile north-east 
of the village. 

NlKASiMHAMPALLE ; — closc to Bayauapallc, 20 miles south-west of Cumbum. (Byanpuliy,) At a 
comer of a field, west of the road which leads from Bayanapalle to the fields is an ^* illegible " inscription. 

Narava; — 17 miles south-south-west of Cumbum, 5 miles south-east of Krishnaiii^ettipalle 
Bungalow. Four dolmens near a place called Mahgamma tippa^ or " Mangamma's mound." A 
temple on a hill near the village, dedicated to Vishnu, is said to date from 6.S. 1409 (A.D. 1487). There 
is an ^^ illegible" inscription on a stone lying close to the road from Narava to Bayanapalle {Byanpuliy). 

Nemeligunpam ;— 16 miles west by south of Cumbum. {Nemillygoondum,) There is an old temple 
here close to a waterfall. 

PiTAKAYAGULLA ; — 6 Diiles south by east of Cumbum. {Pittakoggoota.) East of the village in a 
field is a stone with an inscription said to be ^' illegible." 

PoDiLEKOKDAPALLE ; — 18 miles south-west of Cumbum. There are two inscriptions here, both near 
a well south of the village on the road to Ba.jap&lem ; — (1) undated and of a private nature, (2) 
dated 6.6. 1500 (A.D. 1678), a private grant. 

PoTAVARAM ; — 18 miles west (P) of Cumbum. West of a tank is an inscription dated 6.6. 1472 
(A.D. 1560), recording a private grant. 

B.ACHARLA ; — 12 miles south-west of Cimibum. (Eacherla.) There is an inscription here near the 
deserted temple of Bktmeimra. It is dated 6.6. 1310 (A.D. 1388), but is stated to be very illegible. A 
fort, date not known. 

Ravtttumpalle ; — 20 miles south-west of Cumbum. There are three inscriptions here ; — 

(1.) In a garden south of the village, on the base of a stone bearing an image of the gantda 

undated. Records grant by " Jillella Bangapati Bachayyadeva Maharaja." 
(2.) In a field, half a mile north-east of the village. " Illegible." 
(3.) East of the road to Bazup&leifi, in a field. '' Illegible.^' 

Bazufaxem ; — 20 miles south-south-west of Cumbum. (EauzpolKam.) By the side of a bandy 
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traok leadinff to Ghintapalle is an ''illegible'' inscription. North of the village, near a path, is 
another, sinmar^ dose to a large tamarind Iree. 

BEppiCHABLA ; — 25 miles south of Cumbum. {Reddycherla.) There is a deserted temple, dedicated 
to Baliabka Rdyay near a tank in this village. It is said to be very old. There are three inscriptions 
here ;— 

(1.) At the above temple. 8.S. 1509 (A.D. 1587). It records^ a grant by Ahobila Rdja, son of 

Bajappa B&ja, and Chinna BasaVa Raja, son of durama Baja. 
(2.) Close to No. 1. Undated. . Of a private nature. 
(3.) In a field south of the temple. "Illegible." 



SALAKALAvrpu ; — 4 miles east by south of Cumbum. (Sullaculveed.) On a pillar of the temple of 
Anjaneya^ west of the village, is em " illegible'^ inscription. Close by, on another pillar, is another, dated 
S.S. 1340 (A.D. 1418), recording the erection of the pillar by a private person. 

SARivTRsppiPALLE ; — 23 milcs south of Cumbum. There is a ruined and deserted temple of 
Vtrabhadra in a field of this village, but I have no particulars regarding it. 

dn&AVARAMFALLE ; — 23 milcs BOuth*south-west of Cumbum. (Sauravarp.) In the hamlet of 
BoddavdJiipalle^ to the south-west of the village, is an inscription on a stone. It is dated in A.S. 1499 
(A.D. 1577), and records a private grant. 

TlqriCHARLA ; — 14 miles south-south-west of Cumbum. {Toddy cher la.) Near this village is a 
deserted temple dedicated to the three gods Sankara, Bhairava^ and Rameivara^ in which is an inscription 
recording a grant b^ "Sii Banga Raja jBhup&la, elder brother of Erishnadeva B&ya." If the latter is the 
Yijayanagar sovereign the inscription may be important, as we have yet no account of any such person. 
But two of Txij informants gi^e tne date of the inscription as 6.6. 1102 (A.D. 1180), while another says 
that the date is '^ illegible." Half a mile north of the village is a dolmen. 

Turumilla; — 9 miles west-south-west of Cumbum. (ToodamiUa.) There is an old temple half way 
between this village and Akavi^u, called Pdpavimochanatn^ at the south gate of which are three inscriptions, 
all ^' illegible." South of these is another, similar. There are two ** illegible " inscriptions in the temple 
of Surabhe^mrastximu At the temple of Surabheitaramma is an inscription dated 6.6. 1462 (A.D. 1540), 
recording a grant in the reign of Achyuta Rflya of Yijayanagar. 

VuvYALAvipA ;— r29 miles south-south-west of Cumbum. (Oomlwada.) A mile south-west of the 
hamlet of Jamullapalle is a stone with an inscription dated 6.6. 1307 (A.D. 1385), recording a grant by 
" 6ri Vira Deva JEUya Va4iyal Gftru." 

Yadavalli; — 14 miles south-west of Cumbum. There is a mosque here, and a Muhammadan 
tomb, north of which, on a slab, is an inscription in Persian characters. 

Yerrabalem J — 7 miles west of Cumbum. {Tetraballum,) West of the village is a cairn (P) which 
the people called aingardyakonda. My informant calls it '' Sifigardyakcnda anB Bditbadu" Here there is a 
garuda stambha^ on which are two *' illegible" inscriptions which the people dedare to be of great 
antiquity. Panchagnula Subbayya, a resident of this village, is in possession of the Sthala Purdna of the 
Surabkeivara temple at Turumilla. 

KOILKUNTLA TALUK. 

Aluvakonba ; — 8 miles south-west of Koilkuntla. (Ollavacofida.) There are two inscriptions here, 
in front of the temple of Vtrabhadra ;— one dated 8.8. 1466 (A.D. 1544), recording a grant by a local 
chief in the reign of Sadftdiva at Yijayanagar ; the other, a private grant in S.6. 1454 (A.D. 1532). 

AvuKU, or AuKU ; — 9ee Owk. 

DoNNBPApu ; — 9 miles east by south of Koilkuntla. (Donapaud.) The District Mtinsif of 
Nandydl tells me that in the local chronicle of this village it is stated that land for temple service was 
granted by Pratapa Rudra " 788 years before Fasli 1246." This would give the date A.D. 1048, 
which does not fall in with our other information on the Orangal dynasty. The date is probably 
erroneous. Pratapa Budra is, I am told, therein said to have been a man of the Iled4i caste. In the 
fort is an inscription dated 6.6. 1460 (A.D. 1538), recording a private grant made in the reign of 
Achyutadeva of Vijayanamr. In a mandapam near this is an inscription dated 6.6. 1489 (A.D. 1567), 
a grant ** in the reign of Nrisiiiihadeva.'' This is most probably a local chieftain. The Yijayanagar 
sovereign in that year was Achyutadeva. Royal titles are not accorded to the chief in question. Near a 
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well in the village is an insoription dated 1^.6. 1121 (A.D. 1199), recording the construction of the well 
by a private person. 

GoNDiNNAy or QoviNDiNNA ; — 3 miles north-east of Koillmntla. (Goindinna.) A very old Vishnu 
temple, fabled to have been built by Janamejaya. 

GtuiXADURTi ; — 5 miles south of Koilkuntla. {Coondladoorty.) Several temples, in one of which, 
dedicated to Ar^aneyay is an inscription, undated, recording the erection of the temple by a private person. 
The temple of Nagare^varasvdmi is said to be sculptured. In the shrine of Ankdtamma is an inscriptioa 
dated 3.(^. 1500 (A.D. 1578), recording a grant by Timmarftjadeva, in the reign of Banga B&ya of 
Yijayanagar, at Peimakonda. 

GuNDUPAFALA ; — 7 nulcs north-east of Koilkuntla. {QoondypapaL) There are two old temples here. 

IftjEDU ; — Hi miles south-south-east of Koilkuntla. (Injadoo.) West of the village, in the Vishnu 
temple, are two inscriptions on stone, one dated §.^. 1455 (A.I). 1533), recording a ^rant in the rei^ of 
Achyutadeva Baya of Vijayanagar ; the other, dated 6.0. 1461 (A.D. 1539), recording private chanties, 
no reign being mentioned. There are two other inscriptions in the village, one dated 6.6. 1480 
(A.D. 1558), recording a grant in the reign of Sada^iva of Vijayanagar, by " Sadadivadeva Mahar&ya, 
son of Bama EayaLa Ven^teda;" the other dated S.S. 1476 (A.D. 1554), a private grant in the reign of 
Sad&diva of Vijayanagar. 

Kaliootla; — 4 miles north-east of Koilkuntla. (Culgotlapilly.) An inscription in the temple of 
Vtrabhadra, undated. Two old temples. 

Kampamalla ; — 4 miles south-east of Koilkuntla. (Kumpamulla.) An old sculptured temple of 
Vishnu, and some other temples. There is a fort here which contains three small temples. 

KoiLKXTNTLA, Or KdVELAKUNTLA ; — (Kotlkoontia.) Head-<^uarters of the taluk. An old fortified 
town. There are two inscriptions, one near the shrine of Anjaneya^ ^'illegible;" the other, in the 
Ghmapati Tsdvadi^ dated 6.6. 1565 (A.D. 1643). This last mentions Banga E^ya of Vijayanagar, then 
at Pennakonda, as the ruling sovereign. 

KoLiMiouNDLA ; — 18 milcs south-west of Koilkuntla. (Colimgoondla.) There are several temples 
here. Five temples are said to have been built by Chola kings. In these there are inscriptions in 
characters which the people cannot read. Four of the temples are deserted. An inscription in front of 
the Aiy'anepa temple is dated 6.6. 1466 (A.D. 1544). It records a grant by a local chief. One of the 
temples. is fabled to have been founded by Janamejaya. It is very old. There is an insoription in it 
dated 6.6. 1630 (A.D. 1708), recording a private grant.

KoNpAPURAM; — 9 miles east by south of Koilkuntla. (Condapoor.) There are two inscriptions 
hei^ '"^"^ 

(1.) In the eastern TsdmdL Dated 6.6. 1703 (A.D. 1781). A private charity. 
(2.) (Place not mentioned.) Dated S.6. 1614 (A.D. 1692). A private grant. 

MuDiooBU ; — 6 miles south-west of Koilkuntla. {Moodygode,) An old temple of 6iva. 

MuKKAMALLA ; — 6 milcs south-west of Koilkuntla. (Mookamulla,) There is a fort here. In it is 
a temple dedicated to Chennake4ava8f?dmiy said to be veiy old. The images worshipped are fabled to have 
been placed there by Janamejaya. 

Nandavaram ; — 5 miles north-east of Banganapalle. (Nundawaram.) There are some historical 
records at this place, procurable through the Collector of the district, which are said to be likely to throw 
light on the medisBval histoiy of the Dekkan. 

NiCHANAMBTLA ; — 11 nulcs wcst of Koilkuutla. (Nillchinnamella.) East of the village is an old 
temple. Near it is an inscription, dated 6.6. 1470 (A.D. 1558), recording a grant in the reign of 
Sadidiva of Vijayanagar. 

OwK, AvuKU, or AuKU ; — 13 miles west of Koilkuntla. This place was formerly the seat of a 
powerful line of local chiefs, who are said to have first attained mfiuence imder Bukka Rd.ya of 
Vijayanagar. They lost all they possessed under Mussidman rule just before the English obtained this 
part of the coimtry. There are some " illegible " inscriptions in the temple. One is dated in 6.6. 1629 
(A.D. 1707), and records a private ^nt. West of the village is a fort, in which is a Vishnu temple with 
several man4apams, but no inscriptions. 

Ferus5mula ; — 14 miles south-west of Koilkuntla. {Patrsomela,) In the Vishnu temple is a stone 
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bearing an insoription dated S.6. 1249 (A.D. 1327), recording the exeoution of oertain works by private 
persons, mentioning a looal chieftain. 

Saudibadinnb ; — 2 miles west of Koilkuntla. (Sotoderdin.) Three inscriptions in the temple of 
Jandrdanasvdmi. 

(1.) In front of the gate. 6.6. 1525 (A.I). 1603), relating to a work executed by a private person 

in the reign of Yenkatapati of Vijayanagar at Pennakonda. 
(2.) S.S. 1477 (A.D. 1555), recording a grant made by a local chief in the reign of Sad&§iva of 

Vijayanagar. 
(3.) "lUegible.'^ 

TuMMALAPtiA ; — ^24 miles south-west of Eoilkuntla, 8 miles north of T&dpatri Railway Station, 
(Toamu^}€nta.) At the temple of Ar^faneya is an inscription, undated. My copy is incomplete. 

Yallampadu ; — 6 miles north-east of Koilkuntla. ( WuUampad.) There is an inscription here, in 
the deserted temple of Venugopdlasvdmi^ dated 6.6. 1469 (A.D. 1547), recording a grant by a local chief. 

SIRVEL TALUK. 

Ahobilam ; — 19 miles south-east of Sirvel. {Hatohobullum Pag,) There is a large and important 
temple here, buUt over a rock-cut cave which has been converted into a modem place of worship. In the 
neighbourhood are seven other temples. These, and the temple at Diguva Ahobilam are all dedicated 
to Vishnu, and the group is locally known as the " JVbra" or nine ^^ Narasim/tas,^^ They are now ereathr 
neelected. They are said to have been built bv Pratapa Rudra of Orwgal — probably Rratapa Rudra if, 
as he is locally styled *^R4ja of Rajahmundry'' (1295-1323 A.D.) E^re and at Diguva Ahobilam are 
the following inscriptions : — 

(1.) 6.6. 1531 ^A.D. 1609). A private grant in the reign of Yenkatapati of Yijayanagar. 
(2.) 6.6. 1607 (A.1). 1585). Ghrant by a local chief in me reign of NTenkatapati of Yijayanagar, 

at Pennakonda. 
(3.) 6.6. 1506 (A.D. 1584). Gbant by the same chief in the reign of 6ri Ranga of Yijayanagar 
at Pennakon4a. These two last inscriptions are of importance as conclusively fixing the 
date of the change of sovereignty about which Bumell was in doubt (see his 8. Ind. PalceO' 
graphy^ p. 55). 

(4.) 6.6. 1479 (A.D. 1557). A deed of sale by a priest to a local chief in the reign of Sadfiiiva 

at Yijayanagar. 
(5) 6.6. 1489 (A.D. 1567). Qrant in the reign of Sad&Siva of Yijayanaji^ar. Tins is important 
as its date is two years after the battle of Telik5ta. If the date given in my copy is accu-^ 
rate, this inscription tends to show that Sadadiva's authority was recognized at least up to 
the time when Timma (or Tirumala) transferred the seat of government to PennakondiEk. 
(6.) 6.6. 1477 (A.D. 1555). Grant of lands to a local chief by Brahmans (probably as subsidy 

for their defence against the Muhammadans) in the reign of Sadadiva of Vijayanagar. 
(7.) 6.6. 1477 (A.D. 1555). Deed of sale of lands by a priest to a local chief in the reign of 

Saddiiva of Yijayanagar. The parties are the same as in No. 6. 
(8.) 6.6. 1438 (A.D. 1516). Grant by Krishnadeva Rftya of Yijayanagar to the temple. 
(9.) 6.6. 1474 (A.D. 1552). Grant of a village by a local chief in the reign of SadSiiva of 
Yijayanagar. 
(10.) 6.6. 1478 (A.D. 1556). Records the erection of some mandapams by a local chief. 
(11.) 6.6. 1739 (A.D. 1817). 

(12.) 6.6. 1490 (A.D. 1568). A private grant in the reign of Sadftdiva of Yijayanagar. This 
is very important, showing that, at least a year after the removal of the seat of govern- 
ment to Pennakonda, and three years after the battle of Telikota, Sadadiva's authority 
was recognized. {Compare No, 5.) 
(13.) Undated. A grant by a private person in the reign of " 6ri Yira Pratapa Deva Mahftrftja." 
(14.) 6.6. 1470 (A.D. 1648). A grant by a local chief. 

Chagalamarri ; — 24 miles south of Sirvel. {Chagulmurry,) An old temple 2 miles south-east of the 
village. 

Chinna Bodanam; — 18 miles south of Sirvel, 6 miles north by west of Chftgalamarri. (Chinna 
Bozanunu) In the temple of VehkaMmrasvamiiA an inscription dated 6.6. 1646 (A.l). 1724), recording 
the erection of the garhhdlayam by a private person.

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Ohimtakuvta, or Pbdda Chintakuitta ;— 12 miles Bouth by west of Sirvel. (Chintacoanta.) Theie is 
a laige temple of Pcmdu Rangaswimiy with a fine pr&kAra in which, are three inscriptions.

(2.) S.8. 



(2.) 8.8. 1495 (A.D. 1573). A grant by a Nandyal chief in the reign of Tinunaladeya of

Pennako94A* 
DiauvA Ahobilam ;^-16 miles south-east of SirveL {Diggoo Hobakwi.) There is a large unfinished 
man^apam here, which Mr. Feijrasson (Ind. and Eastern Architecture^ 378) states is ^^ in plw and design 
▼ery like that of the temple of Vitoba at Yijayanagar." He adds, however, " Its style and details are 
80 much more like those of the Nayaks, that it must be at least a century more modem, and could not 
therefore have been erected before the destruction of that cajpital in A.D. 1565." He thinks that it 
must have been erected by one of the ez]patriated B&jas of Yijayanagar, though tradition is silent on 
the subject. ^ Whoever may have built it, it is a fine bold specimen of architecture, and if the history 
of the curt in the south of India is ever seriously taken up, it will worthily take a place in the series as 
one of the best specimenB of its am, wanting the delicacy and elegance of the earlier examples, but full 
of character ana merit." Mr. Fergusson calla ike place Diggu Hublum. The correct transliteration, 
however, is as I have given it. 2%tftHi, in Telugu, means '4ower" and is here used to distinguish this from 
the Ahobilam on the hill 4 miles to the eashtrard, which is known as Yeguva^ or ** upper," Ahobilam. 
Hj^ information about inscriptions is vaffue, those at botib places being mixed indiscnminately in the 
copies sent to me. I have noted them aU above, under Ahobilam. 

JuvxPALLB ; — ^9 miles north-west of Sirvel. {Ju Serawull.) Two old temples. 

Kaluootlapallb ; — 22 miles south of Sirvel, 2 miles west of Gb&galaniarri, {Culgotlapilh/.) There 
are six deserted ten^ples boret Near another temple, quite in ruins, is an inscription on a stone, said to 
be *^ illegible." 

LiNQAXDiNNB ;— 14 milcs south of Sirvel. (Lingumdinnt/,) On a stone standing near a well outside 
the villa^ is an inscription, dated d.d. 1429 (A,D. 1507), recording a gift of lands by a private person 
Uk the reign of Narasi4)hadeva of Yijayanagar. 



MahIdbvapuram ;— ^11 miles south-east of Nandyal. (Madaf^poor.) Three mUes from this village, 
dose to the high road, is a deserted temple of Yishnu. 

FassubupIdu ;— 7 miles north-west of Sirvel, (Pes&erpad SerawuU,) Two old temples. 

Pbdda OHiBTAKxnrr^. ; — dee OmNTAi^uOTA. 

]BuDBAVABAH ; — 6 J milcs south-east of SirveL {Boodrar.) A ruined temple of 6iva, built, according 
to tradition, by Pratftpa Eudra, '< Eaja of Rajahmundry," probablv Pratapa Eudra IE of Orangal (1295- 
1823 A.D.). A nule or so west of the vijlage Mr. Bruce Foote, of the Geological Survey, found a stone 
implement, and states that he saw many others, {Madras Journal, XXIII, Part II, p. 73.) 
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THE BELLABY DISTBIOT. 

The author of the Bellaiy District Manual beginB his sketch of the Politioal History of this district 
(p. 101) hy stating that its ancient historr is ^4o8t in obscurity ;" and the ten years that have elapsed 
sinoe the publication of that work have hardly witneesed any adyanoe in our mowledge. It is to be 
hoped that careful and critical study of the eristing inscriptions will throw some light on the subject ; 
for though it seems almost absurd to. say so, it is nevertheless a fact tiiat, previous to the fourteenth 
oentory, all is vague and uncertain. The inscriptions noted in the following list are probably only a 
apxall proportion of those that exist in this part of tiie country, and about wnich we may in course of 
time hone to hear something. It will be noticed that the information sent to me from some of those 
tracts wnere we might expert most, namely, along the banks of the Tui^abhadrft, is most meagre. There 
is no reason, therefore, as yet to despair of the result. 

At present, however, Uttle can be said as to the state of the district previous to the advent of the 
ICussuhnans. Traces exist of Ohola sovereigns, but they are few and far between, while there lb a strange 
want of evidence of any Ghaluli^ occupation, and I have not as yet met with a single Eladamba inscrip- 
tion, and only one of the HoyiiSaLa BallAlas. The Kumeh^asvdmi temple in tiie San4t)r Valley is said to 
have been founded in A.D. 719, and there is a smaU temple of mat age on the rook above the principal 
temple at Hampi A huge number of inscriptions cannot be decipherBd by my correspondents, and are 
entered as ** ill^ble." Some of these may turn out to be of great antiquity ; but, putting these aside, 
the sum total of inscriptions of which information has beoi sent me, bearing date earlier than tiie four- 
teenth century, amount to four ; — 

(1.) An inscription of A.D. 1168, at Hem&vatI in the Madaka6ir& Taluk, which mentions a Ohola 
king by name MaOideva. 

(2.) A Hoyidala Ball&la inscription at the same place, dated in A.D. 1205, mentioning Yira 
Balialadeva of that dynasty. 

(3.) An inscription at Peimi!ko^4a9 dated A.D. 1261, mentioning a certain Jagadeva Mahftr&ja ; 
and 

(4.) One at Halav&galu, in the Harapanahalli Taluk, dated A.D. 1282, the purport of which seems 
doubtful. 
In AD. 1293 the Muhammadans first appeared in the Dekkan, and in seventeen years they had 
completely destroyed the kingdom of the Yfidavas of Devagiri, and that of the HoyiiSala Ballfilas. A 
few vears later the Bahmani chiefs established the earliert of the nowerful Muhammadan kingdoms 
north of the ErishnA, while the Yijayanaffar dynasty arose in the souw as a bulwark for the defence of 
Hindu ri^ts. From the first half of we fourteenth century all becomes clear. The constant wars 
between Yijayanagar, Orangal, and the Muhammadans are graphically narrated in the p^s of 
Feridita, and there are numtorlefls insGri}ytions to aseist in completing the story. The Bellary District 
remained under the YiiayauMar sovereigns till the downfall of the dynasty in A.D. 1565, when tiie 
combined forces of all the Dekkftni Idnedoms defeated the Hindus at TeukOta. Thenceforward the 
distriot was under Mussulman rule, but &e local lajid-owners became more powerful and independent 
under the name of Polegars, and the country bristled with their strong mil-fortresses. They were 
gradually reduced by the Nizftm's government and the cruel and unscrupulous Mysoreans, Haidar ' Ali and 
TLpu Sultftn. The country was finally reduced to order by the British within the present century. 

jldOni taluk.* 

Anoin lAdavdniy Adavini) ;— 40 miles north-north-east of Bellary. (Adtcanny.) A strong forti- 
fied five-peaked bilL Tradition states that the original fort was biuilt 3,000 years ago by tO^dra- 
siitiha of Bidr. The place was taken by Eriahnadeva Bflya of Yijayanagar (A.D. 150S-1530). After 
the battle of TelikOta, MAUk BahmAn ^Jiftn wasthe first Mussulman governor* He lies buried in a fine

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tomb on the ^' Talibanda '' Hill. His euooessor bnilt the lower fort and the J&m& Masjid. Later the 
plaoe beoame part of the possessions of the Nizaniy and it was, granted in J&gir to Bas&lat Jang, who 
made it his capital. He died 1782, and was buried here. AdOni was captured by Tipu Sultan in 
1786. {District Manual^ 37.) The Jftm& Masjid is said to be the best specimen of Muhammadan 
architecture in the district. 

Eosji; — 16 miles north by west of AdSni. (Kioagee.) Ruins of fortifications and temples on 
a rock. (JDistrict Manual^ p. 39.) 

BELLAEY TALUK.* 

Bellary (Balldri), — Head-quarters of the district. The fort here was built in the reign of 
Erishnadeva Baya (A.D. 1508-1530) by Timmappa, a dependent of that king. After the bame of 
Telikota the chief of Bellary became independent of the Yijayanagar kingdom and succeeded in defeat- 
ing, in a battle fought near Kampli in A.D. 1650, the tioops of his sovereign, who were sent to 
enforce payment of tnbute. The Baja of Bellaiy subsequently recognized the Nizam as his suzerain, but 
in A.D. 1769 he refused tribute, and being threatene<( summoned, to his aid Haidax 'Ali of Maosur. 
Haidar defeated the Niz&m's army in the ]^ain at the foot of the rock, and seized ^e fort, the Folegar 
fleeing to Shdlaptir. Haidar improved the fortifications. The place passed into the hands of the Niz&m 
in A.l). 1792, {District Manual, 10.) 

HiBEHALA ; — 10 miles south of Bellary* (HirrahalL) There are the remains of a strong fort here. 

KekchenoCdu ; — 33 miles north of BeUaiy, on the Tungabhadrft. A fort, palace, and gardens. In 
one of the walls is a long inscription in Old Canarese ; but it is said to be imimportant. {Mantial^ 295.) 

EuDATANi ; — 11 miles west by north of Bellary. {Koodatunny.) In the Distribt Manual (p. 295) 
Mr. Kelsall mentions a curious hill composed of scoriae "about three nules beyond Eodutanni and close to 
the Antaptkr pass on the right of the road.'' It is about fifty feet high and four hundred feet in circum- 
ference. It sounds hollow when trodden on. " Some have thought it to be of volcanic origin, but Captain 
Newbold thought it more likely to be the remains of an ancient furnace. The local tradition is that the 
mound is composed of the ashes of an enormous Bdkshasa or giant, whose funeral pile this was.'' 
Another account makes it to be the ashes of a funeral pile raised over a quantity of corpses of soldiers 
killed in battle. (See Captain Newbold's paper ^' On some ancient mounds of scorious Ashes in Southern 
India " in the Journal of the Boyal Asiatic Society ioT 1842, YII, 129 ; also the Madras Journal of Lit. 
and Science, YII, 130, where a ^etch of the plaoe is given. Compare the moimd at Niihbapuraifi in 
the Hospet Taluk of this district.) 

Captain Newbold wrote an accoimt of Kudatani in the Madras Journal (XI, 307), caUins: the plaoe

KuRGopu ; — 15 miles north by west of Bellary. {Koorgode.) A number of temples, with inscrip- 
tions in Old Canarese. 

ALtjR TALUK. 

Alub, (Aluru). — Head-quarters of the taluk, 27 miles north-east of Bellary. {Auloor.) In the hills a 
few miles north-east of Altdr are said to be a quantity of ruins of an old city, with remains of temples, 
streets, and houses. 

Chippagiri ;— 13 miles south by east of Alto. {Chippagerry .) " On a rock in the centre of the 
town are the remains of some very fine temples." {District Manual, p. 35.) 

Halahabvi ;— 6 miles south-west of Alilr. (Haulhurry.) Two miles west of this village is the 
temple of Afffaneyaswrni, in front of which is a slab with an undated inscription. It records the erec- 
tion of a choultry by a private party with the consent of Sadadiva Bftya of Vijayanagar. There is a 
very old Vishnu temple in the village. Near a well close to the choultry is an " illegible " inscription.

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EuRTTKUVBA ; — 9 mileB north of AlQr. A deserted temple of Obaleivarasmmi. In the temple of 
Af^aneya are inacriptionB on two stones, said to be " illegible ; " and south of the temple of Bhhnalin- 
geivara is another, similar. 

Eavbhalli ;— 24 miles north-north-west of Altir. (Eavahall.) Two old temples. In the temple 
of Afy'aneya is a stone bearing an " illegible " inscription. 

SiDARAHALLi ; — 15 milts south of Alar. {SeedurhaU.) South of the temple of Afy'anet/a is a stone 
bearing an inscription said to be '' illegible." 



HOSPET TALUK. 



Kade Eamapueam. — Close to Hospet, on the road to Hampi. There are some old Mussulman 
tombs here. 

KuLLi Eamapuram ; — 3 miles south of Hospet. (Eampoar.) On the wall of the temple of Anjaneya 
is an inscription dated 6.6. 1600 (A.D. 1678), recording a grant in the reign of Venkatapati Eaya. 

MALAPANNAGupi ; — 2^ milcs east of Hospet. (Mulpungoody.) An inscription on a fallen stone in 
a field to the east of the village. It is dated 6.S. 1332 (A.D. 1410), and records a grant by Deva Eftya 
of Vijayanagar. 

MuPANNANAGupi ; — ^2J milcs north-east of Hospet, 3 miles south-west of Kftmalftpurarti Bungalow 
at Vijayanagar. A large 6iva temple in ruins. 

NiMBAPUEAM ; — 8 J miles north-east of Hospet, 1 mile east of Hampi, on the Tungabhadrft, (Nimba- 
poor.) " About a mile easterly from Nimbaptlr, in the suburb of Bijanuggur, lies an oval-shaped heap 
of calcareous scoria about 45 yards long by about 18 broad, and from 10 to 14 feet hijgh, partially covered 
by grasses and other vegetation. It is evidently artificial and of considerable antiquity. The Srahmans 
aver it to be the ashes of the bones of tiie giant Walli, or Bali, an impious tyrant slain here by Eama on 
his expedition to Lanka (Ceylon)." {Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal^ XIV, 519, and Journal 
of the Royal Asiatic Society, XJII, 129. Compare this with another similar heap near Kudatani, Bellary 
Taluk.) 

SANKALAPtJRAM ; 2 milcs east of Hospet, (Sunhlapoor.) In the tem^e of Hanumantadeva is an 

inscription dated 6.6.' 1435 (A.D. 1513), recording a grant in the reign of Kridmadeva Raya. In the 
temple of Vtrabhadra is an inscription. The information I have received regarding it must be wrong, as 
I am told that it is dated in 6.6. 1467 in the reign of Krishnadeva Baya. 

TiKMALAPUBAH ; 26 milcs south-east of Hospet, 14i miles west-south- West of Bellary. {Timlapoor.) 

There is a stone inscription here, on the village boundary, dated 8.6. 1461 (A.D. 1539), recording an act 
of charity done by a private person in the reign of Achyutadeva BAya of Vijayanagar, 

Vadrahalli ; 6 miles east by south of Hospet. ( Wuddarhally.) A copper-plate inscription in the 

poijiession of Kondikftra Ghirappa, It is dated 6.8. 1620 (A.D. 1698), and records a grant by a local chief. 

VuAYAKAGAR |^3 imles west by north of Bellary, on the Tungabhadrft. {Ruina of Beefnagur.) 
The great ruined city, whose remains cover several square miles of country. The town on the river bank 
IB ca&ed Hampi or Hampe {Humpee), and is inhabited at the present dav. On the north side of the 
liver is the town of Anagundi, which seems to have been the family dwelling-place of the chiefs who 
afterwards became so powerful under the name of Hftyas of Vijayanagar. They possessed at one time 



The expression " The Nursinffh Bftja " or even "Kaja ot JNarasmgn' is oiten met wiin. xne tatie owea 
its origin to the coincidence of the reign of Narasiitiha and of his powerful descendants with the visits of 
±h^ first EuTonean travellers to this country, Narasiihha having inaugurated a new dynasty in A.D. 1490.^ 



» The tendency to commemorate the name of the fomider of a dynasty iB very strongly marked in South Indian inscriptionB. 
Tn«^ntimis of the Nftvakkaa of Madura, who prohably followed Vijayanagar customfl, constantly pre^ to the name of the reigning 
M^^^eoi^^c^-VU^ji^ii^ Nft^kka, tiie first of the &mily. The inscriptions in the Kistna and Godavaii DiSricS 
^Sreto be carefuUv studied, but I think it wiU be found that the Chalukyan kings, and their suooessors the Cholas who ruled the. 
SK CbS^S^^Sns, were known by the titie of " the Viahi^uvardhana king " after Kubja VuOmuvardMna, the foqnder

106 TOPOGRAPHICAL LISTS OF AKTIQUITIES. 

Odoardo Barbessa and CsBsar Frederic were amongst the earliest visitors to YijayanagaTy and they described 
the city as being very magnificent. The latter estimated its extent as amounting to 24 square miles, and, 
if suburbs were included, no doubt he was not far wrong. The extent of the main line of outer fortifica- 
tion, including the river front, is about 16 miles. There is an outlying line of fortification S miles from 
Hampi on the Bellajy road. This is not the place to attempt any minute description of the remains at 
present existing. They consist of temples, piQaces, lines of fortification, statues, and a large number of 
other buildings solelyconstructed of stone. There are a number of Jain temples, all deserted, and, close 
above the temple of Hampi now in present use, an interesting little shrine with a stone wageon*roof ed 
gopura, evidently of far greater a^e than the remains surroimdinff it, and in chaxacter strikingly like the 
older Dravidian temples of Mftvahvaram, or the ^^ Seven Pagodas. 

[There is a slight notioe of Vijayanagar in J.A.S.B., XIY, 617. Wilson's paper in the Atiatic Eeseareh^t (SX, 1), with 
Eavenahaw's translations of some Vijayanagar inscriptions, is interesting. Newbold published a notice of the place in the Madras 
Journal of Literature and Seienee (j&, 109). Mr. Fergnsson's writings are the most valoable. (See his " Arehitecture in Bhanoar 
and Mjfaore" p. 66, plan, frontispiece, and plates Ixii to Izix, Izzviii to Ixxzi, Ixzxv, and Ixzzvi. Indian and Eattem Arekiteduref 
211, 373, 384, 666.) Mr. Kelsafi gives a slight account of the place in the Dittriet Manuai, reprinted in the Indian AiUiquary II, 
177. An excellent description of the remains was published in the '* Madras Mail" newspaper, in May 1881. For the dynasty of 
kings see Bumell's Bo>uth Indian Falaographyy p. 66, and Vol. II of this publication.] 

The exact age of the earliest settlement at Hampi is as yet unknown. It is said that a toi¥n existed 
there as early as A.D. 1100. The Dharmdkarta of the Hampi temple asserts that there are inscriptions 
and records extant to^prove that the great gopura of the first prakSLra of the Hampi temple was originally 
built in A.D. 1199 (S.S. 1121), when a certain '^ Bodayya R&ja " gave the villag^e of Hampi as a charit- 
able gift for the use of the temple. He confirms the date A.D. 1336 as that of the commencement of the 
great Vijayanagar dynasty, sayinff that in (that year (6.8. 1258^ a priest called *' Yidya R&masvami" 
(YidySiranya) founded the city and established Bukka R&ya as tne first sovereign. He states that the 
great gopura at Hampi was repaired by Krishnadeva Baya in S.6. 1430 (A.D. 1508) at his accession, 
and that the second gopura was constructed in the same year. Fergusson gives the year A.D. 1118 and 
the name " Yijaya Bayal " as the date and founder of the traditional original city. {Indian and Eastern 
Architeeturey 374.) He also assigns the beautifully sculptured ^* Vttfalawdmi mandapam/^ or temple of 
Vifoba^ to the reign of Aohyutadeva (A.D. 1530-1542). The Dharmdkarta asserts that it was bmlt by 
Kfishnadeva Baya in A.D. 1509. Amongst the ruins of Hampi are to be found temples of worshippers 
belonging to the Yaishnava, Baiva, and Jaina faiths in close proximity, and on many temples are found 
sculptures of both the first two mixed together. On the temple of Masdra Rdmay built by £rishna- 
deva Bd.ya in A.D. 1513, is a Jaina figure on the outside of the V im&na wall. All religions seem to have 
been equally tolerated. Some of the Jaina temples at Hampi are constructed in a northern style, quite 
different to that of the majority of the buildings. An inscription at the KruhmBvdmi temple states 
that it was built and endowed by Krishnadeva K&ya in 6.S. 1535 (A.D. 1513) after his return from his 
eastern conquests.^ The great monolithic statue of the NarasiMia Avatdra close by, was hewn, as an 
inscription states, during the reign of the same monarch in A.D. 1529. The Jaina shrine known as the 
^l (j^nagitti temple," not far from Eamal&puram, was built, according to an inscription, by Harihara in 
S.&. 1307 (A.D. 1385). It is in exoellentpreservation. 

Anagundi was formerlv a suburb of Yijayanagar. The granite piles of a bridge over the river, or 
stones marking the limits of the causeway, are to be seen opposite Hampi. 

The kings of Yijayanagar were perpetually at feud with the Muhammadan kings of the north of the 
Krishna, and Ferishta's well-known history of these wars is invaluable. The kingdom was finally over- 
thrown by a powerful combination of all the Mussulman States in the Dekkan in A.D. 1 565, when the great 
and decisive Dattle of Telikota (near Raichore) for ever annihilated the fortunes of the reigning house 
and drove its members into exile. The capital was sacked. The expatriated chief settied first in 
Pennakondla, but subsequently removed to Ghandragiri. A descendant of the family still resides at 
Anagundi. . 

G-eneral Cunningham identifies Anagundi with the Kong-kitn'-na^pU'lo (Konkanapura) of Hiwen 
Thsang {Ancient Geography of Indiay I, 552. JulierCs Hiouen-Thaangy VoyageSy H, 146). 

Inscriptions are numerous. I have' only obtained copies and notes of a few ; some taken by myself 
during a hurried visit, some from Mr. Ravenshaw's paper in the Asiatic Researches (YoL XX, No. 1). 

(1.) 6.3. 1307 (A.D. 1385). On the cU^vaja stambha of the Jaina shrine called the " Odmgitti 
temple," on the road from Kd.mal&puram to the temple of Vitfaiasvdmiy are two inscriptions 
recording its construction by the son of the minister (a '^ N&yakkar") of king Harihara. 



> That is, his earlier eastern conquests. A.D. 1616 to 1518 witnessed his triumphant progress to the moie northerly of the coast 
districts on the Bay of Bengal. 
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(2.) S.S. 1358 (A.D. 1436). Two mil^B north of Anagondi on the Niz&m's side of the river is a 

^temple, near which is a stone insoription reoordinff a grant by Deva B&ya. 
(3.) 8.3. 1435 (A.D. 1513). On the wcdf inside the prU&ra of the flaeara iZeliTia temple. Records 

the erection of the temple by £rishnadeya B&ya in that year. 
(4.) S.S. 1435 (A.D. 1513). On a stone at the large temple of JEiriahfkMvami. Beoords that 
Ejishnadeva B&ya constructed the temple after his return from his eastern conquests of 
TJdayagiri and the parts adjacent. 
(5.) S.8. 143tt (A.D. 1516). On the wall of a mandapam dose to the Viffalasvdmi Mandapam. 

Mentions the name of Erishnadeva B&va. 
(6.) Same date and reign. On the same widl. 

(7.) 8.8. 1442 (A.D. 1520). On the wall at the south side of the entrance to the Haadra Bdma 
temple. A grant to the temple by Timma Eaja, son of " &iman mahftmaTi(jale6vara 
Chikka Timmayya Ddra man& Arasu.'' This is probably Erishnadeva B&ya's nunister 
Tbnma Arasu or Timma Rftja, whom we meet with in other inscriptions. 
(8.) 8.8. 1451 (A.D. 1529). On a stone in &ont of the great statue of Narasimha near the 
Krishnasvdmi temple. Records the cutting of the statue by a Brahman, and the endow- 
.ment of worship uxereto by Erishnadeva K&ya. 
(9.) S.S. 1463 (A.D. 1541). On the temple of Baghundthasrdmi^ on the road from Eamal&puram 
^to Bellaiy. Beoords a grant by Achyutadeva B&ya. {Asiatic Researches^ XX, 26.) 
(10.) S.S. 1467 (A.lD. 1545). On the wall of the ifa(;^t?a«t'<2mt temple, east of the temple of 
Patfanada-EUammaf close to the large temple of Eazdra Rdmasvdmi. Becords the oon- 
^struction by king Saddiiva of a man4apam in the main basaar. (Asiatic BesearcheSy XX, 35.) 
(11.) 8.8. 1483 (A.D. 1561). On the wall of the Vittalasvdmi Mandapam. Grant by king 

Sadfiiiva. {Asiatic Researclies^ XX, 28.) 
(12.) 8.8. 1431 (A.D. 1509). At the VirupdJcsha temple at Hampi, on the north wall of the 
mandapam called the madhyarai^Qm, and on the south side of the gopuram. Grant to tlie 
temple by Erishnadeva at the time of his coronation. 
(13.) 8.6. 1348 (A.i). 1426). On Uie waU of the Jaina basti close to the east of the Patta- 

fiada-Ellarnvva temple. Grant during the reign of Deva Baja of Yijayanagar. 
(14.) 8.8. 1359 (A.D. 1437). On a stone leaning against the wall of the temple of Hanu- 

mftn. Becords a grant by Deva B&ya. 
(15.) 8.8. 1448 (A.D. 1526). Close to No. 14. It records a crant by Achyutadeva. 
(16.) 8.6. 1478 (A.D. 1556). Also near tiie same temple. A grant in the reign of Sada^va 
by Tirumala B&ja^ son of 6ri fianga B&ja. 

HUVINAHADGALLI TALUK. 

Ang^ru ; — 12 miles west-south-west of Huvinahadgalli. {Ungoor.) A deserted temple dedicated to 
Kalldmraj with sculptures and inscriptions. 

HiBAHApAGALli ; — 9 nulcs south-west of Huvinahadgalli- {Hirra Htiddagully.) A well-sculptured 
deserted temple, with four inscriptions on stone, all said to be " illegible." 

HoLALU ; — 19 miles south-west of Huvinahadgalli. {Hollal.) Two inscriptions at the Siva temple, 
and one at the temple of Gaureipara, 

HuviNAHADQALLi. — Head-quartcrs of the taluk, 67 miles west of Bellary. {Hatdnhudgallu) There 
are foiir temples here. In the temple of Kektvasvdmi is an insoription. The Siva temple is well sculp- 
tured, and contains an ^^ illegible " inscription. Two temples were discovered hidden by the walls of the 
fort when the latter was dismantled in 1866. 

Kattibinnuru ; — 14 miles south-west of Huvinahadgalli. {Cutta Bennoor.) A deserted Brah- 
manical temple said to be well sculptured. 

KoBAii ; — 6 miles north by west of Huvinahadgalli. {Coambally.) A well sculptured Siva temple. 

KoGALA ; — 15 miles east-south-east of Huvinahad^;alli. Information has been sent me of the exist- 
ence here of a ruined ^' Buddhist^' temple, with inscriptions. Probably it is the remains of a Jain basti. 
There are said to be ^* illegible ** inscriptions on three detached pillars. 

KoTTANAKALLU ; — 3 milcs north of Huvinaha4Ralli. An old temple dedicated to Koteivara on the 
bank of the Tungabhadra. An inscription^ said to be '^ illegible.^' 
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MaoalI. — On the Ttmffabhadrft, 10 miles west of Huvinahadgalli. {Maugala.) There is a deserted 
temple of Venugopdh9vdm%)^et^^ said to be very beautifully Bciuptured. Another older temple, alao 
deserted^ stands near it. At the latter is an inscribed stone. There is said to be a ^' Buddhist ' temple 
here, still used for worship. This is probably a Jain temple. 

Mailara ; — 22 miles-south west of Huvinaha^galli, close to the Tungabhadrft. {Mylarra.) There 
is an important Biva temple here to which many pilgrims resort on the occasion of the annual f estiyal in 
the month of February. About 50,000 people are said to assemble here every year. There is a peculiar 
custom at the feast, in the utterance of a vrophetic sentence annually, by a child supposed to be mspired 
by the deity. {District Manual^ 294-5). The Sthala JPurdna and Mdhdtmya of the place are with the 
Dharmakarta of the temple. 

BAirGlPUBAM ; — 8 miles west of Huvinahad^alli. (Rungapoor.) A Vishnu temple with inscrip- 
tions, well-sculptured. The, Sthala Purdna is with the Dharmakarta of the temple. 

Sooi ; — 5 miles south-south-east of HuvinahadgalH. (Sogay.) A well-sculptured 6iva temple with 
inscriptions. 

Tambrahalli ; — 18 miles north-west of Huvinahadgalli. (TumberhuUy.) A well-sculptured 
Vishnu temple on a rock. 

Vallabhapubam ; — ^25 miles east-north-east of HuvinahadeaUi, 10 miles west-south-west of Hospet. 
( Jf^Uavapoor.) There is a stone anient here built across me TunKAbhadra by Erishnadeva BAya 
in n.B. 1443 (A.D. 1521). Inscriptions on stones at either end record the fact. {Journal of the Atiatie 
Society of Bengal, XIV, 621.) 

Yenigi ', — close to Hampas^gara, 12 miles north-east of Huvinahadgalli. (Humpaaagra.) Near'a 
temple of Hanumdn is an '* iUegible " inscription. 

SANDtJE ZEMINDARI.

The Temple of Eumabasvami ; — 6 miles south of SandOr. {Comarsamy Pag.) This is an ancient 
and. highly venerated place of worship. There is a cave, regarding which a legend is told. Legen ds are 
also current regarding some heads carved in stone. (See Madras Journal of Literature and Science, VIH, 
144.) A Sdeanam states that the temple was founded in 6.6. 64 L (A.D. 719). There is an inscription 
here dated 8.6. 1137 (A.D. 12 J 5). 

Ramakamalai, or Ramanaduboam {Ramandroog) ; — 6 miles north-west of Sandur. {Raman^ 
muilay.) A lofty hill, about 800 yards from the foot of which, on the road leadingto N&r&yana- 
ddvaral:eni, on the boundary between Sandur and the Hospet Taluk, is an old VlrahaL There is a rude 
cydopean wall fortifying part of the hill, and a small but very old temple on the plateau dedicated to 
Bdmaevdmi. 

Sandvb ; — ^24 nules west of Bellary. {Soondoor.) The capital of a small Native State, lying in a 
hollow amon&rst the hills. Newbold, in the Madras Journal of Literature and Science (VIII, 128), gives 
an account or the Mahratta family from whom the present R&ja is descended, and a description of the 
" Valley of Sondfir." See also the District Manual (241-259;. In the office of the Agent of the Rftja. 
at San4t^, is a copper-plate document evidencing the grant of land in inam to village carpenteirs, and 
the building of viUages by a '^ Narapati " king. His name is given, in the copy sent me, as ^^ Krishna 
R&ja,'' and the date as 6.3. 1210 (A.D. 1288). There is probaUy an error somewhere.

AraiIIkeri ; — 10 miles south-east of Harpanahalli. {Arsdkerra,) A large deserted temple of Hari- 
hareivara, 

Bagali ; — 3 miles north of Harpanahalli. {Baugaly.) There are 35 " illegible " inscriptions, on 
pillars, and on detached stones, at the temple of Kalle^vara, which is well sculptured. There is another 
inscription^ also '^ illegible," at the temple of Chennake^ava ; another, similar, at the temple of SHrya* 
ndrdyana, and another at the temple of Vtrabhadra. 

Bennihalli ; — 8 miles east of Harpanahalli. {Bennyhully.) Five inscriptions at the temple of 
VirUpdksheivara. (No particulars sent.) 
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Chbtstahalli ; — 18 miles south by east of ELarpanahalli. (CMtanhuUy.) There are five insorip- 
tions at the temple of KaUeSvara^ of whioh no partioulars are sent me. 

Ohigaterli ; — 6 miles east by north of Harpanahalli. (Chiggaiair.) A large temple of Ndrada 
MufUf with an '^ illegible " insoription. There is another similar inscription on a stone, north of the 
Tillage. 

Chikka Ejllaganaeatti ; — 3| miles north of Harpanahalli. {Ckicka CullagancuL) An insoription 
at a shrine in the middle of the Tillage. 

Chirattahalli ; — Smiles south-east of HarpanahsillL (CheratanhuUg.) An insoription in front of 
the 6iTa temple west of the Tillage. 

DuGATATTi ; — 14 miles south-west of Harpanahalli. {DagguUy.) Near the temple of SiTa is an 
insciiption. 

G-ABBHAGupi ; — 14 miles west of Harpanahalli. {Currabaguddg.) An old fort on a bill. 

GnpiHALLi ; — 10 miles south-east of Harpanahalli. {GoodyhuUy.) Four inscriptions. A sculptured 
temple of SiTa. One of the inscriptions is dat^ 6.6. 1449 (A.D. 1627), and records a priTate grant in the 
reign of EiishnadeTa B&ya. 

GtupiHALLi; — 10 miles east by south of Harpanahalli. (Ooodghuttg.) An inscription (no particulars 
sent) in the temple of Surga Ndrdganasvdmi, 

GxTNpAGATTi ; — 6| uules south-south-west of Harpanahalli. (Chondagutty,) Near a ruined temple 
of Basam in a field south of the Tillage is an inscription. 

ELkLAGiLATABA ; — 10 milcs south-wost of Harpanahalli. (Haliagilwaud.) An old temple. In front 
of the Kalleivara temple on the road, north of the Tillage, is an inscription. 

Halatagalu ; — 13 miles west by south of HaroanahaHi. (Sullwaugh.) An ancient 6iTa temple in 
a fort. In it is an inscription dated 6.6. 1204 (A.1). 1282), a grant by a priTate person, acting under 
orders of the oommander-m-chief of 'TraucjLba Prat&pa ChakraTaiti Bftmachandra N&yaka." 

Harpanahalli ^J7a#i0jpa/iaAa//t).-^Head-quarter8 of the taluk. A larffe fortified town, built, 
according to local tradition, in the year 6.6. 1486 (A.D. 1564). There is a tem^e dedicated to VeMsafa^ 
6vdmi. The fort is a Tory fine one, and the Polegar was one of the most powerful in the district. 

Hariti ; — 1 7 miles west of Harpanahalli, on the Tungabhadrft. {Hurravy.) There is an ^^ illegible'* 
inscription in the old temple of KaUehara. 

Hariyamanahalli ; — 16 miles south of Harpanahalli. FiTe inscriptions at different places (no par- 
ticulars sent). 

K^lahalli ; — 5 miles north of Harpanahalli. {CooUully,) An old sculptured matham. 

KuRUTATTi ; — 17i miles west of Harpanahalli, on the Tungabhadrft. (Cooramtty.) A 6iTa temple, 
with an *^ illegible " inscription. The temple is said to be a fine one. There is a fort here. 

Machihalli ;— 7 miles south of Harpanahalli. Two inscriptions at the temples of Hanum&n and 6iTa, 
both illegible. 

MlDLAGiRT ;— 7 miles north-north-west of Harpanahalli {Maudlagerry.) An old and ruined temple 
in the Tillage. 

If ANKARA Masalatada ;— 10 miles north-west of Harpanahalli* (Mbaalwaud.) In a ruined temple 
the Tillage is an ^^ illegible " inscription. In the Tillage, at the temple of MuktUmra^ is another. 

NiLAGUNBA ; — 6 miles west-south-west of Harpanahajli. (Neelgoanda.) Two lofty temples, said to 
be Tery old. In the temple of Ananta4ayana is an " illegible " inscription. There are six *' illegible '' 
inscriptions at the temple of Bhlmeivara on the tank-buna. The temple is said to be profusely sculptured. 
A mile north of the Tillage is another temple with an inscription, also stated to be ^^ illegible." 

Bag! Masalatada ; — 13 miles south-south-west of Harpanahalli. (Saggy Masaliomd.) An inscrip- 
tion on a stone in front of the temple of Bdmasvdmi, south of the Tillage. 

VuTSANGi DuRGAM ; — 16 miles south by west of Harpanahalli. (Oochingy Droog.) On the top of a 
bill, here, is a large fort and a palace, built of stone. It is a fine mass of buildings. There are three 
inscriptions here ; one at the shrine of Vuisahgammay one at a shrine on a hill in the hamlet of Karadli- 
durgaih, and one on a mound on the south of the town called Badigera Maradi,

DeyalIpuram ;— 5 miles south-west of EtL41igi. (Davalapoor.) A temple of SanteSvarasvdmif of 
considerable size, in which is an inscription in old Canaiese, ** illegible." 

GupiKOTA ; — 17 miles west by south of Ea41igi. {Ooodieotta.) An old Polegar fort of some size- 
To the west of the village is a building used by the Folegars, with wells, &c. 

HuLAKUNTA ; — 6|^ milcs north of Ka41igi. (Roofycaonta.) An ^' illegible" inscription, at a tank 
half a mile south of the village.

KoiTURu ; — 12 miles south-west of Kudligi. {Cottoor.) There is a fort here. In the north wall of 
the house of Yirap&ksha S&stri's house in the fort is a stone with an inscription, dated 8.o. 1469 (A.D. 
1547), in the reign of SadAdiva of Yijayanagar. A manuscript relating to the Vishnu temple is in 
possession of Bavana S&stri, a resident of this village. There aro three temples here, all in use. In the 
bazaar, opposite the gate of the 6lva temple, is an inscription in Canarese of which the purport is 
unknown. 

San6AMe6vara ; — 15^ miles west by south of Ktldligi. {Sungumaiahwar.) West of this^ village, 
near a well, is an inscription in Canarese on a stone bearing the ^^ figure of a man.'' It is dated B.6. 1654 
(A.D. 1732), and records a grant made by a private person. 

I^iranIyikan^halli ; — 6 miles south-west of £adligi. A furlong north of the village is a stone 
inscription dated S.d. 1640 (A.I). 1718), recording a private grant to the temple. 

85VENAHALLI ; — 7 milcs east of Kudligi. (Saminhulh/,) In a place two furlongs west of the village, 
called SdkigallUf is an inscription on a stone in old characters which the people cannot read. A rouffh 
copy has been sent me which leads me to think that it is really old. In the middle of the village is the 
temple of Amaneyawdmij with a dhvaja stambha having inscriptions about a century old, as far as I 
can gather from the confused description sent. to me. 

ViRANNADUROAM ; — 4 milcs south of Ell41igi. (Veeran Doorga.) An old fort. 

YujiNi ; — 15 miles south-south-west of Eu4Ugi. {Oq;inny.) There is a temple here dedicated to 
Siddlieivarawdfnu There are several inscriptions on pillars and beams, on stones leaning against the 
eastern and western walls, and in other places. They are all '^ illegible.'' A sculptured stone '^ lotus" 

in the temple is said to be well executed.

BlTADBUGy Batadubgam. — The head-quarters of the taluk, 32 miles south of BeUaiy. {Baidroog.) 
An extensive hill-fortress, stronely built and in good preservation. The outer line of defence runs 
round the hill for a distance of five miles* At one place is a very ancient structure built over a cave 
said to have been used as a hermitage. There are nine stone statues there. I have information of the 
following inscriptions : — 

(1.) At an ancient temple of Mddhavardyasvdmi on the top of a hill, near the principal gate. 
BecordB the grant of two villages to the temple by the minister of SadAdiva B&ya of Yijaya- 
nagar. 
(2.) On a wall of the same temple. *^ Illegible.'' 

(3.) Near the principal gate of the temple of Rdmasvdmu An inscription recording a grant of 
villages to the temple. It states that the image of the deity was originally in rennakonda, 
but tiiat Musali Eon^t^ Nftyaka removed it to Eimdarpi in Dharmavaram Taluk, whence it 
was removed hither in the rei^n of Pedda Edn6ti Nayaka, and consecrated. These are 
local chiefs patronized by the Auissulmans after the fall of Yijavanagar in A.D. 1666. 
4.) On a stone close to the cave-hermitage mentioned above. Illegible. 
) On the dhvc^a stambha of the temple of Jamhukeimra in the town. Undated. Becords the 
erection of the temple by a private party. 
^' About half way up the hill is the old palace of the Poligar, said to have been built about the 
beginning of the sixteenth century, and close by are two fine temples dedicated to B&ma and Erishna." 
(District Manual^ p. 30.) 

dsiTUBn; — 19 miles south-south-east of Bftyadrug. {SheOoor.) An inscription, said to be 
** illegible," in front of the shrine of Hanumantardya. A copper-plate grant in the house of Yaja- 
XD&na Bhlinu4u, a resident, said to be in N&gari characters. 

61NGANAHALL1 ; — 19 miles north-east of B&yadrug. {8hingunhuUy,) There are six stone inscriptions 
here, all said to be " illegible f — (1) in front of the temple of Ar^janeya ; (2) and (3) in the temple of 
Banganieivara ; (4) in front of the same ; (6) near the shnne of MaUamma ; (6) at me hamlet of Gov&- 
halam ; (7) in a field. 

61RPA ; — 21 miles east by south of B&yadrug. (Seerpee.) Four inscriptions, of which only one, on 
a stone in a field, is leeible. The other tburee are at the temple of At^aneya^ at the 6iva temple, and on 
a stone north of the vmage. 

6BiDHABAKATn ; — 17 milcs north-east of Bftyadrug. {Sreedergulla.) Two " illegible " inscriptions 
in the fields of the village. 

6ribakgapuram; — 16 miles east of Bftyadrug. (Sreerungapoar.) In the temple of BaAgasvdtni is 
an '^ illegible " inscription. 

Taggufabti ; — 22 miles east of Bayadrug. Behind the temple of Af^aneya is an ^^ illegible " inscrip- 
tion. 
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Tallakera ; — 8 miles south of B&jadmg. (Taulifkerra.) There are eight insorlptions on stone in 
this village. 

(1.) On a stone near the edge of a tank. 6.6. 1281 (A.D. 1359). Becords the oonstniction of 

the tank by a private person. * 
(2.) Near a well in the land of a Ite4di. 6.6. 1649 (A.D. 1727). Grant of lands for the sinking 

of the well, 
(3.) In land belonging to the temple of Vtrabhadra. Grant of lands to a private pcu^ by two 

local chiefs. Undated. 
(4.) Near the temple of Hanumantardya^ in the hamlet of Jangamayyapalle. *^ Illegible." 
(5.) In a field. Undated. A private grant to the temple. 
(6.) In the hamlet of Mallela. " Illegible." 

(7.) On a stone north of a dump of trees in the hamlet of Kanakalapalle. 
(8.) Near the weavers* houses in the principcd village, " Illegible.' 

TiTBKALLu; — 12 miles east-south-east of Eayadrug, on the Haggari river. {TetncuH) An 
" illegible " inscription in a field. 

TuMBAQANURU ; — 20 milos north-east of Eayadrug. {Toomhaganoor.) An " illegible " inscription 
in a field. 

ViRAPURAM ; — 3 miles south of Bftyadrug. • {Veerapoor.) Two "illegible " inscriptions, one in the 
village, and one in front of the temple of Hanumantardya. 

Vudegolam; — 3 miles eastof Rayadrug. {OodagoUa.) There is an "illegible" inscription on a 
stone in front of the temple of A^janeya. 

Vudegolam. — Another village of the same name, 16 miles north-east of E&yadrug. {Oodegola.) 
Five " illegible " inscriptions on stones in punjah fields (Demarcation Nos. X, 6, 10, 34, 83). 

YuPFARAHALLi ; — 17 milcs north-east of B&yadrug* (OaperhaU,) An "illegible" inscription in 
a field. 

Vyafalaparti ; — 10 miles south by east of B&yadrug. (Yaupulpurtee.) Two " illegible " inscrip- 
tions on stone at a temple, and a copper-plate inscription. 

YyIfaralla ; — 13 miles east of Bayadrug. ( TaparauL) An inscription in the vUIage, only partly 
legible. 

Ytabapuram ; — 25 miles north-east of B&yadrug. ( Tassapoor.) At the temple of A^f'aneya is an 
illegible inscription. 

Yaradakera ; — 15 miles south of B&yadrug. Two " illegible " inscriptions, one near a temple on 
the edge of a tank, another outside the village. 

Tatakallu ; — 21 miles north-north-eart of Bayadrug. (OantacuU.) Two " illegible " inscriptions 
in the fields. 

Telanji ; — 13 miles north-north-east of B&yadrug. ( YaUanjee.) An " illegible " inscription bx 
afield. ' 

YKRRAOXjpi; — ^21 miles east of Bftyadrug. {Yerragoody.) Two "illegible" inscriptions at the 
temple of JRdmeivara. 

Yerragunta; — 15 miles north-east of Bftyadrug. {Yerragoonta.) In a field is an "illegible 
inscription. 
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ANANTAPUR DISTRICT. 

[For any general remarks regarding this distriot see under the Bellary District. The districts 
have Deen oidy recently separated, and we notice written regarding the latter district was intended to 
emhrace both.3 

GOOTY TALUK. 

CHENNAVAptouRXJ ; — 10 milcs south of GK)oty, (Tora Wudgoor.) An inscription at the shrine of 
Anjaneya^ said to be ^^ illegible.'' 

Chintalachbruvu ; — 12 miles south-east of Qooty. (Chintaleherroo.) There is a copper-plate 
inscription here, in the possession of Nidanava4a Timma Reddi. 

* 

Chittrachedu ; — 15 miles south of Gooty. Two inscriptions, both " illegible," one near a mosque, 
the other near the Siva temple. 

Devarapalle ; — 10 miles south-south-west of Qooty. {Daverpilly.) There are two copper-plate 
inscriptions here, one belonging to Talari Bd4igA4u, and the other to Y^rlaiii B&mi Reddi. 

Gadekallu ; — ^26 miles west of Qooty. (OuddakulL) At the temple of Ar^aneya is an inscription, 
^ illegible." lliree copper-plate grants are in the possession of Karanam N&gi Re4di. 

Qooty (Qutti). — ^Head-quarters of the Sub-Collector of the district. (Station on the Madras 
Railway.) A place of considerable historical interest. There is a fine fort in excellent preservation on a 
high rock, said to have been constructed by Erishnadeva R&ya. The tank at Qt>oty was made in 
8. f^. 1531 (A.D. 1619) by Rama R&ya, one of the expatriated princes of Yijayanagar. There are seve- 
ral buildings in the fort — ^barracks, residences, prisons, store-houses, magazines, &o. Near one of the 
prisons is an inscription said to be illegible. At the summit of the rock is a temple of NriaifMutsmmij to 
the north of which, near a bastion, is an inscription, consisting of a Sanskrit Sloka in praise of *^ Bukka 
Nripati," probably Bukka R&ja, one of Erishnadeva R&ya's officers, who built the fort. A writer in the 
J.A.S.B., Vol. XlY, p. 512, derives the name of Qooty from the fact of the Basid Quutama having 
resided on the rock, and, according to Mr. Eelsall in the District Manual (p. 43), this is the native tradi- 
tion regarding the place. Qtootj was besieged by the Mussulmans in the sixteenth century, and the gar- 
rison capitulated after a siege of twelve years. It was taken by stratagem by Hindu JR&u, father of 
Mor&ri Ban, the ^reat Mahratta chief, in A.D. 1758, and from him by Haidar 'Ali of Maisur in 1776, 
after a siege of nme' months. The fort passed inlo the hands of the linglish in 1799. 

The citadel is entered through lines of fortifications containing fourteen gateways. In the lower fort 
are the public buildings, and the well and choultry constructed in memory of Sir Thomas Munro, whose 
body rested here for a tune before it was transferred to Madras. {District Manualy pp. 4*2, 44,) 

QundIla ; — 12 miles west-north-west of Qooty. (Gfoondalla.) There is an inscription here in 
the possession of the Talaris oi the village. 

EIdarapeta; — 10 miles south-west of Qooty. There is an inscription here in the possession of 
M&midi B&manna. 

Eandlaguduru ; — 12 miles south-east of Qooty. An inscription near a shrine of Afb'aneya. said to 
be^^iUepble." ' 

Eanblapalle ; — 16 miles south-south-west of Qooty, on the Penndru. An inscription at the field 
of a man of the Reddi caste. It is said to be ^' illegible. 

EARrRU ; — 18 miles west-south-west of Qooty. ( Wudjar Curroor.) There are eight copper-plate 
intoiptions here, seven in the possession of Fottam Venkatedayya and one with the PdfU, Linga Reddi. 

EoNAKOiTDLA ; — 18 milcs west of Qooty. {Conaoandla.) A lar^e town with a hiU-fort placed in 
a commanding position. Near the shrine of Keiavasvami is an *' illegible" inscription. 

MipiMAKULAPALLE ;— 10 milcB south-east of Qooty. {Maidmanklepilly,) Aa mscription, said to be 
'* illegible," on a stone. 
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NlKKiNADoppi ; — 12^ miles south-west of dootj. A oopper-plate inscription in possession of 
Cliinna Yiranna Gaudu. 

NoRiMETLA ; — 35 miles south-south-west of Gtooty, 16 miles south by east of Virapuraiii Railway 
Station. {Vurrj/metla,) At the temple of Af^aneya is an insGription, dated S.b. 1558 (A.D. 1636), 
recording a grant to a temple by private parties. 

Pedda Vaduguru ; — 7 miles south-east of Gh)oty. There is a brass-plate inscription here in the 
possession of Yeddula Yiranna. 

Fennahobilam ; — 28 miles south-west of G-ooty. {Pennahobla Pag.) An important temple, held 
very sacred. On a stone in the temple is an inscription dated 8.6. 1478 (A.D. 1556), recording a grant 
by a chief in the reign of Sad&diva of Vijayanagar. 

Bamafuram ; — 25| miles south-west of Gooty, on the Penneru. {Eampoor.) There is a temple 
of Rdmeivarasvdmi here, on which is an inscription dated 6.6. 1419 (A.D. 1497), commemorating the 
grant of a village by '^ Sd.luya Immadi Narasimha BAya Mahar&ya" and others. This may be Nara- 
simha, the father of Krishnadeva Raya. 

Sang ALA ; — 16 miles west-north-west of Gooty, 2| miles north of Qooty Bailway Station. (Sungala.) 
An inscription, said to be ^^ illegible," on the northern wall of the temple of Hanutnantardya, 

6etnepall]b ; — 1 mile ^north of Gooty Bailway Station. (ChetnapuUt/,) The tank here is said to 
have been constructed in 8.S. 1360 (A.D. 1438) by ya4de Hanuma Nayu4u, under orders of Bukka 
Bilya. The date, or the king's name, appears to be incorrect. 

VuRAVAKONDA, or VuDARAHKONDA ; — 29 miles west-south-west of Qooty. {Ooravacanda.) There 
are six copper-plate inscriptions here, one in the possession of the Tillage MunsiFs Gtimastah, Budrappa^ 
another with Kuchi Subbanna, and four with Chinna Bamappa Nd^yiidu. 

VfrnKALLu; — 6 miles north of Q-ooty. (OotaeuU.) There is an "illegible" inscription here in a 
field belonging to some people of the Beddi caste. 

Yeddulafalle ; — 15 miles south-west of Gooty. {HeddalpiUy ,) There is an inscription here, said 
to be '' illegible,'' near the temple of Afy'aneya. 

YerradimmakIzu CHERUvtjj— 5 miles west-north-west of Gooty. {Terratimraj Cherroo.) An 
inscription on a stone in a field belonging to a Mussulman. It is said to be ^^ illegible." There is 
another in a field south of this, and a third close to a well on the east^ side of the village. The large 
tank here is said to have been constructed for Krishnadeva B&ya in 6.8. 1482 (A.D. 1560). Either the 
date or the sovereign's name is wrong. 

Yerragunta ; — 20 miles south by west of Qt)oty. ( Terragoonta,) An inscription near the shrine of 
Keiavasvdmij said to be illegible. 

TlDPATEI TALUK. 

Chillavaripalle ; — 21 miles south by west of Tadpc^trL (Chillatoafpulip.) There is an old 
Siva temple here 2 miles south of the village, in front of which is a stone having an inscription said 
to be '* illegible." The people say that it records the settlement of a dispute between this village and 
Daditota, 3 miles to the south-east. 

Dosaledu ; — 12 miles south-west of TadlpatrL (Doaolaid.) A correspondent tells me that at the 
north entrance of the village there is '^ a stone with inscription (unknown language), being neithet 
Tamil, Telugu, Canarese nor Hindustani." 

GoppuMARRi ; — 23 miles south of Tadpatri. {Oodoomurry*) Narayana Bed4i, a resident of this 
village, is in possession of a copper-plate mscription, a copy of a stone Sdsanam at Paranapalle in the 
Pulivendla Taluk of the Ouddapah District. It is dated 6.6. 1398 (A.D. 1476), in the reign of Prau4ha. 
deva of Vijayanagar. 

Senakalagup^ru ; — 7 miles south of Tadpatri. (Sunnagalla Ooodoor,) In the hamlet of Takkela- 
palle^ an informant writes, *' is an erection of granite stone resembling a tomb, with a stone on top laid 
flat, with inscription. Date cannot be made out." 

61NOAVARAM; --23 miles south of Tadpatri. (Shingawaram,) At the north of the village, close 
to a small temple, is a stone inscription, purport not known. *A mile south-east of the village, on the 
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band of an old tank is a stone with an inscription, of whioh the purport is unknown. The slab is 
broken. 

TlpPATBi (Tddipartt). — ^Head-quarters of the taluk, 75 miles east by south of Bellary. Station on 
the Madras Railway. There are two large temples here dedicated to Vishnu and &ya and a deserted 
temple profusely sculptured. Mr. Fergusson writes {Indian and Eastern Arehiteeiure^ 375), '* There 
are two temples there : the one now in use, dedicated to Vishnu, is the elder, and in so far as whitewash 
and paint will allow one to judge, ranges with the works of the earliest kings of the Yijayanagar 
dynasty ; but the wonders of the place are two s^opuras belonging to a now deserted temple on the 
banks of the river, about a quarter of a mile from me others. . • • The whole of the perpendicular part is 
covered with the most elaborate sculpture, cut with exquisite sharpness and precision, in a fine dose- 
grained hornblende (P) stone, and produces an effect richer, and on the whole perhaps in better taste, 
than anything else in this style." Mr. Fergusson gives two full-page ^illustrations of these sculptures. 
There are three inscriptions here of the Yijayanagar dynasty, dated 8.8. 1429 (A.D. 1507), 6.6. 1431 
(A.D. 1509), and 6.6. 1435 (A.D. 1513). {DistriU Manual, pp. 48, 49.) 

ANANTAPUE TALUK. 

Anantapur ; — ^Head-quarters of the taluk, 56 miles south-west of Bellaiy. {Anantapur,) An 
old fortified town. The great reservoir here called the Bukka Rdya Samudram was constructed by Chikka 
Udayar, minister of the early Yijayanagar king Bukka BSya, in 6.6. 1286 (A.D. 1364). A Telugu 
manuscript translated by Mr. C. P. Brown and published in English under the title of *' Wars of the 
B&jahs," relates the storv of its construction, and of the sacrifice of a girl which accompanied the erection 
of the embankment. Tne town was formerly called *^ Anantasd^garam.'' Mr. Kelsall, in the District 
Manual (p. 53), gives a historical sketch of the family of the Folegars of this place, which was at one 
time very powerful, from A.D. 1569 to the present day. 

DHAEMAVARAM TALUK. 

Chenna Kottapalle ; — 11 miles south-south-west of Dharmavaxarfi (Bungalow). {Chenna Cotta* 
pully.) An inscription on a stone south of the village, said to be '^ illegible." 

Ghintarlafalle ; — 48 miles due west of Dharmavaraiii, 11 miles south-south-west of Kalydna 
Durgam. (Ohintarlpulli/.) In the possession of Earanam Nara&igappa is a copper-plate inscription, 
said to be in N&gari characters. He will not part with it, but consents to have it examined. In the 
possession of Basa lingappa is a copper-plate in8crij)tion of 6.6. 1580 (AD. 1658), recording a grant 
made by " B&ya Dalavftyi iConeti Nayani Venkatapati Nayudu." 

Dadaluru ; — 6 miles west-south-west of Dharmavaraih. (Daudaloor,) There is an inscription on 
the wall of the temple of Potula Bazu, dated 6.6. 1630 (A.D. 1708), recording the erection of the temple 
by a private person. In the prdkara of the same temple is an inscription dated 6.6. 1434 (A.D, 1512), 
a grant of lands by a Polegar. 

Dharmavaram. — Head-quarters of the taluk. In the middle of the village, in front of the Vishnu 
temple is an ** illegible " inscription. There are two copper-plate inscriptions here in the possession of 
Chinna Chennapag&ri Bamappa, a resident. Both perpetuate grants made in the reign of ^raudhadeva 
B&ya of Yijayanagar. The datcNB as copied and sent to me are entirely wrong, viz., A.I). 1153 and 1163. 
The Vishnu temple is said to be 700 years old, and another temple of AHjaneya is credited with great 
antiquiiy. 

Garudapurah ;— 42 miles west bv north of Dharmavaraiii. (Ourdapoor,) There is an old 6iva 
temple here, which the people say was built by a Ohola king« 

KAiiBADnRu ; — 31 miles west of Dharmavaraiii, 8 miles west of P^rOru Bungalow. {Cumbadoor.) 
There is an inscription on the south wall of the temple of MaUikarjuna^ recording a grant in the year 
6.6. 1478 (A.D. 1556), in the reign of Sadadiva of Vijayanagar. There are " illegible " inscriptions on 
four stones about sixty yards south-west of the same temple. In the possession of a resident named 
Knruba Mudiyappa is a copper-plate inscription which he refuses to lend for examination. It is dated 
6.6. 1109 (AD. 1187), and records a grant made by '* Vijaya Bukka Baja.'^ I think the date must be 
wrongly copied. There are four old temples in the village ; one is said to have been built by a Chola 
king, and tne others by other sovereigns of remote date. 
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Kaltana Duroam ; — 32 inileB west by north of Dharmayaraiii. {Callian Droog.) A hill fortress of 
considerable size, but regarding which I have no information. 

KaKaoInapalle ; — 14 miles west of Dharmavaram. (CunnagaunpuUi/.) There is an old fort 
ditch on the north side of the village, by the side of which are two fallen stones having inscriptions. One 
is illegible. The other bears date 6.6. 1455 (A.I). 1533), and records a private grant in the reign of 
Achyutadeva of Yijayanagar. In the temple of A^aneya are two more ^^ illegible'' inscriptions. 

Kanumukkula ; — 8 miles south by east of Dharmavarani. {Kunnt/mokala.) North-east of this 
village is a stone with an inscription, said to be old and illegible' 

Konafuram; — 12 miles west of Dharmavaraiii. (Conapoor.) In the temple of Ar^aneya is an 
inscription, undated, which records the erection of the temple by a private party. 

EuNDARPi DuRGAM ; — 47 milcs west by south of Dharmavaraiii. {Conderpee Droog.) There is a 
Polegar hill-fort here. Near a house is an inscription on a stone, dated 6.6. 1574 (A.I). 1652). It 
relates that a Mussulman ruler received from Kdndti N&yudu the villages of Pennakon^a, &c , and gave 
him, in return, part of the country of £imdarpi. Five of the temples in the town are said to be very 
old. 

Lakshmampalle ; — 23 miles west by north of Dharmavaraiii. [Letchampully,) In the possession 
of Nari6i Beddi of this villi^ is a copper-plate inscription of 8.6. 1429 (A.D. 1507) (P), reccnrding the 
endowment of the office of Karanam of the village by Praudhadeva of Yijayanagar. Either the date 
or the king's name has been wrongly copied. 

Mallinayanipalle ; — 4 miles north-east of Dharmavararh. {MutlainpuUy.) On the south of the 
village, on a stone called Manumanta banda^ is an inscription dated 6.6. 1455 (A.D. 1533), recording a 
grant by '^ 6riman mahamandaledvara Salaka Baja Ohinna Tirumalayyadeva Mah&raja," in the reign of 
Achyutadeva E&ya of Yijayanagar. 

Maralehalli ; — 38 miles west by north of Dharmavaram, 6 miles south-west of the bungalow at 
GOlla, on the^high road. {MurlahuUy.) In the possession of Karanam 6inappa is a copper-plate inscrip- 
tion dated 6.6. 1658 (A.D. 1736), recording the settlement of the office of village Karanam. 

Nagaramudram ; — 8 miles south by west of Dharmavaraih. {Nagaaamodra.) An "illegible" 
inscription in the temple of Bangandthaavdmif north of the village. 

Narasapuram ; — 47 miles west by north of Dhammvannii, 10 miles in the same direction from the 
bungalow at Golla^ on the high road. {Nursypoor,) In the possession of Karanam Hanumanta Bau 
i» a manuscript Sthala Purana in Telugu, very short, but giving a short history of the foundation of some 
villages, commencing in 6.6. 1109 (A.D. 1187), in the reign of Bukka lUya. The date is probably only 
guessed at. At any rate it is wrong by about 200 years. There is an " illegible " inscription on stone 
at the temple of BdmalingasvdmL 

Nasanakota ; — 19 miles west by south of Dharmavaraih. {Nmsanhota.) Close to the north of the 
village is a stone inscription. 

PXluru ; — 40 miles west of Dharmavaraiii, § miles north-west of P§ruru Bunffalow. There is an 
^' illegible " inscription dose* to the south-east of the temple of Af^aneyaavdmij which is east of the 
village. 

Ravulacherijvu ; — 4 miles east of Dharmavaraiii. {Rauvulcheiroo.) There is a copper-plate 
inscription here in the possession of Madanapalle Krishnappa. It records a grant in 6.6. 1 109 (A.D. 
1187) (P), in the reign of " 6ri Vira Pratapa Vijaya Bukka jRaja." {See Kambaduru of this taluk.) 

ToGRAKUNTA ; — 18 miles west by north of Dharmavaram. {Togaracoonta.) In the possession of 
the Karanam is a copper-plate inscription dated in 6.6. 1688 (A.D. 1766), recording private diarities. 

PENNAKONDA TALUK. 

BuKKAPATNAM ; — 16 milcs east-north-east of Pennakonda. (Bookapatam.) A hill fort of the Poleears, 
in ruins. There is an inscription on the tank bund, said to be illegible. In the town is an old puaoe, 
now in ruins. 

DcTDBEBANpA ; — 7 milcs north of Pennakonda. {Doodabunda.) In the hamlet of Chandragiri are 
some bastions and gates, in good order, date not known. Some lands are held by ryots subject to the 
obligation to keep uie fort in repair and watch the gates. 
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GuTT&RU ; — 8 miles north by east of Pennakonda. (Gootoor.) On a hill, here, are two temples of 
livara and Bdmasvamiy and some remains of massive fortifioations. 

Ealipi ; — 12^ miles south-west of Pennakoncja. {CuUapee.) Three deserted temples and an old 
fort. 

Eappalibaxtda ; — 12 miles east of Pennakon4a. A temple of Nrisimhamfdmi on the top of a high 
hill south of the village, said to be of great age. 

MuNiMADUGU ; — 8 miles north-east of Pennakonda. {Moanymuddagoo.) In the middle of the village 
is an old deserted temple of OhennakeSava, There is anotner north of the village. An old Polegar fort 
is to be seen near the tank, imder the hill to the north. To the west of the viUage is an old temple of 
SmyanU>hve4mray in the southern prfik&ra of which is an '* illegible " inscription on a stone. 

Nall^^ru ;— 1 1 miles west by south of Pennakoiuja. In a small reservoir is a stone bearing an 
inscription dated ^.S. 1475 (A.D. 1553), recording the settlement of a water dispute by *' Bftma R&zu 
Konappadeva MahAr&zu," in the reign of Saddiiva of Yijayanagar. 

Nblakota ; — 25 miles north-east of Pennakonda. {NaUakoia.) Near this village is an old fort, 
probably dating from the times of the Polegars. 

PImudurti ; — 12 miles east-north-east of Bukkapatnaxh, 28 miles in the same direction from Penna- 
kon4a. There is a mined Polegar fort here. 

Peddahalli ; — 7 miles west of Peimakonja. {PeddahuUy.) A temple dedicated to RangoBvdmi 
in the middle of a river. It is said to be of great antiquity. 

Pbnnakokda. — Head-quarters of the taluk. There is a fine hill-fort here, of ffreat historical impor- 
tance, l)eing tlukt to which the sovereigns of Yijayanagar fled after their defeat by tiie Mussulmans. The 
surviving members of the family took up their abode here, and for many years it was a royal residence. 
The remains of the fort and palace are extensive. ^' Musjids, minarets, choultries, tombs, towers, stone 
pillars, and other architectural remains on every side manifest its former consequence." (Oon^reve, in 
the Madras Journal for 1878, p. 166.) An old palace called the ^' Gtmga Mah&l,''^ contains some beautiful 
specimens of sculpture, and is interesting from its mixture of styles. There is a '' beautiful Saracenic 
screen carved in white marble," greatly disfigured **• by some miserable representations of dragons and 
other grotesque monsters." (District Manual^ p. 63.) l!here are two Jaina temples in the town, m one of 
which worship \& still performed. In the court of the latter are two '^ defaced inscriptions." Colonel 
Congreve states that the sculptures on the two large temples inside the fort are very beautiful, indeed 
the finest he has seen in India. '^ In a recess at the north gateway of the fort is a colossal figure of 
HanumanJ^ 

The following list of inscriptions has been sent me : — 

(1.) On a stone of the fort wall near the eastern gate, " close to the present Bevenue Survey 
Office." d.d. 1276 (A.D. 1354). It commemorates the construction of tiie fort by the 
minister of " Virupanna XJcJayftr," son of " Janem& Devi," to whom Pennakonda had been 
made over by " 6ri Vira BuUtanna Udayar." This is, I presume, Bukka I of the Yijaya- 
nagar dynasty. The inscription is in Canarese. 

(2.) Close to No. 1. Canarese ; S.d. 1286 (A.D. 1364) ; only partly legible ; mentions Virupanna 
Uday&r as in Ko. 1. 

(3.) On the same wall, a little further on. Canarese; only partly legible; seems to mention 
« Harihara." 

(4.) On a stone of the bastion east of the temple of Oopdlasvdmi. Canarese ; 6.A. 1466 (A.D. 
lf)44^. An inscription regarding certain village offices made by *' Yittaledvaradeva Maha- 
r&ja, under the instructions of the sovereign, SaddjSivadeva of Yijayanagar. 

(5.) On the waU of tlie temple of Anjaneya. Uanarese; S.S. 1499 (A.D. 1577); states that 
Chinnappa N&yudu, minister of Tirumaladeva of Yijayanagar, repaired the fort, and 
defeated the Mussulmans on three occasions. 

(6.) Close to No. 5. Telu^ ; 6.6. 1489 (A.D. 1567). Recording repairs to the fort by the same 
man, in the same reign. 

(7.) On the west wall of the same temple. Canarese and Sanskrit ; S.o. 1314 (A.D. 1392) ; com- 
memorates the construction of a gopura at a temple now no longer in existence, by a 
certain Mailappa in the reign of Harihara of Yijayanagar. . 

(8.) At the " Gtorantla gate," on a wall. Telugu ; a dloka in praise of KdR, 
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(9.) On the same wall. Telugu ; ^A 1468 (A.D. 1546) ; a grant by '' B&ma B&ja Timmayya- 
deva Mah&r&ja," in the reign of 8ad&4iya of Yijayanagar. 

(10.) Close to No. 9. Telugu ; 6.6. 1469 (A.D. 1547) ;^ant by Konappayya, son of Tirumaladeva 
Mahdj&ja. 

11.) South of No. 10. Telugu ; S.8. 1484 (A.D. 1562) ; mentions Tirumala and Sadftdiva. 

^12.) On a stone *^ south of the rampart." Ganarese ; an undated jprivate grant. 

(13.) Close to No. 12. Telugu ; S.S. 1487 (A.D. 1565) ; grant by Rama Raja, son of Tirumala- 
deva, in the reign of Sadadiva. This must have been very shortly before the great battle 
of Telikota. 

(14.) On a rook near a well oalled the Nagarahham. Twelve lines of an insoriptiony said to be in 
Devanagari charaoters ; purport unknown. 

(15.) On the top of the hill under the uppermost fort. Canarese ; S.S. 1314 (A.D. 1392). Reoords 
the oonstruotion of the well by a private person in the reign of Haribara. 

(16.) On the pillar of a mandapam on the top of the hill. 6.6. 1183 (A.D. 1261). Beoords the 
first celebration of the oar festival of the Yishnu temple in the reign of ^' Jagadeva Maha- 
raja.'' This inscription should be carefully examined. It may be of considerable histo- 
rical value. 

(17.) At the temple of Bdmasvdmiy on the wall near the eastern gate. Telugu ; 6.6. 1104 (A.D. 
1182). A private grant. 

(18.) On a stone near the ruins of the temple of KeiavoBvami. Telugu; 6.6. 15u2 (A.D. 1580) ; 
the consecration of a temple in the reign of Bangadeva of Yijayanagar. 

(19.) On the wall of Abdul Hussain's mosque. Persicm ; Hijra 1077, A.D. 1666 ; purport 
unknown. 

(20.) On a stone west of the math of Satj/abhodard^alasvdmi, Canarese ; no date ; reoords the 
construction of the math by Eama Baja, son of Tirumala Baja. 

(21.) On the southern wall of the Ammukteimrasvdmi temple. Canarese ; illegplble. 

(22.) On pillars of the same. Sanskrit ; purport imknown. 

(23.) Below the wall of the temple of Anjaneya. Canarese ; 6.6. 1266 (A.D. 1344) ; recording 
repairs made by Virupanna Udayar. {Oompare^ Nos. 1, 2.) 

(24.) On the floor of Shir Saheb's mosque. Telugu ; 6.6. 1486 (A.D. 1564) ; records the grant of 
the village of Yenkatapuram as a Srotriyam by Sadadivadeva of Vijayanac^ar. The slab 
was evidently brought from elsewhere, and let into the floor of the mosque by the Mussul- 
man conquerors. 

(25.) On a pillar, north of the " Yerramanchi gate." Telugu ; illegible. 

(26.) On a stone in front of the same gate. Telugu ; apparently a grant by private parties. 

BoDDAM ; — 10 miles west oE Pennakondla. {Buddum.) An old temple dose to the PennSru river, 
built over a stone which contains what the people call a Budrchpadanij or foot-impression of 6iva. 

Yerramakchi ; — 7 miles north of Pennakonda. There are several " ille^ble'' inscriptions here 
and there about this village ; and the remains of fortifications and buildings raised by a person whom 
the people call ^' Bayalu Appaji." 

madakaSira taluk. 

Agalij — 171 miles south-west of Madakadira. (Uggallee.) An ^^ illegible" inscription in an old 
temple of Sankareimraj below the tank-bund. Close by this, to the west, at the village of Bamapuram, 
is an " illegible" inscription at the old temple of Bdmasvami. 

AmasIfubax ; — ^23 miles north-west of Madaka^ira. (Amrapoor,) Inside the tank-bund of this 
village is a stone inscription, and north-east of the village is another^ near the site of an old temple. 
Both are " illegible." 

DoBDEKi; — 20 miles south-east of Madlakadira. (Dodairee.) There is an "illegible" inscriptioii 
on a boulder north of the village. 

Hbmavati ; — ^20 miles west-north-west of Ma(j[aka6ira. {Semawuttf/.) There are three inscriptions 
here, aU at the temple of Siddheimrasvdmi ; — ^ 

(1.) Undated. Mention is made of " 6riman mahamandale^vara Tribhuvanamalla MaUiddva 
Cho4a Maharaja."

(3.) BA 1090 (A.D. 116S). Beoords a grant by the flame king. 

(3.) d.d. 1127 (A.D. 1205). jaeoords a grant by Yira Balldiadeya of the Hoyitola Ballala 
dynasty. 
There is a fourth insoriptioni ^' illegible," in a shrine called Basavafma-gu^i in the eastern street. 
At the 6iya temple are two other inscriptions^ both ''.illegible." 

Mapaka^ira. — Head-quarters of the taluk. (Madahira.) A correspondent tells me that this 
town was built, on a forest clearing, in A.D. 1520 by a chief called Batnagiri Sarjippa B&yappa lUtja, 
who also built the temple of At^aneya. In A.D. 1728 it fell under the Mahrattas^ and Morftri Bi&u 
built a fort and palaoo here. In A.D. 1762 the Mussulmans seized the place, but were ejected two years 
later. Regaining possession in A.D. 1774 they held it till 1799 A.D., when the countiy fell under the 
English on the defeat of Tipu Sult&n. There are three ** illegible" inscriptions here ; one in the '^ Chola 
Bftja " temple, one in a tope north of that temple, and a third to the west of the tope. (If the temple 
were built by a Chola B&ja the town must be mudi older than A.D. 1520 !) 

MADHupi ; — 18i miles south-west of Ma4aka6ir&. (Muddody.) An ''illegible" inscription in the 
temple of MaHeivara^ west of the village. 

Pailabanda ; — 17 miles north-north-west of M a4aka6irft, 1 mile west of 6iyaru. On the top of a 
kill near here is a temple of Bafigasndmi, in the pr&kAra of which are three inscriptions, all said to be 
illegible. 

divARU ; — 16 miles west-north-west of Madakadir&. (Shevaru.) An " illegible" inscription on a 
stone near the dhvaja atambha of the Maildreivara temple. 

TuMMADiHAiJii ; — 24 miles north-west of Madakadirft. {TundyhuUy.) An inscription on a stone on 
the tank-bund, south of the Tillage. It is dated S.S. 1463 (A.D. 1541), and records a grant by a private 
person in the reign of Achyutadeva.

CndLASAMXTDRAM ; — Smiles east of Hindupur. (Choatsundra.) An "illegible'' inscription <m a 
stone in the temple of ChandiSvari Devoid^ on the tank-bimd. In the village is a temple of Afffaneyaf 
said to have been built by a Chola king. 

CteLLAFURAic ; — 8 milcs south by east of Hindupur. {Oollapoar.) A temple of livara said to have 
been built by a Chola king. 

GoRAVANAHAL^i ; — 4 miles west of Hindupur. Some illegible inscriptions on the shrine of LakaAml 
in the village. 

GhTpiFALLB ; — 16 miles north-east of Hindupur, 4 miles north-west of Palasamudiaih Bungalow on 
the high road. (Gfoadypuliy.) In the middle of the village is a stone with an " illegible " inscription, 
south of the temple of VeAkafaranutnawdmi. 

E[a66ALLu ; — 2^ miles east of Hindupur. {CugguU.) An " illegible " inscription on a stone stand- 
ing north of tiie A^janeya temple west of the village. 

£ammavabipalle ;— 26 miles east-north-east of Hindupur. {CummapuUy,) A ruined and deserted 
temple of Ndrdyanasvamif in the hamlet of Yemukalaguttapalle. 

Kibikbra; — 4 miles south of Hindupur. {Kirkaree.) Two *^ illegible" inscriptions in a ruined 
temple of 6iva. 

EopioiPALLB ; — 8 miles north-noith-west of Hindupur. {CodyganhuUy.) Several "illegible" 
inscriptions at the temples of l^va and Afffaneya. 

KopiPALLE ;— 5 miles east by south of Hindupur. {CodyhuUy.) A temple of Cha/n^Ucati Devatd, 
<xm8traoted by ErishnadBva B&ya, or Ad^yuta, in which is an " illegible " inscription.

At the choultry close to the above temple is an inscription dated 6.6. 1460 (A.D. 1538), a grant 
by private persons in the reign of Achyutadeva. 

Close by is the hamlet of Sadfiiivapuraih, in which is an inscription dated 6.6. 1460 (A.D. 1538), 
evidencing a pant by private persons. 

At the 6iva temple at Ldp&ksha is a man4apam of 40 pillars, two of which, it is asserted, do not 
touch the ground, but are suspended from the roof. Mr. KeLudl, however, states that one comer of each 
rests on the ground. The space between the rest of the pillar and the ground is about half an inch. 
(^District Manual, p. 292-3.) 

A temple of Ocpdbuvdmiy said to 
have been built by a Chola king.

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THE CUDDAPAH DISTRICT. 

So little seemB to be known about tins distriot previous to the time of the Vijayanagar kings 
that it would be useless to ffo into any lengthened speculation. The insoriptions re(|uize study* Fnmi 
the information sent to me 1 am led to think that few of the residents of this distnot have given any 
attention to the decipherment of the idsanama about the coimlary. My correspondents have not even 
taken the trouble to look at the date in most cases. The district was undoubtedly under the sovereigns 
of Yijayanagar till tiie fall of that dynasty, when a number of small lordlings acquired power, built 
themselveB forts, and became Polegars. The Mussulmans seem rather to have encouraged than re p ro B so d 
the lawless spirit of the country, and the Polegars became more and more indepjniaent. They gave 
considerable trouble to the finglish in the early part of the present century. These Zemindani tod 
Polegars seem to have acknowleoged the fugitive Vijayanagar kings rulinff from Pennako^yj* u^d 
Chandragiri, as their paramount sovereigns, but probably the Mussulmans reaQy governed the country. 
After the fall of Yijayanagar in A.D. 1565 the Maistir B&jas extended their possessions eastwaidsi and 
in 1580 one of them resid^ at a village in the MadanapaUe Taluk. 

Colonel Yule identifies the P^nndru (Pindkd) river, which flows through this district, with the 
Tsfnna of Ptolemy, TTNNA being an easy error for IirNNA. He thinks that Ouddapah itself (Kadapd^ 
properiiy Kar^ from Kripd^ "pity") ii^7 ^ ^^ Karige of Ptolemy, by a similar error, EAPITH for 
KAPIUH.

ChittapIdu ; — 8 miles east of Proddutur. {Cheyapaud.) An '^ illegible" inscription in the temple 
of Vishnu, east of the village. 

Dtiw^BU ; — 10 miles north-east of Prodduttkr. {Dhoor.) An old fort, dismantled, with a fine ditch. 
Some temples and a mosque. This plaoe waa formerly of much greater importance thfoi it is now. 
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West of the Tillage is a temple dedicated to Bdmawdtniy in the prSikftra of which is an inscription on a 
slab. It is dated 6.6.. 1531 (A.D. 1619), and records a private erant. The Kodanda-Bdma^vdmi temple 
is said to be an old one. It contains an inscription said to be '^ ulegible" near a wdl. East of the town, 
in a garden, is another ^^ ill^ble" inscription. 

JioTAYA^uhM ; — 3 miles north of Prodduttbr. (OapatMram.) Four inscriptions ; three at the shrine 
of Af^aneya^ and one near a choultry dose by. 

JiLLBLLA ; — 11 miles north-west of F^dutur. (JUlalla.) An ^' illegible'' inscription on a large 
stone dose to the canal bank. 

KiMAiraRn ;— 5 miles east-north-east of Prodduttkr. (Cammanoar.) Two temples 500 years old. 

« 

KoRRAPADu ;— 5 miles north by east of Ftodduttlr. (Corapa/wd.) The remains of a fort. A temple 
of Vishnu 200 years old, with two inscriptions. 

KoTTAPAi.LE ;— -2} miles east of Prodduttbr. An inscription in the Siva temple. 

EuTsuPAPA ; — 9 miles east-south-east of ProddutOr. (Coochapappa.) In the temple of Vishnu in 
the village are some inscriptions, said to be '' illegible.'' 

Machanapallk ; — 6 miles north of Prodduttir. West of the village, near a well, is a stone bearing 
an ** illegible" inscription. 

Malepadu ; — 4 miles south-west of Prodduttir. (MaUpatcd.) Three '* illegible" inscriptions ; one 
at the entrance to the 6iva temple, another at the temple of Ocpdlasvami^ and the third in the fields bear- 
ing Demarcation Nos. 260 and 261, west of the village. 

NsRRAVADA ;— 9 milcs east of Proddutur. (Nerrawadp.) South of the village are some Ndga 
stones, and dose to them a stone with an '* illegible inscription. 

Nipujuwi ; — 2^ miles south-west of TerragunlA Eailway Station, 10 miles south-south-west of 
ProddutOr. Four inscriptions ; one in the temple of Vighne4varasvdmiy one in the temple of Ohandeivara' 
m?dmi, and two in the temple of Bhairave^mrasvdmi. One of the latter is ^' illegible." The first is dated 
6.S. 1467 (A.D. 1545), and records a grant by '* lUma K&ja Chinna Timmayyadeva Maharaja," in the 
reign of Sadftiliva of Yijayanagar. The second is dated 8.6. 1128 (A.D. 1206), and is of a private nature. 
The third is dated 1^.6. 1470 ( A«D. 1548) , a grant by '* Chinna Timmayyadeva Mahftr&ja, son of Bama 
B&ja/' in the reign of Sad&diva. 

NilIpxtram ; — 12 miles north-west of Prodduttir, 21 miles in the same direction from Duwuru 
(DhooTy Neelapoor.) Amongst the hiUs and jungle east of the village is a deserted temple of Anjaneya, 
and a cave with a statue of f^ VaUdbhardyasvdmir and an ^^ illegible" inscription. 

Pallavolu ;— 6 miles east by south of Proddutur. (Pullavok.) An '' illegible" inscription at the 
sfaiine of HanumatUardt/a. 

Payidbla ;— 12 miles north of Prodduttir. {PoydalL) An *^ illegible" inscription at the &va 
temple. 

PsDDA dsTTiPALLB ; — 3 miles west by north of Prodduttir. {Pedda SheUypuUy.) Two old temples 
of KeiawuvdnU and I4vara, At the former are two ^* illegible" inscriptions. 

Pboddutur. — Head-<][uarters of the taluk, 27 miles north-west of Cuddapah. (Podatoor.) A fort 
and temple of Ar^aneya. Besides this there are two old temples, in one of which is an inscription on a 
small stone said to be '' illegible." 

Bame^vabam; — 2 miles west of Prodduttbr. (Bamaiakwar Pagoda.) Two very ancient temples, 
one of Bdmalingasvdmiy the other of Af^aneya. In the former are six inscriptions, all ** illegible." 
The natives assert that the lingam here was established by B&ma himself. In a mandapam east of this 
temple is an inscription. There is said to be an inscription on a large stone, which is now completely 
buned in the sand, at a mandapam dose to the temple of Mulasvdmi east of the main temple. 



Tallamarpuram ;— 4 miles south-west of Prodduttir. {TaUamarpoor.) East of the village is a 
iva temple with two inscriptions, one '' illefl;ible/' the other undated and of a private character. Near 
this, in a field, is a third inscription '^ illegible ;" and at a deserted temple of Vlrdbhadra is a fourth, 

Tangatubu ; — 10 miles north by east of Prodduttir. (Fungatoor.) Two inscriptions, one outside 
the temple of Madam Qqpdiawdmiy the other east of the temple of Vishnu a mile north ' of the village, 
on liie bank of the £umudvati river. Both axe ** illegible." 
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ToirpALDiKKB ;— 9 miles north-north-eaflt of Proddutllr. Two ^^ illegible '* insorqptioiis at ibe gate 
of the temple of Atyaneya. 

Ohanbubu ; — 5 miles west by north of Froddattlr. {Sowdoar.) Three insGriptions, one in the 
temple of Affjaneya^ one in the temple of Jamrdanaavdmi, one on a ston^Aouth of the shrine of the village 
goddefis Marefnma. 

BADVBL TALUK. 

3advel (Badv^du). — The taluk head-qniM^ters, 24 miles north-east of Cuddapah. (Buehail,) In 
the hamlet of Lflkkshmipfileiii ia a temple of Prasanna VeMsafeivarasvdmij 400 years old. J^ the principal 
town are two old temples. 

ChbnnamambIfuram ; — 2 miles south-west of Badvdl. {ChennumpuUy.) The remains of a temple 
of Vishnu, built 400 years ago by a 22emindar. It was destroyed by the Muhrattas. 

JanoambIjapallk ; — 10 miles west of Badydl, in the TjankaTnalla Hills. There are the remains 
here of an old fort. {Jungumrajpully Pass,) 

Kattebagakbla ; — 20 miles north-west of Badvdl. Four insoriptions, the first three at the Vishnu 
temple, the last at the temple of Siva. 

(1.) S.8. 1448 (A.D. 1526). Grant by a private party in the reign of Krishnadeva B&ya of 
Vijayanagar. 
* (2.) 6.8. 1452 (A.D. 1530). Grant by a local chief in the reign of " Vira Pratapa Mahfideva 
E&ya*' at Vijayanagar. This inscription should be examined. The year given is the 
. year of Elrishnadeva B&ya's death, it should be ascertained whether the name given in 
the inscription was an appellation of the latter sovereign or of his successor, Aohyuta- 
deva. 
(3.) 6.3. 1448 (A.D. 1526). Ghrant by a private party in the reign of Krishnadeva of Vijayanagar. 
(4.) 6.6. 1469 (A.D. 1547). Grant by " Nandyfila Timma Eajayya'^in the reign of Sada&va- 
deva of Vijayanagar. 

Paluouballapallb ; — 12 miles north-west of Badvd. {PulagooralpiUy.) Three inscriptions ;-^ 
(1.) At the temple of Durga. 6.6. 1475 (A.D. 1552). Grant in the reign of Sad&6iva of Vijaya- 
nagar. 
(2.) At the temple of Vishnu. Undated. 

(3.) On the top of a hill near the temple of Bhairavay 2 miles east of the village. 6.6. 1318 (A.D. 
1396). It records repairs to the temple in the reign of '* 6n Viradeva Baya Vadayulu'' 
at Udayagiri, by " Lakkadeva Mah^ja." 

PoRUHAMiLLA ; — 18 milcs north by west of Badvel. (Parellaumla.) This town was once the resi- 
dence of a Polegar of some importance, who had a fort here, the ruins of which are to be seen north of 
the town. There is an inscription on 8ix)ne in front of the temple of Bhairava^ on an eminence dose to 
the tank-bund. It is dated 6.6. 1291 (A.D. 1369), and records that Bukka Bhupati's son Bh&skara 
Bhtlpati, who reigned at ndaya^;iri, constructed the tank. The date corresponds with that of the reign 
of Bukka I of Vijayanagar, and if this is the chief mentioned, the inscription is of importance. There is 
H very old temple of Lakshmtkdntasvdmi in the village said to have been built by Janamejaya, and repaired 
by the above-mentioned Bhftskara Bhtipati. On the north side of this temple is an inscription dated 6.6. 
1477 (A.D. 1555), commemoratinj^ a grant to a private person in the reign of Sadadiva of Vijayanagar 
by " Yaradardjayyadeva Mah&r&ja, son of Bafiga Baja, and grandson of NandyOla Vaiuoa Raja.'' 
Besides this there are five other old temples. 

Sankhavakam ; — 21 miles north of Badvdl, 8 miles north of Porumdmilla. (Sunkatcaram.) South of 
this village is a mound with the remains of a small fort. 

SiDiniAVABAM ; — 13 miles north of Badvdl. (Shiddhatcaram). An old ruined and deserted temple of 
6iva. 

TsALLAOiRiGELA ;— 12 nules north of Badvel. (SuUagirgulla.) An old temple of Kodanifa-Sdma' 
svdmi, north-east of the village. 

Vartkunta ; — 26 miles north by west of Badvel, 5 miles west of Narasapuram. ( Wurrycoonta^ 
Nursapoor.) Aa inscription at a temple of Bdmasvdmif in the vilhu^. It is dated 6.6. 1525 (A.D. 1603), 
and records a grant to a private party by Hanuma Bajayyadeva l&hftr&ja in the reign of Venkatapati of 
Vijayanagar at Ghandragiri. 
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PULIVBNDLA TALUK- 

Ghinna £m>ALA ; — 6 miles west by noiih of Pulivendla. (Ohinna Ooodala.) Dolmens. 

EoM ANNTTALA ; — 15 miles north-west of Pulivendla. (Chmanootla.) An old temple of Tiruf>eM:ata» 
ndthasvdmu It is alleged by the villagers that the image of the deity sprang into existence by itself in 
d.8. 856 (A.D. 934), and that a merchant thereupon bnflt the present temple over it. There is a copper- 
plate grant here in possieesion of Pujari Ghennappa, a resident of the village. 

LoPALANTTALA ; — 11 milcs north-wcst of Pulivendla. (Loputnootla.) An old fort. 

Maddulapabu ; — 15 miles north of Pulivendla. {Muddulpoy.) Three miles north of the village is an 
old temple of Bhdnu Kota Some^varawdmi^ fabled to have been built by the Bdkshasay B&n&sura. 

Marellamapaka ; — 22 miles south-east of Pulivendla. An old temple of A^janeya^ 2 miles north 
of the village, with inscriptions. 

MdF&RU ; — 11 miles east-north-east of Pulivendla. (Mqpoor Pag.) An old temple. It possesses ^' the 
additional interest of beinff the only monastery of ascetic jogis, who there sit wrapped in contemplation 
and with little danger of distraction in the barren rock on which they sit and the yellow sands on which 
they look down." {Manual^ 67.) 

Nallachiruvttpallb ; — 9 miles east-north-east of Pulivendla. {NaleherroopuUy.) An old temple 
of Bhairava containing inscriptions. It was enlarged and beautified by the Yijayanagar sovereign in 
6.6. 1466 (A.D. 1544). 

Farnapalle, or Parana? allb ; — 20 miles west-north-west of Pulivendla. (Pamapulfy.) Two miles 
south-east of this village is a place in the hills called the " hermitage of Kanva/' where are two very old 
temples of Yishnu and 6iva, said to have been built by that asige in a^evious Yuga, The place is marked 
^* Pagoda" on the Ordnance map. An old Polegar fort, part^ in ruins. An inscription dated in 6.6. 
1398 (A.D. 1476), in the reign of Prau4hadeva of Yijayanagar. There is a copper-plate copy of this at 
Choddamarri^ in the Ta4patri Taluk of the Bellary Disiaict, in the possession of N&r&yana Bedji* 

Pulivendla (Poolamindla)* — ^The taluk head-quarters, 39 miles west of Cuddapah. One and a half 
miles west of the town is an old temple of Rahgandthammi. . The image of the deity is declared to have 
been self-created in another Yuga. Near this is an '^ illegible" inscription on a stone. The Sthala 
Purdnas and Mdhdtmyaa of the temple are in the possession of Einigi B&ghavendr&ch&ri of Pulivendla. 
There was a Polegar hill-fort here. It is now in ruins. 

Yempallb ; — 15 miles east by south of Pulivendla. ( Vaimpully.) An old temple dedicated to 
FnsAaiAa(;Aa2^twra«mmt, fabled to have been built by Janamejaya. It contains some mscribed stones. 

Yemula ; — 7 miles south-east of Pulivendla. ( Vaimla.) An old Polegar fort. 

Yerraballa ; — 3 miles south-west of Pulivendla. {Yerrdbulla,) In an open plain north-east of the 
village are, according to the residents of the village, ten dolmens {Pdndava gullu)y now buried about a 
yard underground. The site is known. 

CUDDAPAH TALUK. 

Aj^imblxj ; — 20 miles west of Cuddapah. (AnnamaUa.) An ancient temple of Sangamehxira at the 
junction of iiie Mogamur^ru river with the Papaghn&. (Sungum Eahtcar Pag.) It is said to be 1600 
years old. Near it is an inscription dated 6.6. 1465 (A.D. 1543), recording a grant by one of tiie Yijaya- 
nagar kings. The name, as given in Telugu, is ^' Guru Mah&ddva Bayaluv&ro.'' Sad&iiva, then an 
infant, was the sovereign in that year, which was the first of his reien. There are four other old temples 
liere. One of my correspondents mentions inscriptions dated 6.6. IMO ( A.D. 1478) and 6.6. 1500 (A.D. 
1578) as existing here. 

Bhakarafeta ; — 6 miles south by west of Cuddapah Bailway Station. A 6iva temple 300 years 
old. 

Buogulapalle ; — 4^ miles south of Cuddapah. (Boogulpulh/.) On the slope of the P&lko^4& hill 
4 miles east of this ^^^^U^g^) &nd at a point 5 miles south-^ist of Cuddapah is a temple at some springs. 
It is held vei7 sacred. There is an inscription there. 

Chennuru ; — 6 miles north of Cuddapah, on the Penn@ru river. (Chennoor.) Two very old temples, 
fabled to have been built by the sage N&rada. A temple of a '^ill^e goddess 400 years old. Some 
inscriptions, said to be ^* illegible," on stones in the temple of 6iva. This temple is 200 ydars old. 
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Chintakommadinni ; — 1 miles south by west of Caddapah. (Ohintakonadinna.) A temple 300 
years old. 

Ghintalafattubu ; — see Patt&ru. 

OuDDAPAH. — ^Head-quarters of the distriot. The present town was built by the Mussulman rulers 
about the year A.D. 1570. It was oaptured by Haidar 'Ali in 1779, and passed into the hands of the 
English in 1800. There are four mosques here about 300 years old. One, in the fort street, bears an 
inscription said to be ille^ble. Near me north of the east duioe of the P&ta Cuddapah Tank is an 
insoribed stone. Four bmldings now used as a outoherry formerly belonged to the Nav&b of Cuddapah. 

Hanqmanaguyti ; — ^22 miles north-west of Cuddapah. (AnnamaUagooty.) Three dd temples. 

Indukt^bu ; — 23 miles west of Cuddapah. (Indkoar.) In front of the temple dedicated to three 
goddesses is a stone bearing an *' illegible " mscription. 

IfpapSta ; — 6 miles south of Cuddapah. {Ippapett.) Two temples 300 years old. 

E[amal1puram. — A Bailway Station, 12^ miles north-west of Cuddapah. (Oamuhpoor.) Two 
temples, 800 years old, without mscriptions. Some *^ illegible " inscriptions on the wall and pillars of 
a man4apam at the temple of Pdtdlo'oomeh^arasvdfnu 

KopuRU ;— ^20 miles west-north-west of Cuddapah. (Oodoor.) Two ** illegible " inscriptions^ one 
at the Yiah^u temple and one in the temple of diva. 

KoKATAM ; — 18 miles north-west of Cuddapah, 6 miles north-west of K&mal&puraih. (Ookaium.) 
There are three " illegible " inscriptions here, two at the Vishnu temple, and one in the temple of 
Afy'aneya, 

KoMMADDi; — 26 miles west of Cuddapah. {Oomadee.) An '* illegible '' inscription dose to the 
temple of Vishnu, which is 600 years. There are three other temples, two 600 years, and one 400 years 
old. Also an old stone fort of small size. 

EoppoLU ; — 9 miles north-west of Cuddapah. {Oopoci.) Close to an earthen bastion are three 
stones bearing inscriptions said to be ^' illegible. 

Nandimakbalam ; — 20 miles west by south of Cuddapah. {Nundymundla.) Two old temples of 
Vishnu and Vi6vanfi.tha, the latter on the bank of the P&paghna. 

PlcHiKSLAPADU ; — 14^ milcs west-north-west of Cuddapah. (PaucheuUpaud.) An "illegible" 
inscription at the temple of Vishnu. 

Palaoiri ; — 25 miles west of Cuddapah. {PoUagenry,) Two inscriptions ; one, " illegible," at the 
temple of BhtmeSvqra ; the other, at the Vishnu temple^ recording a grant by Narasiibha B&ya of 
Vijayanagar, in S.S. 1424 (A.D. 1502), Dundubhi. Both the temples are said to be old. 

Pandbllapalle ; — 16 miles west-north-west of Cuddapah. {Punddlapully.) An '' illegible " 
inscription at the temple of PraMnna- VeMcafeSvara. 

Pattubu ; — 11 miles north of Cuddapah. {Putfoar.) An old temple of Indrandthawdmij fabled to 
have been placed here by Indra in the commencement of the KcUiyuga, It is said to be mentioned in 
the Brahmdnda Purdna. There is an inscription west of the gopura. Two of the other temples are said 
to be very ancient. The Chola kings are said to have built six shrines and a mandapam south of the 
temple of Chdddharasvdmi. 

Patidikalva ; — 9 miles west by north of Cuddapah. {Puggadeecalvoa) An old temple of Vishnu ; 
near it is an '* illegible " inscription. Two temples 400 years old. 

Pedda Chkpalle ; — 12 miles west-north-west of Cuddapah. (Chinna Chepalle is marked on the 
map, Ohinnachapully.) There is a Vishnu temple here, 600 years old. 

Peddanapadu ; — 20 miles west-north-west of Cuddapah. {Peddanapaud.) An inscription at the 
temple of Vtrabhadra^ relating its construction. 

PoTLADUBTi ; — 5 milcs north of Terraguntla Bailway Station, 24 miles north:we6t of Cuddapah. 
Two '* illegible " inscriptions, one in the T^shnu temple, and one in the temple of Siva. Three of the 
temples are said to be of ancient date. 

PusHPAOiBi ; — 8 miles north of Cuddapah. A hill on the north bank of the Penn6ru. (Poospa" 
gerry,) Several '' illegible " inscriptions^ one at the old Vishnu temple, two on stones near the temple 
of Vaidyamthasvdmif and some on the pillars of a ruined temple of the same deity. The latter inscnp« 
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tions are said to be written in Sanskrit, Telugu, and Tamil oharaoters. There are said to be eight old 
temples here* 

Sambaturu ; — 16 miles north-west of Cuddapah. (Sumpatoor,) Some '^ illegible '' inscriptions at 
the Yishnu temple. 

Sankatipallb ; — 10 miles west of Cuddapah. {SunkedpuUy,) An ^^ illegible" inscription in the 
man4apam of the Vishnu temple. 

SiDDHlBSDDi BhIkarIpeta ; — see BhIkarapbta. 

BiYALAPALLE ; — 8 milcs north-north-west of Cuddapah, on the south bank of the Penndru^ 3 miles 
west of the Kumool road. An old ruined and deserted temple of Kdii" Viivandthaavdmi. 

Talapanuru ; — 20 miles west by north of Cuddapah. {Tallaparwor,) An *^ illegible " inscription 
on a stone at the temple of Ocpdld^faneya. 

Tappetla ; — 9 miles north-west of Cuddapah. {Taputia.) An old temple of Siva. 

TsADiPiRALA ; — 12 miles north-west of Cuddapah, 2 miles west of Kamalapurarii Bailway Station. 
(StidUapooralia,) Two '* illegible " inscriptions, one at the temple of VenugapcUaavdmi^ the other at 
the shnne of a village goddess. 

XJppALURU ;^30 miles west by north of Cuddapah. {Chploor.) Three temples, two 500, and the 
other 400, years old. No inscriptions. 

Yall^ru ; — 8 miles north-west of Cuddapah. ( WulloorJ) A large number of mosques, and an old 
fort. Three ** illegible " inscriptions, one at the Yishnu temple, one at the temple of Virabhadray the 
third on a brass-plate at the temple of Kanakamma. The temple of Malleivata is an old one. At tiie 
shrine of Janomanna is an '' illegible " inscription on a pillar* 

Ybdururu ; — 15 miles north-west of Cuddapah. {Veddaroor.) A temple of Sai^gameiparaevdmif 
at the junction of the PennSru and P&paghn& rivers. It is said to be 1000 years old. 

Ybludubti; — 25 miles west by north of Cuddapah. {Teldoorty.) Two "illegible" inscriptions, 
one at the Yishnu and one at the Siva temple. The Siva temple is said to be nearly 700 years old, 
the Yishnu temple about 400 years. 

YuBATURu ; — ^22 miles west by north of Cuddapah. {Oortoor.) An inscription, undated, on the 
Oaruda stambha of the temple of Vehkateivaraavdmiy recording the erection of the pillar. This temple and 
another are said to be about 400 years old. 

YrruKURU ; — 2 miles south of Cuddapah, half a mile west of the Railway Station. (Ootkoor.) 
Two old temples, fabled to have been built by Janameiaya. In the hamlet of NaligOtu is a ruined 
mosque, and some tombs of the Navabs. There is another old mosque in the hamlet of Putttlmiy- 
yapeta. 

Yallaturu ; — 10} miles west of Cuddapah. {Tdlatoar.) An inscription on a stone near a weU, 
said to be '^ illegible." 

YsRBAGirpiPApu ; — 16 miles west-north-west of Cuddapah. (Terragoodpatid.) Two inscriptions at 
the Yishnu temple ; one is " illegible," the other is dated 6.6. 1473 (A.D. 1551). It records a grant to 
the temple by '' Tunma Baja, son of Timmayadeva MahAr&ja." {See No. 7 of the inscrvptiom at Vijaya^ 
nagarj Hoepet Taluky Bellary Disttictj and others,) 

Yeturu; — 13 miles north-west of Cuddapah. {Yaitoor,) West of the village is an old and 
deserted temple of Rahgandyakasvdmi^ with an inscription said to be '' illegible." 

YiPPAPENTA : — see Ippapbta. 

SIDDHAVATTAif TALUK. 

Ganga Pertou ; — 4 miles east-south-east of Siddhavattaih. {Oungapairoor.) On a stone at the 
north-east of the village is an inscription, dated 3.6. 1081 (A.I). 1159), recording a grant of the revenue 
of a village to the temple of Bdmasvdmi at Yantimitta. The donor's name is not given. South-east of 
the village, in a field near a tank, is a stone with an inscription, undated, commemorating a charity in 
the rei^ of " Narasingayyadeva Mahftrftja " of Yijayana^ar. There is a coppei^plate document in the 
possession of a Mussulman who is trustee of a mosque in the town. It is dated S.B. 1699 (A.D. 1777), 
and records a grant to the mosque by the Navab of Cuddapah. 
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QuNDLAMADA ; — 14 mil66 east by south of Siddhavattaiii. (Ooandlamudda.) There is an old temple 
of Mukti Kofiivarasodmi, said to have been built over an image placed there by Ndrada. There is an 
" illegible '' insoription near the temple. 

Jyoti ;— 4 miles west of Siddhavattaiii, 6 miles east of Cuddapah. {Joty.) An old temple of 
Siddhe^varawami, ^' There is a subterranean passage in front of this temple that leads no one Knows 
where." (Manualy 49.) A mile west of the village are two ruined Yishnu temples. 

Panchalinoak5na ; — 30 miles east by south of Siddhavattaiii^ amongst the Mallamakonja Hills, 
on the borders of the Nellore District. There is a cave here, where it is said five lingams were dis- 
covered. The place is resorted to for worship. 

• Penna Pbruru ; — 4 miles east by south of Siddhavattaiii. (Pennapairoor.) Two rock-cut caves in 
a hill a mile and a half east of the village. One contains an image of the Narasimha^ the other that of 
a goddess. 

SiDDUAVATTAM. — Head-ouartors of the taluk, 9 miles east of Cuddapah* {Sidhout,) Originally a 
dependency of the Chitv^l Raja, a member of the Matli family. The fort in the town was built by 
Ananta B&ja in 6.6. 1225 (A.I). 1303). Under the Mussulmans this place was the residence of a 
Navab, and was joined to the fiefship of Cuddapah. The fort was destroyed by Haidar 'Ali of Maisur. 
{Manual^ 48.) There are several bufldings in the fort said to be worth inspection. 

Yantimitta ; — 6 miles south-east of Siddhavattaiii. {Ontimitta.) There is a ^ely sculptured temple 
of Kodanda Rdmamtmi, Near the gate are inscriptions on two stones ; one dated 8.8. 1480 (A.D. 1558), 
in the reiffn of Sadfiiivadeva of Yijayanagary the other in the same reign dated in 6.6. 1477 (A.D. 
1555). The grantor in the case of the latter is '^ Tirumalayyadeva Mah^&ja, son of Banga B&ja and 
grandson of Ara Yijaya B&ma B&ja." There is an ancient man^apam close to a tank west of the 
village. North of this are two caves in the hiU. There is a finely sciilptured old temple of Oqpdlasvdmif 
with an inscription on the prdk&ra-wall, undated. Under a tree east of the village are a number of 
NdgakalSj &c. Near the Railway Station is a stone with a number of figures of warriors, said to have 
been erected in memory of a great battle between the Hindus and Mussulmans. 

The Ybitugopalasvami Temple ; — 7 miles north of Siddhavattaiii. {Oopakwamy Pagoda.) A sacred 
and ancient temple. 

YoBALAM ; — 16 miles east of Siddhavattaiii. (jSoblum.) Four miles north-east of this village, amongst 
the hills and forest known as ^* Mallam Eoncja" (Pedda Mallam Conda) is a temple dedicated to Jfallam^ 
kon^eivaraavdmi ; near it is an inscription, said to be illegible, on a stone. 

YoGURu; — 20 miles east of Siddhavattaiii. (Ogoar.) There is an '* illegible" inscription in a field 
near a temple of a goddess east of the village. 

EADIBI TALUK. 

DoRAGALLu ; — 23 miles north by west of Eadiri, 14 miles north by west of the bungalow on the 
high road at Patnam. (DorragulL) East of the village, on the hills, is an old fort. 

£adibi ; — 52 miles south-west of Cuddapah. {Cuddree,) An important Yishnu temple of large 
size, said to be old. A number of Mussulman mosques and tombs. 

Patnam ; — 10 miles north by west of Kadiri. (PtUtanum,) (There is a bungalow here. The 
village lA situated on the high road.) Five miles north of the village, on the hills, is a very fine old fort. 

riyaohOti taluk. 

Gapik5ta ; — 16 miles east-north-east of B&yachCti. {Gfuddieotta.) On the bank of the river here is 
a stone with an insoription " not very legible.'' 

Hasanfubam ; — 8 miles north-north-east of R&yachoti. (Huatnapoor,) East of this village, on the 
boimdaiy between it and Yangimalla ( Wungymully) is an inscribed stone on the boundary line^ to which 
it is supposed to relate. 

RlTACHOTi ; — ^28 miles south by west of Cuddapah. {Raehootee.) An important temple dedicated to 
Vtrabhadmsvamu said to be very old. There is a large upright stone at the west end of the village, 
having an insoription said to be dated 6.6. 1155 (A.I). 1233), mentioning the conquest of the east of 
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** Cliolamandaleun " by a sovereim named " Pratftpa BSLyadeva Mah&rd.ja." Probably either the date 
or the name has not been oorreouy read by my informant. 

Yakoimalla ;— 12 miles north-east of RayaohOti. {Wungymully.) On a rook overhanging the 
Man<j[avdra river is a temple of HanumSji over a oave. 

PULLAMPET TALUK. 

Attibala ; — 1 miles north-north-east of Bajampett Railway Station, 10 miles north-west of 
Pullampet, on the right bank of the Cheyyeru {Chey Air) river. The ruins of an andent deserted 
temple dedicated to Paraiu Rdma^ with inscriptions on stones near the entrance, stated to be in Chantha 
oharaoters. On an elevated ground close to the village are two old temples, the StJuila Furdnaa of which 
are in the possession of the Zemindar of Karvdtinagaram in North Arcot. Yell&la Sdshayya. a resident, 
is in possession of a copper-plate inscription. The place is considered one of great sanctity, as being 
the locality where ParaSu Rdma was freed from the sin of matricide by the virtue of the river-water. 
An aureus of Trajan in fine preservation was, in June 1838, picked up at this place, on the side of a 
rooky hill, by a woman gathering sticks. {Madras Journal of Literature and Science, XIII, 214. 
Indian Antiquary, H, 242. I presume the two coins mentioned in these places are identical.) 

GuNDLURr ; — 6 miles north-north-west of Pullampet. (Chondloor.) An old Vishnu temple, with 
inscriptions on two stones in Gbantha and Telugu characters. At the temple of Agaetyeitara, on the 
southern wall, are some Ghrantha inscriptions almost '' illegible" from whitewash. At the temple of 
Virabhadrasvdmi, close by, are some inscriptions in Ghrantha and Telugu, two of which are dated in S.S. 
1477 (A.D. 1565.) and 1480 rA.D. 1558). The natives assert that, once in every four or five years, the 
lingam in the Siva temple is oathed with water from the Ganges which falls from the temple roof. 

Lepaka ; — 8 miles north by east of Pullampet, on the left bank of the Gheyyfiru, 4 miles east of 
Nundaloor Bailway Station. (Lebocka.) An old Vishnu temple, partly ruined, with several inscriptions 
in Grantha and Telugu. One of these bears date 6.6. 1424 (A.D. 1502), and records a grant of lands to 
the temple. There is a temple in the village, in present use, where some inscriptions exist in Grantha 
characters. 

Mandapallb ;— 7 miles north-west of Pullampet. {Mundapully.) An. old temple of 6iva with 
Grantha inscriptions. 

Nandaluru ; — 6 miles north by west of Pullampet. (Nundaloor.) An old temple, on the inner 
walls of which are. some inscriptions, in Grantha and Telugu, illegible from whitewash. One of the 
inscriptions is said to be dated 6.6. 1141 (A,l>. 1229). ^Olose to the inner gopura of the temple are 
four slabs bearing inscriptions. One of tnese is dated 6.6. 1456 (A.D. 1534), and records a grant of 
lands to the tempk by Aohyutadeva of Vijayanagar. Another, dated 6.6. 1353 (A.D. 1431), records a 
grant by Deva K&ya of the same dynasty. On the wall behind this are several inscriptions illegible 
nom whitewash. At the east entrance are five other stones with inscriptions, three of which are dated 
r^pectively in 6.6. 1231 (A.D. 1309), 1408 (A.D. I486}, and 1423 (A.D. 1501). There is also an 
inscription on a stone planted in front of the temple. 

Obali ; — 8 miles north-east of Pullampet, on the right bank of the Cheyy^ru. {Hobly.) Two old 
temples with inscriptions in each, some said to be ^^ illegiole," some in GTantlii& characters, some Telugu. 
An old mosque, close to which are two stone inscriptions, one '* illegible," the other recording a grant to 
the mosque in 6.6. 1658 (A.D. 1736). 

Penagaluru ; — 11 miles north-east of Pullampet. (Pennagaloor.) A very ancient temple, with 
inscriptions. Two residents of this village, Pidatala Chellaiiibhatlu and BhatLocheruvu Venkatarftma- 
bhatlu, are said to be in possession of copper-plate inscriptions. 

TuHOATURiT ; — ^9 miles north-east of Pullampet, on the left bank of the Oheyydru. {Tungatoor.) An 
old and ruined 6iva temple. 

MADANAPALLE TALUK 

BApiKATALAPALLB ; — 15 milcs wcst by north of liadanapalle. An inscription on a rock near the 
temple of Bdmasvdmij '^ illegible." 

Barrakatalakota ; — 1.6 miles north-west of Madanapalle. (Boarcallcotta,) An inscription on a 
rock close to the calingula of a tank, dated 6.6. 1618 (A.P. 1696). It has been much injured. 
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Ba^inikonpa ;— 2 miles east of Madanapalle. Three msoriptions. One is on a boulder east of the 
tank. It is dated 3.d. 1613 (A.D. 1691), and records a grant by and to private persons. Another is on 
a rock north of the tank called '* S&nioheruvu." It is dated in the same year, and is equally private in 
character. 

Battulanutigodpa ; — ^A hamlet to the east of Madanapalle town. An inscription on a rock said to 
be " iUegible." 

BiRA^oi ; — 18 miles west by north of Madanapalle. (Beeringee.) Two illegible inscriptions: one 
south-east of the village, on a stone close to a temple, the other on a stone norm-east of the hamlet of 
Ghi4ipalle. 

Chadum ; — 28 miles west by north of Madanapalle. (Suddum.) An old temple of Sangameivara 
at the junction of two rivers. Only the garhhdlayam is really old, the rest having been erected 150 
yearis ago. Para^u Rama is credited with the foundation of the first temple. On a small hill west of the 
village IS a stone statue which is said to have fallen from the top of the hill. The hill is called '^ Yiranna 
gundu." Close to the hamlet of Chennar&yanipalle is a stone witn two figures and an ^* illegible " inscrip- 
tion. Alu old temple of C/MndtSvarly a quarter of a mile north of the same hamlet. Three other temples 
are said to be ancient. 

Chinna Tippasamudram ; — 8 miles north-north-east of Madanapalle. (Chinna Tipsundrum,) Two 
*' illegible '' inscriptions ; one on a rook in the tank south of the village, the other on a stone in a tope 
south of the hamlet of Beddivfiripalle. 

Chippili ; — 2 miles west of Madanapalle. Three inscriptions on stones, all illegible. 
(1.) On the bank of the Kotta Kdlva, 
(2.) Near the Ndgavutl Kdlva. 
(3.) Near the 6iva temple. 

Ghattu ; — 14 miles west-north-west of Madanapalle. {Outt Droog,) A fine hill-fort, the owner of 
which, a Polegar, was at one time possessed of considerable power and gave great trouble to Sir Thomas 
Munro. There are two ruined temples, here and several inscriptions. 
(1.) On a stone in the temple of Venkafaramanasvdmi, 
(2.) On a black slab in a field under the Mallinayani tank. 
(3.) On a rock near the sluice of the Obalinayani tank. 
(4.) On black stones near the Kdiireddi tank. 
Mondi Yenkatiga4u, a resident, is in possession of a copper-plate inscription. 

Gollapallb ; — 12 miles north-west of Madanapalle. {Oolapully.) An inscription, said to be 
<< illegible," on a rock close to the village. 

GuTLASTHALAM ;— 24 milcs west by north of Madanapalle. (OootlastuUum.) This village was 
formerly the residence of a chief between whom and the Mussulmans a very bloody engagement was 
fought at this place, to commemorate which a mound in the village is called Netturu Outfa^ or the ^* hill 
of blood." 

Kadinadhunikota ; — 25 miles north-west of Madanapalle. A copper-plate grant in 'possession 
of Baja Fantulu, a drotriyamddx, dated 6.6. 1681 (A.D. 17S9), in all respects a private document. 

Ealicuarla ; — 23 miles north of Madanapalle. {Oukhurla.) Aji old Siva temple on the bank of 
the Ku6avati river, north-west of the village, with three inscriptions. One is " illegible," one is dated in 
6.6* 1658 (A.D. 1736) ; the other is undated. Both the latter record private charities. 

Kakdukuru ; — 27 miles west-north-west of Madanapalle. (Cundkoar.) Two very old temples of 
Yishnu. West of the hamlet of Morusupalle is an inscription said to be '* illegible " close to a Aiva temple. 
There are five other inscriptions ; — one, *^ illegible," near the Yy&sasamudraiii tank ; the second in a neld 



devara canal," dated §.§. 1489 (P) (A.D. 1567), Prabham, recordinpp a grant in the reign of Tirumala- 
deva of Yijayanagar. There is a copper-plate grant here in possession of Vudldi Yenkata Nrisiiiihftchar- 
yulu, a resident. It is dated 3.8. 1442 (A.D. 1520)^ and records a grant by ^' Yira Krishna B&ya, son 
of Yijayanagar Yira Sri Narasiihha B&ya." This is the celebrated Krishnadeva Bftya. A merchant 
named Yellaluru K&mayya is said to be in possession of some valuable old coins, a Pdma Tanka, a 
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Hanumanta Vardha^ a Vehkateimra fnd^y and a Bdma mdda^ which he worships. There is said to be 
an inscription in a field south of the hamlet of B&g6palle. 

KdKAKTi ; — 31 miles north by west of Madanapalle. (Cohuntee.) A small but old fort said to 
have been ereoted 800 years a^o by the elder of two brothers, the younger of whom built the village and 
fort of Ea^ota at Sdmpalle m this taluk« (Madras Journal^ XaTT, 107.) 



Eosttvabipalle;—* 14 miles north by west of Madanapalle. (Cossawarpulii/,) Two "illegible" 
inscriptions at the temple of Venkafeimrasvdmi. There is another, in Persian, on a stone close to the 
village Udmdi. 

EoTTAKOTA ; — 18 milcs west-north-west of Madanapalle. (Cotoo Cotta.) Three very old temples, 
two said to have been founded by Janamejaya, and the third by a Chola king. A mosque south ox the 
village, bearing a Persian inscription. There are three other inscriptions, all " illegible. 

(1.) At the hamlet of Basanapalle. 

(2.) At Ddgftnapalle. 

(3.) At Aldtipalle. South-east of this hamlet is a tnraJcal^ and near it an ^' illegible " inscription. 

EoTTALA ; — 26 miles north by west of Madanapalle. An '* illegible " inscription on a rode in the 
inam land of the temple of Sringeriwdmiy north of the old village. 

Madanapalle. — Head-quarters of the taluk, 66 miles south by west of Cuddapah. (Mttddum," 
pully.) There are two inscriptions on stones in the Karanam's inam land in Qundlapalle, a hamlet, 
both " illegible/' The remains of an old fort are to be seen here. Two temples, apparently not very 
important. On the hill called Sasanikanda is a small but ancient temple. 

Marellaoappa ; — 22 miles west of Madanapalle. An undated inscription near a well and tope in 
the hamlet of Pokim&tivandlapalle. It records grants of land to ''£lhennama Baja." 

MnmvEBu;'-10 miles north of Madanapalle. (Moodywiid,) Four inscriptions on stone. Three 
are on stones in a field under the tauk-bund, and are ^^ iUeffible." The fourth is below the bund of 
another tank. It is undated, and records a grant by the JUlella Mah&raja. 

MuLKALACHBRHVu ; — 24 miles north-west of Madanapalle. (MookaUcherroo.) Three miles south- 
east of this village is a temple on a hill called Kant^onda (Uongoondo H.) It is dedicated to Tiruvehkata- 
ndthaspdmiy i.e.y Vishnu, but tiiere is a iSivali^amhj the side of the image of tiie deity, who is therefore 
also called Harikara^ i,e,, the conjoint deity, Vishnu and Biva. The place is thence named llarihara-' 
ksheira. The temple is said to liave been founded by '' Nandana Ghakravarti R&ya," and. to have been 
subsequently enlarged. Two illegible inscriptions, one on the garuda aiamhha, the other above a tank on 
the east of the steps up to the temple. A copy of another inscription has been sent, but no account as 
to where it is to be found. It records that in S.d. 1128 (A.D. 1206), King Nandana Ghakravarti estab- 
lished the temple, and that in the reign of YirCipaksha, in 6.8. 1395 (A.D. 1473), further improvements 
were effected. This date does not fall in with that given by Bumell for the reign of Yirupaksha of 
Vijayanagar. (For Nandana, see under Padavedu, Poltdr Taluk, North Aroot.) 

Nadigobba ; — 3 miles north-west of Madanapalle. Two " illegible " inscriptions ; one on a rock to 
the east of dilaifivaripalle, a hamlet {SuorurmoarpuUy)^ and the other on the boundary of this village 
with Mu4iniadugu of Maistir. 

PxDDi TipPASAMtJDBAM ; — 22 milos west-north-west of Madanapalle. {Tippamnwodra,) Some old 
temples and forts. Near the hamlet of Pullaguttavdripalle, in a field, is an inscription on a lar^e stone, 
said to be *' illegible'^ ; another on a rock cidled Bayabanda, south-west of the village ; others on boulders 
near the Udpodi ; some more at a temple on the road from Pullaguttavftripalle to this village ; and 
more, again, in the forts. The description of these " forts '' leads me to think that they can be hardly 
more than separate bastions. 

Papepalls ; — 28 miles north of Madanapalle, 12 miles north by west of Gxirraiiikonda. {Papa- 
pully.) An old Vishnu temple. 

85mpalle; — 25 miles north-west of Madanapalle. {Soampully.) An old sculptured Vishnu 
temple, containing three inscriptions ; — 

(1.) On the dhvaja stamhha ; illegible. 
(2.) On the wall of a room ; undetted ; private. 
(3.) On the pillar of a man4apam ; imdated ; private. 
Two '' illegible " inscriptions outside the village, one in a field east of Patakota village, the other 
near a tamarind tope south of the hamlet of Bissanav&ripalle ; and an inscription at the temple of

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Chaudeimra. One and a half miles east of the village is the fort of Kftdinikoto, said to be 800 years old. 
{See Kdkanti of this taluk.) {Madras Journal^ XX Tl, 108. Captain Hemery'a ktter to Colonel Lawford^ 
No. 237, of June 22nd, VibQ.puUiahed with Public Works Department Consultation, G.O., No. 84 of April 
19th, 1860.) 

Tamballapalle ; — 18 miles north by west of Madanapalle. {TuniblapuUy.) There is an old 
temple of MalMvara on the top of a hill called Mallayyakdnda, north-east of the village. The front 
of tne temple bears two inscriptions. There is an inscription by the side of the road south-east of the 
village. 

Tavalam ; — 11 i xxiiles east of Madanapalle. {Tuwalum.) A number of dolmens on a flat granite 
rock. 

Yeligallu ; — 18 miles north of Madauapalle. ( TellaguU.) An " illegible " inscription on a rock to 
the north of Kottavandlapalle, a hamlet. 

Vempalle ; — 3 miles west-south-west of Madanapalle. ( Vaimpully,) Two inscriptions ; one dated 
6.6. 1676 (A.D. 1754), the other '' iUegible.'^ 

VAYALPAD TALUK. 

Devalafalle ; — 14 miles north-north-east of Y&yalp&d. (JDeovalpully.) There is a copner-plate 
inscription here in three leaves, in the possession of some Brahman residents, dated 6.6. 1227 (A.D. 1305). 
It records a grant of a village to some Brahmans by '^ Imma4i 6n Nrisimhendra.'' His genealogy 
is given as foUows : —

GxJNpLUKu; — 13 miles north-north-east of Vftyalpftd. {Ooondloor.) An old temple of Vishnu. 
There is an inscription here dated 6.6. 1621 (A.D. 1599), recording a grant made by a local chief in the 
reign of Yenkatapatideva of Yijayanagar at Pennakon4a. 

GuRRAMKONDA ; — 10 xuiles north of Vftyalpftd. {Chorumconda.) An important hill fortress^nlaced 
in a commanding position on an isolated rock. It was built by a Pat&n Navab after the fall of Vijaya- 
nagar, and remained one of the principal Mussulman strongholds till the fall of Seringapatam ( Sri- 
rangapapnam) in 1799. Its governors coined rupees. Mr. Gribble describes the legend connected with 
it and nves a sketch of its history, with' an illustrative photograph, in the District Manual (pp. 88 to 
92). ^ear the fort is the tomb of Mir Eaj& 'Ali Khan, unde of Tipu Sult&n, with seveial carved 
Mussulman buildings. There is a Persian inscription at tiie tomb of Baja 'Ali Ehan, consisting of an 
epitaph with the date of his death, A.D. 1780. 

Kalakada : — 17 miles north-east of VftyalpacJ- (Cullcudda.) An old temple of Siddheimrasmmi. 
There are some '^ illegible " inscriptions here. 

MEpiKTTRTi ; — 10 miles north-east of Vftyalpftd. (Maidcoortee,) An old Vishnu temple. On a 
stone fixed in the temple is an inscription, dated 6.6. 1530 (A.D. 1606), recording a grant made to the 
temple by some local chiefs and inhabitants. 



BImIfttram ; — 4 miles north of Vftyalpft4. An old temple dedicated to Pattdhhi Edmasvdmi with 
some ** illegible '' inscriptions. 

Tarikonda ; — 4 miles north of VftyalpftcJ. {Tergonda.) An old Vishnu temple with some ** illegi-* 
ble " inscriptions.

THE NELLORE DISTRIOT. 

'VAt Nellore the earliest Hindu sovereign, or chieftain, whose name is known is Mukunti. He is 
supposed to have ruled at Nellore about the eleventh oentury, and to have been tributary to the Chola Rajas, 
who appear to have long held the sovereignty of the southern part of the district." {Manual^ 437.) In all 
probability the tract for the most part was uninhabited till a comparatively recent period, and like the 
Cuddapah, Bellary, Anantapur, and Kumool Districts, formed pait of the ereat wilderness of Dandahd. 
Hence the absence of any connected history, or tradition, earlier than the Cholas. If, as seems possible, 
" Mukkanti Rftja" be the same person as '' Tnnetra Pallava," a clue may be obtained €U3 to bis date by the 
Pittapuram Inscription in the Q-od&vari District (see p. 24). He would have flourished in the earlv part of 
the ekventh century. But this is purely conjectural. The name ^* Mukkanti Mah&r&ja" is well known 
throughout tiie Northern Sark&rs, and the construction of the Amar&vati Tope was attributed to him. 
(See Mr. Fergusson's Tree and Serpent Worship^ p. 1 71 ; Astatic Jouimal^ XY, 469.) Mr. BosweU states 
that the next chief whose name is known is Siddhi Bftja in the twelfth century. But it would seem 
that he must have been a tributary of the Cholas, whose power at that time extended far north, and 
apparently embraced the whole of iKalinga and Yengi. '^ About this period the northern parts of the 
district were under various petty princes of obscure origin of the xftdava or shepherd caste. The 
principal members of the family, whose exploits form the subject of legendary tales, are the following : —

The Ghol€U3 were subverted by the Orangal G-anapatis, who held the north of the district till the 
Beddi chiefs came into power (A.D. 1328 to 1427), with their capital at Eon4avi4u; and after them 
the country was under the Mussulmans and local chiefs till Erishnadeva Raya of Yijayanagar subdued 
the whole about the year A.D. 1513. But meanwhile it would seem that the Gajapatis of Orissa held at 
least part of the country for some period, thor^h their exact date is as yet difficult to fix. After the sub- 
version of the Yij^ranagar kingdom in A.1). 1565, the history of the district is clearly given in the 
Manualj pp« 439-495. Axl outline of the history of the family of Yenkatagiri, with genc^ogical table, 
will be found in Yolume H. 

A brief account of the YiJi&dis, Yerukalas, Laihbsdis, Chentsus and other half- wild tribes, from the 
pen of Mr. H. E. Stokes (fil.C.S.), is to be found in the District Manual^ p. 149.

Bhimavaram ; — 17 miles north-east of Dardi. {Komawarum Beematcat^) An *^ illegible" inscription 
on the wall of the temple of Venugopdiasvdmi. 

BoDANAMPADU ; — 7 milcs north-west of Dar6i. {Bodenumpaud Agr^) North of the village, on a 
tank-bund, is an *' illegible" inscription. 

BoDDi EuKAPABU ; — 9 miles south b^ east of Dardi. {Bodakoorpaud.) South of the village is a 
temple of Mddhavawdmiy with an inscription on a stone sculptured with a figure of the gartccfa. The 
inscription is ^' illegible." 

Dar6i.— Head-quarters of the division, 96 miles north by west of Nellore. (Darishee.) There are 
three inscriptions here ; — 

(1.) Near the temple of A^^aneya. Dated 8.8. 1236 (A.D, 1313), Pramddicha^ recording a 

grant in the reign of Prat&pa Budra II of Orangal. 
(2.^ On a stone in the 3iva temple. A grant by a local chief in the reign of the same sovereign. 
(3.; On a stone on the ^' Aohanna" tank-bund, ^^ illegible. " 
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DoNAKONpA ;'— 12 miles north-west of DanSi. (Danacandah.) In the temple of Oahgamma are five 
*' illegible" insoriptions. There is a deserted temple of Vishnu west of the village. 

Gangataram ; — 9 miles west-north-west of Dan§i. (Oungawarum,) West of the village, near a tank- 
bund, is an ^* illegible'' insoription. 

Kall^'bu ; — 18 miles north-west of Dardi. (KuUoor Kundreea.) An insoription on a stone on the 
tank-bund south of the village, dated 6.3. 1594 (A.D. 1672), recording the oonstniotion of the tank hj a 
private person. . 

KocHARLAKOTA ; — 23 milos west of Dar^i. (Kocherlacotah.) There is an old fort here. According 
to tradition it was founded by Ghijapati Mah&r&ja, son of Mallik&riuna Gunapati, who afterwards 
^' retired to Kalinga.'' His son Mukkanti ruled from Kalibga, but lost the fort of KocharlakCta on 
being besieged by the soldiers of Prat&pa Budra of Orangal. It remained in possession of the Oraa- 
gal sovereign for 24 years. He was succeeded by his son HaripSlaka, who reigned 8 years. The 
country then again fell under a Gttjapati, who reigned 38 years, and was succeeds by the 100 years 
Bed4i dynasty of Eon4avidu. The place subsequently fell under the Yijayanagar sovereigns. As 
we know the date of the commencement of the Be(}.di dynasty, we can give dates for part of this 
traditional history for subsequent comparison. The st<Hy gives us the names of a Mallikftriuna of 
Kalinga, who had a son Gajapati, who built the fort* Mis son Mukkanti lost the fort to the Orangal 
kings in A.D. 1268, the year subsequent to the supposed date of the death of Prat&pa Budra I. The 
latter's son HaripSlaka, whom we nave not previously made acquaintance with, ruled from A.D. 1282 
to 1290, the fort having been previously under his father. In A.D. 1290 the place was taken by the 
Orissa sovereigns, and it remained in their possession till it fell under the Beddis of Kondavidu, presum- 
ably in A.D. 1328. This stonr differs from those of other places about this part of the country, and does 
not fall in with our account of the dynasties either of the Orangal or Orissa kings. 
There are four inscriptions here ; — 

(1.) Near a well north of the village. &.B. 1232 (A.D. 1310). A grant in the reign of Prat&pa 
Budra II of Orangal. This seems to falsify the traditional story. 

(2.) On a pillar of the mukha mandapam of the temple of Varadardjaavdmi, S.S. 1455 (A.D. 
1533). An inscription of a private nature. 

(3.) 6.8. 1057 (A.D. 1136). A private act of piety. 

(4.) "lUegible.'* 

EoTTAPALLE ; — 7 miles south of Dardi. (Oothapulla.) A mile south of the village is a ruined temple 
of Sameivaray in front of which is an inscription having the name '' Sriman mahtoiandaledvara Yijaya 
Maharaja'^ legible, but nothing else. 

KuRiCHEDU ; — 1 1 miles north-north-west of Darsi. (Kbarchaid.) East of the village is a temple of 
KdlahastUvara^ said to have been built by the Ghola kings. There is a fort also. 

Marella ; — 17 miles east-north-east of Dar^i. {Manratta.) There is a temple of Vemgopdlasvdmi in 
the middle of the village, and, in front of it, an inscription on a stone, dated §.8. 1450 (A.I). 1528). 
It records the erection of the temple by a local chief. 

MuLLAMrRU ; — 11 miles east by north of Darti. (Moolamuru.) A stone, south of the village, with a 
peculiar design that mv informant is at a loss to explain. He describes it as having ^' cross lines,'' 
something like figures of people, and some characters of an inscription he cannot read. There is another 
inscription west of the temple of Venugopalasvdmi on a stone. It is '^ illegible." 

Nayudupalem;— 17 miles north-west of Dardi. {NaydopolUam.) An inscription on the top of 
a hill east of the village, dated 8.8. 1519 (A.D. 1597), records a grant by a private person to the temple 
of Hanuman. 

PoLAVARAM ; — 14 milcs east of Dardi. {Polawarum.) East of the village is a temple, near which is an 
inscription, undated and *' illegible." 

PoLEPALLE ; — 18 miles west-north-west of Dardi. (Polapullt/.) A copper-plate, dated 8.6. 1458 
(A.D. 1536), recording a grant by Achyutadeva of Yijayanagar, is said to be in the possession of a resident 
of this village. 

PoTAKAMURU ; — 6 milcs east by south of Dardi. (Poothkamoor.) East of the village is an old stone 
fort. Near the Vishnu temple is an " illegible " inscription. 
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PoTLAPlpu ; — 12 miles north-west of Dax^i. {Potlpaud.) East of the village is a ruined temple of 
Virabhadra^ in front of which, on a piUar, is an '' illegible" inscription. 

IUjampalls ; — 5 miles south of Dar6i. An inscription dated 6.6. 1651 (A.D. 1729}^ of a private 
natuze^ on a temple dedicated to Gopdlasmmi, east of the village. 

SlMANTAPupi ; — 4 miles south-east of Dardi. {Shamunthapoody,) Two inscriptions, one near the 
Yishnu temple, the other near that of A^aneya, The ' former is dated 6.6. 1450 (A.D. 1528), and 
records a grant by a private person ; the latter is dated 66. 1490 (A.D. 1568), and is also of a 
private chanu^ter. 

61VARAMPUBAM ; — 15 miles east by south of Dardi. (Shevaratnpoorum.) Two ^^ illegible" inscrip- 
tions. One on a fallen stone in front of the temple of livitra^ the other near a temple west of the village. 

SoMAVARAPADU ; — 12 milcs east by south of Dardi. (Somarapaud.) South of the village, near a 
shrine of Qangammay iA an '^ illegible" inscription. 

Tallubu ; — 14 miles east of Dardi. {Thaloor.) An inscription near tb^ temple of Af^'aneyay dated 
6.6. 1501 (A.D. 1579), recording a grant by a lo<Md chief in the reign of 6n Itangadeva Mahdrftja of 
Vijayaaagar at Pennakonda. 

Tammalubu ; — 10 miles east of Dar6i. West of the village, near a ruined 6iva temple, is an inscrip- 
tion on four sides of a stone. Three sides are '* illegible" ; me fourth has 17 lines of an inscription, of 
which only the date, 6.6. 10L8 (A.D. 1096), is legible. 

TsALiviNDRA ; — 3 miles north-west of Dardi. {SuUeevaindlah.) An inscription on a stone near the 
shrine of Oangamnia at the foot of a hiU, dated 6.6. 1106 (A.D. 1184), recording the establishment and 
endowment of the shrine by a private person. 

TsANDALURU ; — 5^ milcs west by north of Dardi. (Chendaloor.) West of the village, on a tank- 
bund, is an *^ illegible" inscription. 

TuMMiBBLAPApn ; — 7 miles west-north-west of Darfii. {Toomedellapaud Agr"^) An ** illegible'' 
inscription near a shrine of Bdmasvdmi. 

PODILE DIVISION. 

BApuGULBRU ; — 10 miles from Podile. Near a temple of Oa^amtna is an " illegible '^ inscription. 

BuBAMAKlTALAPlpu ;— 13 milcs west by south of Podile. (Boodum Ooylapaud.) Under a margosa 
tree a mile north-f^est of this villi^ is a stone having an ^' illegible " inscription in ancient characters. 

DoKDALERU ; — 5 miles west by north of Podile. {Donddaroo.) Near a ruined temple north of 
this villam, and west of the road to Salakantktala are three inscriptions oh stones, two '' illegible," 
the other legible but unimportant. 

Garladinne ; — 15| miles west by north of Podile. {Ghrladinna,) Two inscriptions, one on a stone 
bearing the figure of the gamda^ in the street of the village, the other on a stone in the temple of Tiru- 
cenkaiandtha^ at yelugon4a, 2^ miles south of GArladinne. Both bear the same date, 6.6. 1443 (A.D. 
1521), and record ^[rants in the rei^ of Erishnadeva B&ya of Yijayanagar, who is said to have built the 
temple at Gurladmne. An inscription at Eandala-gudipd4u in the i)ar6i Division records a grant of 
villages to the Yelugon4a temple in 6.6. 1458 (A.D. 1536) by ** B&yasaiii Eon4ama Narasayyangdru," 
with the consent of Krishnadeva B&ya. Either the date or the name of the sovereign has been probably 
wrongly copied by my informant^ as Krishnadeva's reign ended in A.D. 1530. 

GuBRALAMApuGU ;^-14 milcs west-north-west of Podile. {Oooralamuddoogoo,) An '^ illegible " 
inscription, near the ruined temple of Ar^aneya west of the village. 

loALAPlpu ; — 9 miles north of Podile. lEagelapaud.) An inscription on a stone near the temple 
of SaffkgameSmrasvdmi in the villi^, dated 6.6. 1445 ( A.D. 1523), recording a grant by ** Tirumala 
Nayaningaru " in the rei^ of " Maha Bftya " at Yijayanagar. This is a title applied to Erishnadeva 
B&yay who was then reigning. 

Kalujuvvalapabu ; — 20 miles west of Podile. {Kiiljoolapaud.) North of this village is a ruined 
6iva temple said to have been built by a Chola king. Near an ima^e of the nandi is a stone bearing an 
*^ iQegible " inscription. East of the village in a field, is an inscription dated 6.6. 1400 (A.I). 1478) • 
recoiaing a grant to a temple by ** Malla iu&zu £on4ama Nayu4u." 
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Kellamfalle ; — 6 miles south-east of Podile. {Kalumpulla.) An ancient Siva temple, in ruins. 
{District Manual^ p. 434.) 

KuKCHEPALLE ; — 5 miles north by east of Podile. {Cooncfuipully.) In front of the temple of 
Anjaneya is an illegible inscription on a stone. 

Manoalakuktla ; — 20 miles west of Podile. (Mungalagoonicth,) Forty-five dolmens near the 
temple of Vtranfut^ a mile north of the village. 

PlMULAPADU ; — Smiles north of Podile. {Paumoolapaud,) An inscription dated 6.H. 1473 (A.D. 
1551), recording a ^rant by a local chief of Jillella, in the reign of Sadd^iva of Yijayanagar. Two 
'^ illegible " inscriptions, also, just outside of the village. 

Pata G-arlapeta ;— 13 miles south of Podile. {Patha Oarlapetta.) A mile and a half south of 
the viUage is a stone bearing an ^' illegible " inscription. 

PeddIrikatla ; — 8 miles south-west of Podile. {Pedda Auricutlah,) In the middle of the village 
is an old temple fabled to have been built by Janamejaya. Other temples, old, but date unknown. 

Podile. — Head-quarters of the division, 84 miles north by west of Nellore. (Poudeliak.) Two 
inscriptions ; one in the temple of Ary'aneya, close to the temple of Oopdlasvdmi^ dated 6.6. 1469 (A.D. 
1547), recording a grant by a local chief with the consent of '* Aliya E&ma lUzayyadeva MahftAzu," 
in the reign of Sadadiva at Yijayanagar, the other near a dargah north-east of the divisional cutcherry, 
dated 6.8. 1505 (AD. 1583), recording a grant by ** Chinna Timma Nayaningaru." There is also an 
'^ illegible " inscription in front of the temple of NirmaMmrasvdmi. 

RlMULAvfpiJ ; — 6 miles north-east of Podile. (Bamaludoo.) An old temple of Venugopdlasvdmi^ 
said to have been built by a Chola K&ja. (District Manual^ p. 433, where the place is called ^* Bama- 
vedu.") 

Tablapadu ; — 26 miles west of Podile. (Tarloopaud.) Four old temples, fabled to have been built 
by Janamejaya. In the fields are some dolmens. 

Yagimabuou ; — 18 miles west-north-west of Podile. (Nagamuddoogoo.) Several large gpx>ups of 
dolmens, 100 altogether. 

VEDURRlLLAPlpu ;»>11 milcs wcst by uorth of Podile. (Yaderrallapaud.) North of this village, 
and east of the road to Q-adipalle is an inscription on a stone stuiding erect, said to be in old characters 
and unreadable. 

ONGOLE TALUK. 

Addanki ; — 21 miles north by west of Ongole. (Addunky,) An old fort in ruins, said to have 
been built by Haripalaka, son of Prat&pa Budxa of Orangal. {District Mantmly 431.) Compare the 
account given above of the fort at Kocharlakota. 

Kanuparti ; — 12 miles north-east of OnTOle, on the sea. {Canocpurtg,) Half hidden in the sand 
are several sculptured iinganis and nandis^ said to be of great antiquity. It is believed that many such 
remains lie buned in the sand. The village is not far from the Buckingham Canal. The 6iva temple of 
Yelesvarasvdmi is said to have been of great anti(juity, but being in rums it was re-built 120 years ago. 
At the gate of the temple is an 'illegible " inscription. At the Vishnu temple of SUd^Bdmasvami is a 
similar mscription. The villagers declare that opposite to the temple of Yelesvarasvdmi there lies buried 
in the sand a very large bell-metal chariot at the site of a still older temple. (District Manualj 431.) 

Ongole {Ongolu, VangolUy Vahgavolu). — ^The taluk head-quarters, 72 miles north of Nellore. A 
fort about 150 years old. {District Manvaly 431.) 

Pelluru ; — 3 miles south of Ongole. {Pelloor,) A village belonging to the Venkatagiri Zemindar. 
An old stone fort. 

KANiaiRI TALUK. 

Kanioiri. — The taluk head-quarters, 72 miles north-north-west of NeUore. (Kunnigherry,) A 
fine hill fort on a lofty hill. On the top of the hill is a tableland about a square mile in area, where, 
according to tradition, a town once stood. The hill was strongly fortified. Trsuiition states that the plaoe 
was captured by K&katiya Prat&pa Eudra of Orangal. (Mr. Boswell says that this king belonged to 
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'' the Ghkza^tti family, who had the seat of their eovemment at Cuttaok," but the only king of that 
name died m A.D. 1532, aooording to Hunter, and this would seem too late for ihe tradition. The 
second Qrangal sovereign of that name lost his kingdom to the Mussulmans in A.D. 1323 ; and the first 
is believed to have died in A.D. 1257. It was the members of this family who specially styled them- 
selves ^' E[&katiya Kings " ; and the whole story points to them as the sovereigns intended.) According 
to this stoiy Purushottama Budra, son of Pratapa Budra II, governed this country, and after him, his 
son Vira Budra. The latter is said to have plotted against the life of, and to have been defeated by, 
Kiish^adeva Baya of Yijayanagar, described as '' B&ja of Chandragiri." But the interval from A.I>. 
1323 to A.D. 1509, the earliest possible date for Elrishnadeva's conquest, is far too great to be bridged by 
two generations. The place was subsequently seized by the Gh>lkon4a Mussulmans. For the subsequent 
historv the District Manual may be consulted (pp. 331, 433). 

There is an ancient temple here, dedicated to Siva under the title of Mdrtdndeivaraavdmt. 

KANDUKtJB TALUK. 

ANiiNTAsloARAM ; — 3 milcs west of Kandukur. In the centre of the village are several stone 
statues under trees, and about 20 yards from the south of the village are two vtrakals. 

GMTisrpi ; — 14 miles west by south of Kandukur. {Soandy.) A ruined fort west of the village. North 
of the tank, on a hiU, is an old ruined temple. On a stone on the boundary of the village of lingap&leiiiy 
2\ miles north-east of Ghuncji, is an inscription dated 3.8. 1535 (A.D. 1613), recording the pious actions 
of Av^appa N&praka. Two and a half miles east of Chun^i, at Old Chun4i, are three old temples, in one 
of which is an inscription dated B.d. 1352 (A.D. 1430), relating a private grant. Li another is an 
^^ illegible " inscription^ east of the dhvaja atambha. South of the dhvaja siamhha of the other temple is 
an inscription dated S.8. 1330 (A.D. 1408), recording a grant by Mallayya Beddi. There is an old fort 
near P&ta Chundi, said to have been built by the Beddi chiefs of that place. There are some other old 
temples built by the same chiefs. 

OuirpLAPlLEM ; — 1 miles south by west of KandukOf. {Ooondlapalem.) Three old temples on the top 
of a lull, and one below. In one of the former, that dedicated to Bhramareivarasvdmi^ are two inscriptions. 
One, near the dhvaja stamhha^ is dated 6.B. 1436 (A.D. 1514), and is not fully legible. The other, on a 
fallen stone to the south of the temple, is wholly unreadable. The two Hiva temples are said to have 
been founded by one of the Chola Hngs ; they are almost buried in river sand. {IHstriet Manual^ p. 430, 
where the place is erroneously called " GoUapalem.") 

JiLLELLAMupi ; — 5 miles north of Kandukur. {JiUamoody.) Near the north of the village is a 
temple of Jandrdanaivamiy and another of Af^aneya dose by. Both are very old. 

Kakbukuru. — ^The taluk head-quarters, 53 miles north of Nellore. (Cundacoor.) Two very old 
temples of Someivara and Jandrdana, On a stone in the baasaar is an inscription ** in I)evanftgari," said 
to be '^ illegible." North of the town is a fort. Four old mosques. 

KoNpAMupusuvALEM ; — 1} milcs south-west of Kandukl]dr. {Conchmootsapalem.) An old Vishnu 
temple. It is sculptured. There is an inscription below the large sluice of the M5pA4n tank. It is 
" illegible, " but is said to be dated in 6.6. 1222 (A.D. 1300). Some stone images in the village and at the 
tank. 

LiNOASAMXJDBAM ; — 15^ milcs south-west of Kanduktdr, 6 miles south by east of Chundi (Soondy. 
Littgasafnoodrum.) A resident of this village, Malyakon4a Anantftch&ri, J;he chief priest of the temple on 
Malyakon4a hiU (q.v.)y is in possession of a copper-plate ^dsanam dated 8.8. 1328 (A.D. 1406), recording 
a grant of four villages to the temple by Mallayya Ke4<)i> son of drigiri Be4di and grandson of Pina 
Komati Beddi. • 

MlLTAKOKDA, or Malyadri, Hill ; — 18 miles west-south- wwt of Kandukftr. {MaUcandapoor.) Atthe 
top of a high hill are two caves, in each of which is a temple dedicated to Yishnu as Narasithha, In each 
is a statue. There are a number of tanks and cells. There are five ascents to this hill, the steps up to 
which are said to have been made by L&ngOla Gajapati (P of Orissa, A.D. 1237-1282, he who built the 
great temple at Kanftrak on the sea, known as the " Black Pagoda'*) . The kalydna mandapam of the 

{rincipal temple was built by Malla Be4()i» son of Sr^iri Re4.4^ of DharanikOta on the Krishnft {vide 
iiNOASAMUDRAM o/this toluk). Thcrc are several insonptions narrating charities and pious works^ but no 
particulars as to their localities have reached me. The Sthala Purdm of the temple is in the possession 
of the chief-priest of the temple, who resides at Lingasamudram. In the upper temple are a number 
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of stone sculptures and statues. An inseription states that the temple was endowed by Yenkat&driy a 
subordinate goyemor of the provinoey under B&mabhatluy the first governor of Udayagiri under the 
Yijayanagar dynasty, in the reign of Aohyutadeva, in 6.6. 1458 (A.D. 1536). {DisMet Manual^ 429.) 

MilLTSAVARAM ; — 6 miles south of Kanduktir. {Masawarum.) There is an old temple of MalUkdrjuna 
in the village, and four insoriptions. Three are ^'illegible." The fourth, in front of a temple of PirantdUi 
on the tank-bund« is dated 6.6. 1573 (A.D. 1651;, and records an order by a Mahratta. The three 
former are respectively; — (1) on the roof of the Pirantdhi temple before mentioned ; (2) on a stone on 
the top of a hul ; and (3) on a stone west of the temple of SiddheSmra. There axe some stone statues here 
and tnere. 

BlMAPATNAM ; — 16 milcs south-south-east of KandukOr, on the coast. {Rannaputnum.) An old 
temple of JSamalingeivaraf fabled to have been founded by Ilfi.ma himself. 

SlNAMPupi ; — 5 miles east of Kandukur. {Banumpoody,) In the east of the village, on the river-bank, 
is an old temple of Sameimrasvdmu In a field on the east of the village are three stone images. There is 
another on a low hill to the west, and a fifth in a field west of the viUage. 

6iNOARATAKONpA ; — 8 milcs east of Kandukur. {Singaroyaconda.) An ancient Vishnu temple, said 
to have been founded by the BiBhi Agastya. An inscription on a stone states that some villages were 
granted for its support by Krishnadeva B&ya of Yijayanagar. There is a cave-temple on the hill 
with a ^sage said to lead to the Vishnu temple, but the enhance is blocked by a large stone which the 
temple JDhannakarta objects to having moved. {District Manual^ 428.) 

UDATAGIEI TALUK. 

Alamelu ManoIpttram ; — 7 miles north-east of Udayagiri. There are some inscriptions^ all said to 
be ** illegible," on stones close to an image of A9ijaneyaj south of the village. 

Dasabipalle ; — 3 miles east of Udayagiri. (Dasmrpulla.) On the top of a hill, half a mile west of the 
village, is a temple dedicated to KriahnamUrti** It is in ruins. At the same place is a cave with eight 
inscnptiona at its entrance, aJl " illegible." This may be a place of importance. It should be examined. 
In the village, west of a garden^ are some naga stones. In the Vistrict Manual (427) the cave is 
described as " a cave carved out of the solid rock in the form of a half moon." 

DivAMMACHERuvu ; — 12 miles west-north-west of Udayaciri. (Oafw»i»wwAerao«w.) The remains of 
an old fort, in a place now covered with forest and infested with wild animals. {District Manual, 427.) 

Masahebpeta ; — 2 miles north-east of TTdayagiii. {Masaihpetta.) A mile east of the village is a 
very old temple of Vi^vehHurasvdmi, deserted and in ruins. 

Masidupalle ;— ^ miles north-east of Udayagiri. {Mausheedpulla.) An old and ruined temple of 
Ahobila Narasimha on the top of a hill north of the village. 

Nallagokda ; — 14 miles south-east of Udayi^iri. {Nullagonlah.) A temple of Vishnu on the top 
of a hill, very wdent and held in great repute. There is a cave on the hill containing a lingam, called 
Qandi MaUe6varawdmi. Some tempos in the village below the hill. {District Manual, 425.) 

NANDiPlpu ; — 6 miles south by east of Udayagiri. {Nundepaud,) On a stone carved with a ndga is 
an ^* illegible " inscription; and another on a stone m the village. 

Udayagiri. — ^Head-quarters of the taluk, 52 miles north-west of Nellore. A very fine hiU-fort of 
considerable historical importance. The hill is 3,079 feet above the sea, and the ascent is about 5 miles 
long. Tradition states that the fort was first built by LftngQla Ghijapati, that he was succeeded by some 
'' Va4iya" kings, who were followed by the Advapatis and Gajapatis ; that the names of three longs of 
this last djmae^^ were Qajapati, Achyuta, and Ananta ; and that this last king was conquered by Krishna- 
deva Bftya of Yijayanagar.^ It goes on to name Timmarasu, a successor of Ejdshnadeva, and Muwani 
NAyanagftm, who was defeated by "Mir Jumla. There was a Langcda Ghijapati reigning in Orissa, 
according to Hunter's Table, in A.D. 1237 to 1282. The name is well known throusnout the Sarkftrs, 
and native traditicMi at Eon4avi4u makes the last of the Be44i dynasty of that place in A.D. 1427 to have 
given place to a ^'L&i^gtda Gajapati," who reigned for 11 years (».6., 1427 to 1438). But as regards 



> Two itteoriptions at Udayagiri, in the fort cm the hiU, state that Kri8h9adeva Raya inad^ oertain nants after haTing 
def«»ted " Pn^pa Badnt Oajapati" and taken priwmer the latter's uncle TinumOapim Baya, in 8.8. 1436 (A.D. 1614). 
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Udayagiri we seem only to get on to real historical ground when we come to Krishnadeva lUlja. 
The " Ya^ija " lUja is credited with having built the fort known as the Bdra Khilla^ and thus to have 
strengthened the place, which was further strengthened by Mir Jumla, who built the Pattikonda fort. 
After some time the Muhammadan government appointed Zupalli Yenkata B&u to be Poleear of Udayagiri, 
but he became recalcitrant and refused payment of tribute, on which he was attacked oy the Navab of 
Arcot, who defeated and slew him. Since then the place remained under Mussulman governors till 1839, 
when it passed into the hands of the English. 

The position was a very strong and commanding one. It consisted of thirteen fortresses, eight on 
the hill and five below. Inside the fort walls are the remains of palaces, temples, and tombs. Nine- 
tenths of the hill is inaccessible owing to vertical precipices, and tlie path up to the upper forts is a 
marvel of engineering skill. {Madras Journal^ XXII, 106.) 

On the top of the " Droog " is a mosque supposed to have been founded by Mir Jumla, on which 
are two Persian inscriptions relating the establishment of a garden on the hiU in Hijra 1070 (A.D. 
165D), and of the mosaue in question in Hijra 1071 (A.D. 1t>60) by Sheik Hussain in the reign of 
Abdulla Sh&h of the Golkonda Kutb Shahi dynasty. The builder of the mosque states that he pulled 
down a Hindu temple for the purpose. 

There are ten other inscriptions at Udayagiri. 

(1.) In the Bdra Khilla^ north of the reservoir called Tinugula Qvnta^ near a tree. S.6. 1382 
(A.D. 1460). It records the erection of a temple of Kd^- Viivesvara^ and its endowment 
by Dantama Rftya, son of '' Kuntama Ild.zu Yallabhayya." 
(2.) Close to No. 1. Same date. It records the erection of a temple of CMpdla Krishna by 

Tamma lUya, son of '^ Kuntama Razu Yallabhayya." 
(3.) In front of the small mosque, among some tombs. Undated. It records the erection of a 

pillar by a Mussulman. 
(4.) On another side of the same stone is an inscription in Persian, said to be '* illegible." 
(5.) In the same small mosque. A Persian inscription, said to be '^ illegible." 
(6.) In front of the upper postern-gate. An ** ille^ble " Telugu inscription on a stone. 
(7.) Near No. 6. An inscription in Telugu of which the translation is as follows : '' The day 

of the fight on the Droog was Monday, the 3rd Pushya, in the year Yik&ri." 
(8.) Near the *' Madftru postern-gate." An *' illegible " Telugu inscription. 
(9.) In the temple of Lakshmamma on the hiU. ** illegible." 
(10.) *^ On a rock where the salt was measured." An ** illegible " inscription in Telugu. 
In the village below the hill are several old temples, and five inscriptions, three in the temple of 
Ra^andyakaj the fourth in the temple of Nallagmdia Sri Lakshnitnarasiikhay and the fifth north of the 
old road from " MadAru Sudi" to Udayagiri. These are as follows : — 

(11.) Undated. Records a charity oy Timma Bftja, son of Kondti Rama Raya. 
(12.) d.d. 1468 (A.D. 1546). Ghrant by a chief in the reign of Sadadiva of Vijayanagar. 
(13.) lUerible. 

(14.) Undated. A private grant. 
(15.) S.S. 1465 (A.D. 1543). Sadftdiya of Yijayanagar. 
There are said to be a number of old coins procurable in the town. A copper-plate grant relating 
to the place is in tiie possession of the DarimeUa family of §ing&red4ipalle, 15 miles west of Udayagiri. 
There are a number of ndga stones, &c., near the Police station. 

Udayagiri must be considered as one of the most important military centres on the Eastern 
Coast, and mere are not wanting indications to show that before very long its complete history may be 
successfully worked out. For mention of the citadel in days before the Muhammadan invasion we must 
look to inscriptions (and there are frequent mentions made of the place). After that, Ferishta and other 
authors may be our guide almost down to the European period. Unfortunately the early history is 
very vague and uncertain as yet. Krishnadeva Raya's conquest appears to have been about A. D. 
1512, as an inscription .at Yijayanagar of A.D. 1513 states that he returned thither and erected. a temple 
in that year over an image of Kris^a which he brought from Udayagiri after conquering the king of 
that v\foe. 

The natives state that the lower town of Udayagiri formerly contained 360 temples, all of which 
were destroyed by the Muhammadans. Of these, two in the village and one on the hill were the most 
important. {District Manual^ 426.) The old Yishnu temple of Rangandyakalasvdmi i& said to have been 
restored by K6n§ti Timmarasu, the Yijayanagar Prime Minister. It is now in ruins. There is another 
ruined temple of Vei^kafeSvarasvdmi, and one at the foot of the hill dedicated to Vallabha Rdu, << The 
stoncB of these old pagodas have, m recent times, been used largely for demarkation purposes." (7(2., 427.) 
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KiVALI TALUK. 

Akamaduou ; — 3 miles north-east of E^ftvali. (Annamudgoo.) On a hill to the north-east of the 
Tillage is a stone bearing an ** illegible " insoription. 

BiTTRAOUirrA ; — 7 miles south by west of K&vali. {Bittragoanta,) A very old Yishnu temple^ 
fabled to have been originally built by the Bishi N&rada, and improved and enlai^ed by Qaurain&ihb&, 
a prinoess of the family of L&ngula Gajapati. (See under Udayaoiri.) South of the temple is a oave- 
temple on a hill. (District Manual^ 427.) 

Brahmaka Kraka ; — 8 miles south-west of K&vali. (Bramanacrauca.) Two old temples. Some 
oopper-plate documents belonging to this village are said to be in the possession of the Collector. 

Chbntsuvaripalem, or Chentsuganipalem ; — 3^ miles south of K&vali. {Chenchoogadoopalem.) An 
old temple of Vishnu in ruins. (Dintrict Manual^ 428.) 

Chinna Kraka ; — 11 miles west- south-west of Kavali. {Chinnaerauoa,) North-east of the village 
is an old ruined temple of 6iva ; south-west of the village is a temple of Chpdlasvdmi^ in present use. 
Near the gate of the latter are two *' illegible " inscriptions. 

Chintalapalem ; — 8 miles west-north-west of K&vali. (Chintalapottiam,) In the middle of the 
village^ and outside both on the east and west, are stones bearing ** illegible " inscriptions. 

QuTTVPALLE ;— 8^ miles west of K&vali. {Outtoopalle.) In the bed of the large tank on the west 
of the village is a stone bearing an inscription in '' indistinct Telugu characters." 

Jaladanki ; — 6 miles west-south-west of K&vali. (Jaladunky.) West of the villaffe is an old 
temple of Yishnu fabled to have been founded by ParaAu Rama. On the pillars of a man^pam in the 
temple are some ^' illegible " inscriptions. There are also the remains of an old fort. {District Manual^ 
428.) 

Kavali. — The taluk head-quarters, 32 miles north of Nellore. (Cauvelg.) The remains of an 
ancient temple of Vtrabhadra^ in ruins. 

MusuNTRU ; — 3 miles south of E[&vali. {Moosoanoar.) An old deserted temple of Venugopdlasvdmi, 
east of the village. In front of it is a white stone with an *' illegible " inscription. In a garden to the 
south-east of the village, belonging to Bdntkri Lakshmayya, is an inscription said to be '^ ilkgible," on a 
stone. There are stone images in several parts of the village. 

TiMMASAMUDRAH ; — 13^ milcs west of K&vali. {Timmasamoodrum,) An insoription on a stone, east 
of the statue of A^faneya, east of the village. It is ^^ illegible." 

TuMMALAFENTA ; — 5 milcs cast by south of E[&vali. {Toamalapentah.) An old Yishnu temple of 
Ee^ava Perumdl^ in ruins. {District Manual^ 428.) 

iTMAKtJE TALUK. 

Anantasaoaram ; — 15| miles west by south of Atmaktkr. A granite pillar about 7 feet high, with 
some '' illegible " inscriptions on it, stands on the tank bimd, about 2 miles from the village. On the 
same bund is another inscribed stone, 10 feet hi^, commemorating the construction of the tank in 6.^. 
1443 (A.D. 1621), in the reign of Krishnadeva R&ya of Yijayanaffar, by Kon4a Narasayya, who also 
made the tank at Kaluv&ya, 4 miles away on the opposite side of ue river. (Madras Journal^ XXII, 
104-5. See also Madras O.O., Public Works Consultation of I2th October 16bS and 19th April 1859; 
and the District Manual^ 422. Compare the inscriptions at Garladinne and Kalujuvvalapabu in the 
Podile Division of this district.) 

Annasamudram ; — 6 miles north-north-east of Atmakur. ( Uhasundrumpettah.) On the summit of 
a low hill near a ruined fort is the tomb of a fakir in eood preservation and said to be beautifully 
ornamented. It is resorted to annually by a number of Mussulmans. The tomb is covered with a dome 
and five minarets, having brazen crowns and crescents above them. The place is known as ** Hazrat Bah- 
mat 'TTlla's tomb," but no one seems to know who he was. Some say a holy fakir, others a person of 
importance under the Niz&m of Haidar&bAd. An inscription on the mosque states that it was erected in 
Hijra 1172 (A.D. 1758). There is a deserted temple north of the village containing ten or twelve stone 
statues. (District Manual^ 421.) 

Atmak^. — The talnk head-quarters, 25jl miles west-north-west of Nellore, 8 miles west of Sangam. 
{AtAmacoor.) On the tank-bund is an insoription stating that the tank was oonstructed by K5ndti Timma- 
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ramrya in S.6. 1471 (A.D« 1549). This is jvohahly the ohief of that name who figures oonqpiouonsly 
in Vijayanagar histoiy of that date. There is an old rained temple in the town, dMioated to Alagand^ 
thaatfdmi^ with an injured and ^' illegible" inscription on its northern wall. West of the town on a hill 
is a stone statue, whioh is said to represent one of the Jaina Tirthankaras. 

Chszasla ; — 8 miles south-west of Atmaktd*. {Chayjeria,) An insoription, said to be ^' illegible,'' at 
a temple of Vishnu north of the village, whioh is said to be of great antiquity. {District Manual^ 420.) 

GhiramIna ; — 8 miles north-east of AtmakOr. {Sermanah,) An old diva temple not remarkable in 
any way. 

GbLLAPALLB ; — milos south of AtmakOr. {Oolapully.y South of the village are '' three stones 
standing upright, having the form of a wheel inscribed on them." 

KaluvIta ; — 16 miles west-south-west of Atmaktlr. {KaJ'OOoy,) On the tank-bund is an insoription 
on a stone commemorating the construction of the tank in 6.6. 1441 (A.D. 1519), in the reign of ISjish- 
nadeva B&ya of Vijayanagar by Kon^a Narasajrya, the same who made the large tank at Anantasft- 
garam. {Madras Journal^ aXTT, 104-5. See also Madras O.O.^ PubUe Works OansuUatian of 12th October 
1858 and I9th April 1859, and the District Manual, 419.) 

KoLAOOTLA ; — 4 miles east by south of Atmakfdr. A stone in the middle of the village having an 
" illegible" inscription. 

KorniRTHAM ; — 10} miles weet-south-west of AtmakOr, on the south bank of the PennSru. {Koty 
Theathum.) An old temple of KotUvarasvdmi, with an inscription in N&gaii on the northern pr&kftra wall. 
It is said to be ^' illegible." 

EuLLURU ; — 20 miles west-south-west of AtmaktUr. (Oooloor,) Near the sluice of the tank is a stone 
bearing an inscription in *^ unknown" characters. 

Mahimalubu ; — 8 miles west of Atmaktdr. {Mimaloor.) There is an old Vishnu temple here, in the 
front of whidi is a stone bearing an ** illegible ** insoription. South of the village is an old village site, 
called ** Buddhapa4u," which was once, according to tradition, inhabited by RdkshasaSj or Jains ; pro- 
bably an old Buddhist or Jain village. An old ruined temple of OhennakeSava is to be seen south of the 
village. Near the Pariah hamlet is a ruined and deserted temple that the people call the temple of 
Bdvana. On the bund of the small tank is an insoription in ** illegible" characters. {Manual^ 420!) 

Mavoampalli ; — 19} miles west by south of Atmaktdr. {MungoqpiUy.) There is an ^* illegible'' 
ixisoription at the temple of Sri Bdma. 

Mavtru ; — 9 miles south of AtmaktUr. {Mavoor.) An *' illegible '^ insoription on a stone at the east 
of the temple of Ndgeivara. A ruined temple of Vlrahhadra. 

Nedurttpalle ; — 9 miles south-east of Atmaktkr. {NaidoroopiUy.) A ruined temple north of the 
village. 

PItapIbc ; — 6 miles south of Atmaktbr. {PatapoMd.) In the northern portion of the village is a 
stone with an insoription, " illegible." 

Pellbeit ; — 7 miles south of Atmaktkr. (Pellazoo.) At the entrance of the Yishnu temple is an 
illegible" Telugu inscription. The temple is said to have been built by a Ohola B&ja. There are some 
illegible" Telugu insonptioniB, also, at the temple of 8Ud Dm. There is a mrakat in the village, and 
another near a tuik-bund. {Manimly 420.) 

PiramIna ; — 6 miles east of Atmaktlr. {Peramanah.) Some inscribed stones in the centre and to 
the north of the village, with ** illegible " inscriptions. 

PRABHAGiRiPATirAM ; — 13^ milcs south-east of Atmaktlr. {Parabergherryputtum.) On a stone in 
front of the temple of Vtrumallu is an '* illegible " inscription ; and there is another at the temple of 2Vm- 
mappa. Several deserted temples in ruins, and an old fort. 

Punx7o5bu ; — 5 miles north of Atmaktkr. {Poongoor.) Near the village tsdva4i is a stone with 
inscriptions, ''illegible." 

SoMA^iLA ; — 22} miles west by south of Atmaktdr. {Somesarum Salindra.) There is a celebrated 
temple here dedicated to Someivara, highlv venerated and much resorted to. Newbold mentions it in 
the J.A.8.B.f XY, 393. The festival here in May is generally resorted to by crowds of people, 
(Manual, 419.) 
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Srikolanu ; — 11 miles east-north-east of Atmakur. (Streeculiah.) A ruined temple of Ghennardya. 
An ^^ illegible ^* insoription near a well east of the village. A virakcU in the eastern sbieet of the village, 
and a figure of Bhairava in the southern street. 

Yasili ; — 3 miles east of Atmaktir. ( VoMeUy.) An old temple dedicated to Varadardjasvdmi^ said 
to have been founded by the Cholas. There is an '* illegible *' insoription there on a stone, and several 
carved figures near a tank. West of the old mud fort is a stone carved with a figure of Bhairava and 
having some characters of an inscription on it. {District Mdnt$al^ 421.) 

YiBLAGupiPlpu ; — i. miles east by south of AtmakOr, close to Kolagotla. At the west of the village 
is a stone with an inscription in " illegible '' characters. At the north of the village two virakahy which 
the people call ** Somati Ylra'' and '^ Ayya Yira.^' It is from them that the village obtaijied its name. 

NELLORE TALUK. 

Gaunblapalem, or GavunplapIlbm ; — see PoNNAPupi. 

KoRATTOu ;— 12 miles east by north of Nellore, on the coast. (Korootoor.) A small but very old 
temple. Some inscriptions at the north-east comer of the temple, said to be ^' illegible.'' On the walls 
inside are some unimportant inscriptions. 

Nellore. — The district head-quarters. Mr. Boswell, in the District Manual (p. 687), gives an 
account of the supposed origin of this town, and the legends relating to it. The present European 
quarter was once, it is said, a town called ^' Simbapuram {Simhapura) in the forest of Dandakd. The 
temple of Mulasthdneivara was founded bv Trinetra alias Mukkanti. Mr. BosweU calls him ^'^ Mukkanti 
Reddi," but I think it is possible that the individual meant is the sovereign known commonly, in the 
Telu^ country as Mukkanti Maharaja ; and it may be considered an open question whether this was not 
a TdUigu translation of the name of the Eanchi king Trinetra PalLeiva, whom we hear of. The fort 
was buut in the time of the Mussulmans. It was ineffectually besieged by Colonel Forde in A.D. 1757. 
*^ When the anient across the Pennair was being built, a large amount of laterite had to be quarried in 
the neighbourhood, and in this deposit were found several cdmns, made apparently of burnt day, embed- 
ded in quartz. Some of the coffins contained each more than one body, and the bodies were found, when 
the coffins were opened, in a perfect state of preservation ; but, on exposure to the air, thev quickly crum- 
bled to dust. There were also found with them some spear-heads and other implements.'' 

An extract from a letter written by Mr. Alexander Davidson, Gbvemor of Madras from 18th June 
1785 to 6th April 1786, and published in the Asiatic Researches^ Yol. II, p. 332^ is not too long to be 

inserted here. 

^ As a peasant near NelOr, about 100 miles north-west of Madras, was ploughing on the side of a stony 
craggy hill, his plough was obstructed by some brickwork : he dug, and discovered the remains of a small Hindu 
tem^e, imder which a little pot was found with Roman coins and medab of the second centuiy. 

*' He sold them as old gold ; and many, no doubt, were melted ; but the Nawah, AmIbitl Umara, recovered 
upwards of thirty of them. This happened while I was Governor ; and I had the choice of two out of the 
whole. I chose an AnRLiN and a Faustika. 

'^ Some of the Trajans were in good preservation. Many of the coins could not have been in circulation : 
they were all of the purest gold, and many of them as fresh and beautiful as if they had come from the mint 
but yesterday : some were much defaced and perforated, and had probably been worn as ornaments on the arm, 
and others pending from the neck." 

An engraving is given of these two aurei. Mention is made of these in Ind. Ant. II, '241, in a note 
by *' W. E.," and in Ind. Ant. YI, 215, though in both instances the date of the find is wrongly given. 

PoNNAPupi ;— 18 miles north-east of Nellore, on the sea. (Ponnapoody.) One and a half miles south- 
west of this viUage is the hamlet of Oaundfapdlerhf or Gavundlapdlem, otherwise called Bamatlrtham. Here 
there is an old and dilapidated Siva temple, at the entrance of which is an '* illegible insoription " on 
a stone. The characters are not Jpiown to the residents. The Sthala Purdna of the temple is in the 
possession of desh&dri Re4di of YutukUru. The temple is a mile from the Buckingham canal. 

Eamatirtham ; — see Ponnapudi. 

Sakoam. — On the north bank of the PennSru, 17 miles west-north-west of Nellore. {Bunkum.) An 
old temple, in front of which is a handsome dhvqfa stambha^ richlv sculptured. Near it is a stone with an 
'* illegible " inscription. The temple stands at the junction of tne Birap^ru river with the PennSru, and 
consists of a high wall surrounding a group of shrines. It is dedicated to Ahobila Narasimhasvdmi. 
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Mr. BoBwell (Manualy 419) mentions a ^uanam^ possibly the one noted aboye, dated o.B. 1357 (A.D. 
1435). 

YuTUK^u; — 14 miles north-east of Nellore, on the left bank of the Peimdru river, 4 miles from 
the sea. ( WootooooarJ) Two old temples, fabled to have been ereoted by Sagara Chakrayarti. 

EAPtJE TALUK 

Alturti ; — 18 miles north-north-east of B&ptur. {Auttoorby.) An ^' illegible " inscription on a stone 
near the tank-bund. 

Chaganam ; — \0\ miles east of Rftptbr. (Shaaanum.) An old ruined temple of Kbdanda Bdmasvdmi 
oh a rook 2 miles west of the village. The walls and gopuram are still standing, but no worship is 
performed. Three inscriptions ;— one in the centre of the village, one at the south, and one below a small 
hill nortih of the village. 

Chikav5lu ; — 10 miles south-east of Bftptdr. Two inscribed stones on the tank-bund. The inscrip- 
tions are said to be in Devanftgari characters. 

Dachuru ; — 11 miles north by east of Baptlr. (DoMoar.) An old Vishnu temple. Three " illegible '* 
inscriptions ; — ^two on stones dose to the Police station, and one at the eastern entrance to the village. 

DuGGUKTA ; — 16 miles north-east of R&pOr. An inscription on a stone below the tank-bund, ^^illegi- 
ble." 



Gilakapadu ; — 5 miles east-north-east of R&pur. (GelacdgMHid.) Two *^ illegible " inscriptions; — 
one on the bund of the tank called '' Boyalacheruvu," the other on that of the '* Eadacheruvu. 

GdKUPALLE ; — 11| miles north-north-west of B&pOr. {OtmeypuUy^ An old Yishnu temple. Close 
to this village is the temple of ^^ PinchalakSna " on a hill. It is dedicated to Vishnu, and is said to be 
very old. It is largely attended at the antfual festival in May or June. Two miles east of the temple 
are the rcgtnains of an old fort in the jungle. (District Manual^ 423.) 

Gbibdaltou ; — 20 miles east of Baptdr. Two inscribed stones, in " illegible " Telugu characters, in 
the centre of the village. 

QuKPAVoLTj ; — 6 miles north of B&pl^. Near the sluice of the tank south of the village is an inscribed 
stone pillar, characters Telugu, but defaced. At the south sluice of the same tank is a smiilar inscription 
in defaced Tamil. An old village site, long deserted. The villagers assert that this place was, in old 
days, the residence of a B&ja. 

Inukurti ; — 16 miles north-east of Rftptlr. An inscription on a stone east of the ruined tank, 
" iflegible." 

^ Halichebu ; — 16 miles east-north-east of Baptlr. * {Kulch4xdoor.) On the tank-bund are two stones. 

The characters on one are ^' illegible." The other records an act of charity by a Bftja of Venkatagiri. 
. An old temple dedicated to Siddheivara on a rock called ^' Siddayyakon4a." {District Manualy 43.) 

KoMMiPADU ; — 6 miles east of B&ptdr. Three '^ illegible " inscriptions ; — one on the tank-bund west 
of the village, one in the centre of the village, and one in an Inam land half a mile south of the village. 

Marupubu ;— 22 miles north-east of lUpOr, 8 miles north-north-east of Tummalatalptlru. {Murpoory 
ToomuUhulpoor.) Two inscribed stones ; — one on the bund of a small tank, the other on that of the 
large tank. Both are '' illegible." 

MoGALLURU ; — 18 miles north-east of Bapur. Two inscribed stones in the centre of the village^ 
with ^^ illegible " characters. 

NsRsrvRn ; — 16 miles north-east of B&pOr. Three miles east of the village is a stone pillar with an 
inscription partiy legible. 

Palicharlapai>u ;— 22 miles north-east of B&pt]r, 6 miles north-east of Tummalatalptbn {Toomul"' 
tkulpoor, Parchellapaudoo). In the middle of the village is a stone with an inscription m ''illegible" 
Telugu diaracters. 

PlTAGUNTii ; — 8 miles east by south of B&pOr. (Pothagoonta,) Near the tank-bund 300 yards east 
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of the village is an inscription on a stone. It is said to be ^^ illegible " with the exception of the name 
" Velugonti Yenkatapati Nayudu," probably one of the Yenkatagiri family. 

Fenubavti ; — 10 miles north of B&ptir. {Panoomurthy,) On a stone in the 6iva temple is an inscrip- 
tion of S.S. 1559 (A.D. 1637), of a private character. There is an '* fllegible " inscription on the bund of 
the tank. The Yillage liunnf is in possession of two copper-plate documents. 

PsRUMlixAPlpn ;— '15 miles north-east of Baptur. An inscription, half-defaced, in Telugu characters, 
on a stone in the centre of the village. 

PoDALAKUBU ; — 17 milcs north-west of B&ptir. {Ptuidulcoor.) An old Guneda temple, and the 
remains of an old earthen fort. Near a well, dose to a temple under a tank-bund, are two stones. The 
characters on one are ^* illegible." The other records a charity by a Baja of Yenkatagiri. (District 
Manual.) 

Bapto (Bdpiiru). — ^The head-quarters of the taluk, 35 miles west-south-west of NeUore. (Rau- 
poor.) An old fort, said to have been built by one of the early Rajas of Yenkatagiri, and to have been 
afterwards held by Krishnadeva B&ya of Yijayanagar. It passed under the Mussulmans of the Golkon<la 
dynasty. The fort-walls are massive, and there is a fine ditch round it. Inside are the remains of the 
old palace and other buildings. 

Satdafuraii ; — 18 miles east by south of RaptLr. (Sydapoorum.) An old temple of SiddheSvara- 
8vmni on a hill. The villagers connect this place with the story of S&rangadhara, a prince whose 
limbs were mutilated, and who it is said recovered the use of them at this place. There is a book extant, 
called the Sarangadhara Charitra^ or Sarangadhara Dvipaday defined by Brown (Dictionary^ p. xiii) as 
'* a very popular poem in the rustic dialect." 

Tanamchakla; — 8 miles north-north-east of B&pCtr. (Tatnulcherla.) An '* illegible" Telugu inscrip- 
tion on a stone on the tank-bund. 

TuRiMABLA ; — 15 miles east by north of lUtpHr. (Thooromulla.) An inscription, said to be '< illegi- 
ble," on a stone on the tank-bund west of the village, 

Yadlapudi ;— 20 miles east by north of Bftptkr. (Wodlapoody.) An old mud fort. In front of 
the temple of a tillage goddess is an '* illegible" inscription on a stone. There is another in a field 
half a mile south of tiie village. 

YuTUKTOU ; — 14 miles east by north of B&pur. (Hootcoor.) Three inscriptions ; — one in the 
centre of the village, and two about 100 yards north of the village. One of these is in Telugu, the 
others in Tamil characters. The letters are said to be much obliterated. 

Yuyyalapalle ; — " 23 miles north-west of Hftplir." (P OorlapuUy^Agrarumj 181 miles north-north- 
west of R&ptir.) An inscription on a stone on the tank-bund, dated S.^. 1039 (A.D. 1117), only the 
date legible. 

Yepubu ; — 4 miles north of It&ptdr. {Yapoar.) A stone pillar on the tank-bund a mile west of 
the village, with an inscription in Telugu, ^' illegible." 

Yeturu ; — 17 miles north-east of BapOr. ( Taloor.) Three miles west of this village is a stone 
pillar with an *^ illegible" inscription. 

GtJDUB TALUK. 

Abumugam i^^see DuggarXjapatnam. This place was called '' Armegaum" by the early English 
settters. Mr. Boswell (District Manual^ 24) calls it '' Armeghon." 

DuGGABlJAPATiirAM ; — ^23 miles east-south-east of GtLdtdr, 9 miles south of the embouchure of the 
Suvarnamukhi river on the sea. (Soomamookey. Droorqfapatam.) This small seaport was one of the earliest 
Eneli^ possessions on the Eastern Ooast. It was obtuned for them from the then Raja of Yenkatagiri 
m A.D. 1625, by the Karanam of the village, whose name, Arumuganiy the new settters gave in gratitude 
to their factory. In 1641 the factory was removed to Madras, then called Chennakuppam^ where a new 
factory had been established two years previously on land granted by the Baja of Ediahasti, under per* 
mission of his sovereign, the expatriated king of Yijayanagar, resident at Ghandragiri. 
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Manapalem : — see Duggarajapatvam.

Sbiharikota. — An island between the " Pulicat Lake" and the sea. The town of this name is not 
marked on the Ordnance map. It lies about Latitude 14° 41 ', Longitude 80° 16 > and is the head- 
quarters of a Deputy Tahsildar. Tradition states that an old oity here, which was founded by Tri- 
danku, of the Solar race, has been submerged and that its ruins are still to be seen imder water. (Capt. 
Newbold in J.A.8.B., X, 105.)

POLtJR TALUK.

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NORTH ARGOT DISTRICT, 

North Aroot lies on the border line which divides not only the Telugu and Tamil speaking races, 
but also the Dekhan country and the south of the peninsula^ and its history differs considerably from 
that of the districts that have been already noted. The Western GhAts, the Nilgiri Hills, the Maisur 
Plateau, the Tirupati Hills, and the mountainouB and forest-covered tract to the north of i{, with the 
hills of the Kalahasti Zenundari, form a distinct barrier across the whole South-Indian Peninsula, 
which was in early days far more marked than it is now. Whereas with the northern districts we 
looked for early history to the Andhras, the kings of Yen^, the Chalukyas, and the kings of Orissa, we 
now find ourselves amongst the kings of the Kongu and Chola countries, and the Pallavas of TTAnfihf. 

In the second century A.D., according to Ptolemy, the country was inhabited by nomads. These were 
doubtless the Yddars, or their conquerors the £urumbais. In the fifth century the Pallavas of TTiLnfihT 
were established as a nation, and were attacked and defeated by the Kadombas of YanavSil (Indian Anii- 
quary, F/» 25), as well as by the kings of Kahgu-dSeia (see the Kangudeia Rdjakkal). The latter family 
claim to have conquered and exacted tribute from the Pallavas, whom they style the ^' Dr&vi<j[as of 
Eanchi/' in the sixth, eighth, and the middle of the ninth century. But the Pallavas of the end of the 
fifth or beginning of the sixth century seem to have been strong enough to defeat the early Chalukyan chief 
Jayasiihha, if we are to believe the story told in the later Chaliucyan grants. The kings of Kanchi 
were repeatedly attacked by the Western Chalukyas. It appears that the Chola kings in the year A.D. 
894 conqueri^d the sovereign of KohgU'dekLy but we have yet to learn what then became of the Pallavas. 
Dr. Bumell {South-Indian Pakeography^ 36) mentions, on tiie authority of EUis, a conquest of the Pallavas 
about the eighth or ninth century by the Gholas, '^ who had revived again after a long eclipse.'' But 
native tradition and chronicles are positive as to the Eurumbors having been a savage but powerful race till 
their complete subversion by A4on4ai, son of Eulottunga Ghola, and we know that the latter sovereign 
reigned in the eleventh century. Mr. Crole in the vhingleput District ManuaJ (438) gives a list of the 
*^ fottoms " and ^* N&4us " into which the PoUava country was found divided by A4on4ai. Nine of 
the twenty-four larger divisions were situated in the North Aroot District. 

The Hoyidala Ball&k sovereign Bi^tideva claims to have conquered Eanchi and resided there. This 
was at the beginning of the twelfth century. But it does not seem that the country was really wrested 
from the Gholas. Both the latter power and the Ball&las were overthrown by the Muhammadans in A.D. 
1310. Then ensues a period of which we know little or nothing till the conquest of £anchi by the 
Orissan king Purushottfonadeva, which seems to have token place m the middle of the fifteenth century. 
The countiy had fallen under the Yijayanagar kinffs in the early period of their supremacy, but their 
authority was not very firmly established ; for not only was Eanchi sacked by the kins of Orissa about 
the year A.D. 1450, but Muhammad Shah BdJimam II is said to have captured it in A.D. 1477. 
A few years later, however, the powerful Yijayanagar king Narasiiiiha laid a strong hand on the 
country, and until the subversion of Yijayanagar in A.D. 1564 Eonohl was a province of that kingdom. 
After their defeat the Yijayanagar chiefs retired to Chandragiri and resided there till the family became 
extinct in the last century. Colonel Mackenzie's Paper (in J.A.S.B.y XIII^ 421) on the *^ Political 
Events in the Camatic from the fall of Yijayanagar in 1564 to the establishment of the Mogul Gt)V6m- 
ment in 1687," gives us fi;reat assistance for this period. The later Muhammadan, Mahratto, and early 
English periods are well known and need not be here considered. 

The district boasts of many objects of archsaological interest of all ages ; and in the matter of 
inscriptions there is a great deal to be done, for, though they are very numerous, few people seem to 
have taken any trouble to decipher them, llie only document that I can hear of in the whole district 
that professes the slightest historical character is a kadjan book in the possession of Karanam App&vu, 
of the village of Mang&puram in Chandragiri Taluk. It contains, so it is said, "certain entries 
regarding the old sovereigns," but I do not anticipate that it will prove of much value. Remains of 
"prebistoric" date, dolmens, stone cirdee, and the like, appear to be confined to the Qudiy&tam and 
Chittoor Taluks and the tract above the ghats to the west of tne district. They seem to have something 
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of a distinctiTe character,and are reasonably sospeoted of being, at least in many cases, of no great antiquity.^ 
For many centuries Jainism largely prevailed as the popular cult, and there are several ancient rook-qut 
memorials of that faith in^the custrict. The predominant Brahmanical^ religion, supported by the influ- 
ence of the teacliings of Sankar&chdxya (650-700 A.D.)i was that of Siva till the time of iR&manuja- 
ohlLiya, who, in the eleventh century, converted a large proportion of the inhabitants to the Yaishnava 
faith. 

Stone sculptures of warriors (Virakals)^ of snakes and village goddesses abound throughout the district. 

There are some few tribes wnose customs and language woiud be worth studying. The Kurumbars 
of the Palman§r plateau are exceptionally interesting, of course, as they are believed to be the lineal 
descendants of the old Dra vidian lords of tiie soil. The Sugdlia in Punganur seem to have some curious 
customs. The language and habits of the Irulas and Tdnddis are the same as in other districts. 
{See under the Nelloric Distbict.) The latter are gradually becoming more settled in their habits. 
The Deputy Tahsildar of M&darap&kkam has sent an interesting note on the practice called *^ Sangam^ 
pettadV^ amongst the Yanadis. It appears to be a species of incantation. There are a few Malayalis 
resident on the Javd4i Hills in the Pdlur Taluk. They are a veiy rude class, and their customs are 
in some respects peculiar. 

KiLAHASTI ZEMINDAItl. 

Akkxjrti ; — 4 miles north-west of K&lahasti. {Acortee.) An old temple. 

Amabambadit ; — ^ee MadabapIkkam. 

Ebfedu ; — see Yebpedu. 

GupiMALLAM ; — 13 miles south-west of Es^lahasti. {ChodymcMum.) An old temple. 

Inoavabipalbm ; — see MIdabapakkam. 

Ealahasti. — Besidence of the E&ja of that name ; 55 miles north-east of Chittoor, 15 miles east- 
north-east of Tirupati Bailway Station. {Calaatry,) A temple fabled to have been erected by Brahma, 
and said to have oeen extended and improved by the Cholas, and by Erishnadeva Bay a of Yijayanagar. 
It is dedicated to 6iva and is one of the five Jjmigams of the Elements, this one being the " air-ungam.'' 

'* To the south-east of the Siva temple is a peculiar rook-cut mantappam with some sculptures 

The big temple cannot be entered by Europeans, but it is said to contain good sculptures.'' {District 
Manual^ 221-2.) There are several other old temples in and about the town. The chief priest of the 
temple is in possession of the Sthala Purdm of the Agastyeivara temple at Ton4av&da in Ghandragiri 
Taluk. Venkataraya Pillai, son of the late Dharmakarta^ is in possession of the Sthala Purdnas of Mogili 
and Arugonda in (mittoor Taluk. The Raja of Eslahasti preserves the Sthala Purdnas of his own temple,. 
and one is with the Qurukkal. There are several '' illegible " inscriptions on the KdJahasti temple, and 
in the Baja's palace are several copper-plate deeds belonging to it. 

Eallivedu ; — 11 miles west by north of Mddarapakkam. {Corywak.) An old hill-fort in ruins. It 
is dose to the fort at Tripurantakapuram, and is called the ^^ Sakili Kotta." On the *' Sakili Burgam'^ 
hill is a fine natural spring. 

Eannali ; — 2 miles east of E&lahasti. {Canale.) An old temple. 

Kannambakkam ; — 4 miles north-east of M&darapakkam. {Cunnumbaeum.) Mr. Bruce Foote, of 
the Geological Survey, found here some rude stone implements. {Madras Journal^ XXIIIj Part 11^ 
App. iv.) 

EucHUBU ; — 12 miles south-south-west of Madarapdkkam, 12 miles due north of '^ Trivellore " Bail- 
way Station. {Outehoory Maderapaucum.) An old Jaioa basti^ with some inscriptions said to be in 
Grantha characters. At the sluice of the tank are some inscriptions said to be " illegible." 

Madabapakkam ; — At this place— at Sant&p§ta {8antapettah\ 1 mile north-east ; at Amaram- 
bftdu {Amerumbardoo\ 3 miles south by east ; at Ingav&rip&leiii {IngawarpoUium)^ 4 miles east, on the 
high grounds of the village ; and at Pullur (PuUoor), 4 miles south by east — Mr. Bruce Foote found 
BOtne rude stone implements. {Madras Journal^ XXlIIy Part Ily App- iv.)

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MoDBRiMBEDU ; — 24 miles east-north-east of N&gariy 3 miles south-west of Satyav^u in the Tin- 
vall^ Taluk of the Chingleput Distrioti (Modenmbedo^ Sattavade,) Mr. Bruoe Foote found here some 
rude stone implements. (Jfa(^ra« Journal^ XXIII^ Part 11^ App. iv.) 

Nahbakkah ; — 17 miles south-south-west of Madarapakkam, 9 miles north-north-west of *' Trivellore" 
Railway Station. (Numbaueum,) An old temple, said to have been originally built by the Jains but 
subsequently converted into a Brahmanioal temple. It is now dedicated to Matideivarasvdmi. There 
are several mscriptions on the waUs in Tamil and Telugu, " tolerably legible." 

PenubIka ; — 7 miles east-north-east of El&lahasti. (Poanumbak,) An old temple. 

FiLLAKUBU ; — 9 miles north-east of Ealahasti. {Balcoor.) An old temple. 

PuLLUR ; — 8ee Madarafakkam. 

Santapeta ; — see Madarafakkam. 

SiNOAMALA ; — 34 miles north-east of Ealahasti. {SingmuUa.) An old temple. 

SuRATiPALLE ; — 13 milcs south-west of M&darap&kkam. (SirgutpUly.) An old temple with inscrip- 
tions. It is considered very sacred. In the ravine here Mr. Bruce Foote, of the Geological Survey, found 
some rude stone implements. (Madras Journal, XXIIIy Part 11^ Appendix iv.) 

ToNDAMANADU ; — 5 iuilcs south-west of E&lahasti. {Tonedafiamardee,) There are several ^'illegible" 
inscriptions at the temple here. 

TrifurIntakafuram ; — 11 miles west by north of Md.darapakkam. {Tipparandaporum.) An old 
hill-fort in ruins. 

Yell1ttuk5ttai ; — 14 miles south-west of Mddarap&kkam. An inscription on a stone at the sluice 
of the tank. 

YiRARAGHAVAFiTRAM ; — 15 (P) milcs uorth-west of Kalahasti. An old temple. 

YuRANDUKU ;— 3 miles south-west of EdJahasti. ( Whorandoor.) An old temple. 

Yerfedu ; — 8 miles east of Ealahasti. An old temple, with some *' illegible" inscriptions on the 
walls. 

CHANDRAGIRI TALUK. 

Alamelu MangIfuram ; — see Tiruchanuru. 

Att&ru ; — 8 miles south-east of Tirupati. The In&mdar of this village is in possession of five 
copper-plate documents. 

Ghandragiri ; — Head-quarters of the taluk, 29 miles north-north-east of Chittoor. There are several 
very interesting remains here, the place having been the residence for many years of the expatriated 
kings of Yijayanagar. On a hill risinff about 600 feet above the valley is an old stone fort, said to have 
been built or improved by the kings oi that dynasty. There was probably a fort and residence here- 
before the subversion of the kingdom, but how long previous it is impossible to say. The lower fort encloses 
two palaces or mah&ls, the lower portion of which is substantially ouilt in stone, the upper part being of 
brick. Mr. Ghieholm is of opinion that the smaller, or ladies mahal, was built subseouently to the 
principal one. Inside the fort on the hill are the remains of some temples and other buildings. A 
palm-leaf book in the possession of one of the village officers of Ghandragiri states that the fort was 
originally built in 6.6. 922 (A.D. 1000) by a Yadava Baja named Immadi Narasimha, but I know of 
nothing as yet corroborative of this assertion. Ten Rajas of that dynasty are asserted to have reigned 
till the Yijayanagar dynasty succeeded, of whom Erishnadeva B&ya (1508-1530 A.D.) is credited with 
the reduction of uie place. The erection of the Ladies' Mahal has been attributed to Achyutadeva, hLs 
successor. After the battle of Telikota, Pennakonda was the Yijayanagar capltid till 1592 A.D., in 
which year Eing Yenkatapati retired hither from Pennakonda. In A.I). 1639 Sri Banga Baya of 
Yijayanagar signed, in this palace, the treaty by which the site of the Presidency town was made over 
to the i<^nglifth settlers. {District Manual^ 144. Madras Journal for 1880, under Dr. Oppert's Historical 
Tables,) Ulose to the main building axe the remains of a Muhammadan building in mud, decorated with 
plaster in the usual style. 

About a mile east of Ghandragiri, on the north of the road leading to Tirupati is a ruined temple once 
of considerable size and grandeur. The ruins are exceedingly picturesque. The stone sculptui^s are 
extensive and well-executed, and the gopuram must have been of great height judging from the height of 
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its lower member. Two miles south of Ghandragiri is a ruined temple called ** Jangaihv&rigudi '' below 
the " Addekkonda " hill, on which are the remains of a small fort and some buildings, said to belong to the 
Tadava E&ja who first built the fort at Ghandragiri. Two miles south-west of Chandragiri is the 
MaUe^vara ruined temple on a hill. Inside the waUs of the Ghandragiri fort are some ruined temples, 
in four of which are said to be inscriptions. In the old village, or Pdtapeta^ is a ruined temple of Kri6niL&. 
In the hamlet of ReddivdripnUe^ a mile north-west of the town, is a ruined temple ; and there is another, 
with inscriptions, in Mangd.puraih. Near Uopdiapuraiii, another hamlet, is a deserted temple of Anjaneyay 
with an inscribed stone close to it on the north. In the village of Ton4av&da, close by, is a ruined temple 
of Vindyaka and one of Agasiyeimra^vdmL The temple of Kodcmda lidinasvdmi, between the old and 
new villages of Ghandiugiri, is said to be ancient. It bears some inscriptions on the front waUs. There 
is an '' illegible " inscription on a rock, a quarter of a mile north-west of the old village {Pdtapeta). 

An old Telugu document exists, in the possession of Earanam App&vu of Mangapuraih, which ffives 
an account of Ghandragiri, and the sovereigns who resided there. Fur&nam Subbayya, a resident, is in 
possession of a Sthala Purdna relating to the Suvarnamukhi river and certain teiiiples. 



Ghennatyagunta ; — 4 miles east of Lower Tirupati, one mile from the road from the town to the 
Bailway Station. Half a mile east of the village, near the Mondavdni Banda is an *' illegible " inscription. 

GhiouruvIda ; — ^5 nules east of Ghandragiri. Half a mile from the southern Khandrika of this 
village, east of a new tope, is a stone with an ^* illegible '' inscription. There is another in the centre of 
the 'nllage. 

Damalcheruvu ; — 19 miles west-south-west of Ghandragiri, on the Ghittoor boundary. {Damarct^ 
cherla^ There is a large earthen embankment here, continuing over the hills or either side of the road. 
*^ It is said to extend to Tirupati on the one side and to Yelagiri in Salem on the other, and to have 
been built lons^ ago by two neighbouring kings to mark the boundaries of their estates." {Manual^ 154.) 
A battle was fought here in A.D. 1740 between the Mahrattas and Navab Dost 'Ali. 

Daminedu ; — 4 miles south-east of Tirupati. The Indrndftr of this village is in possession of four 
copper-plate Utsanama. 

Dhabmarajafuram Khandrika ; — 10 miles east of Lower Tirupati. On a stone, a quarter of a 
mile west of the village, is an '' illegible '^ inscription. 

Karakambai)i ; — 3 miles north of Tirupati Railway Station, 7^ miles east-north-east of Lower 
Tirupati. {Curcumbode,) Mr. W. B. Bobinson, G.E., found here some rude stone implements. (Madras 
Jcumaly XXIII^ Part Ily Appendix iv,) There is a deserted temple of Hanum&n in the town. 

Kumar APALLE ;-«10 miles east of Lower Tirupati. On a stone at the eastern entrance of the village 
is an '' illegible '^ inscription. 

Mallavaram ; — 10 miles east by north of Lower Tirupati, 4 miles east-north-east of " Tripetty " 
Railway Station. {Mallaram.) On two stones north-east of the village are some '^ illegible " inscriptions. 

Manoaxam ; — 2 miles north-east of Tirupati. The Inimdar of this village is in possession of seven 
copper-plate documents. 

Mangafxjram ; — li miles north of Chandragiri, near the road to Upper Tirupati. There is an " ille- 
^ble " inscription on a stone close to the gopura of the temple of Kalydna Venkateivarasvdmi, Karanam 
App&vu is in possession of a kadjan book which is said to be of a historical character, and to treat of the 
sovereigns that have ruled at Ghandragiri. 

MuiTBLAPupi ; — 11 miles east of Ghandragiri, near Alamelu Mangftpuraih. West of the village is 
a ruined temple with inscriptions. 

NALLAPPARippiGARiPALLE ;r-25 milcs wcst of Ghandragiri, in the Kalluru Palaiyam. Fifty yards 
west of the village on the path to a well is a stone with an ^' illegible " inscription. It is said also to 
have representations of " wheels.'' 

FALLAPj^.BH ; — 8 miles east of Tirupati, 2 nules from the Tirupati Bailway Station. A deserted 
temple of Jandrdafuuvdmi. 

Peruru ; — 5 miles east by north of Ghandragiri, between Ghandragiri and Tirupati. (Peroo,) On 
some large rocks is a small ruined temple. 

Baghavafuram ; — 9 miles east of Lower Tirupati. On a stone at the eastern entrance of the 
Tillage is an '* illegible " inscription. 
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Bbttipalle ; — 10 miles east by north of Chandragiri, 1 mile from the road from Lower Tirapati 
to the Railway Station. A hundred yards west of the village, close to the temple of Mutydhmma is an 
" illegible '' insoription. 

TiBUGHlKt^RU, or Alamelu Manoafubam ; — 3 miles south-east of Lower Tirupati. {AXmailmungo' 
perum.) A temple of Lakshmif large and much frequented. There is a ruined temple of Varadardjawdmi 
close to the village. The Sthala Purana of the place is in the possession of Archakam RdmasTfimayya^ 
a resident. At the temples of Krishna%vdmi and Ammavdru are several inscriptions, all '' illegible." The 
inscribed slabs are said to be greatly scattered in different places. 

TiBUPATi (Lower) ; — 7 miles east-north-east of Ghandragiri. The Eailway Station is 6 miles east of 
the town. (Tripetty,) A very old town with some interesting temples, supported mainly by pilgrims to 
the sacred hills. There are several deserted and ruined temples and mangapams. A festival takes place 
here in September. Li '' Robinson's Park " are a number of stone images taken from the ruined shnnes 
in the neighbourhood. A mile north of the town is the Kapila Tirtham, or bathing-pool, where 
pilgrims bathe before ascending the hiU. It consists of a revetted pool under the cliff, fed by a waterfall^ 
and surrounded by mandapams and shrines. It is a picturesque spot. In the western wall of the 
colonnade round the jpool is a rock-cut cave a few yards deep. The ascent to the sacred hills from Lower 
Tirupati commences from a large gopuram at the foot of the hill, called ^' AUpiri," and carries the pilgrim 
up a long flight of broad stone steps to the " Gali-gopuram " at the summit, from this, a walk of five miles 
on a rough granite pavement, with resting-places and mandapams at intervals, leads through the forest 
to the town and temple of Upper Tirupati. The view from the '' Q&li-gopuram " is magnificent. (District 
Manual, 142, 149.) 

The Mahant of the Tirumalai temple, who resides in Lower Tirupati, is in possession of a laige 
nimiber of old coins. There are a number of inscriptions at Tirupati, all reported ^'illegible.'' The 
localities of some of these are here given. 

(1.) On a stone in' the temple of Nammdlvdru, 2 miles north of Lower Tirupati, east of the road 

to the Kapila Tirtham. 
(2.) North-east of the temple at the Kapila TiriAam. 
(3.) South-east of the man4Apam^ east of tiie Kapila Tirtham. 
(4.) South-west of a mandapam, west of the same. Two inscriptions. 
(5.) West of a mancjapam, north-west of the same. 
(6.) On the eastern wall of the Alipiri temple, at the foot of the ascent to the sacred ^il1, a mile 

from the town. 
(7.) At the northern entrance of the gopuram of the temple of Adhtpati Narasimhasvdmi. 
(8.) On the northern wall of the gopuram at the temple of Kodanda Bdmammi in liie centre of 

the town. 
(9.) On both sides of the entrance gopuram of the temple of Gfovindarqfasvdmi in the centre of 
the town. 
(10.) To the east of the room in the temple of Ghvindardjasvdmi in which the vehicles of the deity 

are kept. 
(11.) On both sides of the entrance to the temple of the goddess, at the same temple. 
(12.) On a mnnidhi mamlapam at the same temple. 

(13.) On both sides of the entrance of the old cooking mandapam of the same temple. 
(14.) On both sides of the wall close to the sannidhi mandapam of Kurattdlvdr, at the same temple. 
(15.) On both sides of the wall near the aannidhi gopuram of Bhdahyakdrlavdru, at the same 

temple. 
(16.) Several, on the second, or dvitiya, gopuram of the same temple. 
(17.) On the north wall of the new cookmg mandapam in the same temple. 
(18.) On three sides of the inside walls of the garbhdlayam of the same temple. 
(19.) On the prfik&ra walls of the same temple. 

(20.) On th^ eastern paivdl of the Vydsardyasvdmi matham in the same temple. 
(21.) On a stone west of the village, close to the Narasimha Tirtham^ at tiie Samddhi Tofa^ or tope 

of the burial-ground. 
(22.) On a stone north-west of the foimtain which is east of the gopuram of the temple of 

Ghvindarqjasvdmi, in the centre of the villa^. 
(23.) On a stone a quarter of a mile north-east of the town, and east of the Tatayya gunta. 

Tirupati (Upper), or Tirumalai, the " Sacred Hills." — There are several ascents to the hills, 
the most frequented being one from Lower Tirupati, 7 miles from Ghandragiri, and one from Chandra- 
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giri itself. The town and principal temple ore 6^ miles north hy east of Chandragiri. The temple was 
originally dedicated to Siva, but is now a temple of Yishnu* &Lm&nuj&ch&rya is credited with naving 
effected this change. The principcd temple was formerly laiger than it now is, the main street of the 
modem town being the outer pr&Kflra, of which the ruined gopuras remain at the four comers. Adjoin- 
ing the temple is the principal bathing-pool called the Svdmipushkara^^ the 1000-pillared man^apam, 
&o. The whole is venr much decayed, and the immense wealth which pours into the temple is systema- 
tically embezzled. Tne Mahant was, with great difficulty, induced some years ago to repair the 1000- 
pillared man4apam, and this has been done. The principal gopuram of the main temple is square and 
low, and of considerable antiquity. ' At a comer of a street is a stone car, with the wheeb just appearing 
above the ground. This is said to be the work of a Chola lUja. There are nimierous inscriptions on 
the walls of the temple ; and the paving-stones of the roads leading for miles along the main ascents are 
oovered with votive texts, names of pilgrims, and roughly-cut figures. The idofin the temple, which 
has no consort, is admitted to be a figure of Siva converted into one of Yishnu by the addition of the 
iankha and ehakra in gold. The temple records state that the principal part of the temple was built by 
" Ton4am&n Ghakravarti,'' t .^., Adondai, son of Eulottunga Chola, tnough they mention previous bene- 
factions by Parikshit, Janamejaya, and Yikram&rka. About 3 miles from the temple is a bathing-place 
with buildings round it called the Pdpamnd^am^ held very sacred. In the '* Tumbur Kdna " canon, 5 
miles north of the town, is a place where, it is said, the Bishis used to Uve. It is now infested with wild 
beasts. There is a rock-cut cave at one spot. {District Manual, 146-154 ; Ind. Ant, I, 192 ; Mr. Fer- 
gusson's Indian and Eastern Architecture, p. 373 and note.) 

The Sthala Purdna of the place is with Archakaiii SrinivAsa Dikshitulu and Tallap&kkam Seshft- 
charlu of Tirupati. Another one is with Karanam App&vu in Narasingapuraih. There are said to be 
^^ two cart-loads of copper idsanams '' secured in a room in the temple. Application to the Mahant might 
possibly lead to their being opened out for examination. 

PUNGAN0B ZEMINDAEI. 

AvTTLAPALLE ; — 16 milcs a little north of east from Punganur. {AvrnpilU/,) A deserted palace and 
temple with carved pillars, of considerable antiquity. Avulapalle Durgam (Avulpilfy Droog) is a fine hill- 
fort of the Folegars. There are some temples and buildings on the hul, and an inscription in old Tamil 
characters. 

Ballasamubram ; — 12 miles west by north of Punganur. {BuUasamodra,) On the west of the 
village, on a rock south-west of a temple, is an ^* illegible " inscription, said to be in " Nagari " cha- 
racter. 

Bhimaoanifalle ; — 4 miles north of Punganur, near the Madanapalle road. (Beetnganpilly.) On 
a stone in the BhmeSmrasvdmi temple is an inscription of A.D. 1803, and on a rock 400 yards west of 
the village is an ^' illegible " inscription. A resident of this village, named SitiLr&mayya, is in possession 
of a copper-plate ideanam which he is willing to lend for examination. 

Chaballa ; — 3 miles north-east of Punganur. (Ohuddala.) An old temple with an ^' illegible " 
inscription. 

ChintahIkulafalle ; — 5 miles north-east of Punganur. {ChintamakUpilly) On a rock 100 yards 
west of the village is an inscription. 

GuTTAFALLB ;— 4 milcs north-west of Pungantbr. On a stone about 300 yards from the temple is 
an inscription and a carved figure. 

Kakp^bu ; — 18 miles north-east of Punganur. A fortified village with a temple. 

EoTTAKOTA ;— 5 miles east of Punganur. {Kotakotah*) A temple said to have been built by the 
Cholas. 

MoBTJGALAFALLE ;— -4 milcs uorth-wcst of Punganur. On a rock half a mile west of this village are 
four inscriptions, and, 300 yards from the village in the same direction, are three inscriptions with carved 
figures on a rock. 

Pbdba E^rafalle; — 12 miles west of Pungantd:. At the^ temple of YdMvarasvdmi is an inscrip- 
tion recording the grant of lands to the temple in the reign of ^' Sri Yira Kodan4a B&madeva Mahftr&ya" 
in 6.^. 1502 (A.D. 1580). This may be a Yijayanagar sovereign, but it fi lems doubtful. The temple 
is in possession of a copper-plate Sdsanam, confirming the above.

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FuJAolNiPALLE ; — 4} miles north of Pungantir. (Poqfeganpillt/,) An inscription on a rode 200 
yards fiouth-weet of the village. 

Fi3NGANtR (Punganuru) ; — The residence of the fZemindar of that name, 36 miles west by north of 
Ghittoor. (Punganore.) There is an old fort and palace here, but neither are of any architectural 
importance. The mosque is said to be old. 
There are seven inscriptions here ; — 

(1.) On a stone west of the large kdndru, or bathing-pool. 6.S. 1644 (A.D. 1722). 

(2.) Round the wall of the temple of Kd4i VUve^mra. S.S. 1738 (A.D. 1816). 

(3.) On a slab near the north wall of the kdniru choultry. S.S. 1739 (A.D. 1817). 

(4.) On the east wall of the Someivara temple to the north of the Zemindar's palace at Funganur. 

« Illegible.'' 
(5.) On a stone in the temple of Mdnikya Varadardj'a. " Illegible." 
(6.) On the north wall of the temple of Bdmaavdmiy in the middle of the town. 
(7.) On a stone in front of the konSru choultry. 6.8. 1733 (A.D. 1811). 
There are three copper-plate idaanams in the possession of the 2Semindar of PunganQr. The temple 
ol' Mdnikya Varadardjmvdmi is declared to have been built by Janamejaya. At the temple of Someivara 
is an old inscription said to be '* illegible." 

BImasamudra ; — 10 miles west of Punganiir. {Ramasamoodra.) A resident of this village named 
Yalappa is in possession of two copper-plate Sdsanams which he is willing to part with temporarily. At 
the temple of Jandrdanasvdmi is an '' illegible " inscription. The fort here is said to have been 
constructed by the Eed4is who built the Vellore fort, Bomma Bedldi and Timma Beddii. 

SoMALA ; — 14 miles west by north of Funganur. On a rock 294 yards from the village to the east 
Ib an inscription in Tpluffu ; and there is another, dated only in the cyclic year, on a stone 1^ miles 
west of Sdmala and south of the Chinnapatnam tank. A man named Appadu of this village is in 
possession of a copper'-plate inscription, which he is willing to lend for examination. 

TsAupiPALLB ; — 10 miles northi-east of Pungantir. {SondapuUy,) A sculptured temple of work- 
manship superior to most on the plateau. {Manual^ 240.) In the temple of Abhtshta Jifrityunjayasvdmi 
is an inscription dated S.S. 1675 (A.D. 1753). In the matham is an inscription dated 3.S. 1670 (A.D. 
1748), 

Yepapanjone ; — 10 miles soi^b-east o| Funganur. A temple bearing an inscription in old Tamil 
characters* 

CHITTOGB TALUK. 

Adenapalle ; — 16 miles north by e^ of Ghittoor, on the Chandragiri boundary. {AdumpiiJy,) 
There is a gigantic image of ^anuman here on a rock at the source of the Suvarnamukhi river. 
{Manualj 138.) 

Ayirala ; — 12 miles northrnorth-west of Chittoor, close to the Pungantir border. There is said to 
be a rock-cave in the hills here, {Manttal^ 162.) 

AmmavIripalle ; — 15 miles south-east of Chittoor, in the Naraganti Falaiyam. There are three 
" illegible " inscriptions in this village ; — (1) in the bed of the tank, (2) o4i a rock at the south-east 
comer of the '* Washerman's Tope/' (3) on a rock east of the same and under the tank-bund. 

Arataj^a ; — 8 miles east of Chittoor, in the N&raganti Pftlaiyam. On a rock on the edge of the 
tank is an inscription, said to be '' illegible." 

Arugonda ; — 10 miles west-north-wiest of Chittoor. (JLragoonda.) One and a half miles west of 
this village is the temple of Srayambhreivara, There are wiaxe " illegible " inscriptions on the ceiling 
of the mandapam of four pillars, and in other places. The Sthala Purdna of the place is with Yenka- 
taraya Pill^i ^^ of the late Dkarmakaria at Kalahasti. 

Balekuppam ; — 12 miles south-east of Chittoor in the N&raganU Palaiyam. On a garudki stambha 
south-east of the vUlage, apd on a rock south of thiS village, are " illegible " inscoiptions. 

BoMMASAMrDRAM ; — 5 milcs north of Vellore Bailway Station. {Bomsfiandrum.) On the tank- 
bund of this village is a large stone with an '* illegible " inscription, 

Chittoor (Chiituru). — Head-quarters of the district, 19 miles north of Vellore Bailway Station. 
There axe the remjains of a small stone fort here. Th^e Collector has presented to the Madras Museum a 
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document on a leaden plate which fonns one of a series of 13, all the rest being from Ghingleput. (See 
No. 4 of the List of Copper-platen published in Volume 11.) The temple of Agasipe^arasvdmiy on the banks 
of the river, is said to be ancient. 

Gbkigelafalle ; — 10 miles south-east of Chittoor, in the Naraganti FaJaiyam. There is an inscrip*- 
tion on a rock in this village. 

GoviNDAREppiPALLE ; — 12 milcs west-north-west of Ghittoor. (Ooindarettapully,) Some dolmens, 
which Colonel Branfill {Ind. Ant, X, 99, 100) states are verj like those at Bapanattaii, in the Pal- 
maner Taluk. {q,v,) 

Irutaram ; — 2 miles west of Ghittoor. A temple said to be 500 years old. It bears some inscrip- 
tions " in an unknown character." 

Kaluvaoukta ; — 5 miles north of Ghittoor, north of VelkHru. In a secluded valley hemmed in by 
rocks are a large number of dolmens, greatly destroyed by excavators. Gapt. Newbold describes them in the 
Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society ^ O.S., XIU, 90. He calls them ^' randuvaram Dewal," and states 
that they cover more than a square mile in area. On the left of the road the ground '^ was completely 
covered with the great unhewn slabs, circles, and mounds of prostrate tombs." Only two or three were 
left standing. On the ascent of the ridge stood three in good preservation. He gives an illustration of 
one, a holed dolmen. The tombs are usuiuly surrounded by stone circles. (See also Breeks's *' Primitive 
Tribes of the Nilagiris" 107, and Mr. Walhouse in Ind. Ant. V, 255, where an illustration is given of one 
of the large terra-cotta sarcophagi so often found in these tombs.) The temple of MukkantUvara in this 
village is said to have been founded by a Chola king. It bears some ^*. illegible " inscriptions on the 
walls near the MUlaathdnam. Gurukkal Subbayya is m possession of the Sthala Purdna of the place. 

Eanipakkam; — 6 miles north-west of Ghittoor. {Kaunipaukutn.) An old temple, said to have 
been built by Janamejaya. There are some inscriptions on the doorway and on the Mahdmandapam. 
The temple of Manikanthe^ara is said to have been ouilt by a Ghola king. There are some ** illegible " 
inscriptions on three sides of the inner walls, and at the side of an image sculptured on a wall south of the 
temple. At the temple of Vighneivara axe some inscriptions on the Mahdmandapam. 

Kattamanchi. — ^A suburb of Ghittoor. There is an old 6iva temple here, said to have been built 
by a Chola king, with ^' illegible " inscriptions in Tamil and Gbantha characters. A mile and a half from 
this village, north of Ghittoor and west of the Guddapah road, is an '^ illegible " inscription on a rock. 
There is also an old Vishnu temple. 

Ebishnapubam. — On the seventh mile on the road leading from Ghittoor to Sholinghur(i^/rzn^?/7f/- 
ram) in the Naraganti Palaiyam. In the bed of the Aratala tank near this place are some dolmens. 

Mahadevamangalam ; — 12 miles east of Ghittoor, in the Naraganti Palaiyam. In this village and 
its hamlets are some temples with a number of inscriptions, all said to be ^^ illegible." 

HAHiMANpALAM ; — 13^ milcs south-wost of Ghittoor. (Mymundalum Droog.) A large fort, built 
round a high and extensive hill, by, it is said, the Mabrattas, from whom they passed to the Muham- 
madans. {Manual, 162.) There is a temple here, said to be old. 

Mblfadi ; — 16 miles south-west of Ghittoor. (Melpaddy.) An ancient Jain temple, now converted 
into one of 6iva and considered very holy. (Manual^ 161.) In the hamlet of Kotanattam '^ without 
doubt was a large settlement of the Kurrumbas." (Jd., 161-2.) North-east of the town is an ancient 
deserted temple of ChoMvarasmmi^ with several ^' illegible " inscriptions in various characters. South- 
west of the village is the old temple of Somandtheivarasvdmi^ with inscriptions in various characters, all 
'* illegible." 

HooiLi ;-^^17| miles west of Ghittoor, at the foot of the ghat leading to the Palmangr plateau. 
(Moglee.) Aa old temple, and, somewhere in the hills, a cave, said to have been the residence of Pdrvatl, 
{Manualy 159.) There are some inscriptions on the walls of the temple. The Stfiala Purdna of the place 
is with Yenkataraya Pillai, son of the late Dharmakarta^ at Salahasti. 

Naragallu ; — 8 miles east-south-east of Ghittoor on the Poyini river. A Polegar fort, much ruined. 
Haidar ' Ali died near here, and a masonry platform still marks the spot. On two pillars standing eiX the 
tank are " illegible" inscriptions in *' Nagari " characters. 

Palamtopu. — On the eighth mile from Ghittoor, towards Sholinghur (Solangipuram). North of the 
eighth milestone are some dolmens. 

Paradarami ;— 13 miles south-west of Ghittoor on the road to Gudiyat^an, {Purdararnah.) In the 
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jungle west of the village, on a slope of sheet rook on the side of a hill is a group of holed dolmens. The 
temple of KdSi' VisvandtAaamnU in the village is said to be old. 

PuDALFATiu ; — 9 miles north of Chittoor, on the Cuddapah road. (PooterptU.) The Ayirala and 
Poyini rivers join here, and there is a temple on the bank built by a Ghola king, with some '* illegible '' 
inscriptions. 

PuLiKAL ;— lOi miles north-east of Chittoor. {Puligunte.) There are some •* illegible " inscriptions 
in the old temple of Laks/imlndrdtfanasvdmi, 

Talambedu ; — 6 miles east of Chittoor. Two old temples. 

Yallimalai ; — 17 miles south-ea9t of Chittoor, 1 mile west of M6lpa4i on the Poyini river. 
{Melpaddy,) An important site of Jaina worship. There is a temple on the hill which has been appro- 
priated by the Saivas, and converted into a temple of Subrahmanya. There are several Jain figures 
sculptured on the rocks, and inscriptions which have never been deciphered. The temple is said to have 
been built by one of the Chola kings. The temple is '^ built up witnin a large natural cave, some 40 feet 
by 20 feet in size, with a height varying from 7 to 10 feet. There are three chambers, all without orna- 
ment of any kind The Jain sculptures are in two spots, one to the north and the other to the south 

of the temple, and are very well executed, one being of superhuman dimensions. Above the group on the 
south, the top of the hill has been levelled^ and there are traces of walls, which the villagers say formed 
part of a small fort occupied by Jains long ago. There axe clear signs to the east of the road of a large 
fort which once stood there." {Manual, 161.) 

Vaviltota ; — 6 miles north of Chittoor. ( WalltottaJ) South of the village is a temple of Agasty^ 
eivarasvdmi with Qrantha inscriptions, ^^ illegible." 

YsLKURU ;— '5 miles east of Chittoor. {Yaillcoar.) This small village is once said to have been a 
large city. An inscription on a stone near the village is said to declare that the Siva temple of Markan- 
deya Maharishi at this place was founded by Janamejaya. Near the village are a nimiber of dolmens and 
stone circles. {Manual^ p. 158-9.) There is an '* inscription " in very ancient characters on a stone in 
the temple mentioned above. There is also an old temple of Vishnu. 

Yenkataqiri; — 13 miles west of Chittoor, on the road to Palman6r« (Venkitagherry.) There is a 
temple here, and a bathing-pool worthy of note. 

Yepanjebi ; — 10 miles east of Chittoor. ( Vapengerry.) There are Telugu inscriptions on two stone» 
standing on the tank-bund of this village. 

Tadamarri; — 5 miles south-west of Chittoor. {Yadamurry.) An old temple of Varadardjasvdmi 
with inscriptions on the west walls, said to be " illegible." South of the village is the temple ofEkdmba- 
reivarasvdmi, said to be very old. On a rock on the bank of the river north of the mango tope belonging 
to Maniyam Krishnayya is an *' illegible " Telugu inscription. 

KAKVSlTNAGAR ZEMINDARI. 

Arangulam ; — 7 miles north-ea^t of Tiruttani. (Arraangoolam.) A Jain temple, held in great repute: 
*^ There is a remarkable stone in the village bearing unintelligible characters, which is believed to have 

f^reat power in curing cattle-disease." {Manual^ 235.) North-west of the village is an inscription on a 
aree stone recording the grant of the village in indm in 6.8. 1477 (A.I>. 1555), during the rqign of 
Sadiiivadeva Baya of Yijayanagar. 

ArxjmbIkkam ; — 10 miles east-north-east of Tiruttani. (Urrumbaueum.) An ancient Jain temple. 

Chevarambakkam ; — 9 miles east by south of Nar&yanavanaiii, 10 miles from ^' Naggery " Railway 
Station. At the south-west side of the wall of the pr&kkra of the temple of Nageivarasvdmi, and on a 
slab at the end of the northern street of the village, are '' illegible" inscriptions. 

Chinnammapeta ; — " Chinamapett " Railway Station. Mr. Bruce Foote, of the Geological Survey, 
found, close to the station, several rude stone implements. {Madras Joumalj XXIII, Part 11^ App. iiu) 

Damarapakkam ; — 12 miles south of Narayanavanaih, 4 miles from '^Naggeiy " Railway Station. 
There are some ** illegible" inscriptions on the walls of the two principal temples in this village. 

Damodaba Maharajapuram ; — 7 miles south-west of Nard^yanavanaifi. There are ** illegible'* 
inscriptions on two rocks close to the village. 
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tcOAMBADi ; — 20 miles north-weflt of Tiruttani. Three old temples with insmptionSy ^^ illegible/' 

Kabumbbdu ; — 13 miles north of Tiruttani, 5 miles from ** Na^gery" Railway Station. A &ya tonple 
with inscriptions. There are Tamil inscriptions at the temple of Kumdnuvamiy and on a rook ; but all 
are«iUegible.'* 

KlRVETNAOAR {KdroSptnoffaram) ;— 28 miles east-north-east of Chittoor, 7 miles west of " Puttoor " 
Bailwaj Station. {Nagrum.) A fortified town, the residoice of the R&ja of K&rydtnagar. There are 
some *^ illegible" inscriptions here, on a mandapam in the temple of Vemgapdlasvdmi^ and on four stones 
at the comers of the town. 

Kem pakapIlbm ; — 3| miles north-east of Ndrd.7anavanain. There is an inscription on the wall of 
the temple of the village goddess. 

KocHURU ; — 13 miles south-south-west of Mftdarapftkkam. (Outchoor,) At the tank-sluice, on a 
stone, is an inscription in old characters, *' illegible." A copper-plate document belieyed to relate to this 
Tillage ia in the possession of the R&ja of Kftlwiasti. 

EoLATTUR ; — 16 miles north-west of Tiruttani. Two old temples, in the pr&k&ra of each of which are 
** illegible" inscriptions. 

Kayeripuram ; — 11 miles south of Nftrftyanayanam« and 3 miles from ^' Naggery" Railway Station. 
On a rook in the river, west of the Bugga temple, is a Telugu inscription. 

EuPEDU ; — 17 miles east of E&rvdtni^^, 11 miles east by south of '^ Puttoor " Railway Station. 
{Cupedo,) Two and a half miles north of this villa|ffe Mr. W. Emg, of the G^logical Survey, found 
some rude stone implements. (Madras Jaumai^ XxTII, Part 11^ App. tp.) 

Makkarazaduroam ; — 3i miles east-south-east of Kftrv^tnagar, 4} miles south-west of '' Puttoor " 
Railway Station. {Mdkrs Droag,) A hill-fort, dating from about the beginning of the eighteenth century. 

Hakduru ; — 6 1 miles east-north-east of Tiruttani. {Maumdoor.) Mr. Bruce Foote found here 
some rude stone implements. {Madras Journal^ XXIII, Part 11^ App. w.) 

Melapukdi ; — 18 miles north-west of TiruttanL A temple of Vemgopdkuvdmiy with an inscription 
on the dhvqjc^sUunbha^ ^' illegible." 

MupiPALLE ; — 11 miles south of N&rftyanavanaiii, 2 miles south of *' Nagfi^ery " Railway Station. 
There is an inscription on a rock in front of the Vishnu temple, said to be ^' illegible." 

Naoapudi ; — 18 miles west of Tiruttani. In the garbhdlayam^ and in the prdkdra of the temple of 
Hdgeivaragvdmi^ are some ^* illegible" inscriptions. In the bed of the tank is an inscription on a ro(»:. 

Naoari ; — 12 miles east-south-east of X&rvdtnagar, 5 miles south of the ourious-sluqped hill kxiown 
to Europeans as the ^' Nagari Nose." Railway Station. {Naggery.) The town was formerly much larger 
than it is now. The 6iva temple is declared to have been buUt by Janamejaya. ** Upon a large flat 

rock in the middle of the bed of the river is a long inscription but it looks too clear to be very 

ancient." '^ Amon^ the hills north of Nagari are some caves, which, by means of rough stone walls, 
have been turned into habitable chambers, and the people ascribe the work as usual to the five 
P&ndavas." There is an ** ill^ble" Tamil inscription on the outer wall of the principal tomple, at the 
noiih-east side. Mr. Bruce Footo found some rude stone implements 4 miles east of the Railway 
Station at the bend of the river, on the north bank. (Madras Journal^ XX Til, Part 11^ App. iv.) 

Naratanavanam ; — 10 miles east of K&rv§tnagar, 3 iniles east of *' Puttoor " Railway Station. 
(Namaveram!) One of the most ancient places in the district. Three miles south of the present town is 
the sito_of the town of Akator&japuram^ supposed to be still older. It is said to be the capital of a chief 
called Akftsa R&ja. The remains of two old forts are to be seen there. N&rftyanavanaiii was pix)bably 
one of the Kurumbar strongholds which fell into the possession of the Cholas. Mr. Cox, in the District 
Manual (p. 229), gives a sketoh of the eariy history of the place from a local Chronide. The tomple at 
N&r&yanavanaiii is dedicated to Kaiydm Vehkatesvara^ because it is asserted that Vishnu here married 
the daughter of King Ak&§a K&ja. In the temple of Agastyeivarasvdmi are two important inscriptions. 
One '* reoords a grant to the temple of the village of Yikiamat&ngal, aUas Ch&lukya-puram, by Nagadeva 
of VelOrp&kkam, who had reoeived it, with others, in reward for services rendered to the eeneral of the 
Chalukya forces in an engagement with the enemy then occupying the Potappinftdu (or Kfilastri) country. 
This was made in 6.6. 8§S, in the eleventh year of the reign of KulCttunga ChSla.^' (Manualy 229, Note.) 
This date must be wrong by at least 160 years if the king's name is correct. The other inscription in 
this tomple contains a grant in the sLzth year of Tribhuvanamalladeva, *' with the titles of Sarvalokftdraya,

the ornament of the Saty&totva Kula, oonspiouous among the Gh&lukyafiy &c., in 6.6. 1078." (Id.) This 
isA.D. 1156. The insoriptions ahould be carefully examined. In another temple is an inscription 
recording a grant *' by one PaUava Rftm who had reoeiyed it from Nftgadeva, the lord of Pdtappinft4u 
(see above), m the thirteenth year of TJttama Chola, or 6.6. 1027" (i.e., A.D. 1105). (Id.) The fort of 
Akft6ar&ja is situated in the viUage of Kempnlapftlaiyam, where there is a temple, apparently of Durg& 
from the description given in the Manual (230), of great repute for sanctity. The length of the idol's 
foot is the standard measurement of length in the zemindari. *^ The temple is by no means a fine 
one." {Id.)

Compare this with the inscription at Tiruttani, in this Zemindari, where A4on4ai is called '^ Chakra- 
varti." Nftr&yana B&ja is said to have halved his kingdom with a king of Mithila, the latter's half 
including N&rftyanavanaifi. 

The Sthala Purdna of the place is with Yangipuram Raghun&thaohdri of NftrftyanavanaiiL Two 
other inscriptions are to be found on the outer and inner sides of the southern prfikfira wall of the temple 
of Kahfdna VehhafeSvara. 

NlTAKKANFALBM ; — 13 milcs cast-south-east of ** Nf^gexy " Railway Station, close to the AlikfUr 
Hills. (NakinpoUium.) A mile north-west of this village Mi. Bruce Foote foimd some rude stone imple- 
ments. (Madras Journal, Pari 11^ App. tr.) 

Neditam ; — 14 miles north-west of Tiruttani. Some ^' illegible " inscriptions ; — (1) at a temple on a 
hill west of the village, (2) on a ruined temple south of the villi^, (3) on a temple west of the last 

NiNDBA ; — 10 miles west of Nftr&yanavanam. On the wall of the temple of BkUcshdte^vara is an 
'* inscription," said to be " illegible." There is another similar inscription on a stone in the fort north 
of the village. 

Pallifattu ; — 15 miles south-east of Tiruttani and 3 miles from *' Chinamapett " Railway Station. 
In the house of a priest (gurukkal) are two sets of copper idsanaim. 

Patanuru ; — 3 miles north by east of ^^ Chinamapett " Railway Station. (Pynaoor.) Mr. Bruce 
Foote, of the Geological Survey, K>und here several rude stone implements. (Madras Journal, XXIII, 
Part II, App. m.) 

Pbrumanelluru ; — 14 miles north-west of Tiruttani. (Permanaloor.) Three temples with inscrip- 
tions, said to be *^ illegible." 

Bantana YentjoopIlapubam ; — 7 miles west of Tiruttani. In the inner shrine of the temple of 
Yishnu are some '^ illenble " inscriptions, as well as in the prftkftra. One, on the wall of the pr&kftia, 
is dated ^A 1678 (A.f). 1756), and recoil a grant by the Zemindar. 

TiRDTTAHi ; — 33 miles east of Chittoor. Head-q^uarters of a Deputy Tahsildar. Railway Station. 
(Trittany.) A town with a very sacred temple on a hill. The town conosts of four villages and is filled 
with mftt^ft^rnw and choultries for the accommodation of pilgrims. The temple is dedicated to Subrah- 
manya. It is reached by lonff flights of stone steps up the hill, flanked witn man<}apains. There are 
nine sacred pools of water on uie hill with stone revetments. Below the hill on the south is a tope and 
tank with seven temples surrounding them. (Manual, 232-3.) 

Tbero are several inscriptions here. Some of these are as follows : — 

(1.) On the southern piftkfixa wall of the old temple of Vifoyardgfuwasvami, on the north of the 
vUlage. Undated. It records that N&r&yana Rftja of the Solar Race built a town and 
f oimded the temple here. His descent is traced from £arik&la Chola. The inscription is 
in Telugtt, The genealogy given is : —

*^ Chakravarti " is A4.on(]Ai. (See under NIratakavakam in this Zemindari.) But why 
'^ Karikftla'^ as the name of his father P Is this a synonym for '^ £ulottunga'^ ? 
(2.) On the east wall of the same pr&kftra. An '* illegible " Telugu inscription. 
There are many other inscriptions on the north-west side, said to be in Tamil and Qrantha eharaoters, 
and "illegible." 

North of this temple, on the south wall of the temple of BubraJmmya or Kumarawdmi are several 
Tamil inscriptions, "illegible." There is aGhnuitha inscription, "illegible," on the outer wall of the 
prftkara of the Siva temple, another on the north bank of the Nandinadi river ; and several on the walls 
of the temple of Venkateivara, 

TiRuvALANOABU ; — 7 milcs east-north-east of Aroonum Railway Station^ 3 miles north of " Chinama- 
pett" Station. {IVevatangall.) A large and much frequented temple of Siva. There are 13 inscriptions 
in the temple, all " illegible." The temple possesses two copper SdMfMtns, 

YrlaSjeri ; — 3 miles east of Tiruttani, 2 miles from the " Tirutany " Railway Station. Some 

deserted temples, said to be ancient.

YEtLATTUKdiTAi ; — 14 milcs south-west of M&darap&kkam, 2 miles south of Pennaltdru {Benaloor). 
Some inscriptions on a stone at the sluice of the tank. 

'SiCHAMBABi : — see Ichambadi.

YoGiHALLAVAR/kM ; — 14 luiles north of N&r&yanavanaiii, 5 miles from " Poody " Railway Station. 
There is an " illegible " inscription at the VdhafM mandapatn of the temple, in Grantha characters. 

PALMANER TALUK 

Bapanattam, or Irulabanpa B1fanatta]|;^>9 miles south-south-west of Palman^. (Yerlabunda.) 
Chiefly remarkable for its dolmens, which have been several times described and depicted. The most 
detailed account is given by Gol. Branfill, in Ind. Ant. Z, 97. The arrangement of the slabs surrounding 
the kistvaens is moS elaborate, far more so than in most instances. Col. firanfill counted 170 dolmens of 
the largest dass, 210 of the second, and 200 of the third or smallest soit, i.^., the simple kist devoid of 
surrounding slabs. Excavations yielded mostly pottery, and he "many-legged sarcophagus troughs" 
common in the plain country, but few iron weapons. Some of the pottery was bi^y ornamented 
" with a chain pattern in festoons." On one pot was found some writing, " apparently Tamil." 

BAYiRsppiPALLE ; — 11 ^ milcs south-west of Palmandr. {By reddy putty.) On the south side of the 
temple is an inscription on a rock^ said to be " illegible." 

Dahdapalle ; — 4 miles west-north-west of PalmanSr. An old ruined temple, said to have been built 
by a Chola. There are five copper-plate ^deaname in the possession of the Monigar Bftmayya. 

Ibulabakba Bapanattam ; — eee BIpakattam. 

Eapapakattam ; — 12 miles south-west of Palmanfir. The remains of two forts, not of great 
impoitance. At the bottom of the hill is an old temple said to have been built by one of iiie ilishis. On 
the tank-bund is an inscription on a rock, said to be " illegible." 

Nbllipatla ; — 10 miles south-south-west of Palmandr. {NeUipiU.) This is dose to B&panattaiii. 
{q.v.) Towards tibie north of the village, on the Ddvarako]^()a Hill, is a very old ruined temple, outside 
which is a rock-inscription in characters beUeved to be Telugu, but unintelligible. 

Padioslakuppah ; — 4 miles south-west of Yenkatagiri Eota. There is a small flat stone in this 
village, said to bear an inscription in somp unknown language. 

Palmakbb {Palamanifi). — Head-quarters of the taluk, 23 miles west of Ohittoor, (JPullamanairee.) 
An old temple oi Hanumftn. 

PbddakItanibitroah ; — 19 miles south-south-west of Palman§r, 9 miles east by south of Yei^ta- 
giri Eota. {Pedanadurgumr) On both sides of the road in the Pass here, are some dolmens and stone 
ciroles amongst the jungle; On the summit of the hill is ao old Polegar hill-fortr Some of th^ dolmens 
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i^semble those at Bftpanattaih. (Col. BranfiU in Ind. Ant X, 99.) This is not far from the village of 
Nayalcandri {Naickenairy). (Col. Welsh's *' MUUary BeminiscenceSy^* 11, 54.) 

Ybnkataoiri Kota ; — 22| miles south-west of Palmandr. ( VenkeUagherryeotta.) A Polegar fort 
of no partioular importance, lliere are some carved stones here, but no one seems to know wnat they 
signify. {Buchanan^ I, 20.) 

YsKKATASAiiGDRAM ; — 11 milos south-west of Palman§r. A small temple built by a Polegar, with a 
copper-plate Sdsanam regarding it. 

YiBHUTiYATANAGABAM ; — 4 miles south-wcst of Yenkatagiri Kota, 26 miles south-west of Palmandr. 
{Boady Yalungrum,) An old temple, said to have been erected by the Cholas. There are some copper- 
plate docimients here in the possession of the In&md&rs. 

YiRAKALLU ; — 19 miles south-south-west of Pahnaner, 6 miles east by south of Yenkatagiri Kota. 
(Veerakal.) Dolmen^ in the village. 

GUDITATAM TALUK. 



Ambvrxj Duboam, or Amboor Droog ; — 4 miles north-west of Amboor Bailway Station, 14 miles 
south-west of.Gudiyfttam. A hill-fort called Kail&sagiri, built by the Muhammadans, much destroyed. 
^* There is a curious cave, of considerable dimensions, at tike south-east comer, formerly used as a magaadne." 
Also a small temple. (Manual, 184.) 

Bbahmapuram ; — 6 miles east of Yellore Bailway Station. On the wall of a temple are some 
^' illegible " inscriptions. 

ISampattu ; — 13 miles south-west of Gru4iy&tam, i miles north of Amboor Bailway Station. In the 
middle of the village is a long inscription on a stone fixed upright. 

Karapattu ; — 20 miles south-west of Gudiyfttam, 64 nules west by south of Amboor Bailway 
Station. (Karraputa.) Near tins village, on the road to Malayampattu (q*v,), is a very extensive hill- 
cave, with coloui^ pictures on the rock at the entrance. The people have no tradition regarding these. 

KLvAStBXi ; — 8 miles east of Ghicjiiy&tam. (Kamnoor.) There are said to be some Jaina remains in 
tiiis village. 

Kbmpabajapuram ; — 27 miles east of Gudiy&tam, 2 miles south-east of *^ Thiruvellum " Bailway 
Station. A quarter of a mile south of the village, at a ruined temple, which is said to be very old, are 
some ^' illegible " inscriptions in Ghrantha characters, on the wall of the pr&kftra. 

KirPAXTU ; — 5 miles south-west of Gudiy&tam, 2 miles east of ^' Mailputty " Bailway Station. A 
ruined Yishnu temple. 

KoMARAMAKGALAic ; — 15 milcs south-wcst of Ghi4iy&tam, 5 miles north-west of " Amboor '* Bailway 
Station. On a stone west of the village is an '^ illegible " inscription. 

Kangatakell^^r ; — 1^ miles south-east of Yellore Bailway Station. At the temple of Otthgeivara 
are some " illegible '' inscriptions. 

KuKAiNALLUii ; — 8 miles north of '^ Thiruvellum '' Bailway Station, 27 miles east of Ghidiy&tam. 
Some Jaina remains. 

Latteri ; — 14 miles east of Gudiyatam, 3 miles east of '^ Yeeringeepoorum " Bailway Station. 
(Latery.) Some Jaina remains. 

Malayampattu ; — 22 miles south-west of Gudiy&tam, 8 miles west by south of '' Amboor '' Bailway 
Station. Close to the west of this village is a hill with a reservoir of water, near which is a rock with 
old paintings, which the people declare to have been made by the Pandavas. 

Malatapattu ; — 14 miles east by north of Gudiy&tam, 5 miles north-east of ^' Yeerinjeepoorum " 
Bailway Station. On a stone in front of the Vira temple is an inscription, said to be ^' illegible." 

Pallandipaitu ; — 10 miles east of Gudiy&tam, 1 mile south-west of " Yeerinjeepoorum " Bailway 
Station. A ruined and deserted temple of Yishnu. 

PAduMANDTO ; — 2 milcs south-east of Gudiy&tam Bailway Station. (FtMhniahor.) There are some 
Jaina remains here. 

BlJAKKAL ; — 11 nules south-west of 6u4iyatam, 4 miles in the same direction from " Mailputty '' 
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Railway Station. (Rajaucal,) About a quarter of a mile west of the village is a very large stone with an 
inscription, said to be '* illegible." 

Satghak, or SlTGHApi ; — 10 miles west of Gudiyatam. {Saatghur.) The name is derived from 
the seven forts on as many hill tops here. They are attributed to the Mahrattas, and contain some 
Hindu temples. The Muhammadans improved them. {Buchatmn I, 16.) The highest of the fortified 
peaks is 2,367 feet above the sea, the other six being somewhat lower. Some have very precipitous sides, 
with narrow approaches easily defended. (Manualj 182.) 

Sedukkarai. — Close to Qudiyatam. Close to the road between this place and 'Gudiy&tam is a 
stone with an " illegible " inscription. 

Reruvanga. — A suburb of Ghidiy&tam. There is an inscription in ** illegible " characters on a 
stone about 6 feet high^ close to the temple of Ganeia, 

SoRAMUR ; — 13 miles east of Gudiy&tam, 3 miles south-east of " Veerinjeepoorum *' Railway Station. 
Some Jaina remains. 

TbnnaiIpattu ; — 18 miles south-west of Gudiyatam, 5 miles west-south-west of Amboor Railway 
Station. (Tenambattu,) About 100 yards south of the village is a stone with an image. It is said to 
have stood formerly at a Jain temple. There is a ruined §iva temple here. 

TiRUMANi; — 14i miles east of Gudiyatam, 4 miles east of " Veerinjeepoorum " Railway Station. 
Some Jaina remains. 

TiRuvALLAM ; — 10 milcs east-north-east of Vellore. Thiruvellum Railway Station. (Trivalum,) 
On the walls of the temple of Bilvandtheivarfuvdmi are some ^^ illegible " inscriptions. The temple is a 
large one. 

TuTTiPATTU ; — 15 miles east-sbuth-east of Ghidiyatam, 1 mile north of Amboor Railway Station. 
{Tittyput.) There is a very old Yishnu temple here, said to have been in existence before the days of 
Janamejaya. The Sthala Purdna is in the possession of Krishna Rau, a Karanam. On two stones at the 
entrance of the Vishnu temple, and on the walls round the garhhagrihamy are '^ illegible " inscriptions. 

TJdiyendiram ; — ^1^ miles north of ** Vaniembady " Railway Station, 24 miles south-west of Gudiya- 
tam. (Otheentarum,) On the prakara wall of the temple are some " illegible " inscriptions, ^rlnivasa 
Raghavachari, of this village, was lately in possession of a copper-plate ^dmnam which was found buried 
in the ground. It is said to have been sent to the Collector of Salem. 

Ulli , — 4 miles south-west of Gudijratam. On a stone close to a temple west of the village is an 
inscription, said to be '* illegible." 

Yeppur ; — Z\ miles south-east of Gudiyatam. On the slabs below a deserted temple of GaneSa are 
some *' illegible " inscriptions. 

WAliAJAPET TALUK. 

Arconxjm ; — Railway Station, near the Korttalaiyaru {Cortelmr) river. Four miles south-east of the 
station here^ liLr. Bruce Foote, of the Geological Survey, found some stone implements. {Madras Journal 
XXin, Part II, App. iii.) 

Aval ; — 12 miles north-east of Walajapet, 2^ miles north of Sholinghur Railway Station. Two 
ruined temples, said to have been bmlt by a Chola king. A set of Vijayanagar copper-plates, evidencing 
a grant by King Deva Rayain A.D. 1427, were found here. (See No. 138 of the List of Copper-plate 
Grants in Volume II.) 

BaiJ.oulam, or YIlarpuram ; — 26 miles north-east of Walajapet^ 5 miles east of Tiruttani Railway 
Station. (Valogoolum.) A ruined temple of Tdndave^vara, said to dite from Kurumbar days. There are 
some old Tftmil inscriptions on the walls, said to be ^^ illegible." The Yishnu temple in the village is said 
to have been buUt by Achjrutadeva Ray a of Vijayanagar. 

Gm>UMALLUR ; — 3 miles south-south-east of Walajapet, on the river. {Caddamalloor.) There are the 
lemains here of one of the forest-temples {see Kare, Vannivedu, &c_.) erected by a Chola Raja in days 
when all the country was under forest. It was built in honor of Atreya Maharishi in the oed of the 
Palar. *' Though the handsome green stones with which it was built were carried off to Arcot and used 
in (aiding Sadatulla Khan's tomb, the villagers have repaired the shrine with ordinary granite." {District 
Manual, 201.) 

41 
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Kare ; — 3 miles west of Walajapet, {Corry,) Where the " Naulakh Tope,'' planted by the Muham- 
madans, now standi, there formerly stood two of the temples of the Bishis bmlt by a Chola king when all 
this countnr was under forest (whence Aru-kadUj " six forests," =; Arcof). These were the shrines of Graut- 
ama and Vidvamitra. " The Mahommedans utterly destroyed the former, and left but little of the latter, 
when the tope was laid out." (District Manual^ 201.) 

Karikala ;— 14 miles north by east of Walajftpet, close to Sholinghur, Two ruined temples, said 
to have been built by Narasiiiiha Raya of Vijayanagar. There are several ** illegible " inscriptions on 
the walls. Near the temple of the village goddess {Ponni Amma) is a rock with inscriptions in " unknown 
characters." 

Kaveripak {Kdrerippdjckam) * — 6 miles east of Walajftpet. (Covrepauk.) A place principally 
remafl^able for its fine tank, which ha>s a bund four miles long, '^ It is said that there used to oe a 
boulder in the middle of the bed, covered with an inscription which is now hidden by the deposit of 
silt." {Manual^ 178.) There is an old temple here, with a Sifiala Purdna. On the waUs of the temple 
are some ^* illegible " inscriptions. There is a stone mosque in the middle of the village, and a ruined 
stone fort. {Buchanan, I, 11.) • 

Kirpulam ; — 13 miles east of Walftiftpet, and 1 mile from the main road- An old temple of Siva, 
almost in ruins. Jt is said to have been built by the Oholas. There are several ** illegible " inscriptions 
on its bas^. 

KiRviTi ; — 15 miles east by north of Walajftpet. {Keeveety.) 4jn old temple with inscriptions, 
i^ostly " illegible," 

KopAKKAL ;— tIO miles north by east of Wftlajftpet. {QuodekeL) A ruined Vishnu temple, sail to 
have been built by a Chola king. Some pillars at the tank sluice are said to bear the sovereign's emblems. 
The {dol of the temple qud ^ copper-plate idsanam are S0i4 to lie buried ^ipiderground in the yard of ^ 
house belonging to Mayuri Sami JKeddl, a resident of the village. 

Mahendravapx ;— rl2 miles east by north of Wftlftjftpet, 3 milep east-south-east of Sholinghur 
Bailway Station. {Mifidniva4dy,) • '* Not far from the tank are the traces of fort walls, and, within the 
enclosure, a small temple excavated out of q. large boulder. It bears an inscription which has not been 
deciphered. The work may safely be attributed to the Jains or Buddhists, who were the authors of other 
rock-cuttings ii^ the distript, and perhaps I4ah&ii<li*&^^di iQay have been one of the fortified places of 
the Kurrumbas." (Manual, 178.) . 

MiiiNAL ; — J6 ij^es north-east of Wftlftjftpet. (MeniQ An ol4 teniple of Vishiiu, 

Nangamanoalam ; — 12 \ miles east of Wftlftjftpet. (Mengamungelum,) Two ruined temples of 6iva, 
said tp 4&te from the days of the Cholas. A 'oopper-plate idsanam regarding the grant of this village 
to a Bftja by the Vijayanagar sovereign, Achyutadeva Kftya, in A.D. 1556, is noted as No. 25 of the Lisi 
of Coppev'plate Chants in Volume II. 

PuLiYAMANGALAM ; — 1 \ milcs cast of Arconum Bailway Station. (P'aliamugalum.) Mr. Bruce Foote 
of the Geological Survey foimd sonie rude stone implements here. (Madras Journqly yXIII, Part II, 
App. iii.) 

Panappakkam ; — 13 miles east of Wftlftjftpet, 7 J miles south by east qi Sl^olinghur Railway 
Station. (Panmpaucum.) An old temple of Mayuramthasvdmi^ s^4 to have been built by the Cholas. 
The Sfhaia Purdna is in the possession of Mune§vara Gurukkal of this village. There are sonie 
inscriptions on the ipner i^oe of the prftkftra wall, on the "^yaU qi the mulasthdr^m^ and oi^ the shrine 
of Subrahnanya. 

Paranji ; — 18 miles north-east of W^lftjftpet. Two temples, gaid to be 500 years old. 

Perungangi ; — 9 miles north by east of Wftlftjftpet. (Perengungy-) Formerly p. great ^aana 
strpnghold. Jaina images ore to be seen lying under the tank-pund and ne^ the sluice, and also under 
a large tree in the village. The old 3iva temple was repaired l^y t!^e MahrattaSf ^he late Bhannakarta^ 
S. I^mafivftmi Setti, took away with him to Madras the oopper idsanatns belonging to tl^e temple. He 
has since died^ and his son Lakshmana Setti is now in pgsspssion of them. 

PoYAA'UR.; — 15 miles east of liy^ftlftjftpet. Two old temples with a numbjBr of insoriptions, all said 
to be" illegible." ^ ^ " 

PoyiNi ; — 15 miles north-north-wpst of Wftlftjftpet, 12 mileg .east-south-east qf Chittoor. (Pot«<y.) 
An old tort, believed to belong to Kurumbardays; and near it some "very curious examples of 
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cromleohs and stone circles.!' (Manual, 162.) Two old temples here ore supposed to have been erected 
by the Cholas. There are some inscriptions on a rock said to be '' illegible." 

PuLivALAM ; — 12 miles north of WaUtjapet. An old Siva temple, said to have been erected by a 
,Chola kxDg. There are some inscriptions in old Tamil on the pillars of ^ mandapam. In the village is a 
deserted Vishnu temple. • 

PuLL^RU ; — 20 miles east of Walajftpet, 2 J miles west of " Pulloor " Railway Station. (JPulloor,) 
Several mined temples, but without inscriptions. 

SoLAJTGipuRAM, or Sholinghur ; — 11 miles north by east of Walajapet. {Sholanghur.) An old 
temple in the middle of the town, said to have been built by one of the Cholas. A4ondai, son of 
Kulottunga Chola, is said to have here had a vision which encouraged him to persevere in his conquest 
of the Kurumbars. There is a large but far more modem temple in the town. On the top. of a hill is 
a temple of Vishnu to which the visitor is conducted by a flight of stone steps built by Rayoji, the 
Mahratta. B&yoji's mlagrdnias are kept in a choultry at the foot of the hill. Under the hill is a finely 
sculptured ruined temple which ** deserves a visit." Close to this place is the battle-field where Coote 
defeated Haidar 'Ali in A.D. 1781, and the tombs of the Muhammadan slain mark the spot. {District 
Manual^ 177-8.) The StJiala Putdna of the place is in the possession of the Dliarmakarta. At both the 
temple on the hill and that in the town, as well as on a rook on the tank-bund, are inscriptions, all said to 
be " iUegible." 

SuRAi ; — 14 miles north-east of Walaj&pet. An old Siva temple built by the Cholas, restored about 
300 years ago. 

-Tkkkulam 5 — 25 miles east by north of Wftlftjapet, 5 miles north of " Pulloor " Railway Station. 
(TukkooL) East of the village is an old Siva temple said to have been bmlt by a dependent of one of the 
Chola kings. At the temple oi Oangddhareivara is a cleverly managed water-trough, which carries tHe 
water of a spring entirely round the garbhdlayam and out through the mouth of a stone bull into a 
pond. 

Tirumalapuram ;-^18 miles east of Walajapet, 4 miles west of " Pulloor" Bailway Station on the 
branch line. {Tricapore,) A ruined temple of Vishnu, with " illegible "^inscriptions. 

TiRUMALPtR ; — 22 miles east of Walaj&pet. An old ^iva temple with some '^ illegible " inscrip- 
tions. 

TiRifpPARKADAL ; — 8 miles east-south-east of W&l&j&pet. {Tripocodle.) An old Vishnu temple, 
much revered. It has a Sthala Pumna, There are several inscriptions on the stones, all said to be 
^' illegible." The temple is said to have been originally a iSiva temple. 

Yalarpubam ; — see Balagulam. 

Vanni vSpu ; — 1 mile south of "VSTftlajftpet, on the river. ( Vanvadoo.) Here are the remains of one 
of the forest temples erected by a Chola Bd^ja. This was dedicated to Agastya Biahi. {District Manual^ 
201.) 

. Vbllfru ; — 23 miks north-east of Walajftpet, 6 miles from Arconum Railway Station. An old and 
ruined Siva te];Qple with inscriptions. 

JJJlNGUNpi ZEMINDAEtt. 

Kangundi ; — 54 miles south-west of Chlttoor. The residence of a Zemindar. {Kongoondy Dr,) 
7%ere is a stn)ng hill- fort here, built by the ancestors of the present ^mindar. '' Half way up is a cave 
filled with the bones and horns of cattle." {Distiiet Manual, 244.) 

TuMMi6i ; — 7 miles north-uorthfeast of Eapgundi, 8| miles north by west of Euppam Railway 
Station, {Toomacjiy.) On ^ stone on the ta^-bimd of th^ village is an '* illegible " inscription. 



VELLORE TALUK. 

Amur, or Ambur ; — 28 miles west by south of Yellore Bailway Station. (Amboor.) The temple 
of Ndgeivara is an old one. {District Manual^ 194.) It h&8 t^o Sthala Purdna, but is alluded to in 
Chapter III of the ^shlranadi Mdhdtmyam, or the " Chrojiicle of the Palfijr River." There are three 
iojacriptions here^ aU said to be in unjknoym chaxiacters ; one near a well south of a man4apam in the 
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Ndgeivarasvdnii temple, one on the wall of the garbhagriham of the same temple, the third at the gate of 
the temple of Periya Hanumantardyasvdmu 

Kailasaghar ; — 6 miles south of Yellore. A hill with a fort 2,743 feet above the sea. Little is 
known about the fort. ''At the ^ase of the hill there onoe stood a large town called Kylasapotnam, often 
a royal 'residence in the time of the Chola kings, but now effaced." {District Manualy 196.) 

• 

Pallikonda ; — 13 miles west of Vellore, close to the Palar river. (Poiicondah.) An important 
temple of Bangandf/akasvdmi, much venerated. The deity is the same as at Srirangam, but the temple 
is said to be older than the one at that place. {District Manual^ 193.) Dr. Benza describes the 
temple and the difficidties of the ascent to it in Madras Journal IV, 17. There is a remarkable dolmen 
here, which Mr. WalhoTise {Ind, Ant, VIII, 165) states is " the only true cromlech or free-standing 
dolmen, with no subterranean or kistvaen character about it, that he has seen or heard of on tlie plains,^* 
(See Mr. Fergusson's Rude 8fone Monuments, page 491, for an illustration, and notice taken from Gblonel 
Congreve's paper in the Madras Journal for 1846, p. 771 ; also Madras Journal XXII, 205.) Mr. Wal- 
house describes it as partaking more of the character of an altar than of a tomb, as there is nothing 
sepulchral about it. It stands on a bare granite platform, and the slabs of which it is composed are* of 
huge size. It is surroimded by a double ring of stones. On the centre of the capstone are four cup 
marks. There is an inscription in " unknown characters '* on the west wall of the temple of Ranga- 
ndyakasmmi. (See also Buchanan I, 13.) 

&6RAVARAM ;— 8 miles south of Vellore. An old Vishnu temple, said to have been built by the 
Chola king, Karikala Chola. 

Velapadi ; — 2 miles south-east of Vellore fort. A ruined temple on a hill called Bhavani or 
Bdlakondc^ said to have been in existence before the construction of the fort at Vellore. Native tradition 
asserts that this was the residence of a Chola chief at the time that Bomftii Reddi came from the north 
and built the fort. On two rocks north-east of the Bhagaoatl temple are " illegible " inscriptions. 

Vellore ; — 23 miles south of Chittoor. A very picturesque fort in the plain, and several others on 
hills close by. Inside the fort is a temple in excellent preservation but deserted. It was dedicated to 
Riva under the title of Jalakanf^he^varamimi, Some of the sculptures, especially those of the kalydna 
mandapam^ are very beautiful and elaborate. The legends of the place are given in the District Manual 
(pages 187-193), and need not be repeated here. Various dates are given for the construction of the 
temple. Some native traditions make it A.D. 1274, and that of the fort A.D. 1295, a succession of 
eleven kings being given from Bommi Reddi, the north-country founder, to Krishnadeva Baya, A.D. 
1586. This date, needless to say, is wrongs and we want some proof of the existence of the eleven 
chiefs. Another account {Madras Journal jLK, 274) states that the Red(}i built the fort only 25 years 
before Krishnadeva Raya of Vijayanagax became possessed of it. This would make its date as late as 
A.D. 1485, or thereabouts. Krishnadeva Rg.ya is said to have constructed the Suryagunta tank, while 
his wife, Krishnd,ji Amma, made a village and two small temples close to the river. Again, one account 
states that Krishnadeva Raya's dhoby and chuckler were the first holders of the forts on the hills still 
called by their names ; while the other account states that these were built by the Mahrattas. [See the 
" Legend of Vellur " by Dinsha Ardeshir Taleyarkan, in Ind. Ant. II, 172. Mr. Fergusson's Indian 
and Eastern Archiiecturey pp. 370 to 373, with engraving. Buchanan's Journey y etc., I, 13 ; II, 527.] 

Coming to Muhammadan times we are, as usual, on safer ground. The historical accoimt of the 
place compued in A.D. 1815 states that about the middle of the seventeenth century the Bijapur Sultan 
seized Vellore and appointed as its first Governor one Khana Khan, who made Muhammad Khan Killadar 
of Vellore. Muhammad Khan's son murdered one of the temple dancing-women, and then worship in 
the temple oeased. His younger brother Abdulla Kh£ln was oesieged by the Mahrattas in A.D. 1676. 
The fortunes of the Muhammadans and Mahrattas varied for some years, but the former finally gained 
the day in A.D. 1708 (? or 1705). Then the Navab, Sadat 'UUa Khan, made his brother Qulam 'Ali Khan 
Gfovemor of Vellore, and the latter was succeeded by hisson Bakr 'Ali Khan. His second son, Gulam 
Murtaza Khan, was the next Killadar. He was defeated and ousted by Navab Muhammad ' Ali assisted 
by Lord Clive, in A.D. 1755, and died in confinement at Trichinopoly. 

The Sthala Purdm of the Vellore fort and temple has been printed and published, but it gives a 
confused, legendary, and untrustworthy account of everything that preceded the time of Krishnadeva 
Raya of Vijayanagar. 

In the Madras Journal XX, 278, mention is made of an important, inscribed slab which covered the 
mouth of a well inside the arsenal. This is now to be seen placed erect in the second prakara gopuxa. It 
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is in old Tamil characters, very like those of some of the Tan j ore and GhangaikondadQ^pnram temples, but 
seems in some respects more archaic. It is broken in half, only the first half of each line being visible, 
so that very little can be gathered from it ; but in two places, the fifth and third lines from the bottom, 
• " Ahava Malla " is mentioned as having been " made to fear,*' " defeated," " made to give up his life." 
The inscription would therefore appear to be one in praise of the Chola Raja Kulottunga I, or Koppara 
Kedarivarma, and to date from about the vear A.D. 1080 or thereabouts. It probably formed paid; of 
some older building, existent at Vellore before the present temple was commenced. 

Mention has been made above of the elaborately-sculptured pillars of the kalrjdna mandapam. On 
some of the front ones, those carved with the rearing horses, are some noticeable figures of soldiers in 
leather (?) jerkins,- fastened with buttons and loops, and armed with swords. These probably represent 
the uniform of_the Vijayanagar infantry, or at any rate, the soldiers of that period. 

In the *' Agneya Mandapam," south-east of the outer pr&k^a, are four richly-decorated square 
pillars of the same type as the four, in similar positions, ornamenting the smaller of the sculptured 
mandapams of the Vittalasmmi temple at Vijayanagar (Hampe). Near the north-west comer is a well, 
the construction of which is attributed to Kiash^adeva B&ya. Mr. Cox {Matmaly 192) describes the descent 
of a native clerk into this well during the ffreat famine, when the weU was almost dry. The clerk 
stated *' that the passage led into a spacious subterranean mantappam, supported upon stone pillars, and 
with a door leading to some further passage, which he d^d not examine." Popular tradition asserts that 
all the old temple jewels lie in this chamber. 

There is a group of tombs of some pretensions in the suburb of Arikandampundi, They cover the 
remains of ten of the wives and daughters of Haidar 'Ali and Tipu Sultan, and are surrounded by 400 
minor tombs of dependents of the family. 

The J&m& Masjid here is said to have been built previous to A.D. 1699">1700 (Hijra 1111). 
Chanda Saheb's Masjid ^as built in A.D. 1750. Half a mile from the fort lies the tomb of Nagna 
Batnam, the woman murdered by the Muhammadan Qovemor, as mentioned above. Three miles west 
of Yellore, on the road to Pallikonda, are the ruins of a building known as ^^ AbdulU ]^an'a Mahdl," 
It is not remarkable for anything except some good plaster- work. 

There are some inscriptions at the large temple in the fort ; — one on the floor of the aiaiikdra 
numdapamy one on a sculptured elephant at the outer gopura, one on the wall of the inner pr&kara, and 
two on slabs fixed outside the great gopura entrance. 

ViEiNCHiPURAM ; — 7\ milcs west of Vellore, on the Pftlar. (Erinjeveram,) The central shrine of the 
temple of Mdrgctmhdyeivara is said to have been built by a Ghola Bd.ja. Some of the mandapams are 
said to have been sculptured by the son of the artist that executed the carvings of the kalydna mandapam 
of tiie Vellore temple. " They are evidently in imitation of those at Veltore, but are not nearly so 
elaborate." Mr. dox gives the legends of the place in the District Manual (pages 195-6.) There are som e 
Gbantha inscriptions on the walls of the temple. There is a ruined temple of Kdildsandtha heacey 
(Buchanan's Journey^ &c., 526.) 

ARCOT TALUK. 

Anamallur ; — 7 miles south-west of Aroot. (Anamaloor.) On the walls of the temple of the 
village goddess are some " illegible " inscriptions. 

Arapakkam ; — 8 miles west of Aroot. An inscription on a stone in the centre of the village states 
that the village was given in indm for the use of the Jalakantheimra temple in the Vellore fort. 

Abcot. — Head-quarters of the taluk, on the south bank of the Palar. (Derivation of name-— Tlzmi/, 
Ani'kddUy ^' six forests.") Tradition connects A4on4ai, son of Kulottunga Chola, the conqueror of the 
Kurumbars, with this place, but states that, aft^r him, the country again '^ relapsed into jungle until 
the time of Bommi Reddi of Vellore, whose brother Timmi Reddi is locally believed to have built the 
Arcot fort." (For dates, Ac, see under Vellore.) However, nothing authentic seems to be known till the 
beginning of the eighteenth century, when the Navd.b diose it lis his residence, and either bmlt or 
improved the fort. The city was surrounded by a high rampart nearly 5 miles in circumference. The 
whole is now in complete ruin except the Delhi gate, which is ^' surmounted by a small chamber from 
which a pretty "Wew of the river and opposite bank may be obtained." " Within the city walls. . , .are 
the ruins of the citadel so gallantly defended by Olive in 1751.*' {District Manual, 199, 200.) Between 
the Navab's palace and the foit stands the tomb of the Navab Sadat 'Ullft Khan, with the Jama Masjid 
close by. The tomb of Tipu Aulya, Haidar 'Ali's Fakir, id much venerated. It was built in A.D. 1729 
by Sadat 'UUa Khan (see Madras Journal XXII, 109. Bucha^mn I, 11.) 
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There are some rude stone circles over ancient burying-places near Old' Arcot, on some pottery taken 
from which Colonel BranfiU found some scraps of writing. '* From the shape of the Tajuil letters it 
appears that the writing can be of no great antiquity, three to five centuries perhaps/' {Ind. Ant. X, 99.) 

Du§i ; — 4 miles south of Conjeeveram (Kdrkhipuram), and a mile north of Mamandur (g.t?.)* 
(Doshee,) On the edge of the Mamandtir ixmk is '' a big rock completely oovered with an inscription 
in Tamil and Grandham characters. It records a grant of land by 3ri Banga Ylra Mahar&jah Bftgha- 
vira Eajah in 6.8. 1505.'' This i^ 6ri Ranga I of Vijayanagar (A,D. 1583). He is said here to be 
" EaJQih of Chandragiri," which seems to show that the seat of government had been transferred to 
Chandragiri from Pennakoncja in, or previous to, the year of this inscription. {District Manual^ 204. 
Madras Journal for 1879, 41, 42.) 

EdAYANUR ; — 10 miles east by south of Arcot. On the walls of the Siva temple are some " illegible " 
inscriptions, and there is an inscription, also " illegible," on a stone on the tank-bund. 

BIaniyanto ; — 7 miles south of Arcot. {Cooninoor,) On a rock north of the village is an ** illegible '' 
inscription in forty lines. There are others, in " unknown characters," on the Vishnu temple and on a 
rock in a tope. A European officer, who examined part of the hill at this village, in 1879, is reported to 
have found there some iron implements. " Thenceforward orders had been issued that nobody should 
enter upon it." 

Karandai ; — 24 nules south-east of Arcot. On the walls of the temple are some ** illegible " 
inscriptions. 

Kibminnal;— 6 miles west of Arcot, on the road from Arcot to Vellore. On the walls of the 
old temple in this village are some " illegible " inscriptions. 

KuTTiYAM ; — 14 miles south of Arcot. Some " illegible" inscriptions on the walls of a deserted Siva 
temple. 

MImakdur ; — 24 miles east-south-east of Arcot, 5 miles south-south-west of Conjeeveram (jKan«/«-p 
puram). Kock-cut caves, attributed to the five Pandavas, but probably Jaina in origin. There are 
four separate caves on the east face of the most southerly of two low hills close to the tank. Two of 
the four are small, having only two pillars each, but both have " long inscriptions which have been much 
defaced owing to the flaking off of the surface of the rock. In one of them are six large figures, appa- 
rently representing heroes, cut between the recesses at the back of the chamber." A quarter of a mile 
further south is the largest of the caves. It consiste of a hall, the roof of which is supported by two 
rows of pillars. At the back are five recesses, and at each end two, originally closed with doorways, as 

E roved by the socket-holes cut in the rock. The last cave is small and unomamented. Below the tank- 
imd are some large dolmens. There are three inscribed slabs on the tank -bund, which Mr. Cox believes 
to be about 250 years old (see also under DUM) . (District Manttaly 203, 204 ; and Madras Journal for 1879, 

p. 36, &o.y 

Manoabu ; — 2 miles south-east of Arcot. (Mungoad,) Some " illegible " inscriptions on the walls 
o| the village temple. 

Nattkri ; — 15 miles south-east of Arcot. A resident of this village, by name Annadtaam Euppu 
S&stri, is in possession of a copper-plate document, which he is prepared to lend for examination. 

FaikoinIr ; — 20 milep south of Arcot, 1 mile west of the- road between Arcot and Tiruvattur. 
Esuf Saheb, a resident of this village, is in possession of a copper idsanam in Gh:*antha characters. 

Panamugai ; — 13 miles east of Arcot, 1 mile from the road between Arcot and Elupai. Some, 
'' illegible " inscriptions on the walls of the village temple. 

Panch4 Pakdava Malai ; — 4 miles south-west of Arcot. (Patyapandamalia.) Ancient rock sciilp- 
tures in the hill. The principal sculpture is a large cutting into the eastern face of the rock, with two 
rows of pillars, six in a row. T^ere.are recesses in the sides of the chamber, which is 50 feet by 16 feet 
in area. " The cutting is yery rough, and the chamber entirely without ornament or inscription. A 
short distance above it, upon the face of the rock, is cut a figure, some two feet square, which seems to 
represent Buddha or one of the Jain Tlrtankaras." There are other sculptures on the south side, figures, 
und inscriptions as yet undeciphered. {Madras Journal for 1879, p. 38, and District Manual, 202-3.) 

Pennakar ; — 15 miles south-east of Arc<Tt. On the south side of the tank, in front of a temple, is 
fin '^ illegible " inscription on a stone. 

J^^RUJ^GlTTUR } — 18 zniles east pf Arco^.. There are some ^^ illegible " inscriptions on the walls of 
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two temples in the village. Srinivasa Baghavachari, a reeident of this village, is in possession of a 
copper-plate Sdsanam which he is prepared to lend for examination. 

PuNivATi ; — see under Tiruvattto. 

PuNKADU ; — 4 miles east-south-east of Arcot, close to the Palar anient. An old temple of Bhara- 
dmjeimraj erected by one of the old Chola kings. This is one of the temples of the '^ six forests," 
Aru-kddu. {Manual^ 201.) 

SiRUVENGiPATTU : — 12 milcs south-east of Arcot, 1 mile noiih of the road from Arcot to Tiru- 
vattnr. A ruined Siva temple with some '^ illegible " inscriptions. 

Tandalam ; — 20 miles south-east of Arcot, 1 mile west of the joad between Arcot and Tiruvatttir. 
Kodonagaram Kuppana Ayyangar is in possession of a copper-plate document which is said to contain 
" the history of the village." 

TiMiRi ; — 7 miles south of Arcot on the Arni road. (Timery.) A small fort, " alleged to have been 
built by Timmakkal, sister of that Bommi Beddi who constructed the Vellore fort." It was greatly 
destroyed in order to provide stones for the construction of the Palar Anient. {District Manual^ 202.) 

Tirupanamu* ; — 18 miles east by south of Arcot. (Tripanamoor.) Kuttanattu Nayyanar, Milnsif 
of this village, is in possession of a copper-plate Sdsanam in the Nagari character. 

TiRUPAEANGApu ; — 20 milcs east by south of Arcot. (Tripnagaud,) Some " illegible" inscriptions 
on the walls of the village temple. 

Tiruvattur; — 22 miles south-east of Arcot, on the north bank of the ChSvar river. (Trimtare,) 
Formerly one of the principal towns of the Jains. "Its temple probably belonged originally to 
those religionists, who were subjected to dreadful persecutions referred to in the local puranatn." At 
Ptinavati, on the opposite side of the river, .are the foundations of an old Jain temple, of which, it is 
said, the walls were pidled down to raise those of the temple at Tiruvattur. Two large Jain idols lie 
prostrate on the ground at Punavati, " and not far from them is a pool, in which the brazen doors and 
treasure of the Jam temple are supposed to be buried." During the persecutions many of the J-ains 
of Tiruvattur wore destroyed by bemg hanged, out to pieces, and crushed in oil-mills, l^ese modes of 
execution are represented by sculptures 'upon the walls of the temple. There is a remarkable piece of 
sculpture in the temple, consisting of a palmyra tree, supposed to typify the ArdhandrUa form of 6iva. 
It is 8 feet high, and stands under a man4apam. It is cut from a single stone. {District Manual^ 
201-2.) On the walls of the temple are some " illegible" inscriptions. 

Yal"^ ; — 14 miles south-east of Arcot. On a stone in a tope east of the village is an " illegible" 
inscription. Near the tank bund are some '^ carved stones, the meaning of which is not known." 

Varapandal ; — 18 miles south of Arcot. ( Voyapundle.) In the Vistnu temple is a copper-plate 
grant which purports to be a grant by Krishnadeva Baya of Yijayanaear to the temple, confiming an 
older grant by a Chola. Several Chola kings' names are mentioned, out they seem to be imaginary. 
The date given is S.S. 1477 (A.D. 15&5), which was 25 years after Erishnadeva's death. 

Velapakkam ; — 3 miles south-west of Arcot, 1 mile west of the road from Arcot to Arni. ( ViUaum" 
battcum.) A very vague description is sent me of some antiquities here, thus worded ; — '* There is a hill 
aroimd which there are some inscriptions on stones which are not legible. Language not known.'' The 
village officers are in possession of a copper-plate idsanam. 

Yeliyanellur ; — 24 miles south^^east of Arcot. ( Vellenelloor,) An old ruined temple on a hill, with 
Bome ^' illegible" inscriptions. 

^ Velitattur ; — 10 miles south of Arcot. ( VaUatoor.) On the wall of the Siva temple north of the 
village is an '^ illegible" inscription. 

YtPFUR ; — 2 miles west of Arcot. ( Vaypacr,) Here is one of the Chola king's temples in the '' six 
forests" {Aru-kddu) stiU existing. It is called after Ya^tha. {Manualy 201.) . Numerous inscriptions are 
found on the temple walls. 

YisHARAM. — Between Arcot and Yellore. At a place where three streams unite is one of the six 
temples built by a Chola Baja when all this country was ui^der forest. It is the temple of Yalmlki 

Ri^ {Mannalj 201). At Mel (w^^r) Yisharam are " three curious tumuli. They show 

a double circle of large boulders, and the circumference of the largest is 140 yards, its hei^t being nearly 
20 feet. Excavations show that the soil is composed of day and mortar mixed." Qhstrict Manual, 
204,) 
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ARNI JAGHIR. 

» 
Arni; — 20 miles south -south-east of Vellore. The residence of the Jd.^hirdar of that name. 
(Arnee.) A fort of no great importance, and '* a fine old temple, somewhat recalling that in the Vellore 
fort, though it has no superior sculptures.*' The fort is said to have been built by Granapati Raya, a 
brother of Krishnadeva Raya of Yijayanagar. 

Chevus ; — 2 miles north-west of. Arni. {Ch^oor.) An ancient Jain temple. 

Devikapuram ; — 12 miles south of Arni. (Deokapore,) Several temples, the most important of 
which, '.dedicated to Brihatamba, is said to have been built by Adondai, son of Kulottunga Chola. 
{Mantuilj 248.) There are some inscriptions on them. 



Kalpukdi ; — 4 miles east of Arni. An '^ illegible" inscription on a stone fixed in the village^ south 
of the river. 



Eamakur ;— 4 miles west of Arni. (Kamkoor.) The temple of Sutidarcmgaraammi is said to be 
500 years old. There, are several inscriptions here. 

LadambIdi ; — 4 miles east of Arni. North of the village, near the river, on a rock, is an ^' illegible'^ 
inscription. 

MlBiANpna ; — 4 miles east of _ATni. An inscription on a stone placed near the river states that a 
grant was made to. the temple at Arni by a private person in the reign of Venkatapatideva of Yijaya- 
nagar in 6.S. 1514 (A.D. 1592). 

MuLLANDARAM ; — 7 milcs west by north of Arni. Two old temples with a number of '* illegible" 
inscriptions. One is said to have been bmlt by the Cholas. The only legible inscription is on the 
latter. It bears date 6.6. 1333 (A.D. 1411). 

MuRUKKANANDAL ; — 9 milcs south of Arni. In the cattle-stand of the village are two inscriptions, 
said to be " illegible," on a stone. 

PuNALPABi ; — 3 miles south-east of Axni. A few yards south of the temple of. Ayyanar in this 
village iis a stone with an inscription dated 6.S. \b\b (A.i). 1593), cyclic year Vijaya^ recording a private 
giant of land to the temple of KaUdaandtha in Arni, in the reign of Venkatapatideva of Yijayanagar. 

Propi ; — 2 miles north-east of Arni. An ancient Jain temple, the copper images of which have 
been removed for safety to Arni. There are only two houses near the temple, and the latter is almost 
in ruins. This is said to be the oldest Jain temple in the neighbourhood. It has several inscriptions. 

PudAMALAiKUPPAM ; — 8 milcs north-wost of Arni. The small temple of a village goddess is fabled 
to have been built by Janamejaya. 

PtrrruR ; — 6 miles west by north of Arni. {Pootoor.) Four old temples. One of the Siva temples 
is said to have been built by the same ancient sovereign tluit built i^hat at Mullandaram. The temple of 
Dharma Raja is said to have been built by the Oholas. It is sculptured and bears a number of insorip* 
tions. The Sthala Purdna is in the possession of Subrahmanya Qurukkal, a resident of Tirupanandal of 
the KumbakSnam Taluk of the Tanjore District. There is a large cmd well-attended festival here every 
year. There are some inscriptions on the temple of RenukdmbdL 

dAMBUNARAYANANELLUR ; — 5 milcs wcst of Arni. The temple of Varadardjasvdmi is said to be 500 
years old. There are several inscriptions on different parts of it. 

TACHCOTRtJ ;— 6j^ miles south of Arni. {Thechoor.) At the end of the Brahman street is a 8k)ne 
with an inscription, dated S.S. 1490 (A.D. 1568), recording a charitable grant of lands by a private 
person in the reign of " Yasantadeva Mah&raya." The copy sent to me is evidently incorrect, and I>m 
not satisfied with the sovereign's name as given. There is another inscription at this village, dated S.d. 
1517 (A.D. 1595), recording a charitable grant by a private person in the reign of Yenkatapatideva of 
Yijayanagar. 

Yadagacheri ; — 2^ miles south of Arni. ( Waragacherry.) A mile west of the tank of this vil lage 
Mr. Bruce Foote, of the Geological Survey, foimd some rude stone implements. {Madras Journal XXTTl, 
Part n. Appendix iv.) 

Ybdojipuram ; — 8 miles north-west of Arni. The temple of RdjamtheiraroRvdmi is said to be 
about 500 years old. It bears some illegible inscriptions. 
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POLtJE TALUK. t 

Elattur ; — 7 miles south-west of Polur. On a hill is an old temple of Siibrahnianya, 

Kadai^i ; — 12 miles south-west of Polar. {Coilladdy,) A mile east of the village is an old temple. 
The Sthala Parana is with Mallikarjuna Ayyar of Mahadevamangalamy 9^ miles south-west of Polnr. 
The village was given to the Brahmans as an agrahdram by a Muhammadan chief. A copper-plate 
document testifying to this is in the possession of a resident named Bamachandrayya.^ In a tope near 
the road to Polur are some stone statues. On the top of a high rock is an old Siva temple. 

Kapalur ; — 3 miles south of Polur. Two old temples. 

Karkatakaoiri, or Karnatghar ; — 5 miles north-north-west of Polur. (Caniatighur.) A strong 
fortress on a hill 2,700 feet above the sea, on a spur of the Javadi Hills. The walls and buildings were 
very strongly constructed. All is now overgrown with jungle. (District Manual^ 215.) 

Mahadevamangalam ; — 7 miles north-east of Poltir. {MaddemnnguUum,) Two old temples, said 
to have been built by the Cholas or Ptodiyas ; on one of them are some " illegible " inscriptions in old 
Tamil and Qrantha characters, on the inside of the prakara wall. 

Mahadevamangai^am. — Another village of the same name, 9^ miles south-west of Poltir. {Coil- 
ftiademungalum,) Two old temples. On the top of the hill west of the town is an old temple of Parca- 
tnmtheitara. The StJkala Purdna of the place is in the possession of Mallikarjuna Ayyar of this village. 
There is another old temple in the middle of the village. ^ 

MiLATTUvAMBApi ; — 7 milcs north of Polur. Three miles west of this village is the Karn3.takagiri 
[Carfiaticghur) fort. In the village is an old temple, and half a mile south-west of the village is an old 
temple of Durga. 

MoDAir&R ; — 7 miles east of Polur. An old Siva temple. Some " illegible " inscriptions on a stone. 

Padakam ; — 8 miles south by east of Polur. {Pandum.) There are the remains of a palace here of 
some architectural merit, on the top of a hill. 

Padavedu ; — 10 miles north of Polur, 18 miles south of Vellore. (Paditado.) A deserted and ruined 
city of great size, supposed to be an old Kurumbar capital ; it was ^' sixteen miles in circumference, 

and full of temples, choultries, and fine private residences The city is believed to have been entombed 

in a shower of dust and stones which overwhelmed the whole of its magnificent buildings. Jungle has 
overgrown the whole area of the original city. There are two extensive but ruined forts upon the plain, 
built doubtless by the Kurumbas, and another upon a peak of the JewOdi hills which overlook the 
city." There are two temples in the modem village, dedicated, one to a goddess named Bennkdmbdl, the 
other to Bdmasvdmi. The city is supposed to have been destroyed in the reign of a wicked king named 
" Nandana, son of Uttunga !EUlja." Mr. Cox gives the legend of the place in full (District Manual^ 213). 
It will be remembered that the conqueror of the Kurumbars was Adondai, son of Kula-Uttuhga Chela. 

The Sthala Purdna of this place is in the possession of Sesha Gaun^an, a resident of Padavedu. On 
and near the deserted temple of Edma in the ruined town are several Grantha and old Tamil inscriptions. 
These might give the date of the construction of the temple, and be foimd of value. There are others, 
similar, in the temple of Ammayyappe^vara in the modem village. Pa4avedu is mentioned lis the name 
of the country in an inscription dated A.D. 1469 (P) at Yallam in the Wandiwash Taluk. 

Pallippattu ; — 6 miles south of Polur. Two old temples of Vishnu and 6iva. 

PoLTO. — Head-quarters of the taluk, 28 miles South of Vellore. {Polloor.) A temple on a hill ; 
ancl a small ruined fort, about which nothing is known. The Stiiala Purdna of the place is with Subba- 
ch&riyar, a resident. The Vishnu temple in the town is old. 

SBTTUPPATTr; — 16 miles east by south of Poltir. (Chiitapett,) An old Siva temple, with some 
old Tamil inscriptions. 

Tachchambabi ; — 10 miles yst of Poltir. On a hill north of the village is an old and deserted temple 
with some inscriptions. There are some other inscriptions on a stone at the tank west of the village. 
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' TiRUMALAi ;— 6 miles east-north-east of Poltir. (TrumaUe.) Two Jaina temples. The village is 
situated ^' at the base of a precipitous hill of granite, upon which are some relics of the Jain religion. 
Many Jain families live in the village, and the temples on and below the hill still belong to them. The 
most striking sculpture on the hill is a rude Jain figure, 16^ feet high, found cut on the face of a cliff 
near its summit. . . .Upon its left is a long inscription, in archaic characters, the meaning of which has not 
yet been discovered. Other inscriptions occur elsewhere, and particularly near the temple at the foot of 
the hill, but many are greatly defaced." Close to the lower temple aire some rock chambers constructed 
in a natural cave formed in the face of the cKff . Many Jain figures have been destroyed. " Upon the 
walls are numerous frescoes, on the whole very well executed. The most interesting, and perhaps the 
best painted, is a circular one having a Jain figure seated in the centre, and the partitions around being 
filled with N&gas, monks, white-hooded nuns and others." Close to the village are two very large stone 
circles. {District Manual^ 215.) 

WANDIWASH TALUK. 

Agarakarak5ttai ; — 8 miles south by west of "Wandiwash. {Ouracoracotty,) An old Siva temple, 
said to have been wrecked by Jains. 

AvANiYiPURAM ; — 15 milcs west by north of Wandiwash. (Uminiaveram.) A small but ancient 
temple with some inscriptions, said to be ** illegible." The Sthala Purdna is with B&masvftmi Ayyar 
Avargal oi» Wandiwash. 

DiduR; — 10 miles south-west of Wandiwash. {Deasoor.) A ruined fort. There is a modem 
settlement of Jains here. {District Manual^ 207.) 

Madam ; — 11 miles west-south-west of Wandiwash. {Muddum.) A very old temple, almost in ruins. 
It contains a large number of ^' illegible " inscriptions. 



Marudadu ; — 4 miles east of Wandiwash. Two old temples of Siva and Vishnu with " illegible " 
inscriptions. In the middle of the village and in a field are two stones bearing similar inscriptions. 

Nedunodnam ; — 17 miles west of Wandiwash. Two old temples with several inscriptions on the 
walls, " illegible." 

PoNNUR ; — 4 miles south-west of Wandiwash. An old Siva temple with a large number of stone 
inscriptions. 

SiYAicANGALAM. — Near De6ur {q.v,). This is said to have been formerly a large village. There 
is a rock-cut temple here, chambers and galleries, and a hall with a " lingam," all carved out of the 
solid rock. " In front of this stands an enclosing wall, in which images of minor deities are represented." 
The walls are ruined. {District Manual^ 208.) This would seem to be a place that should be carefully 
examined, as the description differs from that of the other rock-cut examples in the neighbourhood. 
Some inscriptions exist at the temple which should be deciphered. 

SEiPURtJSHAMANOALAM, or SisAMANGALAM ; — 5 milcs south-cast of Ajni. {Jessamunglum.) Four 
bronze and one stone image were found here underground in May 1881. 



Tellar ; — 8 miles south-south-west of Wandiwash. {Thdlar,) A ruined mud fort. There is a 
Jain temple here in present use. 

TerukSl ; — 8i miles west-south-west of Wandiwash. {Terraeoh.) Three " Jain temples " on the 
top of a hill, and three caves. 

Tirumalpadi ; — 12 miles south-west of Wandiwash. An old temple with inscriptions. 

Vallam ; — 8 miles west of Wandiwash. ( Vellum.) An ancient temple with inscriptions, 
'' illegible." It is said to have been built hv a Chola king. The Sthala Purdna is in the possession of 
Achappa Nayakkan, the Village Munsif . One of the inscriptions on t A temple testifies to a grfuit of 
land in S.6. 1391 (A..D. 1469), during the reign of Narasiiiihadeva Mahdx&ya. If the date is correctly 
copied this could not be the Vijayanagar Sovereign of that name. Vallam is said therein to be Padavifpu 
rapjattily or *' in the kingdom, or. country of Padavedu." This is- interesting as showing that the ruined 
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city of that name in the Polur Taluk preserved its name if not its character as the capital city of the 
country as late as the close of the fifteenth century. 

Vaeur ; — 4 miles east by north of Wandiwash. ( Wurroor.) An old Siva temple with a number 
of stone inscriptions. The Sthala Purdna is with K&makoti Sastriyar, a resident. 

Venkuneam; — 3 miles north of Wandiwash. (Vuncaanum.) A Siva temple with inscriptions 
said to be in Nagari, on the walls. There is a Jain temple in the village. 

Wandiwash (Vandavd^l). — Head-quarters of the taluk. {Vandiwash.) This was one of the chief 
military posts of the Muhammadan U-ovemment in the Camatio. The. fort was probably built by 
Mahrattas. It is a rectangular fort of stone, with walls and bastions, about a mile in circumference, with 
a moat. At the south-east angle is a '' strong circular battery." Many stones bear the mark of shot. 
{District Manualy 206-7.) The Siva temple here is said to be old. Vishnu, as Rama, also is worshipped 
therein^ the image having been brought thither during the times of the Muhammadans. There are 
inscriptions all round the prakara. East of the town, in a field, is a stone with an '^illegible'' inscription. 
There is another, similar, on a stone in front of the diva temple. 
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CHINGLEPUT DISTRICT, AND MADRAS. 

The history of the whole of this district is substantially the same as that of the city of ConjeeTeram 
(Kancht, Kdnchtpura)^ and it is needless to repeat it twice over. The country was inhabited by Kurumbars, 
whose sovereigns belonged to the Pallava family, till the subversion of the latter by the Cholas, probably 
in the elevenu century. Previous to the Kurumbars it would appear that wild aboriginal tribes inhabited 
the forests which covered the country. These probably have their representatives in the Ghentsus, of 
whom a large colony are to be f oxmd near Pulicat. GHie Kurumbars were . a hardy and civilized race, 
carrying on an extensive foreign commerce both vdth the East and West.^ They formed a kingdom called 
Drdrnda^ which name now survives as the generic title for all South Indian races. They were perpetually 
assailed by neighbouring chiefs, but seem nevertheless to have been prosperous till the Cholas finally 
gained the upper-hand. The Cholas lost the country to the Muhammadans in A.D. 1310, but the latter 
were driven out a few years later, and then this tract fell under the greatest and last of the Hindu king- 
doms — that of Yijayanagar — of which it remained an appanage down to a late date ; for though the 
kingdom of Yijayanagar was absolutely overthrown in A.JD. 1565, the Ghin^leput District was held by 
chiefs who, far into the last century, acknowledged the supremacy of the descendants of the kings of 
that family. 

For about a century the Mussulmans held firm hold of this territory, and from them it passed into 
the hands of the English. 

There are a large number of rude stone monuments in the district, the relics probably of the 
Kurumbars. The contents of some of these seem to have been of no very great antiquity, and it is quite 
possible that tribes of Kurumbars, practising^ their ancient sepulchral rites, remained in the district till 
comparatively modem times. A Iturge nimiber of Telugu people and Canarese Vellalas from the north 
poured into the district at various times in the wake of the Chalukyas, during the Chola-Chalukyan 
supremacy, and with the Yijayanagar kin^. They settled in the district and formed colonies, the repre- 
sentatives of whom remain io the present Say. 

• Though the city of Madras and its environs do not form, officially, part of the Ghingleput District, 
they are included here for convenience. 



PONNllKI TALTJK. 

AkbIrkupfam ; — 3 miles south-west of Ponndri. {A)idaarcoupum,) An old Siva temple, with 
inscriptions. 

Akki ; — 7 miles west of Ponnfiri. (Arnee.) An old 6iva temple, with inscriptions. Hft 

Aruvatturai ; — 6i miles west of Ponnfiri. An old 6iva temple, with inscriptions. 

Cholavaram ; — 7 miles south-south-west of Ponn^ri, on the high road from Ponn^ri to Madras. 
(Cholaveram.) An old ^iva temple, with inscriptions. 

Erumaivettippalaiyam ; — 8J miles south-west of Ponn6ri, 8 miles north of " Avady " Railway 
Station. ' (Yennootapollium.) On the top of the cliffs north-east of this village Dr. Cornish and other 
gentlemen found some rude stone implements. {Madras Journal XXIII, Part II, Appendix iii.) There 
are two old temples of i^iva and Yishnu in the village, the latter containing an inscription in Tamil 
recording gifts of lands to the temple by a private party (a Setti) in 6.6. 1439, year livara (A.D. 
1517), during the reign of Krishnadeva B4ya of Yijayanagar. 

Mel^r ; — 84 miles south-east of Ponnfiri. An old Siva temple, with inscriptions. 



* Hiwen Thflang, who viBited I>ravi4a about the year A.D. 640, g^ves the Kurumbars a most excellent character. (Si-yU'ki^ 
X, XGII. JulienU TramUUion, II, 118.) ** The kingdom measures 6,000 li in circumference (1,000 miles). The capital, caUed 
K&fichlpura, is five miles round. The soil is fertile, and crops grow abundantly, with quantities of flowers and fruits. The 
country possesses valuable products. The climate is hot and the inhabitants are brave ; they are remarkable for their strong love of 
faithfulness and justice, and have great esteem for learned men. The language spoken and the character of the writing differ a 
little from those of Central India. There are a hundred (Buddhist) monasteries with about 10,000 clerics, who follow the school of 
the Sthaviras. There are about SO ^Brahmanical) temples. .Tains (*' les h^r^tiques nus," or Nirgranthaa) are very numerous." Is 
the life of Hiwen Thsang by Hooi-li {Julien, pp. 191-2) it is stated that the town of KftAchipura is " situated on a sea-port.*' 
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MiNJUR ; — 6f miles south-east of Ponn@ri. (Mingoar.) Two old temples of Siva and Vishnu^ with 

many insoriptions.

Natar ; — 6 miles south-south-east of Ponneri. (Natr.) An old Siva temple, with inscriptions. 

Panjatti ; — 4| miles south-west of Ponndri. {Panmgjaddy.) An old ^iva temple, with insoriptions. 

Ponneri; — The taluk head-quarters. {Poonary.) In the hamlet of Tiruvayppa4u is an old 
Siva temple with two inscriptions. One, in Telugu, is on a stone next to the dkvaja steunbha, and records 
:ifts of lands to the temple by a private person in 8.6. 1671 (A.D. 1749), " during the rei^ of 
Tussain Khan and his brother Karim Khan." Another, near the tank, is in Tamil and records the 
date of the erection of the steps of the tank in A.D. 1790 by private parties. 

PuLicAT (Paraperkkddu) ; — 24 miles north of Madras, on the sea, 10 miles north-east of Ponndri. 
There is an old Dutch cemeteiy here with some excellently carved tombstones. The Butch settled here 
in 1609 ai^d bu|^t a small fort. In 1621 the English, by permission of the Dutch, established a factory 
here. The place was taken from the Dutch by Ijord Macartney in 1781, and, after being twice restored 
to Holland, finally became British property in 1825. 

TiBUPALAiVANAM ; — 6} milc^ north-east of Ponn§ri. (Tripanaveram.) An old &va temple^ wii^ 
inscriptions. 

Tiruvellavayal ; — 8 miles east of Ponneri. An old feva temple, with inscriptions. 

TIRUVALLtE TALUK. 

Allikvr ; — 12 miles north-west of Tiruvallur. {Allcoor.) At the crest of the pass of the hills here, 
between Alliktdr and Panur, Mr. Bruce Foote, of the Geological Survey, found some rwle stone imple- 
ments. (Madras Joiimal XXIII, Part II, Appendix iv.) 

BuDTO ; — see Satyavedu. 

Kambakkam Durgam; — 30 miles north of Tiruvallur, 10 miles north bv west of Satyav^du, close 
to the Kalahasti hills. (Cumbaucum.) There are the remains of a fine hill-fort here with palaces and 
other buildings. On the hill, at a height of 2,530 feet, is a tableland of 2 square miles in area, which it 
was at one time proposed to convert into a sanitarium for troops. (Madras Journal lY, 134.) 

Karadiputtur: — see Satyavedu. 

KoTTAKUPPAM ; — 20 miles north-east of Tiruvallur. An old diva temple, said to have been built 
by a Rishi. It has several inscriptions. 

Madavilakkam ; — 14 miles north-east of Tiruvallur. {Mootamlao.) An old Siva temple, scud to have 
been built by a Chola king, with many inscriptions on the walls. 

Malandur ; — 12 miles north-north-east of Tiruvalllir. (Malandoor,) South of this village Mr. Bruce 
Foote, of the Geological Survey, found some rude stone implements. (Madras Journal, Part II, App. iii.) 

Manjakaranai ; — 16 miles north-east of Tiruvallur, 7 miles south-w;est of Ponderi. (Manjacarney,) 
Mr. Bruce Foote found here some rude stone implements. (Madras Journal XXIII, Part ll^ App. iv.) 

Naoalapuram; — 19 miles north-north-west of Tiruvallur. (Nagloperam,) An old Siva temple 
with a number of inscriptions in various characters, all said to be " unreadable.'' There is also a 
copper-plate Sdsanam in tne temple. Three days in the year the rays of the sim, passing through the 
gopuram entrance, fall on the lingam in the vimana ; and this is converted, in the popuhu: mind, into 
an act of adoration by the sun. There is a similar occurrence in the temple of Ndge^varasvdmi at 
Kumbakonam. It is said that Krishnadeva Baya repaired the temple. 

Nambakkam ; — 8 miles north-west of Tiruvallur. (Numbaucum.) At the end of the tank, is an old 
rained temple, near which Mr. Bruce Foote found some rude stone implements embedded in soil from 8 
to 10 feet below surface level. (Madras Journal^ Part II, Appendix iv.) 

Panambakkax ; — 5 miles west of Tiruvallur. Aii ancient Siva temple, said to have been built by a 
Chola king. 

Po^pAVAKKAM ; — See SATYAVipU.

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Pbriyapalaitam ; — 16 miles north-east of Tiruvalliir. (Peripollium.) An old Durffd temple, dedi- 
cated to the goddess Bhavdnt, 

Kajanagaram ; — %ee Satyavebu. 

Bamagiri ; — 20 miles north-north-west of Tinivalltir. (Ramagherry.) An old Siva temple, said 
to have been built by Vdliy the monkey-ohieftain, with a number of inscriptions in various oharaoters. 
The temple is at the base of a small hill. Inside the temple is a small tank, at the northern comer of 
which is plsLced a Nandi^ out of whose mouth oomes a spring of water which ftdls into the tank. 

Bamankovil ; — 5 miles west of Tiruvallur. A ruined Vishnu temple with several inscriptions in 
Nagari characters. This temple is said to have been originally built by a Chola king.

6bnji; — 5 miles south-west of TKruvalltLr. An old 6iva temple with many inscriptions. One 
evidences a private gift of land to the temple in the reign of the Chola king Baja Baja. It is undated. 

SiRUVEpu ; — see Satyavedu. 

SiTTAMBAKKAM ; — 5 milcs uorth of Tiruvallur. An old Siva temple, said to have been built by a 
Chola king, with several inscriptions. 

TiRUPPisuR ; — 2 miles west of Tiruvallur. (Tripasaore.) Buins of an old fort, and an old Siva 
temple. On tie latter are several inscriptions. Five inscriptions are legible. 

(1.) Outside the north wall of the garbhagHham, An inscription dated in the tenth year of 
'' Bajadhird»j&deva," recording an agreement between the temple aijthorities and a priest 
as regards the temple service. 
(2.) West of No. 1. Broken. It seems to be a private grant of some paddy to the temple in the 
third year of the reign of B&jendradeva, sumamed ^' Koppara Kedarivarma," t>., Kxilot- 
tunjga Chola I. 
(3.) West of No. 2. A small inscription, recording a private grant of money to the temple in 

the fourth year of the same reign. 
(4.) West of No. 3. Dated in the eleventh year of the reign of the Chola king Baja Bftja. 
(5.) Outside the west wall of the garbhagriham. A private grant of a lamp to the temple in the 
forty-fifth year of the reign of '^ Tribhuvana Chakravarti ^ Euldttunga ^pt D^var." 
This may be either of the two Chola kings of that name. 
The temple has an old Siluila Purdna^ in which allusion is made to a conquest of the Eurumbars by 
Karikdia Chola. 

Tiruvallur. — The taluk head-quarters. Bailway Station. (Trivelore.) A large and important Vishnu 
temple, of which the original shrine is said to date trom A.D. 1409 according to the priests, but most of 
which is quite modem. On a slab in one of the eastern walls is an inscription recording repairs made 
by a private party in §.d. 1542 (A.D. 1620). The temple boasts of a Sanskrit Sthala Puram. Mr. 
Fergusson, in his Lidian and Eaatem Architecture (p. 346), gives an accoxmt of the temple, with two 
plans. He fully confirms the native assertions as to the age of the respective portions, saying that the 
two outer prakdiras with their gopuras are more modem than the temple included in the inner 
pr&kara. Mr. Fei^^usson cites the temple as an instance of the small effect imf ortunately produced by 
most of the Hindu shrines in the south of India in spite of the immeinse wealth lavished on them, in 
consequence of the custom of increasing the size of the towers and structures from the inside of the mass 
of buildings outwards, instead of having the highest and most imposing in the centre. 

ToMUR ; — 8 miles west-north-west of Tiruvallur, near the boundary of the K&rv^tnagaram Zemin- 
dari. {TumbooL) North-west of this village Mr. Bruce Foote found some rude stone implements.

"Ottukottai ; — 14 miles north of Tiruvallur, 8 miles south-south-west of Satyavedu. (Woodecottah.) 
Mr. Bruce Foote found here some rude stone implements. {Madras Journal XXIII, Fart II, App. iv.) 
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SAIDAPET TALUK, AND MADRAS. 

KuNNATTTO ; — 14 miles west-south-west of Fort St. George. (Connatore.) There is an ancient 
l^iva temple here with inscriptions. 

Little Mount (The) ; — 6 miles south-west of Fort St. George, 2 J miles from St. Thomas' Mount. 
(q.v.) This place is the traditionary, site of St. Thomas' martyrdom. I shall not attempt to discuss the 
probabilities of the story, but merely refer readers, under the head of " St. Thomas' Mount," to the papers 
noted as bearing on the question. There is a cave in a rock at the Little Mount and a natural spring. 
It is asserted that St. Thomas took refuge here from his pursuers. A church is erected over the spot. 
Two stones below are pointed out as bearing the impress of his foot and the marks of his knees, while 
another is said to be stained with his blood. At the foot of the steps leading up to the church is a slab 
with an inscription in Armenian characters. The spring is said to have been miraculously created to supply 
the saint with water when attacked by thirst in the cave in which he had taken refuse. The legend 
regarding this is lytill current in Syria, and not long ag^o two pilgrims made their wav hitiier from Edessa, 
and filled some bottles with the sacred water to take back to their own country. The Roman Breviai'y, 
following tradition, declares St. Thomas to have been martyred at " Calaminay It seems just possible 
that this name may have the same origin as the English name '^ Coramandel Coast;" but this is pure 
supposition. (See also under St. Thome.) 

Madras. — ^As this place was a mere fishing-village on the coast up to the year 1639 A.D., when 
the English became possessed of it by grant from the puppet sovereign Sri Ranga of Yiiayanagar, then 
at Chandragiri, it is not to be expected that there is much of antiquarian interest in tne place. It is 
known to the natives as " Chenna^pafnam,^^ the original name having been " Cltenna-kuppamy^ kuppam 
meaning a small village. The museum at Egmore contains a number of sculpturec^ stones and a 
collection of general antiquities and coins. A piece of land measuring five miles by one was first granted 
to the English Company in 1639 A.D., to which the factory at Armnugam in Nellore was transferred. 
In 1683 the grant was confirmed by a firm&n from the Muhammadan soverei^ of Golkonda. It was 
surrendered to the French in 1746, but recovered in 1749. A firman from Delhi was obtained in 1765. 
Several other villages near Madras had been granted in 1693, 1708, and'1742. St. Thomd was added' 
in 1749, and *^ the Company's Jaghir," including Poonamallee, in 1750. Fryer's description of the 
place as it was in 1673 is amusing and instructive. (See his Travehj page 37, &c., with plan of Fort 
St. George.) • ^ 

Mangabu ;— 7 miles west o£ Saidftpet and 1 mile south of Poonamallee. {Maneay^doo,) An old Siva 
temple, with inscriptions in Gfrantha characters. 

MAiLAPrB ; — 3} miles south by west of Fort St. George. (Milapore.) There is a temple here, and a 
large kaneru or bathmg-pool. It is of no great age. {See St. Thome«) 

Mount ; — see Little Mount (The) and St. Thomas* Mount. 

PooN4MALLEB {Fuviruntamahi) ; — 12 miles west by south of Fort St. George. (Poandamallee.) There 
is an old Siva temple here and a mosque. There are two modem Tamil inscriptions in the diva temple 
mentioning repairs made by private parties in d.S. 1692 and 1700 (A.D. 1770 and 1778). A 
third inscnption, without date, mentions some repairs by private parties. In the mosque there are two 
inscriptions, one in Tamil and one in Telugu ; the Tamil inscription records the erection of the mosque 
by a Mussuhnan chief, '' Sultan Abdalla Eattab " (Abdulla Kutb Shah of Golkonda P). The date is not 
dear. There is a Muhammadan fort at Poonamallee. Four miles south-west by west of the town, at the 
Panjur river. Dr. Oldham and Mr. King, of the Geological Survey, found some rude stone implements. 
{Madras Journal XXIII, Part II, App. iii.) * . 

PoRAL, or PoRAL, OT Madhavaram ; — Near the Red Hills, 8 miles north-west of Madras. This was 
the ancient royal fortress of the Kurumbars before they were conquered by the Cholas. (See Sir Walter 
Elliot's Numismatic Gleanings in the Madras Journal of Literature and Science XIX, 820, and XX, 75, 
with extract from the Mackenzie MSS. Id., Vol. Ill, No. 6, N.S., p. 244^6.) 

Puttur; — 12i miles north-west of Fort St. George. {Potoor.) Near this village, 2 miles west of. 
the Bed Hills tank, are a number of dolmens. They have been gr^ytly rifled. {Madras Journal YIII, 
346.) 

St. Thomas' Mount ; — 8 miles south-west of Fort St. George. From an archaeological point of 
view this place is remarkable only for the stone cross in the church on the top of the hill. The church 
was built oy the Portuguese, on the discovery of the cross, in A.D. 1547, and the steps up the hill were 
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made at the same time. A stone inscription in Portuguese, now at the Madras Museum, was lately found 
at the Mount. It is supposed to relate to the discovery of the cross, but being injured it has not yet 
been satisfactorily deciphered. Dr. BumeU has given, in the Ind, Ant. (III^ 308), an illustration of the 
cross of St. Thomas with its Pahlavi legend, and a notice of the same. A careful examination and com- 
parison of the illustration with the original shows that two or three fragments of characters are omitted in 
the former, but I am unable, from ignorance of the character and language, to say whether the omissions 
affect Dr. Bumell's rendering. The arch above the dove is supported on two pillars, above which, in the 
illustration, are rough blotches, probably the fault of the artist, who was ignorant of the original 
design. I found, on examination, that the ends of the arch rest in the mouths of two mdkaras^ or fish- 
monsters, as in so many Indian sculptures of all ages, proving that if the cross was executed by Chris- 
tian sculptors, they were strongly attracted to the cations of Hindu art. Dr. Bumeirs paper that 
accompanies the illustration is very valuable. He thinks that the inscription dates from the seventh or 
eighth century A.D.

^^ There is a double ring of stones surrounding a moimd near St. Thomas' Mounts but the cromlech 
has disappeared." {Madras Journal XIII, Part II, 51.) 

There was a severe battle fought at the Mount between the French and English in 1759. In 1769 
was signed hev the disgraceful treaty between the English G-ovemment of Madras and Haidar 'All. 

St. Thome ; — 3 miles south of Fort St. Greorge. (See Mailapur.) This place is connected with 
the St. Thomas legends. (See St. Thomas' Mount, The Little Mount.) There is a Roman Catholic 
church here, built over what is popularly declared to be the grave of St. Thomas. There is a small 
interior chapel with a trap-door, under which are the stones with the aperture below in which the body 
is said to have rested. Marco Polo {Ool. YuWa edition^ It, 290) states that '^ both Christians and Sara- 
cens " greatly frequented the place in pilgrimage in his day. 

TiNNANUR. — A Railway Station, 17 miles west of Madras. {Tinna^wre^) An old Vishnu temple with 
two inscriptions. One of them is dated ^.S. 1631 (A.D. 1709), and records gifts of lands to the temple 
by private parties. 

TiRaM^LLAVAYii?;— 11 miles _west-north-west of Fort St. Q-eorge. {TrimullamiL) An old Siva 
temple. Three mjles north-east of Avadi Railway Station and near tluis village Mr. Bruce Foote foimd 
some rude stone implements. 

Tiruvattiyur ; — 1 1 miles north-north-west of Saidd.pet, 6 milesnorth of Fort St. George. (Trivafore,) 
There is an old Siva temple here, with inscriptions inside and outside the garhhagriham^ in Qrantha 
characters. Fryer notices the place in his " Travels " (pp. 44, 46). He visited it in 1673. He calls it 
"Triblitore," and describes it as "A Paged transcending both in respect of Building and Antiquity, 
there being Characters, the Expounders of the Gentu Language or Holy Writ understand not." 

TiRUVERKKADU ; — 8 mUes north-west of Saidapet, 11 miles west of Fort St. George. {TiroovercaAdoo.) 
An bid Siva temple, with inscriptions in Nagari characters. 

CONJEEVERAM TALUK. 

* Arpakkam ; — 8 miles south-south-east of Conjeevei|Lm. (Ru/pacum,) Two ancient temples, with 
many inscriptions in Tamil, Telugu, Nagari, and Grantha. 

Elayanarvento ; — 10 miles south-east of Conjeeveram. An old Siva temple, with a number of 
inscriptions in various characters, said to be " illegible." 

Conjeeveram (B^anchi, or Kanchipura) ; — 43 miles south-west of Madras, 20 miles west-north- 
west of Chingleput. This is one of the oldest cities in Southern India, but we have a great deal yet to 
learn of its history. It was the residence of the Pallava kings till that family was overthrown by the 
Cholas in the eleventh century. Kftnohi was the capital of the ancient kingdom of Drdvida, whose age is 
at present undecided. Hiwen-Thsan? would make it as old as Buddha, for he states that Buddha himself 
converted the people, that Dharmap&bi was bom in Eaiichi, and that Atoka built many stupas in the 
neighbourhood. One of the Eadamba kings claims to have defeated the Pallava king and sldin him. 
The inscription in which this is mentioned Ib dated, in Mr. Fleet's estimation, in the fifth century A.D. ; 
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and the Blain monarch was, he thinks, probably Yishnugopavarmd.. (Ind. Ant Y, 50 ; YI, 30.) Aocord- 
ing to the Kongu-deia Bdjakkaf^ Durvaniti Eaya, King of the Kongu country, conquered Drayi4a. • He 
dates from the end of the ^th century. Fourth in descent from him comes Kongani Mah&dhir&ya III, 
who, it is said, conquered Dravida in punishment for the withholdinff of tribute. In A.D. 634 was reigning 
at Kalyanapura, Satyairaya or Fulakedi II, of the Western Ghalukyas. He attacked and drove the 
PaUava king behind the walls of Kanchi.^ Satydiraya's son Yikramaditya I (A.D. 652-680, Bumell) 
claims to have entirely defeated and crushed the Kanchi sovereign, while Yinayaditya, Yikramaditya's 
son, states that he '^ arrested the power of the Pallavas. . . .at the conmiand of his father," (Ind, Ant YI, 
85), whence I understand that Yinay^tya was hisiather's general, and that the capture of Kanohi 
took place before Yinayaditya's accession in A.D. 680. {Ind. Ant, VI, 76.) Mr. L. Bice (Ind. Ant 

" X, 37) contends that in this lajst^noted inscription we have mention made of the defeat, not only of the kings 
of Kanclu, but of a royal family named Mahdmalld^ or MaMmU^ who, he thinks, preceded the Pallavas. 
Previous to Yinaydditva's conquest, however, the Pallavas had conquered the Ghalukyas, so that Yikrama- 
ditya I had hard worx to regain his power. It is just to the period of the Chalukyan conquest that Mr. 

' Fergnsson and Dr. Burgess attribute the sculptures and monolithic works at the Seven Pagodas, and 
it seems probable that those works were carried out either by the Chalukyan invaders, or by the Kurumbar 
inhabitants under their compulsion. In A.D. 640 Hiwen Thsang, the Chinese pilgrim, visited Kanchi, as 
the capital of the kingdom of Drftvida, which he describes. (Voytiges II, 118, Julien,) He declares the 
city to have been 6 miles in circumference, and the people to be superior in bravery and Q^ety, as well 
as in their love of justice and veneration for learning, to many others whom he met with in 
his travels. Jains were very numerous in his day ; Buddhism and Brahmanism were about on a 
par. About this period, too, - (A.D. •650-700), flourished the great Saiva reformer 'Sankaracharya 
(Dr. Bumell's Pakeographyy p. 37, note 4), who, tradition says, preached at Kanclu. Subsequently 
the Pallavas gained the upper hand, so that Yinay&ditya's grandson, who acceded to the throne in 
A.D. 733^ had to fight constantly with the Pallavas, and is only able to boast of three conquests ; the 
latter word being probably a vain exaggeration, as the Ghalukyas shortly afterwards ceased to be, and 
only recovered their power two centuries later. The sudden cel^sation of work at the Seven Pagodas is 
probably due to the subversion of the Chalukyan authority. In the ninth century the Kongu king 
Gandadeva Maharaya claims to have conquered Kanchi, but to have subsequently made an alliance with 
the Pallavas. Shortly afterwards the Kongu kingdom was subverted by the Cholas. In the eleventh 
century occurred, according to native tradition, tne subversion of the Kurumbars by Adondai, son of 
Kulottunga Ghola. The accoimts describe the Kurumbars as having for their chief fort the citadel of 
Puralur (now Poral, or Poral, or Madhavaram, near the Bed Hillff, close to Madras, according to Sir Walter 
Elliot). The Kurumbar country was then divided into 24 nddm^ and the inhabitant^ professed the Jain 
religion. Adondai defeated them utterly, crushed for ever their power, and annex^ the whole of their 
territories to the Ghola kingdom. He is credited, also, with having ^' founded" the city of Kanchi, and, 
making allowance for natural exaggeration, it is quite possible that he enlarged and improved it. 
The place then became the capital of the country called TonMmangalam or Tondainddu, With this 
conquest the Pallava power ceased to exist. About this time the Yaishnava reformer Bam&nujacharya 
was bom at Sri Perumatur, and converted many to the Yaishnava faith. Gangakondadorapuram, near 
the Goleroon was then the Ghola capital. The last mention of the Pallavas as a dynasty or race occiu's, 
so far as is at present known, about the year 1223 A.D. But previous to this, t.e.j in the reign of the 
Western Ghsdukya, Jagadeka Malla- (1130 to 1150 A.D.), an inscription speaks of the Cholas in con*' 
nection with Kanchi, thus corroborating the tradition as given above. 

With the Ghola conquest begins the second period ol the history of Kanchi. At the beginning of 
the twelfth century the king of the Hoyidala Balllla dynasty, whose capital was at the modem Hallabidu 
in Maisttt (then called '' Dvarftvatifura," ^^ Dv&rasamudra " or ^^ Dorasamudra "), was named Bittideva, 
otherwise '' Yishnuvardhana," or ** Tribhuvana Malla.'' He claims to have conquered the coimtry of 
Kanchipura and resided in that city. If this be not an empty boast, the conquest took place about the 
vearll38 A.D. The Hoyii§ala Ballalas did not keep permanent hold of Kafichi after their victory, 
but the place remained a Ghola possession till the Mussulmans conquered both the Cholas and BalldJas 
in 1310 A.D. In 1347 the Muhammadans were drivei) across the Tungabhadra by a powerful Hindu 
coalition, and then .arose the greatest Hindu - kingdom that ever existed in Southern India, that of

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Yijayanagar. Kanchi soon passed into their hands, and remained a Yijayanagar possession till a late 
date^ though it was invaded and sacked in the fifteenth century by Purushottamadeva of Orissa, and 
again by the -Muhammadans of the Bahmani kingdom in 1477. In 1646 the Golkonda Mussulmans 
seized the country and the city of Kanchi. The Mahrattas succeeded in 1677, and a few years later 
Zulfikr Kh&n, AurangziVs general, reduced it, and it remained in the possession of the Muhammadans 
till 1752, when Lord Clive took it from them in his war against the French. The place was sacked by 
the French in 1757 and 1760. 

Conjeeveram is full of temples and sculptures, many of considerable antiquity, the great Siva temple 
being, of course, the most conspicuous. Mr. Fergusson notices the Siva temple in his Indian and Eaatfrn 
Architecture (page 369), but only scantily, as he was too unwell at the time of his visit to take cdreful 
notes. The temple is dedicated to Ekdmharandtha ; and the lingam is one of the five principal ^' lingams 
of the elements" in Southern India. This is the earth-lingam {Prithivi), The temple grew into its 
present proportions from small beginnings, and is very irregular in shape. The great gopura was built 
by Krishnadeva Raya of Yijayanagar. It bears the mark of Haidar 'Ali's cannon-shot. The next 
niost important shrine is the Vishnu temple dedicated to Varadarajasvdmi. It is far wealthier than the 
Siva temple. At a part of the town called Yathoktakdri is a small Vishnu temple with a recumbent nude 
statue, probably of Jaina origin. The legend of this locality is given in Mr. Crole's Manual (page 
113). Mr. Crole gives reasons for assigning it to the eleventh century, the period of Bamd.nujachaiya. 
The hundi^rpillared mandapam is well-sculptured. The Kdmdksht temple is third in importance. 

Two mdes south of the weaver quarter of Conjeeveram is the hamlet of Tiruparuttikunram. It 
boatsts of a Jain temple covered with excellent architectural ornamentation, in many ways of great merit. 
It is supposed to date from about the eleventh or twelfth century. 

There is a mosque of considerable size in the town of Conjeeveram, and some fine bathing-pools. 
Buchanan (I, 7-10) mentions the place, but very slightly. 

The following list of inscriptions does not, it is believed, exhaust the number of those to be found 
at Conjeeveram. The list has been drawn up from a manuscript volume of copies taken for Sir 
Walter Elliot, and kindly lent to me by the Reverend T. Foulkes of Bangalore.

This 
and other inscriptions would then tend to prove that the Cholas owned Kanchi before 
the days of Adondai.

EuvAM ; — 16 miles north-east by north of Conjeeveram. (Cuum.) An old iSiva temple, with many 
jisoriptions in Tamil, Telugu, Nftgari, and Grantha. 

Maduramangalam ; — 15 miles north-east of Conjeeveram. An old Vishnu temple, with some 
inscriptions. 

Manimangalam ; — 22 miles east by north of Conjeeveram, 20 miles west-south-west of Fort St. 
Gecnrge. (Munni/mungalum,) A remarKable temple with an apsidal gopuram, modelled apparently on 
the fashion of the ^' Sah&deva Ratha '' at the ^^ Seven Pagodas, which Mr. Fergusson thinks to be one 
of the most interesting of the whole group from its peculiar shape. Mr. Fergusson considers that the 
diape is similar to that of other shrines older still but now destroyed, from the design of which several of 
the Buddhist ehaitya caves were constructed, i.^., having one end out square and the other apsidal, the 
former being illustrated by the fa9ade of the cave, the latter by the dome under which stands the 
Dagoba. {Indian and Eastern Architecture^ 328. Cam Temples of India^ 135.) The temple at Mani- 
is said to be very ancient^ and probably is so. 
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MATTAvfipu; — 22 miles north-east of Conjeeveram. There is an old.fiiva temple here, in the 
garden of which are two inscriptions in Tamil characters. 

MuKKAYALUB. — Closc to Conjeeveram. Nokkanjati Ghirukkal, a resident of this village, is in posses* 
sion of a copper-plate idmnam. 

Paeundto ; — 7 miles north by east of Conjeeveram. (Parendoor.) Two and a half miles east-north* 
east of this village, at the outflow of the tank, Mr. Bruce Foote found some rude stone implements. 




byHaidar'AKinl780. "Thepj 
still bear unmistakeable evidence of the fierceness of the cannonade." {District Manual^ 126.) A tomb- 
stone was erected in memory of those slain at a subsequent engagement in 1781. 

Sriperumbudur;— 18 miles east^north-east of Conjeeveram. {Streepermatoor.) An old Yishnu 
temple, with many inscriptions in Gbantha characters. 

The ancient name of the plaoe.is said to have been Butapnri. Bamanujftcharya, the celebmtedJVaish* 
^va Beformer, was bom here, and a stone-chamber was erected over his natal place. He died at Sriran- 
gam. The Siva temple here is said to be much older than the Vishnu one. Buchanan describes the 
place (II, 529). A mile and a half west of the town Mr. Bruce Foote and Mr. William l^g, of the 
Oeologicsd Survey, found some rude stone implements in the bed of the Atrampakkam canal. 

Teitneri ; — 11 miles east of Conjeeveram. {Tjennary.) Some stones in the tank-bund bear in8orip-» 
tions. One of them, in Tamil, records that one Tattacharydr dug the tank. 

TiRXJPPADiKUNRAM ; — 2J miles southrwest of Conjeeveram. {Tripettycoonum,) An ancient Siva 
temjple^ elaborately sculptured, with many inscriptions. One of them is dated S.8. 1440 (A.D. 1518), 
dunng the reign of Elrishnadeva Maharaya, and records gifts of land to the temple by private parties. 

TiRUPPAKKupi ; — 7 miles west of Conjeeveram. An ancient Vishnu temple, with many inscrip^ 
in various characters. 



TJbator ; — 22 miles east of Conjeeveram, 3 iniles west of Gu4uvapj6ri Bailway Station. (Oaratoor.) 
Mr. Bruce Foote found here some rude stone weapons amongst laterite gravel. {Madras Joufmal XXIII, 
Part II, Appendix iii.) 

Vadakkapettai ; — 15 J miles east of Conjeeveram, 8 mibs east by north of WaUjabad. {Warram 
capett.) Two or three wles from this village is a group of dolmen^. 

CHINQIiEPUT TALUK. 

Chinoleput {Sengalpaitu) $-r34 miles south-south-west of Madras, the head-quarters of the 
taluk. This place owes all its importance to Europecm occupation. The fort dates from the sixteenth 
oentuxy, the Vijayanagar sovereigns holding coijrt alternately here and at Chandragiri. (Manualy 83.) 
Tradition speaks of a certain Timma Eaja, possibly Krishnadeva Baya's minister of that name, as the 
founder of the place. The fort was strong on account of its swampy surroundings and the lake close by. 
The Muhammadans seized it, and the French acquired possession of it in A-D* 1751. Clive took it in 
1752. " During the wars with Hyder, Chingleput waa once taken and twice unsuccessfully besieged. It 
thereafter remained uninterniptedly in- the hands of the Company." {Id, 85.) Dr. Bumell {South Indian 
PalcBographyy 2) describes a cave, a mile east of Chingleput, '* now made into a Linga temple^ but which 
was evidently intended for a Buddhist hermit's cell." Three miles from Chingleput, close to the 
southern trunk road, are a number of cairns. Between the town and the Palar river-causeway are 
several large sepulchral circles ; also near the village of Nattam, a hamlet at the foot of the hill near the 
road leading to the burying-ground. Near Chingleput, on the Trichinopoly road, is a large mound 
Burroimded by a number of megalithic graves. It is described by Mr. Walhouse in the Journal of the 
Royal Asiatic Society (N.S., VII, 24). (See also J.A.S.B. XV, 20Y, for a note on Chingleput.) 

CovELONO ; — 20 miles south of Madras, on the coast. Only remarkable as the site of a Dutch fort. 
The original fort hajs altogether disappeared. The ruins now in existence belong to a fort called Saadat 
Bandary built by the Navab in A.D. 1744-1749. It was captured by the French by stratagem, and 
by Clive from the French in 1752, 

GupuvANjERi ; — 12 miles north by east of Chingleput. Station on the South Indian Bailway, 
There are a nimiber of cairns here, seVenJ of which have been opened. 
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Mahabalipukam ; — see '' The Seven Pagodas." 

Mamallapubam, or Mamalaipuram ; — see " The Seven Pagodas.'^ 

Mannivakkam; — 1 mile west of Vendalur Railway Station, 15 miles north-east of Chingleput. 
An ancient 6iva temple with inscriptions. 

Mavalivaram, or Mavallipuram ; — see " The Seven Pagodas." 

Pallavaram ; — 1 1 miles south-south-west of Fort St. George. [PoUtveram!) A few hundred yards 
north of the cantonment, Mr. Bruce Poote found a flint implement lying among laf critic gravel. {Madras 
Journal XXIII, Part II, 2.) Near this place is a hill called Pancha Pandavamalaiy or " Hill of the five 
F&ndavas,'' stated to contain ancient remains. 

Sadras ; — 16 miles south-east of Chingleput, on the sea. (Satarangapatianam!) A Dutch trading 
settlement iand fort in A.D. 1647. ^here are several old carved Dutch tombstones here. The place was 
taken by the English in 1781, restored to the Dutch in 1818, and finally made over to the English in 
1824. 

Salivankuppam ; — see " The Seven Pagodas." 

" The Seven Pagodas " ; — 32 miles south of Madras, 15 miles east by south of Chingleput, on the 
sea. This is the English name for the remarkable group of monolithic temples, caves, and sculptures 
known to the Tamilians variously by the name of " Mahabalipuram," " Mavallipuram," " Mamalla- 
puram," "Mamalaipuram," and " Msivalivaram," and to the English as " Mavellipore," &c. The best 
notices of the place yet published are, for the general subject, the " Cave Temples of India " by Mr. Fergusson 
and Ihr. Burgess (pp. 105-159), and for carefully described but unillustrated details of sculpture, 
Colonel Brwifill's paper in the Madras Journal for 1880. The following references may be found of use.

It is not my province to go into a minute "description of these wonderful reKcs. They have been 
repeatedly visited and examined, but as yet the investigations must be considered incomplete. As to 
their date a few facts may be noted. Mr. Fergusson^ viewing them from a purely architectural stand- 
point, in 1867 {History of Architecture) placed them about the sixth century of our era. In his latest 
work he slightly modifies this, statinc; that the period A.D. 650 to 700 cannot be far from the truth. 
In the same work {Cave Temples^ 107) he writes that the people who carved the Bathos and caves, and 
who " probably came from the north" (108), " seem suddenly to have settled on a spot where no temples 
existed before, and to have set to work at once and at the same time to fashion the detached boulders 
they foimd on the shore into nine or ten raths or miniature temples. They undertook simultaneously to 
pierce the sides of the hill with thirteen or fourteen caves ; to sculpture the ^at bas-relief known as the 
penance of Arjuna ;^ and to carve elephants, lions, bulls, and other monolithic emblems out of the granite 
rocks around them. But what is even more singular, the whole were abandoned as suddenly as they 
were imdertaken. When, however, we come to ask who were the people who were seized with this 
strange impulse, and executed these wonderful works, history is altogether silent. They must have been 
numerous and powerful, for in the short interval that elapsed between their inception and abandonment 
they created works, which, considering the hardness of the granite rocks in which they were executed, 
may fairly be termed gigantic. Yet there is no trace of any city in the neighbourhood which they 
could have inhabited. .. . This tract was almost certainly part of the territories of the Eurumbar 
Pallavas of Kanchi till the destruction of that race in the eleventh century (?) by the Cholas, but the 
country was ravaged more than once by invaders. It is almost equally certain that the Kurumbars them- 
selves were not the master-sculptors, though they may have been the labourers, but that the former came 
from the north. The Aihole inscription of A.D. 634f-5, published by Mr. Fleet in Ind^ Ant VIH, 237, 
gives us a Pallava king reigning in that year. He was. attacked and driven behind the walls of his 
fortress of Kafichipuram by rulakedi II or SatyaSraya, of the Western Chalukyas, The latter's son 
Yikramaditya, according to an inscription also published by Mr. Fleet (Ind, Ant VI, 75), appears to have

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been first completely defeated by the PaUavaB, but subsequently to have conquered them, and to have 
seized and resided in K&nohlpuram. His son^ Yinayaditya, who commenced to reign in A.D. 680 
(inscriptions published by Mr. Fleet in Ind. Ant. YI, 35, 83,91), seems to have been his father's general 
during the successful war which resulted in the defeat of the Pallavas of Ka&chi, since he states that *' at 
the command of his father he arrested the power of the Pallavas, whose kingdom consisted of three domi* 
nions." This, then, would place the Pallava defeat at the hands of the Western Chalukyas between the 
years 634 and 680 A.D., the conqueror being Yikram&ditya, his son Yinayaditya being the commander 
of big forces. Yinayftditya reigned over 14 years and was succeeded in A.D. 695 by his son Yijay&ditya. 
The latter's son Yikramaditya 11, who beean to reign A.D. 733, claims to have conquered Kanchi three 
times. This implies that his hold over the Pallavas was exceedingly precarious, and that he was con- 
stantly at war with them. The boaiit is very unlike that of Vikramaditya 1, who declares that he made 
Kanchi a favorite residence. After two reigns, seemingly uneventful, the Chalukyan power completely 
collapsed — to revive only two centuries later. ^ 

Thus, exactly at the period when, according to the style of architecture, as judged by the best author- 
ities, we find a northern race, temporarily residinfi^ at or near this place, sculpturing these wonderful relics 
and suddenly departing, leaving them unfinished, — inscriptions give us the Chalukyas from the north 
conquering the Pallava dynasty of Elanchi, temporarily residmg there, and then driven out of the 
country, BS\j&t a struggle, permanently and for ever. Everything, therefore, would seem to point to the 
Chalukyas of Kalyanapura as being the sculptors of the *' Seven Pagodas.'' ^ 

In opposition to the above theory that the sculptures were the work of the Chalukyas, it is necessary 
to note that the style is not a Hindu Chalukyan style, and it would perhaps seem more natural to suppose 
that the PaUavas, adopting Buddhist models, were the authors (see, especially. Cave Temples of India^ 
139^ 140) ; but the historical evidence, as above given, is strong. According to native tradition the Kurum- 
bars of the period were mostly Buddhists send Jains, probably becoming converted to the worship of Siva by 
the influence of 6a^arachS.rya's teachings* But there is plenty of Yiahnu worship also conspicuous amongst 
the carvings, and this would seem to have been uncommon at that time in this locality. Is it possible that 
the Chalukyas compelled the Kurumbars to work for them, and that the Kurumbars adopted more or less 
the forms they were accustomed to P Certainly the ** wagon-roof" form of the " Bhima Ratha" is strikingly 
like the shape of the huts built b^ the tribes of the Nilagiri Hills to the present day. There are some 
excellent specimens to be seen behmd ^^ Sylk's Hotel " at Qotacamund or in the Toda village at Marlimand, 
so that aiuy visitor to the hills may iudge for himself ; and if, as is not impossible, the hiU-tribes are the 
relics of the ancient inhabitants of the plains, it is quite possible that in these wattle huts we may see the 
type from which the style sprung.* (Cf. the plates in Mr. Breeks's Primitive Tribes of the Nilagiris.) 

Mr. Fergusson {Cave Temples, 139) states that it seems almost impossible to over-'Cstimate the impor- 
tanoe of these Rathas to the history of Buddhist architecture ; and he points out that the style of die 
^' Arjuna" and '^Dharma B&ja" Bathas has been adopted as the style of all South-of-India religious 
arohiteoture to the present day. *• They are the only known specimens of a form of Buddhist archi- 
tecture which prevailed in the north of India for probably 1,000 years before they were commenced, 
and they are the incunabula of thousands of Hindu temples which were erected in the south of India 
during the 1,000 years that have elapsed since they were undertaken." (/of., 128.) 

The cares, inscriptions, and sculptiires at Baluv^nkuppam so closely belong to the same subject that 
they are not treated of separately. They are situated 2 miles to the north of the " Seven Pagodas." 

The ** Shore temple at the " Seven Pagodas" is in many respects remarkable. Contrary to custom, 
the gopura over the shrine is the principal tower of the building, standing 60 feet high. The shrine 
contains a lingam and a statue of Ndrdya'oa^ a most unusual mixture of ^iva and Yaishnava faiths. 

A number of coins of all ages have been found at the '^ Seven Pagodas," amount others Roman^ 
Chinese, and Persian. A Roman coin, damaged but believed to be of Theodosius (J^J). 393), formed 
part of Colonel Mackenzie's Collection {J.A.S,B.y I, 406, phte X, No. 45). Others have been found on 
the sand hills along the shore south of Madras. (XIII, 215.) 

The temple in present use in the village is not remarkable, though it is somewhat pretentious. But 
close by is a small two-storeyed man4apam of four pillars, which has been thought specially deserving of 
notice from an architectural point of view. (Mr. Fergusson's Indian and Eastern Architecture, p. 274. 



* Some of the Bcnlptures at Elurt, executed under the Chalukyas of that period, are strikin^y like those at the ** Seven Pagodas.*' 
» Is it not pottdhle that the characteristic and peculiar shape of the roof of the ** Dranpadl Katha'* may he due to its representing 

a roof made of thatch or wattle-and-dauh, furnished with boards at the ridges and comers to keep it tight* and safe, the boards being 

subsequently oniamented :

diNOAPBBUBiAi. K5viL ; — 5| miles north of Ghingleput. A Railway Station. (ShingapermacoiL) 
An old Yiahnu temple, with inscriptions in Telugu and N&gari characters. 

TiRUKACHUB ; — 7 miles north of Ghingleput. {Trieachoor.) There are two old 6iYa temples here, 
with many inscriptions. 

TiRUKKABUKUNRAM;— '9 milcs south-oast of Ghingleput. An old SiYa temple on a hill. There 
is a large mandapam on the hill cut out of the solid rook. The temple contains some fine specimens of 
sculpture. An interesting account of this place with the legends connected with it will be found in the 
Indian Antiquary (Vol. A, p. 198, for July 1881). 

Tirupolur; — 7^^ miles south-west of CoYelong and 14| miles east by north of Ghingleput. 
(Tripeloor,) An old BiYa temple. About 40 years ago the then Head Assistant Golleotor to(dc away 
certain parw&nas and copper-plates from the manager. These haYe not been returned since. 

T1RUVAPA.NDAI ;— 3 miles south of CoYelonfi^ and 18^ miles east-north-east of Ghingleput, on the 
coast. {Trivaradundee.) An old SiYa temple, with inscriptions. 

TiRUYADiduLAM. — A Small Yillage amongst the hills to the east of Ghingleput. It has a small temple 
of some local repute. Mr. Grole, in tke District Manual (p. 88), giYes an extract from a translation of one 
of the Mackenzie MS3. regarding this place. It seems to haYe been one of the last of the Kurumbar 
strongholds. A fort was bailt subout the time of Adondai^ t.e., the elcYenth century A.D., and this was 
renewed at a later period and strengthened by two chiefs, who defied the power of Vijayanagar. They 
were defeated, but only by treachery, and the story of their end is still a tradition in the neighbourhood. 

Vallam ; — 2 miles east of Ghingleput. ( Vellum.) There is a small shrine here, cut out of a single 
rock and resembling some of the remains at the ** Seven Pagodas." 

Yembakkam ; — 5 miles north by west of Ghingleput. (Venbaucum.) Between the Yillage and the 
Singaperum&l KoYil Railway Station are several ancient sepulchral stone circles. 

MADXJEANTAKAM TALUK. 

AcHARAVAKKAM ; — 9 milcs south-south-wcst of Madurftntakam. A Railway Station. (Bungalow.) 
(Acherawauk.) An old SiYa temple. 

Allamparva ; — 18^ miles south-east of Madur§.ntakam, on the sea-coast. {Alumparoa.) Ruins of a 
Muhammadan stone fort. It passed into French hands in 1 750, and was reduced by Sir Eyre Goote in 
1760. {Manual, 135.) 

Kabambarkovil ; — 19 miles north-west of Madur&ntakum. An old 6iYa temple. 

Karunguli {Karunguri) ; — 2 miles north-north-east of Madurftntakam. (Carangoolp.) On a hilT 
are the remains of two rude stone redoubts, of unknown origin. (Mamtaly 131.) A Muhunmadan fort. 
It passed into French hands in 1750, and was taken by Sir Eyre Goote in 1759. Seized by Haidar in 
1780, it was recaptured in 1781. ^^Its ramparts haYe since formed a Yery useful quarry for stones 
required for public works in the neighbourhood.'' (Mamialy 132.) 

Kinur; — 3 miles east- north-east of Madurftntakam. (Keenur.) In the hamlet of Pudur, in a 
Reddi's house, there is a stone with an inscription. 

Madurantakam. — The taluk head-quarters, 14 miles south-south-west of Ghingleput. Railway 
Station. (Madranticum,) An old oiYa temple, with many inscriptions, mostly in Oranma and Nagari 
characters. The name of Eulottunga Ghola occurs therein. There is also an old Vishnu temple with 
inscriptions, 2 furlongs south-east of the town. 

OOTRAMALOBE, Or OuTRAMALOOR ; — SoC UtTIRANMSRUR. 

Pbrumbayur; — 13 miles south-south-west of Madur&ntakam and 3 miles from AoharaY&kkam 
Railway Station. (Perimbire.) A Yery old temple. 

Perunagar; — 19 miles north-west of Madur&ntakam. (Pennagur.) An old 6iYa temple, elabo- 
rately sculptured, and containing many inscriptions. There is an old Vishnu temple also ; and to the east 
of the village a Jaina temple in ruins, many of the stones of which, it is said, were used in btdlding the 
Yishnu temple. One mile east of the village, on a stone in a field, is an inscription ; and a little west of 
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this is another inscription on another stone. On the tank-bund there are some inscriptions on stones. 
In the bed of the tank are three cairns. 

PoNDUR ; — 13^ miles south by east of Madur£lntakam. (Pandoor.) An old Vishnu temple. 

Salavakkam ; — 10| miles north of Madurd,ntakam, 6^ miles west by south of Ohingleput. (SalunuL) 
An old Hindu fort, afterwards maintained by the Mussulmans. 

SiTTANjERi ; — 16 miles north of Madurd.ntakam. An old 6iva temple. 

TlTsuR ; — 6 miles east of Madurd.ntakam. There is a stone bearing an inscription in the agrahtoun. 

TiRUMAKKUDAL ; — 18 milcs north-west of Madurantakam. An old Vishnu temple. 

TiRUPiLivANAM ; — 14 miles north-west of Madurantakam. (Terrapunfmtcarrum.) An. old Siva 
temple. 

TiRuvANKoviL ; — 17 miles north-west of Madurantakam. An old Siva temple. 

Uttiranmerur ; — 10| miles north-west of Madurantakam, 16 miles south by east of Oonjeeveram. 
(Outramaloor^ sometimes spelt Ootramalore.) The site of an old fort, now dismantled. Native tradition 
asserts that it was built by a Baja named Uttira KumS.ra, son of a king in the north of India. The fort 
was restored by Bajendra Chola, who named it '^ Bajendra 6ora Chaturvedamangalam," a name which 
it still bears. In one of the Mackenzie MSS. is an account of a victory gained at this place in 
A.D. 1601-2 over hostile chiefs by Yachama Nayudu and Singama Nayudu, chiefs of the Velugoti 
family of Venkatagiri, then living at Mamallaipuxam. After being several times the scene of fighting 
in the French wars,^it passed finally into English possession in A.D. 1759. There are two temples of 
Vishnu and five of Siva in the place. All are in ruins, but the architecture of some is excellent. They 
are said to date from Chola days. In three of them are a number of " illegible " inscriptions. {Manual^ 133 
135.) There are two large cromlechs here, slightly noticed in Madras Joumul, XIII, 51 (note). 

Villivakkam ; — 17 miles south-south-east of Madurantakam. ( Vilkva'cum,) An old Siva temple. 
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THE SALEM DISTRICT. 

For the anoient history of this district I must refer my readers to the able summary by the 
Beverend T. Foulkes, published in Mr. LeFanu's Manual of the Salem District. Mr. Foidkes gives 
copious references to his authorities, so that his conclusions can be tested by reference to the best works, 
and to the pages of the scientific journals. 

Bou^hly, the district may be considered as divided into two portions, the northern half beine the 
basin of ue Pinakini river, the southern that of the K&verl, the two being divided by a range of high 
lulls. The southern portion is known as the ^^ Talagh^t *' smd the northern as the '^ Baralunahsl/' 
the Hostdr Taluk, wnich touches the MaisQr plateau, being called the Bal&ghat. The whole is very 
mountainous. 

In the earliest times of which we have any knowledge the tract north of the range of hills that runs 
east and west through the centre of the district was possessed by the Pallavas of Dravi4a, and that 
south of this range by the kings of the Kongu-deda. It is possible, as asserted by native tradition/ that 
previous to the age of the Kurumbars, who were governed by the Pallavas above-mentioned, the country 
was inhabited by half-savage tribes ; but further than the Kurumbars we need not go. The Pallavas 
were at one time very powerful. Their capital was at Kanohi, or Kanohipuram, and an outline sketch 
of their history will be found in the notice of that place in this volume (Conjeeveram, Ghingleput 
District). It need not be repeated here. The exact date of their conquest by the Cholas has yet to be 
fixed. Mr. Foulkes places it roughly as " about the ninth century, but I am inclined to think that 
this is too early. At the same time I must admit that my conclusion has been arrived at mainly from a 
study of copies of inscriptions — cm unsafe ffuide. 

The portion of the district kppwn as the '^ Talaghftt " was, during this pre-Chola period^ ruled over by 
the Eatta and G-anga kings of the Kongu dynasty, the country being part of the well-known £ongu-de6a. 
Mr. Foulkes discusses the question of the limits of the Chera and £onjQ^ kingdoms. He considers 
that there has been constant confusion and mistake regarding them ; that ;he two are not, as has been so 
often supposed, identical ; but that the country now included in the Salem and Goimbatore Districts has 
been always held by the Kongu kings. The evidence adduced in support of this argument is weighty, 
and I entirely concur in Mr. FouRes's caution that *^ while the evidence agsiinst the identification 

remains in its present state it would be at the least prudent to abstain from the usual way of 

speaking of these two countries." He proposes, at €uiy rate for the present, " to use the name * Kongu ' 
only when the districts of Salem and Coimbatore are intended, and to confine the name ^ Chera/ as the 
equivalent of ^Kerala,' to those districts of the Western Coast which are included either in the wider 
or in the narrower limits of Kerala." It is not my province to decide this important question, but I 
adopt Mr. Foulkes's plan, with the reservation that in the present volumes it is adopted merely for the 
sake of convenience, and not because I pretend to be a judge in the matter. 

A sketch of the Kongu dynasty will be found in Volume II of this publication. The earlier 
kings were Jains. Thev seem to have been in existence as a dynasty from at least as far back as the 
commencement of the Christian era. They carried on commerce with the West, and numbers of Roman 
coins have been found in this district and in Coimbatore. 

Mr. Foulkes's sketch of the genealogy and chronology of the dynasty is an excellent summary 
of an intricate subject. The great length of some of the reigns must, however, still be considered a 
difficulty. By the fifth century A.D. the Kongu kings of the Ganga family seem to have pushed 
northwturds as far as Nandidurgam, while in the ei^th century they had established themselves at Harihara 
on the Tungabhadrd.. They were overthrown by the Cholas about the year A.D. 894, according to 
Mr. Foulkes's computation, and at the same time the Cholas seized the neighbouring kingdom of Karnata. 
By the middle of the eleventh century these conquered tracts had ceased to pay tribute to the Cholas, 
and were broken up into a number of petty principalities. The chiefs of one of these, the '^ Hoyidala 
BaUaJas " of Maisur^ grew at last so powerful that they established a strong kingdom which lasted nearly 
three centuries. Saleln was conquered by them in A.I). 1080, and remained in their possession till their 
subversion by the Muhammadans in A.D. 1310. Shortly after this the Yijayanagar kingdom gained 
the upper hand, the Muhammadans were checked, and Salem formed part of the great empire created by 
the former power. Conquered in A.D. 1348 (according to the Eongudeia Bq/akkaf), it remamed a province 
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of Yijayana^ till the overthrow of the kingdom bj the MuhammadanB in A.D. 1565. The royal 
family of Yija^ani^ar fled first to Pennakonda, and^ while there, Salem was under the goyemment of 
the king's son-m-law, Jagadeva B&ya, who held the Bdxahmahdl districts. He suooessfully defended 
Pennakonda against a violent Muhammadan attaok, and was granted a large addition to his territorjr 
northwards in reward for his services. At the end of the century the rojal family had retired to 
Chandragiri ; and about this time the Salem and Coimbatore Districts fell under the Nftyakkas of 
Madura, while Baja Ddaiyar of Maisur captured Serineapatam, and laid the foundation of the present 
royal house of Maisur. The Nd;yakkas built several forts for the defence of the country. About the 
year 1640 the district was captured by the 'Adil Shahi Mussulmans of Yijayapur, but was recaptured 
Dy the Maistlr king in 1652. From that time forward there was perpetual strife between the Muham- 
madans, the Maisur Rajas, the Mahrattas, and the N&yakkas of Madura. It would bid tedious and 
imnecessary to follow all the vicissitudes of the different fractions of the district during the next century 
and a half. The works bearing on the subject are well-known, and can be consulted, while the analysis 
given in the District Manual^ taken almost ezclusively from Wilks' Histoiy, will furnish a general out- 
line. Salem became a British province after the capture of Seringapatam in 1799. 

There are a large nxmiber of rude stone monuments in the dismct, regarding which the Beverend 
Maurice Phillips published an illustrated quarto volume called '^ Tumuli in the Salem 'District.^* He 
also furnished a report to the Madras Government, which was reprinted, with two Ulustrations, in the Indian 
Antvj^uary II, 223. Dr. Shortt's '' Hill Ranges of India " contains a quantity of valuable information 
regarding the hills of this district and the various tribes that inhabit them. iUykes's ^' Salem^ an Indian 
Gollectorate,^^ treats of the district as it was in 18S0. Mr. LeFanu's Manual^ admirable as it is in many 
respects, does not contain much information on the antiquities of the district apart from Mr. Foulkes's 
historical monograph. The Paper on thet/hera kingdom published by Professor Dowson in Vol. YIII 
of the J.B.A.S. should be consulted. 
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BloALU^R ; — 7 miles north by east of Hostir. {Bangalore,) The residence of a Polegar whose family 
claims an antiquity of about 800 years. {Manual^ 191-J95.) 

Belfr, or DoBDA Bel^h ; — 10 nules south of Hosur. (Bailoor.) On the anient here is a stone 
with an inscription of 6.6. 1695 (A.D. 1673), recording the construction of the same by Kumdra Baya 
Ds4avay in the reign of Chikkadeva Eaja, otherwise called Doddadeva E&ja, of Maisur. {Mannalj 166.) 

Berikai ; — 11 miles east-north-east of Hosur. (Baircag.) The residence of a Polegar whose family 
boasts of an antiquity of about 800 years. {Manual^ 191-95.) The Pdiaiyam is known as the " Ankuda- 
giri Samasthanam." It is necessary to note that the whole stoiy of the earliest ancestor of the house, as 
given in the Manual^ relates to a period only 350 years ligo, though the date given is A.D. 1086. This, 
perhaps, aocoimts for the enormous longevity (P) of the family noticed by Mr. LeFanu. 

BiRjAPALLE ; — 8 miles south-east of Hosur. (Beejahullg.) An old mud fort. 

Denkakikota ; — 14 miles south by west of Hostir. (Denkanicotta.) West of the town is a strong 
fort which has been much dismantled. (Manual^ 189.) 

DEVARAKt^NDAiri ; — 20} miles east of Hosur, in the Bdrikai Pdlaiyappat (Damt/r Coondunng.) A 
hiU fortress built by a Polegar, and a ruined temple, the latter containing many inscriptions in apparently 
Gbantfaa characters, but said to be '* unreadable. 

DoDDA Belur ; — see Belub. 

GuMALAPURAM ; — 12 milcs west of Hosur, on the borders of Maisur. A number of dolmens and 
other ancient sepulchral remains, containing potteiy, iron implements, &c. {MdntMl^ 294.) 

HosuR ; — Head-quarters of the Sub-Collector of the district. (^Ossoor.) Half a mile from the town 
is a rocky lull crowned hj a temple of some size, with several " illegible " inscriptions. West of the 
town is an old fort. Mr. LeFanu gives a full description of the place and the legends connected with it 
in the Manual (170-188). It is curious to observe how the same legends are perpetually repeated in 
different localities. Several portions of the stoiy of the temple here are identicial with those connected 
with holy places in North Aroot. (See the North Arcot District Manual.) There are a number of dolmens 
near here, and an inscription on a rock (for a description of which see Appendix B,) The steps up to the 
temple on the hill are covered with inscriptionsi and under the gopura, on the ^ flooring slabs of the 
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entranoe, are figures of benefactors (?) to the temple. In the side of the hill is a cave with a lingam. 
(Colonel Congreve's Paper in the Madras Journal for 1878, p. 163-4.) 

Kblamanoalam, or Kilamanoalam ; — ^9 miles south by east of Hosflr. Two old forts, on high 
ground. (Manual, 190 ; Buchanan 11, 506-7.) Kela = Hin. Khilld, a « fort." 

Mallikarjuna Durgam ; — 20 miles south by west of HosQr. {MuUaarjunahdroogum.) There is an 
old 6iva temple here, with many inscriptions said to be ^^ unreadable/' Near the village is a rock 
bearing an inscription in Grantha characters, with the sun, moon, and a nandi inscribed on it. The 
inscription is said to be '^ unreadable." 

Batnagiri ; — 16 miles south-east of HosQr. There are traces of a hill fortress here and of a palace 
of one of the ancient Maist^ B&jas. Also a well said to contain treasure. 

^Olaoiri ; — 17i nules east-south-east of Hosur. {Soolagherry.) The residence of a Folegar whose 
family boasts of an antiquity of about 800 years. {Manual, 191-195.) 

Talli ; — 15 miles south-west of Hosur, 10 miles west-north-west of Denkanikota. {Tully,) On the 
tank-bund is a stone bearing a long Oanarese inscription, recording the construction of the taoik by some 
merchants in 6.S. 1452 (A.D. 1530), during the reign of Achyutadeva B&ya of Yijayanagar. {District 
Manual, 165.) Two other inscriptions, one of 1799, recording the fall of Seringapatam, the other of 1802, 
have been added to the first. {Buchanan II, 503.) The temple of Oopdla was rebuilt by Krishna E&ya 
Udaijr&r of Maisur in S.d. 1640 (A.D. 1718), as is stated in an inscription thereon, {Id-, 505.) 

Uddenapalle ; — 12 miles south-east of Host^, 9 miles north-west of Bfiyakdta. In a field near 
the village is a dolmen with some sculptured figures on it of warriors, somewhat similar to those met 
with on the Nllagiri Hills. One and a half miles west of the village, near the hill called Tiranakcnda 
{Tairanahdroogum) axe some other sculptured '^cromlechs.'' In the same neighbourhood are a number 
of holed dolmens. -(Colonel Gongreve in the Madras Journal for 1878, p. 152.) 

KEI8HNAGIEI TALUK. 

Aharam ; — 14 miles southrcast of Krishnagiri. A ruined Hiva temple, with an inscription in old 
characters. 

GHiKKATiMMANHAXiii ; — 18 milcs south of Krishnagiri. An ancient diva temple, wilii many 
inscriptions. 

^isHNAGiRi ; — ^The taluk head-quarters. The fort here is said to have been built by. '^ Krishna 
lUu of Chandragiri '' ( P Krishnadeva Eftya). It is a strong hill-fort, altered and improved by the 
Maisur Mussulmans. Mr. LeFanu gives the legend connected with the place. It is certainly interesting 
to notice how these stories repeat themselves in connection with different places. A very similar legend 
is current regarding the KondapaUe and Kon4avidu forts in the Kistna District. {Manual, 247 ; Ind, 
Ant, X, 191.) The height of the hill on which the fort is perched is about 800 feet. There are several 
buildings and temples in the fort. The '* umbrella kachdri " is an interesting structure. (See Buchanan II, 
524^ for an account of the place.) 

KuRUBARHALLi ; — 2\ milcs south-south-wcst of lUyakSta^ 12 miles west-south-west of Krishnagiri. 
{Oooroburhully,) There are a large number of dolmens and other rude stone monuments here. 

Bayakota ; — 13 miles west by south of Krishnagiri. {Royacottah.) A fine hill-fort, but of late 
date. '^ On the summit of the hill the gneiss is covered with inscriptions which, from the shape of certain 
letters, must be of some antiquity, but which are now almost undecipherable owing to the weathering of 
the rock.'' There is a cave in the side of the hill, and there is said to be a subterraneous passage 
near the great gateway. {Manual, 255 ; Buchanan, II, 523.) 

SsFPlNiPFATri ; — 20 miles south of Krishnagiri, 1 1 miles from the public road to Dhanuapuri. 
On the east side of the road near this village is a stone bearing an inscription, 

TIRUPATtTB TALUK. 

Madakapappa Durgam ; — 6 miles north-west of Y&niyamba4i {Vaniembady) Railway Station^ and 
16 miles north of Tirupatur. An old fort. 

YlHiTAMBApi ; — 13 miles north-north-east of Tirupatur. " Vaniembady *' Eailway Station. ( Vani" 
ambaddy.) Two temples with a number of inscriptions. 

YfiLAGisi Hills. — ^A few miles north-east of Tirupatur and[ ^' Tripatore ^' Hailway Station, and 
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east of " JoUarpett '' Railway Station. ( Tailagherry HilUy Tripatoar.) On the Ddvamalai is a very 
remarkable monolith, *^ poised, appaxently on the wrong side of its oentre of gravity, on two or three huge 
boulders at its eastern end, the western end and oentre hanging suspended in the air.'' Under it are 
some stone images of deities. (Manualy 313.) Mr. LeFanu found on these hills in 1878 a number of 
stone implements — chisels, axe-heads, hammers, and wedges. The natives of the neighbourhood possess 
many of these, and they worship them, saying that they fell from the sky. 

DHAEMAPURI TALUK. 

• 

Adamankottai ; — 5 miles south-west of Dharmapuri. (Adamancottah.) There was a stone in this 
village bearing an old inscription, which was not long since removed to the taluk cutcherry at Dharma- 
puri ; but there is no trace of it now. There was a fort here, but it is now dismantled. Under some 
trees on the left of the road, between the bimralow and the village, are four mrakals. Beyond these 
is a temple, apparently of Jaina origin^ near which stands an erect nude figure much like the great 
statue at 6r&vana Belgola in Maisur, or Y6nui in South Canara. There is an inscription on the plmth. 
Near this are some Brahmanical temples in ruins. 

Devaramukkulam ; — 15 miles north of Dharmapuri. {Teaupurramookolum.) An ancient Vishnu 
temple, with inscriptions. 

Dharmapuri. — The taluk head-quarters. {Durmahpoor,) There are two ancient Vishnu temples 
here, in the largest> of which are two inscriptions in characters said to be *' imreadable.^' On the banks of 
the lake near the old town of Dharmapuri are two carved statues of men, bearing inscriptions, also said 
to be illegible. The figures are called Bdma and Lakshmana respectively. There is an old ruined fort 
in the new town. The large temple had a copi>er-plate grant, which, it is said, was taken away by the 
Board of Revenue from the grandfather of the present priest of the temple. In the street of Virup&k- 
shapuram, a portion of the town of Dharmapuri, is a stone slab with an inscription recording a grant 
of the village by a local chief in the reign of 6rl Ranga of Vijayanagar in ft.fi. 1541 (A.D. 1619J, the 
king having his capital at Pennakonda. {Manual, 223.) 

Indus ; — 7 miles west of Dharmapuri. {Indoor.) An old Vishnu temple with a stone containing 
an inscription near it. 

Kadattur ; — 4 miles north-west of Dharmapuri. An ancient fiiva temple. 

Karimakgalam ; — 13 miles north by east of Dharmapuri. (Caurt/mungalum.) A stone containing 
an inscription. 

Kerekodihalli ; — 13 miles north-north-west of Dharmapuri. To the west of the village is a 
stone bearing an inscription. 

KoLLAFPATTi ; — 14 milcs west of Dharmapuri. An old KaR temple with an inscription in TamiL 

KoviLUR ; — 8 miles north of Dharmapuri. An old Vishnu temple. 

Malioai ; — 8 miles west of Pennagaram, 26 miles west of Dharmapuri. There are the remains of 
an old Siva temple, with several lingams^ on the banks of the Elaveri, at this place, at a spot called 
Voddapattiy or Vo4dahalli ( Wutterhully). It is built opposite to a remarkable rook called " the Smoking 
Rook " {Hogenu kallu) in the middle of the river, which perpetually throws up a cloud of spray. The 
natives assert that this is in consequence of there being a deep nole in the river-bed, into whi(ui the water 
always falls. The phenomenon is graphically described by Mr. Walhouse in Ind. Ant. X, 363. 

MlRANBAHALLi ; — 21 milcs north-uorth-west of Dharmapuri. {MaurundahuUy,) A ruined fort, 
with an ancient fiiva temple containing inscriptions. 

M5DUR ; — 6^ miles north of Dharmapuri. {Modoor,) An old fiiva temple, with inscriptious. 

Papparpatti ; — 10 miles north-west of Dharmapuri. {Paupauraputty.) A Vishnu temple with 
Inscriptions in Canarese. 

Pavili ; — 2^ miles south of M&randahalli and 19 1 miles north-north-west of Dharmapuri. An old 
fiiva temple, with tosoriptions in, apparently, Tamil characters, but said to be " illegible." 

Pennagaram ; — 19 miles west of Dharmapuri. (Penngugurram.) An old fiiva temple. Two miles 
south is a Vidinu temple, in front of which is a stone bearing an inscription. {Manual^ 224-6.) 

Pbrumbalai ; — 19 miles south-west of Dharmapuri. (Paroambaulah.) Several dolmens. An 
old fiiva temple, with three inscriptions on stones planted to the east of the temple. The inscriptions are 
said to be " unreadable." 
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PoLLiMAPPATTi ; — 20 miles weBt-north-west of Dharmapuri. {Pooliamputty.) An old Vishnu 
temple, with an inscription on a stone near it. 

I^UKKAMPATTi ; — 2 miles south of Marandahalli and 20 miles north-north-west of Dharmapuri. 
An ancient diva temple, with inscriptions. 

, tJTTAlsfKAEAI TALUK. 

AcHALAvIpi ; — 19 miles south of tj'ttankarai, 3^ miles south-south-east of Harur. {Utchellavaudy,) 
A little north of the village is an inscription on a stone. 

AniKARAPPATTi ; — 11 miles south of tTttankarai. An ancient Vishnu temple in ruins near the 
river. There are some inscriptions in it. 

Agraharam; — 12 miles south by west of tJttankarai. (Agrarum.)' East of the village temple 
are thirty-five dolmens. 

Ajjampatti ; — 31 miles south-west of tTttankarai. There are ten dolmens here. 

Alambadi ; — 13^ miles south-east of 'O'ttdnkarai. {Anlaumbaud^,) In a field west of the village 
belonging to a farmer named Kdnayyan is a stone with an inscription. 

Anandvr ; — 10| miles west of tJttankarai. (Aunundoor.) An old ruined Siva temple. 

ANpiruR ; — 6 miles north-east of tJttankarai. In a field of this village is a long inscription, said to 
be ** unreadable/' on a stone. 

Bairanattam ; — 28 miles south-west of tJttankarai and 1 mile from Mall&puram Railway Station. 
There are thirty dolmens here. 

BopiPARAi Forest (The) ; — 30 miles south of tJttankarai. Several dolmens are to be seen about 
the forest in different places. 

BoMMABi ; — 24 miles south of tJttankarai. Ten dolmens. 

BoMMAMPATTi ; — S milcs south-south-west of tJttankarai. (Bomumputty.) There are twenty dol- 
mens here. 

Chintalappadi ; — 7 miles west of tT'ttankarai. There are three inscriptions in the fields in this 
village. 

Ehur ; — 7 miles north-east of tTttankarai. In the bed of the tank is a stone with an inscription 
said to be *' unreadable-" 

Elavadai ; — 10 miles north of tTttankarai. An ancient Siva temple, said to have been built by a 
Chola king. It contains inscriptions. 

Ettippatti j^— 8 miles south-south-east of tJttankarai. {Yetteputty.) An old Vishnu temple, with 
an inscription. 

GoviNDAPUEAM ; — 5 miles east-north-east of tJ^ttankarai. {Oondeverum.) An inscription on a stone 
iu a field. 

Hanumatirtham ; — 6 miles south by east of tJttankarai. {Hannatnahteertum,) There is a reser- 
voir of water here, with an ancient stone cistern about 5^ feet high, fed by a natural spring. A quarter 
of a' mile south of this is an inscription on a stone, said to be *' unreadable." 

Harur; — 16 miles south by west of tT'ttankarai and 9 miles east by south of Morap^ Railway 
Station. (Huroor,) An old ruined fort. Between Harur and Morapur are a number of dolmens and 
other megalithic sepulchral remains. {Manual^ 288.) Half a mile south of the village ia an inscription 
on a stone. 

tcHAMBApi ; — 13 miles west-south-west of* tJttankarai. {YecAumbaudy.) An old ruined fort. 

Irtjhattur ; — 15 J miles west of tTttankarai. (Terramuttur.) Two furlongs west of the village is 
a triangular stone, with two inscriptions in old Tamil. There is an old Vishnu temple here. A copper- 
plate grant relating to it is in the possession of Venka^a Bamana Ayyangilr, a resident of the village. 

Italapatti ; — 6^ miles south by east of tTttankarai. . {Ellullaputty.) A quarter of a mile from the 
village are two stones bearing inscriptions. 

Jan&alavajdi ; — 13. miles south of tJttankarai. {Shengullavavdy.) West and south-east of the 
village are two groups of dolmens of 13 and 84 each respectively. 

Eabattur ; — ^20 i miles south-west of tJ'ttankarai. {Kaudatoor.) West of the village is an old ruined

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temple, said to have been built by the Cholas ; in front of whioh are three stones bearing inscriptions. 
A quarter of a mile north of the village is an inscription. Near the Siva temple mentioned above is an 
old Vishnu temple. 

KallIvi ; — 12 miles west by south of l^ttankarai. {Cullauvey,) An old ruined fort. 

£ambenallub ; — 15 miles west by south of 0ttankarai. (Kumbanelloor.) An old fort in ruins. 
An ancient diva temple. A copper-plate grant relating to this is in the possession of the temple priest. 
There are some inscriptions in uie temple. 

Eaeahampatti ; — 3 miles south-east of tlttankarai. To the*south of the village is a stone with an 
inscriptiony said to be '^ unreadable.'' 

Eaukdapatti ; — 20 miles south of ITttankarai, close to the high road. East of the village is a 
stone beanng aiii inscription. 

EmlNUB ; — 12 miles south of tTttankarai. (Keefaunoor.) A quarter of a mile south of the village 
is a group of nineteen dolmens, and^ close by, another group of forty-seven. 

EiRAPARAi ; — 17 miles south of tJttankarai. (Kullaupauray,) Half a mile south*west of the 
village is an inscription on a stone, and half a mile north are three dolmens. 

^RAiPATTi ; — 17 miles south of tJttankarai. {Keeraputty.) A mile south of the village are ten 
dolmens. There are two inscriptions on stones, one situated a mile west^ and the other a quarter of a 
mile south of the village. 

£iB(§EKOALPApi ; — 14 miles south of tTttaokarai. Half a mile south of the village are to be seen 
about twenty dolmens. West of the Vishnu temple is a stone with an inscription. 

K5KAMBATTI ; — 13 miles south of Uttankarai. Inside the tank-bed is a stone bearing an inscription. 

KoNOAVEMBU ; — 9 miles south of tJttankarai. (fiofigavaipo.) An old fort. Inside the tank-bed, 
and half a mile from the village, are two stones bearing inscriptions. 

EottIrampaiti ; — 7 miles south by west of tJttankarai. {Cottaurpttity.) In the Chucklers' street 
in this village is a stone with an inscription. 

Kbishkanpodi ; — } mile south of F&ppapatti, which is 8 miles north of tJttankarai. {Paupurrah- 
putty,) In a garden of this village is a large stone with an inscription of five lines. 

EupuMiYAMPATTi ; — 19 miles south of CTttankarai, 3| miles south-south-east of HarGr. {Coodeani^ 
putty.) A little west of the village is an inscription, and half a mile north-west are some dolmens. 

EuMARAPAXTi ; — 7 milcs south of tJttankarai. A quarter of a mile west of the village is an in- 
scription. 

Mahanurpatti ; — 5| miles north-east of 'O'ttankarai. (Mmoorputty,) An ancient Siva temple, with 
an old inscription, said to be '^ unreadable." 

MallIpubam ; — 9 miles west of tJttankarai. A very old ^iva temple, with many inscriptions. 

IflRAHPATTi ; — 3 miles east of tTttankarai. {Manimputty.) On a rock in this village is carved an 
inscription, said to be *' unreadable." 

Mattitampatti ; — 9 miles south-east of tJttankarai. Two miles north of this village is a rock with 
an illegible inscription. 

Hettuppatti, or Mittahalli ; — 3 miles east of tJttankarai. A quarter of a mile to the west of the 
village is a stone bearing an inscription. 

MiiriAHALLi ; — ^ee Mbttuppatii. 

MoLAYANi&B ; — 34 miles south-west of OttaAkarai, and 1 mile from the road from Mall&puram 
Railway Station to HarQr. There are ten dolmens here. 

MoNDAKUfiLi ; — 14 miles south-south-east of tJttankarai. (Mandaoooly.) Half a mile east of the 
Tillage are two groups, one of 21, and one of 8 dolmens. 

MoppiRiPPATTi ; — 15 miles south by west of tJttankarai, close to Harar. {Maumryputty.) A 
quarter of a tiule west of the village is a stone with an inscription. 

MoTTANoufiicHi $ — 20| milcs south-west of tJttankarai, and 6 miles south-west of ^' Moradpoor '' 
Bailway Station. {Moataaneoorchy.) A group of dolmens. 

MtrKARATiiTAHPATTi ; — 26 mflcs south of tl'ttankarai, near the Mafijavadi road. A little west of 
the. village is a stone with m uuscnption. 
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MvKKARtePATTi ;— -7 miles west of 'O'ttankarai. There is an old temple of Amman^ or the village- 
goddess, here, with two inscriptions. 

Nadupattu ;— 7 miles south-east of 'Orttaakarai. (Nuddooputioo.) An ancient Yishnu temple with 
an inscription said to be ^^ unreadable/' 

OnAdALPATTi : — 6 miles south-east of HarOr. 20 miles south of 'O'ttankarai. A mile south of the 
village is an inscription on a stone. 

OppAPPATTi ; — 26 miles south-west of 'O'ttankarai^ and half a mile from Mall&puram Railway Station. 
Near the drinking water well in this village is a stone with an old inscription. 

Palaitam ; — 14 miles south-west of lOTttankarai. Several dolmens. 

Pappapatti — 8^ miles north of 'OTttankarai. {Paupurrahputty,) There is a stone in the village 
bearing an inscription. 

PattuguvImpatti ; — 37 miles south-south-west of tTttankarai. {Puttaeunnumputty,) An old 
Siva temple on a small hiU, with many inscriptions in Tamil and Grantha oharactersi said to be 

" unreadable." 

• 

Paytambatti. — ^A mile west of IrumattOr {q-v.) An old Siva temple with a copper-plate grant 
in TelugUy recording gifts of lands to the temple by a private party. The grant is dated only in the 
Saka year. 

PBRITAPA171 ; — 15 nules south-east of tlttankarai. (Pariputty.) An old Yishnu temple with an 
inscription on the west wall. 

PERiTATALAVAYPlpi ; — 4 milos cast of Uttaukarai. (Perry Tullapaudy.) In a field of this village 
is an ^' illegible *^ inscription on a stone. 

PoNNERi ; — 15 miles south of tTttankarai. (Ponnary.) A little to the east of the village is a stone 
with an inscription. 

PoTTAPPATTi ; — 11 miles south by east of Uttankarai (Poyeputty.) Between this village and Tlr* 
thamalai, 2 miles south-east^ close to the road, is a group of dolmens. ' Near the Harur road is another 
similar group. 

PuNOAKi. — H miles south-south-west of tJTttankarai. {Powigany.) A dolmen close to the village, 
and another 2 miles south. 

Bamalpatti. — ^A Railway Station, 5 miles north-west of Uttankarai. Near the 157th mile from 
Madras is a rook with the figures of a li^'amy two bulls, and two men, and an ^* illegible ^^ inscription. 

AekkImbatti ;--^13 nules south of tTttankarai. A quarter of a mile south of the village are about 
100 dolmens. 

dsLLAPATTi ; — 16 miles south-east of Uttaxikarai. North-east of the village is a stone with an 
inscription. Half a mile west of the village is another. 

SssroAPPApi ;— 10 miles north of lO^ttankarai. An old Yishnu temple with an inscription at its 
north-east comer. 

dETTipA^iTAM ; — 30 miles south of tJTttafikarai. Ten dolmens. 

duLAKARAi;^-7 miles west of tl'ttankarai. [Shoolagherry.) An old i^iva temple, with many 
^' illegible'' inscriptions, 

TAdampatti ;— *12 miles south of tTttankarai. {Taudumpully.) A little to the north-east of this 
village is a stojie with an inscription, and to the south is another. 

Talanattam ; — 21 miles south-west of 0ttankan^. {Taulanuttum.) A quarter of a mile north- 
west of the village is an old ruined and deserted temple^ said to have been built by the Cholas. 

TamarakSutampatti ; — 12 miles south-south-west of tTttankarai, 5 miles north of Hartbr. {Tati^ 
murrcolyem) North-west of the village are two groups of dolmens of 100 and 50 respectively. 

Tambal ; — 10 miles north-east of tTttankarai. An old Yishnu temple with inscriptions. 

TxKOiRiKoxTAi;— 19 miles south-south-west of tTttankarai and 6 miles south-east of Moradpoor 
Railway Station. {Tengericoita.) An ancient Yishnu tem^ple, and a ruined fort. {Manual^ 283.) A 
quarter of a mile east of the fort is a stone statue on which is an inscription. 

^BTHAMALAi ; — 14 milcs south-south-east of tTttankarai. {TeerkemuUay.) An old 6iva temple, 
with many inscriptions, on a very steep and lofty hill. There is a oopper-plate grant in the temple. 
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{Manual, 278, Sfc) At the temple at the base of the hill there is an inscription on a man^apam, and 
another on a carved statue. 

V&DAPATTI ; — 11 miles south of tJttankarai. A mile east of the village is an inscription on a stone, 
and a mile further on in the same direction is another. 

Yebakattamaduou ; — 10 miles south-south-east of tJttankarai. ( Vadacuttahmuddagoo,) Near a 
well in the street is an inscription. A quarter of a mile south of the village is a group of seventeen 
dolmens. Two and a half miles from the village is another group of seventeen dolmens. 

Venkatapuram ; — 8 miles east of tJttaiikarai. South-west of the village is an inscription on a stone 
said to be " illegible." 

Vepambatti ; — 16 miles south of tJttankarai. Near the Pariah street and south of the village are 
stones with inscriptions. The first is a long one. 

Vbpanattam ; — 12 miles south of Uttankarai. Two inscriptions, one a little west of the village, 
the other half a mile to the south-east. 

SALEM TALUK. 

Aharagendi ; — 15 miles west-north-west of Salem. {Aumarragwmdy,) Two very old Siva temples ; 
the larger of the two contains many inscriptions, 

KoviLVELLAR ; — 24 miles north-west of Salem. A very old Siva temple dedicated to MalUkdrfurutj 
with a number of inscriptions in Tamil and Grantha characters. A copper-plate belonging to the 
temple was, according to the temple authorities, thrown into the well for safety many years ago and 
still remains there. 

Nangappalli ; — 1 9 miles west-north-west of Salem. {Nungavelly,) Two old temples with many 
*^ illegible" inscriptions. 

Omal^r ; — 10 miles north-west of Salem. ( Womaloor.) A very old Siva temple with many 
inscriptions. There is a fort here, said to date from a time anterior to the establishment of the Maisur 
dynasty about A.D. 1399. Some old silver coins are found here. (Colonel Congreve, in the Madras 
Journal for 1878, p. 156.) 

PoTTiPURAM ; — 12 miles north-west of Salem. An inscription on a stone in a field, said to be 
'' unreadable." In the agrahdram of the villaee there is another inscription on a stone recording a 
private grant of land to a Brahman. Half a mile west of the village is a Vishnu temple in present 
use, with many inscriptions. 

Salem (Silam). — The head-quarters of the district. A railway station. An old Siva temple, on 
one of the shrines of which are many inscriptions. In the portion of the town known as '^ Gu^ai is a 
cave, by tradition the residence of a hermit. (Manual^ 30.) There is a fort here and an old msuial. In 
the Collector's office lies an old volume compiled by the first Collector of the district, oontaining copies of 
a number of sanads and translation of copper-plates. There is another by Mr. H. J. Stokes (C.S.) 
containing copies of several inscriptions. There is a Jaina image lying close to the river-bank in the 
town ; and another between the church and the Collector's house. (See J.A,S,B.y XIV, 766.) 

SoLAPPADi ; — 28 miles west of Salem. An old Vishnu temple, and a fort. A mile and a half 
north of the village is a stone bearing an inscription in Telugu characters. 

Taram ANGALAM *, — 13 milcs wcst-north-wcst of Salem. ( Tauramungiilum,) A very old oiva temple, 
elaborately sculptured and containing many inscriptions. Some have been deciphered and are here noted. 

1. On the north wall of the MdMmandapaiifiB an inscription which is said to record gifts of lands 

to the temple by a private party in the year of the Kaliyuga 4009, cyclic year Vibhava^ in 
the third year of the reign of '' Sri Vira Vasanta Baya, the conqueror of Lank&puri." 
The year corresponds with A.D. 908, and the king is made to commence his reira in 
A.D. 905. The inscription should be examined as it may prove of importance, but I am 
rather sceptical as to the powers t)f the residents of the village, or of my informant, to read 
the characters of an inscription really of that date. 

2. On the south waU of the Mahdmandapam is an undated inscription mentioning repairs made 

by private parties. 

3. First inscription on the eastern prdk&ra. Dated Kaliyuga 4642 (A.D. 1541) during the reign 

of Achyutadeva Baya of Vijayanagar. Grant of lands by a private party to the temple. 
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4. Second inscription on the same. Undated. It records a gift of lands to the temple by a private 

party during the same reign. 

5. Thurd inscription on the same. Dated Kaliyuga 4646 (A.D. 1545) during the reign of Sada- 

divadeva lUya of Yijayanagar. A grant of lands to the temple by pnvate parties. 

6. Fourth inscription on the same. Grant of land to the temple by the inhabitants of a certain 

villaee in the sixteenth year of the reign of " Tribhuvana Chakravartigal dri Sundara 
PandyaDeva." 

7. On the wall of the temple of Dakshinamurti. Dated in the sixth year of the reign of 

^' Tribhuvana Chakravartigal M^lkond&n Kongana Vira Ch5la/' recording gifts of land to 
the temple by priv^ate parties. 

8. On^the same. X)ated in the twenty-seventh year of the reign of '^ Tribhuvana Chakravartigal 

Sri Kanaka Pan4ya Deva/' recording gifts of lands to the temple by private parties. 

9. On the western prikara. An inscription dated in the twentieth year of the reign of 

^' Tribhuvana Chakravartigal dri ]^djan Yira Raman/' recording gifts of lands to the 
temple by a number of people, whose names occur in the grant. 

10. On the northern prakara. First inscription, dated in the thirteenth year of the reign of 

'' Tribhuvana Chakravarti dri Sundara Fd,n4ya Deva,'' recording the gift of a tank, with 
some lands, to the temple by private parties. 

11. On the same. Dated in the sixth year of the same reign, recording gifts of lands to the 

temple by private parties. 

12. On the same. Dated in the twentieth year of the reign of '^ Tribhuvana Chakravartigal Sri 

Bbojan Yira lUman^' {vide No. 9), recording gifts of lands to the temple. 

13. On the same. Undated. Gifts of lands by the temple authorities to a certain Brahman for 

conducting the temple service. 

Yel^vampatti ; — 13i miles west of Salem. ( Yaravumputty.) On a rock in this village is carved an 
inscription, which states that during the reign of Achyutadeva of Yijayanagar a man of the Mudali caste 
presented this village to the temple at Taramangalam. The date is not clear. 

THE SHEVAROT HILLS. 

On these hills, properly called Sermrdya Malaiy are a number of megalithic sepulchral monuments, 
dolmens, and the like. (Mr. Walhouse in J.B,A.8,y YII, N.S. for 1875, p. 20.) 

ATtm TALUK. 

Alagafuram ;— 4 miles west of Attir. A cairn, unopened. 

AuGALVU ;— 13 miles east by south of Attlr. {Arricaloor.) ' ' An old ni va temple, with many inscrip- 
tions on the prakara walls, said to be " illegible." The temple is sculptured. 

Atur (Attuvy written Arrur). — The taluk head-quarters. (Ahtoor.) In the taluk kacheri are three 
large stones bearinc^ inscriptions, brought about "ten years ago from Sokkantir and Aniyampatti villages. 
One mile south of the village there is a cairn, partly opened. The town was formerly called Anantagiri. 
North of the river is a large fort, the builder of which is said to have found an immense treasure of gold 
buried in seven iron pote. One of the pots is still preserved in the Yishnu temple in the fort. The 
fort walls are well built of stone. The fort dates from about the middle of the fifteenth century. It con- 
tains a palace building and two temples. {J.A.8.B.y XIY, 764.) 

Bailur ; — 15 miles north-west of Atllr. An old Siva temple, well sculptured. There are many 
copper-plate grants belonmng to it in the possession of the Maisur Raja. Mr. LeFanu {District ManmJ, 
88) gives the legends of the place. 

EjTAPPU'R; — 9 J miles north-west of Atur. {Yaetapoor pay.) Two old temples dedicated to Siva 
and Yish^u ; in the &va temple are many inscriptions. There is a copper-plate inscription in the town 
dated S.S. 1736 (A.D. 1714), recording a deed of sale in the reign of Dodda Krishna Udaiyar of Maitfur 
{District Manual^ 87.) 

• SuLLiTAMPATTi ; — 10 milcs wcst of AtOr. {Kulliamputfy.) An old temple in ruins. 

Kallanuttah ; — IJ mile north-east of AtOr. {Cullaumittom,) A number of dolmens. 

Kalpanganur ; — 4 mUes west of Atur. A ruined temple, with inscriptions in Tamil characters. 
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EaritarImankOvil;— 11 miles north of Atur. {Kurria Ramen.) On a lofty hill is a temple 
much frequented by the Malayalis, in front of which is a stone bearinfi; an inscription. A translation is 
given in the District Manual (p. 80), as well as a summary of the legen& and curious customs of the place. 

Mak JANi ; — 4 miles south-east of Attir. {Munjinny,) On the top of a small hill is an ancient 
temple in ruins ; in the village a cairn, unopened. 

MuMM ADi ; — 1 1 miles east of Attlr. An old temple in ruins. 

Fbriyari ; — 12 miles east of AtOr. {Perryary.) An old ruined fort, and a fcva temple. 

RamanayakkanpIlaiyam ; — 3i miles north-west of Atur. ifianienaickenpoUiam.) A stone with an 
inscription said to be '' unreadable." 

TipivTO ; — 9 miles south-east of AtQr. {Taddhavoor.) A ruined temple dedicated to 6iva, with 
some inscriptions said to be fairly legible. There is a copper-plate grant in the possession of one of the 
Brahman community of the village. 

Talavappatti ; — 9 miles south-west of AtQr. On the top of a small hill is an old temple in ruins. 
Three miles from the village are several cairns. 

TlMANAMPATTi ; — 13| milcs south-west of Atur. {Tummumputty.) Two very old temples of Siva 
and Vishnu. 

XJdayattur ; — 6 miles south-east of Atur. ( Udiatoor.) A stone containing an inscription. 

tiruchengOd taluk. 

AKBiPiLAiYAM ; — 3 milcs south-west of Tiruchengdd. An old Siva temple, with inscriptions. 

AvAsriPERUR ; — 16 miles north of Tiruchengd4. (Paroor.) An old ruined 8iva temple, an old Mu- 
hamma^an mosque, and a ruined fort. 

Devananourchi ; — 3 miles west of Tiruchengod. (Daoanacootehy.) An old Siva temple, with 
inscriptions. 

EpANQALdALAi ; — 13 miles north-east of Tirucheng64. An old Siva temple, with an inscription in 
Grantha characters in the first gopura of the temple. 

Edappadi ; — 14 miles north by west of Tiruchengocj.. ( Teddapaudy.) An old 6iva temple. 

Kadayampettai ; — 14 miles north-east of Tiruoheng54. An old Siva temple, with inscriptions. 

KiRuvEPPANiPATTi ; — 2 J milcs north-west of Tiruchengdd. {Kurroovapumputty.) An old 6iva 
temple. 

EuMARAMANGALAM MiTTA ; — 3 milcs south-cast of Tiruchengo^. {Comauramungalum.) In the 
villageof Binnattambip&laiyam of this mitta is a Oaneia temple, with an inscription, said to be '' unreadable/' 

KuhIrapIlaiyam ; — 16 miles west by north of Tiruchengod. {Oomarapolliam.) There is an old 
copper-plate grant here in the possession of the agraharamd&rs who, however, are very reticent regardihg it. 

MoLiPALLi; — 10^ miles east of Tiruchengdd. (Mooloopolliam,) An old Vishnu temple, with 
inscriptions. 

Oddappatti ; — 17 miles north-north-west of Tiruchengdd. (Oddaputty.) An old temple^ bearing 
inscriptions. There are also inscriptions on stones in some of the fields in the village. In the posses- 
e^ion of a resident of the village is an undated copper-plate grant recording a gift of lands to the Brahmans. 

Fai^ipalaiyam ; — lOJ miles west of Tiruchengod, on the hank of the Kaveri. (Pallipoliiam,) There 
is a tall menhir near the travellers' bungalow, and, two miles along the road in a field on the right- 
hand side, a -^ closed cromlech and five ccdms,'* the latter surrounded with stone circles. (Madras Journal 
for 1878, p. 153.) 

PuLAMBATTi; — 20 milos north-north-west of Tiruchengdd, and 6| miles north-west of Edappadi. 
(Poolaunqmttff,) An old Siva temple, with many inscriptions. 

BajapXlaiyam ;^-5 miles north of Tiruchengo4. An old Siva temple with inscriptions. 

Si^NKAQjRiDURGAM ; — 8 milcs uortb by west of Tiruchengod Railway Station. (Sunkegherry Droog,) 
There is a fine hill^ofort here, of no great antiquity, but strongly built, with long lines of fortification. 
Also an ancient &va temple pn the mil, well sculptured and containing many inscriptions. An inscrip- 
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tion in Telugu behind iheJKeicwasodmi temple is said to be *^ illegible ; " and so is anotiier, in Canarese, 
on the maruJApam of the iScara temple. Two inscriptions on stones planted in the fields of the toivn are 
similarly said to be '^ illegible.'^ Colonel Congreve's paper in the Madras Journal for 1878 (p. 155) con- 
tains a notice of this place. He mentions a masjid, half way down the steps leading to the temple on the 
hilli standing at the entrance of a cavern. He is inclined to think that certain sculptured footprints to be 
seen there are of Buddhist origin. He states that '' many ancient coins and arms have been dug up at 
different periods." (See also J.A.S.B., XIV, 768-9.) 

SiTTALANDUR ; — 5 milcs south of Tiruchengd4. There is a large 3iya temple here, with many inscrip- 
tions. 

TiBUCHBNGop {Timchangodu). — The taluk head-quarters. (Tiruchengode,) There is a very ancient 
Siva temple here dedicated to ArdhandriSvara^ finely sculptured and containing many inscriptions. Five 
of these are as follows : — 

(1.) On the north wall. A private document in which no king's name appears, recording repairs 
to the temple in 6.S. 1541, cyclic year SiddMrti (A.D. 1619), by two men of the Kaundar 
caste. 
(2.) On the same wall. An inscription recording the gift of a village to the temple by '^ Kumd^ra 
Muttu Tirumala Nayakka,'^ son of '' Yidvanatha Tirumala N&yakka," in^d.6. 1581 (A.D. 
1659), during his father's reign. 
(3.) & (4.) Two inscriptions, in the Hannidhi marufapam, mentioning repairs to the temple made by 
private persons in B.S. 1522 and 1551 respectively (A.D. 1600 and 1629). 
• (5.) An inscription above the goddess on the ceiling of the garbhagriJiain, Undated. It records 

gifts of lands to the temple by the agent of Narasimha Udaiyar. 
Besides the above there are many *' illegible " inscriptions. There is another large Siva temple at 
Tirucheikgd4 dedicated to Kaildsanathe^varay with many inscriptions. On the western gopura is an 
inscription which declares that in 6.6. 1585 (A.D. 1663) Vijaya Safiga Chokkalinga Nayakka of Madura 
built the gopura. 

There is a idmnam on two copper-plates in the possession of'Sivarama Panditar, an inhabitant of 
Tiruchengod. It is dated in 6.6. 1656 (A.D. 1734), and records gifts of lands to the rtemple on the hill 
by Krishna Baja Udaiy&r of Maisfdr. 

VARAH^RiNPATTi ; — 3 mUes south-west of Tiruchengo4. {Vurgoorumputtt/.) An old Vishnu 
temple. 

Yellirivalli ; — 14 miles north-west of Tiruchengo4 and 9 miles north of *' Erode " Railway 
Station. An ancient Yishnu temple in which is a copper-plate grant. There are two small temples con- 
taining a few inscriptions fairly legible. 

NAMAKAL TALUK. 

Kapilamalai ; — 14^ miles west-south-west of Namakal. (Kowvellamallay.) An old Siva temple with 
many inscriptions. The temple is well sculptured, and is surrounded by several fine mandapams erected 
. by the Nayakka kings of Madura. There are two copper-plate s^rants in the temple. One is a private 
grant, dated in the year 4675 of the Kaliyuga (A.D. 1574), cydic year Bhdva. It records the building 
of a mandapam by the villagers of Kapilamalai. _ The oiiier grant records the gift of certain lands to 
the temjie in the Kaliyuga year 4738, cyclic year Rvara (A.D. 1637) by Tirumala Nayakka of Madura. 

Karaifottanar River (TiIe), also called Tiie Karuvattar ; — ^rimning southwards through the taluk 
into the Kaveri. {Karavetaur,) On the shore of this river is said to have been an embankment which 
marked the boundary of the Pandiya, Chola, and Kongu kingdoms. The name Kartupotfdmr means 
the " river that marked the boundary;" Karuvditdry ** salt-fish river." The word karuvddu is low Tamil, 
almost in the nature of slang, and it seems probable that the name is corrupted by the common people 
from the former, which is the name by which the river is known in the Tricmnopdly District. 

Karkudi ; — 19 miles east-south-east of Namakal. {Garagoodg,) An old 6iva temple with many 
inscriptions in Tamil and Ghrantha characters. 

Kunnam alai ; — 14 miles east of Ndmakal, 13 miles north of '* Pogalore " Bailway Station on the 
South Indian Bailway. {Coonnamalay.) On a small hill is an old 6iva temple, with many inscriptions. 

MoGANVR ; — 12 miles south of N&makal. (Mogahnoar.) An old 6iva temple. 
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Namakal (jVdnmkkaf). — The taluk head-quarters. {Nanmd JDroog.) There are two old Vishnu 
temples in Namakal, with inscriptions. One of the two temples — ^that dedicated to Naroiimhasvdmi — 
has a copper-plate grant. The fort is built on the summit of a dazzling mass of gneiss about 300 feet 
high. There are a number of temples and sacred buildings and bathing-pools on and about the 
hill. The fort is very difficult of access, steps cut in the rock facilitating the ascent. The upper fort, 
which contains several buildings, is excellentlj constructed and very strong, though its area is only about 
an acre and a half. Amongst these buildings is a temple of Yishnu with an inscription round it. The 
fort is said to have been constructed by a Polegar chief. {District Manual,) 

Nanjai Edaiyar ; — 10 miles south-west of Namakal and 5 miles north-east of " Pogalore " Rail- 
way Station on the South Indian Railway. {Yeddayatir,) There are two old Siva temp^ here, with 
many inscriptions. • 

Nayinamalai ; — 8 miles north-north-east of Namakal. (Nainahmullat/,) On the top of the hill is 
a very old 6iva temple with a nimiber of inscriptions. 

Pandamangalam ; — 13 miles west-south-west of Namakal and 4 miles north-west of " Pogalore " 
Railway Station. (Paundamungala^n.) Two old temples of Siva and Vishnu, with inscriptions. 

Paramatti4 — 9 miles west-south-west of Namakal. (Purramutty,) An old Siva temple with maiiy 
inscriptions, and an old Vishnu temple. In the hamlet of Manurutti there is an old Siva temple with 
inscriptions. 

PiLLUii ; — 17 qiiles west of Namakal. An old Siva temple. 

SENf)AMANGALAM ; — 7 milcs uorth-east of Namakal. {Chaindamungalum,) Two old temples of Siva 
and Vishnu. 

■ 

Tattaiyangarpettai ; — 20 miles east-south-east of Namakal. {Thathengarpaittai.) An old Siva 
temple. 

Vallapur ; — 16i miles west by north of Namakal, on the Kollimalai Hills. ( Vuliapor.) In the 
neighbourhood of thi^ place is the Arapalleivarasvdmi temple/ at the head of a great ravine opening 
from the central plateau basin towards the Toriyur vaUey. It is called the '* fish temple,'' a large 
nimiber of tame fish being preserved here in a pool made by damming the river. They are fed daily to 
the sound of a bell. The temple is covered with inscriptions, according to one of whu)h it dates from 
the year A.D. 1350. 

Vassalur ; — 124 miles west by north of Namakal, on the Kollimalai Hills. ( Wasseloor.) Near 
this place ^re a number of elaborately formed dolmens and sepulchral circles, which should be examined. 

Yerumaifpatti ; — 10 miles south-east of Namakal. (Yermaputty.) On a small temple near this 
village is an inscription recording the gift of some lands by a private party in S.S. 1574 (A.D. 1652) 
during the reign of Tirumala Nayakka of Madura. 
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SOUTH ARGOT DISTRICT, AND PONDICHERRY. 

The early history of this district is probably the same as that of the whole of the Chola oountry. 
Of this little is as yet known, though a critical study of the numerous inscriptions which abound in the 
oountry wUl assuredly lead to much being made light that is now involved in darkness or obscurity. 
South Aroot seems to have been under the Chola sovereigns from the earliest period of their supremacy, 
though it is possible that portions of territory to the north fell into the hands of the Pallavas of KanclJ. 
For a sketch of the history of the Chola dynasty Imay refer readers to the notes on the Tanjore District in this 
volume, and to the notice of the Cholas in Volume II. Since the thirteenth century South Arcot seems to 
have followed the fortunes of Tanjore. Towards the close of the fourteenth century we find inscriptions in 
South Aroot of four chiefs callingthemselves Udaiydr, Their names are Bukkana and )iis son Kampana, 
Arayanna or Aryena and his son Virappanna. T^ie latter seems to have been conquered W the Yijayana- 

Sr king Harihara, of whom we have an inscription in A.D. 1382. {Manual^ p. 2.) The Yijayanagar 
yas held the country tiU a late date, tho|igh their power grew less and less after the crushing blow 
sustained by them at the hands of the Mussulmans in A.D. 1565. The district passed eventually into the 
hands of the latter power, and from them to the English. A great deal of the fighting between the 
French and English took place in South Arcot. 

The hill-people of the Kalrdjan Hills {District Manual^ p. 374) seem to be an interesting race, as well 
as the Mala^'gJ^ of the ^kkadi Jaghlr (I(i., 387, &c.) It may be that the former are the representatives 
of the old Kurumbars. At any rate, their country is divided, as the Kurumbar country was, into nadus^ 
and they bury their dead. 



TIEUVA^nsrlMALAI TALUK. 

AvuB ; — 11 miles south-east of Tiruvann&malai, on the high road to Yillupuram. {Our,) An old 
Siva temple with many inscriptions, said to be fairly le^ble. Copies of two have been forwarded : — 

(1.) GrEuit of land to uie temple by private parties in the thirty-second year of the reign of a king 

whose name my correspondent could not decipher. 
(2.) A private grant in S.8. 1393 (A.D. 1471), during the reign of Narasimhadeva of Yijaya- 
nagar. 
It is curious that, while the Saka date of this last idsanam is confirmed by the addition of the cvclic 
year Vikrita^ the vear A.D. 1471 falls, according to the best authorities, in the reign of Praudhadeva, 
nineteen years before the commencement of the reign of Narasiitiha. 

Bhutamangalam ; — 15 miles north-west of Tiruvann&malai. Two old temples. 

Ganoavabam Hills (The). — East of the taluk, on the borders of the Tindivanam Taluk. A 
number of dolmens. (See Devanuk of the Tirukoiltir Taluk.) 

KALLorru ; — 12 miles soxijii of Tiruvann&malai. {Kullotoo.) An old temple of a village goddess, 
with inscriptions. ^ 

SIanchi ; — 13 miles north-west of Tiruvannfijnalai. {Cot^ee,) Two old temples. 

Eis§angam; — 26 miles west of Tiruvann&malai on the Salem frontier. Two temples with a 
number of inscriptions. There is an old masjid here, too. 

Malai Munjanub ; — 15 miles south-west of Tiruvannamalai. {Malamuf^'anoor.) An old temple 
with inscriptions said to be " illegible." 

Malitan^ ; — 21^ miles south-west of Tiruvann&malai. {Malyanoor,) A ruined fort. 

Manikkal ; — 25 miles west-south-west of Tiruvannamalai. {MunniakuU.) There is an inscription 
on a stone in the village, said to be ^' unreadable.'' 

Mbkkanub ; — 14 miles north-east of Tiruvann&malai. Two old temples. 

MupiVAir&B;— 11 miles south-west of Tiruvann&malai. {Modenur,) In the southern hamlet of 
this village, near the huts of the Pariahs, is a stone with an inscription said to be apparently in the 
Tamil language, but '^ illegible.'' 
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Perungalati'TR ; — 16 miles south-south-west of Tiruvannftmalai. {Parungamuthoor.) Some rude 
stone circles formed of large boulders, marking burial-places. 

Sekkadi ; — 20 miles south-east of Tiruvannamoloi. This and forty-three other villages adjoining 
it form a jighir. (See the District Manual^ p. 3»7, for an account of the Malaiyali residents here.) 
At Sekkodi is an old 6iva temple with many inscriptions. 

Sengama;— 19 miles west-north-west of Tiruvannftmaloi. {Chungamak.) Two old temples of 6iva 
and Vishnu as well as an old temple of Kdlu There are many inscriptions in these, but mostly ^' illegible." 
Copies of five inscriptions in the^ Siva temple have, however, been sent. They are all in the garhluigriJuim. 

(1.) A private grant in S.6. 1307 (A.D. 1385), during the reign of Virappanna Udaiyar, fion of 
Arayanna Udaiyar. 

(2.) A private grant during a certain reign, but the king's name and the date are not clear. 

(3.) Gift of the revenue of two villages to^the temple in 8.§. 1053 (A.D. 1131) by " Tribhuvana 
Chakravartigol Sri Yira Hajendra Sora Deva." This should be examined, as the date given 
clashes with that which we get from other sources as regards this king's reign. The 
date has probably been wrongly copied. 

(4.) Ghrant of some lands to the temple by the same king in the same year. The document, how- 
ever, ends with the words, K<ll vetti kodutten Karikdla Soran^ " I, Karik&la Chola, caused 
this stone to be engraved and gave it." This may be very important, as it tends to 
show that ^^ Karik&la " was another name of Rajendra Chola. But the inscriptions must 
all be carefully studied. ^ , 

(5.) Grant of lands to the temple by private parties in 6.8. 1318 (A.D. 1396) durine the same 
reign as that of No. 1. This seems to clash with the Vijayanagar inscription of Horihara 
of A.D. 1382, given in the District Manual (p. 2), unless Hsuikara, after his conquest, 
allowed the local chief to retain his territory and honors. 

SiviyXmpettai ; — 13 miles south-west of TiruvannSLmalai. "West of this village is a large bathing- 
tank, on the stones round which are a number of stone figures which, my informant states, are very old 
and very indecent. If they are the latter, I should say that they are comparatively modem. The 
information is, however, given for what it is worth. 

Tanappadi; — 18 miles south-west of Tiruvannftmalai. {Taunapaudy.) Near the temple of the 
village-goddess is a stone fixed in the ground, bearing an " illegible " inscription. 

Tandasampettai ; — 9i miles west of Tiruvann&malai. In the centre of the village is a stone fixed, 
bearing an '* illegible " inscription. 

TiRUVANKAMALAi. — The taluk head-quarters, 57 miles north-west of Cuddalore. A very large 
Siva temple on a hill. It is dedicated to one of the five *' Lingams of the Elements," this one being the 
'* Fire-lingam." At the foot of the hill is another old temple with four handsome ffopuras. . The temple is 
elaborately sculptured and contains a number of inscriptions. There are said to be as many as 300, but 
I have copies of only 13. These are as follows : — 

(1.) On the north side of the eastern gopuram. It records a gift of lands to the temple in the 

fourteenth year of the reign of " Tribhuvana Chakravartigol 6ri Koppara: ." 

The rest is said to be " illegible." The king is probably the Chola, Koppara Kefiarivarma, 
alias Kulottunga Chola I. 
(2.) To the east of the thousand-pillared mandapam. Gift of ornaments to the temple in S.S. 

1438 (A.D. 1516) by Krislmadeva Kaya of Vijayanagar. 
(3.) On a wall of the thousand-pillcured mandapam. Hardly legible, but it seems to be a grant 

in the same reign. 
(4.) On another wall of the same. An undated inscription, simjply describing the jewels of the 

temple. 
(5.) On the same. An undated grant, recording gifts of lands by private parties to the temple. 
(6.) On the back wall of the Oaneia temple. A gift of lands by a pjivate party to a Brahman for 
the maintenance of temple service in the year ITevilambiy during the reign of Achyutadeva 
Maharaya of Vijayanagar. The date, then, is 1537 A,D. 
(7.) On the south wall of the Valldl Raja Oopura, Grant of lands by private parties during 
the reign of a king whose name commences Vira Pratdpa Deva. Neither his name nor the 
date is clear. 
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(8.) aosetoNo. 7. Gift of jewels to the temple. Dated §.§. 1340 (A.D. 1418) cyclic year 
Vilambiy during "the reign of "ViraVijaya Bhupati." This majr be the Vijayanagar 
sovereign " Vira Deva/' otherwise called " Deva Rftja." 
(9.) Next to No. 8. Gifts of lands to dancing women for temple service, during the reign of 

Sadadiva Baya of Vijayanagar. The date is not clear. 
(10.) On ^the north wall of the same gopura. Grant of lands and houses by a private party in 

6.S. 1363, Virodhikrit (A.D. 1431) during the reign of Deva^Raya of Vijayanagar. 
(11.) Next to No. 10. Gifts of lands for temple service in 8.8. 1299 (A.D. 1377) when 
"Arayanna Raya" was reigning. This is the chief or sovereign elsewhere called 
" Arayanna Udaiyar," or " Aryena Udaiyar." 
(12.) Next to No. 11. An exchange of lands between some private parties during the reign 

of Krishnadeva Raya of Vijayanagar. 
(13.) Next to No. 12. Gift of a lamp and some cattle to the temple by private parties, during 
the reign of Deva Raya of Vijayanagar. The date is not clear. 
There is a copper-plate grant in the temple recording gifts of lands by the Maharaja of Maisur, 
Krishna Udaiyar, in S.S. 1736 (A.D. 1814). 

There are eight old Muhammadan tombs in the town, and in tlie fields near a number of dolmens 
are to be seen. Tiruvannamalai is better known to English readers as " Trinomalai," or, as Orme spells 
it, " Trinomalee." It was the scene of constant fighting during the French wars. {Manualy 436.) 

Varagur; — 7 miles south by west of Tiruvannamalai. (Verat/ur.) An inscribed ndgakalj oouth 
of the village. 

Velto; — 17^ miles south-west of Tiruvannamalai. (Valoor,) A stone in the village bearing an 
inscription, said to be " unreadable.'* There is a ruined fort here, and an old temple. 

Vettavalam ; — 12 miles east of Tiruvannamalai. Two old temples. 

TINDIVANAM TALUK. 

Attippakkam ; — 11 miles south-west of Tindivanam. Inscriptions on a stone in the backyard of 
a ryot of the village and on a slab in the bed of a tank. 

Avalub; — 28 miles west-north-west of Tindivanam. (Otcloor.) There is a large deserted temple 
near the village, on the walls of which are many inscriptions in old Tamil and Grantha characters. 

Chevur ; —9 miles west by south of Tindivanam. {Shetroar,) An old temple with inscriptions. 

CHiTTANrR ; — 11 miles west of Tindivanam. An old Jaina temple of large size, with many inscrip- 
tions in Ghrantha characters. A stone car, said to have been brought by the English Government 
from Gingee fort, stands in front of the temple. 

Datapubam; — 10 miles north-west of Tindivanam. A ruined temple of considerable age^ and 
another in use, containing inscriptions. There is a ruined fort near the village. 

Devanub ; — 24 miles north-west of Tindivanam. A ruined temple with inscriptions. 

Eyil ; — 24 miles west-north-west of Tindivanam. (Jiik.) An old deserted Siva temple with two 
" illegible" inscriptions. 

Gingee (Sefifi) ; — 16 miles west of Tindivanam, 34 miles north-west of Pondicherry. A fine hill- 
fortress. Mr. Garstin describes the place in the District Manual (p. 411). He quotes a grant of the 
early Vijayanagar sovereign Harihara, dated in A.D. 1383 {Manual^ p. 2) in which Gingee is mentioned 
as giving its name to a province ; showing that even then it was a place of importance. It remained in the 
possession of Vijayanagar and the Nayakkas till taken by the Mussulmans in. the middle of the seven- 
teenth century. (Manual^ pp. 134-5.) Thirty years later it was captured by Sivaji, the Mahratta chief, 
but fell again into Muhammadan hands in A.D. 1698. It was taken by the French in A.D. 1750; and 
by the English in 1761. 

The fortress consists of three strongly-fortified hills — the Rajagiri, the Krishnagiri, and the Chan- 
drayan Durgam. The Eajagiri is about 600 or 600 feet high, and is almost impregnable, the only 
approach being defended by uiree strong lines of fortification, while the only entrance is by a wooden 
bndge over a deep natural chasm. Mr. Garstin attributes the principal work- of fortification to the 
Vijayanagar kings, and he gives reasons in support of his theory. There are several ruins of fine 
buildings inside the inner fort, two temples, the " Kalyana mahal," " gymkhana/' granaries, Idgah, 
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barraoksy mandapams, &o., inoluding a great tower of eight stories. Of curiosities on the hill Mr. Oarstin 
mentions the great gun, the B&ja's " bathing-stone" (a large slab of gfanite), and. a well in a rook, 
where it is said that prisoners were thrown to die of starvation. South of lie R&jagiri is a hill called 
'' Ghakli Durgam," also fortified, but separately, ^ear the ^* Aroot gate " of the .GHingee fort is a stone 
with an inscription. 

The storming of the fort by the French is graphically narrated in Orme's history. The fate of 
'^ Dosing Raja " or '' Tej Singh '' of Gingee, who gallantly met Ids death fighting the Muhammadans, 
still forms the subject of a local poetical ballad. lus wife burnt herself on his pyre, and it is said that 
the conqueror^ the Nav&b S&dat 'UUa Khan, built and named the town of '' B&nip6ttai " near Areot in 
her honor. 

Colonel Foord, District Engineer^ communicated to Government a Report on the Gingee forts, 
which was reprinted in the Madras Journal XYI, 348. Other papers relating to the subject are to be 
found in Public Works Consultation Minutes of 8th June and 12th October lo58. 

Several of the handsomely-carved pillars of the temples on the R&jagiri were carried by the French 
to Pondicherry, and are still to be seen there. 

On the summit of a hill, a mile north of Gingee, called '' Tirunathar Kunru " are twenty-four Jaina 
figures carved on the rock. (See Melaicheri, SiNOiivARAM, which are close by.) 

Ka^tgavabah; — 19 miles west-north-we^ of Tindivanam. (Congoveram.) An old temple with 
many inscriptions. 

KiDANOAL ; — 1 mile south of Tindivaham. {Curungal Fori,) An old ruined fort. On the west side 
of the ditch is a ndgakaL There was a slab with an inscription on it in the village, but it was removed 
some time ago to the taluk kach6ri at Tindivanam. There is an old temple here with inscriptions. 

KuNYiMEDU ; — 1 3 miles north of Pondicherry , on the sea-coast. ( Ounemodu.) This place, under the 
name of '^ Conimere/' was the site of an early English factory, the remains of which are still to be seen. 
It was abandoned on the purchase of Fort St. David from the Mahrattas. {Manualy p. 407.) 

Melaichebt ; — 17i miles west by north of Tin4ivanam, 2J miles north-west of Gtingee. (Mallacherry,) 
A ruined fort and palace said to have belonged to the Gingee chief. A temple vrith inscriptions. South 
of the village is a rock-cut temple on the top of a smaU hul. 

MuKKAN ; — 15 miles north-west of Tin(}ivanam. By the side of a tank at the foot of the hill near 
the above village are some stones with inscriptions. 

MuNNUR ; — 13 nules east-south-east of Tindivauam. (Minnoeur,) A ruined temple as well as one 
in use. Both contain inscriptions. 

Olakeur;— 16 miles north-west of Tindivanam. Railway Station. At the foot of a steep hill 
west of the village are several stones with inscriptions. 

Perumanpur; — 4 miles south-west of Tin4ivanam. {Perrymun.) Two Brahmanical and two Jain 
temples with inscriptions. 

PERUMt:sAL ; — 6 miles east by south of Tindivanam. {PermacoiL) An isolated rock rising out of the 
plain, and having a temple on its summit. It was strongly fortified during the eighteenth century, and 
was tiie scene of much severe fighting between the French and the English. {J,A,8.B. XV, 208.) 

Pebuvalur ; — 26 miles north-west of Tindivanam. An old temple with inscriptions. 

^ATTAMBAi)! ; — 29 milos north-west of Tindivanam. An old temple with inscriptions. 

Sembedu ; — 27 miles west of Tindivanam. A deserted temple with inscriptions in Cbantha characters. 

SiNGAVABAM ; — 17 miloB west by north of Tincjivanam, 1^ miles west-north-west of Gingee. (Sanga^ 
Swamy-maUa.) An old Yishnu temple on a lull, held in great repute for sanctity, it is dose to 
Melaicheri {q*^-), where there is a rock-out temple. Part of this temple on the hill is similarly rock-out^ 
and is supposed to be of great antiquity. North of the Vishnu temple is another temple in ruins with 
many inscriptions. 

6iRnvALUR ; — 10 miles south-west of Tin4ivanam. An old temple, with inscriptions. 

Tatanur ;— 23 miles west by north of Tindivanam. {Thianoar.) An old deserted 6iva temple with 
many inscriptions. 

Tindivanam. — The taluk head-quarters, 35 miles north by west of Cuddalore. An old temple 
with many inscriptions^ si^d to be '^ illegible." The suburb of Giddangal was at one time well for- 
tified. (Manual, 435.) 
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TSvanur;— 6 miles west by north of Tindivanam. (Devunoor.) The temple on the side of the 
tank is considered very saored. There is a ruined temple in the village. 

ToNDUR ; — 18 miles north-west of Tindivanam. Close to this village is a hill called Parlchandthar- 
nmiaiy on which are three rock-cut caves, with carved stone couches or beds for sleeping, .and a Buddhist 
or Jaina statue. It is fabled to have been the residence of the Pandavas. Other simikr remains, are to 
be seen on the hills north-west of Gingee. 

ViRANAMFR , — 15 miles north-west of Tindivanam. A temple with inscriptions in Ghrantha cha- 
racters. • .

Ananour ; — 3 miles south-east of Villupuram. An old Vishnu temple with inscriptions. 

Anniyur; — 15 miles north-west of Villupuram. Two old temples with a number of inscriptions. 
One inscription in the Siva temple is dated in S.&. 1482 (A.D. 1560), and records the grant of lands to 
the temple by Vidvand,tha N&yakka of Madura, during the reign of Sadddiva Rd^ya of Vijayanagar. 
Another, in the same templo, records a gift of lands to tne temple by Krishna Ks^ya of Vijayanagar in 
6.S. 1442 (A.l>. 1520). Two of the others .bear the name of Achyut€«idra, or Aehvuta Baya of that 
dynasty, but nothing more can be made out of the very imperfect copies sent. T?he first-mentioned, 
temple is said to have been built by a " king of Vellore." 

Erumbai ; — 20 miles north-east of Villupuram. An old Siva temple with inscriptions. 

Kanpamaj^galam ; — 18^ miles east of Villupuram. Kailway Station. An old Siva temple with 
inscriptions in Tamil and Nagari characters, said to be " unreadable." 

Koltyanfr; — 4 miles east-south-east of Villupuram. (Kailanur.) Three old temples with inscrip- 
tions. There is also a ruined Jain temple here« 

MandagapaItu ; — 15 miles north-west of Villupuram. On a small hill is a rook-cut mandapam . 
said to be well sculptured. Tt contains a shrine. 

Panamalai ; — 16 miles north-west of Villupuram. An old Siva temple on a small hill. 

Panayavaram ; — 8 miles north-east of Villupuram, 2 miles south-east of Vikravandi Railway Sta- 
tion. ( Vicravandi,) An old Siva temple with good sculptures and some inscriptions. 

Paravipuram ; — 6 miles north-east of Villupuram. (Parevarum,) An old Siva temple with 
inscriptions, 

Pbriyatachhur ; — 12 miles north-west of Villupuram. An old Siva temple with inscriptions. 

Perumpakkam ; — 4 miles west of Villupuram. An old Vishnu temple with inscriptions. 

PuRNASiNGAPAV^iYAM ; — 9^ miles east of Villupuram. . {PuranBinipalayam.) About 3 miles south 
of this village is a colossal stone bull, elaborately sculptured. 

PuRU^ ; — 13 miles north-west of Villupuram. An old 6iva temple. •• 

TiRUVAKKARAi;— 12i miles east-north-east of Villupuram. An old Siva temple, with many 
inscriptions roimd the gopura. The temple is said to have been built by a ** king of VeUore." 

TiRUVAMUTTUR ; — 3 milcs north-west of Villupuram. An old Siva temple with inscriptions. * 

Valla VANUR ; — 6 miles east of Villupuram. Two old temples with inscriptions. In the hamlet 
of Komarakuppam are two others, similar. 

Valudavur; — 14 miles east by north of Villupuram. There is an old ruined fort here, said to 
have been the residence of one Maud Khan, the prime minister of a ruler of Gingee. It contains several 
subterranean cells. On the west side of the fort stand three stone figures, well sculptured and larger 
than life. They are said to represelit Rama, Lakshmana, and Sita. In a field belonging to Abdulla 
Khan, a ryot of this village, is an inscription on a stone in Tamil characters. 

Vedur; — 11 miles north-north-east of Villupuram. {Yodur,) There is a Jain temple here, in 
present use. * ' 

Villupuram. — Th0' taluk head-quarters, 24 miles north-west of Cuddalore. Railway Station. 
{Belpur,) Two old temples with inscriptions. There are the ruins of a Jaina temple here, and two 
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mutilated imaffeB of the same religion elose to the travellers' bungalow. (J.A.S.B. XIV, 760, where 
the plaoe is called ^* Belpor.") 

Terumayavaram;— 14J miles west-north-west of Villupuram. (Termagaveram.) An old Vishnu 
temple with insoriptions. In the hamlet of Brahmadedam there is a 6iva temple with inscriptions. 

PONDICHEEET. 

■ 

PoNDicHBRRY (Puduvoiy Puduchiri^ Pukh^ri). — The French settlenxeut on the coast. It was first 
established in 1674, was captured by the Dutch 1693^ and restored 1699. It was four-times besieged by 
the English — the first time unsuccessfully — in 1748, 1761, 1778, and 1793. It was finally restored in 
1816. In the Fort St. George Gazette of April 20, 1881 (Supplement, p. 1) is a statement of the results 
of sinking some Artesian wells at Pondicherry. From these it appears that in the cfeise of one, at the 
Savana spinning mills '* fragments of pottery and bricks " were foimd at a depth of nearly 150 feet 
below ground-level in a stratum of soil 190 metres thick. (Manual^ ^22y 430.) 

BALLAKUECHI TALUK. 

Ravtjtta Nallur ; — 16 miles north of Kallakurchi. (Raretnelloor.) A ruined rock fort. 

BisHiVANDYAM ;— 11 miles east-north-east of Kallakurchi. {Rmhivandum,) An old oiva temple. 

Sankarapup^am ; — 15 miles north of Kallakurchi. An old ruined fort. 

. Tiruvarakg AM ; — 20 miles north-north-east of Kallakurchi. ( Tirvarungum.) An old Vishnu temple, 
with inscriptions. 

Tyaga DuROAM,or Tiagar Drug ; — 8 miles east of Kallakurchi. (Tiagar.) A fortress on a rock, 
built by the French. It was at one time of great strength, with several lines of wallfi. There is a 
natural spring of water on the rock. There was considerable fighting here in the days of the French 
wars. Two l£u*ge guns are lying amongst the ruins. {Manual, 433.) 

Yaranjaram ; — 10 miles south-east of Kallakurchi. {Varaniaram,) A small but old Vishnu 
temple. 

* 

TIRUKOILtTR TALUK. 

Amur ; — 12 miles south-east of Tirukoiltir. An old Siva temple. / 

Arukandalur ; — 1 mUe north-east of Tirukoilor, (Arracandalur P,) An ancient Biva temple with 
many inscriptions. The temple is elaborately sculptured and has a fine gopura. There are some rock- 
cut remains in the temple, consisting of three caves. 

Devanur ; — 2 miles north by east of Tirukoiltir. A large group of dolmens and stone circles. Mr. 
Ghkrstin (M.C.S.) opened a number of these, and furnished a paper to the Indian Antiquary, which was 
])ubli8hed in Vol. V, 1^9, and was followed by a paper by Mr, Wcdhouse on page 255 of the same volume. 
I^hey contained terracotta sarcophagi and other pottery. Similar remains were found at KollCLr, 3 miles 
east of DevanOr, at Jambodai, west of Tiruk5vilur, and amongst the Ghmgavaram Hills, on the borders 
of the Tiruvannan;ialai and Tin^ivanam Taluks. 

£!pAYAR ; — 11 miles south-east of Tirukoiltir. An old Siva temple. 

Ellakasur ; — 16^ miles south of Tirukoiltir. ( Yellanasur.) A very old Siva temple with many 
inscriptions. Half a mile south of this village is another old temple. There is also an ancient Jain 
temple here. 

Gramam ; — 15 miles south-east of Tirukoiltir. (Gramum,) An old 6iva temple. 

KoLLUR ; — 3 miles from Tirukoiltir, on the north bank of the fennar. Dolmens. (See DivANtJa.) 

Jambodai. — West of Tirukoiltir. Dolmens. {See DftvANmi.) 

Meyur ; — 6 miles south-east of Tirukoiltir. (Mat/ur.) An old Siva temple, 

Perividayar ; — 1 1 miles east of Tirukoiltir. An old Siva temple with many insoriptions. 

^ENDAif ANGALAM ; — 19^ milcp south-soiith-cast of Tirukoiltir. (CAendamangalam.) An old Siva 
temple, and a fort in ruins ; the former contains many inscriptions. 
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SiDDHiLiKGAM ;~6| miles south-east of Tirukoiltir. An old Siva temple with many insariptions. 

Xain&b ; — 4 nules north-north-east of TirukoilOr. North of this village, for a distaaoe of two milesy 
are many dolmens. 

TiRUKOiLUR {Tirukkovilur). — The taluk head-quarters, 42 miles east-north-east of Cuddalore. 
{Tirukovalur.) A large Yishnu temple, with many inscriptions. The temple is elaborately sculptured. 
There is also an old Muhammadan mosque here. In the bed of the Penn&r, near Tirukoilur, is a lar&^e 
boulder on which stands a temple. In the suburb of Klxur is an old diva temple and near Ki^ on the 
opposite side of the river is a deserted temple on a small hill. There is another temple, in use and 
dedicated to Siva, having a gopura of eight stories. « 

TiRUNAMAN ALLUR ; — 19 ( milcs south-east of Tirukoilur. An old Siva temple, with a number of 
inscriptions. Many are " illegible," but copies of ei^ht have been sent me : — 
(1.) Undated. A private grant of lands to the temple. 

(2.) Undated. Qrant of lands to the temple by Narasiihhadeva. Only the year Vikrita is* 
• mentioned, and no genealogy is given, so that it is difficult to ascertain to what family the 
king belonged'. In the reign of Narasiinha of Yijayanagar, according to Dr. Bumell^s 
Chronology, no year VikriUt ocourxied. The king assumes the titles of '^ Mah&numdalei^ 
vara " and " Mfdimivaray % 

(8.) Copy of part of a Ghola inscription, in which the name of '* Kon^ri Nanmai Kondan " appears. 
(4.) Undated. A private grant of lands to the temple. 
(5.) Undated. Grant of lands to the temple by *^ Kondri Nanmai Kon4an '' in the fifth year of 

* his reign. 
(6.) Undated. A private grant of lands to the temple during the reign of '* K5n6ri Nanmai 

Kondto." 
(7.) Undated. A private grant of lands to the temple. No king mentioned. 
(8.) 3.3. 1154 (A.l). 1232). An agreement entered into by the priests with the temple autho- 
rities as regards the temple service. No king is mentioned. 

TiRUNARUNKDLAM )^^\Z milcs south-cast of Tirukoilur. An old Siva temple, with several long 
inscriptions. There is also an old Jaina temple here. The Sthala Purdna of the latter temple is with 
the Jain inhabitants. 

TiRUPPALiPANDAL ; — 6 mil^s west-.south-west of Tirukoilur. (Tiruppalappandal.) An old Siva 
temple. . 

TiRUVASTNANALLTO ;-=— 13 milcs south-east of Tirukoilur. (Tiruvananallur.) Two old temples, both 
well sculptured and containing several inscriptions. 

Ulundakdarkovil ; — 25 miles south-east of Tirukoilur. An old temple with many inscriptions. 

CUDDALOEE' TALUK. 

OuBDALORB (Kudaluru). — Head-quarters of the district, on the sea. There is no object of any 
interest here except the remains of the early English occupation, in the shape of some old biuldings and 
tombstones and tiie remains of Fort St. David. The latter place was purchased from the Mahrattas in 
A.D. 1690. It was captured and destroyed by the French in 1758, but was recovered in 1760. It was 
again for three years in the hands of the French from 1782 to 1785. Cuddalore was formerly a Dutch 
possession. The old residence of the Gtovemors, called the " GFarden House,*' is worthy of a visit. It 
was biiilt in 1738. The site of Fort St. David was called " Tegnapatam " or " Devipatnam'' in the 
early days of the colony. 

Etdani&r ; — 10 miles north-west of Cuddalore. There is a large and old diva temple here, with 
many inscriptions. 

Fort St. David ; — see Cuddalore. 

Manantavilandaputtur ; — 20 miles west of Cuddalore. An old 6iva temple. 

Panrutti ; — 15 miles west by north of Cuddalore. Railway Station. {Panurutti^ Panrotu) An 
dd Siva temple, with a fine gopura and an old mosque. 

TiRTHANAOARi ; — 12 milcs south -south-west of Cuddalore. {Tirtha^iagari.) An old 6iva temple, 
with a number of inscriptions. 
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TiRUKAKi'HEfivARAM ; — 10 miles north-west of .Cuddalore. {Tirakandeswaran.) An old 8iva 
temple. 

TiRUPPADiRiPrLiTOR; — 4 mileB north-west of Cuddalore. Eailway Station. {Tirvpapaliyur.) A 
large and* old Biva temple well-sculptured. There are many inscriptions in the temple. 

TiRUVADi ; — 14 miles west by north of Cuddalore. 1 mile south of " Panroti " Railway Station. 
Two old 6iva temples with inscriptions, and an old Vishnu temple. One of the 6iva temples has a 
large gopura containing inscriptions. 

TiROVANDiPURAM ; — %\ milcs west-north-west of Cuddalore. (Trivandipuram.) An old Vishnu 
temple, with many inscription* in various characters, fairly legible. There is a very long one all round 
the outer wall of the. inner court) as at Tan j ore. In the hamlet of Tirumanikkuli there is a large Siva 
temple elaborately sculptured, said to date from the thirteenth century. It contains a number of 
inscriptions. At the eastern entrance to the vimSna enclosure is a band of engraved characters remark- 
ably clear, about 18 inches broad by 15 yards long. On each side of the door the wall is covered with 
inscriptions. On the western wall of the vim^na, outside, is a band of inscribed characters 18 inches 
broad and 20 yards long. 

Tyagavalli ; — 11 miles Bouth of Cuddalore. An old 6iva temple. 

. Vengadampeitai ; — 16 miles south-west of Cuddalore. An old Vishnu temple, with inscriptions. 

VRIDDHACHALAM TALUK. 

GopiLAPURAM ; — 6 xniles east-south-east of Vriddhftchalam. An old Siva temple, with many inscrip- 
tions. 

KuHAiYUR ; — 25 miles west-south-west of Vriddhachalam. An old Siva temple, with several inscrip- 
tions. 

Mangalur ; — 20 miles west-south-west of Vriddhachalam. An old Siva temple. 
Nallur ; — 12 miles north-west of Vriddhachalam. An old 6iva temple, with inscriptions. 

Pannadam ; — 11 miles south-west of Vriddhachalam. {Panamm,) An old Siva temple, with 
inscriptions. 

TiRu vIpuTURAi ; — 1 3 miles south-west of Vriddhachalam an'd 5 miles east of 'Kttangudi. {Terruva^ 
tori/,) An old 6iva temple, with many inscriptions. • 

TiTTANGupi ; — 16 miles south-west of Vriddhachalam. (Thittagudi.) A very old Siva temple, with 
a number of inscriptions round the walLj of the garbhagri/iam, the four gopuras, and other parts ot the 
tenlple. The temple is highly sculptured. In the hamlet of Vadishthapuram is another old Vishnu 
temple, with inscriptions. 

ToRUDUR ; — 28 miles west-south-west of Vriddhachalam. An old 6iva temple, with a number of 
inscriptions. 

Vriddhachalam. — The taluk head-quarters. On the banks of the Manimuktanadl is a very 
old Siva temple elaborately sculptured and containing many inscriptions. {Manual^ p. 38.) 

CniDAMBAEAM TALUK. 

Chidambaram. — The taluk head-quarters. Railway Station. 21 miles south of Cuddalore. 
(CMlmnbrutn.) A very celebrated 6iva temple containing one of the five " Hngams of the elements" 
in Southern India. This one is the " air lingam," there being no image of any kind. The building 
covers an area of about 39 acres. Mr. Garstin gives a description of the place in the District Manual 
(p. 40U). There are five princijal halls or HaUiaH and two principal teinples. The temple of Ganeia is 
said to contain the largest image of that deity in India. There being no stone in the immediate 
neighbourhood, all the stone for the temple must have been carried for at least 40 miles to the 
place, and the labor must have been stupendous. Native writings ascribe the construction of the 
l^rincipal buildings, if not the original temple, to Vira Chola Raya, the date of whose reign is placed 
at A.D. 927-977 and whom Mr. Garstin calls " Vijaya Kaya Aditya* Varma/' aiid to his grandson An 
Vari Deva in A.D. 1004. But we want to know .more about these Cholae and their dates before atny 
thing definite can be settled on the point. Very little is known as yet previous to A.D. 1023. Mi. 
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FemifiBon (Indian and Eastern Arehiiecturey p. 350,) thinks it possible that the inner enclosure may be 
as <nd as the tenth oentuiy. He ascribes the temple of PdrvaH north of the bathing pool to the 
fourteenth or fifteenth century, as well as the great gopuras and the outer pr&k&ra. The thousand- 
pillared man4apam was built between 1595 and 1685 A.I). (Madras Journal^ XX, 15). An outer pr&kara 
was projected but never completed. The oldest thin^ in t^e temple, and also the most beautirul, is a 
small shrine in the innermost enclosure ^' with a httle porch of two pillars, about 6 feet high, but 
resting on a stylobate ornamented with dancing figures^ more graceful and more elegantly executed 
than any other of their class, so far as I know, in Southern India. At the sides are wheels and horses, 
the whole being intended to represent a car as is frequently the case in these temples." {Mr, Fergusson.) 
The porch of the temple of Pdrvafi is considered by Mr. Fergusson to be singularly elegant. There is an 
unfizQshed hall close to the temple of PdnxiUy of which the lower member remains. The roof is supported 
on a number of square higUy-sculptured pillars, similar to some in the '^ Viftalawdmi mandapatn " 
at Yijayanagar, and in the '^ Agneya mandapam *' of the outer pr&kara of the temple in the YeUore Fort. 
There are a number of inscriptions, which await decipherment, roimd the four towers, the prak&ra walls, 
and other places. Dr. Bumell has deciphered one which relates the conquest by Bajendra Ghola of the 
Fandiyans, their king being Yira F&n4iya, son of Yikrama P&ndiya. This took place about the year 
A.i).'l064. 

There is an old Yishnu templein the town, with an inscription on the dhvqfa stambha. In the 
Siva temple are some copper-plate grants. In the Sdntarmatham is a copper-plate inscriptioii. 

PoHTO Novo ; — 14 miles south of Cuddalore, 7 miles north-east of Chidambaram. Bailway Station. 
A Portuguese setUement of the sixteenth century. English settlement in 1683. Plundered by Haidar 
1780. It was twice captured by the French, and was finally restored to England in 1785. {Manual^ 
430.) 

f^ivAFURi ; — 3 miles south-east of Chidambaram. An ancient ^ira temple, with a huge nandi. 

Sbimushnam ; — 20 miles west of Chidambaram. {Strimustrum.) An old Yishnu temple. Consi- 
dered next to that at Bnrangam for sanctity. The main part of the building was built by a Nayakka 
of Tanjore. ^' The temple has some very fine carvings in it, in a black stone, probably trap. Amon^ 
them are some well executed figures said to represent Achuthappa Naik and his three brothers. 
{Manualy p. 32.) There is an inscription on one of the walls iq Teiugu, dated 3.8. 1505 (A.D 1583) 
recording a priyate grant to the temple in the reign of on Banga !^ya Deva of Yijayanagar, then 
living at Pennako^4&. 
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THE COI^ATORB DISTRICT. 

Historioally this dietriot may be ooupled with Salem, and what has been written about the latter 
applies, so far as we yet know, to the former. There are a large nnmber of inscriptions in Coimbatore, 
and these must be worked out before we can stand on any very safe ground. -Meanwhile I would refer 
readers to the historioal summary by the Beverend T. Foulkes, forming Chapter I of Mr. LeFanu's 8alem 
District Manual. 

Bude stone monuments abound in the district, especially to the west and north, or on the slopes of 
the more mountainous tracts. The Moyar valley is rich with them. Virakab, too, are veiy numerous. A 
paper by Mr. Walhouse on the pottery discovered in the ancient tombs will be fouDd in Indian Antiquary 
I Y, 12, and a note on the same in YII, 27, by A. H. the Mah&r&ja of Travancore. 

It is evident that there was at one time a veiy considerable commerce between the inhabitants of 
this district and the Romans, for there have been numerous finds of Roman coins made here« 
Mr. Walhouse {Ind. Ant. Y, 237) thinks that this was in a great measure due to tiie beryl mine at 
Padiytkr in the ]jhar§.puram Taluk ; for the Romans set great store by the beryl, and Pliny deolajes 
that all the best bervls came from India. Mr. Walhouse states that Padiyur is the only known locality 
in India where the beryl is found. Notices regarding the Romaif coins will be found in Ind. Ant. Il, 
241 ; IV, 302 ; V, 237 ; VI, 215 ; Madras Journal XIII, 2 12, Sir Walter Elliot's " Numismatic Gleanings," 
published in the Madras Journal XIX, 220 ; XX, 75 ; and J. A. S.B.^ VII, 346. There are probably many 
other works to which reference miffht be made, but the above will suffice. It is probable that the Carei 
of Ptolemy were the inhabitants of this district {Cher as f)^ with capital at Karur {Carura), 

Jainism was at one time very prevalent ; but as yet, with one doubtful exception, I have found no 
trace of Buddhism. 

Coimbatore has suffered severely from being the fighting-ground of various races and families of 
kings in aU ages, and there are a large number of ruinea forts, and relies of battles, in the district. * 

Mr. Fraser, District Engineer, communicated to the Chief Engineer, in 1859, a valuable paper on 
antiquities in Coimbatore, which is reprinted in the Madras Journal (VI, 112-122). 



KOLLEGAL TALUK. 

Alambai)! ; — 10 miles north-east of Koll§gSl. An old Siva temple in ruins. It is well sculptured. 
The temple is said to have been wrecked by the Muhammadans. There is also an old fort here. In . 
the bed of the K&veri, close by, is a remarkable rock called *^ The Smoking Bock " (ffogenukallu)^ for 
a notice of which see under Maligai, in the Dharmapuri Taluk of the Salem District^ 

Bastipubam ; — 1 mile south of Kollggal. This place was formerly a Jain town, but it is now 
deserted. There is a Jaina image here. The stones of the old Jain temple were utilized in building 
the bridge over the £&veii at ^ivansamudram. 

KoLLEOAL (Kollegdlam). — The taluk head-quarters. {Kollekalam.) An old §iva temple well sculp* 
tured and containing inscriptions. There is a copper-platq grant in the town in the possession of Singa- 
* mayyangar, a Karanam. It records a gift of land to his ancestors by Krishna Raja IJdaiydx of Maisur in 
S.8. 1682 (A.D. 1760). There was a fort here, but it is greatly demolished. (Buchanan I, 405.) 

MlRTAHALLi ; — 28 milcs east-south-east of Kollegdl. (Marattalli.) An old ruined fort. 

Nallub ; — 35 miles south-east of Eolleg3.1^ on the border of the taluk. (Nulloor.) An old ruined 
fort. 

SATTEoiLAM ; — 7 milos north bv east of Koll^ggl. (SutticauJ.) A very old and well sculptured Siva 
temple with inscriptions ; also an old fort. * 

Senoappadi ; — 42 miles east by south of Eolldg&l. {Chengapaddy.) Aji old ruined fort. 

SiNGANALLra ; — 7| miles east of EollSgaL (Singanalur.) An old ruined fort. {Buchanan I, 412.) 

Sivansamudram; — 9 nules north-east of Koll^g&l, on the E&veri. {Shimhasundrum.) •Buins of 
an ancient city, which was once of great importance. ^ Being deserted, the place became entirely overgrown 
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with forest till, in the year 1818, Bamasvami Madaliy^Lr, being granted the island as a Jftgl^, oleared 
the ooxmtry to a great extent and built brid^^es over uie river to the island. The island lies between the 
two great falls of the K&ven, which are well worthy of a visit from their size and grandeur. B&ma- 
svami Madaliy&r oommunioated to the Madras Joumaf ([, 83) a highly interesting paper on his 
experiences, and the ancient traditions of the place. He writes : '^ I first visited the island in the year 
1805, in attendance on Colonel Wilks, then British Besident at the Court of Mysore ; and it was atiihat 
time the abode of tigers and other wild beasts, the jungle being almost impenetrable, and all the build- 
ings were in a state of utter ruin." Two plans are annexed,, showing the condition of the island in 1818 
and in 1830. 

. It appears to have been a strongly fortified city with three separate lines of fortifications. Inside were 
palaces and temples. According to tradition the original founder of the temple of Some^varammi and 
the city generally was Tiru Cholar&yan, i^ing of Kerala. He also erected uie temple of Ranga^vdmi. 
His son, Yishnuvardhana^ and grandson, ^ Kanga lULya, succeeded him and lived on the island. After 
the deatih of the last of these the place was deserted for a time till Gangar&ya, a petty chief of a place in 
Maisur, restored the place. Gtuoga Baya, it is said, committed suicide in the falls, after a reign of 60 
years, and was succeeded by his brother, Nonachi Gunga Bdyisi. This latter chief increased his territories 
in Maisur and gave his daughter in marriage to Aehyuta B&ya, a local chief. He reigned 40 years. His 
son, who succeeded him, was dethroned by Aehyuta Baya, after a twelve years' siege carried on with creat 
determination. After a most gallant defence the chief of the island, it is said, blew himself and his 
palace into the air, and the victor marched in. A SarddJ* of Achyuta's held the place for fifteen years,' 
after which it went into the possession of the reigning family of Maisur. (Buchanan's account of the place 
in 180D is vei:y interesting; * see his Vol.. I, 406.) Both the temples are elaborately sculptured and 
contain inscriptions not &s yet deciphered. The stones of an old Jain temple were used for building the 
bridge over the Kaveri. There is a large mosque in the town. * 

tJjiPURAM ; — 18 miles east^south^ast of EoUdgdl, and 5 miles north-west of Bainapuram Bungalow. 
{Vjjapuram^ An old ruined fort. 

BHAVANl TALUK. 

AirpiYmi ; — 12 miles north-west of Bhavftni. An old Siva temple finely sculptured, with inscrip- 
tions on the waUs. . One of them, in Tamil and Qrantha characters, records the gift of lands to tne 
temple by private parties. It is undated. There is also an old fort here. 

Appakkudal ; — 7^ miles west by north of Bhav3.ni. (AppuguduL) An old Siva temple, well sculp- 
tured, containing inscriptions. There is also a copper-plate "jg^ant in the temple. 

Bhavani. — ^The taluk head-quarters, 7 miles north-north-east of Erode Bailway Station. (Banani" . 
kudal,) At the confluence of the Bhavani and the Kaveri rivers is an ancient Siva temple, weU sculptured, 
with inscriptions. There is also an old fort of which the .walls are still standing. {Madras Jaumaf 
XXII, 112. Buclaxnan I, 429.) , ' 

Jaxbai ;— ^ miles north-west of Bhav&nL (Senibe.) An old ^iva temple, with inscriptions. 

B^vEMPtJRAM ; — 34 miles north by ecwt of "Bhavftni, on the banks of the Eftyeri. {Caver^ram.^ 
There is an old well-sculptured Siva temple here with many inscriptions ; also a ruined fort. 

Falamalai ; — 24 miles north by east of Bhavftni. [Palamulla). There is an old diva temple hero 
on a small hill. 

^AMBALLi ; — 32 miles north of Bhavftm. An old Siva temple and a fort. • 

8ATTAMANGALAM TALUK. 

"Attilturai ;— 26 miles west by north of Satyamangalam. (Atthtlhora.) A fort built for the 
defence of the valley o^the Moyftr on a lofty isolated hill about 1,500 feet high. The fort was very 
strong, and almost inaccessible. 

DanayakkankoAat ; — 12 miles west-south-west of Satyaihangalaaa. (Danayakkan Kottei.) An old 
ruined fort with a Siva temple. {Buchanan I, 460.) • 

Gajalhatti ; — 16 miles west by north of Satyamangalam. ^ {Oty'ettaUi.) Buins of an old fort. 

GuTTiYALATTUR ; — 14 milcs north-north-east of Satyamangalam. {ChoHakUoor.). This is a village

in the Jay&4i Hills. Near it is an old rained fort containing a Yishnu temple ; at the village is another 
old fort with a temple in ruins. 

' Eanitippankoitai ; — 19 miles north-west of Satyamangalam. An old rained fort. 

KanitampIlaitam ; — 15 miles west-south-west of Satyamangalam. (Eunneanpaleyam.) A stone 
insaription in Canarese. 

KopuvERi ; — i^ miles east-south-east of Satyamangalam. {Chinna Kodeveli.) On the anient across 
the Bhayftni river is a stone inscription in Canarese. 

NiGAMAN ; — 3 miles west of Satyamangalam. An old Siva temple. 

Fabavakkalipalaitam ; — 17 miles south-east of Satyamangalam. A dolmen. 

Pbrundalat&r ; — 20 miles north-east of Satyamangalam. An old Siva temple with many inscrip- 
tions on the walls. One of these is'^ted "in the twenty-third year of Sundara Pftndiya DSvar's reign," 
the rest being reported " illegible." There is a Canarese cof^er-plate grant in the temple recording gifts 
of lands by Krishna Baja U^aiyar of MaLsar. 

Banoasvami Peak ; — 17 miles west by south of Satyamangalam. A mountain of the Nilgiri range, 
in the limits of this taluk. (Mangasaicmi Peak,) A Tishnu temple, much resorted to by the hill tril^, 
containing some inscriptions. • - . * 

Satyamangalam. — The taluk head-quarters, 40 miles north-north-west of Coimbatore, on ^the 
Bhav&m river. {Sattiyamangalam,) Two ancient temples of Sivaand Vishnu. There i& another old Siva 
temple in the hamlet of KottuvirampaJaiyam. 'T&ere is an old mud fort in Satyamangalam, said to have 
been built by the son-in-law of Tirumala Nayakka of Madura. {Buchanan I^ 455.) 

Seng ALAR Ai ; — 14 miles east of Satyamanjp;alam. In the Siva temple there is a copper-plate msanam 
recording a grant by Krishna B>9.ja U4aiyar otMaisur, 

SiRUVALUR ; — 17 miles south-east of Satyamangyam. {8en>allur,) An old Yishnu temple with an 
inscription mentioning repairs to ihe temple. 

Talamalaikottai ; — 17 miles west-north-'^est of Satyamafigalam. (TaUamalla.) There is an old 
ruimed fort here, and another at Hanuma Malai, 5 miles north of Talamalai. 

YsLLAiTKOviL ; — 18| miles south-east of Satyamangalam* (VellancqviL) A stone inscription in 
Tamil on a slab in the wall of a ma^ham. 



# ERODE TALUK. 

• Erode. — The taluk head-quarters. Railway Statipn. (Yirodu.) There are two old temples here, 
pne dedicated to Yishnu and the other to Siva. In both of these are many inscriptionjB in old Tamil and 
(jhra&tha characters. 

Inscriptions in the Sim temple : — 

(1.) Grant of lands in 6.S. 1262 (A.D. 1840) by " Yallfil Raja." (I think there must be an error 

somewhere in the copy, either of date or lOmie.) 
(2.) Grant of lands to the temple in the fourth year of the reign of *^ Kdviraja *Ke6arivarma 
Tribhuvana Chairavartigal," i.e., Kulottunga Chola I (A.D. 1068). 
The dates ^A 1501, 1433, 1426 (A.D. 1579, 1511, 1504) occur in copies of three other inscriptions. 
The other inscriptions are said to the " illegible." 
Inscriptions at the Vishnu temple : — 

(1.) Grant of lands to the temple in the tenth year- of the reign of "KOvTrftjaf Kedarivarma 

Tribhuvana Chakravartigal," i.e., Kulottunga Chola I (A.D. 1074). 
(2.) An inscription dated 6.S. 1449 (A.D. 1527). The rest are " illegible." 
Erode was at one time fortified, the two temples standing within the fort walls. {J.A.8.B, XIY, 
770.) \ . 

Koprif^i. — ^A Railwav Station, 20^ nules south-south-east of Erode on the E^ftveri. {Codumudy,) 
An ancient Siva temple, well-sculptui«d. • . 

.NALLAMPATri;—T6 miles north-north-west of Perundurai. Close to this village is a great cairn 
cemetery with numbers of dolmens and stone circles. Mr. Walhouse (J.B.A.8.^ N.S., YII, 1875) gives 
a graphic description of the place and its remains. 
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Perundurai ; — A Bailway Station, 104 nifles west-south-weet of Erode. (Peraniurei.) An old 
Viahnu temple. In the village of Vijayama^galam adjoining Perundurai is an old ruined Jaina temple, 
containing a number of sculptures, wnioh, from the onlj description of them I have seen (Madras Journal 
for 1878, 152), must be very largely Brahmanioal. 

SARKiR-TBBiPALAiYAM ;— 3 milos south of tJttukuyi ( Wutkalee) Railway ^tetion and 24 miles 
south-west of Erode. An old oiva temple with inscriptions. One of them is dated 8.8. 1421 (A.D. 1499). 



COIMBATOEE TALUK. 

ANimR ; — 19 miles north-north-east of Coimbatore, on the road to Satyamangalam. An ancient 
Siva temple with inscriptions. The place was once fortified and the old mounds can still be traced. 
There is a sculptured slab with two figures, said to be the effigies of the founder of the temple and his 
wife, '* the man attired as a warrior, with a sword suspended by a belt from his waist." Several other 
virakals are to be seen in various places. {Madras Journal tor 1878, p. 151.) 

BopuHAMBATTi ; — 10 milcs west of Coimbatore. There are two temples in this village, said to have 
been originally '^ Buddhist " temples, though this seems hiffhlv improbable. They contoin inscriptions 
said to be " unreadable." There are also the ruins of an old fort. Three miles west of the village, on 
a stone in a field, is an '^ illegible " inscription. 

Coimbatore. — Head-quarters of the district. A palace, said to have been built by Tipu Sult&n, was 
utilized by Oovemment as a kachsri. It is a terraced massive building with open quadrangles. The 
large masjid is also said to have been erected by Tipu^ Buchanan gives an account of the Hindu chiefs 
of Coimbatore (I, 464). (See also J.A.8.B. XIV, 774.) 

Kallumabai ; — 3 miles east of Coimbatore. {KuUymaday.) An old urn-burial-place. 



KiLRAMADAi ;^A Bailway Station, 17 miles north of Coimbatore. (Kdramade,) There is an old 
Vishnu temple here. On the right-hand side of the Bailway between Gndalur and K&r&ma4ai Bailway 
Stations, between the 322nd and 323rd mile-stones, axe several large circles of rough boulders on pieces 
of waste and partly cultivated lands. 

K5VILPALAITAM, Or Sarkab ^amakkulam ;— 12 miles north by east of Coimbatore. (Shaumacolum) 
An old diva temple with many inscriptions. A ruined fort in Kdttai PfiJaiyam, a hamlet. 

Mettupalaitam ; — 22 miles north of Coimbatore, Bailway Station. (Mettipollium.) There are 
more than 100 dolmens in the fields round this place. 

MxtttukOnampalaitam ; — 5| miles south-east of Coimbatore. (MooUukonampoll.) On the road 
from Coimbatore to Foll&chi, almost at the 6th mile-stone, there is a* small kistvaen. 

Pakappalaiyam ; — 16J miles north-north-west of Coimbatore, {Punnapolliam.) A dolmen. 

Pbrto ; — 3 miles south-west of Coimbatore. {Payrur,) A riohlv carved temple about 200 years old, 
built ronnd a small but far older shrine, dating from the days of the Cholas. There are a few inscrip- 
tions in the temple. One of these, on the north-west comer of the garbhagrihamj is dated in KaHyuga 
4734 (A.D. 1633), and records a private grant of lands to the temple. Next to this is a much older 
inscription of the twenty-seventh year of the reign of " Vikrama fiog^a Dfiva.'' This, according to Dr. 
Bumell's chronology, must be the second Vikrama, as the first only reigned for 15 years ; and tiie date will 
be early in the thirteenth century. But it seems pretty certain that this portion of the Coimbatore 
province was then under the Hoyi^a Ballalas. In several other inscriptions mention is made of Kon^ri 
Nanmaikond&n Sundara P&ndiya, whom I conjecture to have been identical with Kulottunga Chola I 
(see the inscriptions in the temple at Tanjore and other places). The modem portion of the temple is 
richly sculptured, but'in a coarse and clumsy fashion in a rough material. The compound pillars and 
several other portions of it are apparently designed in imitation of those at Yellore, but the decadence 
in art is lamentable to witness. For this reason the effect is greatly disappointing, though doubtless 
the labor bestowed on the building was immense. Everything about it strikes the visitor as pretentions, 
vulgajr, and ungraceful. (Mr. Fergusson's Indian and Eastern Architecture^ 370, 372 ; Buchanan, 
I, 464 ; JA.8.B. XIY, 774.) The dhvaja stambha outside the temple is a fine monolith. The priests 
of the temple, who seem to have given up the absurd exaggerations with which they deceived Buonanan 
(who was told that the temple was 3,000 years old), declare that the builder of the principal portion of 
the temple was Alakodri N&yu4U| brother-in-law of Tirumala N&yu^u of Madura. 
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All about the temple, the streets^ and the roadsides are a number of stone figures, &o.| some evidently 
of great age. There are several virakala^ the sculpture of which strongly reoals to mind the figures on 
the sculptured dohnens of the Nilagiri Hills. 

Sarkar Samakkulam ; — see Kovilpalaiyam. 

Yellalur ; — 4) miles east-south-east of Goimbatore. In May 1842 an earthen pot was dug up at 
this place which contained 522 Boman silver denarii^ chiefly of Tiberius and Augustus, with a few of 
Caligula and Claudius. A descriptive note and list of these will be found in Madras Journal XTTT, 212. 

PALLADAM TALUK. 

Alattub ; — 22 miles north by west of Palladam. {Aluttur,) In Mondipdlaiyam^ a hamlet of thiii 
village, is an ancient* Yishnu temple. 

Avana6i ; — 13 miles north of Falla4am. [Avinasi,) There is an old 6iva temp)e here, with inscrip- 
tions. Three of these are as follows : — 

(1.) On a stone standing in front of the temple. Canarese. Records some repairs made to the 
temple by private parties in b.S. 1678 (A.D. 1756) during the reign of TTrigTinft B&ja 
U^aiy&r of Maisur, whose power was then at a very low ebb. 
(2.) A private grant of money to the temple by some merchants during the reign of Yira Chikka 

K&ya Udaiyar, son of Yira Nanja Kaya TT^aiyftr of Maisur. 
(3.) A private grant of money by some merchants during the reign of Yira Nanja Baya Udaiyar. 
In the Indian AntiqtMry for October 1875 (Yol. lY, 302) Mr. Walhouse gives a description and 
drawing of a handsome bronze Jug found at this place, which, it is asserted, was once the site of a great 
city now entirely destroyed. Two other bronze articles were found at the same time, close to the jug. 

In the outer porch of the Siva temple are two stone images of alligators, each vomiting forth a omld, 
regarding which the priests have a legend. There is a deep pit in the village, ^^ whence the materials of 
a subterranean vault consisting of lai^e slabs were removed, some of which are lying about the mouth of 
the hole." There are a numoer of dolmens in the neighbourhood. {Madras Jofumal iar 1878, p. 151). 
The bridffe over the river is built in the old Hindu style as seen at Yijayana^, on stone pillars sunk in 
the bed of the river with slabs resting on them. The nandi at the diva temple is of colossal size. (J.A.8.B. 
XIY, 772.) 

AvanasifpIlaitam ; — 10 miles east by south of Palladam. {Avanash^lliam.) In the hamlet of 
Koduv&y is an old 6iva temple with inscriptions. One of them is dated in the Kaliyuga 4835 (A.D. 1734). 
Hiere is also a Yishnu temple in the same hamlet with many inscriptions. One of the latter, on the north 
wall of the temple, is dat^ in 6.6. 1411 (A.D. 1489), and records an agreement by private people for 
the performance of temple service. In the hamlet of Puduppalaiyam is another old fiiva temple with 
several inscriptions. 

EakdiyaAkSvil ; — 13 miles east of Palladam. There are tw^ty-seven caims, covered with eailh, 
in fields bearing the Survey Nos. 288, 301, 317, 408, and 579. 

KaniyIbcundi ; — 10 miles north-east of Palladam. There are more than sixty dolmens in this village. 

Eanjifpaixi ; — 18^ miles north-north*west of Palla4am. (Kanjappalli.) There are five caims 
here, in fields beoiing the Survey Nos. 330, 350, 356, 358, and 378. 

MAiroALAH ; — 7 miles north of Palla4am. {Mungalum.) A mile east of this village are several 
dolmens and stone circles^ some of which remain unopened. 

MuTTAKAMFALAiYAM ; — 10^ milcs uorth'-east of PaUa4am. (Molempottiam.) There are twenty 
dolmens in the middle of tiie field which bears the Survey No. 330-B. 

Nabuvacheri ; — 2^ miles north-east of AvanSii. An old 6iva temple with inscriptions. 

PEBuiroARUNAiPALAiYAM ; — 1 1 miles south of AvanAdi and 12 miles north of Palladam. (Perriaeuma^ 
poll^.) An ancient diva temple, wilh inscriptions in Tamil. 

PuDABA^AL ; — 8^ miles south-east of Palladam. (Pootierchel,) A diva temple with some old Tamil 
inscriptions. 

SAVADiPALArrAM ; — 5i miles south of Pallacjam. (ChavidypollJ) On the road from Palladam to 
X7damalp6t near the sixth mile-stone are a dolmen and a stone circle. A large hoard of punch-mark coins 
was found here, in a dolmen, in 1807. (Sir Walter Elliot's '^ Numismatic Gleanings," No. ), published 
in Yol, m^ New Seiies^ of the Madras Journal^ with two plates of illustrations.) 
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SSttb ; — 17 miles north of Palla4am. (Sevur,) Two old ^in temples nith insoriptions. 

? t duLUR ; — 11 miles west by north of Pallytaro. (Shoolur.) On the Iturge ohattram here is a Tamil 

insoription dated S.6. 1683 (A.D. 1761), which states that one M&daya Bsja of Coimbatore btdlt it 
during the rei^ of Erishna BcLja U4aiyar of Maisur. On a stone in the field bearing Survey No. 807 is 
an insoription jn Tamil said to be " unreadable." 

TiRUMUBUGANFOKpi ; — 4i miles north-north-west of Tirupppr Bailway Station (" Avenaahy Road ") 
and 12 miles north by east of Palla^am. {Tremalamhoondy.) There are two temples here, each bearing 
inscriptions. 

Velakfalaitam ; — 10 miles north by east of Palla4am. ( ValumpoUiam). Seventeen dolmens, ten 
in fields bearing Survey Nos. 348 and 349, and seven in field No. 527. 

DHABlPUEAM TALUK. 

Alambapi ; — 4 miles north of E&ngayam, 22 miles north of Dharapuram. An old 6iva temple. 
There is a dolmen near the village. 

Ara^anfIlaitam ; — ^21 i miles north of Dh&r&puram. (ArrasumpoUiam.) A Siva temple, with 
inscriptions. 

Abdtobuvu ; — 5 miles south of Elngayam. Two old temples of Siva and Yishnu, the former of 
which contains many inscriptions said to be ** unreadable." In the middle of the village is a stone fixed 
in the ground bearing an inscription. 

Dhai^jptjbam. — The taluk head-quarters. (Darapoaram.) An old diva temple^ with inscriptions. 
In the suburb of Kolanjivacji is another old Siva temple, also bearing Inscriptions. 

G-axtafatifalaitaii ; — 16 miles north-east of Dhftr&puram. (GanepadgpoUiam.) An old Siva temple, 
with inscriptions. 

ElAniTUR ; — 16 miles north of Dh&rapuram. (Catcdiur.) A Suhrahmanya temple, with inscriptions, 
and with an elaborately sculptured man4apam. Also a very old &va temple, with inscriptions. Near 
the village is a dolmen. 

EliNOATAM ; — 18 miles north of Dhfti&puram. (Kangyam.) At a distance of three-quarters of a 
mile to the south of this town is a large SiVa temple. On the north and east waUs, as well as on a stone 
fixed outside, are inscriptions. A mile from E]&ngayam on the road to EarOr is a dolmen. 

EIarukkanpalaitam ; — 15 miles north-west of DhSr&puram. An old 6iva Ipmple, with inscriptions. 

KATTAKoivi ;^10 miles north-west of Ean|;ayam and 26 miles north by west of DhArflpuram. 
{CuHhon Conny.) Two old temples of 6iva and Yislmu. In the latter are some inscriptions. 



ES^AN^ ; — 5 miles north by west of Eangayam and 24 miles north of DhArftpuram. (Keemur,) 
Two old temples. The temple of Viehnu oontains mimy msoriptionB. 

£omarafajlaitam; — 16 miles east of Dh&r&puram. (OomarpolHam.) Two temples dedicated to 
Ganeto and diva, with inscriptions, said to be ^^unread&ble." A dolmen. 

Eottanur; — 8 miles north-north-east of Dh&r&puiam. (Oottenur.) An old&va temple, with 
inscriptions. 

MAHBlpi ;— 10 miles north-north-east of Dh&r&puram. (Mdumbaddy.) A dolmen. 

Manoalaffatti ; — 13 miles east of EAiligayam and 24 miles north-east of Dh&r&puram. {Mungla" 
putty,) A dolmen. 

Mabuturai ;-— 12 miles north-east of Eftngayam. An old diva temple. 

Melmuoam ; — 10 miles north-west of Dh&r&puram. An old diva temple, with inscriptions. 

MbttufIlaitam ; — 25 miles north of Dh&rapuram. To the west of the village temple is a stone 
fixed in the ground bearing an inscription. 

MuTT&B ;— 12 miles north-east of Eftngayam and 25 miles north-north-east of Dhftr&puram. 
(Mootur,) A very old diva temple in ruins. There are inscriptions on the walls of the mahamandapanij 
the atddhatiMndapamj the garbhagrihamy and the 8/iAr(jAmimyilay6mt all said to be '^ unreadable. " The 
temple is said to have been built by Eulottunga Ghola, and the deily worshipped is named KiUottui^geivara. 
There is a dolmen a little to the north-east of this village. 
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Nakdavanampalaiyam ; — 13 miles north-west of Dli&rfi.puram. A dolmen. 

NlxTAKPALAiTAM ; — 7^ miles north-north-east of Dhftr&puram. {NaudampoU^.) A dolmen. 

NATTAKApiTmi ; — 8) miles north-east of E&ngayam and 26 miles north-north-east of Dharftpnram. 
{Nuttacawdioor.) Two old temples, one containing many insoriptions. 

Nelali ; — 13| miles north-north-west of Dh&rapuram. (Nellalp.) Two old temples of l^iva and 
Yishnu, the latter oontaining many insoriptions. 

Neauli ; — 20 miles north-east of Dh&rftpuram. A dolmen. 

Fachapalaitam ; — 10 miles north-east of Bh&rapiiram. An old Siva iem{>le, with inscriptions. Two^ 
dolmens, one in the limits of the main village, the other in the hamlet of oettip&hidjam. 

Paditor, or Pattiyali; — 22 miles north of Dh&rapuram, 64 miles north-west of E&ngajam. (Pud- 
di/ur.) A place oelehrated for producing the Aqua Marina or BerjL Mr. TtTalhoi^ has a paper on the 
subject in Ind. Ant Y, 237. He gives strong reasons for supposing that the b^ryl mine here was one of 
the most powerful links between the East and West in olden times; that the beryl was an article of oom- 
^ meroe with Bome, and that the traffic brought Itoman money into the district, hence the numerous finds 

of Boman coins in Coimbatore. Pliny mentions that the best beiyls have a peculiar sea green tint and 
come mostly from India, being seldom found elsewhere. The only place known to produce the gem, in 
India, is Padiytir. (So writes Mr. Walhouse. Where, then, is Ptolemy's IIovwaTa, iv ^ Ai;/>i;XXo« f 
Qeog. lit. VII, cap. I, § 86.) 

Papini; — 5 miles east-north-east of Kftngayam and 20 miles north-north-east of Dhar&puram. 
{Papinny.) Three old temples dedicated to Siva^ Vishnu^ and Suhrahmanyay all containing inscriptions. 
The ^iva temple is elaborately sculptured. There is a dolmen close to the village. « 

Paranjervali; — 6 miles north by east of E&ngayam and 23 miles north of Dhftrftpuram. {Pum-- 
jaryf>uUy.) Two ancient temples dedicated to diva and Vishnu, with inscriptions, said to be '^ imreadable." 
f A little to the west of the hamlet of A langalipalaiyam is an inscription on a rock. There is a dolmen 
near the principal village. 

PsRinvAM ; — 8 miles north-east of Dhdrapuram. (Permtum.) A dolmen. 

^ Sadayanpal^itam ; — 114 niiles west-north-west of Dharapuram. (ShuddiapoU,) Two old temples 
of Siva and Vishnu. There are some inscriptions in the Vishnu temple. Near the village is a dolmen. 

6iVAN Malai ; — 3 miles north-west of Kanfi^ayam and 20 miles north of Dhdr&puram. (Sheven^ 
mulla.) There are five temples here, two of which, dedicated to 6iva and Vishnu, are said to be very old. 
On both are inscriptions. There is a dolmen near the village. 

TAMBUREppiPALAiYAM ; — 7 milcs uorth-wcst of Ksngayam. Two old temples of Siva and Vishnu, 
said to have been built by the Cholas. 

ToppANFALAiYAM ;— 5 milcs north-west of DhSrapuram. An old Ganeda temple, with inscriptions. 

"Cdiyur; — 10 miles north of Dh&rapuram, (Oodiur.) Two old feva temples, each on a small hill. 

Uttamapalaiyam ; — 14^miles north-east of Dhdx&puram. (Ootamapolliam.) 2{ miles north-west 
of this village is an ancient Siva temple in ruins, and a quarter of a mile south-east of this are three 
stones with inscriptions on them. A quarter of a mile to the north-west of the 6iva temple is a Kali 
temple in ruins, with inscriptions on the walls. 

Vellakovil; — 11 miles east-south-east of E&ngayam and 18 miles north-east of Dh&rapuram. 
( VellaeoviL) An old Siva temple, with inscriptions. A dolmen. 

VsLLiYARAdAL ; — 8 milcs east of Eangayam. Two old temples dedicated to 6iva and Vishnu, 
containing inscriptions. The Siva temple is the oldest. There is a dolmen near the village.

Aravakurichi ; — 17| miles south-west of KarOr. (Aravakoorchy.) An old Siva temple, highly 
sculptured, and the ruins of a fort. (Buchanan 11, 20.) 

Ohinna Dharapuram ; — 18 miles south-vrest of KarQr. (Chinna Dharapuram,) A very old diva 
temple. Some bastions of the old mud fort are still standing. (Madras Journal XXII, 112. Buehamm 
II, §0). 
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Ikninoanur; — 25 miles south-west of Karttr. (Inningaloor.) A stone insoription^ said to be 
*' unreadable." 

Karur; — The taluk head-quarters. Railway Station. 78 miles east of Coimbatore. (Oaroor,) 
A very ancient city. There is an old Siva temple here, said to have been built by a Chola ki^. It 
oontams several insoriptipns, one of which mentions GFangaikondan Chola, younger brother of Koppa- 
kedarivarmS,, or Bajendra Chola. He took the name of " Sundara Pandiya " after his father defeated 
Vira Pancjiya.. (Dr. Bumell's South Indian Palcpography^ p. 45. ».) There is also an old Vishnu 
temple. The Siva temple is elaborately sculptured. The Sthala Purdna is said to contain some account 
of the Chola kings, but it is probably of little value. In the year 1806 some Boman coins were found 
here. {Madras Journal XIII, 214.) There was an important and strong fort here at one time, but the 
walls are entirely demolished. {Madras Journal XXII, 112.) Karur is believed by some writers to be 
the ancient capital of the Cheras or Keralas. It seems pret^ certain that it is the Kdpovpa, fiaciKeiov 
Kffpofioffpov of Ptolemy, (Geog. lab. VII, cap. I, § 86), and fierobothros is supposed by Wilson to be the 
Cherapati\ or Lord of Chera. {Ind, Ant. 1, 360, and Wilson's Mackenzie Collection^ Intr. pp. xdi-xciv.) 

MoDAKKUR ; — 23 miles south-west of EarOr. {Modakoor.) A dolmen. 

MuNNUR ; — 12 miles west by north of Kcurur. {Moonur.) An old Siva temple. 

Naoampalli ; — 13J miles south-west of Elarur. {Naugampully,) An old.Siva temple. 

Nerur ; — >^| miles east-north-east of Karur. Two old temples dedicated, to Siva and Vishnu. 

Pallapalaiyam ; — IS^- miles south-west of Kartir. {Pullupolliam.) A dolmen. 

Pabamatti ; — 11^ miles west of Xarur. {Paramutty.) An old Siva temple. 

Pavitram ; — 6 miles south-west of E[arur. An old Siva temple and a dolmen. 

PooALUR ; — 10 miles north-north-TOst of Earur Railway Station. {Poogahre,) An ancient 6iva 
temple on a small hiU close to the Kaven. The temple is well sculptured. 

PuGAMi&pi ; — 15 miles south-south-west of Karur. {Poongumbaddt/.) An old 6iva temple. 

SoMUR ; — 7 miles east of Karur. A dolmen. 

Tandoni ; — 1^ miles south of Karur. {Tanthony.) An old and well sculptured Vishnu temple on a 
small hill. The image of the deity is cut out of a portion of the solid rock. 

Tbnnilai ; — 164 niiles west of Karur. {Tennellay.) An old Siva temple. 

Vangal ;— 6 J miles north-east of KarQr. {Vaungul.) Two old temples, dedicated to Siva and 
Vishnu. The Siva temple contains an inscription. 

Venjamanoudalur ; — 12 miles south-west of Karur. An old Siva temple. 

Vettai-manoalam ; — 12 miles north-west of KorQr. ( Vatamungalum,) An old Siva temple. 

POLLlCHI TALUK. 

AcHiPATTi ; — 3i miles north of Pollacti. {Auchiputty.) A large dolmen. 

Anamalai ; — 7i miles south-west of Pollachi. {Annamullay,) An old Siva temple which is said to 
have been destroyed of Tipu Sultan, so that it is now in ruins though worship is kept up. The temple is 
elaborately sculptured and contains many inscriptions. It owes its origin, according to tradition, to the 
Chola kings, but it was repaired several times by the kings of Maisur. It has a Sthala Purdna, A little 
to the west of the village are the ruins of a Vishnu temple, and a fort called Chakragiri Durgam on the 
summit of a small hill called Jain'kal Durgam, or "hill of the Jain stone." According to Buchanan 
(II, 40) a fort was built by the Madura Rajas near the river, which, having fallen into ruins, the present 
fort wfiw constructed of the same materials by the MaistirBajas. Tipu repaired it,, usine^ for the purpose 
the materials of the temples he demolished. South of Anamalai there are the ruins of another Vishnu 
temple. There is a Muhammadan masjid in thd village. On a stone a little to the north of the village is 
an inscription dated 6.6. 1692 (A.D. 1770). 

Garudankottai ; — 7i miles south-south-west of Pollachi. {Oerdankota.) An old fort, and a 
temple in ruins. The temple is well sculptured and contains inscriptions. 

KiNATTiJKKApAYU ; — 9 milcs north of Pollachi. There are two copper-plate grants in the posses- 
sion of the priest of the village temple. 

56 
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EoTTUR ; — 8 miles south by west of Poll&ohi. (Kotoor.) A large ruined temple oontaming good 
Boulptuxe and some insOTiptions. Some time ago three copper images were disoovered here and were 
placed in the temple at Anamalai. 

Mabchanatakkan Palaitam ;-^^ mUes west of Poll&ohi. (Maurehinaikenpol.) An old masjid and 
the ruins of a fort. 

Natkalpalaitam ; — 3 miles south-east of Pollachi. Mr. Walhouse (J.E.A.S., N.S., VU, for 
1875^ pp. 19, 20) describes a large ^up of megaUthic monimients here, amongst the cultivated fields. 
He states that there are a number of ^' large cairns close to one another, each surrounded by a circle of 
unusual height and uniformity, the stones tall and pointed, often exceeding six feet in height." 

Pebitakakattai ; — 12 miles north of PoU&chi. An old diva temple, with inscriptions. 

PoLLlcHi ; — The taluk head-quarters, 24 miles south of Coimbatore. (Polachy.) A number of 
dolmens, rude stone circles, &c., are to be found here. Dr. Shortt communicated a report on them to 
Government, which was printed with G. 0., (Public), No. 716, of 26th June 1874. Many of them were 
excavated b^ Mr. Wedderbum, Collector of the district. Some bronze figures of men and^tnimals 
were found m them, which are now in the Madras Museum. 1^ miles east*soutH-east of PollAchi is a 
oirde of very large boulders. In the year 1800 a pot was dug u^ here containing a number of Boman 
coins of Au^stus and Tiberius. Buchuian, who visited Polll^hi m the year of the find, describes them 
(II, 31). Six were presented to him. (See also Madras Journal XIII, 214.) 

'CTttufkuli ; — 2 miles west of Poll&chi. ( Vootkuly,) There is a small Polegar fort here and two 
stone iosoriptions in the village. 

UDAMALPfiT TALUK. 

« • 

Dhali ; — 6^ miles south-west of XJdamalpSt. (Dhullee.) Two miles south of this village is a mined 
temple of Subrahmanj/a, well sculptured. It is said to have been destroyed by Tlpu Sult&n. 

GuBiMANOALAM ; — 8 uules north-north-east of U^amalpdt. (Goodytnungalum.) There is an old diva 
temple here, partly ruined. It contains some inscriptions. One bears date 6.6. 1450 (A.D. 1528). 

Kapattur ; — 11 miles east of Ucjiamalpdt. (Kuddathur.) An old 6iva temple, said to have been 
built by one of tiie Ohola kings. 

E^NXYUB ; — ^9 miles east of Ucjamalpet. (Kunnyur.) A small temple in rains with several inscrip- 
tions. One of these mentions some repairs made in d.S. 1265 (A.D. 1343). There is a small fort m 
ruins^ said to Have belom^ed to a kinff called '* Kumaran,'' whose exploits are celebrated in oountiy bal- 
lads. 4 miles west of Elaniyur are tne ruined remains of some Muhammadanbuildings. 

KAyNApiFUTTUB ; — 8 miles south-east of I74amalp3t. (Kunnadipootur.) An old &va temple^ said 
to have been built by a Chola king. 

EoMARALiiroAM ; — lOjt miles south-east of Tr<|[amalpdt^. (Comarlffum.) There is an ancient diva 
temple here, said to have been built by a Chola king. 

Ko^uMAM ; — 11 miles south-east of TJ4amalpet. {KolunM^ Fbri.) An old mud fort in a mined state. 

EuBUHALAi ;-^14 miles south-west of U^amalp^t. (See Tbiit&bti KCvil.) 

Madakkalam ; — 10| miles south-east of UdamalpSt on the road to Palni. (Muddutcolum.) An 
old Siva temple. 

Propi ; — 14 miles south-west of U4amalpet. {Poandy.) Mr. Walhouse {Ind. Ant. HI, 33-36) 
^ves an interesting account of some forms of dolmens and built cairns to be found near this place. It 
IS a village of the hill tribe cdled MalaiyaraSar^ or ** lull kings," and is about 2,000 or 3,000 feet above 
the sea on the slopes of the Anamalai Mountains. The remains are 4 or 5 miles from Ptin4i» which is 
a very poor village of huts. The peculiarity of them is that the kistvaens are surrounded by a low wall 
of souared stones built together, not heaped like cairns. A woodcut is given. The place ii^ very inao- 
oessiole. Mr. WaUxouse thinks that the Ordnance map is not to be trusted exactly for the position of 
thisvillage, 

Sankababamanallub ; — 10 miles east of IJdamalpdt. There is an old Siva temple here^ with 
inscriptions. One is dated S.6. 1175 (A.D. 1253) and records a gift of lands to the temple by a Chola 
king. The other is undated, but recorcb a gift of lands to the temple during the reign of Tiriunala 
Nayakka of Madura. 
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^BAMADETi ; — 11 miles north-north-east of U4amalp6t. Three old temples dedioated to diva, 
Yishnu, and a viUage goddess. The first is in ruins. 

Tbihubti K5vil ; — 11 miles south-west of XJ(j[amalpdt, 2^ miles east-south-east of Puxrpi (q.v,) 
Mr. Walhouse (Ind. Ant. Ill, 34, 36) desorihes a remarkable sculpture here. The village (Kurumalai) 
lies high up on the slopes of the Anamalai hills, 2,000 or 3,000 feet above the sea. It is di£Seult of 
aooess, and is seldom or never visited by Europeans. The inhabitants are Malaiparaiars, a hill tribe. At 
the bottom of a valley is a sculpture, on an immense boulder 40 feet hi^h. ^' There was indistinctly 
engraved the outline of a personage sitting with hands and feet folded in front, and wearing a tau 
mitre ; on each side of it was another figure, very indistinct^ and smaller than the central ; but the whole 
group was not in a perpendicular, but a horizontal position, with heads to the east ; the outlines were 
all much worn and seemed very old, and being so h^h up (about 27 feet) could only with difficulty be 
discerned. Beneath, at the bottom of the bouMer, there was a step, and over it an emblem I could not 
make out, engraved on the rock^ and copioushr smeared with oil. None but a Brahman might approach 
it dosely. A ceremony is held there every Sunday.^' There is a stone-bnilt chuttrum CK>se by, and, 
near this, eight stone images surrounding a stone pillar. The natives call this place the TrimHrti Kdvily 
but Mr. Wuhouse suspects the group to be Buddhist (possibly JainP). Mr. Walhouse thinks that the 
Ordnance map is not to be implicitly trusted for the position of the viUage of Kurumalai. 
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THE NILGIRI HIH.S. 

The antiquarian interest in these >n'11fl principally oentres round the rude stone monuments which 
abound here, situated generally on commanding situations on the summits of hills and ridges. Mr. 
Breeks {Prim. TribeSy p. 73) writes as follows : — " The * finds * in the cairns, as far as intrinsic value is 
concerned, seem to verify the Badaga proverb, which estimates as follows the value of land in its four 
ndda (divisions), Todandd four annas, PeranganOd three annas, MekanOd two annas, KundanSd one 
anna. The best of the bronzes and weapons have certainly been found in Todanad^ and Perangan&d 
ranks next. The result of our researches has had quite the effect of raising or depressing our expecta- 
tion of a * find ' in accordance with the Badaga value of the na4 in which the cairn is situated/' 

Mr. Breeks' summary of the results of his discoveries (on pp. 93, &c.j) is of great interest. 

Some of the older azdrama, or funeral circles as now used by the Todas, have been opened and 
found to contain weapons, pottery^ &c. — {Prim. Tribes, 96, 97.)

Mr. Fergusson in his 
Rude Stone Monuments Cpp. 465-609), treats of Indian cromlechs and dounens, and in pp. 472-3 and 483 specially refers to the Nllgiri 
Remains. Bishop CaldweU's Comparative Grammar of the Dravidian Languages contains a number of valuable notes, prindp^y 
linguistic and ethnological on the tribes of these hiUs. (See the Index for reference.) In J.B.B.B.A.S. lU, Part II, p. 50, will 
be found a short paper by the Rev. Dr. Schmidt on the Origin of the Nllgiri Languages ; and there is anotilier short paper with 
vocabulary by Dr. Stevenson in the same Journal I, 165. Colonel Meadows Taylor's papers in J.B.B.R.A.S. (III, Part II, 179 ; 
and lY, 380), pubUshed in 1851 and 1862, on the oaims, cromlechs, and other remains in the Niz&m's dominions may be consulted 
with advantage.] 



nambolukOd amsham. 

Bolibetta; — 10 miles north of Ghi4alur^ and 11 miles north-west of Tippakadu, on the road 
from Ghi4alnr to Maisur. On the summit of the hill are three dobnens. 

BoMABAYAN KoviL ; — 16 milos north-west of Ootacamund, 7 miles east-north-east of Nambolnkod 
{Numbolykotah Bomaroyen Kavif). Not far from here, viz., on tiie north side of the road from GhKjaltir to 
Tippukadu and about a mile to the east of the Biddera Hulla river is a group of anoient tombs, buried 
paruy under an aocumulation of vegetable matter. Thej have been much demolished for road and 
bridge making. 

Chikka' Nai^xj (The Chicka Nullah) ; — At the north-east comer of the amsham. At the junction 
of the *' Chicka Nullah" and MoySir rivers on the Maisur frontier is a temple with inscriptions. 

Devala ; — ^^8 miles south-west of Nambolukod. {Devalakottah.) 3 miles west of this settlement, on 
the western slopes of the mountains, are a large number of veiy ancient mining shafts. They are 70 or 
80 feet deep, and sometimes so close together that it is positively dangerous to walk through the jungle. 
Old forest trees are to be. seen growing out of them. They were thus described in a letter to a daily 
newspaper in 1880 : — 

^' Nothing strikes the stranger more on a first ride round Devalah than the extent and variety of 
the old native gold workings. There are miles of country where almost every stone has been turned 
over, hillsides entirely sluiced away, mountain slopes simply honey-combed with shafts, remains of old 
aqueducts, adits, and bunds. It is difficult now to obtain intelligible information as to when and by 
whom these enormous operations were carried on. The existing caste of gold workers are the Korumbars, 
but they confine themselves entirely to alluvial washings. When questioned they tell you of a tradition 
which yet lives among them of a caste of hiUmen called Yehdahs, who existed somewhere in the dim 
azure of the past, and by whose hands all these wonderful quarryings were carried out. But they can- 
not fix the date of their extinction, or in fact furnish any reliable particulars about them. The pre- 
ponderance of testimony seems to point to the conclusion that the old mines must have been of great 
antiquity. Mr. Fegler mentioned to me that he had seen felled a gigantic old forest tree certainly 
several hundred years of age, and that under the roots were found the remains of the mouth of an old 
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working. Not the least ourious f aot in connection with tliis inquii^ is that the old native miners wonld 
appear to have been undoubtedly oonyersant with the use of quicksilver. The method adopted by them 
seems to have been to select the most likely lookine pieces of the broken quartz, and then having washed 
these, to reduce them to a fine powder by means of a heavy stone roller which was worked by two men 
on the surface of a flat scooped-out bit of granite. This powder was then again washed and afterwards 
burnt, so as to release the sulphur, a small globule of quicksilver being finally introduced to take up the 
^old. The amalgamated mercury and gold were then placed on a heated iron plate^ the former escaping 
m the shape of vapour, while the latter remained in its pure state.'' 

Higlikal; — A village in the Mu4umalai Forest (see HupuMALAi). There is a stone here, carved 
with a figure of Hanumdn. 

Jainbubnbetta ; — 10 miles north of Gte4&1^9 8 miles north-west of Tippak&4^9 on the road from 
GhldaltLr to MaisQr. At the foot of the hill is a dolmen surrounded by a stone circle. 

KussuBU ;— 4 miles south-west of QtL<)alur. A ruined fort and a stone with some curious marks, 
disoovered lately by an Officer of the Revenue Survey. 

MuBUHALAi ; — 7} miles north of GhQiJalf^y 5i miles north-west of Tippaka4u, on the road from 
Qtl(j[alOr to Maistlr. {Mtutumullay.) A deserted Brahmanical temple in good preservation. It is in the 
foreet, ^^ 2 or 3 miles crom the forest workshops.'' 

MuBUPiiirMALAi ; — 6 miles west by north of GHldaltlr. (Murpenmudy,) At ^* Annakul Totum," near 
hfiire, is an ancient carved stone with a figure of a god or a goddidss. 

CHfiBANROD AMSHAM.

Ohe&aiibapi ; — 28 miles west-north-west of Ootacamund. {Cheyramhady.) At the " Sholah Mullah" 
Coffee Estate, near Maip§4i9 are some ancient rude-stone burying-places. Pottery and glass beads 
were found in them. '^ ICound about the chatties were placed several small pieces of perfectly transluoent 
quartz. No arms or coins of any kind were found." «

Anekobai ; — 6 nules north of Ootacamund, It must be near, this village that the remaina noted 
by Colonel ConneVe as lying on a ridge between Ootacamund and ^' Chinna Coonoor " {Kumr) axe to be 
found. He styles the remains '^ architectural," and states that the ridffe is '< covered with " them. '^ At 
the northern extremity of it is a circular hollow, from the area whereof rise several stones once eatHrding 
an altar. The altar, a monolith of vast dimensions, has been removed by violence from its pedestal, at 
the foot of which it now lies/' {Madras Jowmai XIY, 96.) 

BiLiKAMBB*; — On ^e borders of^the Parangin&d, 7 miles east-north-east of Ootacamund. A barrow 
opened by Mr. Breeks yielded articles of potteiy, bronsse, cr^tal, horn, gold, an iron collyrium rod^ 
some glass beads, &c. {Prim. Tribes, 88. 89 ; Plates XL m.o., aU g.g.g.) 

BiLUKAL HcLL ; — 5 miles north of Ootacamund. Mr. Breeks opened five cairns here, findingsome 
goodpotte^, bronzes, iron implements, gold beads and earrings, &c. {Prim. Tribes^ 83, 84, and Flates 
JLh ojn., aLI g.g.g.h., XUal, 279.) * - 

EIambatti ; — 5 miles east of Ootacamund. Mr. Breeks opened a barrow here, finding a quantity 
of pottery with figures on tiie lids. {Prim. TribeSy 90 ; Plates XXXVI ccf Ji.o., XXXVlI b.d.e.g.h., 
XXXVIII e.k.) 

Xbhteri ; — 34 miles north-east of Ootacamund. {Kenthara.) On the hill called Yermibeffa^ Mr. 
Breeks opened a cairn, and found pottery figures, iron implements, and bronze vessels. {Prim. Tribes j 
78, 79; Plates XL g., XLI. b.c.d.) 

EoNABBTTA Pbak ; — 6 milcs north of Ootacamund. {Kombetta.) Mr. Breeks opened two cairns 
here and found a large pot with bones and a spear-head, some iron implements, and a small bromse 
aitide. {Pnm. Tribes. 82, 83, and Plates XXXVl d., XLI f., XTJTT.) 

MIlIkota ; — (" Old Fort ") 5 miles north-west of Ootacamund near the Sigtbr Pass. {Mdllakolla.) 
An old fort in fair preservation dose to XalhattL It is one of the three principal forts of Htd Nilgiiis, 
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TTdayar&yakdta and Hulikal Durgam being the others, l^pu Sultd^n utilized this fort, calling it " Hus- 
sainab&d." (Manual^ 244.) 

MuTTANip Majtd ; — 4 miles north-west of Ootacamund just at the head of the Sigtlr G-hat. On 
the right of the ibad are two or three groups of stone oiroles believed by Mr. Breeks to be of consider- 
able antiquity, as opposed to the modem Toda dsdrdma or burial-circles. {Manual^ 238. Breeks' 
Primitive Tribes^ 99, and notef,) This place would probably repay careful examination were the oiroles 
dug deep enough. 

NlpuBETTA ; — ^A high hill near Brikpatti Man4 at the north-east comer of the upper plateau of the 
Todau&d, 9^ miles north-east of Ootacamund. Four cairns were examined by Mr. JSreeks. One has 
been*tumed into a survey station. Pottery was found, iron implements and a handsome bronze vase. 
(Prim. Tribes, 76, 77, 78; Plates XXXVI b.k.m., XXXVII a.c.k.l., XXXVIII o.h.) Amongst the 

S)ttery were three human figures of quite a new type, which Mr. Breeks imagines to represent 
uddnists. 

NanjanIi) Chattbam ; — 6 miles south-west of Ootacamund. (Nanjanaad.) Near here, according 
to Colonel Congreve, is a low round hiU with remarkable excavations round its base like an entrenched 
camp. 

Ootacamund ; — On the northern slope of the ridge of hills that shelters Ootacamund on the north, 
just to the north of General Baker's estate, on a spur to the west of the track from St. Stephen's Churcli 
to Marliman4, is a rock with a worn-out inscription surrounding a sort of cup. Only two letters can 
now be read, and these appear to be Tamil. Inquiry was made in the Commissioner's Office, but without 
result. Nothing appears to be known about it amongst the T54a or other inhabitants of iJie hills. It 
was accidentally discovered in May 1881 by Dr. Griffitn Evans. 

Mr. Henry Sullivan (O.S.) informs me that when his father, Mr. John Sullivan, was digging the 
foundations of the house on the hill to the south of the lake now called Bishopsdown, s^out the 
year 1827, he discovered a ^Id Bomeoi coin, which is now in the possession of Sir Walter Elliot. 

In the valley behind Bishopsdown and FemhiU, called by the natives PUnthat, are some ancient 
» gold- workings. 

" Half way down the north side of Dodabetta" Hill, according to Colonel Congreve {Madras Journal 
XrV, 83) is an ancient circular hypcethral temple, consisting of a double ring of stones, the interior 
diameter being 16 yards. The entrance is from the south side between two large monoliths. A still 
smaller circle inside waa the adytum. 

In the same paper (pages 97, 98) Colonel Congreve describes a number of interesting remains at Fair- 
lawns (see also Manual, 243). This is a ravine running south from close to Ootacamund. The writer 
states that, 3 miles from the station on both sides of the road, on the top of a hill over which the road 
passes, is an ancient fortified position, with lines of parapets and a circular mound at the top. 250 yards 
i&rther on, at a point where the hiU turns north-west, there are more. Below this is a clearing. On 
the north side of the clearing is an ancient circular wall enclosing a space occupied by double and single 
rings of stones. Below this is another old circular wall overgrown with jungle. Facing the latter, and 
on the opposite side of the stream is a mass of rock projecting x>ut of the side of '' one cairn hill." A 
circle of stones surroimds its base, and slabs lean against the rock. This rock was an altar. Below are 
indications of ancient buildings. There are similar mounds at the base of the lawn as far as where the 
stream takes a new direction to the east. There are ruins in the wood. Between the stream and the 
fortified hill is an open space, flat, with long rows of ruined walls forming streets, and square foundations 
of buildings. Two mounds were opened and found to be the foundations of regularly built walla, the 
superstructure having fallen down in heaps. The extent of the ruins is half a mile. The forts seem 
to have protected the town in the valley. 

All this is taken from Colonel Congreve's description. ' Mr. Grigg (Manual, 243) thinks that the 
rAnaiQS are those of an ancient village of gold-diggers, '^ for in this and other offshoots of the Nanjanftd 
vaUeymay be seen mounds of earth along the banks of the streams where the soil has been washed for 
gold.'' l?his would account for the presence of a strong fort, under shelter of which the village may 
have sprung up." little is to be seen now of the remains apparently so clearly traceable in 1847, but 
the quartz heaps in the valley near the stream seem clearly to indicate the presence of ancient gold- 
workings, traces of which abound on the hills, the Wynaad, and the Western Co^. (See Mr. Walhouse's 
Paper in Ind: Ant. IV, 151.) 

At Ebgodu Mand (marked in the school maps as Ergodu mand) on the north-west of Ootacamund, 
between the house called '^ Monte Bosa " and Marlimang. was a cairn which Mr. Breeks opened. It 
yielded pottery and burnt-clay figures. (Prim. Tribes, 73 ; Plates XXXVII b, XL j, XLI 2.) 
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Not far from Sylk's Hotel '^ at the top of a long steep dope leading downwards towards the valley 
and ridge between Malimand (Mdlya Mwnd) and the head of the Signr Ghh&t", are the remains of an 
ancient stone breastwork. (Mr. Walhouse in Ind. Ant. lY, 162.) 

PaikIra ; — 8 miles west of Ootaoamund. Near the Tirijdri l[an4 is an isolated ancient stone circle. 
{Manual, 238. Pnm, Tribes^ 100.) 

Sholur ; — 9 miles north-west of Ootacamund. An important group of cromleohs, with sculptures 
of the naruii and Ungam^ and male and female figures. (manuaJ, 239. Mr. Breeks' Primitive Tribes, 
101 ; Pktes XUV, XLV, XLVI, XLVII, XLVIII.) 

Mr. Breeks opened a cairn near Shdlur, finding an iron sickle and some pottery ; and another near 
the Dunsandle tea plantation, with similar remains. {Prim. Tribes, 79.) 

On the Kupasingal Hill, west of Sholtir, a cairn yielded pottery, bones, a cylindrical bead of white 
stone, and some ^' semi-transparent beads." {Prim. Tribes, 80.) The latter beads have been declared 
to be glass. 

At Tam&t Hand {Taranaad) near Sh5ltlr, Mr. Breeks found, in three cairns of the draw-weU kind, 
some pottery vessels, an iron bell) spear heads, a chain, a razor, a sickle, &c., with a hone of agate. And 
between Tamat Man4 CMad Sh5ltir, in a cairn on a hill, he found similar remains, with burnt bones. 
{Prim. Tribes, 81, 82.) Some beads in the last are said to show a considerable advance in art. 

At Torigbdu Mand, west of SholOr, a cairn was opened by Mr. Breeks, yielding pottery and beads 
(some nearly three inches long) of agato. {Prim. Tribes, 82.) He opened a barrow which contained also 
a spear-head. {Id. 91.) 

On Kovilbetta Hill, west of Sholtir a barrow was opened with unimportant results. (Prim, Tribes, 
90.) 

On Hillava-Kunde Hill, west of ShdlOr, Mr. Breeks opened a barrow, finding a xuzor, a sickle, some 
spear-heads, a handsome dagger, &c. (Prim. Tribes, 91 ; i^late XLin, 227.) 

On a range of hills east of Shdltir, a barrow was opened resulting in the find of some bronze 
implements and pottery, but not much of value. {Prim. Tribes, 92») 

Sio^ Ghat (The) ; —North of Ootaoamund. Near the foot of the pass is an important group of crom- 
lechs. (See Madras Journal XHI, Part 11, 51.) At the head of the pass is a fortification consisting of 
a wall joining two circles. (Mr. Walhouse in Ind. Ant. IV, 161.) 

TuNERi ; — 5 miles north-east of Ootaoamund (8 by road). Near this place is a mountain called 
Chiketnavoibetfa {'' mountain with a small slope "). Mr. Breeks opened two cairns on this hill and found 
pottery, iron implements, and the beautiful bronze vases now in the Madras Museum. CPri^- Tribes, 74 : 
Plates XU a.k., XTJT a,, XLHI.) 

Another mountain called Cfuliiolabetta Q* hill with a jungle in a ditch ") had several caims and 
barrows on the top. {Prim. Tribes, 75, 87, 88.) Mr. Breeks found rough pottery in these, with some 
metal lamps or vessels, and an iron sickle. (Plato XXXYIH ^^ XTiTTIi) 

On Kunhdkkilahetta ('^hiU of small birds '') was an intoresting cairn containing " an old half -decayed 
tree, which measured nine feet two inches in circumference at three feet from the ground." " Consider- 
ing that the jungle trees of the Nilgiris are of very slow growth, this must have been very old. " (p. 
76, note,) The roots of the tree completely filled the cairn *' leaving hardly a square inch unoccupied.^ 
Fragments of pottery and one small pot were found in it. {Prim. Tribes, 76.) 

Two miles north of the Mission Bungalow at Ttineri, near a deserted village named Neddilu, a bar- 
row opened by Mr. Breeks yielded iron weapons of excellent workmanship, ornamented with metal 
inlaymg work. {Prim. Tribes, 89; Plate XLlU, Nos. Ill, 112, 113, 192.) 

PAKANGINlD. 

AcHENNA ;^-3 miles east of Kotagiri. A group of 12 dolmens, sculptured with figures of warriors 
and women, at the extremity of a field beyond fiie ^age, and overlooking the ravine. They are men- 
tioned by Colonel Congreve {Madras Journal XIY, No. 32. See also Manual, *^40, and Mr. Breeks' 
Primitive Tribes, p. 104, and Plates LXVI, LXVII, LXVIII). Mr. Breeks considered them some of 
the finest on the hills. Some have been built into a oattle-kraal. (For plan see Mr. Breeks' Plate 
XLIV a.) 

Bblliki ; — ^Near the foot of the Croonoor GhAt north of the Ealftr. Two highly interesting rock-cut 
caves, partly natural, partly artificial. (Colonel Oongreve's Paper in the Madras Journal 'XIY, No. 32.) 
The caves have several branch chambers. The roofs and f a9ade bear rough paintings of men and 
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aniinalH ; and there are three groupB of rough soratoheB (Mr. Breeks' Primitive TribeSj Plates LXXX, 
LXXXI, TiXXXTT) whioh have been imamked to be some unknown oharaoters of an inscription. 
Compare, howeyer, Mr. Breeks' Plate LXXaII with the illustrations (66 and 67) on pp. 206, 207 of 
Mr. f^erffusson's " Bude Stone MonutnentSy^ which represent rock scratches at New Orange in Ireland. 
The siinuarity of idea is at once apparent. Colonel Congreve states that many of the figures represented 
in the caves are Buddhist or Jaina in character. He thinks that isome '* old Pali '' letters are to be 
seen engraved on the rock-face. 

*' £i the Belliki Yallej '' are three rock inscriptions, according to Colonel Congreve, which should 
be examined. (Bee Mr. Breeks' Primitive Tribes^ Plates XLIY a, and Manual ^ the NUagiri JSt/br, 
280.) The jiecond cave is difficult to get at, but it repays the trouble spent in reaching it. Near it are 
the remains of a hypoethral circular temple with some rude sculptures and line ornaments or scratches. 

CooNOOB {Kwnm) ; — ^Mr. Walhouse describes, in the Indian Antiquary II, 277^ a cairn opened by 
him in 1848, on the top of a high hill, just above where the roads from Ootacamund, Coonoor, and 
El5tagiri meet. It was a cairn with a well 6 feet deep, which, being cleared, was found to contain an 
erect stone 4 feet high. " Whether this had any lingam, or other significance, I cannot say." (W). 
Only a few terracotta figures were f oimd in it. 

Colonel Congreve, in the Madras Journal XTV, 88, writes of a cairn which he opened at a spot 6 miles 
south of Coonoor, yielding a quantity of pottery figures. But I am unable to ascertain its exact locality. 

DoPD7BU ; — 2 or 3 miles from Kdtagiri. There are a number of cromlechs here, and the remains of 
a large village over^wn with jungle. Only one cromlech is sculptured. (Primitive TribeSf 103, and 
Plates LX,TiXT, iSai. Plan in Plate XLIV a.) 

H'lat&ru ; — ^North of Kdtagiri, *^ low on the slopes between Kotagiri and Edcjandd-" A group of 
sculptured cromlechs. (Primitive IHbeSy l!t)4. Plates aLIY a, T<XTX, TiXX, LXXI^ LXXTL Manual j 
240.) • 

Jatakakambb ; — 1 mile from Do44^3^ cmd 1 from Achenna. A single sculptured cromlech, the site 
of an annual sacrifice by the Kurumbars. (Primitive Tribes 103, Plates XTJV a, TiXTTT, LXIY. 
Manualy 240.) 

Kakusi-; — 6 miles from Eotagiri. Two sculptured cromlechs. (Primitive Tribes 104, Plates XTJV, 
LXXIII, LXXIV. Manual, p. 240.) 

EdBANip ; — 7 miles north-north-east of £otagiri, 14 miles east-north-east of Ootacamund. Three 
cairns of rubble-stones were^pened by Mr. Breeks. Binds ; — good pottery, a gold jewel, a bronze basin 
gracefully shaped, &c. (Prtmitive TribeSj 86, 87.) 

K5TAGIBI ; — 17 miles east of Ootacamund. (Rotergherry). On the slopes, close to the site of the 
ruined fort of XJdayaraya, are a number of holed dolmens, or free-standing kistvaens with holes on one 
side. (Manual^ 237-8.) These may be the same as the group mentioned by Colonel Congreve. (See 
under Upatarava Fobt). In the jungle at the head of the pass is a perfect two-celled dolmen^ described 
by Major W. Boss Ejng in a paper on '^ The Aboriginal T^bes of the Nilgiri Hills," printed in No. I of 
the Journal of Anthropology. 

NmuouLA ; — 13 miles east-north-east of dbtacamund. Mr. Breeks opened a cairn here, finding 
some good metal implements, as weU as pottery. {Primitive Tribes, 85.) 

POTGUNiBSTTA HiLL ; — North of Kotagiri, not far from Eakora, on the road from Eotagiri to Eo^a- 
na4* There are three barrows here. They were opened by Mr. Breeks, and yielded pott^, bronzes, 
weapons, and implements of iron, &c, besides *^ minute fragments of silk, rapidly crumblmg, but showing 
the silky texture very plainly." (Primitive Tribes 92, 93.) 

TJpAYARATA FoBT ; — 6 milcs east of Eotagiri, on the slopes of the hills. An ancient fort, of which 
the site is known, though no remains now exist. Tradition says that it belonged to a powerful B&ja, and 
was afterwards utilized by Haidar 'All. The name would seem to imply that it belonged to one of tiie 
Hindu lUtjas of Maistlr, or possibly a local chief. (See Mr. Bice's Mysore and Coorg I, 240, and Note.)Ji 
the former, it would seem ti^t its date must be subsequent to the close of the f ourteendi century. This 
fort, Mslskdta, and Hulikal Durgam were considered the three most important Nilgiri forts. Colonel 
Congreve, in the Madras Journal ^Literature and Science (XIV, No. 32), called this fort *^ Adi-raer-oottav, 
and mentioned some stone buildmgs as existing in 1847. He noted that ** one mile beyond '' the tai 
were some holed dolmens on a^level spot on the slope of a hill rising out of a deep ravine. Mr. Breeka

notioes these in his Primitive Tribes (p. 106^ Plate LXXYI), writing of them as kistvaens. 
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M£?KUNAp. 

BIgasuran Kota ; — Colonel Gongreve defloribes the fort here, situated on a hifi^h point of the Nileiris 
on the south side of the Ooonoor Valley. Local inquiry oonfiims his acoount. It is situated on a high 
peak oommanding the entrance to the Coonoor pass, west of the valley, near Kolflr. 

Ganganaghikki Eota ; — ^A fort, measuring five or six hundred yards in length by one or two 
hundred yards in breadth, overlooking the Coonoor Ohftt It is mentioned by Colonel Congreve, who 
describes the way to reach it thus ; — 3 miles south-south-west to Hulikal^ thence east 4 nules to ^* Keroot- 
tah." Thence 2 miles through the forest to the fort. The fort was called Saiaddbdd by Tipu Sidt&n. 
Above Eeroottah are 3 cromlechs, not yet opened. 

HuLTKAL DuRGAM ; — ^7^ milcs south-east of Ootacamund, and 2} miles south-west of Coonoor. The 
principal object of interest here is the old fort commanding the Coonoor G-hftt and the low country. It 
18 said to have been used by Tipu Sultftn, and it is one of the three principal forts of the Nilgiris, with 
IT^ayar&ya Eota and Mftldkota. Near this place is or was a large five-celled dolmen {Manual^ 241). 
It is described bv Mr. Walhouse and figured in the Indian Antiquary IE, 275. The five dolmens must 
have been very fine ones. They were profusely sculptured, and were very perfect. {Madras Journal 
XIV, 120, New Series IV, 119). Between 1849 and 1866, the years of Mr. Walhouse's two visits, the 
whole had been destroyed, ^' every stone overthrown and lying scattered around.'' The village near which 
it was found is called Nidi Man4. 

Katteri ; — 5 miles south of Ootacamund. (Kautari.) Between this place and Coonoor, a stone circle 
(described by Mr. Walhouse in Indian Antiquary II, 276) yielded a large find of iron weapons (figured 
opposite p. 277) which were foimd embedded in a thick layer of charcoal. They were wonderfully clean 
and p^ect. On Major Sweet's plantation is a group of sculptured cromlechs. (Manual, 240.) Mr. Breeks 
excavated them, and foimd some metal implements. 

MiLTO ; — 8 miles south of Ootacamund. A large ^;roup of cromlechs and sculptured memorial stones 
(vlrakal). On one, which appears to commemorate a violent death from a tu;er, and the sati saoonfice of 
the deceased's Wife, is an inscription in rough Tamil characters. It was deciphered by Dr. Pope, who 
doubtfully read the date 6.6. 1518 (A.D. 1596). It is one of the few known inscriptions on tibese hills. 
There are two principal groups of . cromlechs, and one detached one. In the middle of the groups is a' 
circular enclosure, seemingly a small barrow, of which Mr. Breeks writes : it is '^ the onlv instance Iknow 
on the Nilagiris of a barrow in proximity to cromlechs." Mr. Breeks intended to have opened this, 
and it is deserving of attention. The Editor writes : ^^ Not onlv is its situation with regard to the 
cromlechs unique, out it appears by a pencil note (of Mr. Breeks ) that the single slab lay east and 
west, corresponding in this respect with the kistvaens and chambered tumuU of the pla ins, but not with 
any other Nilagiri barrow." (Breeks' Primitive Tribes, 102-8, and Plates XLlV, XUX to LIX. 
Manual 240.) 

Mjkbri ; — 6 miles south-west of Ootacamund. (Meekari,) A fine barrow at this place was opened 
by Dr. Jaffor, of Berlin, in 1876, in the presence of the Rev. W. Stokes of the Basel Mission, who 
expresses me opinion that it was not sufiiciently examined. Fragments of pottery only were found. 

TuDUR ; — ^An abandoned village to the west of Kolakambe, Mr. Stanes' Coffee Plantation, about 6 
miles south of Ootacamund. Mr. Stokes, of the Basel Mission, telk me that there are '' quite a number 
of slabs with figures carved on them." One stone has 20 male and female figures. Others less. The 
Badagas have given up the ceremonies they used to perform before these stones. The sculptures have, 
I believe, never been examined or even noted by any explorer. 

KUNDAINAp (THE KXJNDAH8.) 

Avalanche ; — Near the " Avalanche Bungalow," 10 miles south-west of Ootacamund, on the 
eastern slopes of ihe Kundah Hills are some, but not many, groups of cairns and barrows. 

Enikal Manb ; — On the road from Ootacamund to ErOrmand (Croormund) west of the road, near 
Enikal Mand. Mr. Bl^ks opened here a cairn of the draw-well pattern finding eleven potis and 
fragments of pottery. (Primitive Tribes, 85, and Plate XXXIX a. a. b.) 

Melkunda; — 12 miles south-south-west of Ootacamund. A sculptured cromlech, surrounded by 
others unsculptured. It was full of water-worn stones {D^va-kotta-kallu) placed there as votive offerings. 
{Primitive Tribes, 105. Manual, 240.) 
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SOUTH CANARA DISTRICT. 

This is the most northern of the distriots on the Western Coast. Its history is substantially the same 
as that of Malabar/ and the same traditions are current regarding its origin. The anoient kingdom 
or group of kingdoms extended from GK)a (G-okarna), 46 miles north of the most northern point of South 
Cemara, to the southernmost point of the peninsula. (Buchanan gives a sketch of its histoiy in his 
Volume II, p. 268.) 

There are a number of Jains still residing in the district, and the old Jain temples are amongst the 
most remarkable objects of interest in the Presidency. The worship of BhutaSy or devils, abounds, as also 
the worship of the serpent, and there are a number of snake-stones and mrakala to be found abnost in 
every village. 

An interesting tribe is that of the MaildrSy a race who are admitted to have once been the rulers of 
the country, but who are now veiy degenerate, and only to be found in the jungles near the ^h&ts. 
Their weapons are bows and arrows and spears. The Soppu KaragdrSy a jungle tribe prevalent m the 
Kdsaragod Taluk, are also deserving of notice. They dress in leaves only, lorming a sort of apron from 
the waist to the thigh ; and their language is said to be peculiar. 



COONDAPOOR TALUK. 

Baid^b ;*16 miles north of Coondapoor. {By door.) Temples and sculptures. There is a drawing 
of them in Volume II of the Mackenzie Collection. 

CooNDAPOoB {Kunddpura) ; — 56 miles north of Mangalore. Head-quarters of the Division. There 
is an old fort here. Some old brass lamps were dug up some years ago dose to the Head Assistant 
Collector's house when preparing foundations for a house ; and in 1872 a silver saddle was similarly 
found. The fort was probably bmlt by the Rajas of Bedntir (or Nagar). '^ About a mile inland from 
the present embouchure of the Eundapur river stands the town of ^arcelore, the supposed Baraoe of 
Ptolemy, a place of great traffic in former times with Arabia and Egypt, and which is supposed to have 
stood on the old embouchure of the river before the land gained upon the sea." (Captain Newbold in 
J.A.S.B. XV, 226.) Besides the old fort there is a battery built by Haidar. Captain Newbold 
mentions a temple with an inscription near it, but the CoUector^s list of antiquities omits mention of any 
inicoription. 

HATTtYANGADi. — On the north bank of the Coondapoor river, 4 miles east of Coondapoor. At the 
temple of LokandtheSmra are seven granite slabs with inscriptions : —

VuppusTDA ; — 16 miles north of Coondapoor. (Oopoonda.) At the temple of Durgd are 3 inscriptions 
on stones :—• 

(1.) 6.6. 1338 (A.D. 1416). Grant by " Paramedvara Sri Vira Prat&pa," an XJ^aiyftr of Barkur, 

and Bamanatha B&ja of Vuppunda. The first name consists simply of the latter part of 

the titles generally assumed oy the Vijayanagar sovereigns. If one of these is intended 

it is probaoly Bukka II. 

(2.) 6.6. 1367 (A.D. 1445). Grant by Viradeva Raya of Vijayanagar, and an U4aiyar of Barkur.

Belfru, in the N&lvatan&d M&gane ; — 17 miles north of Udipi. In the inner pr&kAra of the 
^iva temple is a Ganarese inscription of ^A. 1483 (A.D. 1561), testifying to a grant made by Mahadeva 
n4aijd.r to the temple. 

BramhIvAba ; — 7 miles north of Udipi. (Brummatcara,) In the village of NidampaUi in the 
pr&kftra of the temple of iSankara Ndrdyana is an inscription in Ganarese, dated 8.6. 1325 ( A.D. 1403) 
recording a grant to the temple. 

Ellari, in the Yeravattura Magane ; — 18 miles east of Udipi. In the inner prftkara of the temple 
of Jandrdana are two stones bearing inscriptions ; — on&i of 6.6. 1371 (A.D. 1449) recording a grant oy 
a private person to a Jain temple, the other dated 8.8. 1379 (A.D. 1457), evidencing a grant to the 
temple of Jandrdana. 

Hanehall[ ; — The old town of Barktir, 9 miles north by east of Udipi. In the village of Hosal, in 
the wall of a matham, are inscriptions dated 6.8. 1444 (A.D. 1522) and 6.6. 1447 (A.!). 1525) recording 
grants to the temple of Oopindtha. In the inner pr&kara of the temple in the Monegar Street is an 
mscription of 6.8. 1312 (A.D. 1390) evidencing a grant to Brahmans by a private person. In the 
principal village, in the prak&ra of the temple of VUvandthay is an inscription of 6.6. 1352 (A.D. 1430) ; 
and in the hamlet of Bhandrimatham is one of 6.8. 1305 (A.D. 1383), recording grants for charitable and 
religions purposes. 

Karkala ; — 25 miles north of Mangalore. Bungalow on the high road. (KarkulL) The well-known 
Jain statue and group of temples. Tcie former is 41 feet 5 inones high, and is a monolith. It was 
erected, according to an inscription on it, in A.D. 1432. Only three of these great monolithic Jain statues 
are known to exist, the others being at Sr&vana Belgola in Maisrr, and VSnur or Yenur in South Ganara. 
This one represents Bdhubalin, son of YrishabhanAtha, the first of the Tirthankeuras, and was erected 
by Vira Pftndya.* 

The principal basti is an elaborately sculptured building whose forms very closely follow those of 
wooden originals, as do most of the structures of the Western Goast. This, to an ordinary visitor, is 
especially noticeable on the roof. The pillars of the mandapam and the base of the handsome monolithic 
pillar in front are beautifully sculptured. The de8ifl:ns of some of the figure sculptures are purely 
Yaishnava — e.g.j Vishnu on the garuda^ the boy Krishna with the serpent, Ac. The scroll-work and the 
devices on some of the square pillar bases are admirably designed ; amongst others an intricately twisted 
rope-ornament, and a geometncal pattern strongly recalling to mind that in constant use on J apanese 
pottery, of which the matrix is the svaatika. On one of the piUar-shafts is a band like the plaits of a 
woman's hair.

At the Anai^PBt Padmandbha temple is a fine group of four deities carved out of a single block of 
granite. ^ 

There are several inscriptions at and near the temple, all in Ganarese : —

(4.) 6.6. 1853 (A.D. 1432). To the east of the colossal statue. Grant by Vira Fftn4ya. 
(5.) 6.6. 1508 (A.D. 1586). At the west gate of the Chaturmukha Basti. Ghrant by Bhairava 

B&ja. 
(6.) 6.6. 1346 (A.D. 1424). At the east of the Vardnga Basti. Grant by Deva Rftya of Vijaya- 
nagar.

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JCBBAVAiB ; — 26 miles east-south-east of U4ipi, 8 miles east of Kdxkala. In the prinoipal village, in 
the yard of the Jaina temple, is an inscription in Old Canareee dated 6.6. 1083 (A.D. 1161). It 
records a grant by KumAra Kftya, but^ beyond this^ little can be made out. 

Mabane, in the Murura M&gane ; — 16^ miles east of Uc^piy ^ miles north of K&rkala. (Murrana.) 
In a rice-field, near the hamlet of the Koragars, is a stone bearing a Canarese inscription of 6.6. 13<M. 
(A.D. 1409) recording a grant by some chiefs to the Jain temple at B&rkur. 

MiTARA^ in the Aidura Ma^^e ; — 24 miles east-south-east of TJ4ipi. In a rice-field, near the 'house 
of Yenkata B&ma Bhatta, is an inscription on a stone. It is in Canarese, and is dated 6.6. 1307 (A.D. 
1385). It records a grant to a 6iTa temple by a private person. 

MuLLUB, in the K&ppa M&gane ; — 10| miles south of T74ipi. {Mooloor Caup). In thepr&kara of 
the old temple of Jandrdana is an inscription recording a treaty made between the chiefs of Yelltbru and 
Kappa in 6.6. 1421 (A.D. 1499). 

Nallub, in the AidOra Mftmne ; — 24 miles east-south-east of Udipi. (NuUoor.) In a ricNd-field to 
the east of the house of Narana I^ivani is an inscription in Canarese on a stone. It is dated 6.6. 1218 
( A.D. 1296) and records a grant by a private person to a Jam temple. 

Yaranoa, in the Sivapura Majs^ane ; — 15} miles east-north-east of Udipi. (Sheerpoor.) At the Jain 
temple, hercj are 3 inscriptions testifying grants to the temple ; — 

(1.) 8.6. 1436 (A.D. 1514). Grant by *' Deva Rftya Maharftya." 
(2.) 6.6. 1444 (A.D. 1522). Grant by " Chenna Bhairava." 
• (3.) 6.6. 1437 (A.D. 1515). Grant by a private person. 

Yabmal ; — 13 miles south of U4ipi. (Tet^mul.) In the prakara of the temple of Jandrdana is a 
Canarese inscription recording a grant to the temple, undated, except in the cyclic year Pingala, 

Yelluru ; — 15 miles south-east of TJdipL Four inscriptions ; — 
(1.) In the prakara of the temple. Canarese. Dated 6.6. 1409 rA.D. 1487). Grant to the temple. 
(2.) In the same prakara. 'Canarese. Dated 6.6. 1421 (A.D. 1499). Similar agreement to that 

at MuLLUR, between the chiefs of Yelltiru and Kappa. 
(3.) In the prakSxa of the temple of Viivandtha. Canarese. Dated 6.6. 1407 (A.D. 1485). Records 

a treaty made between the chiefs of Kerav&le and YellOru. ^ 
(4.) Near a weU, north of the same temple. Canarese. Dated 6.6. 1412 (A.D. 1490). Beoords 

a treaty between the chiefs of Yelluru and Aikala. 

YiRAVETTURU, in the Aidura Magane ; — 22 miles east-south-east of Udipi. In the prakara of the 
temple of Oopdla Kfiahna is an inscription in Old Canarese, dated 6.6. 1333 (A.D. 1411), perpetuating 
an agreement between the villagers for the performance of temple service. 

MANGALORE TALUK. 

Adyapadi ; — 10 miles north-north-east of Mangalore, in the Bailu Magane. In the dganam of the 
temple of Adindtheivara is an *' illegible " Old Canarese inscription. 

Adyaru ; — 7 miles east of Mangalore, in the Hargkala {HurrecuUah) Magane. Two Old Canarese 
inscriptions, " illegible," on two stones in the village. 

Aladangadi ; — 28 miles east-north-east of Mangalore. (Ullat Ungady,) 4 miles north-east of the 
Ajalar^s (Raja's) Aramane (palace) in Uie land called Kadigera^ is a slab bearing an inscription dated 
6.6. 1344 (A.D. 1422) recording a grant of land. 

Amatadi; ^A village of the Bantala {Bunt walla) Magane, 13 miles east of Mangalore, close to 

the bungalow at Bantdla. Near a field called Kanuintaya Beffu is an inscription on a stone, in Old 
Canarese characters. 

Amunajb ; 9 miles east-north-east of Mangalore. (Humfnur\fa.) An old temple of Durgd ParamH" 

van, with a Sthala Purdna called the Devi Mdhdtmya in the nossession of Rama Krishna Bhatta, of 
Adduru in the Mogaru Magane. There are eleven inscriptions here : — 
(1.) In MuS Wurg No. 4. Canarese. " Illegible.'' 
(2.) Near a field of Wurg No. 33. Do. 

(3.) On a pillar in front of the Polali temple. Do. Character unknown. 
(4.) On the dhvaja atambha of the same temple. Do. Do. 
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(5.) On the back of the image of the deity in the same temple. '' Illegible." Character unknown. 

(6.) On a stone in the dganam of the same temple. Do. Do. 

(7.) Near a field of Muli Wurg No. 61. Do. Do. 

(8.) Do. do. do. No. 53. Canarese. " Illegible." 

(9.) A similar inscription in a field belons^ing to Yenkappa Bayi, at a place called Badaka Bail, 

(10.) In a field of Muli Wurg No. 42. Onaracter unknown. 

(11.) Near a field of Muli TVurg No. 5. Canarese. " Illegible." 

Balanja^ in the Aladangadi Magane ; — 27 miles east-north-east of Mangalore. {Bullanjanj Ullat 
Ungady.) An inscription in Canarese^ dated 6.6. 1411 (A.D. 1489)^ recording a grant to the temple. It 
is in the inner dganam of the temple of PanchalingeSvara, 

Bangra Kulubu ; — 4 miles north of Mcmgalore, in the Har6kal& {Hurrecullah) Magane. Old 
Canarese inscriptionB on three stones in the village. 

Bapanad ; — 19 miles north-east of Mangalore, close to the bimealow at Mulki. An old temple of 
Durgd Parameivanj the Sthala Furdna of which is in the matham at Balkur in the n4ipi Taluk. There 
are two Old Canarese inscriptions here, one on a stone near the temple, the other near the Jain Basti. 
Both are said to be '' illegible." 

Belma ; — 5^ miles south-east of Mangalore. (Bellama,) An Old Canarese inscription in the prin- 
cipal village. 

Beluyai ; — In the Puttigai {Pootegay) Magane, 24 miles north-north-east of Mangalore, 6 miles 
north of the bungalow at Mudabidri. In a field belonging to Ummana Setti is an ^' illegible " Old 
Canarese inscription. 

BoNDAMTiLLA, in the Y&manjur {Waumunjoor) Mdgane ; — 7 miles east of Mangalore, and 2 miles 
south of the bungalow at Qurpur. in a field at a place called BarikS is an ^* illegible " inscription in 
Old Canarese characters. 

Chitrapura; — 8 miles north of Mangalore, in the Panambtir Mftgane. In the northern dganam 
of the temple of Durgd Parameivarl are four stones bearing inscriptions in Canarese characters, but 
"iUegible.'^ 

GmtPUR; — 8 miles north-east of Mangalore. Bungalow on high road. (Goorpoor.) The B&ja's 
palace, known as the ^^ matham" is an interes^g building. The windows of the old zenana are elaborately 
pierced and carved. 

Halenilla; — 4 miles north-east of Mangalore ; a small hamlet. A Canarese inscription, of which 
only the date is plain,— 6.S. 1390 (A.D. 1468),— near a field in Wurg No. 2. 

Idu ; — 28 miles north-east of Mangalore, 11 miles east-north-east of the bungalow at Mtldabidri. 
(Bed,) At a place called Jahgama Bettu is an inscription in Old Canarese characters. 

Inma;— Us miles north of Mangalore, 4 miles north-eadt of the bungalow at Mulki (Moolky), a 
village in the Mundkuru Magane. An Old Canarese inscription near the Mudda temple^ said to be 
"illegible." 

Inuvalli; — 7 miles east of Mangalore, 1 mile south of the bungalow at Faringip3ttai. An Old 
Canarese inscription in the principal viUage. 

Ieuvailu; — 16 miles east by north of Mangalore, 9 miles east of Qurpur. An old temple of Durgd 
Parameivariy with a copper-plate idsanam^ which is in the possession of Narayana Asranna, priest of the 
temple. On the eastern kattS of the temple is an inscription in "unknown characters." 

. Kadre; — 3 miles north-east of Mangalore. An old temple of Sn Mafijundiha^ the Sthala Purdna 
of which is in the possession of Narn&charya of Balebailu in the Kodiyal MeLgane. It was written on 
palmyra leaves and has been injured by fire. There are five inscriptions in this village — (I and 2) on 
two stonea near the temple, (3) west of the temple, (4) near the tank, (5) in the inner dganam of the 
temple. The last is in Malayalam characters. 

EIajeblIru ; — A village of the Barekajekdju M&gane, 22 miles ea8t^noith*east of Mangalore. An 
Old Canarese inscription in the temple of mahddem, 

Eankanadi ; — 3 miles east of Mangalore. An old temple of Pa^hali^eSmra^ the Sthala Purdna 
of which is kept by Padmanftbhayya, son of Krishnayya, a resident of the village. 

Kantavara ; — 24 miles north-north-east of Mangalore, 6 miles north of Madabidri. An old temple

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of Kanteivara, the Sthala Purdna of which is in the poflsession of the chief priest of the " Fahnar " 
Matham who usually resides at n4ipi. There are three Old Canarese insoriptions on stones near the 
kitchen of the temple, and two others in the inner dganam of the Falmar Matham. 

Karanduru ; — In the Aladangadi M&gane, 28 miles east of Manealore. ( UUatungady,) A Jain 
temple, called PdHvandtha Bastu There is a Canarese inscription on a e^Etb in the temple, dated in 6.6. 
1411 (A.D, 1489), recording a grant to the temple. In a Bhuta temple dedicated to Somandtha 
Bhuta is an inscription in Canarese recording a grant. It is undated. In the Brahman yilla^ is 
a Canarese inscription on a slab, dated 8.3. 1444 (A.D. 1522), recording a grant of land. Near SmA- 
mara Banadakatfi^ which lies sifout 2 furlongs to the east of a well known place called Perodittdydna^ is an 
inscription in characters not known to the people. 

KidiPATNA ; — ^A village of the Kela Magane, 24 miles north-east of Mangalore, 10 miles east of the 
bungalow at Mudabidri. In the Jain '^ Kelada Basti " is an Old Canarese inscription. 

ElIvALA MxiDURU ; — 22 miles east of Mangalore. The Sthala Purdna of the Kari^jeimra Devas- 
tfidnam at this place is with BamanachOrya, late headman of the village. The temple stands on lofty 
rock. 

Eavuru ; — 4 miles north-east of Mangalore, in the Ktilur Magane. An Old Canarese inscription, 
described as being '^ near a palmyra tree on a hillock to the east of one Eonchadi Sashithotathimma." 

Eavuru ; — ^5 ndles south-eai^ of Mangalore in the Eodiyd.1 Magane. A Canarese inscription on a 
stone in Wurg No. 1. A similar one near a field in Wurg No. 9. 

Eellapottigai ; — 24 miles north-etist of Mangalore, 6 miles north-east of the bungalow at Muda- 
bidri. Three Old Canarese inscriptions ; one in the Somandtha temple, one at a place called SachabetiUy 
the third in the eastern dganam of the temple of SAryandrdyana, 

Eempukaja, in the Aladangadi Magane ; — 28 miles east-north-east of Mangalore. There is a 
copper-plate inscription dated S.8. 1636 (A.B. 1714) in the possession of Yireilvara Hebbdra of Skulabet 
Vdlliya^ in this village. It records the endowments of the Qvpdl Krishna temple at Baraya in the 
Sulak6ri Magane. He has another dated 6.S. 1642 (A.D. 1720), recording a grant for services at the 
same temple. 

EoNAjA ; — 21 miles north-east of Mangalore, 3 miles north-east of the bungalow at Mudabidri. 
Two Old Canarese inscriptions — one in a field to the north of Nadddi Linga Eada's house, another in a 
field at a place called Yermud^. 

EuDUPU ; — 6 miles east of Mangalore. Inscriptions on three stones near the temple of Andnta 
Padmandliha. " Illegible." 

EuNjATTA Bailu ; — 6 miles north of Mangalore, in the Eulur Magane. Two Old Canarese inscrip- 
tions on stones in two fields, to the west of the nouse of Eoraga Betti. 

MaI^chi. — A viQage of the Bant&la (Bunttoalla) Magane, 14 miles east of Mangalore. An Old 
Canarese inscription in a field called Manchi and another, similar, in a field called NirbaiL 

Mangalore {Mangaluru), — The Collector's head-quarters. The Mangala Devi temple, which gives 
its name to the town, is an old one. The Sthala Purdna of this is in possession of Yenkataramana 
Aitala, son of Q-angadhara Aitala of Mangalor^, who also has the Sthala Purdna of the temple of 
Sanumdn. The Sthala Purdna of the temple of OaneSa is with 6ankara Ndrayana Bhatta, son of 
Annayya Bhatta of Mangalore. In the town of Mangalore is an '^ illegible " inscription in Canarese on 
a stone. There is an old Portuguese inscription in tiae part of the town known as NirishivdUiya, near 
the house of a Mussulman resident named Amir-ud-Din. On two stones at Chakrapdm in the hamlet 
of Att&vara are Canarese inscriptions, and at the Pdndye4mra temple in the same village are three others, 
similar. All are " illegible." Three miles north of Mangalore on the Gfurpur river is a fort known as 
the " Sultan's Battery,'' said to have been erected by Tijpu in the last century. 

At Eodiyal Bail, 2 miles north of Mangalore, are the following inscriptions :—

(2.) In a field of Wurg No. 11. Old Canarese. " Illegible.''

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At the village of Bdltlra, also about 2 miles north of Mangalore, are five siinilar inBoriptiofls : —

(2.) In Wurg No. 1, near a Bkuta Sthdnam. 
(3.) In Wurg No. 9^ at a plaoe oalled Mitapadpu. 
(4.) In a field in Wurg No. 6. 
(5.) In a field in Wurg No. 4. 
The Collector lately presented fivie oopper-plate grants to the Madras Museum, which have not yet 
been deciphered. They were found in his office at Mangalore. (For notices of Mangalore, see Buchanan 
n, 217. liter's Travels, 55.) 

MantsIdi ; — 22 miles north-east of Mangalore, 4 miles north-east of the bungalow at Mudabidri. 
An Old Ganarese inscription in the dganam of the palace of the Konnara lUjas. 

MoGARU ; — 10 miles north-east of Mangalore. {Mogur.) A Jaina haati of uncertain age. 

MtDABiDRi (" Mudbidri ") ; — 18 miles north-west of Mangalore. {Mood Bidderee,) An ancient Jaina 
hoBii of considerable architectuTEtl importance, as it very clearly illustrates the attempt to copy wooden 
forms which characterizes all Hindu stone workings, eroecially those on this coast. (See Mr, Ferguaaon's 
Works.) It is elaborately sculptured and decorated. The doorway is very handsomely carved, and the 
enclosure wall is ornamented ako. On one of the pillars of the main building is an inscription. Some 
of the pillar bases are beautifully decorated with an intricate but effective pattern in a sort of rope- 
work. The effect is very graceful. The Eaja's old palace is a very interesting building. From the 
outside it appears common and uncared for, as the roof is made only of thatch. But the stone 
sculptures inside are very fine. The principal pillars are those in the entoknce hall, and in a verandah 
adjoming the court-yard. There is a handsomely carved wooden roof. The walls are covered with 
very poor paintings. There is an old bridge near the Jaina bastiy illustrating the efforts of Hindus^ 
ignorant of the principle of the arch, to bridge a stream. Beyond the basti are several tombs of Jain 
priests, lofty erections of several storeys, and interesting as being some of the only Hindu tombs in 
oouthem India. Mr. Fergusson writes, — ^^ Their forms are quite unlike any other building now known 
to be standing in any other part of India." On the road to Kftrkala, north of Mudabidn, is another, 
ancient Jaina baati^ smaller than the former.

(16.) On a pillar m the same burial-ground. 

Mupu ; — 14 miles east of Mangalore, in the Bantala (Buntwalla) Magane. Five Old Canarese 
inscriptions ; (1) near a field called KaUivaray (2) near a field called Pelatavara, (3) near a field called 
Modankapy (4) near another field called by the same name^ (5) in a field called Bantala Bail near the 
hamlet of Bail. 

MuNDK^Bu ; — 16 miles north of Mangalore, 6 miles east of the bungalow at Mulki (Moolky) on the 
sea. An Old Ganarese inscription near the temple. 

Mundubtt; — 31 miles east-north-east of Mangalore in the Era4t!L Magane. An Old Ganarese 
inscription near a private house. <; 
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Naravi ; — ^28 miles north-east of Mangalore, 10 milee east by north of Mtidabidri. {Naurauvee,) 
In the dganam of the temple of Suryandrdyam is an Old Oanarese inscription, said to be ^' illegible." 

Nbllikaku ; — 27 miles north-east of Mangalore, 9 miles north-east of the bungalow at Mudabidri. 
An **' illegible " Old Ganarese insoription in the dganam of the Jaina basti. 

Nellitibtha; — 12 miles north of Mangalore, in the Pdjavara M&gane. An insoription in the 
dganam of the temple in Old Ganarese, said to be '* illegible." 

Nidd5di. — In the Puttigai (Pootegay) Magane, 13 miles north-north-east of Mangalore, 6 miles west 
of the bungalow at Mudabidri. (Nieldatmddy^ An ^' illegible " Old Ganarese ins^iption on a stone in 
the land of a farmer named Bama Udpa. 

Padu. — In the Yamanjur (Waumunjoor) Magane^ 8 miles east of Mangalore and 3 miles south 
of the bungalow at G-urpur. An inscription in " unknown characters '* near the temple of Varade^vara^ and 
an Old Ganarese inscription, said to be '* illegible/' near a place called Banta Kattd, 

Padt7k5di; — 6 miles north of Mangalore in the Kulur M&gane. (Puddooeode.) A Ganarese 
inscription near a field belonging to a farmer named lUmayala. 

PADUPANAMBrRU ; — 14 milcs north of Mangalore, 3 miles south of the bungalow at Mulki (Moolky) 
on the sea. On the front pillar of the Jain basti is an Old Ganarese inscription, said to be " iUegible.'' 

Panambui( ; — 4 miles north of Mangalore. In the southern dganam of the NandiSmra temple is a 
Ganarese inscription. 

Prantta. — ^In the Mudabidri Magane, near the Mudabidri bungalow, 18 miles north-eaflt of Manga- 
lore. There are some ^* illegible " old Ganarese inscriptions on four stones near the well of the Churi 
temple. 

Puttigai ; — 16 miles north-north-east of Mangalore. (Pooteegay.) At a place ccdled Bannada Beitu 
is an '^ illegible '^ old Ganarese inscription. There is another in the temple of Samandtha^ a third on the 
land of a farmer named Edadi Pammu i^etti, and a fourth on the land of one Paniyappa. 

Satanal, in Eradur Md.gane ; — 32 miles east-north-east of Mangalore, 4 miles south-west of Jamfil- 
ghad rock^ In some land held by Savanal Erishnayya, on a granite slab, is an inscription relating to 
the settlement of a disputed boundary in ^.^. 1414 (A.D. 1492). 

Simanturu ; — 20 nules north-east of Mangalore^ 3 miles east of Mudabidri. An old temple of 
Jandrdanay the Sthala Purdna of which is in the Matham at Balkur in the U4ipi Taluk. Near the temple 
is an '^ illegible '^ Old Ganarese inscription. 

SoMEdvARA; — 5 miles south of Mangalore. {Bomaiskwar Pagoda.) Inside the inner prSjE&ra of the 
Someivara temple is an Old Ganarese inscription, ssdd to be '' illegible." 

TiruyAilii ; — 7 miles east of Mangalore, 2 miles south of the bungalow at Gurpur, in the Yamanjur 
{Waumunjoor) Magane. An Old Ganarese inscription in the temple, said to be '^ illegible," and another, 
similar, in the village. 

Ulifadi ; — 12 miles east-north-east of Mangalore, 4 miles east of the bungalow at Gtirptdr. There 
are three inscriptions here : — 

(1.) Near a field of Muli Wurg No. 23 belonging to Yenkat^da N&yakka. Gharacters unknown. 
« Illegible." 
. (2.) Under a pipal tree near the same Wurg belonging to Yenkateda Nayakka. Characters 
unknown. " Illegible." 
(3.) In the dganam of the Padu temple in Muli Wurg No. 20 belonging to Yenkatei§a Nayakka. 
Gharacters unknown. " Illegible." 

Ullala; — 3 miles south of Mangalore, on the south bank of the Netr&yatl river. (Oolaul.) A 
Jaina basti of uncertain age. An inscription in old Ganarese near a house in the principal village, and 
another near the ruins of the temple of Hanumdn in the old fort. 

Yeit&r or Yen^i ; — 24 miles east-north-east of Mangalore. 10 miles east of Mudabidri. ( Tainoor.) 
A monolithic Jaina statue 35 feet high, one of three as yet known (see Kdrkala)^ and a temple. (Jfr. 
Fergu88on^8 Indian and Eastern Architecturey 268.) Near it is a fine pillar made of one stone and richly 
sculptured. The doorway of the temple is very beautifully decorated. Near the principal temple is another 
small Jaina shrine with piQars. At> its base are some Ndgakah and a Vtrakal. The Gollector's list of 
remains at Y^nur are as follows : — 
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(I.) The '* Bimannara Basti" Jain temple, with an insQription dated 6 A 1526 (AJ>. 1604), 
recording a grant to the temple by an IJdaiy&r. 

(2.) The ^^ Gnmmate^Tara Deva," ooloesal statue having on it on insoiiption dated S.d. 1526 
(A.D. 1604) recording a grant by dri Baya Emn&ra. 

(3.) The '' Vdnlir Ghimmat^vara Basti " Jain temple, with an insoription dated 6.d. 1544 (A.D. 
1622). The Tahmldar mentions three other bastiB. At the '* Akkangala Basti " is a 
Canarese inscription in the pr&k&ra, dated § A 1526 (A.D. 1604) relating to its erection by 
a local Ban!. At the '' Tirthakara Basti '' is an inscription of S.S. 1546 (A.D. 1624) record- 
ing a grant by a local chief. 
Mr. Walhonse contributed a valuable paper on the remains at Y3ntdr to the Indian Aniiquarp (V, 36). 
(See also^ticibnafi II, 253-277.) 

YuuLiBnTU ; — 9 miles north-east of Hangalore, 1 mile south of the bungalow at Gttarptlr, in the 
y&manjQr M&gane ( Wdumur\foar). On two stones near the temple are Old Canarese inscriptions, said to 
be'^iUegihla.'' 

TJPPINASrGAItt TALUK. 

AlaitkIr ; — 8 miles east-south-east of TJppinangadi. In the temple at Keranki is an inscribed slab, 
said to be in M&gari characters. 

Bail ; — 17 miles north-east of Uppinaogadi. {Byle.) A Jain temple of PdHmnathaj with an 
inscription in a character and language that the people do not understand. 

Bantba ; — ^21 miles east of Uppinanga4i There is an Old Canarese inscription here, damaged and 
'^illegible,'' in the MahdlingeSvara temple. 

Bbllatanoai)! ;— 32 miles east-north-east of Mangalore, (fieUat Vngady.) There was an ancient 
city here, with a Jain temple and a fort belonging to the Bangar Bajas. (See Buchanan II, 249.) 

Q-UBUVAYAiirKBRi ; — Close to Bellatangadi, 12 miles north-north-east of TJppinangadi. (Bellat 
Uhgacfy.) There is a Jaina temple here, and a mandapam of five pillars, which has been figured by Mr, 
Fergosson in his Htsiory of Indian and Eastern Architecture (p. 274)^ under the name (by mistake) of 
** Ghunsankerry." It is a mandapam standing on five pillars, and built in three storeys, on the side of 
one of which is a curious gabled doorway. It is believed to be of great age. A number of snake-st^mes 
are grouped around its base. On p. 276 of the same work Mr. Fergusson gives a picture of the sculp- 
tured pillar here, which is very graceful and effective. 

Indubbtta, in the Bang&di Magane ; — 24 miles north-east of Uppinangadi. At a place called 
'' Angadi Neri" is an inscription in a language imknown to the people, and in a character tney cannot 
read. 

Jamallabad ; — 3 miles north of Bellatangadi and 14 miles north-north-west of TJppinangadi. A very 
fine rock fort. It \& situated on the summit of a conical hill 1,000 feet high, the only approach to it being 
by steps cut in the rock. It was captured from the English by l^pu, but was recaptured one or two days 
afterwards by troops from Mangalore. Its history is given by Buchatnan in his Journey (Vol. II, p. 250). 

Eadaba ; — 18 miles east-south-east of TJppinangadi. (Cuddaba.) In the temple of OaneSa is an old 
Canarese inscription, damaged and (mly partly legible. Tekodga Ananta Bhatia, of the village of 
Kodimbala is in possession of a Canarese copper-plate inscription recording a grant (^aA» year not given) 
by a Rani of Keladi. He will lend it for examination, but is not willing to part with it permanently. 

Machina; — in the Bellatangadi MSgane, 14 miles north-east of TJppinangacJi. There is an Old 
Canarese inscription here which the natives cannot read or interpret. 

Mallaramadi ; — 13 miles north-east of TJppinangadi. {Mullarmaudy,) A nule and a half south of 
this village is the temple of Dharmasthala {Durmastulla), said to be about 700 years old. The li^gam 
in the temple is said to have been brought trom the KacUri temple at Mangalore. 

Pawja ; — 25 miles south-east of TJppinangadi. (Panjee.) An Old Canarese inscription, said to be 
nnintelliffibte, in the Durgd temple of the village of Balpa. Another in the same village on the bank of 
a rice-field cfdied Kdnagudi, recording a grant in S.3. 1484 (A.D. 1562). In the villaee-of £dftn^dngala 
in the PamehaUfiga tf»nple is an unintelligible inscriptionv said to be ii^ ^^ unknown duq^aoters/^ ^d a 
similar one is to be seen in the temple at Baripadi,

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PuTTUR ; — 6 mileB flouth-west of T7ppinanga4i« (Poottoar,) There ifi an infioriptioii, said to be in 
*f unknown oharaotarSy" in the temple in the piinoipal Tillage^ Nftr&yana Tantrit&ya of the village of 
Keminje is in possession of two Canarese oopper-plate inscriptions. Each is dated only in the qyolic year, 
and each would appear to be a document of ooly local interest. He wiU lend them for examination, but 
will not part with them. 

SuBRAHMAiTTA ;^ — 28 miles south-east of Uppinaiogadi. (Soobramunny.) There is a temple in 
Kukke village with two inscriptions on slabs. Ononis an Old Canarese inscription recording a grant of 
land to the temple by M&dhavd. Eaya of Goa in 8.6. 1309 (A.D. 1387). The other is in '' unknown 
characters." In the village of Bilinili in the temple of Oopdlakrinhm is an inscription said to be in Nftgari, 
but '^ illegible.'^ The Muktedvar of the temple is in possession of the following copper-plate inscriptions. 
(1.) Dated only in year Prabhava, grant by Mahadeva, sovereign of Goa. The grant is in Isdgari. 
(2.) B.d. 1329 (A.D. 1407). Grant in I^agari by an U4aiyar of Goa who is said to have been 

ruling the province of Mangalore. 
(3.) 6.3. 1587 (A.D. 1665). Grant in Canarese by the son of the ruler of Snrangapatiana 

(Seringapatam) . 
(4.) 6.6. 1581 (A.D. 1659). Grant in Cansjese by 6ri Ranga Eftya, son of the " Kuler of Vela- 

puram.^' 
(5.) 6.S. 1588 (A.D. 1666). Grant in Canarese by the same 6ri Eanga, who in this one calls 

himself " Ruler of Velapuram." 
(6.) 6.6. 1588 (A.D. 1666). Grant in Canarese by the same. 

(7.) 6.6. 1603 (A.D. 1681). Grant in Canarese by Venkatftdri Nayakkaand Tippayya, of Bslur. 
The owner of the plates will not part with them permanently, but is prepared to lend them for 
examination. The principal objects of worship in the temple are two images of a ndga and a six-faced deity 
{Kdrttikeya) which stand side oy side in the garbhdlayam, 

TJjRE ; — ^in the Bellatangadi Magane ; — 18 miles north-east of Uppinangadi. There is an inscription 
here similar to that at Machina. 

Uppinangadi (Oopin Ungady) ; — ^In the temple in the part of the town known as Eadikfix is an 
illegible inscription, said to be in unkown characters. It is partly buried in the ground. There is a temple 
here at the confluence of the Netravati and Kumarder rivers, which is held to be very sacred. The build- 
ing is very old and ruinous. In the bed of the stream, below, is a lingam to which daily worship is 
offered. 

KiSARAGOp TALUK. 

Ad^ ; — 17 miles east of Kasaragod. (Uddoor.) An old sculptured 6iva temple, fabled to have been 
founded by Arjuna. It is now in ruins. It is said to have been repaired about 500 years ago. The 
Btkala Purdna is with Euntara Bhaita, who lives 2 miles east of the Adtkr Police Station. At the temple 
of Oane6a is an inscription. 

Anantapuram ; — 8 miles north-east of Kasaragod. An inscription, said to be in Tulu, but ** unin- 
telligible,'' is on a slab in front of the temple. 

Bangra ManjeSvara ; — 16 miles north-north-west of Kasarago4 (Bungar Mur^ashwar). An old 
Jaina hasU. 

Bekal ; — 7 miles south of Kasaragod, on the coast. {Baicull.) A fort, the largest in the district, 
built by the Ikkeri Bajas. Buchanan alludes to it in his Journey (Vol. 11, p. 211.) (BeaeaL) 

Chandraoiri; — Smiles south of Kasaragod. A fort built by the Ikkeri Bajas. On the north 
bank of the Chandragiri river is a slab with an inscription '' supposed to belong to tiie days of Harihara 
Raya." It is said to be " unintelligible," and to be written in " various characters." 

HossADUROAM ; — 15 miles south of Kasaragod. (Hosa Droog.) A fine fort built by the Ikk§ri 
Eajas. {BuohanafCs Journey II, 209.) 

Kasaragod. — Head-quarters of the taluk, 28 miles south of Mangalore, on the coast. A fort built 
by the Ikkeri Bajas. For a sketch of the history of the *' NileiSvara lUjas " of this tract see Buchanan^s 
Journey II, 209. 

Xivu ; — 35 nules north-east of Kasara&;od. Also called Madnt3T. (Bungalow on the main road.) 
An old for^ known as the fort of the ** MayiJarasu.'' 
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Maddur ; — 4 milee north-north-east of Kftsaragod. {Muddoar,) A large old fort» known aa the fort 
of the '^ Mayilarasu." 

Madnub ; — See Kavu. 

diRi ; — 11 miles north of E&8arag549 on the coast. A fort built by. the Ikkfiri B&jas. 

TsirKA EuMBLA ; — 9 miles north of Kftsaragod, on the coast. {Coambla.) A fort built by the Iktoi 
B&jas. At the gate of the fort is an inscription in Ganarese recording ike erection of the fort by a 
Nftyakka. It is dated only in the cyclic year. 

YriTALA ; — 20 miles north-east of K&saragod. ( Vitla.) The temple of Panchalingeivara is of ^reat 
antiquity, but most of the present buildings are quite modem. At the foot of the dhvq/a stambha is nxed 
a copper-plate with inscription in Ganarese, recording the execution of certain temple works in 6.^. 
1666 (A.i). 1744). Near the Anantesvara temple is an old inscription said to be in Mcdaydlam character, 
but quite *' illegible." 

BAIKAL TALUK. 
PtTDVK ; — 16 miles south-east of Baikal. (Poodaoor.) An old aira temple. ^ 
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MALABAR DISTRICT. 

The whoW of the eoaet of Southeom India west of the ^hats is fabled to have been reooTered from 
the sea by Para4u B^may who peopled the new territory with Brahmans from the north, and prcmiul- 
gated aU the lawa and regulations, and established all the peooliar manners and customs whioh now 
diaracterise the inhabitants. The Malabar District was a i)ortion of the land so recovered. 

Government by an elective soverei^, each ruling for twelve years, seems to have obtained in the 
country, the rulers being known by the title of Perumdl^ till, at some date as yet unknown, the last Perumal 
gave up the throne. Some say he went to heaven, some that he went to Mecca. At his departure he 
portioned out his realm amongst four Rajas. One of these was the Zamoxin of Calicut, to whom he 
Dequeathed his sword, which is stiU preserved and worshipped. The Zamorin governed most of the 
M^bar District. (See the '' Rulers of the Malayalam Country " in Vol. II.) 

There is reason to think that the Fhceniciane and other aneient nations of Western Asia traded wifli the 
people of the Malabar Coast, and probably there was considerable merchandize. Gold appears to have 
been extensively mined in the Wynaad country. Large stores of Roman coins have been foxmd in 
Malabar, and it has been stated that there was a Roman temple of Augustus and a garrison of soldiers 
at MuziriSy which is identified with Muyiriko4u or Kudangcdur (Cranganore). Arab traders came in 
large numbers and formed a colony now represented by the Mapilas or Mopiahs. Anterior to the era 
of the last Gheraman PerumS.1, and probably within the first five centuries of the Christian era a colony 
of Nestorian Christians settled themselves in the coimtry. Cosmas (beginning of the sixth century A.D.) 
mentions Christians in '* Male.*' He names as the principal sea-ports on this coast, famous for trade, 
" Parti," " Mangarvuth," " Solopatam," " Nalopatam," and " Pondupatan." 

Kerala is mentioned in the Inscription of PaulakeAi of the Western Chalukyas as possessing a chief 
who was conquered by that sovereign. This was in the fifth century A.D. May^nvarm&, the first 
of the Kadambas of Banavdii according to Sir Walter Elliot's list, is said to have been King of 
Kerala and Kaurdshtraka Deia. In the reign of MayOrivarm&'s son, Kerala and Tuluva are separately 
mentioned. (Taylor's MSS. in Madras Journal X, 419.) This helps to confirm the tradition current on 
the Western Coast as to the antiquity of Kerala. The Reverend T. Foulkes, in the historical part of the 
Salem District Manual, contends that Kerala is identical with Chera, The history of the tract is, how- 
ever, involved in obscurity till the fourteenth century. 

In 1310 the Muhammadans made their first appearance on the Malabar Coast, when the country was 
reduced by Malik Kafur, the celebrated general of Mobarik Khilji of Delhi. In 1341 Malabar success- 
fully revolted. In 1498 Yasco da (J-ama landed, and after him came Cabral and many other settlers. 
Shortly after this the lUyas of Yijayanagar conquered Malabar and the entire South of India. They 
were followed by the Mussulmans. Concerning this period the writings of the Portuguese (CsBsar 
Frederic, and others) should be consulted ; and a great deal may be learned from the history of the Mussul- 
man, Zair-ud-din. From 1664 the English began to acquire territory, and finally obtained the whole 
from Tipu of Maistu: in 1792. 

The only native historical documents known to exist regarding the Western Coast are the Kerala 
Mdhdtmyam and its offspring, the Keralotpatti {Kerala Utpatti), The latter was translated by Mr. Duncan 
and published in Asiatic Researches (V, 1) ; and an abstract of it by Dr. Gundert is given in the Madras 
c/iwi-wa/ (XIII, Part I, p. 97). 

The origin of the name Malabar is a subject of dispute. In the Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society 
(V, 147) Mr. C. P. Brown argues that it is derived from the Arabic Mu-ahhar^ which being carelessly 
written, by the mistake of a letter was transformed into Mthlabbar^ by which name this tract was known 
to the Syriac Christians of the coast. Mr. Logan, of the Civil Service, who has for many years lived in the 
district and has given great attention to its archaeology, derives the name from Mala or Malai, " a hill,'^ 
(Malaydlam=:" hills and waves '^), the termination — bar^ being an Arabic su£Bx. Ceneral Cunningham, 
in his Ancient Geography of India (I, 550), identifies it with the Mo'lo-kiu-cha {Malakutay or Malayakuta) 
of Hiwen Thsang. (Julien's Translation III, 121. See also Yule^s Marco Polo II, 374.) Another deriva- 
tion is from Maraiy '^ rain." 



> For a note on the Penimfl)8 see Indian Antiquary IX, 77< 
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" Zamorin " is from Sanskrit samudra, " the sea,'' " Lord of the seas." The Malayftlam title is 
Kunnala-kdny " Lord of the hills and waves." (Kunnu, hill ; ala, wave ; kon, lord.)^ *' Kerala/\by which 
name the country is known is generally believed to be connected with Chera. , . . 

Mr. Logan tells me that ne thinks there are numerous copper-plate grants in the district, mostly in 
the Vatteyuttu character. Mr. Logan published in the Indian Antiquary Y III, 309, an interesting paper 
on the curious rock-cut sculptures founa in this district. 

A note on the divisions of the year on this coast will not be out of place here, as local chronology is 
always referred to the KoUam Andu or era of Kollam.* The -year is divided into twelve months named 
after the signs of the zodiac, commencing in the middle of September :*-

CHIRAKAL TALUK. 

Atbkob ; — 5 miles north-nort-west of Cannanore. {Tyecode,) On a hill in Vy&puram desham is an 
ancient granite statue of BhagavaU {Durga), 

Cannanorb (Kannanur) ; — 50 miles north-north-west bf CaKcut. Head-quarters of the taluk. 
There is an old Dutch fort here, in excellent condition. The masonry is constructed of laterite. Cabral 
visited Cannanore in A.D. 1500, and Yasco da Ghama in 1502. It beoune an early English settlement in 
1669, and was ceded to the English by Tipu with the rest of Malabar in 1792. 

Ghbrutaeam; — 16 miles north-north-west of Cannanore. {Cheruthalum.) An old temple now 
deserted^ which was demolished by Haidar 'Ali in 1765-6. 

Chebukunna ; — 11 miles north-north* west of Cannanore. (Oheracoan.) An ancient temple, the 
construction of which is as usual attributed to Parah$ JRdma. The deity worshipped is a goddess, who, 
it is said, came from the north, near Benares. There are seven old temples here. On tiie west side of the 
hill on which stands the temple of Kunnuru Maiilakoney is a rook-cut cave. 

Chub ALI ; — 20 miles north by east of Cannanore. (Choyly), In the Nediyavigu temple is an 
inscription recording the erection of a stone there in £.A. 801 (A.I). 1625). 

Chuvai ; — 2 miles east of Cannanore. (ChuvieL) An old temple. 

EpAKKlpu; — 5^ miles south-east of Cannanore. (Yeddacatid.) Two old deserted temples of

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Vishnu and diva. They weie demolished by Haidar 'Ali in 1765-6. In the Ghola ddsham is an old 
Christian phuioh with a tomb. 



Elatavi&b ; — i miles south-east of Cannanore. West of the road to TelUchenr. There is an andent 
temple in the hamlet of Kuruva here whioh was demolished by Haidar 'Ali, and is now deserted. 

E^ONB ; — 15 miles north of Cannanore. In the hamlet of Kattanapalli is an inscription on a 
granite slab at a tank attached to the temple. It is said to be in indistmot Tamil characters, but is 
possibly Vattepittu. In the hamlet of Nerambil, in a hill torrent flowing westwards from the Chattiyur 
nill, is a granite rock bearing an inscription in old Tamil characters, below which is engraved in Mala- 
yalam the word " adiyadV^ 

Erabcaba ; — 20 miles north by west of Cannanore. There is an inscribed stone here in a ruined 
temple, in an enclosure called Chdlappuratu. The characters cannot be deciphered. The top of the 
slab has been broken off. In the ddsham of BIfttamangalam are four rock-cut caves, and there is one in 
Feringdm. 

Kadalati ; — 3 miles north of Cannanore. An old temple. 

Kabamberi ;-— 9 miles north-east of Cannanore. An old temple. 

KALARiviLpAKKAL ; — 4 milcs north-west of Cannanore. An old temple. 

Kallitad ; — 18 miles east-north-east of Cannanore. {CalUaud.) Five rock-cut caves, three in the 
desham of Kalliya4, one in "Cratt^, and one in Nuchiyd4- 

Kanjarangao ; — 14 miles north of Cannanore. An old temple, 

Kankapuram ; — 9 miles north-west of Cannanore. In this amsham, in the village of Chunda on the 
south side of the Kuruva Kdvu temple, is an inscribed slab. The temple is an old one. Near it is a.rock- 
cat cave. Near this, on a hill, is a ruined temple. Altogether there are said to be nine old temples here. 

Earivbllvr : — 28 miles north of Cannanore. A dolmen and four menhirs. 

KlVAi ; — ^20 miles north-west of Cannanore. (Kiivay.) A dolmen and four menhirs. A sany&si 
is said to have been buried in the dolmen ^' 150 years ago." 

Kayarala;^11 miles north-north-east of Cannanore. (KiraUum.) There is an inscribed slab, 
broken, in the temple, said to be in Devan&gari character. At the Yelam temple is an ancient rude 
stone circle. 

KiRARA ; — 9) miles north-west of Cannanore. An old temple. 

KuNBiMAiroALAM ; — 24 miles north of Cannanore. In the hamlet of Kunnaravati R&mandali is ast 
old temple. 

Kfil^JAMANGALAM ; — ScC MoUNT D'ElI. 

KuRUMATTUR ; — 12 milcs north-north-east of Cannanore. (Kurmbaiur.) An old temple in ruins. 

KuTTiTATTUR ; — 12 milcs north-east of Cannanore. (Kutiatur.) In the gate of the temple is a 
stone bearing an inscription not as yet read, in characters stated to be ^^ unknown." There is another 
similar one in the P&vanntLr temple. There are two dolmens here, and a rock-cut cave. In Chempalasi 
hamlet is another rock«cut cave. 

KuTTiTERi ; — 15 miles north of Cannanore. {Kuthiary,) In the hamlet of Talavil is a rook-out 
sepulchre similar to that at Taliparamba {q.v.) It was opened by Mr. Logan, C.S. At the hamlet of 
Timiri is a small excavation in the rock just above the water line of a bathmg-tank. 

KuTTUB ; — 20 miles north of Cannanore. In the hamlet of Y&nappula is a cave like that at 
Taliparamba {q.v.) 

Madai; — 13i miles north-north-west of Cannanore. [Maudoy.) There is an old temple here. 
Also a mosque bearing an inscription in Arabic, commemorating its foundation in Hijra 518 (A.D. 
1124). There is ano&er inscription stating that a tank was constructed by a Hindu. The ^rave 
of an Arab is shown, who died, the natives say, '^ 1,000 years ago." In the mtmlet of Paranga4i is an 
old tank known by the name of the *^ Jewish tank," near which stands the old Eli palace (Maroo Polo's 
HeiH^ whence Mcmni UEli) of the Kolattiri B&jas. The tank was probably constnicted by a colony of 
Jews or " Yavanas." M&dai is one of the most interesting localities in North Malabar. Mr. Logan 
excavated two cave sepulchres here like those at Taliparamba. 

Malapattam ; — 13 miles n<»rth-east of Cannanore. {MvMuputtam.) An old temple. Two rook-cut 
oaves, one in the principal village, the other in the hamlet of Yettich^ri. 
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Manit&b; — 10 miles north-east of Cannaaore. On tlxe north side of the trenoh surrounding the 
temple is a stone having an inscription " in unknown characters " on its four aides. 

Madul; — 10 miles north-north-west of Gannanore. {MatiUah.) Under the name of Matmul 
Buchanan gives a description of this place, and an interesting historical sketch of North Malabar^ in his 
Volume n, 194. 

Mo^APPALANGAp ; — 7 milcs south-east of Gannanore, halfway between Gannanore and Tellicheny. 
(Mapillankad.) An old temple. 

Mount D'Eli (DilHj Dellij Delly^ EU. In MaUydlam, Eli-tnalai) ; — 16 miles north-west of Gannanore- 
(Mount Belly or Yeymullay.) A conspicuous hill on the coast. Marco Polo calls the territoiy of the 
Kolattiri S^ja, the '* Kingdom of JBli.'' Portuguese travellers styled it ^' Monte d'Eli. " Hence 
the corruption into '* DeUy/' &c. Elimalai means ^^ Rat-hill,'^' and hence we find Correa in his ^' Hiree 
Voyages of Vaaco da Ghima " (Lord Stanley's Translation, Hakluyt Society, p. 145) calling it the 
mountain ^' Deli-elly of the rat." He also caUs it in another place '* Dely." Marco Polo (Golonel Yule's 
edition II, 374) calls it HeUi} 

A fort was built here by the Portuguese, and was captured from them by the Dutch. In 1754 
the French purchased it from the GhireScal R&ja. In 1761 the Baja of Gannanore surprised and 
massacred the French garrison, and delivered the fort to the English. It was taken by Tipu's general 
in 1779, and was restored to the English in 1784. {Buchanan II, 196. Madras Journal for 1879, p. 120.) 

At EuNjAMANGALAM, four milcs north-east of Mount D'Eli {Kuf\jamunglum) is a large Muhamma- 
dan mosque, of considerable antiquity, with tombs. In the Narayakannur temple is a long inscrip- 
tion on the southern court, not yet read. 

Pattavur ; — 20 miles east-north-east of Gannanore. {Pyaur.) An old temple of Subrahmanya, 

Paytinntr ; — 20 miles north-north-west of Gannanore. {Painur.) An old temple. A statue of 
Paraiu Bdma is said to exist here. The man4apam is elaborately sculptured. 

Po&ATi ; — 4i miles north of Gannanore. (Polaudy.) In the hamlet of Pallikunnam is an ancient 
ruined temple which was demolished by Haidar 'Ali in 1765. 

' Taliparamba ; — 12 miles north of Gannanore. (Tullipurmbu,) An ancient 6iva temple. On tiie 
bank of a tank attached to the temple is a building on which is a granite slab bearing an inscription ; 
and another, dated E.A. 954 (A.D. 1778) is to be seen at the foot of a bqpyan tree m front of the 
temple. The former is to the effect that the bathine-house was finished m EJollam Andu 700 (A.D. 
1524). The temple has many sculptures and some fine gopuras which were, however, destroyed by 
Tipu. It is said to be of very great antiquity, to which the architecture in ^arts bears witness. The 
Sthala Purdna of the temple is in the hands of the District Mtinsif of E&vai. There is a large and 
important mosque here, and an old mud fort. On the south side of the road leading to Euppam is 
a sculptured figure of a village ffoddess. Mr. Logan, G.S., excavated four rock-out sepulchres near 
the travellers' bungalow, one of which had a cirde of massive laterite blocks ranged round it. These 
caves consist of a small chamber with a domed roof and entrance. In the cen^ of the dome is a 
hole to the upper air, dosed with a slab. Pottery is found inside. (They were described by Mr. Logan 
in Indian Antiquary VIII, 309.) 

TiRUCHEMMARAM, ucar Taliparamba. Four rock-cut sepidchres, similar to those at Talibaramba 
were opened by Mr. Logan. 

Tbichambattam ; — 9 miles north-east of Gannanore. An old temple. 

UrparasikIyu j — 6 miles north of TeUicherry, 8 miles east of Gannanore. An old temple. 

YlpidVARAM ; — 10 miles north-east of Gannanore. An old temple of 6iva. 

Yellur; — 33 miles north-north-west of Gannanore. (WuUur.) In the hamlet of E&ramiyel 
(Karamail) are two dolmens and eight menhirs. The natives say that a sanyasi was buried alive here. 

KOTTATAM TALUK. 

Dharmapattanam ;— 2 miles north-west of TeUicherry. (Burmaputnum.) One of the earliest Arab 
mosques, now entirely demolished. The place was ceded to the English in 1734, was seized by Bavi- 
varma, Baja of Ghirakal, in 1788, but was retaken 1789. (Dr. Oppert's Historical Tables in the Madras 



^ For the above note, as well as for mooli other help, I am indebted to the kindneoB ol Hr. W. Logan, G.S. 
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Journal for 1879, p. 117,) There is an old redoubt here. On a piece of raised ground is an old rook- 
out cave. Fiyer desoribes the plaoe {Travehj p. 55). 

Eadi^ub ; — 4 miles north-east of Kot\ajajh. Two rook-cut caves. 

Eallai ; — 4 miles south-east of Tellicheny. Jn the desham of Kottiyari are two caves cut out of 
laterite. ' 

Kannavani ; — 8 miles north-east by east of Kottayaiii. In the hamlet of Tottikulam are three 
rock-cut caves said to be paved with bricks. 

Ejbub ; — 20 miles north-east of Tellioherry. (Kizhur.) In the Journal of the Asiatic Society/ of 
Bengal (XX, 382) mention is made of a find of Roman coins in '^ Kilalur," 24 miles from Tellibherry. 
Probably this is the village meant, but I have been unable to identify it exactly. 

EoTTAYAM. — A large village 12 miles east of Cannanore, 7 miles north-east of Tellicherry. 
(Kota^em.) A large quantity ox Boman gold coins were found here. They were discovered, buried 
imderground, in a brass vessel. '^ It has been stated that no fewer than five cooly-loads of eold ooins 
were all dug out of the same spot." Many were melted down or taken by natives. The l£ahftr&ja of 
Travanoore procured several, and the following is a list of those now in his possession : —

Captain Drury published an account of this discovery in the Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal XX, 
371, and Indian Antiquary YI, 216. 

KuTTAPABAMBA j — 8 milos uorth-east of Tellicherry, 1 mile east of Kottayaih. {Coothpurmbu,) An 
old fort in ruins. 

Manattana ; — 21 miles east-north-east of Tellicherry. (Monatana.) There is an anci^t and im- 
portant temple here, but, beinfi; in daily use, it is closed to European inspection. There is a rock-cut 
cave- in the principal village, and three in the hamlet of Yellarati. 

Mayilakjayam ; — 2 miles south of Kottayaiii. In the hamlet of Punnol are two small rock-cut 
sepulchral caves, Uke those at Taliparamba. 

NiTTUB ; — 2 miles north of Kottayaiii. There is a small ruined rock-cut sepulchral cave, in the 
hamlet of Peruvantatil. 

Panub; — Smiles south of Kottayam. (Pannur,) In the hamlet of Kannampalli is a rock -cut 
sepulchral cave. 

Pebikoalam ; — 5 miles east of Tellicherry. A rock-cut cave on the top of a hill. At another 
place in the same village is a rock-cut cave with two pillars. In the hamlet of Menn&puram are four caves. 

PinIbayi ; — 4 miles north of Tellicherry. (Pinroy.) Here there is an old palace belonging to 
the Bftja of Kottayaiii. 

PuttOb ; — 6 miles south-east of Kottayaiii. {Pulur,) Two rock-cut caves in the hamlet of Kola- 
vaQur (Kolavuttur). 

divAPUBAM ; — 6 miles north-east of Kottayaiii. (Shimpuram,) A fort called Har6schandra Kotjai 
on the Puralimalai lull. Near this is a rock-cut oell. 

Tellichebby (Tallaiiri) ; — 88 miles north-north-west of Calicut, on the sea. The old fort here is 
said to have been erected originally by the Dutch, made over to the English in 1683, ceded to the Ihiff- 
lish by the E&ja of Chirabd in 1708, and by l^pu in 1792. It was oesieged by Haidar's troops m 
1782. 

TiBUPBAKGOtruB ; — 6 miles south of Kottayaih. (Tirpuramkotur.) A rook-cut cave. 

TiRuvEKOAjp and Tbiel^niyub, parts of the town of Tellicherry. There are two andent temples 
in these villages. In front of one is an inscribed slab " in an unknown character." The walls and gopuras 
of the 6n Bdma temple are stated to have be^n didstroyed by Tlpu. 
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TVTNAAD TALUK. 

Ganafativattam ; — 20 miles east-soutli-east of Manantoddy (Mdnantavadt). {Omofpuddy VtUium^ 
ManafUawaddy.) On the hill known as NcUapdt Chdla Kunm is a stone having an insorintion in Old 
Tamil on two aides. It has not yet been read. There is another on the dipastambha at tne Chmpati 
temple, and a third on a stone standing in the north oourt of the Mdriyamma temple. In the hamlet 
of Xit&aganat are twelve dolmens^ a menhir, and three carved stones. 

MuFPAiNAD ; — 22 miles south-east of Manantoddy. {Moopyenad, Mdnantawaddy.) In the h«mlet of 
Muttil are twenty-two dolmens, and in Ching&ri two. 

PuTATi ; — 10 miles east-south-east of Manantoddy. (Poodady^ ManantatDoddy,) In the Arimula 
Ayyappan temple, on the east wall of the man4apam, is an msoription dated KA. 922 (A.D. 1746) in 
a mixture of tour languages. There is a Ganarese inscription on a stone which belonged to the P&tiri 
temple, but is now in me possession of Pfttiri Nanjaya Gaundan. In the hamlet of Paklam is a menhir. 

TiRUNELLi 'Temple ; — 8 miles north of Manantoddy. (Tirunelly Pagoda^ Manantatcaddy.) There 
are some old copper-plate grants in this temple, said to be in the Yattonittu character, and not yet 
deciphered. 

KUPUMBRANAP TALUK. 

Andulaikonba ; — 14 miles east of Badagara. Buchanan gives, in his Journey (Vol. II, p. 156), a 
slight historical sketch of this place. He styles it '' Andulay Konda in Pyurmalay as it is commonly 
caUed ; but its proper name is said to be Eivurmalay, or the five hills." 

Bapaoaba ; — 12 miles south-east of Tellicherry. ( Wuddakurray.) There is an old ruined fort here. 

Ghempra ; — ^A village attached to the French settlement of Mah^. There is an old tomple here. 

Cheruvannur ; — 9 miles east by south of Badagara. {Chenvanur.) In the Mullipd4 desham is a 
small rock-cut cave not yet excavated. 

EnAdERi; — 6 miles north-north-east of Ba4a^^ara. (Yeddaehairy.) On the eastern side of. the 
tomple in the hamlet of Kalayamvelli are some inscriptions. 

Eramala ; — 6 nules north of Badagara. On the eastern side of the tomple in the hamlet of Yelliku- 
langara are some inscriptions. There is an old fort here also. 



Irinoannur ; — 8 miles north bv east of Badagara. {Iruganur.) An old Siva tomple fabled to 
have been founded by one of the Bishis. 

E^ARATAT ;— 18 miles south-east of Badagara. A small rock-cut cave in the KopikkallDjr desham. 
(Kokolur.) An inscription on a granito rock at the tomple of Tiruvangara. It is " illegible.'' 

EjkVTTNNARA ; — 12^ milcs south-east of Ba4agara, f3 miles west of the bungalow at Natuvanntlr. 
(Kafcaterrahj Neddavenur. ) A ruined tomple, deserted. Close to the tomple, in the yard of a house, is a 
stone with an inscription said to be '' illegible,^' and there is another on one of me stops of the tank 
belonging to the tomple. 

Ej^bitub ; — 15 miles south-south-east of Ba4agara. Two rock-cut caves. 

KoLLAM or EoTiLAsrpi ; — 13 miles south-south-east of Badagara. (Oailandy.) There is a mosque 
here of considerable antiquity. On the edge of the bath attached to it is a granito slab, broken^ bearmg 
an inscription in Vattoruttu characters. It is dated E.A. 684 (A.D. 1508). 

EuTTiPURAM ; — 12 miles east of Badagara. An old fort and palace of the Poral&ttiri dynasty. 

Meppat&r ; — 10 miles east-south-east of Badagara. (Mapieur.) In the grove attached to th» 
Elavettara tomple of Durgd are some ^^ sculptured images/' whether ancient or not I have not been 
able to ascertain. The ruined Vaishnava t^nple at Irikkayil is anoieni A channel on the south side oi 
the Mftlamangalam tomple is fabled to have been excavated by the P&n4avas, and is said to contain treasure. 
In the hamlet of EAyal&t are to be seen a dolmen and two menhirs, and in Eurappaji^yOr are a dolmen 
and five menhirs. In Pampirikkunnu desham are two stone circles. Funeral urns of pottery have been 
found here.

MuTTUNOAL ; — 3 miles north of Ba4agara. An old tomple. On a stone just ouitside tho tompli»^ 
the altar-9tone, is an inscription, said to be '' illegible."

PananoId ; — 18 i miles east-soutli-east of Ba4flgsrft* (Punnakad.) A ruined and deserted temple, 
on the eastern wall of the porch of which is an inBcription in diaraoters not known to the people. It is 
twQ miles north of the 11th milestone on the road from Eoyil&ndi to TSmraddri. There is an old ruined 
fort here. 

PonmSbi ; — 6 miles north-east of Badagara. Xn the Biva temple is an ancient inscription on a 
broken slab " in unknown chaxaoters." The temple is very old. It was destroyed by Tipu's soldiers. 

TiRUYANo^B ; — 18 miles south-south-east of Badagara, 7| miles north of the Collector's Office at 
Calicut. A mosque here is said to be 400 years old, but it has been lately repaired. 

YlLidERiKOTA ; — 15 miles north-north-east of CaKcut. ( Wailycherry.) There is an old temple here. 

YiYTUR ; — 10 nules south of Badagara. ( Weyur.) In the Maraltlr temple there is an insonption. 
There is another in the Pattalayini temple ; and one in the deserted temple of Talayil. 

OALIOUT TALTJK. 

Annans Ki ; — 8 miles north of Calicut. {Anaohery,) In KantantLr desham are two rock-out oaves. 
In Eannankara desham three menhirs and a stone circle. 

• • 

Betpoke ; — Terminus of the Madras BaUway on the Western Coast, seven miles south of CaUcut. 
The old fort here is described by Captain Newbold in the Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal (XTV, 781). 
In Pdlanjanntir, in Em&d Taluk but close to Beypore, in the hamlet of Chaliyam (Chalium) is a mosque, 
in tiie south wall of which has been inserted a marble slab bearing an Arabic inscription to the memory 
of one 'All Abdu'Ua who died Hijra 720, K. A. 478 (A.D. 1302). In Natuvattam are seven stone statues. 
The Portuguese fort at Chaliyam was captured by the Zamorin in 1670, and its commander, De Castro, 
was beheaded by his government for cowardice. 

Calicut ; — Head-quarters of the district. The ancient capital of the Zamorin. This was the jBrst 
landing-place of the Portuguese in India. Yasco da Gama arrived here in 1498, Cabral in 1500. Cabral 
cannonaded the place in 1500, and Vasco da Gama assaulted it in 1502. Soarez bombarded Calicut in 
1504, and Albuquerque unsuccessfully attacked it in 1510. There was a fort to be seen at one time, but 
in A.I). 1846 nothing remained of it but *^ a ruined doorway, the trace of a fosse and counter-scarp, some 
mounds marking the southerngateway, and the site of a few bastions." (Captain Newbold in the Journal 
of the Asiatic Society of Bengal XY, 224.) These have all now disappeared. The Zamorip's palace and an 
old temple are to be seen in the suburb of Tiruvalanga4- In 1616 an English factory was established. 
It was expelled by the Dutch 1664, and re-estabHshed in 1668, expelled by Haidar 'All in 1779, and 
restored in 1784. Tipu ceded the whole coimtry in 1792. (Dr. Oppert's Historical Tables in the Madras 
Journal for 1879, p. 107. Buchanan gives a ^ght sketch of its early history in his Journey y Vol. II, 
p. 139.) 

Mr. Lofi[an, G.S., residing at East Hill, is in possession of a granite slab with an inscription in 
Yatteruttu characters, which has been translated by Dr. Ghmdert. It is a deed conferring privileges on 
the " six hundred " in the reign of Bamar, ruler of Eeraia. Dated in ** the fourth year opposite the 
fourth year,'' the meaning of which has yet to be explained. Dr. Bumell {South ladian Palasography^ 
p. 93, note 2) mentions having seen in the Collector's Office at Calicut a grant on a silver plate which 
had been executed at Cochin. 

In the hamlet of Nagaram in the " Mach-chinda mosque " is a slab let into the wall having an 
inscription in Arabic, Canarese, and ^' another language. It is much injured by time and weather, 
f^er in his Travels (p. 54) gives an account of Calicut as it was about the year 1673 or 1674. 

Chsvat&r ; — 3 miles north-east of Calicut. {Choiooyur,) A sepulchral rock-cut oave has lately 
been discovered, shaped, from the description given, veiy like others already found in the district. (See 
the introductory notice to this District.) An erect ^' pillar " was found in the middle of the main chamber. 
The hole at the top of the cave was covered by a rock which hid it from sight. Several pots and other 
articles were found in it, which aare now in the possession of the Huztlr Sheristadar, and piurts of a sword. 

EpAKln ; — 5 miles north of Calicut. {Edddkad.) Three old temples. 

EiATUR ;— 7 miles north by west of Calicut, on the sea. {Ellatur.) Two old temples, deserted and 
in ruins. 

IsiiroALUB ; — 3 miles east of Calicut. (Eringahor.) In the principal village is a dolmen ; in the 
hamlet of Eottal, 4 ; and in K&yilamatham, 1. They are all suiroimded by stone cirdes. 
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EuKKiPABAMBA ; — II milefi east of Oaliout. In the hamlet of Ealpalli (Ka^lly) is a iopikal or 
umbrellft-stone. In Atuvatu (Addiwat) is a menhir. In M&yur^ another. In Palang&t is a rock-oat 
cave. 

Kebakot ; — 15 miles north-east of Caliout. In the Earipuram temple in the hamlet of PftyipfilaiSdri 
is an insoription in Old Tamil on a slab. It is not yet read. 

EoDUYALLi ; — 16 miles east-north-east of Caliout. In the desham of Chorffottdr, in the temple, is a 
granite slab with an insoription inUldTamiL It is not yetread. Thereisameimirhere. IiiManairaram 
IS ahotiiery and in the temple at that plaoe there is another insoription in Old Tamil on a gramite dab. 

EowvB ; — 5 nules east by north of Caliout. (Cotooar,) In the hamlet of Yelliparamba a oave was 
found ten years ago in the backyard of a private house. It was opened, but was dosed again and bricked 
up as the houseowner was frightened of misfortune befalling his family. 

Padinhattumuri ; — 6| miles north of Calicut. Mr. Logan excavated a number of very interesting 
rock-cut cells here, and exhumed a quantity of pottery. His account of the place is published in Volume 
YIU of the Indian Antiquary ^ p. 309, with two plates of engravings. The articles found were sent to 
the Madras Museum. 

PuTUR ; — 12 1 miles east-north-east of Calicut. In the temple in the desham of ChdkOr there is an 
inscribed granite slab with an Old Tamil inscription. In the hamlet of Ketayanttdr is a dolmen and a 
rook-cut cave. In Ohokktir is a menhir. 

Taltjkoi-atur ; — 8 miles north of Calicut. (Tullaeolatur.) An old temple, with an " illegible " 
inscription on a stone. In the village of Palora in this amsham is another old temple. 

TiRuvALANoIp ; — 2 miles east of the main town of Calicut. The Zamoiin's palace and the 
temple close by are worthy of a visit. Parts of the latter are said to be ancient. The ne^y-erected gate- 
way is interesting as being in precisely the style in which the Jainas erected their bastis at MUdabidri, &c. 
The temple is said to contain many ancient sculptures. 

y ALATANAD ; —2 milcs east-Bouth-east of Calicut. ( WulUanad,) In the desham of Eonneri ie a rook- 
cut cave, now filled up. 

YlRAKAL ; — 3 miles north of Calicut, near the Collector's Cutcherry. (WarakuL) An old temple 
of BhagamUy in which it is fabled that the image was placed by Paraiu Bdma with his own hands. 

ERNAD TALUK. 



Ahirjilam ; — 5 miles east of Beypore, 18 miles west-north-west of Manj3ri. (Airgellum.) In the 
hamlet of YeUipuram is an inscription on the pavement of the Pariy§.puram temple. 

A^iNDiLAH ; — 20 miles west of Manj§ri. In Earinkallaye desham are six dolmens and two 
menhirs. 

Charate ; — 7 miles south-east of Nil&mbfkr, 15 miles east-north-east of Manjdri. Near this village, 
on the northern bank of the Eudarapupi river, is a large group of dolmens with circles of stones. 
They lie in the midst of thick forest. 

Chsrukavv ; — 14 miles west-north-west of Maiijdri. (Cheruktpah,) In the hamlet of Ch6v&yur 
are two rude stone circles and a broken statue. 

Indianit&r ; — 2 miles south of Beypore. On a stone in front of the Siva temple is an inscription. 

Iruvetti ; — 6i miles north by west of Manjeri. {Irruwuity.) In the XTkhrapuram desham is an 
inscribed stone. At the entrance of the Msledat is a stone with a Tamil inscription dated E.A. 825 
(A.D. 1649). There are several other inscriptions of the same year on isolated stones. In the same 
desham are two dolmens and a menhir. 

Irtthfttri ; — 2 miles south-west of Mafijeri. (Irremboolf/,) A rock-cut cave and two dolmens. 
In the Narukarai desham are two other dolmens. 




Kadal-tundi means " the raised ground by tb^ sea/' 
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EiAifNAiCAKGALAM ; — 10 miles west of Manjdri. In the CherOr desham are five menhirs. In Eolinik- 
kottai three dolmens and a menhir. In the prmoipal village six menhirs and two rook-out oaves. 

Easakunnu ; — 7 miles north-west of Manj§ri. (Karakun.) There are a number of dolmens here. 

EIlBAp, — 16 miles west-north-west of Manj^ri. (Kdrad,) In the Puttukottai desham are three rude 
stone monuments very imperfeotlj described by my oorrespondent. Two of them would seem to be 
iapikah In K&r&d desham are a dolmen and a menhir. 

EIaripffb ; — 14 miles west of Manjdri. {Kurupwr,) In the Netungottum&d desham is a broken 
statue ; in the Yell&r desham two rude stone circles and a rock-cut cave ; and in GhSra a menhir. 

EopuvAYUR ; — 14 miles west-south-west of Manjdri. {Koodowyoor.) In the Koduv&yur desham 
are fifteen tqpikals^ and two other rude stone monuments badly described by my correspondent. In 
Munntir desham are two topikak. 

Ma^jebi. — The taluk head-quarters, 26 miles east-south-east of Calicut. {Munjary,) There are some 
large dolmens here. (Colonel Congreve in the Madras^Jaurnalj Vol. XXII, p. 207.) In the east wall of 
the Muttrukunna temple is an inscription dated K.A. 827 f A.D. 1651), stating that M&na Vikrama 
built a matham. There is another near a well to the norui dated K.A. 833 (A.D. 1657), by the 
same man. The Tahsildar describes the rude stone monuments thus: — In ManjSii desham, four 
dolmens, four menhirs, four rook-cut caves ; in Kottuppatta, five dolmens, two menhirs, three stone circles, 
three rock-cut caves ; in Anakayam desham^ three dolmens, three menhirs, and three caves. 

Mannu'b ; — 3 miles east of Beypore. (Munnoor,) An inscription on the south side of the floor of 
the temple. Two rock-cut caves. 

Melmuhi ; — 4 miles west-south-west of Manjsri. (Mailmoory.) A dolmen and a stone circle. 

Nallub ;t— 18} miles west-north-west of Manjdri, 4 miles east of Beypore. {NuUoar.) Two dolmens 
€uid a rook-cut cave. 

NABANKABUBAiKorrAi ; — 4 miles south-east of Beypore. An ancient temple of Hanumftn. 

NilImbub ; — 30 miles east of Calicut, 14 miles north-north-east of Manjdri. (NtUumboar.) There 
is an '^ inscription on a block of gneiss rock in the Gherupura river, about 1} miles below the junction 
with the Karimpura, known as Eltu KaUu and used to determine the boundai^ between two jenmies." 
The stone is in the middle of a forest, far from any habitation, and the inscription is only visible in 
extremely dry weather, being below the ordinary low-water level. A copy has been sent me which shows 
that it consists of only about five letters, each a foot high, but I can make nothing of it. In the 
Amarapullam desham of this village are twenty-one dolmens, eighty-four menhirs, and twenty-one rock- 
cut caves ; in NilSmbur desham, two dolmens, eight menhirs, and two rock-cut caves ; in Eappin, a 
dolmen and a rock-cut cave ; in Nannampra, a rock-cut cave and two tqpikals. 

Fabanjanub ; — 20 miles west of Manjeri. A rock-cut cave. 

PoNMALA ; — 10 miles south-south-west of Manj6ri. {Penmulla.) Three dolmens. 

Pulitak5b ; — 8 miles north-west of Manjeri. {Pulliacode.) Five dolmens, a menhir, and two 
rock-cut caves. 

TiBUKKALANOop ; — 5 milcs north of Mafijeri. (Tireulluncolur.) There is a Vatteruttu inscription 
on a granite slab at the edge of a weU. Five dolmens. 

TiBUKULAM ; — 14 miles west-south-west of Manjdri. {Tricolutn,) In the K&kat desham is an old 
6iva temple in ruins. The TirukiJam 6iva temple is old, too. There is a fort here which was occupied 
by Tipu. Two ^' umbrella-stones " {topikal)^ and two ancient rock-cut tombs are to be seen here. 

Ubakam Mblmubi ; — 8 miles west-south-west of Manjeri. {Maihnoory,) Seven rock-cut caves. 

Vallkkunnx; ; — 20 miles west of Manjeri. Two rock-cut caves. 

Yantub ;-^10 miles north-east of MafLjeri. ( Wundwr,) Six dolmens, and an equal number of 
other rude stone monuments. 

Yekoaba ;— 11 J miles west-south-west of Manjdri. ( Vengurra.) A dolmen and a rock-cut oavc 

WALA.WANAD (YALLAVANAD) TALUK. 
Alupabamba ; — Q\ miles south-east of Ang&4ip^u^a^« {AUpurramhu.) Thirty-four dolmens. 
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Anamangab ;— 44 miles south-east of Angadipunmi. (Ananghat.) Five dolmpns. 

AiroApiPURAM. — The taluk head-quarters^ 35 miles south-east of Calicut. (AngaddtffxHisram.) There 
are some laorge dolmens here, described oy Colonel Congreve in the Madras Journal (Vol. XXII, p. 207). 

Arakkapabahba ; — 7 miles east of Angd4ipuram. (Arakaparrambu.) Forty-six dolmens. 

ARAKKUBidi ; — 16 miles east of Anga4ipuram. (Arracoorcht/.) There are twelve dolmens in the 
principal village, three in Ylyakuriili, eight in Pukkimna, one in Perimpattdri. 

Chalavara ; — 10^ miles south-east of Angd4ipuram. {Chalavery.) Ten dolmens. 

Chbttalur ; — 7 miles east-south-east of Angddip^^uram. (Chelalur.) Two dolmens. 

ChunangId ; — 18 miles south-east of Angadipuram. Two stone cirdes and thirteen, dolmens in 
the principal village. In the hamlet of Arayortekkumuri are four menhirs* 

Elampulai^eri ; — 16 miles east-south-east of Angddipuram. {Ellomhlaeherry,) Five dolmens. 

E^^BTATTTJiiATTAMBA ; — 17 milcs south-east of Anga<}ipuram. Nine dolmens. 

Earakkat ; — 15 miles south of Angadipuram, close to *' Shoranur " Bailway Station. {Cauricaud.) 
Eight dolmensand eight menhirs. 

Karimpuba ; — 14 miles east-south-east of Ang&dipuram. {Kurinpola,) Eight rock-out workp, 
supposed to be the remains of ancient mines. 

Eariyapattam ; — 3 miles north-east of Anga4ipuram. Twenty dolmens and eighty menhirs. 

EIattamparipuram ; — 17 miles south-east of Ang&dipuram. Seven dolmens. 

EiLLiKURCHiMANGALAM, alias Tekkamangalam ; — 5 miles north of Shorant^ Bailway Station. 
On the west and south sides of the man4apam of a 6iva temple are some inscriptions as yet undeciphered. 

EoLAPALLi ; — \Z\ miles south by east of Ang&dipuram. {Coloopully.) Twenty-four dolmens. 

EoTAKURidi ; — 14 miles south-east of Angd4ipuram. Twenty-two dolmens. 

EoTTAPPATTAM ; — 11 milcs east of Angadipuram. {Kottapadum.) Four dolmens. 

EoTTUR ; — 9 miles west of Angadipuram. Seven dolmens. 

EuLLATTUR ; — 7 milcs west-south-west of Ang&dipuram. {CoUatore.) Three dolmens and a menhir. 

EuLLATiKop ; — 25 miles east-south-east of Angel<}ipuram. {KuUadicode Peak.) Thirty-two dolmens. 

EuLUKKULr^R ; — 10 miles south of Angadipuram. Twenty dolmens. 

KuMARAMPTJTTOR j — 13 miles east of Angft4ipuram. (Koomarampoottur.) Five dolmens in Euma- 
ramputtur desham, eighty-seven in Eulappatam, and four in Paiyyanatum. 

EuTf ATTARA ; — 14J milcs south-south-east of Angadipuram. (Comatoray.) Nine dolmens. 

Mangada ; — 3^ miles north-west of Angadipuram. {Mungadda.) In the desham of Cheriy&m, in 
the Maniyoti Vishnu temple, is an inscription on a granite slab in Vatteruttu characters. There are two 
dolmens here. In Peruparamba are two curious caves, or rather subterranean passages, said to run for 
a quarter of a mile imderground. 

MJELATTUR ; — 7 miles north-north-east of Angfidipuram. (MalauUoor,) Fifteen dolmens. 

HuLANNUR ; — 20 miles south-east of Anga4ipuTam. Fifteen dolmens. 

MuNDAKOTTUKURidi ; — 14 milcB.south of Angadipuram. Thirty- two dolmens. 

MuNpAMUKHA *, — 18 milcs south of Angadipuram, dose to the Bailway. Twenty dolmens. 

MfrTTETATTUMATAMBA ; — 12^ milcs south-cast of Angadipuram. {Mukddethmudumbu,) Twenty-four 
dolmens. 

MuTTUTALA ; — 14 milcs south of Angadipuram. A dolmen. 

Natttvattam ; — 8 miles south-east of Angadipuram. Six dolmens. 

Nbnmini ; — 6 miles north by west of Angadipuram. (Nimmany.) Twenty-five dolmens. 

Pallipuram ; — 8 miles north-west of Angadipuram. Two dolmens, destroyed. 

Pakamanna ; — 14 miles south-south-east of Angadipuram. {Pammumnah.) Two dolmens. 

Panga ; — ^9 miles west of Angadipuram. {Parugull) On a rock is a Vatteruttu inscription of E.A. 
934 (A.D, 1758). There are fifty dolmens and three rock-cut caves here. 
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Parla ; — 7 miles soutli-east of Anga4ipurani. Five dolmens. 

Perintalamanna ; — 1 mile south-east of Axigd4iparam. (Parunthallamunna.) Two dolmens. 

Pbrur ; — ^20 miles south-east of Ang&cjipuram. Twenty dolmens. 

Pulamant5l ; — 7 miles south of Angddip^unm. Three dolmens. 

PuLAiddBRi ; — 8 miles south-south-east of Ang&<}ipuram. {Puttycherry^ Twelve dolmens.

Srikbishnapuram ; — 13 miles east-south-east of Angfixjipuram. {Srikistnapuram,) Fifteen dolmens 
in various deshams. 

Tachampara ; — 18| miles east of Ang&(Upuram. (Tutchumparae.) Eight dolmens. 

Tachhanatkara ; — 11 miles east by south of Angftdipuram. (Tachanatkarah,) Thirteen dolmens. 

Tbkkamangalam ; — see Killikurchimakoalam. 

Tenkara ; — 19 miles east by north of Angadipuram. (Tencurray.) Thirty-two dolmens. 

TiRUPABANKUMNU ; — 10^ milos east by north of Angddipuram. (Teeruralamkoona.) Thirty-nine 
dolmens. 

Yalappi^a ; — 12 miles south-south-east of Ang&dipuram. Five dolmens. 

Yallampur ; — 2 miles north-west of Ang&4ipii]^ni. ( VuUumboor.) Four dolmens and twenty 
menhirs. 

Yattakumpuram ; — 20 miles south-east of Angftdipuram. Forty-six dolmens. In the M^lur 
desham are three rock-out oaves. 

Yellinati ; — 10 miles east-south-east of Anga4ip^uram. ( Vellyneity.) Eight dolmens. 

Yettattur; — 8 miles east-north-east of Ang&dipuram. {Yedatur.) Three dolmens and three 
menhirs. 

PONANI TALUK. 

AcHiPUEAMy in the M^lmuri Amsham ; — 8 miles north of Euttipuram {Cootipooram) Railway Station, 
14 miles north-east of Pon&ni. On the east side of the mandapam of a temple is an inscription of the 
six{;eenth century (P) in MalaySlam characters. 

Alankob ; — 8 miles south-e^ of Pon&ni. A stone circle. 

Anakarai ; — 8 miles north-east of Pon&ni. Three miles south-east of the Kuttipuram (Cooti- 
pooram) Railway Station. Four rock-cut caves. There is an inscription on the floor of the temple on 
the southern side^ said to be in ^^ unknown characters.^' 

Anantavur ; — 9 miles north-north-east of Pon&ni. (Uhdawoor,) Three menhiia. 

Ai^NAKKARA ; —25 milcs south-south-east of Ponani. Two menhirs, a dolmen, and a rock-cut cave. 

Atavakad ; — 14 miles north-east of Pon&ni. Four menhirs and twelve rock-cut caves. 

CHALAddSRi ; — 12 miles east of Pon&ni. Two ancient Syrian churches. 

Ohamaravattam ; — 2 miles north of Pon&ni. An old temple of Ayyappan. 

CuAVAKAp ; — 15 miles south-south-east of Pon&ni. [Ohotckaad.) There is an inscription here in 
Roman characters on a granite slab. My informant is unable to name the language. 

Chekkodu; — 9 miles east of Pon&ni. (Ohakode.) A rock-cut cave. 

Ohetvai ; — 19 miles south of Pon&ni, 50 miles noiith of Cochin. (Chaticye.) There is an old fort 
here, built by the Dutch, but little remains of it. The place was an English Settlement in A.D. 1715. 
It was seized by the Dutch in 1717, but was taken from them by Haidar in 1776. The English took it 
from Haidar in 1790. 

GuRUYATUR ; — 16 miles south-south-east of Pon&ni. An ancient temple of Krishnay one of the finest 
in Malabar. It contains some excellent sculptures and has some fine gopuras. 

Kaumanam ; — 10 miles north-east of Pon&nil Two menhirs and five stone circles. 

Kappur ; — 12 miles east of Pon&ni. A stone circle. 

Kattapparutti ; — 14 miles north-east of Pon&ni. Thirty-six topikahj two menhirs, and two stone 
circles. 
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KELADidvARAPURAM ;— 12 mileB north of Ponftm, 2 miles south of T&nOr Railway Station. An 
ancient ^iva temple. 

Klaki ; — 12 miles north-north-east of Pon&nl In the El&ri desham are two stone drdeSy and in 
Karukka two more. In Yalavdjiar ( Vullawanur) are two dolmens, a menhir, two stone oiroles, and two 
rook-out caves. 

Kodakal; — 14 miles north-east of Ponani, 6 miles north-east of TirQr Bailwaj Station. (See 
TRiPURANoop.) There are some rock-cut huryinff-plaoes at CherijayaraptU*, half ^ mue from Ko4akal. 
They are similar to tiiose found at Padin&ttamun in the Calicut Taluk. 

KuBiARANALLUR ; — 10 miles east of Pon&ni. A menhir and a stone circle. 

Melmuri ; — 15 miles north-east of Pon&ni. In .Karakkat desham are ten stone circles and a rock- 
cut cave. 

Mulla6eri; — 25 miles south of Pon&ni. On a granite slab attached to the western wall of the 
Paramb&taJi temple is an inscription in Vatt^n^ttu characters. There are three dolmens, two menhirs, 
and a rock-cut cave within the Umits of this village. 

NlGALAddERi ; — 14 miles* east-south-east of Pon&ni. A dolmen and ten topikah or^umbrella-stones. 

Niramaruttor ; — 9 miles north by west of Ponani. {Nurroomurrpdoorah.) Three miles west of 
" Tiroor " Railway Station. Two topikals. 

Olto; — 13 miles north of Pon&ni, 3 miles north of "Tiroor" Bailway Station. {Ohar.) A 
dolmen, a stone circle, and a rock-cut cave. 

Pallipuram ; — 30 miles south-east of PonAni. {PaUipoorram.) A menhir. 

Partjtur ; — 14 miles east-north-east of Pon&ni. A stone circle. 

Punnay^r; — 9i miles east-north-east of Pon&ni, 2 J miles south-east of Kuttjpuram {Cootipooram) 
Bailway Station. (Punnyoar.) An old temple of Vishnu, in which is an injured Vatt^futtu inscription. 

SuKAPURAH, in Yattakidam Amsham ; — 7 miles east of Pon&ni, 6 miles from Kuttipuram {CooUpoo- 
ram) Bailway Station. On a stone in the floor of an out-building attached to the DaJcshmafnurii temple 
is an inscription, said to be in *^ unknown characters." 

Tahalur ; — 12 miles north of Pon&ni, 3 miles north-west of ** Tiroor " Bailway Station, on the Bail- 
way. (Tannaloar.) A rock-cut cave. 

Tavanfr (T&ntur) ; — 13 miles north of Ponftni, on the sea, 2 miles west of " Tanoor " Bailway Station. 
(Tannoor,) There are four stone circles here. Fryer's aocoimt of his visit to this port in the seventeenth 
oentmy is interesting and amusing. (Fryer's Travels^ 60-54.) Colonel Yule (omith^a Ancient AtlaSy 
p. 23) thinks that T&vantir may possibly be the Jh/ndia of Ptolemy. 

TiRUKKAsrpiYUR ; — 2 miles south of Tirur Bailway Station. An ancient temple of Siva. 

TiRUNAVARi ; — ^This is dose to the railway at the 382nd mile from Madras, about half-way between 
Kuttipuram and Tirur Stations, ^ere is a bund across some fields, where in old days some bloody 
ceremonies used to take place at the enthronement Of the kings every twelve years. The last is said to 
have occurred 180 years ago. Near the road from Koclakal to Kuttipuram, and about 20 yards from the 
spot where the king used to stand during the ceremonies, is a rock-cut cave. Close here are the remains 
of what is called an old powder magazine. There is an old temple in the village dedicated to Bdtna, 

TiRUTALA ;-T-14 miles east of Pon&ni. {Tritala,) An ancient temple lately repaired. During the 
repairs a copper-plate was discovered bearing an inscription. It is now in the temple. 

TiRUVANCHiKULAM ; — 10 milcs east of Pon&ni. An ancient temple of 6iva. 

ToRiT&R : — 7 miles south of Pon&ni. An ancient Syrian Church. 

Tripuranood ; — 6 miles south of Tirttr Bailway Station and 5 miles north-north-east of Pon&ni. 
ITupurumgote,) An ancient 6iva temple. There isan '' umbrella-stone " {tapikal) on a hill a mile west of the 
Gluistian village of Kodakal (which is said to be named from the stone), on the road from Padayangadi 
to Kodakal. There is another on the road from Ko4akal to Parapari, and a third ^^ near the Brahman priests^ 
aeaninarj oppoat»TzrUn&vai and half a mile from Kodakal on the other side of the Pon&ni river.^' On 
the TripurangOd temple are some inscriptions which cannot now be deciphered. There is one in Yatterut- 
tu in the old Oopdlakriakna temple. 

Vadakkuptjram ; — 14 miles north-east of Pon&ni. Eighteen dolmens. 
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YfiR^R, in the l^rmuri Amsham ; — 3 miles south of Kuttipuram (Cootipoaram) Railway Station, 7 
miles eaat of Pon&ni. On a pillar in &ont of the temple is an inscription. 

palghat taluk. 

[Colonel Yule {Smithes Ancient Atlas, p. 23) considers that the mountain called bj Ptolemy 
Bittigo is the detached mass of the ghats south of the Coimbatore gap, apparently the true Malaya of the 
Pauranik lists. The most prominent mountain in this mass is called, in Old Tamil, Pothigd.] 

Agattaitara ; — 3 miles north of P&lgh&t close to the Railway Station. (Agatiturrah.) A group 
of 35 dolmens, _1 00 menhirs, and 14 stone circles. There is an ancient temple here in present use. In 
the hamlet of Amur is an old temple. 

Ghengalub ; — 16 miles south-west of Pftlghftt. A very old Ayyappan temple in present use. 

GMiTTiLAi^jERi ; — 13 milos south-west of Palghat. (Chillamchary.) A group of forty-one dolmens, 
eleven menhirs, and thirty stone circles. 

Chulan^; — 12i miles west-south-west of Palgh&t. (SAoolanoor.) A group of forty-six dolmens. 

EpUTARA ;— 6| miles west-north-west of P£llghd.t. ( Yeddatturra,) Two dolmens and eight menhirs. 

ERUMAruB ; — 9 miles south-west of Palghat. {Yerumaoor.) Three dolmens and thirteen menhirs. 

Kachakkurisi ; — 11 miles south of Palgh&t. An old Yishnu temple. 

Kandattar ; — 13 miles west of Palghat. An old temple. 

EjiNNApi \—^ miles south of Palghat. Three dolmens and twelve menhirs. 

Kannanurpattola ; — 15^ miles west-south-west of Palgh&t. (Cunnanoorpautila.) A group of 
forty^SLx dolmens and 184 menhirs. 

Eataseri; — 12 jf miles south-west of F^hat- {Kavuchairy,) A large group of 150 dolmens 
and 600 menhirs. On a slab south of the Ellvalur temple in the desham of Y&vulliyapuram is a 
Yatteruttu inscription. 

Kavelpajd ; — 3 miles north-west of Palghat, (Kauvalpad.) A large group of 132 dolmens and 
585 menhirs. 

KiRAKKAMBARAM ; — 11 milcs wcst of Palghat. A group of twenty-four dolmens and stone circles, 
and ninety-six menhirs. 

KoDAirpARAPALLi ; — 4 miles west of Palghat^ Thirty • six dolmens. 

Kongad; — 10| miles north-west of Palghat. (Kongod,) Eight dolmens surrounded by stone 
circles, and thirty-two menhirs. There is an ancient temple in this village in present use. 

K^pALTO ; — 14 miles south of Palghat. Twenty-eight dolmens. 

KuNiiSdEBi ; — 9| miles south-south-west of Palghat. {Koonishairy,) A large group of 120 dolmens, 
25 menhirs and 250 stone circles. 

Ku&ALMANHAM ; — 5|miles south-west of Palghat. {ETolilmanum.) Five dolmens and eleven other 
rude stone monuments. 

KutALL^R ; — 10^ miles south by west of Palghat. Twenty-eight dolmens and seventy-five menhirs. 

Kdtanntb ; — 7^ miles west-south-west of Palghat. (Kuttanoor,) A gi'oup of thirty-seven dolmens, 
twelve menhirs, and three stone circles. 

Madappalu ; — I mile south-east of Palghat. An old temple still in use. 

Ma^galam ; — 15 miles south-west of Palghat. (Mungalum.) Eight dolmens and some menhirs. 

Manjtalur ; — 7 miles south by west of Palghat. (Munjaloor.)^ A dolmen. 

MannalL^r ; — 10 miles south of Pslghat. Four dolmens and fifteen menhirs. 

Mattur i — 6 J nules west by south of Palghat. {Mautoor,) Fourteen dolmens and forty-four men- 
hirs. 

MuNDUR ; — 7 miles north-west of Palghat. {Mundoor.) Six dolmens, thirty-foxir menhirs, and nine 
stone circles. 
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PalaiS6bna ; — ^9 miles soath of P&lgh&t. {PuUacheny, ) A large group of 100 doImeiiB and 400 men- 
hirs. 

PlLOHAT. — ^Head-quarters of the Head Assistant Collector of Malabar. RaQway Station. There is 
an andent Jaina temple in this town. The fort is said to have been oonstruoted in the last century by 
Tipu Sult&n, being partly built of stones from a demolished Hindu temple. It is described by Captain 
Newbold in the Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal (XTV, 778)« See also Buchanan's Journey (II, 
60). 

Pallatteri ; — 4 miles east of Pfilgh&t. (Pullatery.) A dolmen, four menhirs, and a stone cirde. 

Pallayi&r ; — 10 miles south by west of Palgh&t. (Pulahvoor.) A group of eighty-two dolmens, 
and 806 menhirs. 

Pananjatiri ; — 10 miles south of P&lgh&t. A group of fifteen dolmens, sixty menlurs, and 
fifteen stone circles. 



Pt7Du6BRi ; — 4 miles east by north of P&lgh&t. (Poodishery.) A group of twenty-four dolmens, 
thirty-one menhirs, and nineteen stone cirdes. There is an old fort here. (Journal of the Asiatie Society 
of Bengal XrV,nS.) 

FuTTUR amsham, Kalp&tti desham ;-- 2 miles north of P&lgh&t, close to the Railway Station. {Kul^ 
paty.) In the old VUvandtha temple here, on a granite slab fixed in the eastern pr£Lk&ra is a Yatte^ruttu 
inscription dated K.A. 640 (A.D. 1464) recording an endowment to the temple. It is aknost effaced. 

TADUKuddERi ; — 12 miles west-north-west of P&lgh&t. {Tudukachery,) A large group of eighty-two 
dolmens surrounded by stone circles, and 828 menhirs. 

Tanari ; — 8 miles south-east of Palgh&t. An ancient temple— date not known — still used. It has 
a Sthala Purdna.

Tarur ; — 13} miles west-south-west of Palgh&t. ( Turroor.) A groupof seventeen dohnois and 136 
menhirs. 

TiRUPPURAMANDA, in Cherayi amsham;— 12 miles north-west of Palgh&t. (Oharoye.) An old 
temple. 

TiRUVALATUR ; — 4 miles south-east of P&lgh&t. An old temple with inscriptions. 

TirupIval^r ;— 12 miles south-west of Palghftt. An old temple of 6iva. 

YADAKKAMdERi ; — 16 nulcs south-west of Palghd^t. ( Wurrakunchatry.) Twelve dolmens and forty- 
eight menhirs. A mile from here is the ancient temple ot Tiruvara, dedicated to ^iva. It is still in use, 
but isstated to be of great age. Ghx)ups of cromlechs are said to exist on the hills above this town. 

Vattakkap ; — 12 miles south of Pdlgh&t. In the hamlet of Elavanjdri (Telhvanehairy) are thirty 
dolmens and eighty-eight menhirs. 

ViLATANFR ; — 6 miles south of P&lghat. ( VeUayanoor.) A group of thirty-five dolmens and ten 
menhirs. 
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COCHIN. 

Historioallj Coohin goes with Malabar, and, so far as we yet know, there is nothing which need be 
separately ohronioled regarding this State, for it is practically impossible at present to compile a con* 
nected narrative of the history of the Coohin Rajas. The introductory notice to the Malabar District list, 
and the historical note in Volume II of this publication will suffice for a general outline of its chronology. 
Our information is extremely meas^, and it is to be hoped that some day it will be considerably extended. 

For special references on Cochin the undermentioned works may be consulted, but they must not be 
depended upon for historical accuracy : — Dr. Day's " Land of the Permauh^ or Cochin^ iU Peat and Present j^ 
(1863) ; " Some Historical Notices of Coehin^^^ by the Beverend T. Whitehouse. 



Cochin.— Little seems to be known of this place previous to its becoming the residence of early 
Jewish and European settlers. It was occupied by the Portuguese, who built a factory here in 1500. 
This was Oabral's work. Albuquerque landed here in 1503, and built a fort by permission of the Rsja. 
Some hard fighting with the Zamorin took place here in 1504. In 151 1 tiie head-quarters of the Portu- 
guese in India were transferred by Albuquerque to Goa^ but the fort of Cochin remained in their posses- 
sion till it fell into the hands of the Dutch. The Dutch built a second fort here after the cession of the 
place by the Portuguese in A.D 1663. Cochin was surrendered to the English by Tipu in A.D. 1795. 

There are the ruins of an old church (P of Santa Cruz) in what is now the Municipal garden. It was 
converted into a cathedral in 1557. In the backwater near the Master Attendant's' jetty are to be seen 
fragment!^ of " stone pillars, archways, &c.," according to one of my correspondents. The ruins of the 
foundations of the Portugese fort built by Albuquerque are stiQ traceable along the sea face. 

Yasco da Guma, it is said, lies buried in the chancel of the church, formerly Carmelite, but now 
Protestant, at Cochin. A broken slab, sculptured, has the words *' Vasco da — ^," and this would naturally 
be concluded to be his tombstone, were not the coat of arms carved above the epitaph different from that 

fiven by Correa in his *' Lendas da India " {Frontispiece^ RMuyt Edit,) as the armorial bearings of the 
)a Gama family. 

At Cochin is to be seen, in the possession of one of the elders of the Jewish synagogue, the original 
oopper-^plate deed by which, in the eighth century at latest (according to Dr. Bumell), me Jews obtained 
lands at Cxanganore.^ The deed testifies to the grant by '^ Pftrkaran Iravivanmar '^ to Joseph or Yusuf 
Babban of the villafi^e of Ansuvannam. In connection with this subject Dr. BumeH's Paper in the Indian 
Antiquary (II, 273^ on Pahlavi inscriptions will be found valuable. The Jewish synagogue in the 
suburb of Matanjdri is an interesting old building. The fiooring consists of neatly inlaid porcelain, and 
time is regulated by a dock about 200 years old. 

On the west side of the Sub-Court in Cochin, within the compound, are to be seen two broken stones 
with an inscription. Many slabs bearing inscriptions are utilized in the town for crossing the side- 
drains into private houses. One with a Portuguese inscription is to be seen in Prince's Street, aoother, 
with a Dutch inscription, in Bidsdale Koad. 

TTA irX-n ; — 16 miles north-west of Trii§ur. A rock-cut cave with pillars. 

EuDAKGALUB (Cranganore) ; — 16 nules north of Cochin. One of the early European settlements. 
Cranganore, or rather Muyirikodu^ is identified with the Muziris of the early geographers ; and it would 
seem that according to the Peutingerian Tables, there was a temple of Augustus and a garrison of two 
Roman cohorts of 1,200 soldiers at this place. {Asiatic Researches IL^ 106. Colonel xule's Paper in 
Smith's Ancient Atlas^ p. 23.) The Jews settled here in very early times, and the copper-plate document 
by which they obtained land for their colony is still in existence in possession of one of uieir elders at Cochin. 
Sankarach&rya, the great l^aiva Reformer of the seventh century, was bom near here. There is an 
inscription near the temple. A Portuguese tomb of a lady who died in A.D. 1551 has just been dis* 
covered here.

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NipuMPABA Talli Tbmfle (Thb) ;— 16 miles north of TriiSur, 4 miles from Patiambi Bailwaj 
Station. There are some old inscriptions on the temple. 

Pabal ; — 5 miles south by west of TridOr. {Pauravl^ Trichoatcapa/yroor.} On a rock, here, is an 
inscription with some large foo^rints out in* bas-relief, and other sculpture. 

Pattikax) ; — 8 miles east-north-east of Triidur, 14 miles south by east of '^ Shoranore'* Railway 
Station. {Putticaadf Trichootoapayroor,) In the forest near here are several temples entirely deserted,^ but 
solidly built of granite. The locality is now uninhabited. There are a number of dolmens here, in which 
pottery and beads are to be found. The natives are getting over their superstitious fears, and are 
removing the skbs, or spUtting them up for use. 

PuKiLARAVA ; — 15 milcs from TrisQr. An old temple and a dolmen. 

TiRUKUB ; — 6 miles south-west of Tridtdr. (Trtkkoory Triehoowapayroor.) A temple in a cave. 

TiROviLVAMALAi ; — 1 mile from the " Luckady " Railway Station. An important temple and some 
rook-cut caves, which require careful examination. 

T^tR, or TsiduvA Pbr^ b ; — 40 miles north of Cochin, 24 miles north of Granganore. (Trichoo* 
fcapayroar.) A very large and ancient temple. 
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TRAVANOORE. 

ThiB is the southemmofit of the divisions of the Western Coast- It formed part of the old kingdom 
of Kerala, and its early history is substantially the same as that of Malabar (q.v.) and Canara. In later 
years the Raja (now Mahdraja) of Travanoore greatly strengthened his position, and acquired more 
power than any of the rulers on the ooast, at one time extending his territories eastwards into the Tinne- 
veUy country. 

The exiistenoe of the early Jewish and Christian settlements on this coast has given rise to much anti- 
quarian speculation and controversy, and their interesting copper-plate documents have been repeatedly- 
examined and described. The following references will be found useful : —

In the Indian A ntiquary Y, 60, will be foimd an interesting Paper extracted from the *' Qeneral 
Beport of the Gh'eat Trigonometrical Survey of India" for 1873-74, on some wild people who Hve amongst 
the hiU jungles of the Western Ghats on the south-west of the Palni Hills. A general account of tne 
Travancore hill-tribes, followed by a dissertation on the manners and customs of the inhabit€mt8 of the 
State, will be found in the Madras Journal for 1834 (Vol, I, p. 1). 

Colonel Yule, in Smithes Ancient Atlas (p. 23), commenting on the geography of classical authors, 
mentions the ^^ Paraliay* which, according to the PeriplttSy was the name of a region extending from a point 
a few nules south of Quilon to Cape Comorin, and writes, ^' this is no doubt Furali, an old name of 
Travanoore, from which the Raja has a title PuralUan^ ^ Lord of Purali/ " 



AGASTTEdvARAM ; — ^Head-quartcTS of a taluk^ 48 miles south-east of Trivandrum, 3| miles from 
Cape Comorin. (Agmteskuer.) There are a number of inscriptions here, all said to be in Tamil. They 
are to be seen on the pillars round the shrine at Kanyd Kumdri (the town and temple at Cape Comorin), 
on two pillars of the portico of the temple of Kdii Viivandthay on a stone on the inner pavement of the 
same temple, on the stones and beams of tne eastern gate, on a stone outside the matham south of ^arkarak- 
kulam, on a stone in front of the Saluputtur ThiLna, on the south side of the outer wall of the Siva temple 
at Agastyei§varam^ and on 40 stones at the portico of the temple of Eukanathe^vara. (For a note on Cape 
Comorin, see Ind, Ant, lY, 317.) 

Anantafuram ; — ^in the Tovdlai Taluk, 6 miles north by west of Tovalai, 38 miles east-south-east of 
Trivandrum. (Annantatmram.) On a rock in the temple of Kadukath '^Tiruvengada Perumdl is an 
'' illegible '' Tamil inscription, and there is another at the Pillaiydr Kovil in Panantara Yilakkam. 

Anjengo (Anchingal) ; — ^A sea-port 19 miles north of Trivandrum. It is situated on a small strip 
of land retained by the British (^vemment, and is surrounded on all sides by Travanoore territory. 
The first English settlement here was in A.D. 1694, when the fort was built. The earliest tombstone 
in the cemetery is that raised over the grave of the wife of the commander of the fort in A.D. 1704. 

Aragitapanpyafuram ; — In the Tovalai Taluk, 6i miles north-west of Tovalai, 36 miles east-south- 
east of Trivandrum. ( Ullt/a Pand^eram.) On a rock called Kuruvanatattu is an inscription in '' unreadable 
characters." There are nine Tamil inscriptions in the following places, all declared to be '^ illegible ":^-

They are to be found at the temple of Artdr ; in the Pillaiydr temple in the eastern 
street of Eranil ; in the stone-built choultry at the same place ; on a stone in Ilanellukkfi4& iii the 
Agn^varapattar ambalam at Kudavankuri ; in the Yellaii^ettu ambalam at Peyanknri ; and in the 
K&gamani 6ettiy&r ambalam at Perumakkottu (Perrungcode). 

Kai)ioafatnam ;— 33| miles south-east of Trivandrum, on the sea. (Cuddeaputnum,) The remains of 
an old cave-temple^ and several Tamil inscriptions as yet undeciphered. These are in the Karakanfhiivara 
Mahddem temple at Tirunayinftrkurisi ; in the temple at Chgramangalam; on three sides of a rock on the 
east of the hu-ge tank at Ka4igapatnam ; on the embankment in the fields of Ea^igapatnam ; in the 
Gheramangalam ambalam ; in the Yelliyamattu ambalam ; in the Manav&lakuriii ambalam ; and in the 
PalHkara Sdstdn temnle. 

Kalakkulam ; — ^Head-quarters of a taluk, 30 miles south-east of Trivandrum. (Cukholum,) There 
are four inscriptions here, not yet deciphered : —

Eallaba ; — 12 miles north-east of Quilon. (KoUaka Kulledda^ Punninyaray KuUeda.) Colonel Yule 
(Smitli^s Afunent Atlas, p. 23) thinks that either this place or some place in its neighbourhood is the site 
of the Nelkynda of classical geographers. He writes : '' The Kalla4a river is believed to be the Kaniipi 
mentioned in the Keralolpatti legendary history of Malabar, and the town of Ealla4a to be the town of 
Kanetfi .... That Nelkynda cannot have been far from this is clear from the vicinity of tiie JIvpiiv. 8pa9 
or Red Hill of the Periplus. There can be little doubt that this is the bar of *red laterite whion, a short 
distance south of Quilon, cuts short the backwater navigation, and is thence called the Warkalli Barrier. 
It forms abrupt cliffs on the sea, without beach, and these cliffs are still known to seamen as the Red CliffSs 
This is the only thing like a sea cliff from Mount D'Ely to Cape Comorin." 

Is it not possible that the Ilvpfiov 6po^ of the Greeks may be the place now known as Purrordry 7 
miles south of Quilon, and half-way between that place and " W arkalle '' X 

Kapitara ; — In the Ealakkulam Taluk, 5 miles west of Ealakkulam. (Cuppeurray.) An inscrip* 
tion below the base of the southern ambalam east of the temple at Tirupankottu.

A 
large number of Tamil and Grantha insoriptions are to be found in the following places : — On 65 stones 
inside the western portion of the Puravasen temple ; on a stone south of the western portion of the temple 
of Kotichcha Pilhiydr ; on four stones inside the northern portion of the Ndgara KovU; on a stone in 
the outer verandah of the same temple ; and on a stone in the middle of the garden, north of the Mddhava 
shrine at the Valadakudi Ndgara KoviL 

£oTrAYAM ; — 32 miles south-east of Cochin, 15| miles east-north-east of the sea-port of Alapuri 
{Aleppei/y Aulapolay^ Kotium). The metropolis of the Syrian Christians on the Western Coast. There is an 
old Syrian church here, in which is a granite slab at the back of a side-altar with a cross in bas-relief on it, 
and round the arched top a short sentence in Pahlavi characters, at its foot being a few words in Syriao. 
There is a similar, but older, tablet built into the wall which bears a Fahlayi inscription. (Indian Anti- 
quary II, 273.) The remains of a very old fort are to be seen close by, belonging to a Baja whose family 
still reside in the neighbourhood. They are stated to be in possession of some old documents. At 
Kottayam, in the possession of the elders of the Syrian Church, are to be seen the two copper-plate grants 
by which the early Nestorian Christians obtained their permanent footing in Southern India. By the 
earlier of these, dated in A.D. 774, Perumal Vira Ra&;haya grants the village of Manigramam to Iravi 
Korttan of Kodungalur_(Cranganore). By the later, Maruv&n Sapir Iso grants some land to a church and 
constitutes the Jews at Ansuvannam and the Syrians at Manigramam protectors of it. This dates from 
about the ninth century A.D. 

Kulatura; — 21 miles south-east of Trivandrum, close to the high road {Cooletoray,) A rock-cut 
temple which requires careful examination. It is on the summit of a hill called Chdral Maiaij or Chitrdl 
Malai^ 3 miles east of Kulatura. The temple is now known as the Bhagavatl Kovily but it seems to have 
been built over an older rook-cut temple. In the central compartment of the rock-cut hall is a figure which, 
from the description sent me, would appear to be Jaina, as it is said to be " quite naked." It. is in a 
sitting posture on an elevated stone plinth, and has three umbrellas over its head. There is another in 
the southern compartment. On the rock-face on the north of the temple are 32 figures ^' repetitions of ihe 
images in the pagoda,^' sculptured in the rock. I take these also to be of Jaina origin. Three inscriptions 
are to be seen between these figures, and others here and there. Copies of these have been sent me, but 
they are not satisfactory. As far as I can judge the characters are similar to those at Kaluoumalai 
in the Tinnevelly District. 

Madalam; — ^25 miles south-east of Trivandrum, 7 miles west of Eranll. (Muddaulum.) There is a 
Tamil inscription in the Muttanamman temple, north of the temple of Ganeia. 

Madavur Para ; — 8 miles north by west of Trivandrum. An immense rock about 180 feet high, 
on the north side of a valley, to the summit of which a flight of rock-cut steps leads. On its south side 
are two caves, one closed with granite rocks, and one used as a Siva temple. This is about 20 feet from 
the foot of the rock. The temple consists of an antechamber and adytum. In the former are some sculp- 
tured figures of Oane^a, &c. The latter is a small unsculptured cell. 

Melapibagai ; — In the TovdJai Taluk, a hamlet of Deridanankdppu, 6 miles north-west of Tov&lai.

Trinekdikarai ; — 8 miles north-west of Trivandrum, in the Kalakkulam Taluk. On the face of a 
wall of rock is an old inscription in dear characters, as yet imdedphered. 

YadaiSbbi ; — see Padaputu. 

Yalavanood. — Head-quarters of a taluk, 21 miles south-east of Trivandrum. ( VeUaveneode.) The 
KuLATURA remains are quite dose to this town. On two stones of the temple of Tirupil&ng54u are 
inacriptiona in " unknown characters." 
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THE TRIOHTNOPOLY DISTRICT. 

The District of Triohinopoly lies just at the junction of the territories of the three old peninsula 
kingdoms of tiie I^diyans, the Cholas, and the Eongu (or Ghera P) drnastj. To the east Iblj the 
oountiy of the Oholas, to the south that of the Pftncliyans, while the Kongu kings ruled oyer the tracts to 
the north-west and the Pallava kings of the Eurumbars probablj quarrelled with the Oholas oyer tiie 
sovereignty of the forests and hills to the north and north-east. Native traditi<m places the bonndieury 
of the three chief kingdoms at the extreme west of the district^ along the banks of the river Earaipott&nir, 
or Earuv&ttari which falls into the Eaven at a point II miles east of Earur. An embankment 
is said to mark the frontier-line, and the name of the river, which signifies ^' the river of the boundary/' 
is pointed out as corroborative of the legend. Further, the residents on the south of the Eaveri^ 
in the Eulitalai Taluk, show an embankment runniiie southwards from a point exactly opponte the 
embouchure of the Earaipott&n&r^ and state that that also marked the boundair of the three kingdoms. 
Putting aside for the present all question as to the exact accuracy of this tradition, it is quite possible 
that the point of contact may have been close to the Earaipdtt&nilr at one period, though the frontier, in 
all probability, was perpetuiJly changing. 

Until the numerous ins(nriptions in the district are carefully examined and reported on it will be 
useless to theorize too broadly, but I think there can be little doubt that, at least as early as the eleventh 
century, almost the whole district owed allegiance to the Gholas. We have yet to learn whether any 
portion of the south of the district was under the P&n4iyanJB. The Gholas in that century seem to have 
had their capital at Qieulg^aikondadorapuram, the metropolis previous to this period having been at 
UraiyOr. At present it is impossible to say when the change occurred and under what oitcumstanoes, 
for the whole history of Soutnem India previous to the tenth and eleventh century is hidden in the 
deepest obscurity. There was a kingdom with its capital at ITMiyur in Ptolemy^s time^ and inscriptions 
of other dynasties further north show that from eaJrly times members of mose families boasted of 
conque^ over Ghola kings, but for all practical purposes we must commence from the eleventh century, 
when the Chblas appear to have suddenly emerged from obscurity into the dignity of a powerful and 
widely-extended kingdom. They conquered and entirely subdued the Pallavas of Eaftchi, and the 
Eongu kings of the central peninsula, while by an intermarriage with a Ghalukyan princess of YehA 
their arms were extended northwards as far, at least, as the Gt)d&vttn, perhaps as far as the borders of me 
then kingdom of the Q-ajapatis of Orissa. Their hold over a large portion of this tract was very |preca- 
rious, and gradually the kingdom fell to pieces. They were overthrown by the Eongu kings in the 
west, and by the Qanapatis of Orangal in the north, and their complete downfall was effected by a 
Mussulihan inval^on in A.D. 13i0» and the conquest by tbe early sovereigns of Yijayanagar a few years 
later. A sketch of the Ohda dynasty will be f oimd in its proper place in Yolimie II. 

It is probable that the Gholas retained a firm hold over the whole of the lower basin of the Eaveri 
and Goleroon from a point near Eeurur to the sea, during the ^tire period of their existence as a 
sovereign power. Tricninopoly, or at least the most part of the district, owed perpetual allegiance to 
them. 

The Mussulman invasion of A.D. 1310 opens up a new era in the history of the cbuntxr. Mftlik 
Eafur Was general of the Emperor of Delhi^ and performed Hie duties assigned to him with the utmost 
vigour. He subdued large portions of the peninsula^ so that he and nis suceeesors, his master^s 
viceroys, held the country for 37 yeeure, when they were driven out, and the YrjaysJnagar kingdom 
gradually obtained miiversal dominion over the whole south of India. Meanwhile, nowever, there was 
a short interregnum in the Ghola and Panc^ya countries. Kiimpana Udaiydr, whom some assert to have 
been a general of the Maisor chief, and some a commander sent from the then infant sovereignty of 
Yijayanagar, held the country for some years, his family ruling from about A.D. 1365 to 1404. Mr. Moore 
{District Manual!) thinks that Eampana TJdaiyar '^ did not ext^ad his conquest to Tanjore, where the Ghola 
kings were then reigning.'^ There are several of his inscriptions, however, and those of his successor or 
successors at Gonjeeveram {Kd9icKpura). After the Udaiyars it is probable that constant struggles for 
sovereignty took place between the Nayakka adventurers from Yijayanagar, the legitimate chiefs of the 
Ghola and Pdndiyan dynasties, the chiefs of the Mais^ families, and the generals of the forces of Yijaya- 
nagar, till the anarchy was put an end to by the final triumph of the latter, when the whole country fell 
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under the powerful Tijayana^ar soyereignty of the sixteenth oentuiy. In A.D. 1559 YiiSvan&tha 
Nftyakka, an emissary from Vijayanagar^ established himself on the throne of the P&ndiyans, and created 
a new dynasty, that of the N&yakkas of Madura, who held the Trichinopoly District more or lees firmly 
till the Mussulmans finally ejected them in 1736. Perpetual fighting ooculred during this period 
between the Nftyakkas^ the Tanjore Gholas (and after them the Mahratta dynasty of Tanjore), the 
Maistkr chiefs, and the Mussulmans ; and the Trichinopoly district was a constant scene of bloodBhed 
and strife. It is to Yidvanatha that the town and rock of Trichinopoly owes much of its present 
grandeur and importance. 

For this period I must refer readers to Mr. Nelson's Madura Manual and Mr. Moore's TrickiMpoly 
Manual. The same authorities are sufficient for present purposes with ref eronoe to the ensuiuff period 
from 1736 to the present day. It is enough hero to say that the countiy fell under the "Rnglisn finally 
in 1801. 

A pedigree of the PudukSttai family will be found in Volume 11. Unfortunately very little seems 
to be known rogarding them. 

Thero aro yeiy few rude stone monuments in the district, the absence of which seems to show the 
existence of a differont race to that which inhabited the countiy to the west and north. 

Serpent- worship and demonolatry abound in the district ; and the adoration of the ffoddess Kali 
is attended once a year with much animal sacrifice and disgusting practices, such as bkxKl-drinking 
and the Uke. 



PEEAMBALtJE TALUK. 

Al)t7TVftAi ; — 17 miles north-east of PerambalCLr. (Audkray.) An old diva temple with many 
inscriptions. There is a coppeisplate grant, too, in the temple. Of ihe insoriptioiifl on stone two aro 
as follows : — 

(1.) Inside the southern piftk&ra ; dated in S.8. 1381 (A.D. 1459). It records a gift of lands to 
tiie temple by a private person during the roign of Mallikftrjuna B&ya of Yijayanagar. 
This date cladies with that of other inscriptions, and I am not suro of its accuracy. 
(2.) Inside the northern prdkftra. It records gifts of lands to the temple by KulottungaOhola. 
The date given in the copy sent to me is 4000 of &e KoHyuga^ i.^*, AJ). 899, far too eariy. 
I am satiimed that either the copy is wrong or the inscription a maro fanciful iorgery. » 

Ari^mbIvur ; — 14 miles north-west of Perambaltkr. {Arrambacor.) A temple of some note, with 
inscriptions. Three of these are as follows : — 

(I.) B.d. 1591 (A.D. 1669). Gift by some ryots to the Siirangam temple during the ragn of 

Sii Banga B&ya of Vijayanagar. 
(2.) d.^ 1545 (A.D. 1623). Grant during the roign of Yenkatappadeva of Yijayanagar. 
(3,) 8.6. 1608 (A.D. 1686). Becords ropairs to a sluice during the roign of Muttu Yirappa 
Nayakka of Madura. This is Bafiga Krishna Muttu Yirappa. 
I am not, by any means, certain of the accuracy of the two dates first given. TbB originals should 
be examined. 

KalukkInattam ;-^16 miles south-east of Perambalur. An old Siva temple with a number of 
inscriptions. 

OnATTtht ;-^ll nules south of Perambaltlr. {Ooiatoor.) Am old ^va temple weU sculptured and 
with a number of inscriptions. 

Perambalur ; — The taluk head-quarters, 31 miles north-north-east of Trichinopoly. {Perambahor,) 
An old Siva temple. 

PbritammIpalaiitam ; — 14 miles north-north-east of Perambalfbr. (PeriahiahpolKafn.) Near this 
village, dose to wbero the high road crosses the YelUir river, is a Jaina statue lyin^ neglected, almost 
covered with blown sand from the river-bed, only ihe head £uid shouMers being visime. 

Rakjakkui)! ;-*^9| miles north-north-east of Peramhaltbr. (Buf^unguda.) The ruins of an old fort. 
Thero is said to have b^n an old diva temple hero in former dnys, but no trace of it now romains. 

YlLiKONpAPURAM ;-^7 miks &(Hrth*n(»rth-ea8t of P^raimbalfkr* ( ValeandahJ) This place is said to 
have once be^ the seat of a Nav&b, and thero aro several romains to be 'seen of mosques and temples. 
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There axe also some old mosquea in the hamlet of YsSh.miBm(V^ Mr. Walhonse doBGribes 

the remains in Yolimie lY of the Indian Antiquary (p. 2/2). There is a *' square tank in a temple oourt 
that has a Jaina or Buddhist appearance, being surrounded with a ourious low sunken cloister, the roof 
level with the ground." At the principal village is an old fort, now nearly obliterated, and two temples, 
in one of which is the tank mentioned above. At the other are some excellent sculptured pillars 
and other architectural features seriously injured by Haidar's men. Opposite the fort is a maqid and a 
handsome black-marble tomb. The masjid seems, says Mr. Walhouse, to have been adapted from a Hindu 
temple as it contains ^' Hindu pillars with faces smoothed and graven with Arabic inscriptions." There is 
a beautiful Hindu mandapam close by, supported by slender elegant fluted pillars. This has been 
appropriated by the Mussulmans, who have placed in it a carved granite tombstone, supported at the 
four comers by legs. 

YEFGAimB ; — 12| miles north-north-west of Perambaltbr. ( Venganoor.) An old Siva temple highly 
sculptured and containing many inscriptions. 

Yenkulah; — 11 miles north-west of Perambalur. (V&ngalum.) A temple with a number of 
inscriptions. 

XIDAITARPALAIYAM TALUK. 

AmbIpuram, or Yikbamah ; — 11 miles south-south-west of Ucjiaiy&rp&laiyam. (Ambapooram.) 
There are a few Jain images here, and some small ruined Siva temples. 

Abital^r ; — ^The head-quarters of a Deputy Collector, 16 miles west-south-west of TJdaiy&rpSjAi- 
yam. (Arrialoar.) Two old temples of Siva and Yishnu. Two copper-plate grants, sent by tiie Deputy 
Collector of this place, are noted as Nos. 169, 170 of the list of copper-plate grants published in Yolume H. 

Gakgaikonpa65bapuram (Grangaikandapuram^ or Oangondaram) ; — 6^ miles east of Jayamkonda- 
6o;apuram. {Otmgacondapuram.) This place was the capital of the Cholas in the eleventh century. 
There is an old and remarkable temple, nere, built by them, now greatly ruined.^ The vim&na in the 
eentre is surmounted by a tower 174 feet high. The enclosure measures 584 feet by 372 feet, and there 
are six gopuras. The gopura to the east was very fine, being entirely built of stone with the exception of 
the roof. AU the lower part of the centre building is covered with inscriptions. The temple was probably 
the model from which the Tanjore temple was constructed. Bishop Caldwell thinks that it was ^' one of 
the ffreat, if not the greatest of, parent Hindu temples." At one time the enclosure was strongly 
fortified with batteries at the four comers, but the walls were demolished by the Public Works Eiq^eers 
some years ago and the stones used for the Coleroon anient. 

liie foUowinfi^ list of inscriptions at Gangakondladorapuram is from a volume of Sir W. Elliot's 
ooUeotion, kindly Tent me by Mr. Foulkes : — 

(1.) On the MahdfMifj4(ipam, Grant by 68 chiefs in the fifth year of the reign of ^ Eo B&ja 
E§toivarm& t74aiyftr Sri Yira K&jendra Ddvar," t.^., the Chola sovereign who ruled from 
A.D. 1064-1113. The grant, therefore, was made in A.D. 1069. The king is said to 
have conquered the YengI country. His wife is mentioned, but the words are broken 
in the original. 
(2.) On the MaMmandapam. Grant in the twenty-third year of the same king, ije., A.D. 1087. 

Here, too, he is said to have conquered the Yengi country. 
(S.) The original is very much defaced, and the tr^islation given full of errors. It appears 
to record a number of victories. Madura is mentioned, and Ahava MaUa^ but in what 
connection cannot be made out. In all probability this is a grant of the same reign. 
(4.) Grant in the twenty-third year of the reign of £5 Baja Kedarivarmft (A.D. 1087). This 

is the Bajendra of No. 1 . 
(5.) Grant by tkree chiefs in the reigpi of the same king. His queen' s name, XJlaha Murududaiy&I, 
is mentioned.

** and, close by, surrounded by jungle, are some remains of ancient buildmgs, now much resembling the 
mounds or heaps which indicate the site of ancient Babylon, but in which the village elders point out the 
various parts of an extensive and ma&piifloent palace," t.^., the palace of the Chola kings, ^ere was an 
enormous tank here in their days, me embankment of which is 16 miles long, and of great size. It is 
completely ruined. 

Jatamkondasokafuram ; — 5 miles east-north-east of UdaiyftrpSlaiyam. {JahenkaodaBholapuram.) 
There are two granite Jaina statues, one on the bund of the tank, and the other at the end of a street. 
Worship is penormed once a year to the former by the inhabitants of the town. 

Eamaba^^valli ; — 12 miles east-south-east of EirapparuvOr and 16 miles south-south-west of 
TJdaiydjpdIaiyam. An old Siva temple, said to be highly sculptured. 

Kanparadittam ; — 9^ miles south of Ku^pparuvtbr and 26 miles south-west of XJdaiyarpalaiyaial 
{Koandroyuthum,) An old Siva temple with a number of inscriptions. 

KabukaikavalapfabkoviIi ; — s^ee Gangaikokdai^^puram. 

KiEAPPABUvuB ; — 18 miles west-,south-west of n4aiy&rp&laiyam. The head-quarters, of a Deputy 
Tahsildar. {Keelapulure.') An old Siva temple. In the hamlet of Melapparuvur is another. Both 
these are elaborately sculptured and contain inscriptions. It is said that the name of ^' Yikrama Chola '* 
occurs in one of the inscriptions at the Klrappapivllr temple. 

EiBAYtR; — ll^miles west of Kirapj^aruvur and 19^ miles west-south-west of T74aiydxp&laiyaQi. 
{Keelure.) An old Siva temple with inscnptions. 
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TiRUMALAYApi ; — 5 miles west by north of TiruY&di, but on the north bank of the Coleroon, and 
26 miles south-west of Udaiyarpalaiyam. {Trimehaudy.) An old 6iya temple, highly sculptured and 
with many inscriptions. There is a oopper-plate grant in the temple. 

TikxjkIk0r; — 23 miles south-west of U().aiy&rpdlaiyam and 8 miles south of Eirappogru^^^* ^ 
very old Siva temple^ sculptured, and containing inscriptions. 

VAKbTAM ; — 2 miles south of Kurappajruvur and 19 miles west-south-west of Udaiydipalaiyam. 
( Vunnum.) There is a Jaina statue here. 

YiKRAMAM,; — see Ambapurah. 

Udaitarpalaiyam. — The taluk head-quarters, 48 miles north-east of Triohinopoly. ( WodiarpoUiam.) 
An old Siva temple with a semi-circular tank called the Gdndivatirtham. The present residence 
of the Zemindar is in an old fort said to have been built by the Mahrattas. In the north-west comer 
of the building there are inscriptions on a slab. 

MUSIEI TALUK. 

Kamakshifuram ; — 16 miles north by east of Mudiri and 5 miles west of Turaiyur. In a field 
belonging to oue Yiram Pillai is a stone with an inscription dated 8.6. 1653 (A.D. 1731) recording 
a private grant of lands to the village temple. 

Kabaipotianaru. — A river that falls into the E§.veri at Siplftputtur 12 miles west of Musiri, 
{Karvetaur Satapilapoothoor). The name signifies '* the river that marks the boundary/' and it is asserted 
by the natives that it was the boundary between the Chera, Chola, and Pftndiyan kingdoms. An embank- 
ment carries the boundary from the river southwards. (See Tirukambiliyar in the Eulitalai Taluk). 

MudiBi. — The taluk head-quarters, 19 miles west by north of Trichinopoly. A very old Siva temple 
on the banks of theKs.ven. Mr. Walhouse^ in the Indian Antiquary lY, 273, describes the old granite 
bridge here which spans a channel by the river side. On the side of it is an inscription which, according to 
Mr. W alhouse's doubtful rendering, states that the head of the channel was cut by King ^' L5rakkon&n " 
in memory of EarikaJa Chola. 

Nagaitanall^r ; — 16 miles west of Mudiri. Sundara Bamayya, a resident of this village, is in 
possession of an old copper-plate grant, in Nagan characters. It is dated in S.S. 1572 (A.D. 1650). 

Palaitub ; — 23 miles east by north of Musiri and 2\ miles west of Tirupattur ( Tripathoor). An old 
Siva temple. In the field bearing the Survey Number 105 is a stone with an inscription dated B.S. 1546 
(A.D. 1624), recording a private grant of lands to the temple. 

Tibuppattur; — 24 miles east by north of MuiSiri. (Tripaioor.) An old Siva temple with many 
inscriptions. 

TiBi}VEN6{NATHAMALAi ; — 1^ milcs uorth-west of Muidiri, on the banks of the Kaveri. {Tnvinghymul^ 
lay.) An old Siva temple, of small size, on a low hiU. It is approe^hed by a flight of 500 steps. 

TuRAiYTO ; — 17 miles north-east of Mufiiri. {Tariore.) In the vicinity of Turaiyur is a small hill 
having on its summit a Yishnu temple, which is elaborately sculptured. In the middle of the irrigation 
tank ^' there is a curious and picturesque building three stories high, in which the Zemindars used formerly 
to live for short periods when the tank was full of water. It is now out of repair and rapidly falling into 
ruins.** (District Manualy 15.) 

Yedumalai ; — 20^ miles east by north of Mudiri. {Yadamullay.) An old Siva temple with some 
inscriptions. In the cattle-stand of the village are three stones bearing inscriptions which the villagers 
are unable to read. 

Ybbkkudi ; — 17 miles north by east of Musiri, and 6 J miles west-north-west of Turaiyur. (Tara^ 
goody.) ^An old 6iva temple. In the field bearing Survey Number 310 is a stone with an inscription 
dated 6.S. 1634 (A.D. 1712), recording a private gift of lands to the temple. 

TBICHINOPOLT TALUK. 

Akakabai ;^10 miles north-east of Trichinopoly. (Aungaray.) An oldSiva temple with inscrip^ 
tions said to be " unreadable." 

Eruman^r ; — see Tirvpilatturai. 
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ERUMBEdVARAM ; — See TlRTJYARAMBtB. 

jAMBUKEdvARATKMPLE (The) ; — 2 niiles north of Triohinopoly, i mile east of the Srirangam temple, 
on the same island. It is also known as the Tiruvdnaikkd temple or the *^ temple of the saored grove of 
the elephant." This is a very large 6iva temple, containing one of the five '* lingams of the Elements," 
viz., the *' water-lingam." It prohahlj belongs to the fifteenth oentnry, and is, therefore, older than its 
great rival. Mr. Fergusson (Indian and Eastern Architecturey p. 865) thinks that this temple as an archi- 
tectural object far surpasses that at ^rirangam in beauty. Mr. Moore describes it in the District Manual , 
(pp. 341-2). He mentions a number of inscriptions which are to be found on various parts of the 
buildings, but says that they are almost all without date, and therefore historically useless. One, however, 
bears date S.S. 1403 (A.D. 1481). 

jAVAiniNATHAPUEAM ; — 9 milcs east-north-east of Trichinopoly. {Javundenadapooram,) In the small 
Vishnu temple of this village is a stone with a very ancient inscription, in Chola-Qrantha characters. 

E[iEAMBiL ; — 15 miles east-north-east of Trichinopoly on the bank of the Coleroon. (Keelamble,) 
An old diva temple with many inscriptions. 

Laj^ugudi ; — 1 1 miles east-north-east of Trichinopoly. Head-quarters of a Deputy Tahsildar, 
(Laulgoody,) A very old Siva temple^ richly sculptured and containing many inscriptions. Not far from 
here, on the left-hand side of the road leading to rullambadi {Palambaddy)^ is an old Jaina statue in a 
field. It is quite neglected and uncared for. 

Malavanub ; — 11 miles north-east of Trichinopoly. On a stone 100 yards west of the village is an 
inscription said to be ^' unreadable." 

Manoudi ; — 18 miles east-north-east of Trichinopoly. {Maungoody.) An old 6iva temple with 
many inscriptions. 

FicHANDABKOviL ; — 6 milcs north of Trichinopoly. A Siva temple, said to be of great antiquity. 

PxjTTUE ; — see Tbichinopoly. 

Samayapueam ; — 9 miles north-north-east of Trichinopoly. {Samiavaram.) An old ruined KdR 
temple with a number of inscriptions all round it, as weU as on the gateway, and on a slab near the gate. 
Tradition ascribes its origin to ^hoja B&ja. It is said that some fifteen years ago some copper imaeea 
were found underground in a field of this village. For some time they stood in the Trichinopoly Taluk 
Elacheri, whence tney were sent to the District Court. All trace of them is, however, lost. There are two 
copper-plate grants here in the possession of a Mussulman of the village. One of them is in ^industani, 
and appears to be dated in Hijra 1173 ^A.D. 1759). The other is in Tamil. It purports to be a grant 
made by '' MjLnftkshi B&ni Ammal," wife of Yijaya Banga Chokkanatha Ns.yakka of Madura, in 6.3, 
1655 (A.D. 1733), during the reign of " Sri Vira Vefikatadeva Maharftya " at ** Ghanagirinagara.*' 

SbIrAngam ; — 2| miles north of Trichinopoly. (Seringham.) The great Vishnu temple here is very 
well known, and is described at length in Mr. Moore's Manual (pn. 337->340). It belongs to the seven-i 
teenth and eighteenth centuries. It consists of seven enclosures, the outermost wall of which measures 
3,072 feet by 2,521 feet. There are a number of ffopuras, the highest of which measures 146^ feet. 
The deity, Mangandthasmmi^ is a recumbent stone ngure in a small shrine in the centre. There are 
the usual mekTMJbipams, galleries, and haUs betokening immense expenditure of money and labor, but the 
whole fails to please for several reasons. One is given by Mr. Fergusson (Indian and Eastern Architect 
ture, 34&»350), and is quoted at length by Mr. Moore. Shortly it amounts to this — ^that, as in other 
Dravidian temples, the finest features are those furthest from the central shrine* the towers and gatewava 
diminishing in size as they approach the sanctuary, *^ a mistake which nothing can redeem.'^ The 
6rirangam temple, if its principle of design could be reversed, would, Mr. Fergusson thinks, be one of 
the finest temples in the south of India. Another reason for disc^ppointment is the poor condition in 
which a large extent of the temple is kept. Nevertheless, it is an interesting group of buildings, and 
imposing from its very size. The stone-carving is by no means so fine as that of the temples at Madura 
or Vellore. 

There is an unfinished outer gopura of immense size, which, if completed, would have risen to the 
height of 300 feet. Only the lower member, however, is to be seen. The jambs of the gate, each of a 
single slab of granite, are more than 40 feet in height. *' Even as it is, it is one of the most imposing 
masses in Soumem India, and probably — ^perhaps becaxiSQ it Qever was q^uite finished — ^it is in seyer^ an^ 
good taste throughout." (Mr. Fergusson,) 
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A notioe of the principal oar belonging to the temple and need in piooeesionB will be found in 
Indian Antiquary I, 322, and of the temple jewela in the same publication X 131. Several of the oldest 
of theee latter, which are striking in a rough barbario way, were presented to the temple by Yijaya 
Eanga ChokkanAtha N&yakka of Madura (A.D. 1704-1781), husband of Min&kshi, the last of tha 
dynasty. 

There are a number of inscriptions on the walls of the temple which should be examined, but I have 
no list of them. The principal chronicle is the Ranga Mdhdtmyam. But the priests of the temple haw 
in their possession a document which ought to be of real value, the Mahdimyas of temples being almocit 
invariably an absurd jumble of mythological fables. This is a chronicle called the Varugu^ which is 
said to give a list of all the priests of the temple, with details of temple management, from the earlieai 
times. 

TiRUPFALATTURAi ; — ^7 milcs east-north-east of Trichinopoly. {Tirpaiatoray,) An old &va temple 
with many inscriptions. 

T1BUFILA.TTUBAI, or Ebumait&r ; — ^9 miles west-noiih-west of Trichinopoly. Railway Station. 
{Triplatoray, Ellamanore.) A very old Siva temple. 

TiRUVARAMBUR ; — 6 miles east by south of Trichinopoly on the Tanjore road. Bailway Station. 
(Teroovembore) A Siva temple situated picturesquely on a high rock. There are a numbiBr of inscrip- 
tions on its walls. The place is also called EBUMstdvARAM. 

TiRUVAfii; — 6 miles north-north-west of Trichinopoly. {Trivasee.) An old 6iva temple with 
inscriptions. 

TiRUVELLABAi ; — 10 milcs north of Trichinopoly. (Trevellary Pagoda.) An old Siva temple, highly 
fleulptured, having an unfinished gopura. There is said to be a rock-cut cave with pillars under the 
temple. 

Tbichinopolt (Tiruchhindpallf) ; — Head-quarters of the district. Chiefly noticeable for its rdmark- 
able rock and the group of temples and temple-buildings clustered on and around it. The prin- 
cipal temple on the rock is dedicated to Tdyumdnamr ( Siva " who became a mother, '' from the 
fable of Siva having nourished an orphan). A fine fiight of granite steps, covered by a granite roof 
and passing several galleries and pillared halls, leads from the foot of the rock most of the way to the 
top. At the head of the first mght of steps, a street runs completely round the rock by the side of 
wnich houses have been built. On emerging &om this on to the open rock, the visitor finds himself 
imder a precipitous crag, on the summit of which is a shrine and mandapam. Rook-cut steps lead up to 
this. Just under the crag last mentioned is a room cut in the rock, in which is a long inscription not as 
yet deciphered. On the summit of the crag is a small temple of Uchhi Pillaiydr^ or ^^ Gknesa of the 
I'eak." In the Tdyumdnavar temple are several inscriptions, but the Brahmans are very strict in their 
maintenance of the limits to which they will allow access to Europeans. Under the rock is a fine 
bathing-tank« The N&dar Shah mosque in the town is an old one, and has a number of Persian 
inscriptions. The old fort of Trichinopoly measured about a mile by half a mile. The maps published 
in Onne's history give an excellent idea of the place in the middle of the last century. 

At the suburb pf Puttur is a curious Mussmman institution evidently modelled on Hindu originals. 
It consists of a group of buildings, now greatly out of repair in a shady garden of trees. The land was 
granted by M^^amm&l, the Nayakka Ruler of Madura (AD. 1688-1704) ; and the Muhammadans 
seem to have tried to emulate the Hindus in several respects. Amongst others there is a tower, six 
stories high, covered in with a dome like the iikhara of a temple. The outside walls are perfectly plain, 
but they are relieved by plaster pilasters and Saracenic arch-work. The cornices are all imitation 
Dravidian, having the double flexure in a highly exaggerated style. Some of the pillars of the poroheB 
and man4apams have the old bracket-capitals and look as if they really belonged to a Hindu temple. 
At one comer, outside the surrounding wall, sits a stone lion looking like tne base of a pillar of the 
" Seven Pa^godas " type. 

The mv&b's palace under the Trichinopoly rock is now very much altered. It was partly erected 
of materials taken rrom Tirumala Nayakka's splendid palace at Madura, which Chokkan&tha ruthlessly 
despoiled (Madura Manual, 190). Pfiurt has been restored, and is used for Gtovenmient buildings. Part 
is in ruins. The room is diown in which, according to tradition, Mangammftl of Madura was starved 
to death. 

A resident of Trichinopoly, named Shaik Hussain, is in possession of a copper-plate grant <rf 
Minakshi of the N&yali^ka dynasty, conferring some lands on a mosque. It is dated m S.S. 1666 (A.D. 
1738). 
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Trichinopoly was probably a place of no historical importance previous to the last few centuries. 
For its later history we have excellent materials in several well known works which treat of the Mussul- 
man period. Mr. L. Moore's historical chapters in the District Manual give a valuable rSsum^ of the 
subject. He writes (page 126) : "It would lippear that, up to Vidvanatha's reign TJraiyur was the 
capital of the country, and that he, if he did not found Trichinopoly, at all events fortified and greatly 
enlax^ped it." With this view I see no reason to differ. The fort was strengthened by Krishnappa alias 
Periya Virappa, and Vidvanatha II. 

TJbaiy&r, or Wabriorb, has the reputation of being the site of one of the oldest cities in Southern 
India, it having been the ancient capital of the Cholas before they removed further east. The Chola 
capital in the eleventh century seems to have been at G-angaikonda^rapuram, or Qangondaram, in 
this district. TJraiyur is the ^OpOovpa BaalXeiov S&pvayo^ of Ptolemy, and was in existence before 
the commencement of our era. The temple here is probably very old in its inception, but none of the 
work now visible from the outside looks at all archaia 

There is an inscription on a rock near TJraiyur, known as the Cli/olampdrai which is said to record 
that a large treasure oi gold lies buried in two caves under the rock. Search, however, has proved 
fruitless. 

TJraiyto ; — see Trichinopoly. 

TJyyakonpan ; — Close to Trichinopoly, the village from which the TJyyakoncJftn irrigation channel 
(spelt by Orme Weycondah) takes its name. At the head-sluice of the channel are two iasoriptions, one 
of which is said to record repairs done to the channel after a breach, during the reign of Kulottufiga Chola, 
800 years ago. There is no doubt that the channel is a very ancient work. 

TJYYAKOwpiN TiRUMALAiNALLUR, othcrwisc Called KiRKupiMAMALAJ ; — ^3 milcB 'vest of Trichinopoly. 
An old 6iva temple with many inscriptions. 

Warriors ; — see Trichinopoly. 

KULITALAI TALUK. 

Jayamkonda^orapuram ; — a hamlet. See Mahadanapuram. 

Kapambark5vil ; — 1 mile west of Kulitalai. An old Siva temple with elaborate sculptures. 

Mahadanapuram ; — 13 miles west of Kulitalai on the bank of the river. In tbe hamlet of Jayam- 
kondasdrapuram, sometimes called P^ayadSngadam, are some Jain ruins. There is an old 3iva t^ple 
of considerable size at Mahsd&napuram. 

Manapparai. — ^A Railway Station, 22 miles south of Kulitalai. (Munerparay.) In the hamlet of 
Kannudaiyanpatti, a mile north-east of Manapparai, is an old Vishnu temple. 

Paraya6engadam ; — see Mahadanapuram. 

Pbbiyappatti ; — 6 miles north-east of Mant.ppd.rai Bailway Station. (Perrierputtt/,) There is an 
old palace here called Kuppandr Mahal, in ruins. 

IUtnaoiri ; — 4^ miles south-south-west of Kulitalai. {Retnagherry.) A very old Siva temple on 
the top of a high hill. The temple is highly sculptured and contains many inscriptions. 

divAYAN ; — 5 miles south of Kulitalai. {Sevayam.) Mr. Walhouse, in a papw published in the 
Indian Antiquary for 1875 (lY, 272), describes a remarkable sculpture on a rock 2 miles south of Kujitalai 
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it is Buddha. My impression is that it is Jaina, but the illustration is not given in sufficient detail to be 
depended upon. Mr. Moore states that this sculpture is situated within the limits of ^ivftyam, which is 
6 miles south of Kulitalai. There are two old Siva temples in the village, one of which is strikingly 
situated on the summit of a lofty isolated rock. The steps up to the latter were constructed, according to 
an inscription on the temple waU, in 8.8. 1710 (A.D. 1788). 

dcNpAKKA-PAR^t ; — 3 miles south of Kulitalai. A native correspondent informs me that on a 
rock in this village are carved some Buddhist or Jain figures. 
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TiBUKAMBiLiTAB; — 13 miles west of Kulitalaiy | mile north of Kattalai Railway Station, and 2^ 
miles north of Manayfi.6i travellers' bungalow. There is a large-sized embankment here running from 
the river towards the south. Native tradition asserts that this was formerly the boundary between the 
*^ Chera, Chola, and Pandiyan kingdoms." There is also an old Amman temple here. It is a continuation 
of the Kand-potlan-aru river (y.t\ Mu6iri Taluk). 

TiRUMXjKKupAL ;— 17 miles west of Kulitalai, at the spot where the Amar&vati river flows into the 
Kaven. A very old 6iva temple with many inscriptions. 

TooAMALAi (pronounced Tdhamalai)-, — 14 miles south of Kulitalai. (TogamuUay.) An old fort in 
ruins. 

YBTTUVATrALAi j — 6 miles east-south-east of Kulitalai. There are three Jain statues here. 

THE STATE OF PUDUKOTTAI. 

• ■ 

Nartamalai ; — 9 miles north by west of Pudukottai, 22 miles south of Trichinopoly. (NautaumuUa.) 
On some low rooky hills here are some ancient rock-cut remains^ on the west side of the road, oonsist- 
ing of eaves, with pillar-supports to the roof, and other carvings. 
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THE TANJORE DISTRICT. 



The Tonjore oountiy seems to have been entirely under the Gholas during the whole course of their 
supremaoy, and the history of tha district is substantially that of the Chola dynasty. At present hardly 
anything is known of them prior to the end of the tenth or the beginning of the eleventh century, when 
there was a sudden and very material alteration in their condition, and they rose to a position of ereat 
eminence ; but that thev held power centuries before that date is certain, though that power may haye 
been circumscribed. They are mentioned as a nation hj the Ghreek writers, their capital being in the 
second century A.D. at Uraiyllr, near Trichino|poly. The capital appears afterwards to haye been 
several times changed and to h&ve been successively at Eumbakonam, Qangaikon4adOjrapuram, and 
Tanjore. In Volume II will be found a sketch of the Ghola dynasty, and it need not be repeated here. 
It wiU be enough to say that at present everything is most confused and va^e prior to tne eleventh 
century, and tluit only for about five generations are matters really ^lear. There appear to be a large 
number of inscriptions in the Chola country, few of which have been as yet examined, and it is to be 
hoped that by-and-by the subject will become less involved in difficulty. 

The Mussulman invasion in A.I). 1310 by Malik K&fur dealt a very severe blow to the CSiola 
sovereignty. Whether or not this invasion should be considered as a conquest is a question which may be 
consid^ed at present not conclusively settled ; but it is a fact that from that'time the Cholas speedily 
declined, and not many years later it began to be overshadowed by the rising power of Vijayanagar. 
The period which ensued seems to have been a stormy one, witnessing, as it probably did, a perpetual 
series of struggles between the legitimate sovereifip:is^ the X74&iy&r usurpers from the north (see under 
South Aboot), adventurers of Yijavanagar, and Mussulman chiefs ; for the Vijayanagar sovereignty was 
not universally acknowledged till the sixteenth century. 

It is possible that this last great change was due to the cause to which it is asmbed by local 
tradition and manuscripts — a quarrel between the Chola and P&ndiyan kings, which resulted in the latter 
sending to Vijayanagar for aid. Viradekhara is given as the name of the Ghola^ and Chandra6ekhara 
of the r&n4iyan king. However this may be, it is quite clear that in the sixteenth century the Nftyakka 
viceroys of Vijayanagar obtained all real power in the south, for we hear little or nothing of the 
Oholas after that date. Nftgama N&yakka and his great son, Vidvanatha N&yakka, established them- 
selves at Madura as independent chiefs, acknowledging (as did all his successors) the nominal sovereignty 
of Vijayanagar. Tanjore was established as a separate viceroyalty and held by four successive N&yakka 
ehie& — Sivappa, Achyutappa, Baghunfttha, and Vijaya B&^hava. The tragic end of the latter is an 
oft-told tale amongst the natives. He was attacked by the Madura Nftyakka and besieged in his own 
fort, and when he found further defence hopeless, he blew up his palace, rushed with his son into the 
midst of the enemy's troops and was killed, sword in hand. This was in 1674. One child was rescued, 
and he subsequently made an alliance with the Mussulmans, who despatched an army headed by the 
Mahratta, Ekoji, to reduce Tanjore, and place the boy in possession of his rights. This was done, but in 
two years fikoji had ousted his prot^g^, proclaimed himself independent, and established a dynasty which 
lasted till 1799 ; when — ^in the meantime sorely weakened by Muhammadan aggression and virtually 
almost at its last gasp— the r&j was handed over to the English, and has since remained a province of the 
Empire. 

Few or no remains of the rude-stone type, such as the dolmens and circles of the Kurumbar country, 
are to be found in the Tanjore District ; and I have heard of no relics of Buddhism. Jainism was at 
one period rife throughout the Chola country, and there are several remains extant to prove this, 
though in all probability most were destroyed in the fierce feuds that ensued between that religion and 
daiva Brahmanism. As above stated, inscriptions are numerous, and it is to be hoped that, before long, 
they will be successfully worked out. Large temples abound, and many of them are of earlv date. 
The Tanjore temple of the eleventh century is an object of great promise to the archseologist, for if so 
splendid a structure remains in such excellent preservation to the present day, it may reasonably be 
hoped that temples bridging the interval of four centuries between the arehitectuie of the Seven Pi^odas 
and that of Tanjore may be found amongst the villages of the district. One would naturally be 
inclined to look for them along the banks of the Ooleroon (Kolladam) and Eaveri. 
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Colonel Branfill'fl paper on the " Names of Places in Tanjore/' publisUed in the Madras Journal 
for 1879, pp. 43-92, is interesting and valuable. 



BHIYAU TALUK. 

AcHAPURAM ; — 10 miles north-east of Shiyali. An old ^iva temple, with inscriptions in Tamil and 
Grantha characters. 

DEviKdTTAi ; — 10 miles north-north-east of Shiydli. (De^kotta.) An old ruined fort, said to have 
been built by a Chola Raja. It was captured by the English from the Tanjore Raja in 1749, and 
was ceded in 1751. Taken by the French in 1758, it was again seized by the English in 1760. 

EllvEiuPATTANAM. — On the coast, 10 miles south-east of ShiyaH {Cauvareypatam or Keelaur.) 
This is a very ancient sea-port. It is the Chaberis emporium of Ptolemy (in the second century A.D.), and 
probably the Charitrapura of Hiwen Thsang. '' It seems to have finally ceased to be a place of impor- 
tance in the fifteenth century, partly owing to the silting up of the bed of the Kaveri; and nothing now 
remains but a few sandy mounds with fragments of bnck strewed over them, and traces here and there 
of temples.'' (Dr. Bumell in the Indian Antiquary VII, 40.) Colonel Yule identifies the place (Pattanam) 
with the " Fattan " of Rashidudc^. 

Ejrnangub ; — 6 miles south-east of Shiy&li. An old f^iya temple. There is a copper-plate grant 
in the possession of a resident of this village engraved in Gremtha characters. 

KoNDATTUB ; — 5 miles south of Shiy&li. {Cundalur.) There is a copper-plate grant in the posses- 
sion of a resident of this village. It is dated ^A 1529 (A.D. 1607). 

Maruvattur ;-^ rhjles south-west of Shiyali. There is a copper-plate grant in the possession of a 
resident of this village. 

Sayavanah ; — 11 miles south-east of Shiydli. An old Siva temple with inscriptions. 

Shiyali {Siyydrx) ; — 32 miles north-east of KumbakOnam. The taluk head-quarters. There is a 
large diva temple here on a low hiU, with inscriptions on the walls. 

TiRUMAYiLADi ; — 6 miles east of Shiy&li. In the possession of a ryot of this village is a copper-plate 
grant, which records a gift of lands by a Setupati chief. 

TiRUNAGARi ; — 4^ miles south-east of ShiySli. {Timigherri.) An old Vishnu temple. 

TiRUVALANGAD ; — 6 milcs south-east of Shiyftli. (Terruvulluneaud.) An old Siva temple with a 
number of inscriptions. Pasupatti Satyanatha Ghirukkal of the Kantamarisi Matham in this place is in 
possession of a copper-plate document. 

ToRUD^R ; — 5 miles west of ShiySli. North of the village, on a stone fixed in the groimd, is an 
inscription dated 6.6. 1518 (A.D. 1596). It records a gift of lands to the 6iva temple at VSltlr. 

Vaidyesvarankovil ; — 3^ miles south-west of ShiySli Railway Station. ( Vydeesprum P.) An old 
and large temple dedicated to 6iva^ containing a number of inscriptions. There are two copper-plate 
grants in the temple. 

Vblur ; — 4 miles south-west of Shiyali. An old 6iva temple with inscriptions. There is a copper- 
plate in the temple, dated 6.6. 1515 (A.D. 1593). 

MAYAVARAM TALUK. 

Attur ; — 7 miles west-north-west of Mayavaram. (Aktoor,) An old 6iva temple with several 
inscriptions. 

Iluppappattu; — 8 miles north-west of Mayavaram. {ElpapeL) A very old Siva temple. 

KoRUKKAi ; — 5 miles north-west of Mayavaram. (Kurekay.) A very old 6iva temple. The Sthala 
Purana is with the temple authorities. On the walls of the temple are a number of inscriptions. 

KuTTALAM ; — 6i miles west by south of Mayavaram Railway Station. There is an old 6iva temple 
here with inscriptions. 

Manamedu ;— 8 miles north-east of Mayavaram. An old temple in ruins. 
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Matayaram ; — ^The 4aluk head-quarters. Bidlway Station. (Mpaveram.) There is a large and 
ancient diva temple here, dedicated to Mat^randthawdmiy containing a number of iuBoriptions. In the 
suburb of Tiruvirandur is another old Siya temple. 

M^ALUB ; — 3 miles west by south of M&yavaram. {Moavaloor.) An old Siva temple with inscrip- 
tions. 

Nadukkarai ; — 6 miles north-east of Mftyavaram. In this village and in the hamlet of Mdlppati 
are two old diva temples. 

N^LLlpAi ; — 8^ miles south-east of Mayavaram. {NeUauday,) A very old Siva temple with many 
inscriptions. QHie temple has a Sthala Purdna. 

Perumttlai ; — 7 miles east-south-east of M&yavaram. {Perumullay.) A very old &va temple with 
a number of inscriptions. 

Tererandur ; — 6} miles south-west of M&yavaram. {Tareyellunter.) A large Siva temple of con- 
siderable age, bearing a number of inscriptions. 

TiRUNANRiTUR ; — i mUcs north-east of M&yavaram. There is an old Siva temple here containing 
inscriptions. 

TiRUVApuTUBAi ; — 10 miles west-south-west of M&yavaram and ^ mile north-east of " Narasingan- 
pet " Railway Station. (Temivatidutarap.) There is an old Siva temple here. 

TiBUVALANOApu ; — 9^ milcs south-west of M&yavaram. An old Siva temple with inscriptions. 

TiKUYALOLiPUTTUR ; — ^7 milcs north by west of M&yavaram. (Tincalpulur.) A very old 6iva 
temple. 

Tkanquebar (Tarangambddt) ; — on the sea, 18 miles north of Negapatam. There is a fort here, in 

which is an old (^iva temple bearing an inscription. The temple authorities possess a copper-plate grant. 

. There is another temple in the place, dedicated to Vishnu, which contains a copper-plate grant dated 

l§.6. 1531 (A.D. 1609). A number of carved Dutch tombstones are to be seen m the cemetery. Some 

are very handsomely sculptured. Tranquebar is a Danish colony dating from the year 1620. 

Varut&r ; — i nules south of M&yavaram. ( Vulluwar.) An old 3iva temple with inscriptions. 

kumbakOnam taluk. 

ApxjTTJRAi-PBBUMAL-K5viL ; — 12 milcs west by south of Kumbak5nam. (Permal Covil) An old 
6iva temple. 

AMMANQupi ; — 8 miles north-east of Kumbakonam. An old Siva temple with many inscriptions. 

AsTAKKupi ; — 6 miles north-east of Kumbakonam. {Anagaody,) An old Siva temple with many 
inscriptions. 

AxrplM-KoviL ; — 6 miles south-south-east of Eumbakdnam. {Andan Oovil) An old §iva temple 
with many inscriptions. There is a copper-plate inscription in the temple, dated 6.6. 1711, Kaliyuga 
4890, year Saumya (A.D. 1789), recording gifts of lands to the temple by the chief of SivagangaL 

At&r ; — 5 miles south-south-west of Kumbakdnam. An old Siva temple with inscriptions. 

Devarayapfttai ; — 11 miles south-west of Kumbakonam. An old and very large temple with 
inscriptions on three walls. 

Kachikkattu ; — 9 miles north-east of Kumbakdnam. An old 6iva temple with many inscrip- 
tions. 

KApiCHAicPApi ; — 3 miles north of Kumbakdnam. There is an old Siva temple here with 
inscriptions. 

KARUPPf^R; — 2 miles north-north-east of KumbakSnam. {Karpur.) An old 6iva temple with 
inscriptions. 

Kira6arvkkai ;— 3 miles south of Kumbakdnam. There is an old diva temple here with 
inscriptions. It is said to have been built by a Chola king, a statue of whom is shown in the temple. 

Kottur ; — 9\ miles north-east of Kumbakdnam. (Kutur.) An old 6iva temple. 
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EuMBAKOKAM (Rumbhakamm) ; — The taluk head-quarters. {Cumbakonam.) There are sixteen 
templefe here, twelve dedicated to Siva and four to Yiahnu. Almost all of these are well sculptured, and 
one of the gopuras is very fine. In the temples of Ndge^vara^ KumbheSvaray VdndpurUvaraf Chakrapdm, 
Sdrangapdm^ and Edmasvdmi are inscriptions. The Ndgeivara temple is so constructed that on three days 
in each year the sun, penetrating through the openings in the eastern gopura, falls on the liiigam 
in the shrine. This is interpreted into an act of adoration hy the sun. (See NIgalapuram, in the 
TiruvallOr. Taluk, Chingleput District.) The car {rathd) of the Sdrangapdni temple is one of the largest 
in Southern India, bein^ only second in size to that at Tiruvditur in the Negapatam Taluk. It is well 
ornamented. In the suburb of M^lakkftveri is an old temple dedicated to 6iva and containing inscrip- 
tions. Kumbakonam is jthe residence of one of the Sadkar&chdryars, whose matham contains a very 
valuable library of Sanskrit manuscripts. In the silk- weavers' street is a temple dedicated to Brahma 
which bears an inscription. The great bathing-pool, or Mahdmakham tank has some well executed 
sculptures round it. 

The town is one of the oldest in Southern India, and was at one time one of the chief cities of the 
CholajB. Fragments of older temples are to be seen everywhere, but none in situ, (Mr. Fergusson's 
Indian and Eastern Architecture^ 367-369.) An account of \hQ Mahdmakham festival, reprinted from a 
daily paper, will be found in the Indian AntiqtMry II, 151. The Reverend F. J. Leeper of Tranquebar 
contributed to the same periodical (III, 53) a notice of the legendary origin of the name Kuntbhdamam, 
Dr. Bumell gives the name Malaikurram as possibly that by which Kumbakonam was known in the 
seventh century. (South Indian Pakeography, Errata and Additions.) 

KuBiCHi ; — 13 miles north-east of Kumbakonam. An old Siva temple. 

Madiivabjunam ; — see Tibuvadamabxjdur. 

Mahadamafubah ; — 6 miles east of Kumbakdnam. On a slab in the wall of a man4apam near the 
river is an inscription in " illegible " characters. 

Manalub ; — 11 miles north-east of Kumbakonam. An old Vishnu temple with inscriptions. 

Mavjamalli ; — 9 miles north-east of Kumbakonam. An old Siva temple. 

MlLAr&R ; — 9 miles east by north of Kumbakonam. (Maleoar,) An old Siva temple. 

Nachitarkovil ; — 5 miles south-east of Kumbakonam. (Naehear Cavil.) An old Vishnu temple 
highly sculptured and containing inscriptions. 

Nandivanam ; — 1 miles south of Kumbakonam. An old Siva temple well-sculptured and contain- 
ing inscriptions. 

Nallub ; — 6 miles wert-south-west of Kumbakonam. (Nelloar.) There is an old Vishnu temple 
here. 

Fandanallub ; — 15 miles north-east of Kiunbak5nam. (Puntanellure.) An old Siva temple with 
inscriptions. A poor copy sent to me containing a few characters shows that the inscriptions are in old 
Tamil. There is an old ruined fort here with two temples of Siva and Vishnu, dso ruined. 

Papa Bajapuram ; — 3^ miles south of Kumbakonam. An old Siva temple with inscriptions. 

PlPAViNAidAM ; — 8 miles west by south of Kumbak5nam. Bailway Station. (Pamnasi.) A very 
old Siva temple with many inscriptions. 

FattI§vabam ; — 3^ miles south-west of Kumbakonam. (Patti-yeshuran.) An old Siva temple with 
inscriptions. Farts of the temple are well-sculptured. 

Eanganathapuram ; — 10^ miles west by south of Kumbak5nam. (Banganadapuram.) An old 
Vishnu temple with inscription^. 

Sakk5ttai ; — ^2^ miles south-south-east of Kumbakonam. (Shaw Oottah.) There is an old fort here 
in ruins, and a Siva temple inside it. 

Sengan^r ; — 9 miles north-north-east of Kumbakonam. (Shanganur.) An old Siva temple. 

SivlLAYAM ;-^ll miles south-west of Kumbakonam, on the high road to Tanjore. An ancient 
Siva temple in ruins. 

SivAPURAM ; — 3 miles east of Kumbakonam. There are two old temples here, dedicated to Siva» 
each having inscriptions on its walls. 

Sbinivasanall^b ; — 4 miles north-east of Kumbakonam. An dd Siva temple. 
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SuNDARAPEBUMAL KoviL. — A. Bailwaj Station^ 5 miles west by south of Eumbak6nam. {Bhun^ 
dattapermal Covil.) An old Vishnu temple said to have been built by a Ghola king. 

SObtan-Kovil ; — 10 miles north-east of Eumbakonam on the high road to M&yavaram. An anoient 
Biva temple with insoriptions. 

SvImimalai ;— 3 miles west of Eumbakonam. (Swamimale.) An anoient Siva temple on a small hill. 
The temple contains many insoriptions. In the hamlet of Yyasamangalam is an old Siva temple. 

Tanpantottam ; — 6 miles east of Eumbakonam. {Thandanthotum.) An old 6lva temple. 

TiBUCHHiRAi; — 7 miles south-east of Eumbakonam (Tiricheri,) An old Vishnu temple with 
insoriptions. 

TiBUKKABAKKAVTB ; — 14 milos west by south of Eumbakonam. A very old Siva temple with 
insoriptions. 

TiBUMANOALAKKupi ; — 8 milos uorth-east of Eumbakonam. (Temunglagtuli,) An old Siva temple 
with insoriptions in Ghrantha diaracters. 

TibunagbSvabam ; — 3 miles east of Eumbakonam. (Temgaeshmm.) A very old Siva temple. 

TiBUNiBAiYUB ; — 5| milos south-east of Eumbakdnam. {Terrunurreyar.) An old Siva temple with 
insoriptions. 

TiRUPPANANDAL ; — 11 milos north-uorth-east of Eumbskdnam. (Terrupunnandall.) There is a 
Sudra Matham here, richly endowed, and containing an old and valuable library of kadjan-leaf Tamil 
volumes. The matham possesses four oopper^plate grantS'M)ne in Telu^ and three in Tamil. The 
TelugQ idmnam purports to be a srant of lands near TuraiyQr, in the Tnohinopoly District, by private 
parties in S.S. 1666 (A.D. 1744), during the reign of Venkatapatideva B&ya at &hanagiri. Of the three 
Tamil Sdsanams^ the first records the grant of some lands near liftmedvaram to the matham by the Sstupati 
chief of Eamn&d, Hiranyagarbhayftchi EumSra Muttu Vijaya Baghun&tha Setupati^ in S.S. 1657 
(A.D. 1735) ; the second records a grant of lands near Pudukottai by a Ton4am&n chief named Vijayamuttu 
Vanangamu^i Marava B&yar^ in S.S. 1678 (A.D. 1756) ; and Uie third is a private grant dated S.S. 
1671 (A.D. 1749). Subrahmanya Gurukkal, a resident of this village, is in possession of the Sthala 
Purdna of the Dharma Bdja temple at PuttOr in the Arni semindary. North Aroot District. 

TibuppIttubai ; — 8 miles south-west of Eumbakonam. An old Siva temple. 

TiBUPPiBAMBiTAM ; — 5 milcs north-west of Eumbakonam. (Terruperrumbeam.) A very old Siva 
temple with many inscriptions. 

TiBuvApAMABtzDUR ; — 6^ milcs north-east of Eumbakonam. Bailway Station. (Ttrrivaddamardar.) 
A very old Siva temple with inscriptions. One of these, in Tamil, is dated S.S. 1466 (A.D. 1544), during 
the reign of *' B&ma B&ja Vittala Ddva B&ya." The temple is weU-soulptured, and is of large size, with a 
fine gopura. 

TiBUVALANJUBi ; — 3| milcs west-south-west of Eumbakonam. (Terruvellat\iuU.) An old Siva temple 
with inscriptions. It is of large size and has a fine gopura, 

TiBuvALLiTANGupi ; — 8 milcs north-east of Eumbakonam* An old Siva temple. 

TiBUVATPADU ; — ^9 miles north-east of Eumbakonam. An old Siva temple. 

Tribhuvanam ; — 4^ miles north*east of Eumbakonam. (Tirbovam,) There is an old Siva temple 
here, well-seulptured and containing inscriptions in old Tamils Grantha, Malay&lam, andN&gan characters. 
The Sthala Purdna is with the temple authorities. 

TuKKACHi ; — 7^ miles east-south-east of Eumbakonam. (Tookaugee.) There is an old Siva temple 
here, bearing inscriptions. 

Ttaoasamudbam ; — 2^ miles west of Eumbakonam. An old Siva temple, having an inscription. 

Valamgaiman; — 5 miles south of Eumbakonam. (Vallangatnan.) An old Siva temple with 
inscriptions. 

Vallitavabambal ; — 4 miles east of Eumbakonam. An old Siva temple.

TiRUKKAyNAPURAM ; — 7 milos east of Nannilam. {Terrukanapuram,) An old Yishnu temple. 

TiBUKLAV&R ; — 3 J miles north-north-west of Eora^aoheri (" Kordaohary " Railway Station) and 1 1 
miles west-south-west of Nannilam. (Tirukkalabur.) There are two old temples here^ dedicated to Siva 
and Yishnu. 

TiRUPPUGALrR ;-^7 miles east of Nannilam. (Terrupugalur.) An old 6iva temple. 

TiRUYiLiMUYALAi ; — 5 milcs north-west of Nannilam. {Tirrimyaviah,) An old Siva temple with 
inscriptions. 

TiYANoupi ; — 22 miles west-north-west of Negapatam, 7 miles west-south-west of Nannilakn. An 
old Jain temple. 

TANJORE TALUK. 

Adanjitub ;~12 miles west-north-west of Tanjore, close to £uruinangalam« A very old Siva 
temple. 

Akaram (pronounced Aharam) ; — 10 miles north-west of Tanjore, on the river. (Augram.) There 
are three old temples here, dedicated to Siva, Yishnu, and KdK. 

Eachamanoalam ; — 7 miles north of Bndalur (Boodalore) Bailway Station. A very old ^iva 
temple. 

KAKpnrDU ; — 5 miles north by west of Tanjore. {Kadiur.) A very old Siva temple with inscriptions. 
It is f arriy sculptured, and has a fine gopuram. 

EIangayampatti j — 15 miles west of Tanjore dose to the Bailway. {Kongiumputti.) In Ponvilanja- 
patti, a hamlet of this village, is a stone containing an inscription said to be *^ illegible." 

KA^UMAi^GALAM ; — 12 milcs west-north-west of Tanjore. A very old Siva temple. 

Earuppub ; — 12 miles west-north-west of Tanjore. Two old Yishnu temples. 

EoMAPURAM ; — 9 miles south-west of Tanjore. An old Biva temple. 

EoNERiRAJAPURAM *, — 12 milcs wcst-north-west of Tanjore. There are two ancient temples here 
dedicated to Siva and Yishnu. 

K5VILADI ; — 18 miles west of Tanjore. Two old temples dedicated to Siva and Yishnu.

EoviLPATTU ; — 1 mile north of BtLdaltdr {Boodalore) ftailway Station and bungalow. A very old 
Siva temple. 

KoviLUR ; — 8 miles south-south-west of Tanjore. (Coviloar.) An old Siva temple. 

KuRiYAPATTi ; — 13 miles west by south of Tanjore. (Curreaputty.) An old Siva temple with many 
inscriptions. 

Mangudi ; — 4 miles west of Aiyampettai (" Ayyampet ") Bailway Station. A very old Siva temple. 

Maruvto ; — 12 miles west of Tanjore. A very old Siva temple with inscriptions. 

Nallucheri ;— 2 miles south-west of Aiyampettai (** Ayyampet *') Bailway Station and 6^ miles 
north-north-east of Tanjore. (NeUeehari.) An old Siva temple in ruins, with inscriptions. 

NopiTUB ; — 16 nules south-west of Tanjore. {Neydeyoor.) An old Siva temple with many inscriptions. 
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NSinTif ; — 15 miles west by north of Tanjore and 6 miles north-west of Btidaltdr (" Boodalore '') 
Railway Station. (Nanum.) An old 6iva temple with insoriptions. 

ParuditafpabkSvil ; — 10 miles south of Tanjore. An old ^iva temple with insoriptions. 

PAduPATiKOViL ; — 9 miles north-east of Tanjore. An old diva temple with insoriptions. 

Pbbambto ; — 6 miles north-west of Tanjore. An old Siva temple said to have been built by a 
Chola king. 

FoRAdAKKupi ; — 10 miles north-east of Tanjore. An old diva temple with insoriptions. 

PuDUKKupiYADAPAjpi ;— 13 milos west-south-west of Tanjore. {Pudugtuii.) An old 6iya temple 
with insoriptions. 

Bajaoiri ; — 3 miles north of Tanjore. (Bajendra.) An old 6iya temple said to have been built by 
a Chola 



SiDDHABOTTDi ; — 2| milos east of BtldalOr {** Boodalore '*) Railway Station^ 9 miles west of Tanjore. 
{SiUragudi,) A very old diva temple. 

AuLAMANOAiiAM ; — 2 miles west of Aiyampettai \(^^ Ayyampet '^ Railway Station. An old Siva 
temple oontaining insoriptions. 

Tanjore. — ^Head-quarters of the district. This plaoe was the capital of the Gholas for several 
centuries, though the exact date of its creation as such is doubtful. In his South Indian Paheography 
{Errata and Additions) Dr. Bumell gives the following note : — 
^* The Chola capitals appear to have been asfoUows : — 

Second century A.D. . . TJraiytlr (Trichinopoly). 

Seventh do. do. . • Malalkurram (Combaconum P). 

Tenth do. do. • • Tanjore (P) 

Eleventh do. do. .. PandnQr(«tc. AlbirQm). P Tanjore. Without points, the two 

words would, in Arabic letters, be nearly alike/' 
Oangaikondadorapuram appears to have been one of the chief Chola cities in the tenth and eleventh 
centuries. Dr. Bumell thinks that Tanjore was ruined by the Chalukyas at the time of their conquest 
( P early in the seventh century), and was only restored by Raja B&ja Chola, or Rajarftjanarendra in the 
eleventh century. His reign was from 1023 to 1064 A.D. Accordmg to AlbirOnl, Tanjore was in ruins 
at the beginniuK of the eleventh centuiy. After hard fighting the Cholas were driven out of Tanjore by 
tiie N&yakkas of Madura, who, in turn, were ousted by tiie Mahrattas. 

The greist temple at Tanjore is dedicated to BrihatUvara. It is described by Mr. Fergusson {Indian 
and Eadern Architeeture^ 343-5), who writes : *^ In nine cases out of ten Dravidiait temples are a fortuitous 
aggregation of parts, arranged without plan, as accident dictated at the time of their erection .... The 
one great exception to this role is to be found at Tanjore. The great paeoda there was commenced on a 
well-defined and stately plan, which was persevered in till its completion. The courtyard is about 500 
feet long and about 250 feet broad. The great gopura over the shrine is variously computed at 190 
feet, 199 feet^ and 205 feet high. In front of the porch is the man4apam of the Nandi. This great 
image, representing the bull, the vdhana of Siva, measures 16 feet lonff by 12 feet high and 7 feet across. 
It is composed of a single block of stone, probably granite. Wimin the enclosure is the temple of 
Suhrahmanya^ *^ as exquisite a piece of decorative architecture as is to be f oun<t in the South of Lidia .... 
It is built behind an older shrme, which may be coeval with the great temple as originally designed." 
It is a century, or two centuries, more modem than the great temple. Mr. Fergusson writes : ** One of the 
dcnliarities of the Tanjore temple is that all the sculptures on the gopuras belong to the religion of 
''ishnu, while everything in the courtyard is dedicated to the worship of 6iva." He thinks that this is 
** an instance of the extreme tolerance that prevailed at the age at which it was erected, before these 
religions became antagonistic." The temple was surrounded by a fort. The author of the Tar\iure 
District Manual thinks that the small fort which contains the temple was ** built by the first viceroy of 
Yijayanagar, Servappa N&yak, in the sixteenth, and the larger fort by the last Nayak, Raja Yijaya 
Rd^hava, in the seventeenth century." The French fortified the place in 1772. The temple itself belongs 
to me eleventh century, and must be considered as the grandest architectural achievement of the Cholas. 
The base of the temple is covered with insoriptions, a few of which are noted below. The iikhara of the 
great gopura is said to be composed of a single block of granite 25^ feet square. It is said to have been 
placed in position by means of an inclined plane which commenced from the village of Sarappallam, 4 
miles north-east of the town. 

The Raja's palace, which stands inside the fort, is an interesting building. At the east fort gate 

70 
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is a tower oalled the Tdsu ModUy or olook-tower, with a curious devioe for marfciug the time. The 
armoury contains a number of interesting relics, but it is a great misfortune that several years ago a 
▼ery large collection of emcient arms of all kinds was scattered and sold by auction. Mr. Walhonse 
(Indian Antiquary YII, 192) describes in his usual picturesque style the incidents of the sale, which took 
place in 1863. The SangUa MaMl^ or music-hall, was found " occupied by many tons of rusty arms and 
weapons, in confused heaps, coated and caked together with thick rust/' He purchased a quantity of 
them, and gives an account of them in detail with ample illustrations. The very valuable collection of 
books and manuscripts in the library has been catalogued, with great labor and care, by Dr. Bumell^ and 
the result published in three volumes. Schwarz's tomb is to be seen in the church on the side of the Sitxi^ 
ganga tank in the small fort. It was erected^ in gratitude^ by Itaja Sarfoji. In the durbar hall of the 
palace stands the Raja's statue in marble, sculptured by Chantrey, on a magnificent slab of gneiss measur* r 
ing 18 feet by 16 feet, and over 2 feet thick. In the town is an old mosque called {hi^Manmr ShdhMa^'id. 
B&ja Saxfoji's printing-press, made at Tanjore in 1805, was one of the earliest presses with Devan&gari 
type in Southern India. (Dr. Bumell in the Indian Antiquary I, 193.) 

The inscriptions in the temple are of great value, and will have to be carefully studied. Through the 
kindness of the Reverend T. Foulkes, who lent me Sir Walter EUiot's manuscript volume of copies, I am 
enabled to give the following scanty information ; but it must be remembered that Sir Walter's copyist 
was liable to error, and that, therefore, nothing now stated must be taken as conclusively accurate. A 
large number of inscriptions, moreover, were not copied at all. An abstract of 21, mostly from the base 
of the great tower, is here given : — 

(1.) A number of gifts of ornaments, vessels, &c., made to the temple between the twenty-third 
and twenty-ninth years of the reign of '* R&ja Chola (sumamed Raja KedarivarmA),'' 
who is said to have conquered Ghera, Pfin^ya, '^ SatySiraya, " ^ and the Kings of Ven^, 
£alinga, Kollam, and Ceylon, i ^., tiie whole of southern and eastern India and Ceylon. 
This is Eulottunga I, or Raja R&jendra, who reigned A.D. 1064 to 1113. 
(2.) GKfts made in the same reign between the twenty-fifm and twenty-ninth years by the king's 

sister, who styles herself ** Queen of Vallavarai Yftvadyadeva." 
(3.) Grants by the same king up to the twenty-ninth year of his reign, no other date being 
given. Some of the lands granted lay between the UyyakkondSLn and Eaven rivers, »>., 
in the present District of IVichinopoly. 
(4.) Grant by Rajendra Chola, alias Eulottunga I, here styled "Eoppara E§darivarm& Udaiyar 
8n K3.j6ndra 6ora D^va," in the nineteenth year of his reign, t.^., AD. 1083. He claima 
to have conquered Ceylon and other places. 
(5.) Grant of a village, said to have been bought from the two '^ TondamHn chiefs," and presented 
to 106 Brahmans by E5n5ri Nanmai Eond&n ^ in the thirty-fifthyear of his reign. But 
it is to be noticed that the grantor, though he calls himself ^^ Eang of Tanjore," states 
that Tanjore was '' in the fertile Pdndiyan country." According to present lights this is 
probably another name for Eulottunga 1, and the date is A.D. 1099. 
(6.) Grant by Rajendra's sister, the same who is mentioned above (No. 2). The grant is in the 

twenty-nmth year of the reign, i.e., A.D. 1093. 
(7.) Grant by the same princess in the third year of the reira of Rd.jendra Chola, punamed 
Eoppara EedarivarmS. (See No. 4). The grant must tnen date from A.D. 1067, though 
no date is given. The sovereign is here specially mentioned as being her younger 
brother. 
(8.) Grants in the twenty-ninth year of his rei^ by the same king. 

(9.) Grant by " Tribhuvana Chakravarti Kon§n ^anmai Eondan, Eing of Tanjore " (see No. 5), 
. in the fifth year of the reign of ^^ Etiraman." This is pudding. It may be, however, that 
the copy is wrong. 
(10.) Grant of money by a number of persons headed by Rajendra Chola, sumamed Eoppara 
Eedari, his wife Olaha Mahd4evi {see the Conjeeceram inscriptions)^ and the Chidambaraiii 
ruler* Eanchi Vayil TJ4aiyar. The grant is in the sixth year of Rnjendra's reign. There 
is no date given, but the year must be A.D. 1070.

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(11.) Qrant of money by a number of artizans of Ghidambaramy headed by their mler ^ Eailohi 

Y&yil U^aiyar, in the tenth year of the reign of £oppara KeterivarmA^ samamed ^ 

B&jendra Chola. The dat% must be A.D. 1074. 
(12.) Ghrant by the same idne, his queen, and others, in the tenth year of his reign (A.D. 1.074). 
(13.) Gbant by villagers in the same year of the same reign. 
(14.) Grant by the king's archers in the same year. 
(15.) Some viilagers in the same year take a sum of money from the temple, binding themselves 

every year to pay a sum equal to 1^ times the amount originally taken. 
(16.) Ghrant of money by private persons in the same year. 
(17.) Do, do. . 

(18.) Do. do. 

(19.) The chiefs of a village, in the same year, borrow some money from the temple, agreeing to 

pay interest. 
(20.) Do. do. do. 

(21.) Imposition of taxation in a number of specifted viQages for temple purjposee by Ke6ari 

Y arma. Part of this inscription is said to be broken away, and the date is not to be seen. 

TiKGALVR ; — 8| miles north-east of Tanjore. A very old 3iva temple with inscriptions. 

TiRucHANDUBAi ;— 6 milcs north of Tanjore. (Terrichartara.) A veiy old Siva temple. 

TiBUKKATTUPPALLi ; — 13 milcs west by north of Tanjore. (TenrukapalU Pagoda,) A veiy old And 
much frequented Siva temple, said to have been built by a Chola king, l^e temple contains inscriptions. 

TiRUPPAMTiRTJTTi ; — 2 milcs wost of TiTuvfidiy 8 miles north-north-west of Tanjore. An old and 
fairly sculptured Siva temple with many inscriptions. 

TiRUVALAMPOKi ; — 7 milcs north-west of Tanjore. (Tirruvalampudu) An old Siva temple. 

TiRuvAYAR or TiRuvADi ; — 7 uules north of Tanjore. The head-quarters of a Deputy Tahsildar. 
A very old Biva temple of large size, with a nimiber of inscriptions. The temple is elaborately sculptured. 
This place is one of the great religious centres, and is held very sacred. A description of the festival 
here is given in the Indian Antiquary (I, 226), reprinted from ihe Madras Mail. 

TiRuvsDAKKupi ; — 7 miles north-east of Tanjore. An old Biva temple with inscriptions. 

Vallam ; — 7 miles south-west of Tanjore. The Collector's head-quarters. ( Valam.) An old 6iva 
temple with many inscriptions. The temple tank is said to be of great depth. The small but strong fort 
here, with its very deep moat, is said to have been constructed in the sixteenth or seventeenth century. 
It was taken by the English in 1771. 

Yanaraj^gudi ; — 12 miles north-west of Tanjore. A very old 6iva temple with inscriptions. 

Yevpatampatti ; — 15 miles west by south of Tanjore. ( Vandeumpatti.) An old Siva temple 
with inscriptions. 

YiSHNAMFEiTAi ; — 10 milos north-north-wcst of Tanjore. An old Siva temple with inscriptions. 

MANNlEGUpi TALUK. 

Abhishbka-Eattalai ; — ^9 miles east of Mann&rgu4i. An old Biva temple. 

AcHHEPURAM ;— 5| milcs eastH90uth-east of Mannargucji. (AucJuxpoaram.) Two old templesof Siva 
and Yishnu. 

Akara-Yelakkubi ; — 7 miles east-north-east of Mann&rgudi. (Affra^Felugudi.) An old 6iva 
temple. 

Annamalainathan-Eovil ; — 1 mile west of Mannargu4i. An old Siva temple,'said to have been 
built by " Yall&lraja " (or, a Ballala RftjaP). 

Kaluvattur ; — ^9 miles south-south-east of Mannargu4i. (KelluvatAoare.) An old Siva temple. 

EarappAl ; — 10 miles south-east of Mann&rgudi. (OuUapauL) An old Yisbnu temple. 

Earappxjkkilar ; — 10 miles south-east of Mannargudi. An old Yishnu temple.

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EdviLVB^i; — 2 miles east of ^* Ammapettah " Railway Station, 9^ miles north-north-west of 
Mazm&rgu4i. {Kiwffranni.) An old Siva temple. 

KuNNiT^R ; — 7^ miles south-east of Mann&rgu<}i. An old Siva temple with insoriptions. 

MakakIla&ai ; — 12 miles east of Manndxgn(}i. An old 6iva temple. 

Mannaboubi. — The taluk head-quarters, 24 miles east-south-east of Tanjore. (Manargoody.) There 
are nine old temples in this town — f ouc of Vishnu, and five of Siva. The most important of all is a Yiahnu 
temple dedioated to Rdjagopdlamlmi^ said to have been built by Yijaya B&ghaya N&yakka, and enlarged 
by '* Yallal R&ja" (or by a Ballala Eaja P). It contains a number of inscriptions in Tamil stated to be 
injured in many places. There is an old Jaiaa temple in the town in good order, and a mile west of 
the town is a rained fort said to have belonged to the same '^ Yall&l Baja." 

In the hamlets of Melandapuram and KaikLsanftthapuram are two old Siva temples ; in the hamlet 
of Adeshani are three old temples dedioated to Siva, Yishnu, and Ghineda, while in the hamlet of Tundan- 
kattalai is another old Siva temple. 

Naruvalikilafal ; — 11 miles south-east of Mann&rgudi. {NarrevuUy-callapaxid,) An old Siva 
temple. 

NATTXYATTlNOupi ; — 10 milcs east of Mannftrgudi. An old Siva temple. 

NiDAMAiroALAM. — A Railway Station, 19| miles east of Tanjore, 8 miles north-north-west of 
Mannargudi. {Neddamangalam.) There are two old Siva temples here with insoriptions. In the 
Tanjore palaoe is an old copper-plate grant belonging to one of these temples. 

FlLAKUBiCHi ; — 9 miles east of Mann&rgudi. {Pandacoordiy.) An old diva temple. 

Palasillaraitottam ; — 6 miles south-west of Mann&rgu4i. There are two very old temples here. 

FlMAKi ; — 2 nules north by west of Mannftrgucji. {Paumaney.) An old Siva temple, said to have 
been built by a certain Annadkvaja Svarnadhmja mahdrdja^ whose name I have not yet met with. 

PoDUKKupi; — 6 miles north-east of Mannargudi. (Poothugoody.) In this village and in the 
hamlet of Pudamangalam are two old mosques. 

PuDUTTEVANGupi ; — 4 milcs north of Mannftrg^di. An old 6iva temple. 

PuvAN^R ; — 2 miles south of Nldamangalam. Seven liiiles north by west of Mann&rgudi. ( Vellum 
Pooanoor) An old 6iva temple. 

6ITTAN&R ; — 10 miles south-east of Mann&rgudi. Two old temples of 6iva and Yishnu. 

Taknirkl^nnam ; — 7 miles east of Mann&rgudi. An old Siva temple. 

TiRUOHATTiMUTTAM ; — 1 milcs cast of Mann&rgudi. An old 6iva temple. 

Tirukalar ; — 10 miles south-east of Mann&rgucji. {Terrucalkr.) An old Siva temple with inscrip- 
tions. There is a idaanam of five plates in the temple. 

TiRUMAKKOTTAi j — 9 milcs south of Mann&rgudi. (Trimaeotiah.) An old Siva temple. 

TiRUNELLiKKAVAL ; — 16 milcs east of Mannftrgudi. An old 6iva temple. 

TiRUVANpUTURAi ; — 6 miles south-east of Mann&rgudi. An old 6iva temple with an inscription 
dated Kaliyuga 4454 (A.D. 1353), recording some repairs in the temple made by private parties. 

TiRUVA RameSvaram ; — 4 miles east of Mann&rgu4i. (Terruvoo Bamaseram.) An old Siva 
temple with inscriptions. 

YELTJKKupi; — 5 miles north-north-east of Mann&rgudi. (Vellugudi.) Two old temples of &va 
and Yishnu. 

YiKKARA Yandiyam ; — 8^ miles east-south-east of Mann&rgudi. ( Vickravaundeum,) Two old 
temples of Siva and Yishnu. 

NEGAPATAM TALUK. 

AiVAKKum ;-r-2 miles west of Negapatam. An old Siva temple. 

Atyinarkovilpattu ; — 12 miles south-south-west of Negapatam. (Covi^th.) An old &va 
temple with inscriptions. 
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ExTUKKirpi ; — 15 miles Bouthrweet of Negapatam. ( Yettegoady.) An old temple dedicated to Siva, 
with inscriptionB. 

KipARANOAsrplN ; — 15 miles south-west of Negapatam. An old Siva temple with inscriptions. 

Ei^ATUR ; — 14 miles south-west of Negapatam. (Keelaoore.) An ancient Yishnu temffle with 
inscriptions. There is also an old Biya temple of large size with inscriptions. 

SjRyALUB. — A Railway Station, 8 miles west of N^patam. (Kkalur.) An old 6iya temple 
with inscriptions ; one of them, in Tamil, is dated 8.6. 1637 (A.D. 1715) and reoords a grant of lands 
to the temple hy Dukkoji B&ja of Tanjore. 

KuTTAMPonuTTANiRrPFU ; — 4 miles west of Negapatam. An old 6iya temple with inscriptiaiis. 

Nagur ; — 4 miles north of Negapatam. {Nagore,) A sea-port town belieyed to be of great anti- 
quity. There is alarge mosque in the town with a tomb inside. Oyer the tomb are inscriptions declaring 
tiiat the mosque was built in eleyen days by Pratap Sing of Tanjore in Hijra 1171 (A.l5. 1757). The 
minaret is 90 feet high. There is also a copper-plate grant by the same soyerdgn granting fifteen 
yillages to the mosque. There is an old Siya temple in the place. (See Colonel x ul^s Paper in the 
Indian Antiquary y I V, 8-10, relatiye to the ports on this coast.) 

Negapatam (Ndgapattanam) ; — Sea-poity 48 miles east of Tanjore. There are fourteen temples here, 
all yery old. Twdye of these are dedicated to 6iya and two to Yishnu. Into the walls of the Kaildm- 
nathasvdfni (6iya) temple has been inserted a stone bearing an ej»taph in Dutch to the memory of a 

fentleman who died in A.D. 1777. Negapatam was one of the first rortuguese settiements on the coast, 
t was taken by the Dutch in 1660, and by tiie English,, 1781. Colonel Yule {Indian Antiquary lY, 
8-10) thinks it possible that Negapatam is the ^' Malifattan '' of RashiduddDi, but the point can 
hardly yet be considered conclusiyeiy settled. The ancient tower here, now demolished, which was 
known as the ^^ Ohina Pagoda," has attracted considerable attention in scientific circles. The attention 
of the Madras Gbyemment was specially called to it in 1858, and the correspondence regarding it is 
to be found printed with the Ooyemment Bec(»ds (note particularly G.O. No. 2118, of 11th October 
1858, and the papers printed therewith). In his Marco Polo (11, 272-3) Colonel Yule comments on 
the ^' China Pagoda," and giyes an illustration of it, taken from a sketch by Sir Walter Elliot. .Ifega- 
patam is said to haye once been a Buddhist stronghold. Sir Walter EUiot in 1878 published in the. 
Indian Antiquary (YQ, 224) a paper embodjdnff his own knowledge of the place. The tower used to 
be called the Puduveli GopurOf and, by the ihiglish sometimes the ** Black Pagoda," and sometimes the 
** Jaina Pi^oda ;" (whence the corruption China). lUustrations are appended to the pai)er, which is 
highly int^mting, as the structure has now entirely disappeared. Near the tower, when it was pulled 
down, was found during some ezcayations a bronze image with an inscription on its base in old Tamil 
diaracters. This was submitted to Dr. BumeU who pronounced it to belong to the twelfth or perhaps 
early thirteenth century. Dr. Bumell, in a note to this paper, sug^^ests that the tower was possLoly the 
remains of the gopura of a temple, and that the bronze miage is Saiya and not Jaina. In tne Museum 
at Batayia are two grants on silyer plates, one in Telugu by which Yijaya B&ghaya, the last N&yakka of 
Tanjore, ^ye Negapatam to the Dutch, and one in Tuoil by which the Mahratta Pnnce Ekoji confirmed 
the grant in A.D. 1676. (Dr. BurnelFs South^Indian PaicBographyy 98.) 

PoYYUK ; — see Vapakka-Poyyto. 

SiKKAL. — ^A Bailway Station, 4 miles west of Negapatam. (8Mck.) An old &ya temple with 
inaoriptions. 

SiyANAKBARKoyiL ; — 16 miles south-west of Negapatam on the road to TirutturaipfLa4i. An old 
6iya temple in ruins. 

TappanImbulit&b ; — 15 miles south-west of Negapatam. An old 6iya temple with inscriptions. 

TiyuR ; — 9 miles north-west of Negapatam, aad S miles north of ElyalOr Bailway Station. There 
is a yery old 6iya temple here with many msoriptions. One of them bears date 6.6. 1347 (A.D. 1425). 

TiBTTKAyALAi ; — 14 miles south-west of Negapatam. {Terrucavala.) An old Siya temple with 
inscriptions. 

TiRUKKARylidAL ; — 9 miles south of Tiruyftlor Bailway Station, 16 miles south-west of Negapatam. 
{Terrukuravamel.) An old 6iya temple with inscriptions. 

TiRUPPrNDi ; — 10 miles south by west of Negapatam. (Terrupoondey.) An old 6iya temple with 
inscriptions. 
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TiRUvlL^R ; — ^Bailway Station, 14^ miles west of N^apatam, A lar^e Siva temple with a fine 
gopura. On the walls and sides of the gopuras and builmngs are many insoriptions in Tamil and 
Grantha oharaoters. An inscription on a slab in the north widl of the garbhagriham mentions repairs 



to the temple made in 6.8. 1639 (A.D 1717). There is a oopper-plate grant in the Tydgardjawdmi 
temple recording gifts of lands to the temple in 6.6. 1707 (A.l5. 1785). There is also a copper-plate 
grant in the NtlakanfheSmra temple dated in 6.6. 1602 ( A.D. 1680), but it is entirely of a private nature. 

TiRxjVAYMTO ; — 15 miles south-west of Negapatam. (Terruvaumbur.) An old 6iva temple with 
insoriptions. 

TtagabIjapttram ; — i mile west of Negapatam. An old 6iya temple with inscriptions. 

Vapakku-Poyyto ; — 2 miles south of Negapatam. ( Veddakka-Poyur.) An old 6iva temple with 
inscriptions. 

YADAKupi ; — 3 miles north-west of Negapatam. ( Vuddagudy.) An old 6iYa temple with inscrip- 
tions. 

Yalitalam ;--'10 miles south-south-east of Tiruvdlttr Bailway Station. An old 6iYa temple with 
inscriptions, 

TIRUTUEAIPtJNDI TALUK, 

IpuMBlvAKAM ; — 8^ milcB south by west of Tiruturaipu^4i« {Edumbv/oanum.) A yeiy old 6iYa 
temple with a number of inscriptions inside the gopura. 

JlMBUVANopAi ; — 15 miles south-west of Tiruturaipundi, and 1 mile west of MuttupSttai {Mooihu" 
petfah). An old masjid with inscriptions on it. 

KicHANAM ; — 6| miles north-^north-east of Tiruturaiptindi. (Kauchanum.) A very old 6iva temple 
with several inscriptions. 

Karpaeanatharkulam ; — 12 miles south-rwest of Tiruturaipundi. An old 6iva temple with several 
inscriptions. 

Nachikulam ; — 11 miles south-west of Tiruturaipun4i. An old masjid with inscriptions. 

Pannattbruvtj ; — 3 miles east-north-east of Tiruturaipuiwli. (Punmythertwoo.) An old 6iva 
temple, 

SiTTAYMUR ;-— 5i miles north-east of Tiruturaiptindi. (Chetaumboor.) A very old and much fre- 
quented 6iva temple, held in great sanctity. 

TandalaghIbi ; — 2| miles north of Tiruturaipundi. (Thundalaunchary.) A very old 6iva temple. 

TiBUKKOLLiKK&jpu; — 8 milcs north-north-west of Tiruturaiptindi. A veiy old 6iva temple, dedi- 
cated to AgnUvara. 

TiRUTUBAiPUNDi ; — The taluk head-quarters, 38 miles ei^-south-east of Tanjore. Ah old Sivi^ 
temple, with a number of inscriptions. 

Yadakkadu ; — H miles south-west of Tiruturaiptin4i. A very old 6iva temple. 

patukOta taluk. 

Adibampatianam ; — 8^ miles south-east of Fatukota. A sea-port, {jidrampatam,) An old Siva 
temple, with inscriptions. 

Akpakottai ; — 27 miles south-west of Fatukota. An old 6iva temple, with inscriptions. 

ARAdARKULAM ; — ^20 milcs south-west of Fatukota. ( Vuddaka Aureshercolum.) An old Biva temple, 
with inscriptions. 

ARUifDAirQi. — Tl^e head-quarters of a Sub-iMagistrate. 29 miles south-west of Fatuk5ta. {Arranr 
tangy.) A very old Siva temple, with inscriptions. There is a fort here, said to have been built by a 
Tanjore Eaja, having an inscription inside it. 

AvADAiYARKOViji ; — 32 milos south-west of Fatukota. (Aumdearcavil.) A very old 6iva temple, with 
a quantity of elaborately-wrought sculpture carved out of large blocks of stone and covered with inscrip- 
tions. The erectiou of this temple by the minister of a Fandiyan king is related in the Madura Sthala 
Purdna. In the hamlet of Tiruppunnavdial is another 6iva temple, well-sculptured and oontaimng 
inscriptions. 
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Eartibaivayal ; — ^11 miles south of Patukota. An old Siva temple, with inscriptions. 

EollukkSjdu— otherwise called SiNNA-AvApAXTARKdviL ; — on the sea, 9 miles south of Patukota, 
{Chinna Auvedearcavil.) A very old 6iva temple, well-sculptured and containing inscriptions. 

Mangalam ; — 41 miles south-south-west of Patukota on the road to I^dmeSvaram, 4 miles from the 
sea coast, and 2 miles from the Madura boundary. {Mungalum.) An old Siva temple with inscriptions. 

Maraimapakki ;— 24 miles west-south-west of Patuk5ta. {Murrumuddakay.) There is a stone with 
a long inscription on it fixed in the ground under a banyan tree in this village. 

NspuvAiAL ; — 11 miles west of Patukota. An old Siva temple in ruins, with an inscription inside. 

Nbyvattali ; — ^24 miles south-west of PatukSta, 4 miles east by north of Arundangi. {Nevathully,) 
An old Siva temple, with inscriptions. 

Neyvbli ; — 11 miles west of Patukota. (Nivaley,) An old Siva temple, with in^K^ptions. 

Okkadar ; — 36 miles south-west of Patukota. An old Siva temple, with inscriptions. 

Parakkalkottai ; — 7J miles east-south-east of Patukota. {Purrueullacottah,) A y^ old Siva 
temple, well-sculptured and containing inscriptions. 

PARAMANDmt ; — 33 milcs south-west of Patukota. There is an old Vishi^u temple here, with inscrip* 
tions. In the temple is a copper-plate idsanam. 

Patukota (Paftukdftai).— The taluk head-quarters, 27 miles south-south-east of Tanjore. (Putiu-^ 
cottah.) In the western portion of the town is an old Siva temple of large size, elaborately sculptured 
and containing inscriptions. In Mahdrdjammudram^ a suburb, is another similar temple. There is also 
an old fort here, in ruins. Inside it is an inscription dated S.S. 1606 (A.P. 1684). In 1815 the 
Mahratta Raja of Tanjore erected here a miniature fort and column in honor of the English victories 
over the French. There is an inscription inside it in English, which runs : " Hift Highness Maharaja 
Sarfogi, Raja of Tanjore, the friend and ally of the Britiwi Gbvemment, erected this column to comme- 
morfttethe triumphs of the British arms and the downfsJl of Bonaparte." 

Periyaludaiyarkovil ; — 32 miles south-west of Patukota. An old Siva temple bearing inscriptions. 

PiLiAiVAYAL ; — 26 miles south-west of PatukSta, A very old Siva temple with inscriptions. 

SATTAKu:pi ;— ^13 miles south-west of Patukota, An old Siva ten^ple in luins, containing an inscrip- 
tion. 

SfiTF^ividATRAM ; — 18 milcs south by west of PatukS^a. {Sathubamuahutrwn.) Two miles north of 
the trayeUcMTs' bungalow at this place is a large ruined fort. Inside it is a ruined column bearing an 
inscription in Tamil, Hindustani, Nftg^ri, and English. The English portion is exactly similar to the 
one at Patukota. The colipun was erected by Sarfoji, B&ja of Tanjore, to commemorate the downfall of 
Bonaparte in 1814. 

Sbval^vayal ; — 32 miles south-south-west of Patukota. On a stone planted under a tree in this 
village is an inscription said to be ^< unreadable.'^ In Adittanpatti, a hamlet of this village, \b a Siva 
tempe with inscriptions. 

SiLATTUR ; — 30 miles southrwest of Patukota, I^ old Siva temple with inscriptions. 

SiKNA Avadaiyark5vil; — ^ee Kqllukkadu. 

TiRUVENAM ; — 13 miles north-west of PatukSta. An old Siva temple with inscriptions, 

YapaiSeri ;— 10 miles north-north-east of Patukota,. ( Vaddachary) An old Siva temple with inscrip- 
tions. 

YELLiLAvipuDi ;-r-17 miles south-west of Patukota. An old Siva temple, well-sculptured and bear- 
ing inscriptions. 

^ Yighne6varapi7Eam ; — 30 miles south-west of Patukota on the road from AmndSjagi to Avadaiyar- 
^ovil. A very old Siva temple, with many inscriptions. 

YiBVANATHAPrRAM ; — 28 milcs south-west of Patukota. An old Siva temple with inscriptions. 

Tbttiyattali ;— 4 miles^east of ArundSngi. A very old Siva temple, with inscriptions al} rpui^d the 
^alls of the prakftra. 
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THE MADURA DISTRICT. 

Mr. Nelson's Manual of the Madura Country and Bishop Caldwell's History of Tinnevelly oontain so 
much information on both the legendary and real history of this district that I need do little more here 
than briefly smnmarize the subject. At present almost the whole period of histoir is involved in a mist 
of contradictions and difficulties. There are a few dear spots here and there, but veiy few ; and we 
must await the careful study of inscriptions for an elucidation of the numerous doubtful questions that 
remain to puzzle the student. Bishop Caldwell has done excellent service in this respect. The succession 
of the different djmasties will be Rone into in Volume II of this publication. 

The city of Madura is one of the oldest in India. It was the capital of the Pandiyans (<>r Pandyas) 
from the earliest known times till the Ghola conquest (which seems well-authenticated) in the eleventh, 
century ; and descendants of the Pandiyan family claimed sovereign rights and appear to have had more 
or less power till they finallv died out about the middle of the seventeenth century A.D. The Pan<}iyan 
kingdom is mentioned in the inscriptions of Adoka (B.C. 250). It is referred to by Ptolemy in the 
second century of our era, by the author of the Periplusy by Megasthenes, Pliny, and other classical 
authors. Frequent allusions to it occur in the Mahdwamo. The succession of Pandiyan kings is veiy 
doubtful^ and perhaps will always remain so. Almost the first real historical fact we can depend on ia 
the conquest of the P&ndiyan cotmtry by the Cholas in or about the year A.D. 1064, R^Ljendra Chola 
being the conqueror. Bi^op CaldweU gives us a list of five Cholas and Chola-Pandiyans who claim 
sovereignty in the south, in inscriptions ; but it would seem that members of the Pandiyan family also 
claim sovereignty contemporaneously. Par&kkrama Bahu, King of Ceylon, is stated in the annals of that 
country, to have conquered Kidaidekhara, King of Madura, about A.D. 1171. Capturing Rame6varam 
and six provinces, he deposed the king, and raised the latter's son Yira Pandiyan to the throne. But on 
an alliance being formed between the exiled monarch and the Cholas, Pardkrama reinstated Kula^e- 
khara, and gave a conquered portion of the Chola countries as a principality to Prince Yira. When 
Marco Polo visited Southern India in A.D. 1290 Sundara PdJL4iyan was on the throne, and the Muham- 
madan Records, with some confusion in minor det^dls, agree that he greatiy patronized the Muhammadans^ 
and that he died in A.D. 1293. About the vw A.D. 1311 (Mr. Nelson says A.D. 1324, but does not give 
his reasons) the Mussulmans undw Malik !b^fur conquered Madura and held tiie country for 48 (?) years. 
S(»ne adventurers (?) iroai the Canarese country, or possibly Chiefs of the then defunct kingdom of the 
Hoyi^ala BalldlSiS in Maistir, Eampana Udaiydr and his successors, conquered and held both the Pan- 
diyan and Chola countries till towards tibe end of the centmry, when gradually the whole of the South of 
India fell under the sovereignty of Yijayana^ (A.D. 1370. Dr. Bumelt). But meanwhile, as Bishop 
Caldwell shows us, there was a legitimist Ime of Pan4iyans who claim sovereignty for a period reaching 
from A.D. 1365 to 1610^ when the une finally became extinct with the celebrated Ati Yira Bftma P&adi- 
'^an, the great patron of learning, whose name is, even now, a household word amongst the Tamil races. 
'• Nelson gives us the succession of rulers of Madura after the Udaiydra thus : — Two Ndyakkas, proba- 
bly generals of Harihara or Bukka of Vijayanagar, A.D. 1404-1451 ; then a 48-year8 revival of the 
Pan(&yans, an illegitimate branch, probably imder Vijayanagar protection, A.D. 1451-1499 ; then 
N&yakka- Viceroys of Vijayanagar from 1499 till 1559, the most powerful period of Vijayanagar hLatory ; 
then a short duration of a few months of anarchy tiU a Pandiyan prince obtained aid from a Vijaya- 
nagar general, Kotiyam Nagama Nayakka, to drive out a Chola usurper, and the Nayakka, followed by 
his son ViiSvanatha, estabUshed the celebrated N&yakka dynasty of Madura. 

l^ese N&yakkas, though really independent, never ceased to acknowledge the descendants of the 
Vijayanagar kings as their paramount lords, even after the complete subversion of the latter by the 
Mufaammadans in A.D. 1566^ and during the period of their gradual decay and downfall. The Nayakkas 
held the country till A.D. 1736, when it finally fell under the Muhammadans, after a turbulent period 
of war and bloodshed. It passed into the hands of the Rnglifth in 1790. 

In Volume III of the Journal of the Astatic Society (200-387) will be found a valuable paper by 
H. H. Wilson called a ^' Historical Sketch of the Kingdom of Pandiya, Southern Peninsula of India. He 
gives an abstract of the Madura Sthala Purdna^ and compares together many manuscripts, giving five 
parallel lists of sovereigns from different sources. The result, liowever, only shows how impossible it is to 
find any reliable guide for Pandiyan history, and how absolutely essential it is that we should trust to little 
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else but existing insoriptioiiB. These papers are reproduoed in the Madras Journal VI, 176, and are 
oommented on by the Eeverend W. Taylor in the same Journal (YI, 142). The latter writer, howeyer, 
was most unsafe. 

M&naluruy a village near Madura, is supposed by some writers to have been the capital of the 
P&n4iyans before they founded Madura, and at least one writer has identified Manaluru with the Mampura 
of the Mahabh&rata, where lived the monaroh Chitravahana^ whose daughter Chitrangada is said to have 
married ihe great Aijima, one of the five Pdnijava prinoee. (Dr. G-. Oppert. Madron Journal for 1879, 
p. 311.) 

For a native aooount of the Bimnad and Sivaganga Maravars, see Madras Journal lY, 350, where a 
manuseript refefring to them, called the Marava^dtp-varamfn^ is translated and oommented on by the 
Iteverend W. Taylor. In the Jmmal of the Asiatic Society III, 165, is a paper whioh is reproduoed in the 
Madras Journal Y, 371, called an '' Aooount of the Province of B&mn&d, Southern Peninsula of India," 
compiled from the Mackenzie Collection. 

There are a number of dolmens on the Palani (Parani) Hills, but not, so far as I can ascertain, in 
other parts of the district. 

Mr. Scott, Pleader in the District Court of Madura, is in possession of a very fine collection of ancient 
coins, mostly found at Madura, which has never been properly examined. He exj^resses his willingness to 
have them arrange(]^ though he is loathe to part with them. The collection mdudesa large number 
of Roman copper coins found in the bed of the nver, as well as a Chinese coin from the same plaoe. The 
discovery of so many copper coins of the Roman Empire seems to argue the existence at Madura of a 
Roman colony at one period. If the coins were merely gold or silver the discovery would not be so 
significant.

PuDURKOTTAi. — ^Tho chicf town of the Ramagiri 2iemindari. 18 miles north by east of Dindigul. 
(Poodoocottah.) There are some dohnens near the town. 

PALNI TALUK, AND THE PALNI HILLS. 

[A descriptive account of the Palni Hills, under the name of the ** Vurragherry and Kunnundaven 
Mountains,^' by Captain Ward, will be found in the Madras Journal iot 1837 (VI, 280), with a sketch of 
the tribes called the £unnuwar and Karakat Yallalas.] 

Ambilikkai ; — 18 miles north-east of PaLni. There is an ancient temple of Bubrahmanya in this 
village with inscriptions. 

Atan Vibupakshi ; — see VibupIkshi. 

Balasamudbam ; — 3 miles south by west of Palni. (Baulsamoodrum.) This place was always the 
capital of the Polegar chiefs of this tract, and the ruins of their fort remain. There is a very old Vishnu 
temple here with many inscriptions round the garbhagriham in old Tamil characters. 

Dasabipatti ; — 12 miles south-east of Palni. On a stone lyin^ in the cattle-stand' of the village is 
a mantram^ with the letters evidently of considerable a^e. Below it is an inscription. Near the tank are 
two stones with inscriptions. One is said to be illegible. The other contains the name of Tirumala 
Nayakka. 

Devattub; — see Tavatt&b. 

EiTUB ; — 20 miles south-west of Palni. In the hamlet of Mannavantlr {Manaoanoor) on a rock 
called Pdndappdrai (^' R6(d: of the Pandavas ") is an inscription said to be unreadable. In Kavunji, 
another haiidet (Kount^'ee) is an inscription on a stone in the street, believed to be dated in 6.6. 1013 (A.D. 
1091 ). In the village of Polub (Pooloor) is a Oaneia temple with an inscription in old Tamil characters. 
In EjbsAVABAi (KullaAvurray) is a stone bearing three inscriptions said to be '^ unreadable." In Punu- 
PUTTUB is another inscription, on a stone at the northern entrance of the village. 

IvABAiHALAi ; — A hill 7 miles west by north of Palni, and 4 miles north of Retayambadi {Retta^ 
yambddi)y in the Retayambadi Mittah. (Imraymullay.) There is an old and sacred temple on the 
top of the hill of this name, with a cave, an^d some illegible inscriptions. The cave is 160 feet long and 
13 feet high and has a quantity of sculptured figures in it. There is also a subterraneous passage leading 
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into the hill. An old volume (No. 136) in the Colleotor's offioe at Madura called a '^ Desoriptiye Memoir ** 
of the district gives the following list of statues to be seen here. '^ Kistnasawmy . . . firahmadaven, 
Dronaohary, and Purmasheven, Mauvala Beshee, the five Paundian kings Dherma Rajah, Bheeman, 
Arjunen^ Naneulen, Suggandaven ; then Sharon, Sholen, and Paundian ; Bamasawmy and L^tcliman 
Permaul, and lastly Teruvullawen sitting oross-legged and hands Grossed . . . with inscriptions in 
some ancient characters, a great part of which is entirely defaced." Whether the above identification 
is accurate or not remains to be seen. From the description alone it would seem that the last figure 
might possibly be a Jaina or Buddhist image. 

Kallimandatam ;— 15i miles north-east of Palni. (Kullimundum.) An old Yishni% temple, with an 
inscription near the garuda atambha recording its erection by a private party. 

« 

Kalitamputtuk ; — 3 miles west by south of Palni. (CulHamputoor.) A pot containing 63 beautiful 
gold coins of the early Soman Emperors — ^Augustus and others — ^was found 6 inches below the surface of 
the ground here, near the Shanmukhanadi river, by some tank-diggers. Fifty-seven are in excellent 
preservation. 

Kavunji ; — see Ettuu. 

Bjkaotr ;— 9i miles north of Palni. {Keemoor.) Three very old Siva temples, well-sculptured and 
containing a number of inscriptions. Copies of thirty-one of these have been sent me : — 

(1.) Gifts of lands to the temple by a private party in the twelfth year of the reign of " 6ri Kulot- 
tunga ^ra Ddva." Without more to guide us we cannot determine whether this is 
Kulottunga I or 11. 
(2.) Gfifts of lands by private parties to the temple in the eighth year of the reign of " Kovara^a- 
sekaravarmar&na . . . Yira B&jendra Ddva." The copy i& imperfect. The Ving is 
Bajendra Ghola and the date A.D. 1072. 
'3.) Another grant of lands to the temple in the same year of the same roign. 
^4.) From the veiy imperfect copy sent, I should say thi^t this ou^^t to be an important document. 
The ^ant is dated in the twelfth year of the reign of *^ Korajakedarivarma ... Sri 
Vira Raja Devar." The names of " Alavanda rerum&lSna Vira Rajendran/' (».a., Vir» 
Bajendra, aUas " Alavanda Perumfll"), " Sundara Pftndiyan," " Kulottunga Sora '' occur, 
but in what connection is not plain, it should evidently be carefully examined. 

(5.) Grant of lands to the temple by " 6ri KOviraja Ke6ari 6ri Vira Bajendra D$var '* 

in the fifth year of his roign. This, again, is B&jendra Ghola ; and the date must be 
A.D. 1069. 
(6.) (A very poor copy.) The grant seems to be dated in the eighth year of the roign of the 

same sovereign (A.D 1072). 
(7.) Do. do. ^ do. 

(8.) Grant of lands to the temple by a private party in the eleventh year of the roi^ of 
^' Kopparak@darivanna Triohuvana Ghakravartigal Sri Yira Baja D3var.'' This is prdbably 
the same king, and the date A.D. 1075. 
(9.) Grant by a private party in the seventh year of the roign of " Sri Kulottunga 6oja Devar." 
It is impossible to say whether this is tibe first^or the second sovereign of mat name. 
(10.) Grant in the seventeenth year of the reign of " Sri Vira Bajendra Soran '* (A.D. 1081). 
(11.) A private grant in the tenth year of the roign of " Sri Vira Baj§ndra Devar " (A.D. 1074)^ 
(12.) A private grant in the sixteenth year of the same roign (A.D. 1080). 
(18.) Do. do. do. 

(14.) Gift of a lamp to the temple in the eleventh year of the same roign (A.D. 1075). 
(15.) Gift of a lamp to the temple in the fifteenth year (A.D. 1079). 
(16.) Grant in the thirteenth year of the roign of " 6ri Tribhuvana Ghakravartigal 6ri Vira 

Bajendra Devar " (A.D. 1077). 
(17.) Do. do. in the twelfth year (A.D. 1076). 

(18.) Gift of lands to the temple by private parties in the seventh year of the roign of ^* Koviraja 

'' the rest is omitted in the copy. P^bably the soveroign is Kulottunga I, and the 

date A.D. 1071. 
(19.) Gift of money to the temple by private parties in the thirteenth year of the roign of " ^rl 

Koviraia Keiiarivarma, i.^., the same Kulottunga I (A.D. 1077). 
(20.) Grant of lands to the temple by private parties in the twenty-second year of the roign of 
^' Sri Tribhuvana Ghakravartigal Sri Vikrama ^ra Devar r" 
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(21.) Ghrant of lands in the seventeenth year of the reign of ** 6n Tribhuvana Ohakravartigal 6n 

Yira Baja Ddvar/' Probably Eulottunga I. if so, the date is A.D. 1081.

EmlvABAi ; — see Ettuk. 

KoNpARENoiKiBANrR ; — 18 milos north-oast of Palni. (Keemoar.) An old (^iva temple on a hill. 
It contains an inscription. 

KoRiKKApAVU ; — 7 miles north-north-west of Palni. (Kolicudvoo.) An ancient KdR temple with 
a long inscription. From a copy of the latter sent to me it appears to record gifts of lands to the temple 
by private persons. No king's name appears in it, and it is undated. 

KoTTAYAM ; — 11 miles north-east of Palni. A little north-east of the village is a stone lying on 
the groimd with an inscription. 

E^TTAMFUNpi ; — ^20 miles north-east of Palni. (Cootumboondp,) A very old Siva temple, in the 
Astagiri mandapam of which is an inscription, in which the name of " Vira Pan4iyan " occurs. 

MANDAvIpi ; — 18 miles east-north-east of Palni. {Mundawaddy.) North of the Udvadi in this 
village^is an inscription on a stone, dated 6.3. 1601 (A.D. 1679) recording gifts of lands by Kadiri Tiru- 
malai Sinnappa N&yakkar. 

Mannavanto ; — see Ettue. 

Manur ; — 4 miles north-north-west of Palni. (Xaunoor.) There is a very old Siva temple here, 
well-sculptured and containing a number of inscriptions. Copies of two of these have been sent me. 
The first is on the north wall of the temple. It records a gift of lands to the temple by private persons 
in the fourth year of the reign of '' Sri l^bhuvana Ohakravartigal Kdn§ri M^lkond&n Sundara rancjiya 
Ddvar." The copy of the second is imperfect. It lies on the south wall and the name of the same lung 
appears in it, but nothing else can be made out. 

Natakkarpatti ; — 8 miles west of Palni. On the path leadine up from this place to the viUase 
of PuttOr on the hills, about 10 or 12 miles from N&yakk&rpatti, '^ by the path skirting Uie small hill 
called VatkaradUf^ is a remarkable group of stones, uprights and cross-stones, which looks like an old 
burial ground. 

Palni {Parani), — ^Head-quarters of the taluk. {Pulney,) An old fort. This place is important on 
account of its very old Siva temple, which is situated on the top of a hill. It is well-sculptured and 
contains many inscriptions. The Sanskrit Sthala Purdna is in the possession of the temple authorities. 
Orowds of people resort to this place during the festivals, and the temple is held very sacred. Copies of 
eight inscriptions have been sent to me. 

(1.) South of the garbhagriham. GKfts of lands to the temple in 6.S. 1442 (A.D. 1520) during 

the reign of Erishnadeva Eftya of Yijayanagar. 
(2.) At the e^ doorway. Copy imperfect. The name ^^ KSneri Nanmai Eondfin " occurs in it. 
(3.) On the south wall of the temple. An inscription id which the name of '' &j Tribhuvana 

Chakravarti Kon^ri Nanmai Kond&n " occurs. The copy is imperfect. 
(4.) On the steps east of No. 3. An inscription recording the grant of lands to the temple by 
'' Tribhuvana Chakravarti Edn6ri Nanmai Kond&n Yira Pandiya D^var," in the fifteenth 
year of his reign. This is Fulottunga Chola I, and the date A.D. 1079. 

(5.) Next to No. 4. Gift of lands to the temple in the reign of " Ddva Mah& Baya 

Mallikarjuna Bayor." (Copy imperfect.) 
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(6.) Gift of lands to the temple in the year Rxtdhirodgdri during the reign of Yira Nanjana 
U4aiyftr. 

(7.) West of the above. Copy imperfect. 

(8.) On the east steps on the top ot the hill. Similar to No. 4. 
Besides the temple on the summit of the hill, there is a hu^e Yishnu temple below with many 
inscriptions round its garbhagriham. In some of these the name of '' Sundara PdAcjiya Ddvar " oooars. 
There is also an old Siva temple at the foot of the hill, and a number of bathing tanks with some sculp- 
tured work. An old book (No. 136) in the OoUeotor's Office describes a sculptured and painted temple 
called ** Teruvaranumgudi " at '^ Adivawrum/' a mile and a half north of the Pahii Hill. '^ Here there 
is a temple dedicated te Shunnee. or Saturn, within the walls of the great pagoda, which is seldom seen 
or worshipped anywhere in the peninsula. The image in this is said to have on a sable garment, and the 
vehicle is a crow. 

PBRiTAKdTTAi ; — 12 milcs east-north-east of Palni. (Periacottah.) A quarter of a mile south of 
the village are ibwo old temples of Siva and Yishnu. The foimer is well-sculptured and is covered with 
inscriptions. Yeiy bad copies of some of these were sent to me. On the south wall of the temple are 
twelve inscriptions, apparently in old Tamil and Chola-Grantha characters. On the east wall are thirteen 
similar inscriptions, in one of which the twenty-second ^ear of the reign of '^ Yikrama ^ra Deva ^' is 
given as the date. On the west wall are six inscriptions, m two of whicm the same name occurs. In the 
Amman mandapam of the temple are twenty-five inscriptions. In one of these occurs the name of 
*^ KopparakS^arivarmft." Besides these there are inscriptions on stones laid in the floor of the temple, and 
on the Soma^mtram. There is also a long inscription on a stone in a field to the east of the village. 

PbbumaIi Malax, or Perumal Peak ; — 11 miles south-south-east of Palni. (JPermaulmuUay,) The 
west slope of this peak is covered with dolmens. 

PoDUVARPATTi ; — 10 milcB north-east of Palni. An old Yishnu temple, on the garuda stambha of 
which is an inscription in old Tamil characters. On a stone near the tank is an inscription recording a 
nant of land to the temple by private persons, no date being mentioned. Near this is a stone carved with 
five female figures^ and having below it an inscription in four lines recordinj^ a grant of land to the 
temple. It is not dated. There is an old mosque in the village, and an inscription stating that Tiru- 
mala Rinnappa Nftyakka in the year RaktdkBhi gave some lands to a Huhammadan. 

POlur : — Bee Ett&r. 

PoRULfbi ; — 13 miles north-north-east of Palni. {Porahar.) There are two old temples here 
dedicated to Yishnu and Eili. Both contain inscriptions. West of the Yishnu temple is a mandApam 
with an undated inscription, merely stating that some private people' erected it in the year 6r^muMa, 
Adjoining the man4apam in a field are three stones with unimpoxtant inscriptions. 

PUDUPUTTUR ;— ««C EtTUR. 

PuLiYUBNATTAM ;— 20 milcs north-east of Palni. On a stone in a field belonging to the Oanesa 
temple are three inscriptions. 

PuMBARAi ;— -16 miles south-south-west of PsJni. {Poomburray,) At the northern entrance of this 
village on a stone is an ^' illegible " inscription. 

Bettarevu ;— 8 miles south-west of Palni. (Chitroor Fort) A very old stone fort.^ 

Tavattur, or DSvattur;— 11 miles north-east of Palni. (Thawattoor,) An old Siva temple with 
inscriptions in old characters. On a stone fixed a little to the south of the temple is an inscription. 

YiRiTAPP^R ; — ^20 miles north-east of Palni. East of a rock in the B&masamudram Pass are 
inscriptions said to be ^' unreadable." 

YirupIkshi ;— 13 miles east of Palni. (Verupatchy.) An ancient Siva temple. East of the Soma-' 
mtram on the garbhagriham is an inscription. There are inscriptions on the gate of the temple^ and on 
a stone planted a little west of the four-pillared mandapam. The latter consists simply of a mantram. 
The rest are undated and unimportant. There is also an old Yishnu temple in the town. 

DINDIGUIi TALUK. 

Anaippatti , — 4 miles north-west of Dindigul, (Annaputty.) There is a copper-plate grant in this 
village in the possession of Subrahmanya Sastriyar, the village priest. 
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AttGr; — 10 miles south-west of Dindigul. (AiUoar.) In the possession of Siva Rftma Avadhani 
of this village is a oopper-plate idsanam^ recording gifts of lands to the Dindigul choultiy. 

DiNDiGUL {DindukkaT), — Head-quarters of the sub-division, and of the taluk. Eailway Station. 32 
miles north by west of Madura. The fine fort here is well known, as it is very conspicuous for many miles 
round. It stands on a bare rock rising out of the plain. The fort is small, but it was strong in its day. At 
the top of the rock within the fort is a ruined temple, round the base of which runs an inscription dated 
8.6. 1460 (A.D. 1538) recording a gift of money to the temple during the reign of Achyutadeva B&ya of 
Yijayanagar. Dindigul was on several occasions the scene of nghting, as it was the main defence of Madura 
on the north. It was attacked by troops of the Folegars in the reign of Muttu Yirappa Nayyakka of 
Madura (1609-1622 A.D.). It was laid siege to by an army from Maistir in 1625, during the reign of 
Tirumala Nayakka, but the assculants were driven back by the Dalavay Setupati. In 1736 it was stormed 
by Ghanda Saheb. (Mr. Nelson's Madura Country^ Part III, pp. 125-229.) In 1745 it was conquered 
by the Maisur Bajas. Taken from Tipu in 1783 by the EngUsh, it was restored in 1784. It was 
mially ceded by Tipu to the English in 1792. Gangadhara ^astzi^ a resident of Dindigul, is in posses- 
sion of a copper-plate idsanam relating to the hamlet of Udmaiyanpatti. 

Kaittiyankottai ; — 15 miles north-west of Dindigul. There are several dolmens here. 

Kalvarpatti ;— 17-^ miles north of Dindigul, 6 miles north of Ye4asimdur. {Kulwarputty.) Some 
dolmens. 

Nallamamnark5ttai ; — 9 nules north of Dindigul. On the bank of the Yalikandasamudram tank 
is a stone 3 feet high bearing an inscription. 

Bagalafuram ; — 1 miles east by south of Dindigul. {Ranjalapooram) There are several dolmens 
near this village. 

Eamanathapuram ; — 8 miles east-north-east of Dindigul. (Ramanadapoarum.) There is an old 
6iva temple here. On a rock known as the " Pandiyan Eock," is an inscription in very old Tamil 
characters, not yet deciphered. 

TlpiKKOMBU ; — 5i miles north of Dindigul. (ToddicombiL) There is an old Vishnu temple here. 
On the wall of the southern pr&k&ra of the garuda temple inside it, is an inscription in Tamil charGu^ters 
dated S.S. 1551 (A.D. 1629) during the rei^ of Eftmadeva Maharaya of Yijayanagar. To the west of 
the village there is an Amman temple with inscriptions in Grantha characters, said to be '^ unreadable.^' 

Tava6ivai)ai ; — 7i miles east of Dindigul. To the north of this village, under a tree^ is a large 
stone bearing a long inscription. 

VATTALATKUNpu ; — 10 milcs wost of Ammayanayakkauur Railway Station, 20 miles south-west of 
Dindigul. {Batlagoondu.) There are two old Hindu temples here. 

ViRALiPATTi ;— 7 miles east of Dindigul. There are several dolmens to the south of the village ; 
and to the east of the hamlet of Fuvampatti are others. 

M£Lt)E TALUK. 

Ambalakkaranpatti ; — 6 miles east of Mdlur. A small but ancient Siva temple^ in which is an 
undated inscription mentioning some repairs made. 

Kallivalipatti ; — 5 miles north-east of Madura, on the borders of the M§ltbr Taluk. An old 6iva 
temple declared by the natives to have been built by TJgra Pandiyan. There is a copper-plate grant in 
the temple recording gifts by private people. It is undated. 

Ejravalaivu ; — 6 miles north-east of Melur. (Keelalavoo,) An old oiva temple containing 
inscriptions. 

KoTTAiNTOruppATTi ; — 8 miles north-east of M§lur. An old Siva temple in ruins, with inscriptions. 

KoTTAMPATTi ; — 14 milcs north of Melur on the high road to Trichinopoly. (Bungalow.) (Cotaum- 
patty.) A large choultiy here possessing a oopper-plate grant. (See No. 162 of the lAst of Copper-plate 
Orants in Volume 11, p. 23.) 

KoviLPATTi ; — 15 miles north-north-west of Msltir. {Covilputty.) A very old 6iva temple with 
inscriptions. According to tradition it was built by Ugra Pan4iyan. It possesses a copper-plate idiananiy 
which was sent to me for examination. (See No. 210 of the List of Copper-plate Chants in Volume II.) 
There is a large choultry in this village, on a stone in front of which is an inscription recording gifts of 
lands in 8.S. 1718 (A.D. 1791).

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Mel'&b. — The taluk head-quarters, 16 miles west^north-west of Madura. (Bungalow.) (Mdilare:) 
There is a very old Siva temple here, with a number of inscriptions in old oharaoters ; also a large and 
richly endowed choultry. 

PuDAKKupi ; — 15 miles north of M^lnr, (Pudoocoodp Hill Station.) There are two choultries here, 
built in 6.6. 1703 (A.D. 1781), according to a stone inscription which stands in front of one of them. 
There is a copper-plate idsanam in the ^^ Appan ** choultry, recording gifts of lands. 

TiBucHUNAi ; — ^9 miles north of MAtx on the road to Trichinopoly. {Tirroochj/nay.) A very ol4 
Siva temple, built, according to local tradition, by Far&krama Cho^. It contains a number of injacrip: 
tions. Inside the temple are two modem inscripuons recording repairs in ^.6. 1704 (A.j). 1782). 

TiBuvADFB ; — 54 miles south by west of Melur. ( Trivadoar.) The ruins of an old fort are to be 
seen here, and there is a Siva temple said to have been biiilt by '' Qopala Pandiyan.'' There are two 
inscriptions in the village, one in icront of the north gate of the fort, ^^^ the other in the cattle-stand. 

Yelam PATTi ; — 6 miles north-^east of Melur. An inscription, on a stone in front of a large choultry 
here, records a gift of lands to the chuttram in 6.6. 1571 (A.D. 1649).- The grantor is Muttulinsa, son 
of Tondilinga In ayakka, but it is not said who he was. A copper-plate grant belonging to the cnoultiy 
was seiit to i^e for ej^^mi^ation. (See No. 163 of the Idat of 0(^pp^iplate Qrants in Yolume II, p. 23.) 

PEEIYAKTI^AM TALUK. 

DevAdJLnampatti ;: — 7 miles east of Periyakulam* (Devadantiputtp.) An old ruined fort. There 
is a oopperrplate grant in this village, in the possession of the priest of the village temple, said to have 
been executed by Tirumala Nayakka of Madura (A.D. 1623-1Q59). 

Q^ALV^ ;-r36 miles south-soiith-west of Periyakulam. (Ooodalur,) In the^ western portion of 
this village is ^ old diva temple with several inscriptions. One of them id dated 6.S. 1591 (A.D. 1669). 

HANUi^fASTAVFATTi ; — 27 milcs south-south-west of Periyakulam. (Annumuntuputtp,) A temple, 
said to h^ye been built about 500 years ago, in ruins. Also an old ruined mud fort of about the same age. 

Ea^bah ; — 31 miles south-south-west of Periyakulam. (Cumbum.) A very old (^iva temple with 
many inscriptions in Malayftlom characters, said to be '< imreadftble." Also an ancient Vishnu temple. 

EuixAPURAM ; — 10 iniles east of Periyakulam^ An old Siva temple with inscriptions in old Tamil 
and Grantha characters. 

Markkayavgottai ; — 22 miles south-south-west of Periyakulam. (Maukaincotta.) There is a 
copper-plate Sdaanam here in the possession of Sembukkudi Eamachdiydx. J^ear the village is a dolmen. 

Sinn AMANUR ; — 22 miles southpsouth-west of Periyakulam. ( Chinnamanur.) An old ruined Yishnu 
temple. There are two copper-plate Sdaanams in this village, one of which is said to be old, in the 
possession of a resident named Bhairava Ayyar, the other in me possession pf Bsmasubbaiyya^. There in 
an ancient Siva temple here with several inscriptions. 

Tenkabai ; — 1 mile east of Periyakul&m. An old temple of Subrahnumyay with a number of 
inscriptions, lliere is also a very old Siva temple on a small nill two miles south-west of the viUagCj 
having many inscriptions. 

XJttamapalaitam ; — 26 miles south-south-west of Periyakulam. {Ooiampolliam.) There is a large 
stone statue here which is said to represent a servant of the king of Madura. In the old Siva temple is a 
copper-plate idmnam. To the south of the village is an old Siva temple, and in front of it is a stone 
bearing an inscription dated S.S. 1415 (A.D. 1493). 

Yadakasai ; — 1 mile north of Periyakulam. {Wuddakurray.) An old Siva t^mple in ruins, and 
a ruined mud fort. 

Yira-Panpi ; — 13 miles south of PeriyakulaiQ. An old Siva tepiple a mile to the west of the 
village with many inscriptions on its walls. 

MADURA TALUK. 

Anufpanajdi ; — 2 miles south-east of Madura. A dolmen. 

Eattakxjlah ; — 13 miles porth-west of Madura. {Kuttacolum.) The ruin^ pf an ancient Siva 
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KppiHAKOALAM ;—9 niileB west-north-weBt of Madura. {Kodymnngalum.) There is an ancient 
temple of Subrahmanya here, with a stone in front of it whioh bears an inscription. Bound the walls 
of the parbhagrihafn are a number of inscriptions. South of the Tillage are the ruins of a Siva temple, 
paid to have been built hj a Chola Ung, 

EodAVAPFATTi ; — 7 miles south-south-east of Madur^. {Coahamputty.) There are a number of 
inscriptions on a ro(^, called Kambatiu Pdraiy a little to the south-east of this village. 

KovjL-KuRivrrruRAi ; — 18 miles north-west of Madura. (Cavileooroytara.) An old Siva temple 
with some inscriptions round the garbhagriham^ said to be in '^ mi)jiown charaot^." 

EuNNATTUB ; — 9 milos east by south of Madura. {Coonatur.) There are three temples here, con-^ 
twining a number of inscriptions. 

Madukktjlam ; — ^Pazt of the present town of Madura on the west. (Xaudeolum.) By native 
tradition this was the site of the old capital of the P&ncliyans at one time. There is an old Aiyyandr 
temple here with inscriptions. In the cattle-stand of the hamlet of Falaganattam is a large stone with 
inscriptions in Tamil and Grantha characters. 

Maduiia (Madurai). — Besides its great antiquity this town is one of the largest and most flourish- 
ing in Southern India, weU situated on the banks of the river Yaigai. Its suburbs extend for a 
considerable distance on all sides. The glonr of Madura is its magnificent Biya temple, but there are 
a large member of objects of great interest here, besides this. Madpra was the capital of the Pdjoijiyaa 
jangB for many centuries. It is mentioned by classical writers, and seems to have been well known both 
toihe Ghreeks and Romans. It is very probable that a Boman colony existed here at one time, since a 
pumber of Jtoman copper coins (now in the possession of Mr. Scott, Pleader, of Madtp») have been found it^ 
the river-b^d.^ A find of ffold coins is not so suggestive of the bodily presence of those who i|sed them as 
the discovery of a hoard of copper coii|s, and these coips are found all about the bed of the river in the 
sand, not stored in ouq place. Native tradition asserts that Maiialtur {Mannaloor)^ 7^ milee east-south- 
east of Madura, in the Sivaganga Zemindari — Old Mafiura on the north bank of the Yaigai — 
Mftifjft^T^lftTnj a little to the west of Madura — Uttarakodamaogai, or Tiruttarako6amafigai, 8 milee souths 
west of E&mn&d — ^and ^allttr in the Marava country — ^were all at one time capitals of the P&ndiyan 
kingdom (Sfx. Nelson's Madura Country^ Part HE, page 45). J^orkai, in the Tinnevelly pistrict^ is also 
qpoken of as an old P&n4iyan capital. ^ . 

The ffreat Siva temple at Ipulura is in a better state of preservation than any other that I know 
of in Sou&ern India. Within the last lew years twenty lakhs of rupees^ raised by private subscription, 
have been devoted to repairs, reconstruction, and decoration, and great taste has been displayed in 
carrying out this work. Only one fault ca^ be found with it ; I allude to the pernicious habit of painting 
sto^e-work. There seems to be no harm in painting the masonry-work. Seen at a little distance, with 
the brightness toned down, the masses of color thrown on to the brick- work of the great pyramidal towers 
over the gateways of the courts is peculiiarly effective, a|id even when seen dose the general result is veiy 
striking; but the stona-work should have been spared. In condemning them, however, we should remem- 
\^&£ that the natives of to-day are only following out in this respect the traditions of their forefathers. 
The temple is formed after the model of most of the others in Southern India. The small shrine in the 
pentre is the oldest, the courts with thoir towers, increasing in size and grandeur with their distance from 
the shrine, are newer. Mr. Fergusson {Indian and Eastern Architecture^ 360-365) thinks that ahnost all 
the buildmgs in Madura are posterior to the sixteenth century, and that most must be attributed to the 
reign of Tirumala ]^ayakka (1623-1659 A.D.). But it seems pretty clear that portions at least of some of 
the buildings are older than this. Some of the inscriptions on the pillars and stone-work, for instance, 
are certainly older.^ Is it not possible that the Muhammadans may have contented themselves with 
demolishing the brick-work, and that they did not take the trouble to destroy the lower storeys in stone P 

^ Sir Walter EIHot mentionB a wlidm of Zeno fou^xd at Madura. {Indian Antiquarf II, 242.) I noticed ooins of ^onoriu8 and 
Arcadiiu amongst Mr. Scott's coUectipn. 

' On the nffht-hand side of the entrance under the great eastern tower is an inscription on the waU stating that the tower is the 
"gopnra of Tribhnvana ChakravartigE4 KOnflri Nanmai K094A11 Snndara Pa^diyan-" The characters of this, however, are 
modem. Bnt on the pillars of the Second storey are several inscriptions in a cnaracter far older than the age of Tirumala 
Kayakka. It is of course quite possible that these were brought from elsewhere. These are all that I saw penonuly, bnt the list 
of inscriptions sent to me contains a number which are said to be '* unreadable," and this is probably due, in many cases, to their 
age. A detailed' and critical survey will alone settle the question as to the age of the various paits of the builcung, since many 
of the slabs and pillars bearing these old inscriptions may have belonged to temples entirely rained and of whidi the fiiaterialf w^ 
^ised in tiie seventeenth century reoonstrufitloiu 
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If 80, Tirumala Nftyakka's work on the great temple may have been, to a large extent, one of restoration. 
He however clearly must be credited with the great pillared hall known as '^ Tirumala N&yakka's 
Choultry," concerning which Mr. Fergusson writes at length. The sanctuary of the great temple is 
attributed to Visvanatha Nayakka (1559-1563 A.D.) ; other parts here and there to intermediate 
sovereigns, but abnost the whole of the main portion to Tirumala Nayakka. ^' The temple itself is a 
nearly regular rectangle, two of its sides measurmg 720 feet and 729 feet, the other two 834 feet and 852 
feet. It possessed four gopuras of the first class, and five smaller ones ; a very beautiful tank surrounded 
by arcades ; and a hall of 1,000 columns, whose sculptures surpass those of any other hall of its class I am 

acquainted with It is not their number but their marvellous elaboration that makes it the 

wonder of the place." {Mr. Fergtmon.) The proper name for this building is the Pudu mandapamy or 
Vasanta mandapam. It contains statues of Tirumala and his nine predecessors and their wives, and one, 
on horseback) of Aryanatha. The efEect of this fine hall is greatly destr6yed by the presence in it of a 
nimiber of shops and stalls for the sale of cloths, etc. 

Next to the temple, Tirumala Nayakka's Palace is the principal object of interest to the visitor. It 
is in process of restoration imder the supervision of Mr. Ghisholm. The public halls and principal 

Eortions of the palace were conceived in a veiy regal spirit, and are very strikmg in consequence of their 
eight, and the massive character of the architecture. Built by Tirumala Nayakka it was ruthlessly 
demolished by his degenerate grandson, Chokkalinga about 25 years later, viz., in 1666 A.D. Mr. 
Nelson describes the palace in his Madura Country (page 164), and on pa^e 190 narrates the circumstances 
of its demolition. Chokkalinga carted away a great portion of the sculptures to build himself a palace 
at Trichinopoly. 

The great bathing tank, or Teppa^kulam^ about a mile and a half east of the town is a very fine

specimen of Tirumala Nayakka's work. It has a handsome temple in the centre, and is surrounded with 




torial exhibitions and combats of wUd beasts." {Mr. NekoUj 167-8.) It is now Europeanized and forms 
the present residence of the Collector of the district. 

Between the Tamakam and the old causeway over the river to the town is a suburb called G5ii- 
palaiyam, where there is a slab with an inscription (translated and given at full length by Mr. Nelson, 
p. 67) d^larin^ that a considerable quantity of land was present^ to the Mussulmans by Ktln, or 
Sundara, Pandiyan, and that the grant was confirmed by Yirappa Nayakka in A.D. 1573. 

The old Perumdl temple is another object of interest. I am not aware of its exact date, but it has'an 
inscription running round the outside of the garbhagriha dated in the time of '^ Bama Baja Yittaladeva 
Maharaya/' probcubly, as Mr. Nelson suggests, Eama Baya of Yijayanagar, the husband of the sister of 
Sadfliliva, who was wosed to the throne by him. The inscription is of the period 1547-1556 A.D. There 
is another on a stone outside the temple dated 8.3. 1602 (A.D. 1680) during the reign of Yira Yenkata 
Maharaya, one of the expatriated princes of Yijayanagar. « 

Theie are a number of interesting places in and about Madura, but the above are the most worthy 
of notice. 

Mr. Scott's collection of coins is extremely valuable, and they should be carefully examined. He 
has expressed to me his willingness to have them arranged and described, but^ very naturally, does not 
wish to part with them. Amongst them is a Chinese coin found at Madura. 

Inscriptions are numerous, and they need careful examination. Mr. Nelson mentions (p. 92) a 
copper-plate idsanam in the possession of the temple authorities which throws some light on the Fanddyans 
of tne time of Yidvanatha Nayakka. 

I append two lists of inscriptions sent to me, but I cannot say how far they may overlap one another 
and refer to the same : —

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(8.) On a western pillar in the same. Dated in S.S. 1535 (A.D. 1613)| dnring the reign of Muttu 

Yirappa N&yakka. 
(9.) On the western wall of the same. An inscription said to be '^ unreadable." 
(10.) On a pillar in the seoond storey of the same gopura. An inscription said to be ^' unreadable." 
(11.) On the north wall of the western tower. An inscription in which the name of ^'Ugra 

Pftndiyan " appears. 
(12.) On the western wall of the unfinished, or Xotfai Oopura. *^ Illegible." 
(13.) On the eastern wall of the second prftkftra. ^' Illegible." 
(14.) On a pillar north of the one opposite the Danddymihapdni Sannidhi. Dated 6.^. 1505 (A.D. 

1583) during the reign of Periya Yirappa N&yakka. 
(15.) & (16.) On the outside of the Dtmddyudhapmi Sannidhi. Two inscriptions said to be 

** illegible." 
(17.) On the east comer of the second prflkara. ^^ Illegible." 

(18.) On the western side of the image called Mukkunmi ArxH Pillaiydr. ^* Ille^ble." 
(] 9.) On the wall close to the ^' Aruvattimmar " in the Svdmi Sannidhi ; several inscripti* 

be " illegible." 
(20.) On the waU of the second pr&kara on a slab near the Tirtha Totti or reservoir of water ; an 

inscription said to be ^' illegible." 
(21.) On the north wall of the second prak&ra. " Illegible." 
, (22.) East of No. 21 ; also *' iUegible.'^ 

(23.) On the north wall of the second pr&kdra ; several inscriptions near the dhvaja stambha. All 

said to be ^^ unreadable." 
(24.) On the walls inside and outside the Ndydkkan Qopura ; several inscriptions equally '^ illegi- 
ble." 
(25.) West of the Nandi on the east wall of the first pr&kftra ; an inscription, '' unreadable.'' 
(26.) North of the entrance to the temple ; several, similar. 
(27.^ On the walls of the tower south of the Mukkunmi Ariii Pillaiydr. 
(28.) North of the shrine of Subrahmanya in the Sankili mandapam. 
(29.) West of the Tirumala Katti stone, south of the shrine of Bubrahmanya. 
(30.) North of the entrance of the southern tower. 
(31.) South of the same. 

(32.) On the walls leading to the shrine of Biddhi Vindyaka to the south of the temple. 
(33.) On the walls of the room called the Tirumala Ndyakkan Kattalaiy in the Amman temple. 
(34.) East of the entrance leading to the kitchen of the Tirumala Ndyakkan Kdftalai. 
(35.) On the wall to the south of the well. 

(36.) West of the Pillaiydr Vd^al to the south of the second pr&k&ra. 
(37.) West of the entrance of the same. 
(38.) On the waUs near the altar of the same shrine. 

(39.) On the walls of the kitchen of Mutiambala Mudaliydr and Muttiruli Kattalai. 
(40.) On the walls of the prakara, west of the Kola Ohdvadu 

(41.) On the eastern and western walls of the second prakdra of the Amman temple. 
(42.) On the wall west of the Tirtha Totti in the second prftkara. 
(43.) On the wall east of the Tirtha Totti in the Amnian temple. 
(44.) On the wall west of the Palliyarai in the first pr&kara of the Amman temple. 
(45.) On the east side of the Retiai Vindyaka Sannidhi, 
(46.) West of the same. 
(47.) East of the Palliyarai, 

(48.) On a stone fixed in the Kalydna mandapam in the AdU Vldhi, 
(49.) On the south, west, and north walls of the Adi Vtdhi. 
The following list is sent me by the temple Dharmakdrtas : — 

(50.) On the northern comer of the east wall of the second pr&kOra of the great temple. An 

inscription recording a gift of lands to the temple in the eleventh year of the reign of 

Sundara P&n4iya-Deva. 
(51.) West of No. 1. A gift of ornaments to the temple in the twenty-first year of the reign of 

Vira Pandiya-Deva. 
(52.) West of No. 2. A gift of lands to the temple in the twentv-fourth year of the same reign. 
(53.) West of No. 3. An undated inscription recording a gift of lands by some villagers. 
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The temple is here called the temple of '^ Tribhuvana Chakravarti Edn6ri Namnai Kond&n 

TJ4aiyftr Tiruvfilava TJ4aiy&r." 
(54.) Underneath No. 4. An undated inscription recording a gift of lands to the temple. The name 

of ^^ E5n$ri Nanmai KoncpLn Snndara P&ndiyan '' occurs, but in what connection is not plain. 
(55.) West of No. 6. (Copy imperfect.) The name of " Varag^a Pftndiyan " occurs. 
(56.) West of No. 6. An undated grant of lands to the temple in the twentieth year of " Eula^ek- 

haradeva '^ by his minister. The temple is named as in No. 4. 
(57.) On the first prak&ra wall, north of the gate. An tmdated inscription recording a gift of 

lands to the temple, in the twelfth year of some reign (name omitted in the copy). Both 

in this and in the next inscription the temple is named as in Nos. 4 and 7. 
[58.) Below No. 8. Similar to it. A private grant of lands in the twelfth year, &c. 
[59.) ^' South of the gopura. " (The list does not specify which.) An imperfect copy of an inscription 

in which the name *' Eondri Nanmai Eon(}&n " and the ^' thirteenth year " occur. 
(60.) On the north-east comer of the middle pillar in the second storey of the Sufidara Pdndiyan 

gopura^ the great east tower. An undated erant of lands to the temple by the authorities of 

the Tirujndna maiham in the third year of tne reign of ^' Kiiladdkhara D^var." 
(61.) On the north side of the pillar in the northern portion of the second storey of the same 

gopura. Grant of lands to the temple by the same donors, in the same year of the same reign 

as in No. 11. 
(62.) On the south-west pillar in the same room. A private grant of lands to the temple in the tenth 

year of the reign of *^ Sundara Pandiya Ddva " who was reigning with his wife *' XJlaha 

Murududaiydl. " This is very important, since, compared with inscriptions at Conjeeveram, 

Tanjore, and other places, it goes far to show that ^ Sundara Pancjiyan " was merely another 

of the numerous names of the great Kajendra Ghola. 
On the floor at the entrance of the Collector's office is an inscription, very imperfect and unsatisfao- 
tory^ a copy of which was sent me. 

MlNGULAM ; — 12 miles north-east of Madura, 6 miles west of Meltbr. (Mauncolum.) A mile east of 
the village is a small hill called Karukumalaiy in which is a cave with inscriptions. There is also a 
rock whiw the natives call Pafkhapch^damfy>adukkai or " the bed of the five PdxKJAvaa" There are some 
dolmens also near here. Under a margosa tree in the village is a well-sculptured stone elephant. 

Mttixippallam ; — 13 miles west of Madura. A Uttle distance to the south of the village is a dolman. 
North of the village, near a temple dedicated to JKaR, are two stones iying on the ground bearing insorip- 
tions. West of the village is another large stone, fixed in the ground^ baring a fong inscription. 

NiLAiYUB ; — ^7 miles south-west of Madura on the road to Tinnevelly. {Nellayur.) In the hamlet 
of Kuttiydrhmru is a stone bearing an inscription, 

Paravai ; — 6^ miles north-west of Madura. {Pumavay.) A few years ago a stone was dug up here 
bearing inscriptions on both sides of it. It is now in the village. 

FuLiYANGULAM ; — 4 milcs east of Madura. An old mosque, with inscriptions, 

Bajakkalpatti ; — 12 miles north-west of Madura. Near the village, on the road from B&jakkal- 
patti to Maravapatii are several dolmens. 

Sengodai ; — 12 miles east of Madura. A ruined building containing a large stone which bears 
a long inscription. 



SiLAYUHAN ; — 6 miles south-east of Madura on the banks of the Yaigai {Shellaman.) Near the river, 
on a stone, is an inscription said to be " unreadable ;" and in a field of the village is another. There is a 
small hillook near the village in which it is said that ancient coins and pottery are found. 

dSLAiKUBicHi ; — 13^ miles west-north-west of Madura and half a mile south of Sdjravand&n {" Shola- 
vandan ") lUulway Station. {Sholaygoorehy,) An old Yiahnu temple with a mancjlapam containing 
inscriptions. 

65kavani)1n ;— 11 nules north-west of Madura Railway Station. (Sholavandan.) A very old village 
with two temnles and a masjid. AU three contain inscriptions. On the banks of the Yaigiai is a flight of 
steps on wbicn are some inscriptions. 

Teotr ; — 11 miles north-west of Madura. (Thanoar.) To the west of the village there is an old Siva 
temple in ruinsj with inscriptions. On the road to Madura, under a margosa tree, hes a stone bearing an 
inscription. 
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TiRUMOKUR ; — 6 miles north of Madura. An ^ancient oiva temple with many inscriptionB, copies of 
two of whicli have been sent me. One is dated 8.S. 1473 (A.D, 1551) and records a private gift of 
lands to the temple. The, other records repairs carried out by Dalavay S^tupati in S.S. 1622 (A.D. 
1700). In the hamlet of Sekharam is a Yisnnu temple, having inscriptions on the MaMmandapam ard 
on the Ardkamandapam. 

TiRUPPABANKUNRAM ; — 4 milcs south-west of Madura Railway Station. (Triparagoodu.) An 
ancient temple of Subrahmanya on a small hill, fairly sculptured and containing a number of inscriptions. 
There are also some rock-cut caves, with sculptured figures, in the hiU. A list of inscriptions, all said to 
be illegible, has been sent me. Their localities are as follows : — 
1.) On a pillar facing the western wall of the garbhagriham. 

'2.) On the walls east and west of the Manikkaiti entrance. * 

[3.) Near a window east of the same entrance. 

[4.) '^ On the eastern wall close to the room weq^ of the Ihdrapdlakds,** (This does not sound clear.) 

'5.) On the east and north walls of the prakdxa of the Amman temple. 

[6.) On the north wall of the Mahdmandapam. 

7.) On the northern and western walls of the Arukdlptthamy north of the dhvqja stambha. 

[8.) On the north and south walls of the ISvara Kovil. 

^9.) On the west wall of the gopura. 
(10.) On the east and west walls of the east kitchen. 
(11.) On the eastern side of the temple of Kunpdndiyan^ south of the hill. 

There are two inscriptions on the steps of the gopura, each dated S.6. 1714 (A.D. 1792) ; and there 
is another on the north side of the tower, dated 6.6. 1593 (A.D. 1671). 

Mr. Nelson has translated and gives at full length an inscription at this place, " out into the solid 
rock which forms the side of an old ruined Baiva church, known as ' Sundara Pdiidiya's church ' situated a 
little to the south of Thirupparankunram.'* {The Madura Country^ pp. 66-67.) This is probably the inscrip- 
tion No. 11 above. It is very important, as it is a declaration by Sundara P&n(Uyan nimself, i.^., Kun or 
Sundara Pandiyan. He claims to have driven the (^Jhola frqm his dominions ana placed the Chola king's 
son on the throne of his father^s. He states that the Chola king had previously assumed the name of 
'' Ptodiyan." He also mentions his own wife Mangaikkara^i who, as another inscription informs us (at 
^' Pudcovaily," J.B.A.S. III, 219, note 2), was daughter of Karikdla Chola. And another hint is given 
by a tract of country being called '^ Rajendra Chela's excellent nddu.^* All this would go to place 
Sundara Pftn<}iyaQ subsequent to the oommMioement of the twelfth century. I cannot quite agree with Mr. 
Nelson that we must necessarily assume that the correct date is '^ the latter half of the eleventh century," 
since it was Bajendra Chola who seems to appear most oonspieaoualy as the possessor, or occupier of the 
Pandiyan country, and he reigned till A.D. 1113^ while his son is mentioned as succeeding him. 
B&jendra, it is now almost certain, bore the title '^ Sundara P&ndiyan." (See No. 62 of the inscriptions 
at Madura.) 

TiBuvATPPupAiTAB EdviL ; — A suburb of Madura on the opposite bank of the river. An old 
Amman temple with inscriptions. 

Yadappalanjai ; — 8i miles west of Madura. ( VuddapaKr\jee.) In front of a small temple of Ganeia 
is a stone about 6 feet high bearing an inscription, said to be ^' unreadable." There are three- other 
fiinular inscribed stones, one near the tank, and two in the fields of the village. East of the village is a 
ruined fort in which is a stone bearing an inscription. 

Yelliitampatti ; — 12 miles north-west of Madura. East of the village near the tank is a statue 
with an inscription. 

YiLACHEBi ; — 7} miles west by south of Madura. ( Vellaclierry.) There is an ancient Riva temple 
here with inscriptions on the walls of the Ardkamandapam. One of them is dated in S.3. 1400 (A.D. 
1478) and recoil a private gift of lands to the temple. The rest are ^^ illegible." South of the Agraha- 
ram runs a channel, on the bank of which is an inscription on a stone in Tamil and Qrantha characters. 

TIETJMANGALAM TALUK. 

[On an isolated hill, somewhere in this taluk, was found, in May 1889, a Boman coin, a $olidut of Zeno, with other coins, 
Hindu and Singalese. {Madrat Journal XIII, 216.) ] 

Deyankubichi ; — 12 miles south-west of TiramaDgalam. (Tavencoorchy Bill Station.) There is a 
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oopper-plate idsanam here in the possession of a Eaiin4an ryot of Ka4an6ri, a hamlet. In the hamlet 
of Vannineyampatti are two oopper-plate Sdsanams in the possession of two ryots. 

KALLrrruppATTi ; — 20 miles north-west of TiromangaJam. There is an old Siva temple here, 
containing a oopper-plate idsanam in Tamil characters recording gifts of lands to the temple by a 
private party during the reign of Achyutadeva Baja of Yijayanagar. 

Kattaikaeuppanpatti ; — 1 3 J miles north-west of Tirumangalam. (CuHacarroapullapuUt/.) In the 
hamlet of Anamir is an old Siva temple having some inscriptions on the walls. It is said to have been 
built by Ugra randiyan. The name of the village (Anai-ur) means " the village of the elephant/' and 
the local tradition had grown up that it was here that the elephant of Indra, which was cursed by oiva, 
died. Five years ago, while some repairs were being carried out at the temple, some fragments of ivory 
were found, showing that probably some elephant had died and been buried there. The inhabitants of 
the village, of course, are now quite certain that these are veritably the remains of Indra's elephant, and 
they venerate the fragments in proportion to their belief. 

KuppALNATTAM ; — 10} milcs west of Tirumangalam. {Cupuhuttam.) In the hamlet of Per&m- 
patti is a smcdl hill called '^ Poygaimalai " having an old Uiva temple on its summit. A quarter of a 
mile from the tank-bund of the village of Euppalnattam are some ancient Jain ruins. On the hill is a 
rook-cut cave called 8avandrk6ml^ and there are twenty-one statues carved on the rock-face in front of it. 
It is almost certainly a Jaina place of worship. At the foot of the figures are inscriptions. 

Melati^manikkam ; — 17 miles west of Tirumangalam. (Mail Trimanicum.) An old Siva temple 
with inscriptions. 

PuTTUR ; — 14J miles north-west of Tirumangalam. (Pootoor.) An old Siva temple with inscrip- 
tions. 

SiLARPATTi ; — 15 miles south-west of Tirumangalam. {Sillarputty.) There is a copper-plate 4dsanam 
in this village in the possession of Narasimhdxshari, son of Ajiantachari, a resident. 

SiNDUPPATTi; — 11 miles west-north-west of Tirumangalam. (Shinduputtt/.) An old 6iva temple 
with inscriptions. Also a Vishnu temple, in front of which, on a stone, is a long inscription, undated 
except in the year Prabhava^ recording a gift of lands to the temple by private persons. 

TipiTAN ; — 10 miles north-west of Tirumangalam. {Teedian,) A very old Siva temple on a small 
hill, with a nimiber of inscriptions. 

YiKKiRAMANGALAM ; — 12 miles north by west of Tirumangalam. An old Siva temple with many 
inscriptions. 

6IVAGANGA ZEMINDAEI. 

Ilayangudi; — 17^ miles south-south-east of Sivaganga. (Yelleyengoodt/.) On the bund of the 
tank of the village stands a stone figure described as '^ Buddha.^' It may possibly be a Jaina image. 
There is also an old Siva temple here dedicated to Rdjeiidra OhoMvara with inscriptions. 

iMANldvARAM ; — 21 milcs south-south-east of Sivaganga and one mile north of Paramagudi. 
( Yaven JEsuren.) An ancient Kali temple with an inscription in front of it. 

Kalaiyarkovil ; — 10 miles east of Sivaganga. (Oalliarcovil.) A very old Siva temple of large 
size, containing many inscriptions. 

Earusakkulam ; — 10 miles south-south-west of Sivaganga, and two miles north-west of M&n& 
Madurai. {Currashacolumy Maunamadura.) Large sepulchral urns made of pottery are to be found 
here. 

EjrIngattur ; — 13 miles south of Sivaganga. At a distance of a quarter of a mile from the village 
are to be found sepulchral urns of terracotta. 

KuNNAOupi ; — ^23 miles north-east of Sivaganga, 2 miles from the border of the Pudukottai State. 
(Coonnagoodi/.) Avery old Siva temple with many inscriptions, iwpies of five of which were sent 
(o me : — 




(3.) Dated in the sixth year of the reign 

(4.) Another inscription dated in the same year of the same reign. 

(5.) Dated in S.S. 1442 (A.D. 1520). 
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EuTTAKDA ; — 2 milee Boutli of divaganga. Near this villagei on the foot-path leading to Eulattu- 
grSmam, is a stone bearing inscriptions on its four sides. 

MlDAPPURAM ; — near Tiibhuvanam, An old Ayyandr temple with a mandapam ; the latter eon- 
tabing an mscription. . \ 

Makalur; — 7i miles east-south*east of Madura. (Mannaloor.) This plaoe is said, by native 
tradition, to be an ancient capital of the Pandiyans. (Mr. Nelson's Madura Country^ Part Hf, p. 45.) 
Dr. G. Oppert (Madma Journal for 1879, p. 311) identifies it with the Manipura of the Mahdbhdrata. 

Obaiyub ; — 37 miles east of Sivaganga, on the borders of the Tanjore District, and on the bank of 
the Pambanftr river, 3 miles from the sea. ( Wborioor.) John De Britto, the celebrated missionajy, was 
martyred here in 1649. In 1729 was fou|?ht here t6e battle that resulted in the establishment of the 
Sivaganga 2iemindari, and the downfall of the Setupatis of Bamnad. (Mr. Nelson's Madura Country^ 
220, 250.) 

Pa^alai ; — 14 J miles south by west of Sivaganga. {Mala Paushalay.) Sepulchral urns are found here. 

PiUAMALAi ; — 30 miles north-east of Madura and 27 miles north by west of Sivaganga. (Paumiullay.) 
A very old Siva temple, richly sculptured and with a number of inscriptions, abstracts of some of which 
have been sent me : — 

1.) Dated in the thirteenth year of the reign of ^' Tribhuvana Chakravarti Kifladekhara Ddvar. " 
^2.) In the thirty-fourth year of the same reign. 
(3.) In the thirty-eighth year of the same reign. 
(4.^ In the tenth year of the same reign. 
(5.) Dated in S.S. 1360 (A.D. 1438) in the reign of Yira Prat&pa Deva Mahar&ya. This is 
important, as the chronology of the Yijayanas^ar kings at this period is very confused. It 
also helps to show at how early a period the kmgs of that dynasty acquired power in the 
south of the peninsula. 
(6.) S.S. 1422 (A.D. 1500) in the reign of Narasinga Baya of Yijayanagar. 
(7.) S.S. 1424 (A.D. 1502). 
(8.) 6.S. 1452 (A.D. 1530). 
(9.) 6.8. 1610 (A.D. 1688). 

(10.) S.8. 1510 (A.D. 1588) in the reign of Venkatapati Baya of Yijayanagar. 
On the top of the hill, here, lies a very large old cannon. 

Saruhani ; — 17 miles east of Sivaganga. (Surrauganey.) There is an old Siva temple here with 
an inscription on a stone in front of it. There is a copper-plate idsanam in the temple. 

In the hamlet of Pallappadam, in the possession of a Palla caste man, is another copper-plate 
^dmnam. 

Sbttur ; — 16 miles south-east of Sivaeanga. {Shathoor.) About a quarter of a mile south of the 
village are to be found sepulchral urns, made of terracotta. 

SivAOAKOA {Simgangai) ;— 25 miles east by south of Madura. The residence of the Zemindar of 
the estate. An ancient Siva temple, with several stone inscriptions, and possessing a copper-plate idsanam. 
Sivaganga was orifinnally part of the Bdmnad estate. It became separated in A.D. 1733.^ (Mr. Nelson's 
Madura Country III, 250!) 

SosAPUBAM ; — 4 imles north of Sivaganga. (Sholapooram.) An old Siva temple with many inscripf 
tions. Opposite the Siva temple is a mud fort in ruins. There is also an Amman temple here with 
inscriptions on its walls. Near the tank of the village are two stones bearing inscriptions. There are 
inscriptions also in the Ckmeia temple, in a field, and on a stone in the Kondanandal Kanavdy Pass. 
To the north-west of Perum&lpatti, a hamlet of Sd^puram, is a stone bearing an inscription. All these 
are declared to be '' illegible.' 

TiBUKKOLAKKupi ; — 80 nules north-east of Madura. An old Siva temple with three inscriptions, 
abstracts of which were sent me : — 

(1.) Dated in the eleventh year of the reign of *^ Tribhuvana Chakravarti Sundara PfixuUya 

Devar." 
(2.) Dated in the twentieth year of the same reign. 
(3.) Dated in the thirty-first year of the reign of " Tribhuvcma Chakravarti Yira Pancjiya DSvar." 

TiBUKOSHTTH *, — 16 milcs north of Sivaganga. A Siva temple, with an inscription dated S.S. 1601 
(A.D. 1679) recording a gift of lands to the temple by Eaghunatha Tirumalai S^tupatL 
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TiBUPPACHATTi ; — ^6 miles east-south-east of Tirupptlvanam, 11 miles west-south-west of ^ivagoaga. 
(Tirroopashathee.) An old biva temple with many inscriptions. 

TiRUPPATTUR ; — 19 miles nprth-north^east of Sivaganga. (Trtpatoar,) An ancient Siva temple 
with two inscriptions, abstracts of which have been sent me. The first is dated in the third year of the 
reign of ** Tribnuvana Ghakravarti Parakrama P&ndiya Ddvar/' the second in the tenth year of the reign 
of " Tribhuvana Ghakravarti &ri Vallabha Dsvar." 

TiRUPPpvANAM ; — 12 miles south-east of Madura and 16 miles west of ^ivaganga. (Trippavanatn.) 
An ancient Siva temple elaborately sculptured. There are inscriptions on a stone in front of the temple 
and in many places inside. A copper-plate grant of ten leaves belonging to the temple has been pub- 
lished by Bisnop Galdwell in the Indian Antiqimry (Vol. VI, p. 142), together with a supplementary 
plate of two leaves. 

tTRAKKupi ; — 22 miles south of Sivaganga. ( Wooragoodtj,) In the bed of a tank and on its embank- 
ment are to be found sepulchral urns made of pottery. 

Uruvattikottat ; — 25 miles north-east of Sivaganga. There is an old ruined fort here. 

« 

Vadukanathapuram ; — 20 miles south of Sivaganga. In the bed of a tank and on the slope of the 
bimd are to be found sepulchral urns. 

Vembangudi ; — 4 miles south by east of Sivaganga. ( Vamhengoody,) Near the tank of this village 
is a stone fixed in the ground, having inscriptions on its four sides. 

RAMNAD ZEMINDARI. 

Adisetu Tirtha ; — 9 miles south of Kamnad, on the sea. The sacred bathing-place to which all 
pilgrims to BamSdvaram go on their return, for purification. {Madras Journal V, 375.) 

Akkalur ; — 1 miles east by north of Tiruvadanai, 83^ miles north-north-east of Bamnad, 5 miles 
from the sea, and 3 from the Tanjore frontier. (Aukaloor.) A very ancient Siva temple attributed to 
Malayadhmja Pdndiyan. 

Arumukamkottai ; — 20 miles north by east of Ramnad. (Arfnogomcotta,) A fort built about A.D. 
1727. {Madras Journal V, 374.) 

Aruppukottai ; — 7J miles west-south-west of Tiruchalai, 50 miles west by north of Bamnad. 
{Arpooeotay.) A small but very ancient Siva temple, said to have been built by Sundara Fandiyan. 

Ghokkalingapuram ; — 1 mile east of Aruppukdttai (q.v.) {Cliobalingapooram ) An ancient Siva 
temple said to have been built by Sundara Pandiyan. 

Dkvipatnam ; — 9 miles north-north-east of Ramnad, on the coast. {Deviapatam.) A very old Siva 
temple. The village is known by the name of NavapdsMnam (" nine stones ") in Sanskrit, on account of 
there being nine large stones fiked, at a place 40 yards from the sea. These are said to represent the 
nine planets {Navagrahdh) which Bama worshipped. There is an old Amman temple south of the town^ 
and a large masjid. This place is acooimted one of the most holy bathing-places in Southern India. 
'{Madras Journal V, 376.) 

Hanumantagubi ; *-Head-quarters of a taluk of the same name in the extreme north of the zemin- 
dari, 37^ miles north of Bamnad. (Anamentagoody.) A very old Siva temple, and an old masjid possess- 
ing a copper-plate grant in Tamil characters. There is a stone inscription at the masjid which records 
gifts of lands to a Mussubnan in 6.6. 1695 (AD. 1673) by Tirumalai S^tupati Kattar Tevar. The 
copper-plate Deed records the grant of lands to a Mussulman in 6.6. 1666 (A.D. 1744) by Muttu 
Kumara Vijaya Baghimatha Setupati, son of Muttu Vijaya Baghunatha Setupati and jpnandson of 
Hiranyagarbhayachi Kumara Muttu Vijaya Baghunatha Setupati. There is also an old Jaina temple 
here. 

EADUKudANDAi ; — 25 miles south-west of Bamnad. {Kuddaowoehuntha,) An old 6iva temple with 
inscriptions. The temple authorities are in possession of a copper-plate Sdsanam, 

Eahudi.— Head-quarters of a taluk, 31 miles west of Bamnad. (Kaumoory.) An old 6iva temple 
said to have been built by Simdara Pandiyan. Date not known. Also a fort about 150 years old. The 
latter is situated on high ground above the Kundar river. It is small, but has two lines of fortifications, 
and contains buildings and a fine well. (Pharoah's Oazetteery p. 412.) It is supposed to have been con- 
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stracted by a French engineer. The fort was captured by the English and dismantled after the 
destruction of the Panjala^ui*ichi fort. ^ 

E^ANNloupi ; — 5 miles east-north-east of Hanumantagudi, 40 miles north by west of B&mn&d. 
(Kunnaugoody.) A very ancient Siva temple said to have been built by Karikala Chola. (Madras Journal 
V, 378.) 

KiplRAM ; — Head-quarters of a taluk ; 14 miles south-west of Bamnad. A very old 6iva temple ; 
and another more modem, built, it is said, in 3.3. 1248 (A.D. 1326). There is an old Amman temple 
here, said to have been built by a Fandiyan king. In the hamlet of Melakkiddram is another old oiva 
t^o^le with a number of inscriptions. About a himdred yards to the south of the village stands a Buddhist 
or Jaina statue. 

KiLAKKARAi ; — 10 milcs south of Eamnad, on the coast. [Keelacurray) An ancient Siva temple 
said to have been built by Varaguna Pandiyan. 

KopuMALr^R ;— 20 miles north-east of Tiruchulai and about 10 miles south of Siv^ganga. An old 
Siva temple, with a number of inscriptions said to have been built by Varaguna Pandiyan. 

KoviLANGULAM ; — 34 milcs west-south- west of Bamnad. Two Buddhist or Jain statues. 

EuLASEKHARANALLUR ; — 8 milcs west by south of Tiruchulai and 50 miles west by north of Ramnad. 
{NaUoor.) On a stone pillar in this village is an inscription. There is a Siva temple here in ruins, stated to 
have been formerly a Buddhist (or Jaina P) tepdple. Local tradition asserts that this village was inhabited 
by Buddhists (or Jains ?), and that Kuladekhara Pandiyan drove them oat and converted their temple into 
a temple of Siva. 

Lakshmipuram ; — 7 miles south-east of Tiruchulai* On the north side of the village are to be 
found large sepulchral urns made of terracotta. 

Manjiyur ; — '15 miles west-north-west of Bamnad. {Maunjoor.) There are said to be a number 
of old coins here in the possession of the village Settis. A furlong west of the village is a Baddhist (or 
Jaina?) statue. * 

Mariyur ', — 14 miles south-east of Mudukalattur, 26 miles south-west of Bamnad. (Maurioor.) A 
very old Siva temple, with inscriptions. 

Mudukalattur ; — Head-quarters of a taluk, 23 miles west of Bamnad. (Moodooeallatoor,) A 
very old Siva temple attributed to Varaguna Pandiyan. 

Mudukkangulam ;— 10 miles north of Tiruchulai, 47 miles west-north-west of Bamnad. (Moodoo- 
cuncolum,) An old Siva temple. 

MuKKiYuft ; — 20 miles south-south-east of Kamudi. (Mookoor.) An old Siva temple attributed to 
Varaguna Pandiyan. 

MuTTUNApu ; — 13 miles north-west of Tiruvadanai, 41 miles north by west of Bamnad. An old 
Siva temple attributed to Kun Pandiyan. 

Nainarkovil ; — 16 miles north-west of Banmad. (NinarcoviL) An old and well-sculptured Siva 
temple, considered very sacred, and much resorted to by pilgrims during festivals. (Madras Journal 
V, 379.) 

Nallukurichi ; — 23 miles west-south-west of Bamnad, close to Kidaram. In this village and in 
the hamlet of Alangulam (Aulungcohim) are two stones each bearing inscriptions. In the bed of a tank 
in the hamlet of Amaipottal are to be found ancient sepulchral urns of pottery. 

Palavanattam ; — 14 miles west of Tiruchulai, 58 miles west by north of Bamnad. (Paulavamuttum.) 
An old Siva temple said to have been built by Sundara Pandiyan. 

Pamban ; — 27 miles east by south of Bamnad. (Paumben,) There is a fort here said to have 
been built by the Dutch. 

Paralachai ; — 8 miles south-west of Kamudi, 38 miles west of Bamnad. (Parallache.) An old 
Siva temple, the construction of which is attributed to Sundara Pandiyan. 

Pattalanoudi ; — 13 miles north of Tiruchulai, 50 miles north-west of Bamnad. An old Vishnu 
temple said to have been built by one of the Cholas or Pandiyans. 

Pattamanoalam ; — 7^ miles north-east of Bajasingamangalam, and 24 miles north by east of 
Bamnad. (Puttamungalum.) An old Siva temple said to have been built by one of the Pan4iyana. 
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Paixihadam;^! mile north of Tiruohtilaiy 44 miles west by north of Ramn&d. An anoient ^iva 
temple. 

^iDABAMTENDAL ; — 8^ miles north by west of Bajasingamangalam. {Pedaurenyantheh) An old 
Siva temple. 

Febitafattanam ; — 10 miles south-east of Ramnad. An old deserted temple. 

Pebunoarunai ; — 7 miles north of Mudukalattnr, 22 miles west by north of Ramn£UL {Perrencurna,) 
Two old temples of Siva and Vishnu. The former is the oldest of the two. 

PiLLUKKvpi ; — 7 miles north-east of Bajasingamangalam^ and 24 miles north by east of R&mndd. 
A very old 6iva temple. 

PuLliTGAL ; — 7 miles south-west of Kamudi^ 37 miles west of Bamn&d. An old Siva temple, said 
to have been built during the reign of Sundara P&ndiyan. 

PuTi'UR ; — 12 miles west by north of Ramnad. (Paotoar.) A very old 6iva temple attributed to 
Sundara Pandiyan. 

Bajasingamangalam ; — 18 miles north of Bamnad. {Hamingamungalum,) An old Biva temple 
said to have been built by Yaraguna Pandiyan ; and an old Vishnu temple. 

Eame^varam ; — on the Pamban (Paumben) Island^ 33 miles east of Bamnad. (Itameserum.) The 
celebrated temple, the object of pilgrima^ to pious Hindus throughout India. It was here that Rama 
is said to have worshipped Siva, and tnerefore Saivas as well as Vaishnavas congregate here, though 
the Baivas predominate. Mr. Fergusson notices the great temple of Bdmalingasvami in his Indian and 
JEastem Architecture (pp. 356-358), and gives illustrations. He writes : " If it were proposed to select one 
temple which should exhibit all the beauties of the Dravidian style in their greatest perfection, and at the 
same time exemplify all its characteristic defects of design, the choice would almost inevitably fall on 

that at Ranusseram In no other temple has the same amount of patient industry been exhibited 

as here, and in none, imfortunately, has that labor been so thrown away for want of a design appro- 
priate for its display." All the buildings belong to one date, except one, " a small Vimana of very 
elegant proportions that stands in the garden on the right hand of the visitor as he enters from the west.'' 
Mr. Fergusson states that it is difficult to judge of its age, because it is so injured by sea air, but it is not 
BO old as the "Seven Pagodas," and probably is of about the eleventh or twelfth century. The gopuras 
of the temple are built miolly of stone from the base to the summit, and are unique in this respect. Only 
one, however, is finished ; the rest were left incomplete. " The glory .... of this temple resides in its 
corridors. These .... extend to nearly 4,000 feet in length ... 1 Each pillar or pier is compound, 
and richer and more elaborate in design than those of the Parvati porch at Chillambaram." They 
are more modem in date. I<f r. Fergusson gives a wood-cut in illustration, but writes : " No engraving 
.... can convey the impression produced by such a display of labor when extended to an unintenupted 
length of 700 feet. None of our cathedrals are more thiui 500 feet, and even the nave of St. Peter's 
is only 600 feet from the door to the apse. Here the side corridors are 700 feet long and open into 
transverse galleries as rich in detail as themselves. These, with the varied devices and modes of 
li^htiQ^, produce an effect that is not equalled certainly anywhere in India." Most unfortunately the 
whole has been so whitewashed and daubed with paint that the entire effect is altered, and a great 
deal of the exquisite sharpness of detail destroyed. Mr. Fergusson does not consider the art displayed 
so good as in some other temples, but thinks that much of the effect produced on the mind of the visitor 
is due to the immensity of the labor employed, '' combined with a certain picturesqueness and mystery." 
The temple belongs almost entirely to the seventeenth century. " It may have been commenced 
fifty years earlier (1550), and the erection of its gopuras may have extended into the eighteenth century, 
but these seem the possible limits of deviation." {Mr, Fergusson,) If the copies of inscriptions on the 
walls which have been sent to me are correct, the date of a portion at least is fixed by them. They are 
as follows :— 

(J.) On a slab behind the south wall of the Mahdmandapam. It records that the mandapam was 
built by Eamonatha Pandaram in 6.6. 1520 (A.D. 1598). 

(2.) On a stone behind the west wall of the Kotitirthamandapam. The inscription records that 
this mandapam was erected by the same Eamanatha in 6.3. 1530 (A.D. 1608). 

(3.) On a slab outside the first prakara is an inscription, recording that the mamlapam in the 
Gi^ pradakshina was built in 6.6. 1530 (A.D. 1608) by the same man. 
There are also two copper-plate grants in the temple, recording gifts of villages to the temple^ by 
Dalavay Setupati in S.6. 1529 and 1530 (A.D. 1607 and 1608). 
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On a little hillock near Bftmedvaram stands a peouliarly-oonstmoted temple or mandapam of two 
storeys. It is here, aooordins to tradition, that Hanumdn ascended, in order to get a view of Lank& ; and 
from the same place that, on his return, Edjna harangued his monkey-hosts and arranged the order of 
battle. 

Colonel (then Captain) Colin Mackenzie wrote a short account of the temple at lUmesvaram in the 
AHatfc Researches YI, 426. 

BImnId (Bdmandthapuram) ; — 62 miles south-east of Madura and 7 miles from the sea-coast. 
A mile west of the town is the fort and palace of the SStupatis, called the Surankoftaiy about 200 
years old. {Madras Journal Y, 372.) It was stormed in 1638 or 1639 A.D. by the forces of 
Tirumala Nftyakka of Madura, in consequence of the Dalavay S^tupati proving refractory ; and the 
Bdtupati was captured and taken to Madura. (Mr. Nelson's Madura Country y p. 1 28.) The fort as it now 
stands was buut by Baghunatha or Ejlayan Sdtupati (1673-1708 A.D.) Only a few traces of it, 
however, remain. A little west of lUmnad is an old Amman temple, and north of the town is bji 
old masjid. The Beverend W. Taylor (Madras Journal Y, 352) notices the family of the B&mnad 
Sdtupatis. 

SlKKivATAL ; — ^24 miles north of BamnAd. An old ruined 6iva temple, and a ruined fort. 

oIligrImam ; — 18 miles north-north-west of RSmn&d. (Shaulagraumum.) An old Siva temple. 

Sayalgubi ; — 30 miles west-south-west of Bamn&d. {Shoylagoody.) A small, but very old, Siva 
temple. 

6sLLAKKupi ; — 2\ miles north-east of TiruchtOai, 43 miles west by north of Bamndd. (Shenalay- 
coody.) An old ruined 3iva temple. 

3BLUvAir&a ; — 9^ miles south by east of Mudukalattar, 23 miles west-south-west of B&mnad. 
(Shekanalloor.) A very old Hiva temple. West of ^eluvanur is an abandoned village in which is a 
*< Buddhist " (or JainaP) stone image. In the hamlet of Mdla Seluvanur is a deserted temple. 

^uranur; — 13 miles north of Tiruchulai, 48 miles west-north- West of BSimnftd. An ancient Siva 
temple, said to have been built by Somaddkhara Pandiyan and Par&krama P&ndiyan. 

Taraikkudi ; — 6 miles north-east of Kamudi, 28 miles west by north of Bamn&d. (Thurragoody,) 
An old Siva temple, said to have been built by Kun Pandiyan. 

TiRiTCHULAi. — Head-quarters of a taluk, 45 miles west-north-west of Bamnad. {Teruchooly.) A 
place of ereat antiquity, much resorted to by pilgrims. There is a large &va temple here, said to have 
been buiR by Parakrama Pan4iyan. The temple is well-sculptured and there are several fine bathing- 
reservoirs inside and outside the town. Two miles east of the town is an old 6iva temple on a small 
hill. 

TiRXJMALUKKipANKOTTAi, also Called TiRUMALKATTANKOTTAi ; — 35 nulcs wcst of Bamn&d. An old 
Siva temple well-sculptured and containing inscriptions. 

TiRUPPALANoupx ; — 18 miles north by east of Bamnad, close to the sea. (Tirpaullangoody.) An 
old Siva temple with an inscription in front of it, said to be " unreadable." There is also a copper-plate 
idsanam in the temple. 

TiBTJFPULLANi ; — 6 milcs south of Ba^inad. (Tirupallany.) This town is known by the name of 
DarbhaHayanam in Sanskrit, as it was here that Rama laid himself on a bed of darhhd ^rass and invoked 
Yaruna's aid in crossing the straits to Lanka (Ceylon). The 6iva temple here, dedicated to Jaganndtha^ 
is highly sculptured, very sacred, and believed to be very old. Pilgrims on their way to Bamedvaram always 
halt nere for worship. (Madras Journal Y, 374. Pharoah's Gazetteer, p. 413.) On the wiJls of the first, 
second, and third gates of the temple are inscriptions, said to be ^^ unreadable ;" but in one inscription 
on the wall in the third gate the date S.d. 1296 (A.D. 1374) can be made out. 

There is an old Yishnu temple also in this town, containing a number of inscriptions. Imperfect 
copies of five of these have been sent me : — 

(1.) On the steps of the south gopura of the Aryankudavarai. Dated 6.6. 1293 (A.D. 1371). 
Gift of a village to the temple by Kampana U4aiyar. (Compare the inscriptions at 
Conjeeveram.) 
(2.) On the south pillar of the west gopura of the Aryankudavarai. Undated. Grant of some lands 
to the temple by '^ Tribhuvana Chakravarti Kondri Nanmai Kondian," probably Eulottunga 
Chola I. (Compare the Conjeeveram inscriptions.) 
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(3.) On the south-east pillar of the AryaAkudavarai. Dated S.6. 1400 (A.D. 1478). Gifts of 

lands to the temple by a chief named ^' Sundara Toludaiya Mapolir&vu Bftja." 
(4.) On the north-east pillar of the Aryahkudawirau Dated in the same Saka year. Gfrant by 

the same chief. The cyclic year (omitted in No. 3) is here given, but it does not t«lly 

by twenty-one years with the 6aka date. 
(5.) On the south pillar of the AryankuAwarai. Dated in 6.6. 1296 (A.D. 1374). A dedaration 

by Eampana Udaiydry authorizing the temple authorities to collect a certain tax from 

the villagers for the temple service. 

TiRUTTEVABi ; — 10 milcs north-west of Ba,ja6inja;anianga1aTn, 26 miles north by west of BAmn&d. 
An old 6iva temple said to have been built by a Ghola king. 

TiRUTTARAKodAMANGAi ; — 8 miles south-west of R&mn&d. (Terrucoshamunga.) Tradition states that 
this place was an ancient Fandiyan capital. An old temple of Siva stands in the town, highly sculptured 
and containing a number of inscriptions. Copies of some have been sent me : — 

(1 ) On the north side of the west wall of the kitchen of the temple. Dated 6.6. 1530 
(A.D. 1608). Records a gift of money to the temple by private persons. 

(2.) On the south side of the west wall of the kitchen. Undated. Becords gifts of lands to the 
temple in the twenty-fifth year of the reign of Vira Pan4ya Deva. 

(3.) On the south wall of the Sabhdmandapam. Ghrant of lands to the temple by '^ Selavappa 
N&yakkar Achyutamma M&yakkar.^' The date in the copy is 6.6. 1105, but this must oe 
wrong. The cyclic year is Chitrabhdnu. Possibly the correct date may be 6.6. 15U5 
(A.D. 158B) P 

(4.) Next to No. 3. Dated 6.6. 1393 (A.D. 1471). Mentioning certain ceremonies performed in 
the temple by a private person. 

(5.) East of No. 4. Dated in 6.6. 1305 (A.D. 1383). A private grant of lands to the temple 
during the reign of Yira F&ndya Deva. This ought to be carefully examined, llie 
oycHc year RudhirodgdH is mentioned, which tames with the 6aka date given, and 
helps to prove the accuracy of the copy. It will be seen from the list of rulers of Madura 

E* ven in Volume II that Bishop Caldwell gives us a Parftkrama Pdin4iyan ruling at least as 
te as A.D. 1370, and then an interval as yet imaccounted for^ Tlds ioscription may help 
to fill up the chasm. 
(6.) On the north wall of the Mahdmandapam. Dated in 6.6. 1426 (A.D. 1504). An agree- 
ment by a private person to undertake the celebration of worship in the temple for a 
certain remuneration. 

TiRuvABAMAi; — 12 milcs north-north-east of Rftjasingamangalam, 29 miles north by east of 
ItAmnid. (Teruratulanari/.) Aji old 6iva temple well sculptured. There are two copper-plate idmnanu 
in it, dated in 6.6. 1601 (A.D. 1679) recording gifts of lanos to the temple by Hiranyagarbha Sdtupati. 

TirTANBATANAM ; — S5 milcs north-north-east of B&mn&d, on the sea, the northernmost point of the 
district. (Teeandataunum,) An old 6iva temple said to have been built by a Ghola king. 

Ufpur;— 5^ miles east-south-east of B&jasingamangalam, 18 miles north-north-east of R&mn&d. 
{HaopoarJ) An old 6iva temple. 

TlTTARAKOdAMANGAI ; — 966 TiRUTTARAK06AMANGAI. 

Yelimutti ; — 12 miles north-west of Tiruv&4&nai, 37 miles north of B&mn&d. An old 6iva temple 
highly sculptured. 

Ybngavayal ; — 23 miles north of R&mn&d. A large stone, fixed in the ground bearing an inscrip- 
tion. 

Yenkatakkubichi ;^24 miles south-west of B&mn&d. About 100 yards to the north of the village 
are to be found sepulchral urns made of terracotta. 

YiDATTAKULAM ; — 8 nulcs uorth-cast of Timcholai, 39 miles west-north-west of R&mn&d. An old 
6iva temple said to luLve been built by Eula^khara P&ndiyan. 

YiRA^BAN ;— 10 miles north of Eamudi, 84 miles west by north of K&mn&d. {Vera^len!) An old 
6iva temple said to have been built by Yikrama P&n4iyan. This was at one time a town of great 
importance, and by tradition was the residence of a Chola king. It abounds with remains of antiquity 
of all kinds. {Madras Jouimal V, 381. Pharoah's Gazetteer, p. 418.) 
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THE TINNEVBLLY DISTRICT. 

Dr. Caldwell's ^' History of Tinnevellp " so ably summarizes the history of this district, as far as it is 
yet Imowiiy that I need not here give more than the barest outline or skeleton of the subject. Who the 
earliest inhabitants of TinneveUy were we have yet to learn. Their relics (mostly, as usual, relics of 
their sepulchral rites) are found in considerable profusion alonff the main rivers, especially along the 
course of the Tftmraparni. Dr. Caldwell thinks that the earliest mhabitants, of whom we have any traee^ 
were the owners of the stone implements that are found near ShermdddTi and Pudugudi, and tibat the 
urn-funerals belong to a later date. This is very possibly the case, and, at first siffht, would appear 
certain, since the contents of the urns show a considerable advance in civilization, especially in the matter 
of iron weapons. But it must not be f oi^tten that the two stages of civilization orten overlap, and that 
at one and tne same period we might expect to find the better class of inhabitants using iron implements 
whilst tiie poorer still had only stone ones. Till the subject has been more carefully investigated it 
might perhaps be dangerous to assume that the stone implements necessarily belonged to a race anterior 
to that of the people wro practised um-burial. 

The history of TinneveUy runs with that of the Pandiyans of Madura, who governed almost the 
whole of the district. I say '^ almost '^ the whole, because it seems certain that parts of the west and 
south at one time appertained to the south Kerala country, now called Travancore. The port of Korkai 
was weU known to the Cbeek geographers, and Bishop Caldwell's account of his identification of the place, 
and the discoveries he made there, is highly interesting. 

It would be useless and tedious to recapitulate here what we know of Pan^iyan history. A sketch 
of the subject will be found in Volume II. 

The P&n4iyans seem to have remained in possession of the district from the earliest historical times 
till about the year A.D. 1064, when it was conquered by Bajendra Chola, who appears to have assumed 
the name of *' Sundara POndiyan." We know little further till the Muhammadan inroad of A.D. 1310 or 
1311, which was followed by a Pftndiyan restoration. Virtually there would seem to have ensued an almost 
complete state of anarchy for 250 years — ^Muhammadan adventurers, Canarese or Telugu Nayakkas, and 
the Pftn^iyan legitimists perpetually struggling for the sovereignty. In or about the year A.I). 1559 the 
N&yakkas — generals of the Vijayanagai State — finally got the upper hand and established the strong 
N&yakka dynasty of Madura, which, after the fall of the Vijayanagar kingdom in A.D. 1565, became 
practically an independent family of sovereigns, acknowledgine, however, the expatriated princes of the 
V ijayanagar fuouly as their suzerains. The N&yakkas were mially ousted by the Mussulmans in A.D. 
1736, after which perpetual strife ensued tiU the country fell into the hands of the English in 1801. 

The southern Poligars gave great trouble to the English Government at the dose of the last 
century, and the fighting only came finally to a close on me storming of the Panj&lankurichi fort in 
A.D. 1799. 

A slight notice of the um-biuials, of which mention has been made above, will not be considered out 
of place here, as they seem to be largely confined to this district and the extreme south of the peninsula. 
** They prove the existence of a race whose habit was to bury their dead in earthen urns varying in size 
from a foot to six feet in height. The skulls and bones are often found in almost perfect preservation 
placed in the urn in a sitting or bent posture ; or, when the urns are small, still more forcibly fitted to its 
size." (Manual^ 67.) Under the heading Valavanajd Hill, in the Tenkarai Taluk, below, wiU be 
found some extracts from a description furnished by the then Collector. I now extract a few passages 
from a report written by Mr. J. D. Ghrant^ Executive Engineer, published in Madras G.O., No. 867, of 3rd 
August 1876 — '^ As far as I know there are but three places in the district where these sepulchml urns 
are found, viz., at Sherm&devi, Aditchanallur (12 miles east of Palamcottah), and Nallamalai (8 miles 
west of Tuticorin), and at all these places the soil consists of quartz gravel with rook occasionally 
cropping out. The burial places in the cases I mention are on ground dightiy above the level of the 
surrounding country, and in two of the three cases a watercourse runs along the base of the hillock on 
which the pots are found. '* The pots themselves are found at different depthis, some being visible on the 
surface, while others are buried as much as 5 feet below the present groimd level. They appear also to 
be buried in tiers as the slope of the cround renders necessary. The contents of the pots, when examined, 
were found, as described by the Collector, to consist of earth, stones, and small pots of various shapes. 
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with oooasionally iron implements ; but I hear that in some oases beads and bronze ornaments have been 
found." 

Writing of a find at Kuttdlam, the Reverend J. F. Eeams {Madras Journal XXI, 27) says, — 
'^ Several large urns closely imbedded in stones were dug up at some excavations on the lawn in 
front of Mr. Levin^e's house. Each urn had been surrounded by a chamber of unhewn stones. In 
the urns were remams of bones, iron weapons, and clay, with some small earthen chatties of superior 
workmanship." The above will give a rouffh idea of this curious mode of sepulture. For an account 
in greater detail^ with illustrations, see Bishop Caldwell's ^* Sepulchral Urns in Southern India," 
published in the Indian Antiquan/ VI, 279. 

The inhabitants of the south are almost all demon-worshippers. Bishop Caldwell's vivid 
description of their faith and customs, printed in Mr. Stewart's Manual (p. 19), is highly interesting. 
Serpent- worship abounds in every village, as usual, and ndgakal are to be seen everywhere. Mention is 
made of a small shrine on the Yalavana4 Hill where a living cobra is worshipped with oblations of milk. 

Inscriptions are to be found in almost every town and village, especially in the valley of the 
Td.mraparni ; and virakal are equally common. 

Old coins are numerous, and amongst them Venetian ducats are often found. (Indian Antiquary 
11,202.) 

As to the population of the district, the Manual should be consulted. The Kuluvars, Kuttadis, and 
Vedans appear to be the relics of some of the ancient '' aboriginal " tribes of the plains, while the Malai- 
arasars and Malai-palians represent them on the hills. Canarese and Telugu vUlages^ peopled by the 
descendants of immigrants from the north in the times of the N&yakkas, exist in several localities. 



6rIvilliputtOe taluk. 

Devadanam ; — in the Settur Zemindari, 12 miles, south-west of ^nvilliputtur. A fine 6ivH temple, 
much resorted to. The Sanskrit Sthala Purdna is in the possession of the Settur Zemindar. It has been 
translated into Tamil. There are several inscriptions in the temple. 

Edirkottai ; — 10 miles south-east of Srivilliputtur. West of the village, on a rock, is a long 
" illegible " inscription. 

Kammalakkulam ; — 1 mile west of SrivilliputtlSr, formerly called Ponnangani. A mile south-west 
of this village, and a mile north-west of Kondayappdri are the remains of an old square tank and mandapam. 

Kib-Rajakula-Eamangramam ; — 7^ miles south of SrivilliputtOr. (Baushacolaranen.) A copper- 
plate grant in the possession of Appavu Fillai, a resident. 

KoLLAMKONDAN ; — 1 OJ milcs south-south-west of Srivilliputtur. {Kbtakollungoandaun.) Two large 
and ancient temples, dedicated to Siva and Vishnu, in both of which are inscriptions. 

KoLLANGUjiAM ; — 12 milcs south-west of Srivilliputtflr. {Kollungoondam.) A very large funeral 
urn was found in the west side of the hill here. 

Madavarvilakkam ; — 1 mile west of Srivilliputtur. (Muddavalagum.) There is a copper-plate 
grant in the Siva temple here, dated K.A. 947 (A.D. 1771) ; and many stone inscriptions stated to be 
" unreadable." The Siva temple is old and of considerable size. It has a fine'gopura. The temple 
authorities possess a Sthala Purdna, 

Maraneri ; — y miles south-east of SrivilliputtOr. (Mauranairt/.) A very old Siva temple, with 
inscriptions much defaced by white-wash. 

Nadukkudi ; — 6 miles south-east of SrivilliputtOr. (Nurrigoody.) To the west of the river at this 
village is a neglected Siva-lingam, and 10 yards to the east of it a stone is fixed in the ground which 
bears an inscription in Grantha characters. 

PuDUPPALAiYAM ;— 7 miles south-west of 6rivilliputl\lr. {PoothoopoUiam,) Two old temples of 
6iva and Vishnu. Some virakah here bear inscriptions. 

Eajapalaiyam ; — 7 miles south-west of Srivilliputtur. {Rajapolliam.) An old Siva temple. 

Sammandapuram ; — 7 miles south-west of Srivilliputtur, close to I^japalaiyam. An old Vishnu 
temple said to have been built by a certain Sammanda Fillai " about 260 years ago," who at the same 
time built the great temple at Srivilliputtur. This, however, seems to be an error. 
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3btt0B ; — 13 miles south-wert of Siiyilliputttir, the chief town of the BdttQr Zemindari. (Sheathoor,) 
An old 3iya temple with many inscriptions. 

^RAFURAM ; — 11 miles south-south-west of Snyilliputtury on the road to oankaranain&rkdvil. Two 
old temples dedicated to 6iya and Yishnu, in each of which are inscriptions round the gopura and 
garhhagfiha. 

^BiviLLiPUTTUB ; — The taluk head-quarters, 54 miles north by west of Palamoottah. An old Vishnu 
temple, handsomely sculptured. In the Southern Car Street there is a well-built mandapam called 
Sekahai attributed to Tirumala N&yakka of Madura (A.D. 1623-1659). Two others, similar, are to be 
seen, one at the fourth, and the other at the twelfth mile stone, on the road to Madura. There is also an 
old Siva temple here. Both the Siva and Vishnu temples have fine gopuraa and a numb^ of inscrip- 
tions. Each has its Sthala Purana. There is a small temple^ also, dedicated to KrisAmsvami which 
contains inscriptions. 

The old palace of the N&yakluus, here, was not long since converted into a kach^ri. A description 
of the place, the temples, and other old buildings will be f oimd in the correspondence embodied in 
Public Works CowmUation Minutes of 12th October 1858 and 19th March 1859. The Nauhai EhanaSy 
said to have been erected all along the road from Madura to this place by Tirumala Nayakka, are 
interesting. 

Two inscriptions on the south side of the N&chiyar Kovil show that a grant of lands was made in 
1453 A.D. by " Vira VaKvftn&thi Eaya " of Madura, and by « Valivftnathi Eftyar [' in A.D. 1476. (Mr. 
Nelson's Madt^ra Country y Part III, pp. 83, 84.) One of the inscriptions on the principal temple is dated 
in A.D. 1546, and records a grant made by ^' ParSkkrama P&n4iya Ddvar." {Id. 95!) 

Vekgakallub ; — 9 miles south-west of ^riyilliputtur. {Venganlore.) An old 6iya temple, two 
yards east of which is fixed a stone bearing a MaUyalam inscription. 

fiATtTE TALUK. 

ERUKUNOupi ; — 4 miles east-south-east of Sattlr. On a rock on the west side of the tank is an 
inscription, said to be perfectly clear and legible, but in an unknown character. 

K5LAYABFATII ; — 5 miles north-north-east of Sattlr. On a copper-plate fixed to the eastern wall 
of the temple is an inscription regarding Major Bannerman's proclamation in A.D. 1799. (See 
EttaitIpuram.) There is an inscription on the parapet of the Mahdmandapam of the temple, in Tamil. 

KuNDALAKXJTTU ; — 5^ miles north-east of Sattlr. About half a mile from this village, on a stone 
lying in land under dry cultivation, is on inscription in 17 lines in Grantha character. 

Nbnheni ; — 5 miles east of 6&tQr. {Nimane.) On a stone in front of the temple of Ananta Bdja^ 
ami is an inscription recording the grant of a tajik to the temple in S.S. 1583 (A.D. 1661) in honor 
of Chokkalinga Nayakka of Madura and others. On a stone fixed on the north of the Perumdl temple 
is another inscru>tion, testifying to a grant in honor of Chokkalinga Nayakka and others in 3.6. 1587 
(A.D. 1665). £i neither of these is the donor's name mentioned. 

OhpipttlinIyakkanvb ; — ^9 mUes north-west of 6&tur. There is an inscription on a stone fixed 
south of the 6iva temple. 

Panaiyabipatxi ; — 10 miles south-west of S&ttLr. There is an inscription on a rock to the west of 
this village, not yet deciphered and said to be unreadable. 

diTUB (SattOr). — Head-quarters of the taluk, 46 miles north-north-east of Tinnevelly. On a 
man4apam, 4| miles east of 6d,tfbr, are some sculptured ^ures. Five miles north-east of datur is an old 
temple on a rock, said to be built over a statue found at Ettndalakuttu. Near this is a temple dedicated 
to ChokkaUngaavdmi (6iv^ on which is an inscription. Half a mile east of ddittir, on a stone lying in a 
field, is an inscription in Grantha characters. Near this is a piece of high ground said to be the site of 
an ancient city. Sepulchral urns are found there and pottery, broken ornaments, and the like. It 
is now known as ^' MattukOdu." 

TmuTTANKAL ; — 12 mil^ west of 6&tttr. An inscription on the outer wall of the Vishnu temple 
which is situated on a hill. 

Vaipfalafatti ; — 3 miles from S&tllr. To the south-east of the temple of Gfangai Amman is an 
<< illegible " insonption on a stene. It is said to be in ^* unknown characters/'

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YiBXTDUPATn ; — 17 miles north of 6&tar. ( Viniuputty.) There are several stone insoriptions on the 
large Siva temple, reported illegible. 

6ankaeanain1rkOvil taluk. 

DlBUKAPURAM ; — 8 milos west of Sankaranain&rkOyil. A handsome diva temple. 

Eabiyalah Yandanaxlub ; — ^7 miles north of dankaranain&rkCyil. There is a temple here, dedicated 
to PdA^emiafiarAafimmt, with a number of insoriptions in Ghrantha and Tamil oharaoterB. The Tahsildar 
sends me copies of nine of these, all on the inner pr&kftra wall : — 

(1.) Ghrant of lands and tolls by " Tribhuvana Ghakravarti Enladekhara DSvar/' in 6.6. 1324 

(A.D. 1402), 
[2.) Grant of lands, on his birthdi^, in 6.6r 1393 (A.D. 1471) by Alagan4a Pemmfil. 
;8.) Grant of the entire village of Karivalam Yandanalll^ in 6.6. 1500 (A.'D. 1578) by "Tribha- 

yana Ghakrayarti Yaratunga Bftma.'* 
(4.) Grant of yiUages to the temple by *^ Yaratunga BAma Yira P&ndiya Ddyar " in 6.6. 1517 

(A.D. 1595). 
(5.) Giant of lands to the temple in 6.6. 1572 (A.D. 1650) by Chinna Tambi, a 6tidra priest. 
(6.) Gift of a tank called '' Vdhai Kukmi' by '' Yaratunga B&ma Yira Pftndiya Ddyar^' in 6.6. 

1511 (A.D. 1589). 
(7.) Grant of lands for the dancing-master {Naitamvi) of the temple, in 6.6. 1472 (A.D. 1550), 

by Eulai^^khara PeromSl. 
(8.) Gift of the yiUage of Eaii^&rt&n to the temple in 6.6. 1458 (AD. 1536) by '' Enla^ 

khara Perumfil Ddyar." 
(9.) Assigimient of some lands by a person whose name is omitted, on the occasion of the fifth 
birthday of his son AnandAya Dgyar in 6.6. 1449 (AD. 1527). 
The lingam in the temple is said to be made of crystal, and hence the name of the deily, Pofem- 
winaiha^ or *^ milk-colored lord.'' 

6AHKABANAiNABKoyiL. — Chief towQ of the taluk, 32 miles north-north-west of Troneyelly. 
There is a fine old temple here, much yenerated, with good stone carving, and a number of inscriptions, 
of whidb, howeyer, I haye no details. The temple is dedicated to 6iya, under the name of the l&nkara 
lingam. 6iya is here worshipped under the combined form of Yishnu and 6iya, and Yaishnayas worship 
here as well as 6aiyas. There is a fine tank with a temple in the middle ; and amon^ other objecte 
of interest is a large bell in the gopura. There are many inscriptions in ^e gopura which need care- 
ful examination. 

Tenmalai ; — 9^ miles north-north-west of 6aDkaranain&rk5yil. A fine 6iya temple. The village 
belongs to the Siyagiri Zemindari. 

YiBAidiKAMAKi ; — 8 uules south-west of 6aDkaranain&rk5yiL ( Veeraahooraumunnt/.) There are some 
rock-cut cayes of considerable interest here, on a rock forming part of the tank-bund of the village. In 
one cave are sculptured a pair of feet impressions in a cirde. In another are figures whidi the natives 
cfidl Paiicha Pdndams^ probably Jaina, and a small temple known as the Kaildsandtha temple. There are 
some inscriptions also, at present undeciphered. 

Ottapidaeam taluk. 

AcHCHAKKXTLAM ; — '^ 10 milcs uorth of Oliapidftram,'' according to the Tahsildar. Near aweU 
north of the village lies a stone bearing a Tamil mscription, said to be ^^ illegible." 

ADANUit ; — 7 miles north-north-east of Ottapi4&ram. {Authanoar.) On the wall and steps of the 
AdiHi^asvdmi temple is an inscription in ^' Telugu and Canarese characters not legible." 

ELAyALANGAL ; — 10 milcs west of Ottapidlftram. ( TettofmngcatU.) West of the Tinnevelly road, 
and south of the Police Station are seyen six>ne images, on which are some old Tunil inscriptions. The 
place is called Bhaffar Kdvil. 

EttaitIfubam ; — 15 nules north of Ot(a]^i<][lb»m. {Etteyaupoopim.'^ On a copper-plate attached to 
the wall of the 6iya temple dose to the Zemindar's palace is an inscription. It contains a jnodama- 
tion issued to the people of the Zemindari on 20th October 1799, at the time of the British attack on the 
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P&njalankuriohi and other Folegars, urging them to submit to Britiah authority and to deliyer up their 
arms to Major Bannerman. 

Gavanagibi. — Close to Panjalankttbichi. The tomBs of the officers and men who fell in the 
oampaign against the Panj&lankuriohi Polegar are to be seen here. 

Ilambunam ;—** 16 miles north of OttapiddJtun/' aooording to the TahsUdar. On a stone at the 
oalingula of the tank, west of the village, is an inscription* 

Kallttkkummi ; — 16 miles north-east of Ottapi(]J>ram, a village of the Attaokarai ZemindarL In 
August 1881 five sepulohral urns were excavated in this village. Four of them contained nothing but 
mud and a few small pieces of bones. In the fifth, which was a very large one, d quantity of bones^ a 
knife 1 foot 3 inches long by 1 to 2 inches broad, and 8 small earthenware pots of very beautiful 
workmanship were found. These were sent to the Sub-Collector's office where tney are still preserved. 
They ought to be transferred to the Madras Museum. 

£alugumalai ; — IH miles east of 6ankaranain§jrk5vil, 27 miles south of drivilliputtCdr, and 28 miles 
north of Tinnevelly, in the Ettaiyftpuram Zemindari. {Kulloogoamulla,) The celebrated rock-cut temple 
and Jaina sculptures and inscrintions. The temple is dedicated to Subrahmmya. It is a very &ie 
monolithic work, niuch in the style of the Seven ragodas^ with ^rticos round. On the rock-face are a 
quantity of inscriptions in archaic characters, with numbers of Jama figures of saints. One side of the 
hill seems to have been occupied by the Jains, the other was fixed on by the Saivas, who carved the small 
temple out of the solid rock. It is almost a counterpart of a portion of the Kail&sa at Elur&. 

In Mr. Fergusson's earlier work {Indian and Eastern Architecture he places the execution of the 
Saiva temple at about the tenth or eleventh century, the Jaina sculptures being older. In the later 
work {Caf>e Temples of India^ written jointly by Mr. Fergusson and Dr. Burgess) the Jaina figures are 
approximately placed at the eleventh or twelfth century. 

[See Mr. Ferg^oBaon's Hittory of Indian and EatUm Arehiteeiurey p. 889, where the plaoe^is eiroiieoiuly caUed KHmUUlUi. Mr. 
FergoaBon and Br. Burgess' Cave Temples of India, page 169, where the name is altered to Ku^tmulu. Indian Antiquary II, 202. A 
lettor by the fieverend T. F. Keams to the Collector of the district published in Madras G.O., of 18th November 1862. Letter from 
Oaptain Oakes to Major Lawford, No. 139, of 21st October 1868, printed with PitbUc Works Minutes of Qmsuitation of 19th April 
1859, paragraphs 14-17. Oaptain Lyon's Fhotographs of Ancient Arehiteeture of Southern India, Nos. 837 to 342. Mr. Nicholas, 
Photographer of Madras, has taken some good pictures of the place.] 

The Jaina inscriptions are written in the Yatt^nittu character in use on the Western Ooast. Bishop 
Caldwell informs me that each is in a different form, but all in the same alphabet, the sculptors 
apparently having amused themselves by varying the exact shape of the letters on each inscription. 
Each records merely that the image under which it is written was carved at the expense of a certain 
village. Each inscription concludes with the words Tiru meniy or ^* holy image " {Tamil), Mr. Keams 
presented copies of them to the Madras Literary Sodely, but they have unfortunately been lost. 

In the same rock is a cave-temple dedicated to Ghak^to, known in Tamil as the Pillaiydr KStnlj 
with a space round the shrine for the ceremony known ^Apradakshim or circumambulation. 

Eamatakatakkamfatti ; — 10 miles north of Ottapi4iram. {KomaumailqnMy.) On a stone inside 
the l^iva temple is an inscription in Tamil characters. 

Eari6alkulam ; — 20 miles north-north-east of Otti^i4&ram« {Kurshacolum,) On one of the steps 
of a well is an " illegible " Tamil inscription. 

Eatattab; — 17 miles west of Ottapic^ftram, and 16 miles north->north-east of Tinnevelly^ on the 
Madura road. A fine old Vaishnava temple, deserted and in ruins. It contains four inscriptions, (hie of 
my correspondents states that the copper images belonging to this temple were carried away to EUaiya- 
puram and are now worshipped there. There is also an ancient Siva temple, here, well sculptured, and 
a ruined fort. 

EuLATTUR ; — 14 \ miles east-north-east of Ottapi4&ram, 2^ miles from the sea. (KoUathaor.) A Jain 
statue worshipped by the people, who are ignorant of what it represents. 

Ettmarbttitapuram ; — 14^ miles north by east of Ottapi4&ram. (Komcnirettiveram.) A very old 
i^iva temple. 

Mandikktjlam ; — 17 miles north-east of Ottapid&ram on the Yaipp&r river, 7 miles from the sea. 
(Munthicolum,) A Jaina statue. 

MANDrroppxi ; — 13 miles north-north*west of Eayatt&r, close to Ealugumalai. {Kytar^ KvJloagoO' 
mulla.) In front of the temple is a stone bearing an inscription which my informant dedaies to be in 
characters like those on the lolalugumalai rock. 
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Ma^oalam ; — i miles norih-west of Ottapid&ram. {Mungalum.) A Tamil insoription cm a stone 
lying dose to a well, north of the village. 

MnvAKSHiFURAM ; — 19 miles north of Ottapid&ram, on the border of the ^tOr Taluk- {Menachi- 
poram SilL) On a hill south of the village is a temple, on a pillar of the mancjapam of whioh is an 
insoription in Tamil oharaoteis. 

MunuKKUMi^ANPATTi ;— '* 26 miles north-west by north of Ottapi4ftram," aooording to the Tahsil- 
dar. On a stone at the ^' oalingula '^ of the tank is a Tamil insoription. 

Mn&AMBAK ; — 5 miles west-south-west of Ottapi4Aram* [Maraumben.) On the right-hand side of the 
road from Ottapi4&ram to Kayattar is a Jaina image quite recently disoovered by the GollectoTy Mr. 
Pennington. It is not the obi eot of any worship now, and the people take no interest in it. The local 
name for it is Savanndr (for Sravana)^ the name by which all the Jains and Buddhifito are known in the 
Tamil country. 

NIgalIfuram ; — 22 miles north-north-east of Ottapidftram. {Naugaulapoarum.) In a field dose by 
this place there existed, till quite recently, a very larse Jcdn statue. Its existence bein^ reported to 
Gbyemment in 1873, the ground was ordered to be purchased and the image to be endosed by a wall. 
Subsequently, however, it was transferred to the Central Museum, Madras, which it reached in 1878. It 
has been set up imder the portico opposite the steps. 

NlLUvIiSANKOTrAi ; — '^ 28 miles north-west of Ottapi<}&ram,'' according to the Tahsildar. South of 
the village, on the parapet wall of a well, is an insoription ; and there is another on a stone fixed east of 
the village. 

Pavjalankubichi ; — 1^ miles north-east of Ottapid&ram. {Panjalancoorchy in ruins.) The fonner 
fort and residence of a Polegar who gave the English great trouble at the end of the last centunr. The 
fort was made of mud. It was attacked by the En^ish in 1767, when the garrison fled. lUiQ great 
struggle tiiai took place here in 1801, which resulted m the complete subjection of the Polegars of the 
soul£, of whom the Panjalankurichi chief was the boldest and most refractory, is the event by which 
this place is best known. The natives have an epic poem narrating the whole stoiy, which they are very 
fond of. But, as Bishop Caldwell remarks, *^ every event is falsified in the most unblushing manner," in 
this so-called "historical'' poem. (Bishop Caldwell's History of TinneveUy, pp. 134-6, 181, 197-207.) 
" Not only was the fort . . . pulled down and levelled to the ground, but, to make assurance doubly sure 
and to produce an impression on the popular mind, the site was ploughed over andoultivated . . . nothing 
now remains to mark the spot but a few traces of the mound erected as a breaching battery . . . and the 
enclosure in the neighbourhood containing the tombs of the officers and men who fell ..." (Id. 223.) 
The foundations of some buildings are, I am told, still to be seen. Inside th,e ruined fort is a stone, 4 
feet high, with a Tamil inscription. 

PAdnvANTANAi ; — " 7 miles north of Ottapi4^uram," according to the Tahsildar. On the wall of 
the temple of Subrahmanya is an inscription in Telugu characters. The Ettaiyftpuram Zemindar 
possesses an insoription on a copper-plate recoi^^ing a gift to the temple here by the Pdiij&lankuriohi 
Polegar in 6.S. 1695 (A.D. 1773). 

TuTiGOBiN {Tuttukkudi). — ^A fiourishing sea-port town, and the terminus of the South Indian Bail- 
way. There is an old cemetery here with some elaborately-carved Dutch tombstones, with great coats of 
arms on them ; the letters of the inscriptions in dto riliefx). A remarkable find of gold ooins in a metal 
pot, at the site of the old port, is chronicled by Mr. Walhouse in the Indian Antiquary VI, 215. The coins 
are believed to have been mostly Muhammadan, but they were almost all melted down by the finders for 
fear of discovery. Only 30 were rescued. All were Muhammadan except one piece of Johanna of Naples 
(A.D. 1343-82). A description of the place will be found in the Madras Journal for 1836 (IV, 305). 

Tuticorin was taken from the Dutch by the English under Lord Macartney in 1782. Fiyer (A.D. 
1673) describes Tuticorin under the name '^ Tutticaree " (p. 49), but he did not land there as it was 
then in the hands of the Dutch with whom the EngUsh were at war. It had formerly been a Portu- 
guese possession, but was taken by the Dutch in 1658. It was restored to the Dutch by the English in 
1785, again taken by the English in 1795, ceded to the Dutch in 1818, and again ceded back to the 
English in 1825. . 

YaifpIr ; — 18 miles east-north-east of Ottapi4Aram. (Vypar.) An old diva temple of large size. 

Yanaramutti;— >''28 miles north-west-by-north of Ottapi4&ram," according to the Tahsildar. 
On the wall and floor of the 6iva temple, and on a stone pillar in the village are Tamil inscriptions. 
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YsiJiAKAM ; — 3 miles north by east of Ottapi4ATam. ( Vellarum.) On the parapet wall of a well west 
of the Tillafi^ is an inscription in Tamil, said to be " illegible." 

YiLATTiKCLAM ; — 18^ milos north-north-east of Ottapidftram on the Vaipp&r river. ( Vullautieolum.) 
A yeiy old Siva temple. 

TENKA61 TALTJK. 

Ilanji ; — 2 miles west of Tenk&di. There is a very saored temple here, dedicated to Subrahmanya^ 
supposed, in its inception, to be as old as that at Kutt&lam. It possesses a Bthala Purdfuiy and a number 
of stone inscriptions. A number of sepulchral urns have been found here. 

KuttIlam 1^4 miles south-west of Tenkdii. (Couriallum.) This is a favorite place of resort for 
the European residents of the district in the hot weatner. There is a very sacred temple here, with some 
good sculpture, and a number of inscriptions. Cairns, and other ancient sepulchral relics abound. The 
temple, or rather the lingam which it contains, is fabled to have been placed there by Agastya Bishi. 
The temple is dedicated to KuUdlandthaavdmi and is splendidly situated in a most picturesque spot dose 
to a fine waterfall. There are a number of mandapams and choultries of different dates, built for the 
accommodation of visitors to the temple. The trustees are in possession of a Sanskrit Bthala PuroMy and 
at least two copper-plate Sdsanams. - 

Pambuli ; — 6^ miles north-west of Tenkdii. (Pumhfypatam.) A fine Siva temple, datii^, so the 
natives assert, from Pandiyaii days, with inscriptions on its walls of great age. Also tne ruins * an old 
palace. Two miles south-west of Pambuli is a beautifully situated temple of Subrahmanya on the top of a 
nill. It is held very sacred and is much resorted to by pilgrims. 

61VALARKULAM ; —16 miles east of TenkSii. !there is a stone inscription in the 6iva temple here, 
dated K.A. 847 (AD. 1671). 

SuRANDAi ; — 8 miles east by north of TenkSii. {Shoranda,) Twq inscriptions in the 6iva temple, 
dated respectively Kollam Andu 910 and 921 (AD. 1735 and 1746). 

Tenka^i. — The taluk head-quarters. (ThenkaiMhee.) A very old Siva temple, with several inscrip- 
tions. In two of these the names of *' Parakrama Pan(}.ya " and '^ Kuladekhara Deva '* occur. On a large 
stone outside the temple is an inscription dated K.A. 424 (A.D. 1248) which mentions the name of 
'^ Kdidikan4a Parakrama Pftndya.'' If my information is correct, this ought to be a very important 
inscription. A number of rude stone monuments are to be seen here, ^ere are dve dolmens in the 
temple of Viivandthasvdmi, Sepulchral urns abound. There are two ruined and deserted 6iva temples, 
each having inscriptibns but not in good condition. The construction of one of the temples is ascnbed 
to '^ Euladekhara r&n4iyan" in the twelfth century. There are five large temples in present use, three 
dedicated to Siva and two to Yishnu. Of these, the temple of KdiiviivandtAasvdmi is the finest, and best 
sculptured. There is a Bthala Purdna for this place in tne possession of a resident named Sundare6vara 
Dikshitar. Yenkat&ohalam Ayyar, a trustee of the temple, is said to be in possession of some old ooios. 
There is an old Boman Catholic church here. 

AMBlSAMUDEAM TALUK. 

Alapit&b ;^-4i miles south-west of Ambd.samudram. An old Siva temple with an inscription 
dated E. A. 811 fA.D. 1635) recording a gift of lands to the temple by Tirumala N&yaJcka of Madura. 
On the east side of the sluice of the tai:^ is an inscription in which Tirumala's name again appears. 

Ambasamudbam. — Chief town of the taluk, 16 miles west of Tinnevelly. In front of the temple 
known as the AgastySivara K6vil is an ancient stone pillar with an inscription in characters stated to be 
not now readable. 

Ahbur ; — 5 miles north-west of AmbAsamudram. {Aumboor.) A dolmen. Thefe is a small hill 
here, on the south side of which is an inscription in N&gari characters. 

Abvarkubichi ;— 7 miles north-west of Ambftsamudram, on the road to TenkSii. (AlwareoorchyJ) 
In the Stldra street is a ruined Yishnu temple with many inscriptions. On the edge of the tank is an 
old and well-sculptured Siva temple, in front and at the back of which are two stones with inscriptionsj 
aaid to record gifts of lands to the temple by private parties. 

BbahmadeiLim ;•— 2 nules north-north-west of Amb&samudram. {Bremahdasum,) An old and saored 
temple with several insoriptions.

Eallabaikubichi ;^li miles 'south-east of Ambftsamudram. {Culdaeoarehff.) There is an old stone 
oolumny standing on the high road near the old fort here^ on which is an inscription. 

Papana6am ; — 6 miles west of Ambftsamudram. (Paupaunamm.) An old temple with a number of 
inscriptions. It is considered very sacred. The temple is one of the largest in the district and is 
celebrated for the waterfall close by, a fall of the river T&mraparnI, to which crowds of religious yisitors 
resort to bathe and wash away their sins. 

Bavanasamudram ; — 3 nules north-east of Ambftsamudram, dose to Tirupudai Marud&r, on the 
other side of the Tftmraparnl. In the Agrahdram is an inscription on a stone, dated B.6. 1549, E. A. 805 
(A.D. 1627), recording a private grant of lands to a Brahman. 

Shermadevi (Siranmddifn) ; — 8| miles east by south of Ambftsamudram, 12 miles west by south 
of Palamoottah. An old 6iva temple. On one of the inner walls is an inscription stating that, while 
residing at this place, Sdra T74aiyar Mftrtandavarma, king of Travancore, in the year K.A. 614 (A.D. 
1438-39), made a grant to the temple. (P. Shungoony Menon's History of Tramncorey pp. 34,35.) A 
number of sepulchral urns were found here and excavated by Mr, Bees (C.B.), who forwarded a Report 
thereon to the Collector. The contents of the urns are now at the Madras Museum. They consist of 
small pots, bones, and an iron knife. The pottery is excellent. Stone implements have been found 
here. (Manualy 35.) . - 

SivAi§AiLAM ; — 9{ miles west-north-west of Ambftsamudram. (Shevaushalum.) At the foot of the 
Anaimfltd mountains^ here^ is an old Siva temple of large size, well sculptured and containing 
inscriptions. 

Tentbibhuvanam ; — 5 nules north-east of Ambftsamudram. A stone inscription in the 6iva 
temple, dated K.A. 661 (A.D. 1485). 

TiBUFupAi Mabudub ; — 3^ miles north-east of Ambftsamudram, at the junction of the mountain* 
stream Ghatanft with the Tftmraparni. To the east of the south gate of the temple are'two stone inscrip- 
tions^ dated in K.A. 662 and 871 (A.D. 1486 and 1695). There is also a stone inscription in the temple 
kitchen^ dated E.A. 701 (A.D. 1525) ; and in a field belonging to the temple is another, dated K.A. 844 
(AD. 1668). There is a copper-plate grant in the temple, and several other inscriptions also. 

Yaibaviktjlah ; — 2^ miles south-west of Ambftsamudram. Near the channel, here, is a stone with 
an inscription dated 6.3. 1570, E.A. 824 (A.D. 1648), recording a gift of lands to a Sudra priest 
by Tirumala Nftyakka of Madura. On a stone lying in a field is an imdated inscription, recording a 
grant of lands to the village temple of Oaneia. 

YiBAVANALL^ ; — 5 miles east by south of Ambftsamudram. ( VeeraneUoor.) An old temple with a 
number of inscriptions. 

TINNEVELLY TALUK. 

GAiroAmoiTBAN ; — 11 miles north-north-east of Tinnevelly Railway Station. (Oainffoondaun.) An 
old Siva temple of large size with a number of inscriptions, on the banks of the Chittrfinadi. The temple 
is richly sculptured. 

Ebishhafubam ; — ^8 miles east by south of Tinnevelly. (KtstfMpooram.) An old Vishnu temple 
with several inscriptions. Copies of two of them on slabs at the top of the Mani gopura have been sent 
to me. One records gifts of Icuids to the temple by Krishnappa or Periya Virappa Nftyakka of Madura 
in d.§. 1500 (A.D. 1578)/ during the reign of Sn Eangadeva of Yijayanagar. Mr. Nelson states that 
the town was built by Eilmftxa Ejrishnappa (156«5-1573 A.D.). 

EuNATTUB ;^-2 miles south of Tinnevelly. (Coonatoor.) On a hill side are the remains of a stone 
oil-press^ believed by the natives to be of great age. Near it is a ruined mandapam and a square pieoe 
of brickwork^ stated to be the apex of a temple, the stones of which were used to build the fort at 
Palamoottah. At the top of the hill is a stone with two feet-impressions. 

MAKAFADAivrpu ; — 3 nules north-east of Palamcottah. A stone inscription in the temple. 

|£^i^i^ • — 10 miles north of Tinnevelly, on the hi^h road. {Maunoor.) In front of the temple of 
Ambakwcmasvdmi is a pillar bearing a Grantha inscription on its fouf sides. West of the large tank 
west of Mftntkr is a ramed temple called Madandchchiydr Amman KSvU^ in front of which is a pillar 
bearing on its west side a Ghrantna inscription. To the south of the village, on an old building attached 
to the PerumdlKmlf are a quantity of inscriptions in characters not known to the present iimabitanta. 
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Palamoottah {Pdlaiffonkdttat) ; — ^The head-quarten of the dirtriot, and military oantonment. This 
was at one time a strongly fortified town. Hardly any traoe, however, now remains of the fortifloations. 

Fallikottai ; — 10 miles north of Tinnevelly. {PuUicoia.) About a mile to the east of this village 
are the remains of a temple gopura^ on a pieoe of waste land. 

SuTTAMALLi ;^-5 miles west-south-west of Tinnevelly. An old Siva temple with inscriptions on the 
walls. 

Tinnevelly (TirunehSli) ; — Chief town of the district. A larse (^iva temple, beautifully scidp- 
tured and containing many inscriptions. Mr. Fergusson notices it in his Indian and Eastern Architecture 
and gives a plan of the temple (p. 360). He writes : *' Though neither among the largest nor the most 
splendid tiemples in Southern India, that at Tinnevelly will serve to give a good general idea of the 
arrangement' of these edifices, and has the advantage of being built on one plan, and at one time, 
without subsequent alteration or change." It is divided into '' equal portions, of which one is dedicated 
to the god Siva, the other to his consort Parvati." The plan on page 3G6 represents only half. Begarding 
the 1,000-pillared man4apam, Ifr. Fergusson writes as follows : — " The great 1,000-pillared portico in the 
temple is one of the least poetic of its class in India. It consists of a regiment of pillars 10 deep and 
extending to 100 in length, without any break or any open space or arrangement. Such a forest of 
pillars does, no doubt, pimuce a certain effect ; but half that number, if arranged as in some of the 
Ghalukyan or Jaina temples, would produce a far nobler impression. The aim of the Dravidians seems 
to have been to force admiration by the mere exhibition of inordinate patient toil." 

In December 1872 a lar^e hoard of gold coins was found here, of which 31 were obtained for 
Government, and are now in the Madras Museum. The inscriptions on them are all in Arabic or Kufic 
character with one exception, a coin of Peter of Aragon, who began to reign A.D. 1276. (Mr. Walhouse 
in Indian Antiquary YI, 216.) Judging by the date these coins might very well have been brought over 
by Marco Polo himself. 

According to Mr. Nelson (Madura Country^ Part III, p. 97), the town of T?innevelly was rebuilt by 
Yidvanatha Nayakka of Madura. 

There is a fine Muhammadan tomb raised in memory of a chief who died here. 

TiRUMALAFURAM ; — 4 miles north-west of MftnOr, 13 miles north-north-west of Tinnevelly. About 
a mile south of this village are the ruins of a stone building, but nobody seems to know what it was. 

TJkktrankottai ; — 14 miles north-north-west of Tinnevelly. (Socpramoota.) A mile north of 
the village are the remains of an old fort wall, on a piece of waste land. On a rock near the town is an 
inscription in old Tamil characters. It records the grant of land to a diva temple in the eleventh year of 
the reign of Sundara P&ndiyan.

Adichchanallur ; — eee Bbivaikxtntam. 

AkkaAalai; — see Kobkai. 

A$VAR TiRUNAOABi; — 3 milcs south-east of ^rivaikuntam. (Ahar Tinnevelly.) A large and 
important town. There is a Vishnu temple here of considerable size find antiquity, and of interest archi- 
tecturally. It possesses a Sthala Puram^ and contains several inscriptions. Half a nule from this place, 
east, on the road to Nazareth^ is a pillar bearing an inscription, standing behind a mancjapam. There is 
another in a tope a little to the west of the town, and another on the walls of a temple. The trustees 
of the Yishnu temple are in possession of some copper-plate inscriptions. 

Attvr ; — 11 miles east of Brivaikuntam. (Authoor) A temple with a number of inscriptions. 

Kanam ; — 13 miles south of 6rivaibuntam« Within the Limits of this village, but close to the village 
of Mulapuli, is a pillar bearing an inscription. West of Eanam, at a place called Maf^'anativilai^ is another. 

Earankulam ; — 4 miles west by north of Srivaikuntam. (Ourrungoolum,) On the inner wall of 
the temple, here, is an inscription. The trustees are in possession of a copper-plate idaanam. 

Eattarimakgalam ;^8 miles south-south-east of brivaikuntam. On the walls of the temple in this 
village are some inscriptions. 

KayaIs ; — 12 miles east of drivaikuntam, 2 miles from the sea and 28 in the same direction from 
Tinnevelly. (CM/.) It lies at the mouth of the T&mraparni, and is a higbly interesting and important 
place. E!ftyal was the emporium that succeeded Eorkai wheuj in consequence of the gradual elevation 
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of the ooast^ the latter place was no longer a seaport. Bishop Caldwell first disoovered the identity of 
Old K&yal in 1861. His exoavations there resulted in the discovery of quantities of Chinese poroelain 
and Arabian pottery, but no trace of Greek settlements. Sepulchral urns were found in the sea-sand 
under the alluvial deposit^ one measuring 1 1 feet in circumference and containing a skeleton. The 
principal finds were at a depth of 8 feet. 

There are several Jaina statues at Kayal, one of which is utilized by washermen. {Indian Antiquary 
VI, 83.) There are two old temples, also of 6iva and Vishnu.

KmVALLANApu; — 8 miles north-west of ^rivaikuntam. {Walnaud.) Within the limits of this 
village, behind the bund of the Setiakulam tank, are two stone slabs, lying flat, with inscriptions. 

KoNGARATAKURicHi ; — 3 milcs wcst of Snvaikuutam. A copper-plate grant exists in the ^iva temple, 
dated K.A. 872 (A.D. 1696). Near the village is an ancient deserted temple called Velumuttamman Kovily 
reported to be of great age. 

KoRKAi ; — 9 miles e£ist of ^rivaikuntam, 25 miles from Tinnevelly and 5 miles from the sea. This is 
the ancient seaport so well known to tlie early European geographers. It was the capital of the early 
P&ndiyans, and was one of the most important trading-msuts in India. The author of the Periplus (A.D. 
80) mentions it under the name of KoXyot as a celebrated place for pearl-fisheiy. It is mentioned by 
Ptolemy. In the Peutinger Tables it is called " Colcis Indorum." The Greeks named the Gulf of 
Manaar from this place, calling it ^^ The Kolchic Ghilf." It has also been called Korkhei^ Kolchei^ and 
Kolchoi. Colonel x ule thinks it certain that the TamraparnI is the " Solen " of Ptolemy. The true site 
of ancient Eorkai appears to be the present village of Mdj*amangalam [Mauramungalum). Here Bishop 
Caldwell made a number of excavations and discovered Quantities of remains in the shape of ruined 
houses, sepulchral ums^ pottery of all kinds, Chinese and Arabian included, and coins ; but he found no 
trace of any Greek settlement. The remains extend for miles. 

There are two Jaina statues at Korkai ; one in a field and one in the village. On the basement of the 
temple are some old Tamil inscriptions which await decipherment. North of Maramangalam and west 
^of the tank stands a pillar bearing an inscription.

Akka^alai ; — Close to Eorkai, and formerly part of that city. Inscriptions. (See the Indian 
Antiqtmiy VI, 80.) The name signifies " The mint. 

KuLAdEKHARAFATNAM ; — 1& milcs south-south-cast of Srivaikuntam, 1^ miles north of HanapS4n. 
(Oolisairputnum.) In front of the temple of Ganeia stands a pillar bearing an inscription. 

KuRAiroANi ; — ^A hamlet of Mavadip&nai, 7 miles east of Snvaiknntam. A Vishnu temple of 
considerable age, the priests of which are Shanfirs. 

EuBUMBUB ; — 10 miles east-south-east of ^rivaikuntam. (Coorumboar.) A Vaishnava temple of 
considerable age. 

Manapabu ; — On the sea, at the mouth of the Karamanajftr river, 18 miles south-east of (^nrai- 
kuntam. (Munakpaud.) This was an old Dutch settlement, and some finelj-caryed Dutch tomb-stones 
are to be seen. 

Habamangalam ; — The site of ancient Kobkai (q.v,). There are inscriptions here which should be 
examined. 

Mabtanbampachebi ; — A hamlet of Velltir Pudugudi, 1 mile south of Srivaikuntam {Poothooeoody). 
On the road north of this place is a pillar with an inscription. 

MuRAPPANADU ; — 6 milcs east of Palamcottah, on the right bank of the Tdjnraparni. (Moorapanaud.) 
The temple of Kaildsandthasvdmi in this village has a number of Tamil inscriptions on it, of which veij 
imperfect copies have been sent to me, with the dates omitted. They — 



(1.) On the northern wall of the inner enclosure. 

(2.) On the top of the Chandeivara temple. 

(3.) On the walls of the garbhagriha, 

(4.) On the walls of the pandal mandapam^ immediately in front of the garbkagriha, 

(5.) On the wall of the mani'fnandapam of the temple of the goddess (Amman-kovil). 
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NlLTTMAYApi ; — 11 miles south-east of Siivaikuntam. During the excavation of a channel here in 
the year 1872, between Srivaikuntam and TiruchendOr, a number of gold coins and a copper-plate docu- 
ment were found underground. 

Pallakubichi ; — ^About 20 miles south-east of ^rivaikuntam. A mile east of the village is a large 
stone bearing an inscription, said to be *' unreadable." 

Pallipattu; — 14 miles south-east of 6rivaikuntam. North-west of this village stands a pillar 
bearing an inscription. 

Pebungulam ; — 6 miles east of Snvaikuntam. (Perungcolum.) A small temple of Yishnu, old and 
architecturally interesting ; and a 6iva temple, considerably larger, with inscriptions. The Vishnu 
temple has a Sthala Purma. 

Peb^r ; — 24 miles east of Srivaikuntam. (Pairoor.) An old Vishnu temple. There is an inscrip- 
tion on its southern wall. 

PuDUoupi ; — On the right bank of the Tamraparnl, opposite Siivaikuntam. {Poothoocoody.) An 
old Vishnu temple. Some stone implements have been found here. {Manual^ 36.) There is a pillar 
standing at a spot north of the Shan&rs' village, having an inscription. 

« 

PuuYANoimi ; — A short distance east of Snvaikuntam, on the road to P6rungulam. A small but 
old temple of Vishnu having a Sthala Purana^ and one or more copper-plate grants. 

Rkttai Tibupati ; — ^Hamlet of Ejtoidagai, 5 miles east of (Snvaikuntam. On the outer wall of the 
Vishnu temple at this place, at the northern comer, is an inscription. 

Sbndamang ALAM ; — 12 miles east of Snvaikuntam. (SAaifUhamungalufn.) A temple With a number 
of inscriptions. 

Sbbaik&ulam ; — 9 miles south-west of Snvaikuntam. Half a mile east of the village is a large 
temple, before which is an inscription on a stone. 

SoLAiKupiviRUPPU ; — 12 miles south-east of Srivaikuntam^ 1 mile from the Mission Station of 
Maiindoiapuram, on the road from Tiruchendur {Tritchindoor) to Travancore. A large stone with an 
old inscription was unearthed here about ten years ago. North of the village, near Ma^oadu (Manaud) is 
a pillar bearing an inscription. 

SBivAiK^NqpAM ;-— 16 miles east-south-east of TinneveUy, on the north bank of the T&mraparnl. 
{Sireevygoondum.) There are ten principal temples here, all reported to be over 300 years old. The 
Viahau temple and the Kaildaandtha temple are larffe and important. On the former are a number of 
inscriptionB. .There is a Sthala Purdno' in the temple, and certainly one if not more copper-plate grants. 
Underneath the temple, tradition says, there is a hidden building. The latter temple, whidi is elabor- 
ately sculptured, also possesses copper-plate grants* 

In the hill of Adichchanalli&b, close to Srivaikuntam, are a large number of ancient sepulchral urns 
buried, of all sizes. They contain bones and excellent pottery, some in very good preservation. (Manual^ 
67.) There is a Jain statue here, too. 

There is a peculiar class of people resident here called the Kola Velldlaa or '^ VelMas (a caste-name) 
of the fort.'' They never, on any pretext, leave the Madts of the fort in which they live. They are 
in possession of a copper-plate idmnam. 

Tenkabai ;«-16 miles east-south-east of Palamcottah. This place and Ajrv&r Tiranagari are the 
same. {Akar TinneveUy.) Near the surplus weir of the Tenkarai tank is a pillar with an inscription. 

Tbntibupabai ;— 'On the south bank of the T&mraparni, ^ 5^ miled east of Snvaikuntam. {Thenthre^ 
paray.) Two old temples of Vishnu and Siva. The former ih architecturally of interest and contains a 
Sthala Purma. Opposite the choultry called Anaiyappa PiUai iattram is a stone with an inscription. 

TiBucHBNDUB ; — 18 uules east-south-east of Snvaikuntam, on the sea. (Tritchindoor.) Avery 
large and important temple, much frequented and containing some excellent sculpture. It has a Sthala 
Purdna and a number of inscriptions. There is a long one on a pillar at the temple of Subrahma/nya on 
the shore, another in the second prSk§jra, and a third on the eastern wall. The trustees of the temple are 
in possession of two copper-plates. 

On the shore, a few mues south of TiruchendfLr, is a group of sixteen pillars, each bearing an inscrip- 
tion. 

TiBUKALUB ; — i miles south-east of Srivaikuntam. (Trickaloor.) Two temples of Vishnu and Siva, 
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both old. In the former is a Bthala Purdna. To the temple of Serai^pdndf/Simra {Chera-Chola^ Pdndya- 
tivara) in K.A. 707 (A.D. 1531*32) MArtancJAvarmft^ kii^ of Trayanoore, made a grant, aooording to an 
inscription here, (P. Shun^oony Menon's JTM^ory of Travancore^ pp. 34^ 35.) In the centre of the village 
is a pillar bearing an inscnption. 

ToLAFPANPANNAi ; — 3 miloB north-west of Srlvaikuntam. A little to the north of the village is an 
inscription on a pillar. 

Yadakku E[lRidERi ; — 8 miles north of Srivaikuntam. Near a well is a pillar bearing a long 
inscription. 

Yaguttanktjppam ; — ^A hamlet of the Christian settlement of Nazareth, 9 miles south-east of Snviu- 
kuntam. East of this place, '^on the side of a newly-discovered weU," is a pillar bearing an inscription. 

Yairavait&r ; — 17 miles south of Snvaikuntam. {Viravam.) An old temple. 

Yalavanad Hill ; — 13 miles east of Tinnevelly, 6 miles north by west of Srivaikuntam. {VuUa- 
naud Hill.^ . There are a large number of old um-buryiiig-places in this hill. In 1876 Dr. Jajgor of 
Berlin visited the place, excavated largely, and was presented by the Collector with his finds, which he 
removed to the Museum at Berlin, where they now ue. Some correspondence between the Collector and 
the Gbvemment, with full details of the discoveries, will be found in G-.O., No. 329, of 27th March 1876, 
. and No. 472 of 26th April in the same year. Within a superficial area of 25 or 30 square yards were 
found from twenty to thirty '^ baked earthen pots varying in size from 3 feet 9 by 3 feet 6, down to 10 
inches either way of very various shapes.'' ^' Upwards of fifty kinds of baked earthenware utensils of all 
sizes and shapes, a considerable number of iron weapons and implements, chiefly knives or short sword- 
blades and hatchets, and a great quantity of bones and skulls were discovered." The Collector stated 
that *^ extensive untouched localities still await examination." 

naSgxjnbei taluk. 

Chittur; — 6 miles south-east of Naiigundri. {Chittoor.) "A large temple. South of the village 
are the ruins of a city. 

Dalapatisamudram, also called Peromalakji ; — 6 miles south of Nangundri, on the road to Cape 
Comorin. An old temple of large size with inscriptions. 

EbuvaZ)!; — 7\ miles west-south-west of N&ngundri. {Yairvaudy.) A stone inscription in the 
temple, dated K.A. 876 (A.D. 1700). The temple is a large one, Tirukuruvai Perum&l Pillai, an 
inhabitant of this village, is in possession of a copper-plate grant dated K.A. 476 (A.D. 1300). 

Kalakad; — 7 miles westtuorth-west of Naoguneri. (Oalcaud.) A large Siva temple and the 

ruins of an old fort* There is (1) an inscription at the temple recording that Martan4avarm&, king 

of Travancore, while residing in the " Vira Pandiyan Palace" at this place, in K.A. 686 (A.D. 1509), 

gave a grant to. the temple. Besides this, the following list of inscriptions has been sent me : — 

(2.) K.A. 689 (A.D. 1513)t Arrangemei^t regardine temple service by the same king, 

(3.) K.A. 552 (A.D. 1376). Grant to the temple by a king of iJie same name. (Is the date 

wrongly copied P) 
(4.) K.A. 552 (A.D. 1376). Arrangement regarding temple service by the same. 
(6.) K.A. 575 (A J). 1399). Grant of lands to the temple by '' Karamani Appan." 
(6.) K.A. 687' (A.P. 1511). Grant to the teqiple by Martan^avfurmA, king of Travancore, 
(70 KA. 697 (A.D. 1521). Do. do. do. 

(8.) Do. do. Do. do. do, 

In the temple of Oomati Amtndl are three inscriptions-^ 
(9.) K.A. 707 (A.D. 1531). Grant of lands by the above sovereign, 
(10.) K.A. 721 (A.D. 1645), Do. do. 

(11.) Do. do. Po. do. 

On the wall east of the temple of Chandiivari Amman is (12) an inscription of the same year as 
No. 11, by the same sovereign. 

The principal temple is dedicated to Satyandgeivarasvdini. It possesses a Sthala Purdna. 

KoTTAiKARUNouLAM ; — 11 milcs south-south-cast of Nangundri. {Kotakumeoolum.) A large 
temple. 

NanounSri ; — ^Head-quarters of the taluk, 16 miles south of Tinnevelly. (Nauf/aulaunchary.) A 
\v:g^ temple wiUi insoriptionSt 
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Padkanebi ;—2i miles east of Nanganeri. (Poothoaneny.) A. lai^ temple with inaoriptLonB in 
Tamil, Teluga, Qrantha and Malay&lam oharaoters. The YilLetge Mmisif is in possession of a oopper- 
plate idsanam in Nagari oharaoters. 

PAKAGupi ; — 12 miles south-west of N&ngunSri, on the road to Gape Comorin. {Pamuiugoady.) A 
large temple dedicated to Yishnu. 

Pafangulax ;— 7\ miles east by south of N&agundrL {Paupaungcolum.) To the west of the 
Tillage there are the rains of a fort and a large fiiva temple. 

Pattai ; — 8J miles west-north-west of NangunSri. (Putha.) A large temple, with three inscrip- 
tions — 

(1.) B.B. 1457 (A.D. 1535). Grant by a sovereign, whose name is wrongly given in the copy 
sent to me. Probably he was one of the Baya family of Yijayanagar. Aohyutadeva 
R&ya was then on the throne. 
(2.) S.S. 1469 (A.D. 1547). A gift of lands to the temple. 
(3.) Undated and unimportant. 

Pbrumalakji ; — see Dalapatisaxudbam. 

PoNNAKKupi ; — 7) miles south by west of Palamcottah, 9 miles north-north-east of N&Dgun§ri. 
{Poannaugoody.) An old Yishnu temple with a number of inscriptions, said to be '^ unreadable." 

Badhapuram ; — 14^ miles south of Nfia^ndrL {Ravihaupoaram.) A large temple. The copper- 
plate inscription belonging to the temple at Yijayapati is said to Ue here. 

Bajakkalamanoalam ; — 6 miles south of Nangun^ri. There is a stone inscription in the village, 
said to be unreadable. The temple is a large one. In a field belonging to the temple is another .stone 
inscription, similarly '' unreadable." 

SHEHBAOARlMANALLrR ; — 4 milcB cast of Nangundri. (Shumbraunelloar.) Two large temples, 
dedicated to Siva and Yishnu. This village was at one time the seat of a Baja, the ruins of whose 
palace are to be seen near the river. 

TiRUKARANouBi ; — 7^ milcs west-south-west of NangundrL {Tricknaungaody.) The pri^^t of a 
Matham in this village has three copper plates recording grants. He refuses to part with the originals* 
They are reported to be dated respectively in A.D. 1537, (P) 1456, and 1592 ; the first beinga grant by 
*^ Yittala Raya," son of Sadadiva of Yijayanagar,^ the second by ^^ Sabala Yira Ohandra BAmavarma 
Mah&raja," and the third by '^ Yira Yasanta Yenkatadeva Maharaja." There are several stone inscrip- 
tions, only a few of which are readable — 

(1.) On the south wall of a man4apam in the Yishnu temple, recording the excavation of a channel 

with dams in K.A. 235 (A.D. 1059). 
(2.) On the north wall of the same, recording repairs to the same channel in K.A. 848 (A.D. 

1672). 
(3.) On two pillars on the north of the front gate of the same temple, *^ characters unreadable." 
The Yishnu temple is a large and important one. 

In the History of Tra/vaneore (pp. 34, 35), Mr. P. Shimgoony Menon notices the inscription on a 
lar^ bell here. It records the presentation of the bell to the temple in K»A. 644 (A.D. 1468-69) by 
Adityavarma, king of Travancore. His Highness the present Maharaja of Travancore has given a 
tamslation of it in the Indian Antiquary II, 360, and he remarks that at the date of the inscription 
Adityavarma was only Prince of Travancore. He did not become king till three years later, his elder 
brother Martan(}avarma being then on the throne. 

Yallitur; — 8 miles south-south-west of NaqgunSri, on the west of the road from Tinnevelly to 
Gape Comorin. ( VulUoor.) Many of the stones in the revetment of the large tank here came from a 
Jaina temple that used to stand in this village, but is now completely destroyed. Some of the stones bear 
inscriptions. There was a Jaina iniage in the village till recently, but it was removed by a European 
officer of the Postal Department, and is now, I believe, in the possession of Bishop Sargent. 

There is a large temple dedicated to diva, said to have been built by Kuladdkbara Pan4iyan. There 
are also two other old temples dedicated to Yishnu and Subrahmanya. Also a strong fort in ruins, said 
to have been built by a Pandiyan ~

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YuayanarItaham ; — 9 miles east-south-east of N&nguii§ri. ( Viaionauramum.) There are thr^ 
tenmles Jieve of oanndGrabb antiquity, with inscriptions. Copies of some were sent to me, and they are 
eviaently in old Tamil, but the copies are so bad as to be useless. Other inscriptions, older still, are 
reported, and stated to be *' illegible." There are traces of the existence, south of the village, of an old 
mud fort. 

YuAYAPATi ; — 20^ miles south by east of N&ogun^ri, on the sea. ( Vissia-vethee.) To the east of 
the village is a small deserted Ayyanar shrine with an inscription, recording a grant of lands by Krish- 
nappa N&yakka in K.A. 745 (A.D. 1569). This may be Kom&ra Erishnappa of Madura. The 6iva 
temple here has a SthcUa Purdna attached to it, and boasts of some antiquity. A copper-plate inscrip- 
tion belonging to it is said to be in the temple at Badh&puram.

[Some interesting information regarding the tribes of the Jejpore ooimtrj will be found in Mr. 
Turner's Report on the Census of 1871, embodied in G.O., No. 1604, of the 22nd November 1872, and 
printed at pp. 221 to 232 of Dr. Cornish's Report on the Census of the Presidenoj.] 

Navarahgapuram Taluk. 

DoDKA ; — 32 miles north-west of Nayarangapuram. An insoriptioti in N&gari oharaoters. 

Hupi ; — in the Eiliyft Muthft, 25 miles north of NayaraAgapuram. On a hill near here is a cave 
containing a lingam ; and not far off is an old and deserted diva temple, which is said to have been burnt. 

KuBidi ; — 25 miles north of Navarangapuram. A deserted temple of 6iva, and a mud fort. 

Navabangapubam ('^ Nourangpur") ; — ^Head-quarters of a taluk, 26 miles north of Jejpore. 
(Narangpur.) This is an old town, but the temples which it contains are all modem. 

PalasaoIm; — 31 miles north-north-west of Navarangapuram. (Palasgaon,) A stone inscription 
in N&gari characters, fairly legible. The stone is partly broken away. 

Pappadahandi ; — 8^ miles north of Navarangapuram. {PaparAandi.) A temple about 300 years 
old. 

PoBAOABA ; — 34 miles west-nortji-west of Navarangapuram. (Paragar.) On a hiU near here is'a 
'^ stone doorway,'' and, close to it, an inscription on the rock in Devanftgari characters. Also an old 
mud fort. 

PuppuoAM ; — 16 miles south of Navarangapuram, 9 miles north of Jeypore. {Pupogaon.) .An old 
temple, now deserted, and a tank revetted with stone. They are said to have been built by kings of the 
GhUoiga family. (See Nos. 155 to 159 of the List of Oqpper-plate GfranU published in Yolumell. Dr. 
Bumell's South Indian Palaeography^ p. 53, and note.) 

iBlYAOADA ; — 55 miles north-west of Navarangapuram. {Baigarh.) An old mud fort. 

XJifMARAKOTA ( Umcrkdt) ; — 37 miles north-west of Navarangapuram. {Omorkot.) An old mud fort. 

Jeyf>ore TaJuk. 

BoiiiouMMA ; — 14 miles north of Jey^re. (Boriguma.) An old temple of 6iva, said to be five or six 
hundred years old. An old stone inscription which was found here was taken to EOr&pa^^^ the Divisional 
Officer's station, where it now lies. 

KoTPAnu ; — ^25 miles north-west of Jeypore. There are several old mud forts here, a little temple 
on an isUnd in a lake, a temple on the edge of the lake, a stone image of a goddess, and a Mufaamma<Jbm 
tomb. All these are believed to be from two to three hundred years old. 

Jatanaoaram ; — 1 mile east of Jeypore. There is an old Muhammadan Darsah here. Tke^ 
Mokhasadars of the village possess copper-plate deeds of gift executed by th^ old B&jas of Jeypoie.

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Baji AoiRi ; — ^22 miles west-aouth-wM of Jeypore. {Bamffiri.) A few milee from this plaoe, in a 
mountain near the Saveii River (8t$war)j is a oave oontaining a large image of ** Ovpteivara^*^ (Siva as 
worshipped by the Guptas), and a Kdma-dhenu (the miraculous oow of the Bishis) in stone. The oaye is 
fabled to have been the resort of thellishis, and it is further asserted to be the identioal cave from which 
Slt& was canied off by K&vana. The plaoe is much resorted to by the village folk of the neighbourhood 
on the occasion of the iSiva rdtri festival. 

Kdrdpafti Taluk. 

KoRAFATTi ; — Head-quarters of the Officer in charge of the Jeypore Division, 11 miles east by 
south of Jeypore. A stone inscription, not very legible. 

Nandapuram ; — 17 miles south of Kdr&paiti. (Nandapur.) This plaoe was formerly the capital of 
the Jeypore Bajas. In the old mud fort is a SimhdMnay or Uon-throne, reached by a flight of 32 steps. 
This was the place of installation. There are six old temples here. In the temple of Sarvdvara are 
some inscriptions. In a small house formerly inhabited by the kings is a stone inscription, and there are 
several stone statues about the place. The remains are said to be five or six hundred years old. 

MalkdHgiri Taluk. 

An ANTAPALLi ; — 25 miles south-west of Malk&ngiri. There is an old stone fort here. 

Garu^ipalli ; — on the Sill3r river, 47 miles south-south-west of Malk&ngiri. (OaraapaUi.) There 
are the remains of an old temple here, and some stone statues. 

EondakambIru ; — 23 miles south-east of Malk&ngiri. (Kondakambru.) There is an old temple 
here, at which some peculiar ceremonies are performed. 

Malkanoiri ; — 57 miles south-west of Jeypore. An old stone fort. 

Nallakota ; — 10 miles north of Malk&ogiri. The remains of an old temple and some carved 
images.

Ihr ** Maratur ; — 3 miles north of Anakapalle" read ^* Gurunanapalem, a hamlet of Santap&lem ; 
— 6 miles north of AnakapaUe. (SutUapalem.y 

Sarvasiddhi Taluk. 

KdRUK0in)A : — 5 miles south-east of Tuni in the Gk)d&vari District, 20 miles south-west of Sarva- 
siddhi. On a stone in front of the temple of Vtrabhadra^ on a hill, is an inscription recording a gift to the 
temple in S.6. 1365 (A.D. 1443) by a person acting under the orders of Kapile6vara Ghijapati. This is 
possibly the sovereign of Orissa called *' Eapilendra Deva " in Dr. Hunter's list. The date assi^ed to 
him in that list is A..D. 1452 to 1479. Possibly I have not got an accurate transcript of the original.

My information, it will be seen^ was obtained from different soufoes ; but I am inclined to 
that Pr. JBurgess is probably right.

BszvAJDA Taluk. 

Bezyada ;-^(8ee p. 47). Mention is made of Buddhist remains at this plaoe. It is neoeesaiy to 
note that, after personal inspection. Dr. Burgess has satisfied himself that all the remains here are 
Brahmanioal (/n^. ArU, for April 1882, Vol. lOL, 95, &c. See also a '^ Eeply '' in a subsequent number.)

Sjukalubu ;— (see p. 62). Besides the insoription noted in the text, there is another one on the tank- 
bund west of the village. 

Kautaram ; — (see p. 52). There is an old temple here dedicated to Chiuiameivarawdmif the origin 
of which is ascribed to the Bishi Ghiutama.

Inimbtla ; — 11 miles west by south of Sattenapalle. ( Ytnimetla.) In the temple of Affianeua is a 
J with kn inscription said to be « illegible." 



EoLALAPupi ; — 23 miles south of Naxasar&vupdta. At the gateway of the temple of Vishnu is an 
inscription which the residents cannot read. 

For *' Mallatyafalayam " (p. 71) read ^' Mallatyafalbm." The inscription is said to be on a 
stone in front of a ^iva temple a mile east of the village. 



PuNURU ; — 4 miles east of Nara8arftyu}>6ta. West of the temple of Vepugopdlasffdtni is a pillar bear- 
ing an inscription. There is another on a pillar south of a diva temple, and at the gate of the temple of 
Tripurdntakasvdmi is another. All these are said to be ** illegible." 

For " Ybddanapudi " (p. 78) read " Taddanaptoi." At the temple of Feikkafagcpdiawdmi are two 
insoriptionsy one on a stone, and one on the doorway of the garbhdhyam, 

Narasaravupeta Taluk. 

Irulapadu (p. 69). — Another account states that there are three inscriptions on thi«e sides of a stone 
pillar in the temple. One records the endowment of the temple by the Chola king who founded it. The 
other two are of a private nature. 

KoTAPPAKoirpA, and Tbllamanda (see pp.71, 74).— Under the heading of the latter village 
mention is made of a temple on the top of a high hill 2| miles south of the village. I have since learnt 
that this hill is KOtappakonda itself. 

(P. 72.) For " Panumarru ; — 13 miles east of Narasar&vupdta " read " Pasumabru ; — 14| miles 
south-east of Narasaravupeta." 

For TuPADU (p. 73) read Tubadu. I have since received information that there are two inscriptions 
on each side of a pillar standing south of the shrine of Vinayaka, One is dated b.3. 1064 (A.D, 1143). 
The second is undated. No more than this could be made out by my informant. The stone was 
removed to its present position from the deserted temple of Bhmeivara, 

Tbllamanda (p. 74) ; — 9ee Kotappakonda, above. 

GuNTOOR Taluk. 

Yenamadaijl (p. 77 above). — Mention is made of an <* illegible " insoription on a stone in the basaar, 
Mr. Mackenzie (C.B.) informs me that this inscription forms part of Colonel Mackeiude's ooUectioni 
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but that it has been greatly injured by *' people pounding ohunam " since the beginning of the century 
when Colonel Maokenzie's copy was taken. ^' It is an inscription of very great historical value, showing 

that the last of a dynasty of Jain kinglets at DharanikOta married the daughter of Granapati- 

deva of Yarangal, the mother of Pratapa Budra." Mr. Mackenzie kindly sent me a rough tracing of the 
inscription, made by a Brahman who has taken some interest in inscriptions in that locality, but I am 
sorry to say that it is quite useless. It would be desirable to have the slab moved to a place of safety. 

Bapatla Taluk. 

Bapatla (see above, pp. 81, 82). Inscription No. 16. — I have since been informed that the date of 
this inscription is 6.3. 1214 (A.D. 1292).

Adoni. — This fortress was captured by King Muhanmiad of the Bahmani dynasty in A.D. 1365, 
and again by his successor Mujahid in 1375. 

Alasandiouti ; — see Bassabakodu. 

Badinehalli ; — 10 miles north-west of AdOni. {BudtiahalL) An inscription in the temple of 
Mallikdrfuna, and another on a stone in the village constructed for a cattle trough. Both are said to be 
•'iUegible." 

BAicHioiai ; — 4^ miles east of Addni. (Bychgerry,) There is an '* illegible " inscription on a rook 
known to the residents as the Pallaguwiu, 

BassabakGdu ; — 6^ miles east-south-east of Ad5ni. (BtMsurcade.) On a stone in the temple of 
Af^a/neya is an inscription. In the hamlet of Alasandigtlti (Huhangooty) is a ^' temple in a cave south 
of the village, and an '' illegible " inscription. 

B^sARAVALLi ; — 21 milcs north-west of AdOni, 12 miles west of " Kosgee " {Koaigt) Bailway Station. 
An inscription inside the temple of A^faneya. 

Ohaoi ; — 22 mUes north-west of Addni, on the river. {Chagy.) West of the village is a stone bear- 
ing an inscription.

Chinna Tumbal^m ; — 11 miles north by east of Ad5ni. (Chicka ToombuL) Two old temples. In 
one is an old Canarese inscription, and anomer is to be seen on the bank of '' Karim S&heb's tank " 
west of the village. 

Da ytamdinne ; — 26 miles north-east of Ad5ni, close to the Kumool boundaiy. {Dyumdinna.) On 
a stone close to the garuda stambha of the temple of Anjaneya is an inscription. 

Q-ANOAVARAM ; — 24 miles north-east of Adoni, on the river. {Oungatcaram.) At the Siva temple are 
i^o inscriptions, one on a flat stone in the middle of the temple, the other on an erect stone behind the 
temple. 

Qt^BJALA ; — 28 miles north-east of Adoni, on the river. {Ooarjala.) A stone inscription in '^illegible" 
characters in the &va temple. 

Hacholli ; — 22 miles west-north-west of Adoni, on the river. {Hutcholy,) There is an old fort 
here, some little distance west of which is a stone bearing an '^ illegible" inscription. 

Halharavi ; — 19 miles north-east of Adoni. (RaUhurvy.) On the road to Nandavaram, north-east 
of this village, is a stone with an inscription. 

HIlivi ; — 21 miles north-west of Addni and 8 miles west by north of " Eosgee " (Eosigi) Railway 
Station. (Hallwy.) Two temples, in each of which is an inscription. 

HissARA MuBAVANi ; — 14 miles north-east of Adoni. {Moorvunny.) On a stone standing inside 
the temple of Aty'aneya is an inscription. 

Kadabur ; — see Pbdda Easabub. 
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Eadimetla ; — 19 miles east-north-east of Ad5m. {Kuddametla.) On a rook to the north of the 
village is an inseription, said to be in *' unknown charaoters." On a stone in a field belonging to a 
ryot named Lingayya is a Telugu inscription. 

ElBiAVAEAM ; —16 miles north of Ad5ni, 5 miles east of ^' Kosgee " (Eosigi) Bailway Station. A 
deserted temple, close by which is a stone with an '^ illegible" inscription. 

Kanaka^u ; — 24 miles north-east of Adoni, 5 miles south of N§*galadinne. (Kunnakabeed. 
Naguldinny.) A very old temple of Siva, said to have been built by the Kurumbars. lliere are two 
inscriptions here, one on a stone near a well, the other on the north wall of the temple. 

Eafati; — 6 miles south-east of Adoni. A stone inscription standing in front of the village 
Udvadi, 

Eautalam ; — 13} miles north-west of Adoni. (KowfalL) A stone inscription on the wall of the 
temple of Afijaneya, The tomb of a fakir, who died here about 500 years ago, is shown in this village. 
His family still hold the neighbouring village of Ichalahalli {Echalhall) as a jag^. 

EosiGi — ^A Eailway Station (see p. 104, Kosji). There is a stone bearing a Ganarese inscription 
in the bazaar of the village. 

Kosji (p. 104).— i^ '' Kosji " read " Kosigi." 

KoTTALACHiNTA ; — 18 miles west by north of Adoni. {Kotakhinta.) An old temple dedicated to 
Basacanna, on the wall of which is an '' illegible " inscription. 

KuppAGALLU ; — 8 miles north by west of AdOni Eailway Station* {KoopguL) There is an " illegible " 
Ganarese inscription here. 

XuRuvALLi ; — 22 miles west of Adoni. {Coorootully.) An inscription on a rock. 

Manchala ; — 20 miles north of Adoni. An old temple of Ramalingasvdmi. The tomb of a 
Sanydrsi, who died here 250 years ago, is held very sacred, and is much resorted to by pilgrims. There 
is another old temple of Manirdla Yellammaj having Sthala Purdnas both in Sansikrit and Ganarese. 
There are two stone inscriptions at the latter temple ; one in Ganarese, on a stone lying east of the temple, 
the other at '^ Raghavendrachari's temple.'^ 

MuKAVANi ; — see Hissara Muravani. 

Nandavaram ; — 21 miles north-east of AdonL (Nundavaram.) Two old temples. On a pillar of 
the temple of Parvatadeva is a Ganarese inscription. There is another in the wall of the tem'^le of 
Katdra JRdmalinga. 

Nettekal ; — 5 miles east of Adoni. A temple of Af\janeya on a rock. In the shrine, on a stone, 
is an inscription in Telugu. There is another inscription on a stone on the boundary between this 
place and SambugaL 

Parvatipijram ; — 3 miles west of Adoni. {Punoufpoor,) There is a very old temple here dedicated 
to Vishnu. 

Fedda Kadabur ; — 10 miles north-east of Adoni. {Meery Kuddaboor.) An old temple of Mai- 
Mvarasvdmi, with an " illegible " Telugu inscription. 

Fedda Tumbalam ; — 10 miles north of AdOni. Bungalow. {Heery ToombulL) An old aad well- 
sculptured temple of JRdmasvdmi and a deserted oiva temple. At the ruined temple of OhkdrSivara 
are four stone inscriptions. 

Fikalabetta ; — 17 miles north of Adoni, 4 miles east of Kosigi Railway Station. On a stone not far 
from the temple to the east is an indistinct Ganarese inscription. 

Rachtjmarri ; — 19 miles north of Adoni. On a stone in front of the temple of Vighne6vara is an 
inscription in Ganarese characters. 

Eamafijram ; — 22 miles north of Adoni, 1^ miles east of the Tungabhadrg. ('* Toongabudra Eoad ") 
Eailway Station. (Bampoor.) On a stone in tiie river, north of the Biva temple, is an inscription " in 
indistinct Ganarese characters." On the wall of the temple is another. 

SuLTANPTJRAM ; — 4 milcs north by east of Adoni' {SuUanpoor.) There is a Muhammadan masjid 
here, of some antiquity, built on a rock. 

Tangaradona ; — 8 miles east-south-east of Addni. {Tenguldona.) A Telugu inscription on a stone. 

Tumbalam ; — see Fedda Tumbalam, Ghinna Tumbalam. 
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XJppARAHALLi ; — 13 miles west-north-west of Addni. (Oapulhall.) An old temple of Af^aneya, 
contaimng an insoription. There is another inscription on the old fort wall. 

YenioabIla ; — 25 miles north-east of AdOni. ( YanegabalL) On a stone- in the Si^a temple is an 
insoription. 

Bellaby Taluk. 

EuDATANi ; — (see p. 104). Later information gives me the following list of inscriptions at this 
place :-« 

One in the temple of Basaveivara. 

Ten in the temple of Kumdrawdmi, four of which are in pieces. 

One near the temple of Firabhadra. 

One near the gate of the village. 

One near the carpenters' and black-smiths' houses. 

One near the well called Jakada Bhdvi. 
Some are said to be illegible, but in the case of others, though the letters cannot be read owio^ to 
their archaic shape, they are in themselves quite clear. According to tradition a Chola Idng built a 
number of temples here, and dog wells. 

Alub Taluk. 

Ohifpaoibi; — (seep. 104, above). There is a Jain^ temple at this place. There are two stone 
inscriptions at the temple of Keiavcavdmiy bearing date 8.8. 1430 (A.D. 1518), and recording a grant by 
a local chief. According to an inscription at the temple of Timmappasvdmi this temple was built in 
g S. 1450 (A.D. 1628) by Krishnadeva Bftya of Vijayanagar. 

Ellarti ; — 12 miles west of Alur. A mosque known as '' Shaik Sdheb's Masjid," with a Persian 
inscription. 

NeranIki;— 12 miles south-west of Alfir. There is a small temple on a rock here. A native 
correspondent writes : *' In this is to be found a turtle's form on a stone ..•«,. The place is spoken of 
very badly as subjecting the visitors (who are Qovemment officials) to serious calamities." 

HosPET Taluk. 

EishkindhI ; — see Yuatanaoab. The Kishkindhft of the Bdmayanaj which was the capital of 
Y&Ii, king of the monkevs, and subsequently of Qngriva, is generally considered to have been at, or close 
to, the site of the city of Yijayanaffar. None of the ruins now to be seen seem very old, with the excep- 
tion of a small stone-built shnne, close to one of the Jain temples, on the rock immediately above the 
great temple of Hampi now in use. This little shrine approadies in character to the Bathos at the 
♦* Seven Pagodas," 



ANANTAPUE DISTRICT, 

TipPATRi Taluk. 

Alur ;-**-3 miles east of Tft4pcttri. (^Auloor.) Two old Yishnu temples, one of which is deserted* 
In each of these is a stone inscription, pronounced " illegible." 

Arivedu ; — 16 miles south by east of Td4pAtri. A deserted temple of Yishnu, and an old fort. 
On a pillar in a temple inside the fort, and on a stone outside the same, are inscriptions. 

Arkatavbmula ; — 8 miles south-west of Ta4patri. A temple of Yishnu, containing an insoriptioQ 
dated 6.6. 1461 (A.D. 1529), recording a grant by Achyutadeva Rftya of Yijayanagar. 

Chalavemula ; — 12 miles south by west of Tfi4p&tri. {Chahaimla.) An old Yishnu temple, in 
front of which is a stone bearing an inscription. 

Ohikna Folamada ; — 4 miles west by north of Tfi4patri. (Pokmudda^) An old Yishnu temple 
near which is an *' illegible " Telugu inscription. 
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Chyaoallu ; — 11^ miles west of Tft4p&trL (ChauguU,) An old temple oontaining an ^' illegible " 
inscription. 

Daditota ; — 22 miles south of Td4p&tri. (Ihudtota.) On a rook in the hill north-west of this 
place, between DaditCta and Chillavftripalle {Chillawarpully) is a Teluga insoription said to be '^ illegi- 
ble/' (See ChillavIbipalle, p. 116.) 

Ellamur ; — 15 miles south by east of Td4pfl'tri. A Yishnu temple, with two inscriptions on the 
gate-posts ; one is in Tamil, and is said to be ^' illegible.^' The other, in Telugu, records a gift by the 
people of the Tillage to the temple in 8.6. 1592 (A.& 1670). 

JuTUR ; — 7 miles west-north-west of Tadpatri on the Penner. (Jootoor.) There is an old Yishnu 
temple here, built on a rock and containing a Telugu inscription ; aJso a temple of A^'aneyUy date not 
known. 

EIadayakal ; — 8 miles ^south of Tfi4patri. A deserted temple of Ohennakiiava^ and a stone with 
an inscription bearing date S.B. 1430 (A.D. 1518). 

Ealwr ; — ^22 miles south of Tfidpatri. (Oulloor.) Three old temples and four stone inscriptions, 
aU said to be " illegible.'' 

EuMMANAMALLA ; — 14| milcs south by west of Td4pfttri. (KoamanamuUa.) An old temple of 
A^'aneya. In front of it is an insoription on a stone, dated 6.3. 1472 (A.D. 1550). 

KuMMETTA ;^12 miles west of Tftdpatri, and 2 miles west of Penn6r Railway Station. An old 
Yishnu temple, with inscriptions on stones on each side of the gateway. 

E^MAJiPETA ; — 15 miles north-west of Td4patri, and 2 miles south of '' Boyalcheroo " (Bftyala- 
cheruYu) Bailway Station. (Ooormaujpetta.) In the middle of the village stands a stone bearing a 
Telugu insoription. 

Mallaoundla ; — 19 miles south of T&dlp&tri. (MuUagondla.) In front of the temple of A^aneya 
is a stone with an '^ illegible " insoription. 

NiTTURU ; — 13 miles south by east of Tddpatri. (Nelhor.) A Yishnu temple with an inscribed 
stone, and a &ya temple with another. Neither can be deciphered. The former temple is deserted. 

Pappuru ; — see Pedda Papf&ru. 

Patapalli ; — 20 miles south by east of T&dpatri. {Pautapully,) Pour old temples, each having 
a stone bearing an inscription which cannot be deciphered. Thi^de of the temples are deserted. 

Pbdda Papptou ; — 10 miles west by north of Ts4patri. (Fed Popoor.) An old temple dedicated to 
Gopdlawdmif contioning m *^ illegible ^' Telugu inscription. The temple of A^'aneya was built in A.D. 
1718. 

Fbdpa Polamada ; — 4 o^les west by north of Tfi4patri. (Polamudda.) The Yishnu temple here 
was built in 8.3. 1469 (A.D. 1547) according to a short mscription thereon. 



PoLAMADA ; — see Pbdpa Polamada, Chinna Polahada. 

Sajjaladinna ;— 2 miles north-east of Tft4patri. {Swf/aUUnfia.) A stone with an inscription. 
An old temple of Ohennakiiam, 

TippATRi.— The three temples of Bdmasvdmi^ ChMitalardyawami, and VighneMx^rawdmi are attrir 
buted to a certain B&maUnga Nayudu, who is said to have erected them in 6.3. 1387 (A.D. 1465). The 
first two have 8thala Purdnas. Li tiie temple of Bdmasvdmi are said to be eight inscriptions, and in the 
Chintalardyasvdmi temple one. 

Yblamaktou ; — 5 miles east by south of Ta4^^- {Velfumcoar.) A temple of Ai^aneya^ with an 
inscription on a stone, stating that it was built in 6.8. 1451 (A.D. 1529) and endowed by Erishnadeva 
JUya of Yijayanagar. 

Yennapusapalli ; — 19 miles south \>j east of Ts4p&tri. (VennapoospuUy.) Two old temples of 
Yishnu and A9\janeyay and an ^^ illegible " mscription on a stone. 

Tadiki ; — 13 miles north-east of Tfi4pa^9 8 miles east by south of *^ Boyalcheroo " (B&yala- 
cheruvu) Railway Station. {Yadakee.) A very old "^^^ii temple. It is said to have been originally 
built by Janamejaya, aQd to haye been repaired in 8.8. 1268 (A.D. 1346), There are many stone 
inscriptions in the temple. 
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NELLOEE DISTRICT. 

Nellorb TaLI3K. 

Alltou. — Head-quarters of a Deputy Tahsildar, 17 miles north-north-east of Nellore. {AUoar-) 
On the flooring in front of the temple of Oopdlasvdmi is an " illegible " inscription. There is another on 
a pillar in front of the temple of Siddheimra. 

BucHiREDDiPALEM ; — 9 milos north-west of Nellore. {BoochereddypoUiam,) On a stone at the 
oalingula of the great tank west of this plaoe is an inscription in Tamil characters. 

DAMARAMApuGU ; — 5 milcs north-west of Nellore. South-east of this village, in some land belong- 
ing to the temple of MalleSmrOy is a stone bearing some unknown characters. Near the ruins of a deserted 
temple of Yishnu is a stone with an inscription. 

DoNTALi ; — 8 miles south-west of NeUore. {Doomtalle.) There are three ruined and deserted 
temples here. 

Duw&Ru ; — 12 miles west-north-west of Nellore. {Dovoor.) An old temple dedicated to KofUvara^ 
fabled to have been built by Yyasa, the Bishi. 

Gakdavaram ; — 8} miles north of Nellore. {Cfundavarum.) Two old temples, said to have been 
built by a Ghola king. In the Yishnu temple is an " illegible " Telugu inscription. 

EoDAVALU'Ri} ; — 8 miles north of Nellore. (Oodamloar.) The temple of Ndgeivara here is said to 
have been built by a Chola king. There is a temple of Sndha/rawdmiy about 300 years old, with an 
<< illegible " inscription in it. There is also an '' illegible " inscription on a white stone in a tank. 

KovTOU ; — 3J miles north of Nellore. {Covoor.) Four old temples. Those of Kodandardmastfimi 
and Malle^varasvdmi are fabled to have been built by Janamejaya. They contain '^ illegible " inscriptions. 

Madaraza GupuRu; — 8 miles south-south-east of Nellore. {Maudarauz Ooodoor,) Two old 
temples. 

MtiiAPETA. — Close to Nellore. The temple of Mulaathdneivara is said to be old. 

Padaputteru ; — 13 miles north-west of Nellore. In front of the Yishnu temple here, is an 
inscription. 

Parini; — 16 miles north-north-east of Nellore. {Pooreny.) An old temple of Bdmalinga^ with 
inscriptions. 

Banoanayakalapeta. — ^A hamlet of Nellore. (Bunganaiklocpetta,) An old temple of Bangandyaka^ 
with a number of inscriptions on the walls. 

Yellanti ; — 10| miles west by north of Ellore. (EUuntee), An inscribed stone in front of the 
temple of Yi8h];iu. 

YiRAVALL^R ; — 15 miles north-east of Nellore. In the middle of the village is a white stone bearing 
an inscription not as yet deciphered. 

Bapub Taluk. 

Alturti ; — (see p. 145). Another correspondent describes an inscribed slab standing in front of 
a temple of Yishnu. 

GrDUR Taluk. 

Pbnubarti ; — 7^ miles south by east of Nellore, 17^ miles north-north-east of Qudur. (PanoobuUy,) 
A Siva temple, in front of which is a stone bearing an ** illegible " inscription. 

Yenkatagiri Zemindari (page 147). 

Mat.t.am ; — 36 miles due east of Yenkata^iri, 4 miles from the sea-coast. There is a temple here 
dedicated to Svamimthasmmif which is said to have been built by a Chola king. It is said to lie highly 
sculptured and to have a gopura built entirely of black granite. There are a number of inscriptions in 
various characters, but none of them able to be deciphered. There is also an old temple of Mdrkandeya 
in the village. 
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CHINGLEPUT DISTRICT. 

TiRUVALL^B Taluk. 

TiBUvuR ; — I mile south of the Eailway, 22 miles west of Madras. {Trivoor,) An old temple in 
a ruinous oondition with insoriptions round the prakara and in front of the temple. The following 
three inscriptions are on stones in £ront of the temple : — 

(1.) Gift of money and lamps by the agent of Tirumala Nayakka of Madura. The oyclic year 

Sarvajit only is given, which mi^ be the year A.D. 1647. 
(2.) A private grant in 3.6. 1641 (A.D. 1719), during the reign of '' Erishnadeva Mah&r&ya/' 

otherwise called *' Dodda Krishna Raja " of Maisur. 
(3.) A private grant in S.B. 1664 (A.D. 1742), during the reign of '^Immadi Tamma Baya 
Mahftr&yar." This is Chikka or Immadi Krishna Baja of Maisur. 

Chingleput Taluk. 

Page 189. Palavaram. — Major Taylor, Station Staff Officer at this cantonment^ has lately 
disooverod a stone, a yard square, bearing an inscription in Old Tamil. It has been, deposited in the 
Madras Museum. The inscription belong to the early part of the eleventh century, and is dated in the 
fifteenth year of the Ghola sovereign B&ja Baja. It records a grant of lands to the temple at Alattur, 
which is stated to be in the Puliyur Kotiam (one of the Eurumbar Divisions). The fame of Baja Baja 
is said therein to be spreading over Kollam and Kalinga, as well as other provinces. 



TBAVANCORE. 



AchinkSvil ; — 38 miles east-north-east of Quilon, in a pass in the hills, 15 miles north-west of 
Euttalam (Caurtallum) in the Tinnevelly District. (AehineoviL) A very ancient temple. 

Ma vALiKABAi ;— 26 miles north of Qmlon. {MaviUykurrey.) A fort, about 2 miles in circumference, 
having in the centre an old temple. 

Pbrivankovil ; — 9 miles due west of EuttdJam (Caurtallum) in Tinnevelly District. A temple of 
great antiquity, standing in the pass to which it gives its name. 

^ENOAirSii ; — 29 miles north of Quilon, on the south bank of the Fambay river. (Chunganoor.) 
An old temple dedicated to Mahddeva. 

TiBTJVALA ; — 34 miles north of Qmlon. {Teruumlla.) A large and old temple, said to be second in 
importance only to that of Trivandrum.

A fine temple, built on a rock, with 
a natural fountain. Pharaah's Cfazeiteer (p. 431) mentions a curious natural phenomenon in connection 
with this. 

TiKUKUNNAN ;— li milcs west of l^dukottai. (Tirkomum.) A fine temple. 

TiBUVBNKULAM ; — 4 milcs east-south-east of Pudukottai. (Tirruvencolum.) A large temple.

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NOTES OF ANTIQUITIES IN THE PALNAD TALUK OF THE KISTNA DISTHICT. 

The Paln&d is an interesting tract of oountiy lying on the right bank of the Krifthnfi,, commenoinff from 
a point about 120 miles from tiie sea ; bounded on its north and west sides by about 76 miles length 
of the river, and having its south and east sides shut in by hills and forest land. 

Geologically this tract is important, as it contains a large quantity of marble which in many places 
flows up to the surface in long regular ridges, and imparts to the scene a very peculiar and characteristic 
•appearance. Of this stone were sculptured the celebrated marbles of the Amar&vati Tope, distant about 35 
mUes due east on the south bank of the Krishna. The Paln&d measures something over 1,090 square 
miles in area and may be described as an undulating rocky country, interspersed with hills and low forests, 
dry, and thinly popillated. It is seldom visited by Europeans as it lies entirely out of the beaten trades, 
is in a remote comer of the district, and is included in the district revenue charge of the Native Deputy 
Collector. After reading the account written by the late Mr. Boswell of the antiquities and interesting 
places of the Palnad, published in his Eeport on the antiquities of the Kistna Disteiot {in G.O.y Revenue^ 
of 7 th November 1970),! felt a strong desire personally to visit the locality and examine the places described ; 
but was unable to do so till the middle of February 1879. Starting from Ghintur on February 13th, I 
reached the southern boundarvof the Palnftd on the 20th, travelling leisurely and pursuing the route 
through the Melvftffu Pass, While on my homeward journey on March 17th my tour was unexpectedly 
cut short by a sudden emer^ncy, and I had to leave the taluk without visiting all the places I was 
anxious to inspect. I mention these dates for the benefit of future travellers, who may find the infor- 
mation useful. It must be remembered that the ensuing notes were taken when my time was much 
occupied with office- work, and that they have no pretensions to be considered exhaustive. 

The great historical interest of the Palnad centres in the chiefs known as the " Palndti Vtrah " or 
PalnSLd Heroes, whose memory is fondly cherished by all the inhabitants. Temples were erected in their 
honor, poems have been written recoimting their deeds, Hindus and Mussabnans vie with one another to 
do them reverence on their grand festival day once a year, villages are named after them, and songs sung, 
and the villagers are never tired of narrating the legends to visitors and pointing out the localities 
where each event is said to have taken place. 3eing anxious to have as complete an insight as possible 
into tiie traditions of the country, I obtained the loan of a copy of the latest poem on the subject, written 
by Mudigon^a Yirabhadra in 1862, which was said to embody in full the local legends that had 
been handed down from father to soii ; and I foimdthat my interest in visiting the country in question 
was very greatly stimulated by a perusal of the story. For, besides the natural interest aroused 
by personal visits to places alluded to in such legends, I found that my knowledge of their favorite 
romances at once established friendly relations between myself aad the villagers with whom I came in 
contact ; and I shall not readily forget the kindly courtesy I met with at their hands. 

As a preliminary, therefore, to a slight sketch of some objects of archffiological interest in the Palnad) 
I give a summary of the poem relating to the Heroes. Everything in the Paln&d is so bound up 
* witii these stories that it is impossible fully to appreciate the antiquarian lore of the place without first 
comprehending the traditions which lie nearest the heart of the people. The summary, moreover, though 
very slight, will convey an idea of the form of many other local poems in Southern IncUa, which it womd 
perhaps be well by and bye to introduce to European residents in some palatable shape. 

r think there is every reason to suppose that the legend is founded on fact ; and, though the exact 
date of these Painful chiefs is not easy to be arrived at, my impression is that they flourished in the earlier 
portion of the 14th century A.D. As stated below, the date given to me as traditional by an old Brahman 
at Karempu4i» the site of the Heroes' temples, is A,D. 1386. An inscription on a mandapam in the 
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prinoipal temple says that that portion of the building was erected in A.D. 1333.^ On another small 
man4apam is an inscription of A.D. 1318-28 (one figure is illegible) ; while a slab bearing date A.D. 
1396 records the result of a religious dispute, which was decided hy some qhiefs styled ** Palndtitdru^' — 
which term may mean the Heroes themselves, their descendants or successors, or even simply the '^ people 
of the Palna4." 

Shortly the story runs that one Dodda Nayu(}.u, chief minister to the sovereign of the country, Alugu 
Bhupati, had a son named Brahma Nd.yu4u, who became minister to Alugu's successor Narasimha. But, 
being badly treated by the sovereign owing to the intrigues of a wicked and unscrupulous woman named 
N&yakurfila, Brahma N&yudu revolted, seized the king's two sons, and left the country. Returning after 
seven years, he demanded half the kingdom for the two princes, and, being refused, a war was declared, 
in which, after hard fighting, Brahma Nayudu was successful, and the royal fainily were extirpated. 
Brahma N&yucju's son Balu4u is the popular pet. He is represented as a brave and dashing youth, 
inured to every deed of darings and beloved by all aroimd him. 



ANALYSIS OF THE TELUGU MS., " PALNATI VIRULA BHAGAVATAM," OR 

« BALLAD OF THE PALNAD HEROES." 

NOTE. 

[The poem was written by Mu4igon4a Yirabhadra in 1862. It is founded on the local traditions of 
the Paln&4 country, and on previous poems on the same subject. Mr. C. P. Brown in his Telugu-Englidi 
Dictionary often refers to these poems, one of which was examined by H. H. Wilson amongst the 
Mackenzie MSS. (Vol. I, p. 306). Wilson places the date of these wars at A.D. 1080-1087, " which," 
Brown remarks (p. xi), '^ is too early." An old Karanam at K&rempfldi in the Palnad quoted to me a 
verse, which he said he remembered by rote from the traditional romance of the country. It runs thus: 
'' Gaja nahhaguna ehandmni Saka varashambuna Palndfi Vtra mmaram a^angen'* (for — genu). This gives 
the date of the end of the war as 6.8. 1308 or A.D. 1386. On the other hand, an inscription on a pillar 
of one of the temple man4apams, which in that inscription is called the '^ Man^apam of the E^U^mpUdi 
Heroes," is dated 6.6. 1256 (A.D. 1333) ; while a detached piece of a pillar bears an inscription which 
seems to show that the temple was in existence in the decade A.D. 1318-1328 ; the last figure is obli- 
terated. Local chieftains in the Palnad would m)bably be more powerful under the sway of the 
Gtinapatis of Orangal* than under that of the Ileddi sovereigns of Koncjavidu in their immediate 
neighbourhood, whose kingdom lasted from A.D. 1328 to 1427. 

The poem is dedicated to one Sankara XJllayya, who seems to be a descendant of the Paln&di heroes^ 
and at whose request it was written.] 

THE STORY. 
I. 

There is a city called Pala Machapuram.' Vishnu is worshipped there as " Chennarftyadu "* and 
6iva as ^^Mallikarjuna."^ It was ruled over by an emperor Kartaviryarjuna,^ seven generations after 



1 In this inscription the temple is caUed the ** TempU of the KArempudi SeroeSy** but it is not stated that the temple ma erected 
in thnr honor.

* This is the name under ,wliidi Siva is worshipped in many temples about this country. The great temple at Snteilaih i» 
dedicated to the same deity. Srifeilaih is only 26 miles from the western border of the Pabi&<j[. 

* ** KdrtMvifydryuna, king of the Haihayas. The Vishnu Furdna (Wilson's edition, lY, 21) states that he had 1,000 arni» 
and agolden chariot that went of itsdf wherever he wiUed. He ruled for 85,000 years. Many wondrous deeds are related of him. 
The E^dhayas are said to have been a Scythian race. ** The Vishnu Pur&^a represents them as descendants of Haihaya of the Yadii 
race (Lunar), but they are generally associated with borderers and outlying tribes.'* They took Benares, but were afterwards 
driven back. Kftitavirya is said tO' have been defeated and had his arms cut off by Paratiu R&ma. {Dow9(m,) 
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whom oame Sundara Chakravarti,^ whose eldest son was named Alum Bhupati. The ministers of these 
sovereigns belonged to the Yellama oaste. The chief of these was Dodda N^yudu. 

Dodda Na7u4u married Silamma, and had five sons, Peddanna, Brahma N&y\]4u> Perinldu, B€uini4u, 
and Malliiudu. 

Alugu Bhupati married (1) Yira Yidya Devi (also known as Mailamma) and (2) Bhtirama Devi. 
As neither of these had a son, Alugu adopted Feddanna, eldest son of Do44a N&yu^u and Silamma, 
although he was of a different caste, Alugu being a Elshatriya and Feddanna a Sudra Yellama. 

When Feddanna came of age, Alugu Bhupati determined to marry him to a Kshatriya girl, and sent 
heralds to the kings of many countries (such as Mslava, Konkana, Dravi^a, Matsya, Kalinga, Yideha, 
Sindhu, Bangdla, Kartida, Kosala, Trikarta, Yidarbha, Fulinda, L&ta, Panohala, Yaraha^ Madraka, 
Daddrna),^ all of whom however refused to give their daughters in marriage to a man of the Budra caste. 
At last the heralds came to Chandavolu' ^' in the Andhra^ country," and there a Brahman recommended 
them to go to the king Kancharla Krishna Qandharva, a E^shatriya, and obtain his youngest daughter on 
the pretence that the prince Feddanna was a man of his own caste. ' 

The heralds went to Kancharla' (described as a magnificent city)^ and passed through the various 
gates tiU they came to the hall of audience and saw the king. The heralds, who were Brahmans, ignoring 
the adoption, told the king that their lord, a Kshatriya, wcuited to marry his eldest son to this king's 
daughter Mukta Lavamba. The king gladly consented. 

The heralds returned to Machapuram and told the king, who, after getting ready a procession with 
great pomp^ set out with Yira Yidya Devi and Feddanna, and travelled to Kancharla. The marriage duly 
took place, and Yira Yidya Devi returned to Machapuram, leaving Feddanna at Kancharla. 

It happened in course of time, that the sons of king Krishna Gandharva, a hundred in number, 
thought badly of Feddanna, saying that he was weak and cowardly, and the latter, hearing of this 
undeserved scorn, determined to undeceive them. One day therefore, at a hunting party, Feddanna gave 
them such tokens of his prowess that they all admitted his superiority, and, terrified by his threats, 
consented to allow him to brand each and all of them on the thigh.^ 

Shortly after this, at a durbar held in the palace, a bard attached to the Palna^ family, while extol- 
ling jthe valour of Feddanna in the presence of all the princes, foolishly let it be known that he belonged to 
the Sudra caste. The princes, filled with rage, having told this news to their father, they one and all 
counselled to slay Feddanna for his deceit ; but the princes were afraid to attack him, knowing his strength 
and valour. King Krishna then hit on a stratagem. He reminded them that he possessed a colt of furious 
and ungovernable temper, which was bom of a Qandharva^ horse at the black tank of Kancharla, and said 



> The reader must not be led away- by these high-sounding names. *' ChakravartV* means a sovereign having tmiversal dominion ; 
whereas this Sundara, father of Alugu ('* Bhupati,** ** Lord of the Garth*'!}, was a local chieftain of no great power and possessing 
little territory. But the poetical imagination may be aUowed a little scope. All through the work the chief, his family, his country, 
chief town, soldiers, &c., are glorified into — an universal sovereign, lands on which the sun never sets, cities built of gems, whose 
streets were paved with gold, and every inhabitant dressed in silks and satins, armies in number as the sand of the sea, and so on. 
It is pretty but untrue. 

' The poet has here inserted a number of names of countries of ancient India. They occur in the Jfahdihdrata. Mdlava 
(s Malwa), Kohkana^ Dravida, Kalmgay Sinde, Bengal, £oiaia, are all well-known names and need no explanation, MaUya is 
mentioned in the i£ahdbKdrata and its people called the Matsyas, but their locality is doubtful. Videha is Tirhtlt. KdrHia was 
somewhere near Malwa. Trikartaf called Trigarta in the Vishnu Purdna, was a hill State not far from Kashmir, and its people were 
mountaineers. Vidarbha is Berar. Fulinda appears never to have been the name of any particular fixed territory. The expression 
** The Pulindas " was apparently one of several similar terms given to any barbarous tribe or abject race. Lata (Zari^f— Ptolemy) is 
Ehandeish and part of Gujar&t. Pdnehdla was the country north and west of Delhi, between the foot of the Himalaya and the 
Ghumbul. Vardha is a tract near the source of the KriahQA. Madraka is mentioned in the *' Mahdhhdratay but its locality seems 
doubtful. Da^dma, a tract about the river of that name in Bandelkhand. Further information will be found in H. H. Wilson*s 
<' Vishnu Purdna'* edited bv HaU. 

3 Chandaoilu is a considerable village in the KrishigA Western Delta. It was possibly of greater importance in former years. 
Close by it were found buried a number of Buddhist or Jaina copper images now in tilie library at fiezvftda ; and a few years ago were 
discovered near the village several large masses of pure gold, probably the remains of jewels, &c., melted down and buried during a 
period of disturbanoe in the country. Fourteen miles noi^-east is the ruined Buddhist Stupa of Bha^iprOlu* ChandavOlu is nine miles 
from the present seacoost. 

^ This term is generally used as synonymous with the Telugu oountay. The Andhra sovereigns were a very powerful race in 
the earlier part of uie Christian era. 

^ Kauchorla* I cannot identify this place, but it may be a village called Kaftchala on the Muniyeru river, a tributary of the 
Kfish^a almost opposite Amarft vati. 

'The poem stotes that the princes accounted to their wives for the branding by saving that it was a custom of their (''the 
southern*') countrv, and that Feddanna being a north-coimtry-man had naturally no such mark. This would seem to imply that 
Kaficharla was south of the Paln&d- If so, the Kaficharla suggested above, on the Muniyeru, would not apply to the place in question. 

^ The Oandharvas are heavenly musicians, spirits. They are the husbands of the Apsaraa. Their celestial cities are described as 
being very splendid^ The intention here is to imply that the colt was a supernatural animal. 
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that he would give this horse a^ a present to Peddanna. It would certainly kiU him, as it had killed 3,000 
men before ; and the prinoess^ lus wife, would bum herself on his pyre. Thus, in the death of both^ 
would the disgrace be i^iped out. 

The king accordingly gave Peddanna the wild horse ; and Peddanna, mounting it, was carried up to 
the sky and visited the court of Indra, who receiyed him kindly and directed him to slay the treacherous 
princes. 

Meanwhile the people vainly searched for him, and, concluding that he was dead^ prepared the 
funeral pyre for his wife Lavajiiba^s sati. When all was ready the princess, loudly lamenting her lord's 
decease, bravely ascended the pyre ; when Peddanna, descending rapidly from the sky, leant over his 
horse's neck and hung down his turban-cloth. The princess seized it, and, mounting, sat beside him. 
Then the demon-horse proceeded to destroy Kanohaf la. He razed all the palaces, houses, and temples to 
the ^und, and slew thousands of the people ; while the king and all his armies, vainly attempting to 
stay his vengeance, were defeated and killed. 

When the destruction was complete the horse, still carrying Peddanna and Lavaiiib&, proceeded 
towards the Palnd4 country. 

When they arrived at Pamugallu, a place full of worshippers of Siva, the prince and princess lay down 
to sleep on a black smooth rock near the town. The faithful horse kept watch, and a lengthy conversa- 
tion is recorded which he had with a miraculous cock during the long hours of the night. The cock, it 
appears, was an enchanted robber and of very great strength, so that it had no equal in the fight. 

Next morning the horse conveyed the couple to the mountain Nagarjuna, where they worshipped 
" the saints in its caverns," and thence travelled nome to M&chapuram. They were received with great 
rejoicings by the king and his wife, Peddanna's own mother 6ir&nibik& (^ilamma), and all the courtiers 
and people of the city.

[The Second Part commences with a narrative of the birth of Sil§jiiba's second son 
Brahma Nayudu, making him out to be a miraculous child^ in fact Yishnu 
himself. The story is all told in a most exaggerated style. It ends by 
repeating the names of Dodda Nayudu's sons, «.<?., Peddanna, Brahma Nayuiju, 
Perinidu, Surinidu, and Mallinidu.] 

Peddanna, as narrated, married king Krishna Gandharva's daughter Mukta Lavaihba. Brahma 
Nd.3ni4u married Yaithaitiba, sister of one Perini4u. She is also known as Idamma. Perinidu married 
Gauranmia. Stlrinidu married Siramma. Malliiii4u married Machamma. 

On a certain day king Alugu Bhupati was advised by his wise Brahmans in durbar to go on a 
pilgrimage to the sacred places ; and he did so, taking with him his minister, Dodda Nayudu, the latter'a 
sons, and a crowd of attendants. They visited all the sacred plstces of the north, and bathed in the holy 
rivers, returning at last to the Krishna, where they halted at Amaravati. While there one morning 
Brahma Nayudu and Perinidu were bathing near the Amaredvarasvami temple, when a Brahman came 
and asked for alms. Observing that he had no mark on his forehead, contrary to the usual custom, they 
asked him the reason for this. The Brahman repUed that he lived at Chandavolu/ where there reigned a 
king who possessed some sparrows of such strength and boldness that they used to attack the Branmana 
in order to eat the pounded rice with which the black marks were made ; and as in doing so they made 
terrible wounds on the Brahmans' heads, the latter had given up wearing their customary marks. 

The princes, becoming jealous of the power of this king, disguised themselves as Brahmans and 
proceeded to Chandavolu to the royal palace. The king was named Dhavala Sankhya. The sparrows at 
once attacked them, but the princes beat them off. Then the guards of the palace challenged them to fight 
for killing the sparrows, and both parties went together to the hall of audience. A combat was arranged 
and the King decided that if the princes won he would give his dai^hter to their sovereign, but if the 
guards won, the Palnad chief's daughter should be given to him. This was agreed on by all parties. 
The combat then took place in the presence of the king, Perinidu fighting the two guards alone and 
killing them. 

The king, however, became enraged at the death of his followers and gave the signal ior his soldiers

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to attack Periuldu. They did so ; but Perimdu's strength was such that he slaughtered them all single- 
handed. The king fled to his palace and made terms, and Brahma Nd^yudu consented to a peace being 
concluded on condition of receiving the Chandavolu king's daughter for his sovereign. This was agreed 
to^ and the princes returned to Alugu Bhtipati and informed him of what had taken ]place. 

Alugu JBhupati set out with great pomp for Chandavolu for the marriage ceremomes, and was met by 
king Dhavala Sankhya with due honor. The marriage took place at Chandav5lu, the king's daughter 
MaUamba receiving five villages in dowry, besides cloths, ornaments, and cattle. 

Alugu Bhtipati remained some time at Chandavolu which is near the sea, and after building three 
villages in honor of Dodda Nayudu, Silaihba and Perimdu, went to Kotappa Konda/ otherwise called 
YeUamanda hill, to worship 6iva. On his return to the Palnad with his new bride he halted at the 
Nagil^ru* river and built two temples, one to ftiva and one to Vishnu, and a city which he called Qurzala,* 
from the Quruganga creepers there ; and so pleased was he with Ghu^a that he made it his chief town. 

[One Teppala Nayudu is here introduced into the story ; but it is not clear who he is.] 

Brahma Nayudu's wife had a brother named Kanamanldu, who became closely attached to Brahma 
Nayudu. 

At this time Vira Vidya Devi, the kind's first wife, gave birth to two sons, Narasimha Bhupati 
and Kanna Mahedvara ; and Bhuramma Devi, the second wife, also gave birth to two sons, Qatha Perumalu 
and Jetti Perumalu. 

It happened one day that Do4da Nayudu and Teppala Najrudu, being on a hunting excursion, camped 
near Narlakonda, where a farmer presented them with some seeds which they took home and sent into the 
harem. The women desiring more, Teppala Nayudu took a number of his followers and plundered the 
farmer's fields, taking a rich booty of the same grain to Ourzala. The unfortunate farmer complained to 
his sovereign, who thereupon sent a hostile message to king Alugu Bhupati. Dodda Nayudu was accord- 
ingly sent with an expedition to Narlakonda together with Teppala Nayudu,; and the march of the army 
is described in highly vivid colors. In the battle which ensued the army of Narlakonda was utterly 
defeated, their king slain, and the town and palace plundered. The conquerors then returned in triumph 
io Gurzala and there was peace for a time. 

Afterwards Yira Vidya Devi, or Mailamma again gave birth to two sons, who were called Bdlama 
and Devulu. 

m. 

The heroine of the story is now introduced. 

In the village of Kamsdapadu, one day, a poor farmer while engaged at ^ork in his field f oujid a 
female child lying deserted in a hedge. He rescued her, took her home, and brought her up as his own 
daughter. On the very same day he happened to discover a great store of buried treasure in his field, 
and making good use of this, he by-and-bye became very rich. The child was named Ndyakurdla. 

When she came to years of maturity, her adoptive father gave her in marriage; and soon after, all 
her relatives dying, she was left sole mistress of the iomiense wealth of her father and husband. She 
used her property to good advantage, lent money in usury, and acquired such ^at possessions that at last 
she became a person of great infiuence and power in the country, and was mtroduced to the court of 
king Alugu Bhupati, where she became a constant friend and adviser of the king. She was however at 
heart a very bad woman, and owing to her machinations the palace, formerly so peaceful, became a scene 
of constant strife. She caused the king to quarrel with Dodda Najrudu, and the latter resigned the seals 
of his office as prime minister to his second son Brahma Nayudu, who abused his power by murdering 
first the king, and afterwards his own father Dodda Nayudu.'* 

Brahma Nayudu then crowned the king's eldest son (by Mailamma) Narasimha Bhupati, and became 
the chief man in the kingdom, the new king being entirely dependent on him. 

N&yakurala's ambition and malice knew no bounds ; and on one occasion, when king Narasiihha was

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on a hunting expedition and became much distressed and parched with thirst onving to the great heat of 
the sun, she arranged that he should unexpectedly arrive at a shadj bower made on puipose for him by 
herself, where he found all that the heart of man could desire — cool shade, a bath prepared for him, excellent 
food, and the rest he so mudi required. So pleased was the king with his entertainment that he consented 
to the request of Nd.yakurdla that she should rule the kingdom for a few hours without interference. 
This agreed on, they returned together to Gurzala. 

Shortly afterwards Nayakurala claimed her reward, and the king handed over the government to 
her. She secretly issued her orders, plundered the whole country side, and pouring immense stores of 
wealth at the feet of the king, told him that that was the sum which, if the country were properly 
governed, he ought to receive daily. She persuaded him that Brahma Nayudu was faithless and deceiving, 
and that he himself seized all the nation's wealth. In this way she induced the king to confide entirely 
to her, and to turn aside from his trust in Brahma Nayudu. The latter however turned the tables on 
N&yakur&la by himself supporting and feeding all the people she had despoiled, and thus gaining their 
love and devotion. 

Nayakurala now plotted to destroy the young princes Balama and Dfivulu, and partially succeeded by 
her arts. Daily incitmg them to evil deeds, she persistently poisoned the king's mind against them ; 
and at last brought matters to a crisis by inducing them to kill a bird that always overshadowed and 
protected the king. In affected indignation and sorrow she declared to the king; that the boys were not 
fit to live. Naraisiiiiha Bhtipati accordingly decreed their death. He entrusted their murder to Naya- 
kurala, who shut the boys up in a large wooden chest and ordered her servants to bum it in a field. 

But Sllamma, their grandmother, discovered the plot, and before the box left the palace her servants 
drew it up to the upper windows, rescued the princes, and filled it with stones. They then let it down 
again, and it was taken to a forest hard by and burnt ; while ^ilamma summoned Brahma Nayudu, who 
took the two princes and went to his own village. He then openly threw off all allegiance to the king, 
rallied the inhabitants of ninety villages, and' with a vast company left the city of Ghirzala for ever. They 
journeyed a short distance and built a splendid new city, which they called Macharla,^ on the banks of 
the Chandravanka, with magnificent temples dedicated to Vishnu and Siva. Kanamanldu, too, built 
himself a handsome palace on the summit of a hill close by called Eottalamitta. 

Brahma Nayudu then made a division of the kingdom between the two young princes Balama and 
Ddvulu, and became their joint minister, with complete power. 

Now it so happened that the wives of the five Nayudu brothers, sons of Dodda Nayudu, had no 
children ; and being distressed at their condition, they assembled six other women of different castes, and 
together made a solemn propitiatory ceremony to Vishnu. The priests directed each of the women to 
eat a certain fruit, and Idamma, the wife of Brahma Najrudu, obeyed. The four other princesses, however, 
refused to eat the fruit, but the other six women followed Idamma's example. It thus happened that 
in course of time Idamma and the six women were blessed each with a son, while the four princesses 
remained childless. 

Idamma^s child was bom under a very unlucky star, and when the astrologers told Brahma Nayudu 
of thisj he condemned the child to be carried away to the forest and left in a cave to die. He entrusted 
Kanamauidu, his faithful vassal, with this work. Kanamanldu took the boy to the jungles, but his heart 
failed him at the last ; and as he sat wailing and lamenting and uncertain how he should act, it happened 
that Perinidu, travelling home on his way irom Chandavolu, passed close by the place. Perinidu heard 
a sound of crying and callings and, thinking that it proceeded from devils, he attacked E^anamanidu, 
whom he had not before seen. A great fiffht ensued, which, however, ceased on mutual explanations 
being offered, and Perinidu carried off the Doy alive to his own house* 

lY. 

The Canto commences by enumeratiilg the sons of the seven women lately alluded to. Idanmia's son 
was named Bala Nayudu. The others were respectively named Manubotu ^ Raja, Doranna, Viradu, 
Terkudu, Chendanna, and Manchanna. These seven children were brought up together at Perinldu's 
house.

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A few years later, Kanamanidu (who is henceforth generally called Kanama D&su^) being one day 
seated before the throne of Brahma Nayudu at Macharla, in the presence of all the princes, called to him 
his daughter Manchela, a little girl, and proclaimed aloud that he wished to marry her to a youth of 
some high family. Perinidu, hearing this, s^nt for his nephew^ Brahma Nayudu's son, who had been so 
opportunely rescued, and who had ever since been living concealed in Perinldu's house ; and on his 
arrival, caused him to sit by his uncle. Brahma Nayudu recognised his son and was struck with amaze- 
ment, as he had thought him dead ; but Kanama Dasu then disclosed the whole story and narrated 
how Perinidu had rescued the lad and brought him up in his own house. The Chief, however, yielded to 
his superstitious fear, and again command^ h\m to be taken away and slain. With much lamentation 
the courtiers and followers led the boy to a broad stone outside the town, and there, for the second time, 
his life was wonderfully spared ; for when Kanama Dasu, true to his orders and despite the remon- 
strances of the by-stcuiders, struck a violent blow at Bala Nayudu's head, the sword was shattered in his 
hand and fell to the ground in powder. Joyfully Bala Najrudu was led back to the court, and there, 
at the request of the courtiers, Brahma Nayudu received back the boy into his own family. 

Brahma Nayudu then demanded Manchelamma for his daughter-in-law, but her father Kanama DS43u 
refused to give her in marriage unless he received as much gold as a cart could carry in seven '^ gadyas "^ 
from Brahma Nayudu's house to his own. Brahma Nayudu at once consented and sent to him great 
masses of gold according to promise. (Kanamanidu is represented as being very avaricious over the 
matter.) 

The marriage of Bala Nayudu and Manchejamma was then performed with great pomp. 

It so happened that, just at this time Nayakurala of Ghirzala, wishing to know now affairs were 
proceeding in Brahma Nayudu's city and court at Macharla, sent one Yelladu thither to spy out the land. 
But Yelladu was recognized, and being brought before BrcQnna Nayudu, was questioned about the affairs 
of the king, his suzerain. The spy was sent back to Ghirzala unmolested, and gave very grand accounts 
of Brahma Nayudu's greatness, of the wealth of his city and people, and of the beauty of Kanama 
Dasu's palace on the hifi. 

Nayakurala was enraged at this vision of prosperity, and sent a large force of robbers and. lull tribes 
to plunder Macharla. But Kanama Dasu defeated them, placed bags of sand on their backs, and drove 
them before him to QtLrzala. When he came near the city, NayakursQa came out in person and insulted 
Kanama Dasu with opprobrious epithets, on which the latter pursued her with intent to kill her. But 
she fled before him and reached the palace in safety. 

Meanwhile Brahma Nayudu, finding Kanama Dasu absent and being anxious, set out for Ghirzala 
on a pretext that he was about to visit the king, his sovereign. On arrival at Ghirzala he was graciously 
received by Narasiiiiha Bhupati, though Nayakurala tried vainly to destroy him in various ways. She 
dug a pitfall in the road, which he evaded, and she tried to poison him at a feast ; but Brahma Nayudu^ 
though he swallowed the poison, suffered no harm owing to his miraculous birth. 

After this feast the king and his guest repaired to the outer courtyard for sport, and foimd 
Nayakurala engaged in reviling Brahma Nayudu openly before the people and holding him up to 
contempt. She was witnessing fights between several pairs of animals, and in each case dubbed the 
conqueror *' Nayakurala " and the defeated one " Brahma Nayudu." When Brahma Najrudu heard this, 
he loudly blamed her conduct ; and presently the tables were turned, and he had his revenge ; for a 
cock that had been defeated and had accordingly been named contemptuously " Brahma Nayudu,'* 
suddenly revived, and defeated in turn not only its late conqueror, but all opponents one after another. 

Filled with anger at this event, Nayakm^a boldly challenged Brahma Najrudu to a grand battle 
between their champion cocks ; and, after due preliminaries, the match was arranged. The terms were 
as follows ; whichever of the two owned the defeated cock was to be deprived of all possessions, family, 
palaces, kingdom, and Wealth, to journey forth into exile, cross the loishna at Ysfedvararii,* and live 
in the jungle for seven years, only at the expiration of that period returning to family and kingdom. 

Nayakurala at once bought up all the cocks in the Palnad, so that Brahma Nayudu could, not even

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procure a bird to fight for him. But luckily his brother Peddanna remembered the miraculouB cock he 
had met with at Pamugallu,^ and Brahma Najrudu set out on a journey to get it. The Fates befriended 
him, and he met with a man of such prowess and strength that, though obstructed at every step, he 
fought his way through a succession of foes, reached P&mugallu in safety, and carried the cock back in 
triumph to Brahma ^fayudu. 

All being now ready for the match, B&la Gopanna, a friend of Brahma Nayudu's, was appointed 
judge ; and with great ceremony the cocks were loosed in the presence of the king and all the courtiers 
and people of Qni^a. 

To the amazement of all, Brahma Nsiyudu's cock no sooner crowed than all the birds of N&yakurdia 
fell down dead. Brahma Nayudu was about to be proclaimed the victor, when N&yakurdia bribed 
some sorcerers to help her, who threw such a spell over Jorahma Nayudu's cock that it died on the spot. 

Then a great wrath filled the breast of Bala Gopanna, and he fell upon all Nayakurdla's armies and 
destroyed them single-handed. But meeting with her general Muwala Bluma, he declared that he 
could no longer live since the cock was dead, and at his urgent request Bhima beheiEuied him. 

Then Kanama Dasu, who had started from Macharla^ thinking some evil had befallen Bala Gopanna, 
came to the spot, and finding the corpses of both him and the cock, carried them to Brahma N&yudu ; 
and the chief, exercising his miraculous powers, restored B&la Gopanna to life, and left bim to govern 
the city of Mkcharla, wnile he, Brahma Nayudu, fulfilled his penance. 

With an immense retinue Brahma Nayudu set out from his home, and on his way met with several 
adventures. Amongst others he killed a tiger ^ which was really an enchanted Brahman, who resumed 
his human shape and promised him powerful aid. While they were crossing the river at Yel^varam, 
Brahma Nayudu was attacked by an inmiense alligator.^ He jumped down the animal's throat, remain- 
ing there for three days and nights, and at last emerged and rejoined the armies and his relatives on the 
river bank, the alligator, a bewitched female, resuming at the same time its human shape. 

After marching for 20 miles, Brahma Nayudu halted his forces and built a city, Mandadi/ in the 
forest, where they hved for three years, one Lafikanna being made the military commander of the place. 

When Nayakurdla at Gurzala heard of their prosperity, she sent a number of foresters and robbers 
to drive off the cattle of the new settlers. This was done and Lankanna was killed ; but Kanama Dasu 
defeated the enemy and drove them off. 

Brahma Nayudu after this was not satisfied of his own safety, and decided to cross the river south- 
wards. He quitted Mandadi, forded the river at Dommarla Rdvu^ with all his retinue, and arrived at 
^ridailam,® where they worshipped Siva, the deity of the place. 

There was at that time living at Sn^ailam a king named Makka Raja, who asked Brahma Nayudu 
to tell him his history. Brahma Nayudu courteously consented, and after the narration begged the Baja 
to lend him a crore of gold coins on the security of his all-conquering sword. But Makka j^aja declined 
this modest request, and in lieu of gold presented Brahma Nayudu with 23 villages.^ 

Brahma Nayudu then went to Tripurantakam ® and resided there, building a temple to Vishnu 
under the name of '^ Chennaraya " at Markapuram. Afterwards he removed to, and lived at, 
Medapi. 

The^seven years' banishment having expired, Brahma Nayudu sent B>achamalla (also called Ala 
Haja or Ala Bachamalla), the son-in-law of king Narasiitiha Bhupati, to Macharla, on a mission to the 
king. The reason for this selection was as follows : — There had been a great combat fought between 
Ala Bachamalla and Peddanna owing to a quarrel arising out of a dispute between their respective 
grooms, and the fight was only put an end to by the peremptory interference of Brahma Nayudu. But

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^though for the time they patched up a friendship, there was always really a feeling of hostility between 
Ala Baohamalla and Peddanna ; and Brahma Nayu4u, siding with his brother, selected lUchamalla for a 
mission whioh he oonsidered fraught with danger. 

V. 

After obtaining with some diffioulty the consent of his father and mother, Ala Rgja set out on his 
mission, receiving from Brahma Nd.3ni4u a necklace of *^ Tulasi,"^ which he declared would render him 
invulnerable. 

This present of Brahma N&yudu's, however, was not intended to have its proper effect^ for no sooner 
had Ala Bkja started than Brahma N&yu4u despatched his young son Balu4u after him, with instruc- 
tions to Ret back the necklace by some stratagem. The boy set out, mounted on a fine ram, and over- 
taking Ala Baja he challenged him to a jumping match. A river was selected^ and Ala B&ja tried to 
leap it, but his horse's hind legs dropped into the water, while Baludu's ram cleared it easily. Ala Baja, 
therefore, according to agreement, stripped _himself of all his jewels and ornaments ; but Baludu kept 
only the tulasi-necMace, and after assisting Ala lUja to continue his journey, himself returned triumph- 
antly to his father. 

Meanwhile Ala Rachamalla proceeded on his journey, reached Gurzala in safety, and presented 
himself before his father-in-law. After the usual preliminaries, he stated the object of his mission, 
which was that half the kingdom should be peaceably given up to the princes Balama and Ddvulu, 
and that the banished heroes should be allowed to return to their own country. The king, however, 

feremptorily refused, and threatened to make war on the exiles if they dared to press their request, 
n reply Ala Baja recounted the bravery and power of Brahma Najrudu, Peddanna, Perinidu, Mallinidu, 
dQrinidu,.Kanama Dasu, Balu4u, and the rest ; but Narasiihha Bhupati persLsted in his refusal. 

So Ala Baja departed and went angrily to Charla Ghi4ipa4^^ where he met Kanama Dasu and 
declared to him that he would never return unsuccessful to the presence of Brahma Nayu4u. 

Nayakurala now appears on the scene again ; as usual, in the character of a murderess. She induced 
a Brahman to poison Ala Baja, so that he died ; and his wife, the king's daughter, beinff summoned from 
Qurzala just in time to see him alive, called Kanama Dasu to her aid, and carried his body to the king, 
whom she publicly reviled for his treachery. Then the p^ returned mourning, with the body of the 
dead prince, to the court of the exiled heroes at Md4api, and there the body was burnt and the widowed 
princess Yiraihbika destroyed herself on the funeral pyre. 

Then Brahma Nayu4u summoned all the chiefs, princes, and heroes, and in open conclave vowed 
vengeance against king Narasimha, Nayakurala, and tneir dependants ; and all present swore to support 
him to the death. 

Preparations were at once hurried on, and the army marched towards Ghirzala and camped on the 
left bank of the Nagileru. The armies of the heroes extended from G^lapa4u on the east, by Melavagu on 
the south, to Macharla on the west, and on the north to Pondugal. Ghu^a was thus almost surrounded. 

[After a description of the army, the march, and the camp, the story reverts to younff prince Balu4u, 
son of Brahma Nayu4u ; and the whole of the rest of the canto is devoted to a description of his endeavours, 
successful at last, to induce his mother to allow him to join the army in the tram of Brahma Nayu4u. 
Domestic scenes with his wife, and their conversations, arguments, entreaties, &c., are fully described.] 

VI. 

After taking leave of his wife and mother, yoimg Balu4u proceeded on his journey to join the army of 
the Heroes, and came at last to the mountain Nalla Kon4a. Biding the wonderful ram mentioned above, he 
sprung to the summit of the mountain, whence he espied below him the splendid camp of the army of his 
father with the tents of the chiefs, &c. With one bound he leaped from the mountain on to the tent of 
Eanama Dasu, which broke with his weight.' 

Kanama Dasu, burning with fury at this indignity, rushed from his tent ; but when he saw Balu4u, he 
shed tears of joy and embraced him.

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Baludu then went forward and visited the princes Bdlama and Ddvulu and all the leaders and chiefs. 
Finally he went to his father, who received him with great joy and told him the latest news of the 
campaign. It appears that a treaty had been concluded. After some conversation, BgJudn, being dusty 
and travel-stained, repaired to the banks of the river, intending to bathe. He did so, but as he bathed 
he saw that the water was tinged red as with blood. When he returned to the camp, he found that 
the conclusion of the treaty was being signalized by the preparation by king Narasiibha of a great 
banquet, at which all the chiefs of Brahma Nayudu's forces were assembled. Bfilu4u, however, loudly 
declared that the food was poisoned, and that it would be much better to die in battle than to perish so 
ignominiously at the hands of the enemy. All present warmly supported him, and the greatest excitement 
sjpread through the camp. Preparations were made for a great and decisive battle, and amongst other 
dispositions, Brahma Nd.yudu authorized Bftludu and his companions at once to attack the enemy with all 
their strength. He sent away the princes Balama and Ddvulu in charge of Kanama Dasu to a safe retreat 
at Bid^japuram. 

Battle was joined, and Bdlu4u utterly defeated the anny of the king and returned victoriously and 
full of joy to his father. 

But the war was not at an end, for Bdlu(J.u had in mercy croared those of the enemy who fled from 
the field, and amongst others KLnc^ Narasirhha escaped in saiety. He speedily called up reinforce- 
ments and returned to the attack, when there ensued another terrible battle. Fortune this time favored 
the sovereim's army, and, after performing prodigies of valour, Baludu, his companions, and a vast 
nimiber of Brahma Nayudu's fighting men were slain, and the day irretrievably lost. The king himself 
however lost his life in this battle, and when the news reached the young princes Balama and DSvulu, 
they were so overcome with sorrow that they both died ; ^ and Kanama D§.su, their guardian, returned to 
the army. 

The news of this victory quickly reached Ghirzd,la, and Nayakurala, thinking that a favorable oppor- 
tunity had arrived for completing the destruction of the whole of Brahma Nayudu's force, sent up further 
reinforcements to the seat of war. A third battle took place, in which Peddanna, single-handed, put to 
flight all the troops of the enemy. Shortly after this, another of the king's armies was signally defeated 
by Komma B&ja, who, however, was mortally wounded in the action and died soon afterwards. 

Then followed a great and decisive battle, in which the whole of the forces on each side were arrayed 
against one another. The armies covered large tracts of country, and the poet describes Nayakuidla as 
arraying her forces in four grand divisions to oppose the enemy. 

Brahma Navudu's four generals were Perinidu, G-andu Kanamanidu, and Sunkara Dama Nd^yudu, 
whose forces withstood Nftyaiurala's four annies. Perinidu opposed tiie royal army of the east, 
Sunkara Dama Nayu4u that of the south, Ghindu Kanamani4u fought against the army of the west, and 
Kanama Dd.su against that of the north. A vivid description of the flght is given. 

Perini4u defeated the army opposed to him, but was killed at Sannagan41a.^ Kanama Dosu's four 
brothers were killed at Chintapalle,^ but Kanama Dasu himself defeated his opponents and returned to 
Brahma Nayu4u. The battle over, the chiefs deeply lamented the terrible loss of life, and Brahma 
Nayu4u, bent on raising to life again all his dead companions, directed Kanama Dasu to collect all the 
bodies of ibe heroes together into one place and then go to Me4api and bring up all the women, the 
wives of the slain. He then sent two women to procure all kinds of herbs emd drugs. When they 
arrived, the chief performed the necessaiy solemn mcantations and the dead rose up again and lived. 
They assumed the forms of devotees of Vishnu and remained at Karempu4i. Then arrived all their 
wives at Karempu4i from Md4api, and each recognized her husband standing before her alive, though 
changed. They all bathed in the Nagileru, and men stood himibly before their lord. 

Brahma ]!Nayu4u then set himself to erect many temples and shrines on the east of the Nagil^ru, 
where they are to be seen to this day i* and appointed Brahman priests to carry out the necessary 
worship. 

Nkyakurdla now determined on one last attempt at conquest. She advanced against Brahma N&yudu 
in person with all her remaining forces. But the latter sent out Kanama Dasu to meet her ; and in the 
battle which ensued Nayakurala's force was defeated and herself chased and at last captured. Bound

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hand and foot she was taken to Brahma Nayudu, whose magnanimity was so great that, in spite of all 
her misdeeds, he spared her life and forgave her. 

And now the history oomes to a olose in a sort of grand transformation scene. 

Brahma Nayudu assembled the revivified chiefs, Nayakurfila's followers, and those of his own family 
and friends who remained alive ; and they all made a solemn procession and journeyed to GKittikonda,^ 
where they entered the great cave which contains at the end a stream of pure water from the Granges. 

Here he gave up his himian shape and assumed his true divine attributes as Vishnu himself, while 
the heroes, each plimging into the Granges water, assumed the forms of the gods and went to heaven.

NOTES ON SOME ANTIQUITIES IN THE PALNAD. 

The first halt after leaving Ghintur is generally made at Farinoipuram (13 miles to the west). A fine 
view of the Kondavi4u hills and the fortincations on them is obtained from the road. The Kon4avidu 
Hill Bange is the site of a strong fort, said to have been built by the Be4di chiefs, who succeeded 
Pratapa Eudra II of Orangal in his sovereignty of the country south of the Krishna, and ruled from 
A.D. 1328 to 1427. Krishnadeva Baya of Vijayanagor got possession of it by stratagem from the 
Mussulmans who succeeded, and is said to have murdered 72 chiefs in the temple under me hill. The 
level country between the lull fort and the road to Earingipuraih abounds in remains of arohaBological 
interest, wmch will repay careful examination. There are many ruins of fine temples and buildings, 
both BQndu and Mussiuman, betokening former prosperity. One temple in particular, with a facade 
y{ columns, is very strikingly situated on the summit of a low hill, and stands out so boldly from the 
scenery that surrounds it that the spectator is irresistibly reminded of pictures, dear to the artist, of 
ruins of temples in Gfreece. At Faringipuraih is a Homan Catholic establishment founded some 200 
years ago ; but there is nothing to be seen there in the way of remarkable sculpture, or any building of 
architectural interest. Some slabs of very roughly sculptured granite which lie near the church are said 
to have been brought from Kon(lavi4u. 

Fourteen miles west-south-west of Faringipuraih is the town of NarasarIvupbta, the head-quarters 
of the taluk. There is little to be seen here except the palace of the former Zemindar, which is a lofty 
building in the Mussulman style, of considerable pretensions, having a large durbar hall and a number of 
rooms decorated with elaborate carvings and paintings. In one room the whole of the walls are covered 
with paintings glorifying the Zemindar. It is said to have been built in the last century. There are 
some gardens, once carefully watered by means of brick-and-chunam troughs and channels, and a tank 
with a building in four storeys used for raising water to a height. The whole is surrounded by a fort 
wall. {See BostoelPa Itq>art.) 

My next camp was at Rompicharla, 10 miles further on in the same direction, where there is a 
Travellers' Bungalow. It is a village on the main trunk road from Madras through Adanki to Seoun- 
derabad. It was formerly on the eaist side of the road, inside a walled enclosure. Now the village is

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outside this, on the west of the road. The old fort walls are to be seen, and inside ^them two temples, 
one dedicated to Vishnu under the name of Oopdlasvdmi^ the other dedicated to Siva.^ At the ^iva 
temple are several Naga stones, some intertwined, some single, some with many hoods, some with one. 
One has a body of a woman with a seven-headed snake as a canopy over her. They are worshipped onoe 
a year. Beyond the fort are two small shrines, outside one of which are two snake stones, one a double 
NA,ga intertwined, the other a single one. 

Ten miles north-west of Bompicharla was my next halting-place, Bommarazupalle, amongst the 
hills. Here there is nothing of interest ; but 3 and 5 miles from it respectively in a north-easterly 
direction lie the villages of Inimella and Chezarla, where there are some ancient and important inscriptions. 
I was not able to visit these places myself, but the clerk whom I sent there states that the inscription 
at Ch^zarla is of great antiquity, and that he was quite unable to read the character. Unfortunately 
he brought me no copy of any of the letters. He took copies however of the Inimella inscriptions, 
which date from the days of the Cholas and Ganapatis. 

From Bommarazupalle our march lay through the fortified gap in the hills known as the Nalia 
Gxindla Kanama or Black Bock Pass, and we camped next at Mdlvagu in a valley between the hills. A 
mountain stroam, which gives its name to the village, runs down this prettily wooded little valley, and is 
surrounded, especially towards its eastern end, with very close forest said to be infested with tigers. I 
saw no trace of them however. 

Melvaou. — The village lies 6 miles south of E&remptldi in the Palnad, and boasts of a handsome 
Yishnu temple now deserted. It consists of three parls ; the garbhalayam with a gopuram, a man- 
dapam adjoining this and contained within the same walls, called the ^'Madhyarangam or '^ Kalyana 
mandapam," where celebrations take place, and an open hall with six rows of pillars, of six each, (billed 
the ^^ Mukha man4apam." One feature of this temple is deserving of notice. Although a Vishnu 
temple, the sculptures on the pillars consist largely of emblems of Biva. Firares of the lingam are 
common. This is imusual in the case of Vishnu temples erected subsequent to the period of lUbmanuja- 
ch&ri, the great Reformer, and it would seem that, vt this was always a Vishnu temple, the pillars must 
have been brought from elsewhere and put up with reckless indilSerence to the symbolism of the sculptures 
theroon.^ A curious feature of the bracket capitals supported by the pillars is that each has, on the 
roimded front of the bracket, a serpent's head, hood, and neck, depicted as if the animal was rising 
from the inside of the pillar where the shaft joins the bracket. Outside on the walls of the main temple 
aro found, as usual, hero and there, sculpturos of fish, &c. 

At the other extremity of the village is a small insignificant -looking Siva temple. Over the small 
door-way the square stone front is decorated with a group similar in design to the Gaja Trfikfthmi of 
Vaishnava artists. But here the sitting figuro is Gbneda, and the elephants merely form an arch over 
him by interlacing their tnmks. 

Near this temple stands erect a sculptured stone, evidently of groat a^e, but now neglected and 
the object of no veneration. I was told, nowever, that, as a sort of compliment, when the villagers 
come once a year to worship the goddess of a tree hard by, and to propitiate the serpents by offerings 
to the Naga stones near it, they generally pour a little ghee and paint over this monument. The 
figure, like most of the village gods and goddesses, has four arms, carrying the sword, double-drum, 
tndent, and chakra^ but the head-dross is peculiar, as well as the shape of the head. The latter is very 
broad and thick at the chin. The head-dress is either a metal helmet surrounded with a turban and 
decorated with plumes, (»: a cloth turban with heavy folds falling on the shoulders, with plumes of 
feathers all round it. 

I have mentioned the N&ga stones near. These aro just outside the 6iva temple. Several carved 
stones have been placed round one of the rude rough-stone slab-chapels so common all over the south of 
India. Two of tnese aro serpent stones. One is half-human, half-snake, a '^ N&gendra." Another is 
a single erect Naga. Besides these thero aro figures of Vinayaka or Ganeto, of a four-armed village 
goddess that ought to have a name but has none ; and of a man with a spear, also unknown by name or 
tradition to the people of the village. Close by is a tree with a number of stones placed round it, where 
Foleramma, the village deity, is worshipped once a year ; but curiously enough thero is no figuro of this 
goddess under the tree.

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In the oentre of the ^^ is & mud-and-branoh hut of some size and pretensions, built over another 
figure of a village goddess. This is ** Patapatamma," sbter to the aforementioned Poleramma. 

A six-mile ride northwards through tiie Nftyakurala Pass (see eUHwe^ p. v) brought us to Kareriiptl4i»^ 
the plaoe so celebrated in the history of the PaliiA4 Heroes. It is full of interest. 

KlREMFupi. — ^The town stands on the left bank of the stream known as the Na^dru, the principal 
river of the Palnd49 which flows deep in a rockj bed for most part of its course, but is here wider and 
more sandy. It is about 4 miles from the range of hiUs which Dounds the Palna4 country on the south, 
and divides it from the Melvftgu valley and the level taluks on the Gunttir side. 

The points of interest atK&remptl4i are numerous, and I shall consider them in the following order : — 
(1.) Temples and man4apam8 of the Heroes. 
(2.) The temple of Vishnu. 
(3.) The temple of Siva and Ankalamma. 
(4.) Other remains* 

(1.) Temples and Mdndapams of the Seroes, — On the right bank of the Nigildru stands the temple 
dedicated to the ^^ Palna4 Heroes." 

Local tradition states that there was formerly only a small temple in their honor, but that a Mussul- 
man of rank, who took up his abode at Kareriipu4i, being struck with admiration at the prowess of 
Brahma N&yu4u and his niends, and being warned in a dream to do so by Qtkneda, laid out large sums 
of money on the place and built the fine temple of which we now see the ruins. Afterwards he was 
buried, with his brother, inside the walls, and the two graves are to be seen side by side in close 
proximity to the principal hall of the temple. 

It is a curious fact that, while the Paln&d Heroes themselves worshipped indiscriminately Vishnu 
and Siva, and while this mixture of worship is stiU largely' observed in tms out-of-the-waypait of the 
country, we have in this Heroes' temple a sort of Muscrulman coalition into the bargain. Tne Mussul- 
mans take part in the annual festival and pay their devotions to the souls of the Heroes ; and the walls 
of the temple are discolored with the sphuahes of chunam water and red paint thrown on them by 
Muhammadan admirers.^ 

The temple is enclosed in a strong stone wall, with two gateways having man4apam8 over them. 
Outside on the north are seen several detached man4apams and erect stones. A numb^ of Mussulman 
graves lie further on with stones erected over them. 

The mandapam furthest to the north is a great deal destroyed, and only four pillars and the roof 
supported by them remain. The pillars are simply squared monoliths. In front of this are two large and 
lony stones placed on end ; one bears a colossal figure of Hanum&n, the other is fashioned something 
like a pillar and has a small Hanum&n, with an inscription almost entirely destroyed. 

Nearer the temple is a handsome mandapam of 12 pillars, more or less ornamented. The roof in 
all the divisions between the pillars has well-aesigngd flower sculptures. Here and there are very poorly- 
cut figures, mere scratches on the surface, as if added by inferior artists, perhaps at a later period. 

South of this is a lofty stone slab bearing figures and inscriptions. At the top is a sim and moon, 
with a Nandi, and a Siva-lingam in the comparbnent below it. Underneath this is a panel entirely filled 
with a number of lingams. Below this again is a design of two figures. The one on the left is Hanumfin. 
He stands in front of a figure riding on a horse and has his hands clasped. I do not know who the 
rider is intended to represent. It may be Rftma, but I am not aware of his having ever been depicted as 
riding on horseback. The panel beneath this contains the figures of two women sitting with a chatty 
between_them. By the side of these two groups is a two-line Telugu inscription, which begins with the 
word " I^arudu " (6iva). The rest I cannot make out. Part is broken away, and in part, though the 
letters seem clear, we could attach no meaning to them. 

Underneath these two groups is a panel naving a curious and noteworthy inscription. Commencing 
by stating that one Lepalli Modara Mallayya erected the stone in honor of his |>arents, his priest, his 
family, and his gotram, in the year A*D. 1614 (6aka 1536), it proceeds to vilify, m the broadest terms, 
'One Ubiva Mahitu B&ja, stating that he was a great scoundrel and was exconununioated from his caste, 
and concludes with the moral reflection that a man's sins always find him out.

* A cnriotis instance of thislnixture of miths is to be found at NagOru, dose to Negapatam. Here is a famous Muhammadan 
mosque to which pilgrims resort from all parts of India. A laquir of great sanctity lies buried there, and Hindus join ^th th^ 
JiuHBulmans in wor^pping at his tomb. Brahmans even take part in this worship. 
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Near this is a little temple to a village deity, — one of the small dolmen-like erections so frequently 
seen in the villages and fields of this neighbourhood. It is built over a carved stone bearing a figure of 
Bhairava, four-armed^ with an erect serpent on each side of his feet. 

Close to the north gate of the temple is another tall slab roughly carved. At the top is a poorly 
carved figure having a chank, ohakra, and club in three of its four hands^ over an inscription commemo- 
rating a procession in honor of Vishnu held by " Allu Razu" and " Viniam Potinid." The date is not 
given. ^' Allu R&zu" may possibly be intended to signify the R&ja Ala Kaohamala, or Ala B&ja of the 
story {see p. viii). Beneath this is a figure of a raja. 

Two similar stones stand near this, one of them bearing an inscription, quite defaced, below a chank 
and chakra. 

The north gateway of the temple consists of a mandapam of 12 pillars, six on each side of the 
entrance, standm^ on high raised platforms formed of lajge slabs. On each side of the entrance the 
wall below the platform is sculptured with designs of elephants and horses and a series of large star- 
shaped ornaments. 

On one of the pillars are two female figures, one standing, one sitting. These have no ^names, 
but may very possibly be the Nftyakurala or SilAiiibikft of the story. Another has a figure of Qtme6a. 
On a third is a raja on a horse with the letters ^^ Alu Itazu." This probably represents the same raja 
mentioned above, who was sent by the hero Brahma Nd.yu4u to make a treaty and was poisoned by the 
wicked Nftyakurala. On one pillar is a figure of a man on horseback with the words " Peddala Bada 
rdvutu** below. Several of these inscriptions are written in such execrable Telugu that they are very 
difficult to interpret. Perhaps this may be accounted for by the fact that this part of the temple was 
built by Mussulmans. In the present case the words may be read " Peddala pata ravutu," i.e., ** one of the 
riders (or suvfijs) of old time. Above this is a badly-cut inscription. 

There are a few more sculptures on these pillars, but they are poor and unimportant. The 
eastern gateway of the temple is smiilar in design to the one just described, but the sculptures are not so 
numerous. On the southern and western walls there are no gateways. On the south side of the eastern 
doorway, inside, against the eastern wall, is a single stone ^ab bearing an inscription dated 6.6. 1318 
(A.D. 1396). It states that certain persons having laid a claim before the " Pamati v&ru"^ that they 
were entitled to take part in a certain ceremony, the chiefs refused permission, and the applicants went 
for redress to the chief priest. The chief priest gave the required permission ; but the chiertains persisted 
in their refusal to allow it. An enquiry was then set on foot, which resulted in clear proof that the 
princes were ri^ht and the priest wrong, and thereupon the priest made amends by presenting large 
and valuable gifts to the princes, and by recording on this slab the particulars of the case. 

The main and centrfiJ portion of the temple consists of a hall supported on 16 pillars and called the 
^ Mukha mandapam." The pillars are unomamented. One of them bears a roughly-cut inscription 
stating that the mandapam and a fine tope of tamarind trees near the temple were made in the year S.§. 
1255 (A.D. 1333). The Telugu is very bad and was evidently the work of uneducated countryfolk.* 
*' Muka'' is written for " Mukha,'' " Samchara'' for " Sammtaara,'' « Maga'' lot " Mdgha,'' " batmla'' for 
« io^ttfa," ''padita'' for '' padamata;' etc. 

On the east side of this hall is a small shrine with a little stone gopuram erected in honor of Kanama 
Dasu, the Heroes' famous servant and warrior. On the west is the garhhdlayam of the Heroes, similar 
but larger. It has 73 stones ran&^ed round the walls, each supposed to represenione of the chiefsw )&. 
Boswell gave the number as 100, but he was mistaken. 

Beyond the shrine of Kanama Dasu is a small mandapam, having in front of it a piece of a pillar 
with an inscription dated in the Saka year 1246 or A.D, 1324, cyclic year Krodhana, The last figure and 
the cyclic year cannot be deciphered. It is much damaged, but appears to record that a certain merchant 
who was in the service of the king of Oudh, erected something in or near this temple in that year. This 
date is sixty-eight years anterior to the year of the war as given to me at KareiiipCldi(«^tf p. ii). The 
country was then under the Muhammadans, who had finally defeated Pratapa Budra II of Orangal in 
A.D. \oZu* 

South of the main hall is the cooking-mandapam of the temple, called the Paka iSdld^ plain and 
unomamented. 

There are some iron weapons in the temple which the people say belonged to the Heroes. Theee

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are six in number, of the most extraordinary shapes ; spears with ends 2 and 3 feet long, armed with 
dozens of blades sticking out at various angles and adorned with jingline bells. The biggest of these 
is oalled '' N&yu4u's i^ear " or the spear of Brahma N&jrudu, the chief of the Heroes. The smallest is 
called " Baludu's." Bdludu was son of N&Tudu, and is evidently the people's pet. They speak of him 
with pride and affection. A halo of romance surrounds his sad fate, as he was but a boy when he fought 
and cued for his father's rights. 

In other parts of the town are man(][apams called by the names of others of the Heroes, or dedicated 
to their memory. Some have rough sculptures illustrating the popular legends. 

Before quitting the subject of the Heroes, I cannot refrain from mentioning a curious custom which 
still clings to K&reiiipu^i. The Heroes were fond of the ^' sport " of cock-fightings and in fact the whole 
story of their adventures hinges on the result of one of these matohes. It seems therefore to be a sort of 
point of honor amongst the people to keep up this good old custom. Accordingly, once a year 
Kdreiiipadi becomes the scene of a great cock-fighting festival, to which people throng m)m far and near, 
and large sums of money change hands. The ground about my camp near the Heroes' temple was 
covered with the remains of last year's meeting, and the feathers of birds killed or maimed in this most 
cruel pastime. 

(2.) The Temple of Vishnu. — Not far from the river bank on the west is a temple sacred to Yishnu« 
The people about here are wonderfully free from bigotiy, and I was allowed to wander about to my 
heart s content within the walls, being requested only not to enter the garbhcUayam, 

It is a fine temple, solid and good, originally older, and rebuilt of cut stone by one Adusumilli 
B&ma Nayudu in the year A.D. 1547 (Itaktakshi)^ as an inscription within the walls tells. It is said to 
have been built on the ruins of an old Yishnu temple which had been erected by the Heroes themselves. 
The appearances of the place to a certain extent confirm the story, for the present garhhalayam has its 
walls resting on carved stones considerably older than those of which it is itself built. 

(3.) The Siva Temple and Temple o/Ankdlamma. — West of the Yishnu temple stands another temple 
of about the same size, containing shrines, dedicated one to Biva and one to Afikdlamma. Inside tiie 
gateway, ranged against the wall surrounding the Ankdlamma temple, are seen several sculptured 
stones. There are seven Ndga images, some erect and single, some tibree-headed, and one having two 
snakes intertwined. One of the slabs is similar to that described by Mr. Boswell as existing in some 
villages nearer the sea. The design consists of four feet-impressions, surro^ >ded by a snake holding its 
tail in its mouth. Another is part of a frieze having a row of stiff, awkward figures like soldiers, each 
holding a trident in one hand and an umbrella in the other, with cornice-work underneath representing 
a series of conventional bulls. The umbrellas are like those carried by the inhabitants of districts on the 
Western Coast. 

Against the eastern wall is a female figure, probably Saraavatiy in a sitting posture, with four arms. 
Three are so much destroyed that it is impossible to say what emblems they upheld. The fourth has 
apparentiy a club, but it is not very distinct. Beneath the figure is a hamsa. 

Next to this is a Ndga Kanyd or snake damsel, a four-armed female figure, of which the upper 
half is that of a woman with four arms, the lower that of a serpent.^ 

Next to this again is a Bhairava^ in a standing position, witii four arms. The two right arms are 
destroyed ; the left upper arm holds a trident, the lower one a human head which a dog jumps up to 
bite at. 

By the side of this is an inscription in Telugu dated Saka 1076 (A.D. 1154), which records an 
offering of fifty goats for the purpose of making ghee for the temple lights, presented by a minister of the 
sovereign ^' Snman Mahdman(}ate6vara £ulottunga Choda GonkA !B&zu." This inscription should be 
noted. The name is that of the Chola sovereign Kulottunga Ghola II, who commenced to reign in 
A.D. 1128, and, as Dr. BumeU notes {Smth Indian PaloBography^ page 40), ruled for at least thirty years. 
The Eastern Chalukyan territories were added to those of Ghola in A.D. 1023, by an intermarriage 
of the reigning Houses. 

Near a small temple in honor of Guneda, which consists simply of a small vim&na, lies a portion of 
a frieze, while inside tne temple dedicated to 6iva under the name of Sureivarawdmi, are other portions 
of the same. The sculpture consiste simply of a series of female figures, and is very stiff and conventional 
in character. 



* Thifl being a good speoimen of these snake figures, and the villagen raising no objection whateyer to its removal, I carried it 
to the Library at Btzvada, where it now lies. 
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There is an old temple dose by, oompletely fallen down, and here and there lie portions of soulptmed 
stones belonging to it, amongst others a group of Ghija La^shmi. 

Nesur the western wall of the temple is a stone bearing the fignre of a female deity, four-handed, 
holding the trUulamj the damarukam^ and a sword. The fourth is destroyed. The figure and the 
emblems are exactly like those of all tiie Sakti goddesses found outside eveiy village, except that, in 
this instance, a horse is represented as standing facing the deity. The people call it " I)urg&." 

The principal temples are two in number, one dedicated to 6iva under the name of SureifHirasvdnU^ 
the other to the local goddess Ankdlamma. Each is divided into Vimdna and MukAamandapatny or 
Sannidhimandapam. 

In the tiiva temple stands against the wall a sctdptured stone representing oiva with P&rvati 
sitting on his thigh. In one of his hands he holds a serpent. 

On one of the piUars is an inscription recording that in Saka 1186, Raktdishi (A.D. 1264), during 
the government of Jannigadeva Mah&raja, who was ^'the right hand of Ganapatideva," a grant 
was made to the temple. This date falls m the reign of Budrammadevi. Another recoids that in 
6aka 1239 (A.D. 1317), while '^Sriman Mahd.man4ale6vara K&katiya Pratapa Eudradeva Mah&raja" 
was ruling the world, a certain private individual granted some land for temple service. This was the 
great Frat&pa Budra II of Oraitgal (1295 to 1323 A.D.) Up to the present we have no exact information 
as to when this dynasty became possessed of the coimby south of the Ejishna. A third pillar bears an 
inscription of 6.3. 1225 (A.D. 1303), also mentioning Prat&pa Budra II. 

In the Ankdlamma temple there are no carved stones or inscriptions of any kind. 

(4.) Other JRemaim, — Near the temple of 6iva in the street, the villagers show a curious water-worn 
hole in the rook forming the roadway, which they say is the hole made by B&lu4u's horse's hoof (see 
the story t p. ix). Further north, just on the outskirts of the town, is a mandapam of two storeys raised 
in honor of the Heroes and called after them the Ndyudu mand/opam. On the architrave are some thinly- 
cut figures representing scenes from the legeiid, and having an inscription dated Saka 1367 (A.D. 1445). 

A nule and a half north-east of K&reihpucjti is the village of Chintapalle. In the Avjanet/astxtmi 
temple is a private inscription of 8.3. 1674. In the Dodda Malleimrasvdmi temple is a private inscription 
of S.6. 1224 (A.p. 1302), and another of 6.8. 1226 (A.D. 1304), mentioning Pratapa Budra U. 

About 2^ miles south-^ast of Kfirempu4i, in the limits of the old village of bannigaDdla^ is the site of an 
Agrah&ram village called Bingarutla, now entirely deserted. It is situated on the south side of a small 
viSley filled with jungle. I passed it on my way to visit the natural spring mentioned by Mr. Boswell 
in his first Beport {printed with Madras G.O.y Revenue Department^ dated 7th November 1870), and 
found one or two carved stones lying neglected in the jungle, a figure of Durg& sitting on the 
conquered Mahishdsura in the figure of a bull, and a stone beaiing an inscription. This is dated in 
&ika 1240 (A.D. 1318), in the reign of '^ Sriman Mah&mandal^vara Kdkatiya Prat&pa Budradeva 
Mah&r&ja,'' i.e., Pratapa Budra II. I had no time to examine the remainder very carefully, but the 
date and the sovereign's name are clear. 

Close to this, under a small natural cliff, is a perenniarspring with a reservoir, and near this are 
a number of remains of old sacred images and carvings as well as a recently-erected Yaishnava shrine 
with large and weU-grown trees planted about, affording pleasant shade. It is an exceedingly picturesque 
spot and weU worthy of a visit. 

^ There are several small broken figures, without exception headless. The people call them 
*^ Alvftrs ;" t.6., figures of the twelve great Yaishnava Apostles. In the case of one larger than the 
othero, the head haflbeen found and replaced. It has a broad face, rather thick lips, and very elongated 
ear-lobes. In all oa«es the hands are raised, the left hand supporting the right arm and the right 
hand raised as if teaehing. Many other figures of the ^* Alv&rs," which I have seen have the hands 
daspedon ihe breast as if in prayer.^ 

Near tiie little temple which stands on an artificial platform above the spring are two tall upright 
stones, one having a figure of HanumHn, and the other that of the garuda. Tnere are some faUen 
pillars and slabs. In the wall of the temple is an interesting and gracefully-designed carving 6n a slab, 
evidently taken from elsewhere and let in. It consists of ten circular rings separated by bars, vdth small 
circles in the ^angles, lying between a fiower-pattem band above and a series of supports like the ends 
of wooden beams below. The designs in the circles are as follows : — 1, a conventional flower-vase ; 
2, some emblex^ at present unknown to me ; 3, a chank ; 4, an elephant-goad ; 5, the Buddhist shield,

> My Fa94it, Na^fo 8&stri, thii^ks ^t certain, fropi the description, that the figures are ^va figures repreflenting Jhkthininmriu 
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so-called ; 6, ihe svastika^ turned the wrong way, ue,^ to the left ; 7, an elephant*goad ; 8, the Buddhist 
shield; 9, a duplicate of No. 2; 10, a flower-vase. 

Now, with the exception of the chank and the emblems in Nos. 2 and 9, which I am unable to put a 
name to, all these emblems might have been found on a Buddhist temple. Nos. 1 and 10 are seen on 
many Buddhist shrines. The emblem in Nos. 5 and 8 may be seen in the Ehandgiri inscription, pub- 
lished in the Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal ( Vol. VI, part 2, page 1091), and over the doorway 
of the IQiandgiri cave (see Fergusson's Tree and Serpent Worship, Plate C. 3). The svastika, No. 6, is a 
common Buddhist emblem. The chank No. 3 seems purely Yaishnava. The elephant-goad, Nos. 4 
and 7, was one of the Chalukyan royal emblems, but many dynasties used it. On the whole it would 
seem natural to suppose that this slab was taken from an earlier Buddhist temple and inserted into the 
more modem shrine of Yishnu. 

Near the temple lies a carved slab having an image of Nagendra or Sesha, the serpent-god. It 
represents an erect human male figure standing with hands in the attitude of worship or adoration, with 
a five-headed cobra hood over the nead and on each side the chank and chakra. 

Passing down the stone steps from this temple-platform, the visitor finds himself at the spring and 
reservoir, beyond this is a small place for Siva worship. There is a nandi, a lingam, and five broken 
female figures which the natives call ^* 8tri Vigrahamulu, or representations of the ^ikti, under one of 
which are some letters of about the thirteenth or fourteenth century. There is also a Gtine6a and an 
Alvar. 

• 

Not far from this plcM)e and within the limits of the same Agrahftram is the natural cave described 
by Mr. Boswell, and erroneously stated to be in Sannigandla village. The natives caU it " GKlakala 
Bhdvi" It is a very curious place. Mr. Boswell describes it thus : — 

'' The cave at Sanagallu I have not visited, but it is said to be entered by descending a sort of well. The 
galleries are said to run an immense length into the rock, but the passage is overgrown and has not been entered 
for many years. ^' 

We thoroughly explored this cave with lights to aid us. The descent is not difficult, but it requires 
some care in climbing down the rock face. Once at the bottom, several galleries are seen extending into 
the rock on all sides. I went to the furthest limit of each of these, but found nothing but the plain rock. 
There can, therefore, be no doubt that the caves are perfectly natural. Not a trace of man's hand appears 
in any portion of it. I may mention that the galleries are not extensive, nor is the descent deep. 

At G-uTTiKONDA, 7^ milcs west of E&rempu4i, is a great cave in a hill, of which Mr. Boswell gives 
the following account : — 

I. Aboriginal Caves. — These remains are to be chiefly found in the Palnfi^^ a wild, rockv country, but sparsely 
inhabited. The chief caves are those of Ghittikon4a and Sanagallu, both within a few miles of Kfirempa<}l. The 
one at GtLttikon4a I visited. It is about two miles from the viUage of that name. At the bottom of the hill a 
large artificial pond has been made. The ascent of the hill is now made by a flight of loose stone steps, and at 
the top, facing the approach, a small SivSlaya stands. On the top is the grave of the late kamam of the viUase, 
who was a lingayat, and, at his particular request, was buried here with an altar-sort of structure over £is 
remains, and cuose by a tombstone with a ling^ carved on it and an inscription in Telugu. I mention these 
particulars to show how religious associations gradually accumulate and invest with new ideas an old cave like 
this. Immediately facing the grave is the entrance to the cave, which is high and wide. On entering one 
finds oneself in a spacious natural chamber with an artificial dais or altar. Out of this hall a gallery proceeds 
in a downward direction. The passage is in sopie places very low, so that one is compelled to stoop or crawl. 
The air is very oppressive and respiration difficult. Lighted by torches the visitor proceeds a considerable way 
down, and then the passage gradually ascends. At the end of about 160 yards there is a perennial spring 
filling a large basin in the rock about 14 yards across. The place is now resorted to for sacred ablutions. 
The water is dear and limpid, but there floats on the surface a white powder or formation of lime, which, when 
collected in a doth and dried, resembles white sand. Beyond this point the cave has not been penetrated 
in the memory of man, but there are galleries running further on into the rock, and local traditions tell of 
undergroimd passages to Benares and Kameshwaram. The rock through which the cave extends is disinte- 
grated and readily crumbles away, which will probably account for the natural formation of the cave by the 
action of water. It may be surmised that it was used as a place of habitation by the aboriginal races, whose 
descendants we probably see in the Yanadis and Yerakalas. There is also a tradition that it was at one time 
inhabited by a band of reduses, probably during the Buddhist era. About twenty years ago a Sanyfisi, by 
name Lakshmi NOrftyanappa, took up his abode here, and improved the passage leading to the spring and 
revived its celebrity. Brahmanism found it desirable to give it a sacred tradition, which runs to the following 
effect : Machukandudu was a royal saint who belonged to the Solar race in the age before Bfima. Wearied 
out with his exertions in carrying on a war with the B&kshasas— a term always used here as designating the 
Buddhists — ^he retired to this cave, and, like Bip Van Winkle, indulged himself in a sleep for some centuries. 
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Meantime the war between the Deyatas and Eskahasas continaed, and, in oourse of time, the "Rftkahagafi beset 
Krish^, who took refuge in the depths of this cave and disappeared. The Bftkshasas entering the cave in 

Sursuit of Krishna, disturbed the rest of Machukandudu, who arose like a giant refreshed and extirpated the 
escendants of his old foes. 

The above description of this interesting oavem is very aoourate, and I have little to add to it but 
the following notes : — 

The little temple outside is a §i\rftla7am, and was. built over a stone lingam of much greater age. 
Near it is a carved stone placed here about seventy years ago by some pilgrims, and bearing the figure of 
a many-headed cobra, witn a Siva-Ufigam and pdnavatfam (or plfham) resting on its folds and protteted by 
its hood. 

About half way down the cave is a large flat rock, underneath which is a deep hole goin? into the 
hill. This, say the natives, is the rock where the Bishis used to contemplate the deity, and the hole is the 
entrance to a passage that leads underground to Benares. The aperture is too small for a man to get 
into, so that it was impossible for me to ascertain how far the passage runs into the rock. 

The spring at the end of the cave is not so high by many feet as it was, and the priests say that 
once in every twenty years or so it recedes in this way. While declaring that the water of the spring 
inside is truly Gtmges water, they admit that it rises after rains and falls in the dry season. 

Mr. Boswell's account seems to show that the grandfather of the present karanam, who lies buried just 
outside the cave, and the Sany&si were two different people. But it is not so. They are one and the 
same. His name was TjakfibTni N&r&yanappa, and he is said to have done a great deal for the improve- 
ment of this sacred spot. He built the platform in what may be called the entrance-hall of the cave, and 
placed on it the linganiy nandi and OaneSa which are seen ^ere ; and he also enlarged a very narrow 
part of the passage, wluch formerly was difficult for a man to penetrate. 

I heard anouier version of tne legend of Muchukunda.^ They say that when Krishna fled into 
the cave it was not at all because he was hard-pressed by the lUkshasas, but for quite a different 
reason. Having had a violent altercation with a Mlechha, Krishna conceived the desire of killing his 
opponent ; but ne remembered in time that all persons whom he slew invariably went at once to 
^* Yaikuntham" (the paradise of Vishnu). Now it was not at all to his interest to send a Mlechha to so 
happv an abode, and therefore he cast about for a stratagem whereby his revenge should .be folly 
satined. He pretended to flee, and being pursued entered this Ghittikon^a cave, and as he passed 
hastily alon^ the passa^ he roused Muchukunda, who was drowsily resting on his accustomed rock. 
To him Kpfthrta applied for assistance, and the saint strode to the entrance of the cave and killed the 
pursuer. Thus the god was avenged, and the soul of the outcaste was accursed. 

When the priests 'flrst told me this story, they said that Krishna's pursuer was a Mussulman, and 
on my pointing out that tiie legend was probably much older than Mxissulman days, they said that 
the word in the original was Mlechha^ and they had always been accustomed to interpret this to mean 
" Mussulman." 

I visited all the above places from my camp at E^ftreiiipudi. Our next halting-place was in a fine 
tope. Hi miles westwards, at Obaledvarapalle, on the road to which lie the two villages next noticed. 

Offichabla. — Just outside a small temple here lies a stone bearing four feet-impressions surrounded 
by a serpent with its tail in its mouth. 

A little temple here is erected over a figure which the people call ^* Yenkatedvara." It is an 
erect figure, four-handed, with chankj chakra^ and club. Near tms is a rough figure of Durga standing 
on the bull Mahiahdmra^ and a female Ndg^ra^ or serpent with a woman's body and cobra's hood over 
the head. There is also an erect figure having a snake on each side of his feet. This the natives 
declare to be Bhairava, but I observe that in this part of the country the natives apply that name to 
almost every statue they do not recognise. There are two other carved stones: one represents a 
person on a horse, but no one coidd teu me what it is intended for ; the other is Durga slaying the 
bull Mahklmura with a spear. 

Near a temple dedicated to Hanum&n is an inscribed stone statins that a certain private person 
• erected it m honor of his rel&tives. The date is not clear, but it is evidently of no great antiquity. 



^ ProfesBor Monier Williaxnfl, in his SaAskrit BictioDarv, gives the legend thus : (a. v. Muehuhtnda), '* Name of a son of Man* 
dhfttri, who apked Uie gods to grant him the en;[oyment of long and unbroken sleep as a reward for the assisUince he had rendered 
them in suhdning the demons ; the gods oomphed with his request, and decreed that whosoever disturbed him should be burnt to 
ashes by fire emanating from his body. Kri^a, in order to destroy Eftla-yavana, enticed him into the cave where Muchukunda w?u 
asleep, and the latter b^ing thna rpp^ cast uppn K|lla-yavana an angiy glance which reduced him to ashes," 
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On the east of the village near a well are two inscribed stones both of the time of Pratftpa Rudra II, 
dated 6.8. 12S3 (A.D. 1311) and 3.6. 1221 (A.D. 1299) ; these are very much neglected. One is ahnost 
falling into the well, the other has had a wall built up agaiQst it so as to conceal most of the inscription. 

Near this are six carved stones, — an erect N&ga, a G-aneiSa, an old stone with a figure that, as usual, 
the natives call Bhairava (I am not prepared to contradict them), another Bhairava, a N&ga lUja or 
N&gendra, and a third Bhairava. Nearer still to the well is a figure of a man in the attitude of walk- 
ing, and at the same time shooting an arrow from a bow. This I take to be a Vtrakal or stone erected 
in honor of some local hero. 

About a mile and a half south-west of this village is a temple erected close to a spring on the hill 
side under a diff, but I had no time to visit it. 

Naramalapabu. — In this village are several inscriptions, but none of any importance. 

Near a Yirabhadra temple is a Nftgendra stone, and inside the temple is a figure of the deity, erect, 
with a sword and a bow in two of his hands, a moon-shaped weapon in a thirds and the fourth hand open. 
Next to this is a Sivalayam with a Q-aneda. But over the door is the desim of Lakshmi and the 
elephants, called " Gaja Lakshmi." The people however declare it in this case to oe P&rvati Devi. 

The village of Obale^varapalle is said to derive its name from a deity named Obaledvarasvami, 
worshipped by .the Ohentsus. At the Chent'Sus' hamlet there is an ol^ ruined temple of small size. Near 
this lies a stone carved with two figures, male and female ; but it is much broken and I cannot say, nor 
could any one tell me, what it was mtended to represent. Probably it is a Vtrakal. In the village, at a 
temple of Yishnu, having a sculpture of Lakshmi and the elephants over the door, are five stones — two 
are of AlmrSj two are dvdrapdlasy and one contains three figures — Bdmay Sitd^ and Lakshmana. 

At the village of Buoga, 3 miles north of Obaledvarapalle, is a natural spring which never runs 
dry, and is held sacred by the people of the country. The prevailing sentiment re^irding it is that this 
unfailing supply of water in a thirsty land — a boon so inestimable to its inhabitants — ^is due to a daily, 
Bupematural, and special action of divine Providence, and in no way to be explained by natural causes. 
The neighbourhood of this sprine is a picturesque spot, sheltered by noble trees, and producing a 
refreshing feeling of coolness and shade in this rocky, and often barren and burning tract. 

Norfli of this, on a lonely slope of rocky hill-side, stands an interesting ruined temple. Lying 
near the aperture in the broken-down outer widl by which we gain admission to the sacred precincts is a 
curiously shaped female Ndgendra^ with only one coil of snake-tail instead of several. It is more 
interesting than graceful. There is a mandapam of four pillars square, and underneath is an erect male 
figure, with a female figure in veiy graceful attitude on each side of his feet, either worshippers or 
consorts. The male figure has only two hands, and round his head is a glory. The outside of the stone 
is carved into a sort of canopy desupi overshadowing the group. None of those who accompanied me 
could explain this group, and the effect that it produced upon me at first sight was that it was strongly 
Jaina in character. Another stone shows the lower half of a figure leaning on a spear and having a 
female of small size at his feet. To the north, near the outer wall, is an inscription on a stone dated 
Saka 1240 (A.D. 1318). It commences ^' Svasti driman Mah&mandaledvara Eskatiyya Prat&pa Budra-* 
deva Mah&rdjsulu Orungallu rd.zad&nigCl--etc., . . . ." This king was Pratapa Budra II of Orangal, who 
appears to have been prolific of his charities in this conquered country. 

The temple has a garhhdlayam with a iikharam ovet it, on either side of the doorway of which 
are some handsomely carved, rather new-looking bases of pillars. The roof above these, prettily 
carved with a lotus-leaf boss, has fallen in. This temple has been built on or around a shrine of greater 
antiquity, as appears from the fact that ahnost all the mandapam pillars are of considerable age, and are 
evidently far older than many others used in other parts of the stnicture. The lintels and architrave of 
the doorway of the vimana are carefuUy executed in well-designed scroll work, with a Oafa Lakshmi 
above. 

Around the natural spring in the hollow below this temple stands a tope of trees planted recently 
by the care and exertions of the priest, who lives all by himself in a little homestead just above the 
spring. Close by is a small Siva temple of no great age. Inside its walls I found some sculptured 
stones — a nandiy a liagam^ a Qaneda, and some indefinable *^ Svftmi " much destroyed* 

Near the spring stands a Hngam with it& pUhamy or pdnamffam. 

DuRGi or DuGGi, a village close to the west of the tope at Obale^varapalle, contains a consider* 
able number of temples^ carved stones^ and inscriptions. 

On the west of the town is a Siva temple. Outside this lie several slabs neglected and uncared for ; 
a sculptured Ganeda, a mrakal, and a group similar in design to the one at Bugga, representing an 
erect male figure with females at his feet. Inside tlie wi^Ib are spyeral soolptiiree, Occupying the place 
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of honor in a little house of Blabs is a Bhairava* His hair is-elevated high above his head, and faDs in 
ungraceful folds about his neok. In three of his hands he holds a double drum^ a snake, and a tri6ulam. 
In the fourth he holds a oup to receive the blood of his victims. Near this are three serpent-stones. * 

Passing from this eastwards along the street, we oome to a figure of Hanumftn : near this is a stone 
bearing figures of Oopaktsmmi (Krishna), holding in two of his hands a flute ( Venu) and in the other 
two the ehank and chakra. Beside him are two female figures^ his wives, Bukmani and Satyabh&ma. 
Near him is a figure in adoration. 

In the middle of the town is a handsome blook of ruined and deserted temples. It is melancholy 
to see the utter desolation of the temples in this oountzy^ and the carelessness with which tiie inhabitants 
leave their most sacred images to lie about the streets, covered with dust and dirt, broken and tlx>dden 
on. One of these temples was dedicated to Vishnu. It has two vim&nas with man4apams, porches, steps, 
and walls, that once were extremely handsome. Over the doorways of the shrines are projecting eaves 
formed of cut-stone. The more southerly of the two shrines has good scroll-work carving on the 
lintels ; and inside is a tall figure of Bhairava, and a broken dvdrapdla. Outside is Gane^a. Kound the 
entire sides of the two mandapams runs a low stone wall ornamented with star-shaped ornaments in 
a sort of diaper-pattern band. The arrangement reminded me of those seen in temples built in the 
northern style. Inside the second vimana are a figure of Bhairava, and a three-headed image which 
has in its right upper-hand a twisted thon^ like a noose. It seems to be made in imitation of rope, and 
is certainly not intended to represent twisted snakes. On each side of the doorway are niches with 
decorated panels, and below these are two dvdrapdias. 

There are several inscribed stones of considerable value standing in the enclosure, which must be 
carefully examined. One is dated 8.8. 1219 (A.D. 1297), year HevUambi^ and records a grant by a 
general of Pratapa Budra II of Orangal. Another testifies to a donation by a Karanam in 6.8. 1191 ( A.D. 
1269), year Sukh, during the reign of Rudramma Devi of Orangal. This was in the twelfth year of her 
reign. A third is dated 6.6. 1180, year Kdlayukti (A.D. 1258), during the reign of Elakataya Ghuoapati- 
deva of Orangal. He is believed to have died in 1257, but it is quite possible that his death was con- 
cealed by the widow, or that it was not known the following year to the people of this ixaot. A fourth 
is dated 6.6. 1177 (A.D. 1255), jeox Pingala (Pingala was 6.6. 1179), during the ireign of the same 
king. Two others record grants m 6.6. 1440 (A.D. 1518), in the reign of ^ishnadeva B&ya. This 
was his tenth year. Another is dated 6.6. 1219 (A.D. 1297), Hevilambi^ in the reign of Pratftpa Budra. 
Another records the erection of the Yenkate6vara temple in the reign of QaAapatideva or Pratapa 
Budra I, no date being given. Another long one in Sanskrit has the date doubtful. It belongs to 
the G^anapati series. 

As a proof of the utter state of neglect in which I found these fine old temples, I may mention that 
in one of me shrines was the skeleton of a dog which had crept into the quiet dark comer to die* What 
the state of the vimana must have been before nature purified the air by leaving nothing but dry bones 
is better imagined than described. But it is probable that no one evec thought of visiting the temple, 
and so the poor beast's carcase was never removed. Yet this is right in the centre of the village, and 
surrounded by houses. 

In front of, and detached from, the main temple stands a four-pillared man^apam, erected over ahand- 
some nandi of highly polished black granite ; and close by lies the- lower half of a sitting female figure 
of the same stone, recognized as 8ar€Mmiiy the wife of Brahma, by the representation of the hamsc^vdhana 
below. Near this stands astone bearing an inscription of 6.6. 1440 (A D, 1518), which states that while 
Krishnadeva Baya was govemii^ the world, one Pedda Singama Nayu4u gave a grant to the temple. 
This is KridinadevaBaya of Yijayanagar, who seems to have conquered the countiy about here in that 
year. {Of. the inscription at Mangalagiri, p. 75.) 

In the same enclosure is a shrine sacred to Virahhadra. The figure of the deity is a fine one, tall 
and well executed. It has in its four hands a sword, a tri^tdam, a bow, and a shield. In the same little 
temple is. a small nandi with a Sakti sculpture. 

Not far from this temple is a small 6iva shrine with the lingam inside, and over the doorway a 
Guja Lakshmi (or Parvati ?\ At a Uttle distance is a similar shrine over a Ganeda, but having another 
Gaja Lakshmi (or Parvati F) over the doorway. Near this is a large ^tone with a colossal Haniunan. 

More to the east, near a curious and interesting circular mound, is a stone supported by two uprights 
and having, hanging to it from staples firmly fixed therein, four long-linked chains with a swing. These 
are common in the Southern Districts, but I have met with none Asides this in the Eistna or GN)davari 
Districts. In Goimbatore they are erected for the nocturnal delectation of the BhQtaa^ or evil spirits. 

Close by is a figure of a man with a sword, an inscription on the stone stating that it represents 
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" TTppala N&r&yanappa,'' but the villagers, with the exasperating oallousneas which seems oharaoteristio of 
the inhabitants of this tract, oould give me no explanation of who this man was, nor did they ever seem 
to have troubled their heads even to weave the smallest tissue of romance round the sculpture. 

The mound I have mentioned is a circular, artifici^ (?) erection, built up, so say the people, in the 
middle of what was a tank, but is now cultivated land. Masses of broken bricks of Large size and fallen 
stones and remains of temples testify to the care which was bestowed upon it, while the multiplicity of 
images of ^ds of all kinds and degrees show that at one time it must have been a most holy place. At 
present all is a mass of ruins ; and as the surrounding ground is left in a condition indescribably filthy^ 
a visit to the place constitutes by no means a source of unmixed pleasure* There is a neglected shrine to 
Durgft, the especial goddess of this village of Durgi, with a sculptured slab inside executed with elaborate 
care, showing Durg& sitting on the bull with weapons in her numerous hands. Outside are seen two 
portions of a friesse carved with a number of deities, each with his appropriate Vdhana. On one are the 
goddesses, on the other the gods. Only three of the latter are now to be seen, one of which is Qti^eto 
and another Indra. The third is seated on a boar, but I do not know what deity it represents. Of the 
goddesses, Bata, the wife of £d«ma Deva, is recognized by her parrot, P&rvati by the bull, Sarasvati by 
the hamsay Indra's wife Sachi b^ the elephant, Laksluni by the Oaruda. Underneath another is a 
horse. Near the Durga vimdna is a figure described by the Brahmans as representing Vishnu in the 
character of Chennakeiavawdmu It is sunilar to the sculpture at Bugga and to the stone in this viDage 
mentioned above. The god stands erect and holds in his four hands the chank^ chakra^ dub, and some- 
thing not now discernible. On each side of his feet stands the small figure of a woman. 

Several stones lie about on all sides. Noting them in order, I find (1) a BJmrava^ with sword^ 
damarukaniy triSulamy and a human head with a dog jumping up at it. Near his feet are a thin and 
miserable-looking man and boy. All about them are several snakes. On the base is a cleverly-designed 
pair of twisted snakes, so made that each seems to be rushing on his prey. (2) A female Ndgendra 
of ordinary type. (3 & 4) Two Sakti figures, one of whom holds an axe.^ (5) A large stone with 
a border of flowers. In the centre is a well-executed Naraaimha, Avatdra, This stone does not 
look as if it were very old, and the parts remaining are in excellent preservation. (6) A nandi. (7 & 8) 
Two sculptures of Bhairam. Again I go entirely by the Brahmans, who, as far as I can judge, give 
this appellation to every carved figure that they cannot recognize. (9) A stone representing* Brahma 
and Sarasvati, recognized by their haima^vdhana. The main buildings apparently consisted of three 
shrines, each with a small porch of four pillars in front of it. The remains of these still stand, and the 
sculpture appears to have been excellent. Over each doorway is a ^' Gb.ja Lakshmi." 

In the hamlet close to this mound lie several fragments of broken pillars and a large, but clumsily* 
designed, nandi. 

Leaving this village I travelled 14 miles to Yeludurti in a south-westerly direction, visiting the 
villages on the way. 

At K5LAOUTLA is a small and unimportant temple built eighty years ago and dedicated to Ganeda. 
There are some old carved stones let into the walls^ and the Dvdrapdlae are of a decidedly ancient type. 
The villagers say that these were brought from the village of Dodda Demrapddu. There is a very poor 
nandi outside. In the village is a figure of Hanuman. 

Outside the village of Kancharakuntla, on the east, is seen in a field a little shrine to a village deity. 
It is dedicated to '^ Poleramma/' whose image is inside. The place is ruined. Next to it lies a little 
broken figure, but I do not know who it is intended to represent. Outside is a Vlrakal, but the villagers 
have no tradition connected with it. There is also a four-armed standing figure. In the village are 
two temples, of Yishnu and Siva. The latter has a ^' Guja Lakshml '' over the doorway and two nandi 
&rures in front. Near this is an old, sculptured figure which may do duty either for Bhairava or 
Virabhadra, The old Vishnu temple is almost completely destroyed. Outside is a fragment of a village 
deity with an immensely tall cap ; and a small figure of Ganeda. 

About 1^ miles south-west of this lies the village of Mutukuru. On the eastern outskirts of this is 
a collection of erect stones, some of which have been sculptured. On one is a row of three fiffiires, all 
broken. The central figure is a female deity, seated on some Vdhana entirely obliterated, wim an owl. 
beneath her. The figures on each side also appear to be female. The villagers call them Akka devatdlu 
or sister-goddesses. Underneath the right lower hand of the four-armed figure on the left is a large 
human head. 



^ I am doubtful about thia being a /Sttkti, and only state 8o on the authority of the Bxahmana.^ 
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Frooeeding into the village, we pass two slabs — a Gh^ieda and a Tiano^f— close together. Still further 
on is an old temple almost entirely destroyed. Outside this are five ndga stones, two of them of a 
rather peculiar luiape, viz., a very thin cobra with seven heads, and an enormously fat and unwieldy- 
looking snake with a small head. Further on is a small temple with a figure of Hanum&n. Close by 
this is a large new Yishnu temple, which I was not allowed to enter. The priest gave me a list of the 
sculptures and images it contams. But I have no reason to think that these are very ancient. 

Further on stul, and near the western boundary, a ryot some forty years ago encroached on and 
occupied part of an old temple-site, and there is still to be seen in his yard an inscribed stone with 
three separate inscriptions. One is dated S.6. 1190 (A.D. 1268), Vibhava^ in the reign of ^' Rudradeva 
Mahftr&ja.'* That year, however, fell in the reign of Budramma. Of the other two inscriptions, one is 
very much older and more illegible, and for uiat reason requires to be carefully examined ; the other 
is, Uke the first, dated 8.0. 1190.^ In the temple of Bttd Rdmasmmi is an inscribed stone in the wall of 
the kitchen recording a grant in S.o. 1576, Jai/a (A.D. 1654), by a private person. 

Five miles south-west of the last village lies the village of Upalapadu. In a tope to the north of 
it is an old ruined temple, which has almost all fallen in. On the ground are seen two figures of 
village goddesses (" Poleramma "), and an erect male figure having chunk, chakra^ sword and dub in the 
four bands (Vishnu P). West 01 this, on a barren hill-side, is a ruined temple, and just beneath it a 
perennial spring. The villagers say that the temple was sacred to Durgd MalleSvarasvdmiy but a standing 
figure there, erect, male, holding chanky chakra^ sword, and club, appears to me to represent Yishnu. 
liarge bricks are to be seen in one place which look like the remains of some older foundation or 
basement, and appear to be independent of the present stone erection. 

Vbludurti. — ^Two miles further on to the south-west we come to the village of Veludurti, a parti- 
cularly dirty village with, I should say, a particularly ignorant set of inhabitants. 

Neglected and lying about in various places, mostly on the east and north of the village, are several 
carved stones. I was introduced, among others, to a Sakti figure in very good preservation, which the 
villagers told me used to be regularly worshipped on the same day as the serpent stones, till one day 
when half of her face was found broken off. Worship was at once suspended, and has never been resumed. 
Near this are the graves of some goldsmiths, and inside one of these is a Vlrakal representing an armed 
warrior advancing to the attack with sword and shield in defence of a woman, whose figure is seen 
behind him. As usual, all tradition regarding this is lost ; and the villagers could only tell me that it 
represented ^* a man and a woman." 

On a raised mound close by is a small temple of Siva with a prostrate figure of Bhairava Ijing near it. 
There are also three snake stones and two nandis. Near this is a well-preserved Virakaly far better 
sculptured than most stones of that class, and apparently not very old ; out nevertheless I could learn 
nothing about it beyond that it was *^ a stone " and '* a man." The borders of his dress and sash are 
elaborately ornamented. 

Outside the village is a temple of the village goddess, the mother Ammamru ; and one of Poler^ 
amma with figures of the iSakti and Burgft. Just outside this last is the rough Vlrakal figure of a 
huntsman on horseback, with a stag, a boar, and a dog under his horse. But the villagers have no name 
to give it or story to tell of it. 

Near a well is a slab with an elaborate batile-scene carved on it. Six horsemen are seen rushing 
forward to the attack, three foot-soldiers accompanying. No story attached to it^ and the only reply 
that I could get to my queries was that the sculpture ^^ looks like a man on a horse " ! Other stones lie 
near it — a Oaneda and a Vtrakal slab containing two figures, male and female. 

In a little temple in the village is a broken Ghpdlasvdmij recognized by his flute ; and in the 
6iv&layam lie a ndndi and a figure of Hanumdn. There is a large stone HammiSn in the village, 
evidently the principal object of worship, being thickly smeared with oil and daubed with paint, wmle 
around him has been placed a brass soroU border or Makara toranam. 

Gose by is a stone with a ridiculous mantram on it, erected lately to keep cholera out of the village. 
This village is typical of the state of religion in this part of the country. The people have neglected 
aU their old gods, leaving their images to rot in the streets and on the village dung-heaps. Their 
worship is set on petty Devat&s and on the mctnkey-god, the servant of the deified man B&ma ; while 
their superstition leads them to the use of these chams to avoid possible evils from bad spirits. This 
mantram consists of a square divided like a chess-board, but with nine squares on each side. In each of 
them is a letter, and in the centre the word " Sri." The charm consists in the sentence *' Aam-ksham^ 
Jamrvafky^ repeated over and over again. 

There is an inscription on a stone lyiag in some low cultivated ground on the west of the village. 
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It is broken and damaged. A broken inscription lies in the temple of Durga dated in 6.S. 10S7 (A.D. 
1165), but no king's name* is left. Above this on the hill-side is an old temple in complete ruin, 
dedicated to Durga. There is an inscription dated d.B. 1052 (A.D. 1130). Three broken n^^a stones lie 
near and a figure of Hanumd,n. There is also a fine sculpture of Bhairava in good preservation. He 
holds the damarukam, sword, and trident in three of his hands, and in the fourth a human head, which 
a dog jumps up to. On the other side is a group of players, two performing on the tom-tom, one on the 
lute, and one, a monkey, on the bag-pipe. 

GoTTiFODLA, 4} nulcs further to the west, was our next camp. 

Here are the remains of what is stated to have once been a fort, and the appearances of a series of 
long low mounds here and there confirms the tradition. On a low ridge above the town is a circular 
heap of stones, which the natives say was once a tower on which a gun had been mounted. The village 
is not far from one of the Ejrishna ferries at Krishnapuram. The mound is called *^ Divalu Dibba.^^ 

In the village is a new temple with a wooden idol, all the old shrines having been deserted and 
destroyed. 

Of these latter there are several They lie outside the village, abandoned and in every stage of 
ruin. There is a Sivalayam with a 16-pillared mandapam, having in the Yim^na a lingam, and bver 
the Yim&na doorway a Ganapati. Lying in the mandapam, covered with dirt, is a figure of Durga, eight- 
armed. Near this are two small shrines, erected respectively over figures of Q-aneda, and Poleramma the 
village deity. 

Next to this is a temple of Vishnu with a Oi^fa Lakshmi over the door. Inside is an ancient 
sculptured figure. 

Not far off this is a colossal but coarse figure of Hanum&n^ blackened and daubed with oil and 
paint, having a dhoaja stambha^ or pillar, in front of it. Close by is a beautiful little sculptured figure 
of a &akt% formerly worshipped by the shepherds under the name of '^ Puramdevatd.^' Three snake 
stones lie beside it. 

South of this, near an old well, are three serpent stones, apparently of great antiquity. 

Near a '^ vagu," or watercourse, west of the town are two temples, one apparently of considerable 
age. This is a Sivalayam, and near it is a large N&ga slab. The other is dedleated to Hanuman. It 
is said that the water of this channel never runs dry. 

About two miles from this town, on the west, towards the river, there is said to be a peculiar deep 
cutting or formation in the rock, sacred to Lakshmi. It forms a soit of gully down which the visitor 
walks till he comes to the precipitous rock at the end. It is, of course, suiroimded on three sides by rock- 
walls, on which sv^rarms of oees gather in strong force. The legend runs that on one occasion Vishnu 
having fallen in love with a Ghentsu woman, descended to the earth near this spot, and his jealous spouse 
TiakshTnT, following him, settled herself in this hollow. She still skulks there in perpetual fury at her 
faithless lord's behaviour, and having made the bees her protectors, she causes them to attack and destroy 
every worshipper of Yishnu who approaches the spot. The curious result is that, though the place is 
sacred to Lakshmi, only worshippers of Siva dare to venture into it, and then only when thoroughly pure 
and spotless in person, dress, and mind. 

Leaving tms place I proceeded north-east to M§.charla, visiting on the way the group of abandoned 
temples known as " Siddappa Qvllu " near Terdla. 

About a mile north of the village of Tsrdla, in a hoUow of the low hills that abound there, is a 
little cluster of temples and buildings known by the above name. It is a fane sacred to Siva under the 
name of ** Sidhe^mrasvdmiy" but beyond that I could gather no information. And yet the place is one 
which, at one time, was evidently held in great repute for sanctity. 

There is a little bathing pool with a shrine in the middle, and a small nandi sitting in the water and 
facing it. The name given to this is " Vibhuti gundam.^^ Close to this stand four inscribed stones, of 
which I have copies^ and two dvdrapdlas^ one on each side of the steps. One of the inscriptions is dated 
in the year 6.6. 1165, year Sobhakrit (A-D. 1243), and records a private grant. Another is undated 
(so far as my copy goes), but seems to have been executed in the reign of one of the two Prat&pa Budras. 
Another states that in 6.S. 1366, Rudhirodgdri (A.D. 1444), a private person made a ^;rant in honor 
of the ^' king of the land," Jagann&thadeva. This was a chief who ruled in the disturbed period 
between the defeat of the KoncpiYidu chiefs by the Mussulmans in A.D. 1427, and the conquest by the 
Yijayanagar Erishnadeva B4ya in or about A.I). 1509. We have yet to learn who he was. The fourth 
inscription is much older and is illegible. 

The main temple consists of a square-pillared mandapam and a Yim&na. On one of the pillars of the 
porch ia a small and unimportant inscription. There are also two other shrines standing on the east of 
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the hall. One of these, called the Gogarbhay is filled with water and has a narrow aperture in the wall 
through which the worshipper has to squeeze himself, and afterwards bathe in the water. He is thus 
"bom again." 

There are several carved stones in and near the mandapam. One is a very roughly-carved and 
badly-des^ned male figure, probably representing some prince or celebrated person ; another is a poorly- 
executed Durgdi in the standing position with six arms. 

A^inst the south wall are the following stones : — (I) A pair of figures, male and female, husband 
and wife apparently, with arms aroimd each other's necks. (2) Siva and FSrvati on the bull ; Parvati 
sits on diva's knee. (3) Figure of a male in a sort of squatting position, not properly sitting, two- 
armed, human not divine ; 1 do not know who this is intended for. (4) Durgd,, four-armed, slaymg the 
bull-shaped demon Mahiahdsura with a spear. (5) Guneto. (6) A badly executed four-armed goddess ; 
the emblems in two of her hands are broken ; one is new to me ; the fourth has an elephant goad. 
(7) A Sakti female figure, holding the chank^ chakra, sword and shield, and standing on a lion. Inside the 
principal &va vimdna are two bulls and a sculpture of I)urg&. Leaning against the outside wall of one 
of the outer shrines are three snake stones, one of them being a Ndgakanyd^ and a slab having the figure 
of a man, a virakaL 

A curious slab is seen standing by itself, with stones surrounding it. It represents a man cutting 
off his own head and offering it to the saored lingam, while above sits 6iva, with two attendants having 
their hands clasped over his head. I could leam nothing by tradition about this stone. Against the 
Oogarbha leans a very old Sakti stone. 

I tried to gather the legend about this place, but was disappointed. 

About a quarter of a mile from this is a very interesting temple standing in a tank-bed mu(di mited 
up, but which at one time must have held a fine sheet of water. It is called by the people Bupalamma 
Gupi, and is* said to have been erected by Brahma N&yiidu, the great Palnad Hero. This temple is 
remarkable as being of a decidedly Northern or Orissan type. Its character is totally different from tibat 
of the numerous shrines scattered over this country. The gopnram bulges out at the sides, has a large 
number of narrow courses, each variously scidptured, and is crowned by the characteristic amla Md^ or 
fruit-shaped knob seen in Orissa and Bengal. {Compare Fergusson and Meadows Taylor's Arehiteciure 
of Southern India^ p. 43.) Inside the shrine is a Durgd, with 18 hands. 

I was laid up with a feverish attack while at Macharla, and was imable to pay any attention to the 
antiquities of the place. But it is interesting and should be examined. It will be remembered that this 
was the town erected by the hero of the poem, Brahma Nftyiidu, after his quarrel with his sovereign. It 
boasts of a fine temple with a handsome monolithic pillar or dhvqfasfnmbha infront of it. On a 
pillar in the mukhamandapam are two private inscriptions, one of S.6. 1319, livara (A.D. 1397), 
another of S.S. 1541, SMhdrti (A.D. 1619). The dhvaja stambha was erected, as an inscription on it 
states, in 8.3. 1566, Tdrana (A.I). 1644). There is a long inscription on a stone standing inside the 
temple, but my copyist failed to make much of it. At the temple of Vtrabhadrawami is an inscription 
of some date, illegible, by private persons in the^ reign of the Ganapati kings. Near the Chandravanka 
channel is a stone having an inscription dated §.S. 1710, Kilaka (A.I). 1788), recording the erection of 
a 6iva temple. 

Near a temple of the village goddess Poleramma is an inscription of the year ^.6. 1215, 
Pramddhi (so my copyist, but it would seem to be a mistake), A.D. 1293, in the reign of PratSlpa Budra. 
(He did not begin to reign till^ A.D. 1295.) In a palmyra tope on the road between M&charla and 
Mutuktlru, is an inscription of S.S. 1171 (A.D. 1249), but it is damaged, and no king's name appears. 
There is a temple to the Heroes in this village, and near it is a slab bearing an inscription of the time of 
Pratapa Budra, but having no date. 

On my way to Gurzala, 14 miles in an east-north-easterly direction, and when about four miles 
from that village, I was shown, in a barren piece of rocky land, two large cairns formed of an immense 
quantity of loose stones piled up. These, according to the tradition of the countiy, mark the place where 
the great cock-fighting match between Brahma Nayudu and Nayakur£Lla took place, which the former 
lost, and thereupon, by the terms of the stakes, was forced to abandon his coimtry for seven years {9ee the 
9tory as given above^ p. viii) . 

There are plenty of points of interest about G-urzala which ought to be examined. But I could only 
stay there one day, and oeing very unwell with, fever, I saw nothing. It seems to have been a hand- 
some town at one time, and was the capital of the ^^ king " in the poem above narrated. On a stone to 
the east of the dhvaja stambha at the Vtrabhadrasvdmi temple is an inscription dated 8.^. 1430, Vibhava 
(A.D. 1508), stating, that a jobief called lUmayadeva Mahaoraja granted some lands to the temple (I do 
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not know who tliis ohief was). There is an importcuit inscription requiring examination on a stonejiear 
the north wall of the same temple, which mentions Satjdiraya of the Western Chalnkyas. 

A march of eight miles eastwards brought us to Dachbpalle, the head-quarters of the taluk, where 
I was led to expect a great deal more of antiquarian interest than I actually found. 

There is a temple to Bangandpakasvdmi with nothing of interest ; and another one dedicated to 
Virabhadray where there is notlung remarkable but a very old figure of Ghineda. In the temple dedicated 
to Ndgeivarasvdmi there is an inscription, dated o.S. 1135 (AA). 1213), Sntnukha^ recording a grant by 
the tluree sons of the prime minister of ^* cri Tiipurantakadeva." Inside the enclosure are several 
carved stones, including a Sakti figure and 15 Ndga stones, of which two are Ndgakanyds, There is 
also a figure, erect, male, of which 1 could not make out the design, nor could any one tell me. It is 
four-armed, having a spear in one hand, a fiehting cock in another, and the other two broken. 

The temple itself bears no appearance of any great ac^. 

About a mile and a half to the north of Dachepalle is a cluster of old small stone forts in complete 
ruin, with remains of temples and wells. They are said by the natives to have been raised by Prat&pa 
Eudra, and they declare that there were seven forts and seven villages. There is now no trace of any 
village, bi^t the place is known as Ubbepalle. 

In the fort nearest Dachepalle is a small stone temple with some graceful and weU-executed 
sculptures on the walls. There is a good deal of scroll-work, remarkable for its beauty and grace of 
design. Above the scroll ornament and niche on the south side is a seated goddess with two attendants. 
On the left side of the niche on the north, at the foot of the scroll work which is fashioned like a tree, is, 
as usual, a female figure with uplifted hand holding the branches, but in this instance the grace and 
symmetry of the figure are very, striking. Between the small conical roofs on the top are groups of 
conventional parrots. On the west side above the panel are two figures, looking like HanumS.n and the 
Oarudaj holding something that looks like a pot (of water P) between them. 

Not far from this is an old ruined mandapam. A broken stone stands near it with an inscription in 
letters of about the thirteenth century. There is also an old stone figure of Q-anei^. On the ground lies 
a figure of Bhairava with sword, trident, damanikam, and cup in his hands, anii serpents by the side of 
his legs. 

A little to the north of this fort is a stone enclosure with what must once have been a very elabo- 
rately decorated temple inside. It is known as Sambhuni oubi, and, as the name imports^ was dedicated 
to Siva. 

The temple consLsts of a garhhcUayam with a passage surrounding it for the pradakshina or circum-' 
ambulation, several mandapams, and porches. On the east is the entrance gateway vrith a mandapam of 
four piUars. 

The mukha — or aannidhi — mandapam consists of a raised platform with a hall in the middle, its 
roof resting on sixteen pillars. The sides of the platform are composed of stone slabs bearing sculptures 
in a superficial linear style representing scenes from the ^' B&mayana.'' On a slab outside is a design of 
figures fighting, and another has a scene from the '* lUm&yana " representing B&ma's army of monkeys. 
Mother has the monkeys building the bridge to Lanka, and the fighting between Sugriva's monkey ariny 
and the B&kshasas. Another shows Lakshmana sitting on the monkey Angada's shoulders, fighting with 
Indrajit on his fiying chariot ; while Hanuman seizes a Bakshasa by the hair. On another portion of the 
same we have E&vana conversing with Hanum&n. Below this is the monkey army following Bftma, who 
is represented in his chariot fighting with Bd.vana. The latter is also in a chariot and is f oUowed by his 
army of Bakshasas, who are depictM in all sorts of wild and grotesque shapes. 

Inside on the mandapam platform walls are several more such designs. There is a Havana, ten-headed, 
aided by a Edkshasa, fi^ntinfl; against Hanum&n. There is a similar battle scene on another slab. On 
another is a curious design showing a man killing a monster who is transfixed with an arrow from tiie 
former's bow. The monster has th6 body of a deer (P), and the head, body, and arms of a man. On 
another are seen a quantity of musicians playing musical instruments. In one of the mandapams lies a 
broken nandi, and not far off is a broken figure of Bhairava* Another nandi lies outside. At the 
base of the outer wall of the ^oup of garhhcUayam buildings is a frieze of elephants varied by star- 
shaped ornaments in a sort of oiaper pattern, llie doorway of the antechamber of the garbhtUayam is 
handsomely decorated with carved untels, having designs of scroll work and fiowers, with lions at 
intervals, and sculptured pilasters. On each side is a dvdrapdla. The inside of the garbhdlayam is 
undecorated, and has no image. The pradakshim^^nandapam has a raised platform round it, similar to 
that in the mukha' (pv sannidhi') mandapam^ and on the inner wall of this platform are carved star- 
ornaments and elepnants. In one place is a design showing a group of men and women fighting with bows 
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and arrows. This raised wall is a oharaoteristio of northern rather than of southern temples, beLog 
found almost invariably in Orissa and Bengal, but seldom in purely Dravidian temples. 

Outside the main temple is a small uirmei roughly cut, and apparently of greater age than the 
princdpal buildings. 

Fallen on the ground between the two buildinffs is a large sculptured slab, showing a procession of 
the gods in the upper entablature, and a group, with diva dtmcing, in the middle of the lower. The 
god, with matted looks, dances to the sound of musical instruments played by ganas^ or attendants ; 
at the head of whom are Brahma and the three-legged Bhrin^. The upper portion of the slab shows 
the procession headed by a band of music, behind iimich is a camel and its lider. Behind him comes 
Bhnnfi^ dancing. Then come diva with Parvati, riding their bull ; Vishnu on the garuda ; Brahma, 
with three heads, on his harhsa ; Kumdrasvdmi on his peacock, with six heads. After these come five gods, 
of which four are seated respeotively on an elephant, a buffalo, an antelope, and a horse. The vdkana 
of the other is broken. 

There are three inscriptions on a slab at this temple. One is dated 8.8. 1144 (P), (A.D. 1222), 
CkitrabhdnUj during the sovereignty of the Ganapatis of Orangal, mentioned as reigning at Hanuma- 
konda. Another is a private grant of 6.6. 1212* or 1272, VikHti (A.D. 1290 or 1350). The third seems 
unimportant, and my copy is faulty. It mentions no kmg and bears no date* On the southern wall of 
the garbhaJayam is an inscription recording a private grant in 6.6. 1371 (A.D. 1459), Vibham. 

About half a mile to the westward of the last-mentioned temple, on the opposite bank of the 
N&gildru stream, stands a fine temple known as the Nayakurala CKipi, dedicated to, or erected by, the 
heroine of the story of the Heroes {see above). 

Between it and the river, in a field, are seen four Ndga stones, iwo\msi%Ndgakanya^, all apparently 
of great age ; as well as a rough stone bearing an inscription, stating that a grant had been made of 
the field, but giving no year. Outside the enclosure wall are a number of fallen pillars and an old and 
oompletely choked up vimdna. 

The temple itself apparently consisted of garhhalayam^ dntarUikaj and mukhatnandapam. The 
first two are surmounted by a rather low but very well-proportioned and remarkably well-carved Gbpuram. 
The stone of which it is composed lb exceedingly hard, and the sharpness of the cutting, and the def>ih and 
boldness of the design are verr noticeable. Lideed, though the temple is entirely deserted and is pro- 
bably about 500 years old, the sculpture on it looks as fresh as when first executed. There are one or 
two unimportant sculptures here and there on the walls, amongst others (1) a queen (P) with attendants 
worshipping the lingam ; (this may be intended for Ndyakui^Ua), (2) A king and queen (Narasimha 
Bhtipati and Nayakurfila P) embracing. (3) The churning of the ocean of milk. 

Of the mukha-mandapam nothing is now left but the platform or base. The fallen piUars and roof 
seem to have been removed. On the ground in front lies a very handsome black granite sculpture of 
Durg&. It is broken in many places, but the design is in high alto-relievo and very well executed. 
Inside the dntardlika is some fin^y-worked sculpture, much bri^en. Above the doorway is the usual 
group of Tjakflhm! and the elephants. 

Near the main temple are the remains of some old shrines, much older than the principal temple and 
made of black stone. Above the doorway of the dntardlika is a stone stating that the man4apam had 
been erected by a private person. 

In the neighbouring village of Q&malapddu is cui inscription which states that in 6.6. 1599, (A.B. 
1677), Nahy^ a private person erected the temple there. 

Betuming towards Qunttlr, a ride of 8 miles brings the traveller to the village of Brahmaitapallb. 
North-west of this village, near a tank, is an old ruined 6iva temple with some figures of Guneda. To 
the east of the village is an old Siva temple now disused. Near it is a mandapam and an inscribed 
stone, the letters almost illegible, but apparently belonging to the thirteenth century A.D. Not far from 
this is a very poorly cut stone with a VlrakaL 

Five miles further on is the town of Piduourala, where there is a good Travellers' Bungalow. 

Pi4ugurala is a village alluded to by Mr. Boswell as possessing a circular moimd very similar to 
that under which the Amarftvati sculptures Were found.^ I have previously stated that I thought this 
idea somewhat fanciful, and further personal inspection confirms this view. The area of ground enclosed 

^ " Near the latter village (Pi^ugorftla) are a number of mounds forming a sort of large circle, which the people believe to be the 
remainfi of an old fort. The appearance of theae mounds bears, however, a very strong resemblance to the Depavali difine at Amara- 
vati, beneath which the Amaravati sculptures were discovered. They have never oeen opened. Scattered all around are great 
quantitiee of broken pottery, but no coins are known to have been found here.*' IStport published with Madrat 0,0. of 7th Jfwembtr 
1870.) 
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by the mound is many times larger than that at Amar&vati, and is of a totally different type. To begin 
with, it is square. There is no hollow in the middle, which woidd account for the mounds as being the 
debris caused b; an excavation. The mound is composed, not of excavated earth, but of stones and 
earth mixed together, the stone predominating. It appears in fact to be exactly what the villagers 
describe it to be — ^the remains of a fortification round the old village site, before it was moved to its 
present locality. They say it was built by the Be44^s. The villagers pointed out a place where the 
ground sounded hollow to the tread, and stated that it was reported to contain hidden treasure. I 
excavated and found simply that the noise was caused by some of the stones near the smrf ace being larger 
than others, and having noUows under them not choked up with earth. 

Near the bungalow on the main Haidar&b&d road is an old Sakti figure, and a tall slab of stone 
like a dhvaja stambha. Between this and the old fort are some small stone-buHt shrines. In one is a 
very poorly-sculptured design of a female on a horse. They call her Mddham Rdmaminaj and relate 
that she was a woman of the Bed^i caste, who lived a very bad life and after her death became a sort 
of inferior evil spirit or goblin. She is said to be incessantly going about the village brin^g evil on the 
people, the crop|S, and the cattle ; and the villagers therefore try to propitiate her by worship. In another 
is a r?raA%»/ which seems old. . No tradition regarding this figure remains. In another of these shrines is 
a roughly-executed design, consisting of three femcde figures, a woman and two children. They call 
this Mangamma PSrantdlu^ and relate that Mangamma was the wife of a Be4di chief, who, when her 
husband died, became a sati after telling all the people that she was pregnant of twins, and begging 
that she might be worshipped after her death. This was done for some time, but of late years her fame 
has diminished, and no worship is now performed. Close to the southern wall of the fort is a little 
shrine covering another of the evil female spirits. They say she was a woman of this village called 
Pidugurdh VUam Pilliamma (an uncomplimentary name, meaning the ** poisonous cat of Pidiugurftla"). 
She turned into an evil spirit after her death and did a ffreat deal of harm, and therefore the village 
people worshipped her. But lately the worship has ceased, and the villagers say that, oddly enough, sue 
also has ceased to do harm. 

Near the south-west angle of the fort wall is the principal temple of the old village, dedicated to 
^' Gopdlasvdmi " or Krishna. It is now in ruins, the figure of the god naving been removed to a newly- 
built temple in the present village. The old temple consisted of garbhdlayam^ two sannidhi-mandapam^ 
and two porches. The principal man4apam consists of 16 pillars, the porches of 4 each. The carving is 
poor. At the doorway to the inner man^apam are two dvdrapdlasy and a little pilaster ornamentation 
with a projecting roof above. On one of the pillars of the eastern porch is a small mscription dated Saka 
1472 (A,D. 1550), cyclic year Saumya. It merely states that the temple was built in that year by a 
private individual. On another is recorded a private grant in the same year. 

Near this is a shrine of Ghmeda, of whom two effigies lie on the ground^ one inside and one without. 
This temple is still used for worship, the deity not havinc^ been removed to the new village ; and yet 
this curious people permit the sacred image of the god to Ue ignominiously on its back in its own Holy 
of Holies. 

North of this is a small ruined shrine dedicated to BdmaUAgasvdmi, whose figure is now worshipped 
in the new village, this one being deserted. There are two rough dvdrapdlas on the lintels of the 
doorway. 

Close to this lie a number of sculptured stones. They are as follows. Two nandis. The pdmpaftam 
or pithain of a lingam. A mrahalj which seems very old. A Bhairava. The latter holds in his four 
hands the damarukam^ a crooked sword, a triSulanif and a human head, which a dog jumps up to and licks. 
Over his shoulder hangs a serpent, whose neck is twisted round his lees, the hood expanded and head erect 
in front. Over his h^id is a cobra-hood of many heads. Next to tnis is a figure of Gkneto ; then a 
Durg& with Mahiahdsura. She is eight-armed and holds the chankj a sceptre, a sword, a spear, a chakra, a 
bow, a shield, and the tail of the buffalo monster, whose body hangs loosely, the forepart resting on the 
ground. She has killed him with her trident-shaped spear. There are also an old ungraceful Ndga" 
kanyd ; two N&ga stones ; a four-armed erect figure, too demolished to be identified ; a Guneda ; a mrakal 
showing two figures, male and female ; two figures of ascetics with their hands clasped before them ; a 
stone slab havmg the figure of a Ganeda at the end of a row of six females, who are seated facing the 
spectator, cross-legged, and holding lotus buds in their right hands ; and lastly a large Naga stone with 
the serpent elegantly twisted. 

The principal temple in the new village consists of four shrines enclosed by one wall. I could not 
get into the enclosure as the door was locked, and the keeper of the key absent \ but I was told that there 
were no carved stones to be seen outside the innermost shrinesi and no inscriptions at all. 
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The temples are dedicated respeotively to Bdmalingawdmi, with a sculpture inside of l^iira and 
Parvati ; to AHjaneyawdmi^ with a figure of the monkey-^od ; to Vtrahhadray with a figure of that 
deity ; and to Gopdlcmdmiy with a s^pture inside of Exishna with his two wives, Rukmani and 
Satyabham&. Near this is a shrine over a SaJcti figure called Pafapatammaj having inside it one or two 
Naga stones. 

In the village are also two other shrines to Oangamma and Poleramma respectively, both having 
Sakti figures. Near the latter are three roughly-cut Naga figures and a broken four-aimed erect female 
figure. There is also a small shrine in the vUlage to ^^ Sttd Bdmawdmif^^ but I did not see the figure 
inside as the door was locked. 

Not far from the village, between it and the fort, stands an inscribed stone, but it is much injured. 

From Pidugurala, owing to a pressure of business requiring my presence elsewhere, I was compelled 
reluctantly to leave the Palnad country, and my tour terminated prematurely. There are many other 
places which would well repay a visit, and I trust that before long some one interested in these matters 
will be more fortunate than myself.

Amongst the antiquities of the Salem District, Hostir Taluk, I have noticed a number of rude stone 
sepulchral monuments, and I now ^ive in original a note by F. Q. Shaw, Esq., Member of the Anthropo- 
logicfid Institute, relating to some important ^^ finds " in several of these, near HosOr itself, in the year 
1864. No note of them has as yet been published, and the discovery of articles of apparently defensive 
body-armour is highly interesting. Mr. Shaw writes as follows : — 

** In the year 1864, while at the Kemount Dep^t at Oossoor, my attention was directed to some cromlechs 
distant from my house (to its immediate rear) about two nules, bearing nearly south along a pathway over 
broken and undulating ground. The pathway is a short cuf from Mudagherry (Bemount Depot) to Elillamun- 
galam, and its locality can be pointed out by any resident at the dep6t. 

^* Some Belooche horse-dealers were the first to open the graves, their attention having been directed to them 
by a Faktr, who persuaded them that they contained treasure. A few of the largest mounds were selected 
by these men, who worked at night for fear of detection. But finding nothing they came and told me, and I 
inspected the place in company with two or three of their number. Two tombs were found exposed. Elntrance to 
the larger one was made by breaking one of the top slabs, and the contents of the tomb were strewed about. I 
found broken pieces of pottery, but nothing else. Entrance to the smaller tomb was made from the east and 
from a hole in the stone forming the box, but as the work progressed slowly the sins'le slab covering the top 
was partly removed and propped up to admit of the contents being removed more easuy. The large tomb was 
a perfect box about 10 feet square, formed of cut or lamellated stone, the bottom restmg on one or more slabs 
forming a floor. I found on looking about that there were a score or more cromlechs, and I determined to open 
some on my own account. While so engaged Sir William Denison, who was then residing in the CroUector's 
house at Oossoor, expressed a wish that I should continue the work and he would pay the expenses. This I 
did, superintending tne excavations myself, and I must have opened a dozen or more. The size of the mound or 
actual tomb in no way indicated the richness of my '' finds," for I found one of the smaller or more insignificant 
looking to be the richest, and, unlike most of the others, it had no bottom slab, and the tomb or box was formed of 
irregumr-shaped slabs, as was the top stone or covering. Each cromlech was well defined with a circle of boulders : 
in some places th^y occurred in parallel rows, at others in a continuous line. In some of the tombs I foimd as 
many as three layers separated one from the other by lamellated small slabs resting on stones between which I 
invariably found urns, sometimes whole, but mosuy crushed by the superincumbent weight and probable 
shifting of the stones placed round them to take off the pressure. 

''In every tomb 1 opened I found specimens of pottery and charred bones, proving cremation. The pottery 
was of two colors — red or black and always polished (not glazed); some were highly finished, and occasionally 
they were met with with ornamental scorings or borders. The contents when unoroken contained only ashes, 
earth, and pieces of charred bones of various sizes, and here and there small fragments of charcoal, probably x)art 
of the debris of cremation. I never found any coins or shells, and the only metal was iron, whidi, of course, 
was completely oxidized. Among the iron weapons, utensils, &c., found were — 

1. A battle-axe-shaped weapon roughly of thii| shape. ... ^ ... .the dotted lines indicating the hole for 

a handle. 

2. A spear about 7^ or 8 feet long, the haft, head, and butt all of metal. 

3. Two large plates of iron slightiy curved, roughly of this shape. ...'... .pierced with holes or slots, 

probably for thongs to fasten as breast and back plates. 

4. !^iives and daggers of various shapes. ...'.... 

5. Arrow heads in great numbers. Many adhered or oxidized together as if they had been tied or placed 

in a quiver together. 

6. Swords of sizes, with the characteristic small handle. One sword was very long and double-handled, 

straight and sharp on both surfaces, terminating in a fine point. 



^ Mr. Shaw gives the rough outline of a hatchet-head, not of unusual shape. 

' A rough sketch is appended of what certainly looks like a piece of body armour with places for the arms and holes for thongs. 
Mr Shaw, in another letter, speaks of them as *' front and rear pieces." 
^ Sketch given showing bladesi straight and wavy. 
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7. Small pieces of iron— pins or 8kewer-8haped-*-representing probably needles or hair fasteners, i.e., hair 
pins, and some very like the instnunent used to paint the eyelids with pifi;ment. With these 
hitter I traced the fine links of a duun and what appeared to have been a smafi iron box, probably 
containing the pigment for coloring the eyelids. The chain was so corroded that I could not save 
but the smallest particles. The simple alteration caused by folding the chain (which must have 
been made of thin wires) in paper destroyed all trace of its form ; and I did not deposit it with the 
urns and weapons in the Museum. I also found a sharpening stone (which I have now).^ The 
stone is about 5 or 6 inches long, half an inch thick, and presents the worn half -polished surface 
that a carpenter's ^* hone" would. This stone was foimd with some small knives and arrow heads. 
The stone is of a greenish grey color. 

'' It must be remembered that ail these weapons were in fragments, and though I removed them myself with 
a clasp knife and ticketed them 1, 2, 3, &c., and placed the pieces in succession of removal in paper, here and 
there was a piece wanting to complete the oontmuity ; but when in situ and the earth removed, the weapon 
could be easily distinguished. 

'' The quarry from whence the lameUated stones were brought was about half a mile distant, and showed 
traces of the chisel here and there. 

** Near these quarries aifd to the west at the bottom of the hollow is a huge boulder with an inscription. 
I send you a copy of the inscription, a full translation of which I think I have already given you. Please rotum 
the copy of inscription at your leisure. 

** I have met with iJiese cromlechs all over Salem District, and I believe they abound in all ti^e Southern 
Districts in the Presidency. Thero are a great many on the Mailgherry Hills in the Dunkenycotta Taluk, 
quite overgrown with forest of groat age."

NOTE. 

The inscription runs thus, according to the copy sent me by Mr. Shaw : — 

*^ I, Eedava Nayakkan, in fulfilment of an oath, have inscribed and dedicated this stone to N^rayana, 
the protector of the five classes of people, on the 1st day of the month Arpi^i of the year of the K&liyuga 
4266, PramddMj in order that Sri Yira Yallan Ddvar may attain the throne. If any one annuls this 
virtuous action he will be guilty of the same sin as one who kills a black cow on the banks of the Ganges. 
Thus writes Eedava Nayakkan. Si^ed 6n Yall&n&dhan." 

Kaliyuga 4266 ooiresponds with A.D. 1165-66, but Pramddhi fell six years earlier. The year 
mentioned (K. 4266) occurred during the rei^ of Yiyaya Narasimha of the dynasty of the Hoyisala 
BalMas, who ruled over the country vmere this inscription is cut^ having their capital at Hallabidu (Dora- 
samudrskm, DrSxasamudram, Dvar&vatipura). He was succeeded in 1188 A.D. by Vira Ballala. If the 
Sri Yira Yall&n of the inscription is the same as 6ri Yira BalMa, it would seem that the hopes of the 
writer, £ei^ava Nftyakkan, were eventually realized, after 24 years of waiting. 

The inscription has nothing to do with the cromlechs. 

It is groatly to be regrott^ that the articles found in the tombs and deposited by Mr. Shaw appear 
to have been mislaid in the Museum, and- they cannot now be traced. If the iron plates were really 
broast-plate and back-piece, their discovery was one of extreme value.
